Mayor  WHITE:  Councillor  Iannella,  distin- 
guished members  of  the  City  Council,  honored 
guests,  fellow  citizens  of  Boston: 

I  can  assure  you  this  year's  account  of  our  past  ac- 
complishments and  of  our  hopes  for  the  future  will 
be  one  of  the  easiest  yet.  The  reason  is  simple:  1978 
has  been  an  extraordinary  year  for  the  City  of 
Boston. 

We  set  out  ambitious  goals  last  January,  and  we 
have  good  reason  to  be  proud  of  our  record.

I  promised  that  within  two  years  we  would  con- 
struct a  park  on  Sumner  Street  in  East  Boston.  It  is 
three-quarters  complete  now  and  should  open  in 
early  spring. 

I  promised  that  within  two  years  we  would  in- 
crease minority  employment  in  city  government. 
Within  one  year  we  have  raised  the  figure  from  13 
percent  to  almost  IS  percent,  and  this  included  all 
agencies  in  city  government,  where  change  is  not 
easy.  Within  non-Civil  Service  departments,  mi- 
nority employment  has  doubled,  and  that  does  not 
include  3,300  CETA  employees,  who  are  predomi- 
nantly minority. 

I  promised  that  within  two  years  we  would  re- 
open the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard  and  in  so  doing 
create  jobs,  housing,  and  economic  growth.  Within 
one  year,  the  project  is  ready  to  go. 

Last  year  I  pledged  to  keep  tax  increases  limited  to 
the  inflation  rate.  But  not  only  did  we  hold  the  tax 
rate  this  year,  for  the  first  time  in  city  history  we  an- 
nounced we  would  hold  it  stable  again  next  year. 

But  the  most  satisfying  victory  of  all  was 
Classification.  We  can  be  proud  not  only  of  the  role 
played  by  our  city  government,  but  of  the  leadership 
role  Boston  played  in  the  statewide  campaign.  The 
overwhelming  Classification  victory  in  Boston 
proved  that  we  Bostonians  are  willing  to  fight  for 
our  homes  and  our  neighborhoods  —  and  that  when 
we  band  together,  We  can  be  very  effective. 

Meeting  all  of  our  promises  and  hopes  of  last  year 
would  have  been  enough,  but  the  boom  in  this  town 
has  gone  far  beyond  that. 

Three  major  retail  areas  downtown  sprouted 
wings  in  1978.  We  completed  the  North  Market  at 
Faneuil  Hall;  we  dedicated  the  Downtown  Crossing, 
which  may  prove  to  be  one  of  the  boldest  and  most 
successful  innovations  in  the  country;  and  we  have 
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seen  planned  expansions  on  Newbury  Street  with  the 
advent  of  Copley  Place. 

The  Theater  District  has  blossomed  beyond  our 
most  generous  hopes,  breaking  sales  records  right 
and  left. 

Once  again  Boston  has  an  opera  house  —  one  that 
will  enrich  our  cultural  offerings  several  times  over. 

All  of  this  sparked  a  period  of  tremendous 
economic  boom  in  this  town. 

But  nowhere  is  this  city's  vitality  more  visible  than 
in  our  neighborhoods.  It  is  beyond  dispute  that  the 
enormous  physical  and  psychological  changes  that 
have  taken  place  in  each  of  our  seventeen 
neighborhoods  during  the  last  ten  years  have  out- 
distanced those  during  any  other  decade  in  this  city's 
history.  No  similar  period  has  concentrated  as  much 
on  reviving  the  neighborhoods  and  meeting  their 
needs. 

In  Mission  Hill,  in  West  Roxbury,  in  Dorchester, 
in  East  Boston  these  changes  are  real. 

—  People  are  fixing  up  their  homes. 

—  Business  districts  have  come  alive. 

—  Property  values  are  up. 

—  Health  services  are  increasingly  accessible  and 
affordable. 

Unlike  any  other  major  city  in  the  country,  our 
neighborhoods  are  now  beginning  to  see  young 
families  moving  back  into  Boston  —  and  making  a 
commitment  to  stay  here. 

If  anyone  doesn't  believe  this  enormous  progress, 
within  thirty  days  I  will  present  to  the  public 
documentary  proof  of  this  dramatic  change.  I  will 
do  it  with  the  only  real  measurement  we  have  of  life 
in  the  neighborhoods  —  the  views  of  those  who  live 
there. 

So  as  this  decade  winds  to  a  close,  we  can  be 
proud  of  our  accomplishments,  but  in  a  year  we  will 
have  a  new  decade  with  new  problems,  new  issues  to 
be  resolved,  and  government  cannot  always  start 
right  off  by  meeting  goals.  Sometimes  it  first  must 
raise  the  right  questions,  knowing  not  what  the 
answers  might  be,  but  only  of  a  determination  to 
find  out. 

In  three  areas  —  education,  housing,  and  taxes  — 
there  remain  critical  questions  we  must  address  this 
year  —  questions  that  must  be  answered  if  we  are 
truly  to  extend  the  progress  we  have  made  in  our 
neighborhoods  into  the  1980s. 

The  first  question  that  will  determine  the  future 
stability  of  our  neighborhoods  is  whether  or  not 
parents  can  trust  our  public  schools. 

Now,  as  I  see  it,  you  need  three  things  in  an  educa- 
tional system  if  you're  to  inspire  that  trust:  you  need 
an  appropriate  physical  environment;  you  need  a 
school  system  organized  to  support  teaching  and 
learning;  and  you  need  willing  and  motivated 
students. 

In  terms  of  the  physical  environment  for  learning, 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  last  ten  years  have 
brought  enormous  improvement.  When  I  became 
Mayor,  65  percent  of  our  students  were  housed  in 
buildings  that  were  more  than  half  a  century  old. 
The  building  in  which  I  attended  first  grade  —  a 
building  that  was  built  in  1848  —  was  still  standing. 

But  ten  years  later,  the  same  percentage  of 
students  are  housed  in  brand  new  buildings.  At  the 
high  school  level  these  changes  are  most  striking. 


There  is  not  another  city  in  the  country  that  can 
boast  of  facilities  like  the  Umana  School  in  East 
Boston,  or  the  new  Charlestown  High,  or  West  Rox- 
bury High,  or  English,  or  the  new  high  school  about 
to  open  in  Jamaica  Plain  —  and  there  is  no  city 
anywhere  that  contains  an  educational  complex  as 
vast  and  exciting  as  the  one  being  completed  now  at 
Madison  Park  in  lower  Roxbury. 

Not  a  person  in  this  room,  and  certainly  not  I, 
ever  attended  schools  like  these.  They  stand  as  sym- 
bols of  the  commitment  this  city  has  made  to  educa- 
tion, and  of  our  commitment  to  the  future  of  our 
young  people. 

But  school  buildings,  as  I  said,  are  only  one  com- 
ponent of  an  effective  educational  system.  Equally 
important  is  a  system  properly  organized  to  deliver 
educational  services,  and  that  depends  on  strong  and 
creative  professional  leadership  at  the  top. 

It  is  no  secret  that  I  have  been  a  sharp  critic  of  the 
Boston  School  Department  for  most  of  the  time  I 
have  been  mayor.  I  have  sought  repeatedly  to  bring 
about  changes  that  would  take  the  politics  out  of  the 
School  Committee,  that  would  strengthen  the  role  of 
the  Superintendent,  and  that  would  make  the 
schools  more  accountable  to  the  public.  Now,  under 
the  reorganization  plan  adopted  last  spring,  these 
long-overdue  changes  have  begun.  With  Bob 
Wood's  leadership  I  am  confident  that  Boston  will 
once  again  have  school  system  of  which  we  all  can  be 
proud. 

The  third  ingredient  of  successful  education  is  of 
course  the  students  themselves,  and  here  Boston 
should  have  to  take  a  back  seat  to  no  one.  If  one 
looks  around  this  city  at  the  strength  and  diversity  of 
its  neighborhoods,  it  should  be  obvious  that  a  public 
school  system  that  truly  reflected  this  cultural 
richness  would  be  lucky  indeed.  Unfortunately,  our 
public  schools  do  not  now  draw  on  the  full  range  of 
talent  contained  in  our  neighborhoods,  and  they  will 
not,  unless  and  until  the  public  is  convinced  that  the 
Boston  schools  work. 

To  bring  about  such  confidence,  we  must  produce 
students  who  are  fully  prepared  upon  graduation  for 
either  higher  education  or  for  work,  whichever  they 
choose.  Right  now  less  than  a  third  of  our  students 
go  to  college.  This  is  a  record  that  can  and  must  be 
improved. 

As  for  preparing  graduates  for  work,  this  is 
someting  we  have  taken  the  lead  in  through  our  new 
Youth  Employment  Program,  Project  YES. 

Project  YES  is  not  just  another  federal  program; 
it  is  one  of  the  most  imaginative  and  innovative  in 
the  nation.  By  providing  part-time  jobs  during  the 
school  year,  the  program  pays  —  yes  it  pays  —  high 
school  students  in  school  while  equipping  them  with 
the  skills  and  attitudes  that  can  be  acquired  only 
through  actual  work  experience.  No  one  could  have 
dreamed  of  the  concept  several  years  ago.  Not  only 
did  this  administration  fight  to  make  Boston  one  of 
only  six  cities  in  the  country  to  get  this  program,  But 
I  can  now  announce  that  we  have  just  received  addi- 
tional funds  to  extend  the  program  well  into  1980. 

Now,  no  one  thinks  that  with  all  of  these 
achievements  there  are  no  serious  problems  in  the 
schools.  Cost  management  controls  need  to  be  im- 
proved. If  we  are  going  to  continue  to  spend  $3,000 
per  pupil,  we  need  to  know  what  we  are  getting  for 
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that  investment.  We  need  to  know  not  only  that  our 
schools  are  safe,  but  that  there  are  programs  in  place 
to  insure  that  no  student  will  graduate  without 
possessing  the  basic  skills  necessary  to  function  in 
college,  on  the  job,  or  as  a  citizen. 

But  in  1979,  the  overriding  question  about  our 
schools  remains  that  of  public  confidence,  and  the 
key  to  restoring  that  confidence  remains  where  it  has 
been  for  the  past  five  years:  at  the  Federal  Court 
House. 

Judge  Garrity  and  I  have  had  our  disagreements 
over  the  years,  as  everyone  knows,  but  he  has  played 
an  important  role  in  bringing  needed  changes  to  our 
school  system.  For  this  he  deserves  no  small  measure 
of  gratitude. 

But  the  time  has  now  come  for  the  court  to 
withdraw.  The  emergency  conditions  that  warranted 
Federal  Court  presence  no  longer  exist.  We  have 
come  a  long  way  and  made  enormous  progress,  but 
the  system  will  never  fully  recover  until  it  is  forced  to 
stand  on  its  own  two  feet,  and  until  everyone  knows 
that  the  Superintendent  is  fully  in  charge. 

So,  therefore,  I  believe  that  before  the  end  of  this 
year  we  must  know: 

When  and  under  what  conditions  the  Federal 
Court  will  return  the  schools  to  the  full  control  of 
the  Superintendent.  We  have  had  five  years  of  divided 
authority  over  the  schools.  Now  at  last  we  have  a 
Superintendent  fully  deserving  of  the  court's  con- 
fidence as  well  as  the  public's.  It  is  time  for  the  court 
to  wind  down  its  involvement,  and  close  the  final 
chapter  on  a  most  difficult  time  in  this  city's  history. 

There  is  a  second  area  where  critical  questions 
must  be  answered  if  we  are  to  enter  the  next  decade 
with  the  same  force  and  commitment  that  character- 
ized our  fight  for  the  neighborhoods  in  the  70s.  That 
area  is  housing. 

This  is  not  to  say  we  have  not  made  strides  in 
housing  —  far  from  it.  Housing  values  are  up. 
We've  built  over  3,000  units  of  elderly  housing  in 
four  years,  and  in  three  years  the  Housing  Improve- 
ment Program  has  stimulated  $41  million  in  private 
investment  for  home  renovation.  Do  you  know  what 
that  means?  We  gave  11,000  people  an  average 
check  of  $900,  then  they  went  out  and  spent  $2,700 
on  renovations. 

That,  in  my  opinion,  has  done  more  to  bolster 
neighborhood  confidence  than  any  other  simple 
government  action  —  federal,  state,  or  local.  During 
the  hard  economic  times  of  the  70s,  we  invested  in 
our  most  valuable  resource  in  the  city  —  the 
homeowner  —  and  it  has  paid  off. 

But  there  is  another  side  to  our  battle  for  decent 
housing,  which  has  an  enormous  effect  on  our 
neighorhoods.  I  speak  of  public  housing.  Our  goal 
here  has  been  not  only  to  provide  housing  for  those 
who  need  it,  but  to  make  tenants  feel  they  are  an  in- 
tegral part  of  the  community.  Yet  for  the  last  four 
years  our  progress  in  this  area  has  been  brought  to  a 
standstill.  By  intervening  in  the  daily  operations  of 
the  BHA,  the  courts  have  done  far  more  to  hurt 
public  housing  tenants  than  to  help  them. 

Court  intervention  in  education  was  one  thing.  It 
was  painful,  but  at  least  it  was  grounded  in  Constitu- 
tional precedent.  In  the  case  of  intervention  in  the 
administration  of  the  BHA,  however,  no  such  prece- 
dent can  be  found.  Rather  than  dealing  with  clear 


Constitutional  mandates,  the  court  is  making 
political  choices  about  how  we  should  allocate  scarce 
housing  resources.  Our  real  problem  in  public  hous- 
ing is  lack  of  state  and  federal  funds.  But  by  in- 
truding without  providing  more  money,  the  courts 
have  frustrated  our  efforts  even  to  make  use  of  the 
money  we  have. 

That  is  my  opinion.  But  I  sincerely  believe  the 
issue  merits  a  broad  public  debate.  In  the  coming 
year  we  must  find  answers  to  the  following  ques- 
tions: 

(1)  Has  court  intervention  worked  to  the  benefit 
or  the  detriment  of  the  tenants? 

(2)  Has  court  intervention  worked  to  the  benefit 
or  the  detriment  of  the  neighborhoods? 

(3)  Is  the  problem  with  public  housing  conditions 
one  of  poor  management,  or  insufficient  funds? 

If  it's  a  problem  of  poor  management,  what  could 
the  court's  legitimate  role  be? 

If  it's  a  problem  of  insufficient  funds,  what  is  the 
court  doing  there  in  the  first  place? 

(4)  Who  should  the  public  hold  accountable  for 
housing  conditions  in  the  projects?  Right  now  the 
tenants  have  no  way  to  determine  this,  and  that  is 
unfair. 

(5)  When  and  under  what  conditions  does  the 
court  plan  to  extricate  itself  from  the  area  of  public 
housing? 

I  do  not  have  answers  to  all  these  questions, 
although  I  have  opinions  which  I  have  stated. 

But  I  believe  we  must  focus  all  our  energies  in  pur- 
suing answers,  for  public  housing  is  a  neighborhood 
issue  —  and  we  must  resolve  the  existing  impasse  this 
year. 

To  that  end  I  will  establish  within  a  few  weeks  a 
commission  composed  of  experts  in  such  fields  as 
Constitutional  law,  management,  social  policy,  and 
neighborhood  needs  to  report  directly  to  me  with 
answers  to  these  questions  and  with  recommenda- 
tions for  action  by  May  1 . 

One  final  area,  questions  have  been  raised,  not 
just  in  Boston,  but  throughout  the  country.  They 
concern  the  problem  of  property  taxes. 

At  no  time  in  three  centuries  has  the  question  of 
taxes  had  such  an  impact  on  public  reaction,  as  it  did 
in  1978.  It  changed  outlooks,  it  changed  the  public 
debate,  it  changed  public  response,  and  it  changed 
public  officials  in  wholesale  numbers. 

There  is  no  confidence  that  we  have  yet  found  the 
answer,  but  we  are  convinced  only  that  this  one  tax  is 
prohibitive,  confiscatory,  regressive,  and  unfair. 

As  we  enter  1979,  we  are  hopeful  the  new  Gover- 
nor will  keep  his  campaign  promise  to  find  a  solu- 
tion to  this  problem. 

I  believe  any  answer,  however,  at  least  as  it  affects 
Boston,  must  be  based  on  three  principles. 

(\)  We  must  change  the  Constitution  to  make  our 
tax  system  more  flexible.  Only  when  Boston  is  able 
to  broaden  its  tax  base  and  tap  the  economic  activity 
within  its  borders  will  our  tax  system  be  perceived  as 
fair  and  equitable. 

(2)  We  must  reduce  the  level  of  property  taxes.  It 
is  too  high. 

(3)  We  must  —  and  we  will  —  equalize  property 
assessments  in  this  city.  With  the  Classification 
Amendment  now  part  of  the  Constitution,  we  have  a 
needed  framework  for  this  reform. 
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By  May  15th,  I  will  present  the  state  with  50,000 
signatures  of  people  who  live  in  this  state  and  sup- 
port the  Governor's  commitment  to  reform  the  pro- 
perty tax  this  year.  Boston  will  work  as  hard  for  tax 
reform  as  we  did  for  Classification.  I  urge  other 
mayors  to  join  us. 

The  questions  I  have  raised  today  are  tough  ones, 
but  as  this  decade  comes  to  a  close,  it  is  my  respon- 
sibility, I  believe,  to  focus  public  debate  on  those 
issues  which  are  crucial  to  our  psychological  and 
physical  health  as  well  as  to  our  self-confidence. 

I  hope  this  State  of  the  City  Address,  therefore, 
will  signal  the  beginning  not  just  of  a  new  year,  but 
of  a  new  process  of  public  discussion.  I  welcome  the 
City  Council,  the  courts,  the  media,  business 
leaders,  opinion  leaders,  and  neighborhood  activists 
throughout  the  city  to  join  me  in  a  commitment  to 
work  towards  finding  the  answer  to  these  tough 
questions. 

This  is  a  role  Boston  has  played  before  —  an  in- 
tegral role  in  our  nation's  history.  In  Faneuil  Hall, 
Bostonians  did  not  culminate  a  successful  revolu- 
tion; they  did  riot  sign  the  Declaration,  or  even  fire 
the  first  shot.  What  they  did  was  raise  questions  for 
public  debate. 

The  answers  to  the  questions  we  raise  today  will 
affect  the  future  of  Bostonians  in  very  real  and  im- 
portant ways. 

Perhaps  we  can  take  courage  in  this  task  from  one 
Bostonian  whose  memory  I  hope  none  of  us  forget 
in  the  years  to  come:  Melnea  Cass,  —  activist, 
reformer,  and  friend. 

I  genuinely  believe  that  Boston  has  never  been 
healthier.  As  I  look  around  this  city  and  recall  the 
predictions  of  a  few  years  back  about  the  fate  of  our 
older  cities,  I  can  only  think  that  it  is  here,  in  our 
city,  that  the  case  for  Urban  America  is  being  made. 

No,  cities  are  not  dead.  This  city  is  not  dead  —  of 
that  you  can  be  sure. 

But  I  would  be  misleading  you  if  I  said  that  our 
tribulations  are  over.  We  must,  as  I've  outlined 
above,  improve  our  schools  and  our  housing;  we 
must  make  sure  the  Governor  and  the  State  Legis- 
lature change  our  inequitable  tax  structure;  and  we 
must  fight  any  effort  on  the  part  of  the  federal 
government  to  lessen  its  commitment  to  cities  in 
favor  of  strengthening  its  commitment  to  foreign 
countries. 

Our  foreign  policy  can  only  be  as  strong  as  our 
domestic  policy. 

As  Senator  Fulbright  said,  "In  the  course  of  his- 
tory nations  have  been  defeated  by  foreign  enemies 
at  least  as  often  because  of  internal  weaknesses  of 
their  societies  as  because  of  insufficient  armaments." 

So,  as  a  final  pledge  to  you,  I  promise  to  continue 
my  fight  for  Boston  —  not  only  on  a  local  level,  but 
in  the  State  Legislature,  in  the  courts,  and  in  Wash- 
ington, and  I  hope  you  will  all  join  me,  (applause.) 

Chairman  IANNELLA:  Thank  you,  Mayor 
White,  for  your  very  fine  address. 

The  chair  now  appoints  Councillors  Connolly  and 
DiCara  to  escort  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  from  the 
chamber. 


Chairman  IANNELLA:  The  Council  will  be  in 
order. 


The  chair  declared  a  brief  recess. 


ELECTION  OF  PRESIDENT 

On  motion  of  Councillor  DiCara  the  Council 
voted  to  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  president  for  the 
municipal  year  1979.  The  clerk  called  the  roll  with 
the  following  results: 

For  Councillor  Tierney  — Councillors  Connolly, 
DiCara,  Langone,  McDonough,  O'Neil,  Tierney  — 
6.  Voting  present  —  Councillors  Flynn,  Iannella, 
Sansone  —  3. 

Chairman  IANNELLA  announced  that  Coun- 
cillor Tierney,  having  received  six  votes,  was 
declared  elected  president  for  the  municipal  year 
1979.  (Applause.) 

President  TIERNEY:  Thank  you  very  much. 

It  is  a  district  honor  and  a  great  privilege  for  me  to 
have  been  chosen  as  your  President.  For  myself  — 
and  I  am  sure  I  speak  for  all  of  you  as  well  —  I  in- 
tend to  devote  myself  with  renewed  energy  and  un- 
bounded enthusiasm  in  helping  to  strengthen  our 
great  city  which,  after  very  difficult  years,  truly 
grows  better  and  more  magnificent  each  year.  Hav- 
ing served  on  this  body  for  seven  years,  I  realize  that 
there  will  be  honest  differences  of  views.  These  dif- 
ferences are  and  should  be  reflected  in  honest 
debate.  Some  interpret  this  process  as  disunity.  I 
perceive  it  as  a  vital  process  in  policy-making  among 
free  men.  I  ask  for  your  cooperation  in  complying 
with  our  rules  to  preserve  decorum  and  order  in  this 
Council.  I  have  set  three  goals  for  1979: 

First,  fundamental  reform  of  the  city's  budgetary 
review  process.  Presently  the  process  amounts  to  lit- 
tle more  than  an  exercise  in  futility.  The  budget  is 
never  submitted  on  time  to  the  City  Council.  After  it 
is  passed,  there  is  no  process  to  hold  department 
heads  to  their  appropriations  which  results  in  year- 
end,  defict-spending  of  anywhere  between  $11  and 
$30  million.  This  must  end.  There  will  be  account- 
ability in  1979. 

Second,  the  Charles  Street  Jail  issue,  expenditure 
of  public  funds  in  support  of  a  referendum,  the 
holdover  status  of  mayoral  appointments,  such  as 
the  BRA  board,  dramatically  point  to  the  need  of 
the  City  Council  to  retain  its  own  legal  counsel.  It  is 
unrealistic  and  unfair  to  expect  the  Law  Department 
to  represent  the  City  Council  when  we  are  at  odds 
with  the  Mayor.  We  must  begin  immediately  to  take 
measures  to  retain  our  own  legal  counsel. 

Third,  I  feel  there  is  a  basic  need  to  establish  a 
Public  Information  Office  which  would  be  a  joint 
venture  between  the  City  Council  staff  and  the  City 
Clerk's  office.  This  office  will  be  a  clearinghouse  to 
disseminate  information  to  the  public  on  all  matters 
concerning  city  business  and,  hopefully,  eliminate 
much  of  the  red  tape. 

Finally,  during  my  seven  years  in  the  City  Council, 
I  have  never  seen  relations  between  the  administra- 
tion and  this  body  so  poor.  In  a  gesture  of  good  will, 
for  the  good  of  Boston,  I  extend  an  open  hand  of  co- 
operation thereby  hoping  to  establish  dialogue  and 
better  communications  between  this  body  and  the 
Office  of  the  Mayor.  Thank  you.  The  best  to  you 
and  yours  in  1979.  (Applause.)

I  wish  to  announce  that  effective  Wednesday, 
January  3,  1979,  I  will  tender  my  resignation  as  a 
member  of  the  Boston  City  Council.  I  hereby  notify 
you  further,  that  I  relinquish  all  privileges,  responsi- 
bilities, and  duties  connected  with  said  office. 

I  tender  my  resignation  in  order  to  assume  the  of- 
fice of  Register  of  Probate  and  Insolvency  for  Suf- 
folk County. 

As  I  leave  the  Boston  City  Council,  I  look  back  on 
my  five  years  as  a  councillor  with  great  satisfaction. 
In  particular,  I  feel  that  my  work  on  our  city's  fiscal 
matters  and  my  advocacy  of  the  concerns  of  our 
elderly  have  made  my  years  as  a  Councillor  both 
challenging,  as  well  as  rewarding.  I  shall  miss  serving 
on  the  City  Council,  which,  despite  its  critics,  re- 
mains as  one  of  the  few  governmental  bodies  accessi- 
ble to  the  people. 

The  people  of  Suffolk  County  have  selected  me  as 
their  Register  of  Probate.  I  intend  to  serve  them  with 
the  same  foresight,  dedication,  and  responsibility  as 
I  served  the  people  of  Boston.

Information  has  been  requested  regarding  the 
feasibility  of  selling  City  of  Boston  bonds  in 
denominations  small  enough  to  permit  local 
residents  to  purchase  them  and  gain  the  benefit  of 
the  tax-exempt  status  of  these  bonds.  I  have  recently 
been  exploring  this  approach,  but  to  date,  I  perceive 
more  problems  than  benefits  associated  with  it. 

It  seems  clear  that  this  method  of  marketing 
bonds  has  much  greater  administrative  costs  than 
the  method  presently  used.  Estimates  have  been  of- 
fered by  persons  highly  experienced  in  the  marketing 
of  these  securities  that  the  administrative  cost  of 
marketing  these  so-called  "mini-bonds"  could  be  as 
much  as  twenty  times  what  the  city  currently  pays 
per  million  dollar  of  bonds  issued.  In  addition, 
printing  costs  would  increase  considerably.  There 
are  a  number  of  other  drawbacks  which  would  tend 
to  substantially  decrease  underwriter  interest  in  be- 
ing involved  with  Boston  debt.  All  of  these  factors 
would  tend  to  increase  the  costs  borne  by  the  city's 
taxpayers,  as  a  whole. 

While  it  is  true  that  the  city's  present  marketing 
methods  prevent  small  investors  from  purchasing 
the  city's  tax-exempt  bonds  directly,  it  is  not  true 
that  they  are  unable  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of  tax- 
exempt  securities,  there  is  at  least  one  municipal 
bond  mutual  fund  in  Massachusetts  in  which  in- 
vestors can  participate  for  as  little  as  $500.  This 
method  of  participation  in  the  bond  market  is 
probably  more  beneficial  to  a  small  investor  than 
purchasing  one  or  two  bonds  of  one  issuer  such  as 
Boston,  because  a  small  investor  can  get  the  benefit 
of  a  pool  of  investments  composed  of  securities  with 
both  higher  yield-higher  risk  and  lower  yield-lower 
risk  characteristics. 

As  I  indicated  above,  I  will  continue  to  explore 
this  issue,  and  should  I  determine  that  it  would  be 
possible  to  market  City  of  Boston  securities  in  small 
denominations  at  little  or  no  net  cost  to  all  the  city's 
taxpayers,  I  will  recommend  that  this  marketing 
method  be  put  to  a  test.

1 .     Executive  Summary 

Analytic  Framework:  Implementation  of  the  1977 
Clean  Air  Act  amendments  potentially  conflicts  with 
economic  development  goals  in  older  distressed 
cities  such  as  Boston.  The  public  interest  in  job  crea- 
tion in  high-unemployment  areas  and  job  categories 
is  a  reason  for  public  intervention  in  the  market  in 
offset  rights.  Technical  assistance  and  other  aid  to 
help  selected  firms  meet  SIP  standards  is  similarly 
justified.  Further,  city  governments  may  themselves 
have  the  potential  to  be  efficient  producers  of  offset. 
Boston's  AQTA  application  is  designed  to  finance 
the  development  and  application  of  market  interven- 
tion, production,  and  distribution  strategies  in  the 
offset  market  to  serve  economic  development  objec- 
tives. 

Problem  Statement:  Boston  is  in  nonattainment 
of  ambient  air  quality  standards  for  hydrocarbons 
and  carbon  monixide.  Continuation  of  the  city's 
ongoing  progress  in  economic  development 
therefore  requires  the  creation  of  sufficient  offset 
rights,  particularly  for  hydrocarbons,  to  accom- 
modate new  or  expanded  enterprises,  particularly 
those  which  create  the  blue-collar,  industrial  jobs 
most  likely  to  be  filled  by  Boston's  unemployed. 
Carbon  monoxide  emissions  will  be  reduced  as  strict 
federal  automobile  standards  take  effect.  For  all 
other  pollutants  for  which  we  are  in  attainment, 
margins  for  growth  will  require  PSD  credits.  Ex- 
isting jobs  are  potentially  in  jeopardy,  both  from 
financial/technical    difficulties    which    some 
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employers  may  face  in  meeting  the  requirements  of 
the  State  Implementation  Plan,  and  buy-out  offers 
from  suburban  firms  in  need  of  "air  space."* 

Strategies 
Strategy  One:  Creating  Offset 

The  city  will  create  its  own  offset  by  reducing  its 
own  emissions  and  emission-generating  activities 
beyond  the  requirements  of  the  SIP. 

The  city  will  create  offset  by  assisting  and  in  some 
cases  requiring  beneficiaries  of  programs  and  sub- 
jects of  city  regulations  to  exceed  SIP. 
Strategy  Two:  Distributing  Offset 

The  city  will  use  the  offset  thus  acquired  to  aid 
new  and  expanding  firms  in  accordance  with  an 
analytic  methodology  to  be  developed  and  im- 
plemented consistent  with  Boston's  Comprehensive 
Economic  Development  Strategy. 


*We  are  using  the  words  "air  space"  to  mean  the 
availability  of  legal  sanction  for  new  or  increased 
emissions  under  an  approved  SIP.  Depending  on  the 
regulations  in  the  SIP,  air  space  can  be  created  by  a 
direct  trade-off  (acquisition  of  offset),  by  "growth 
cushion"  or  a  decrease  in  overall  pollution  levels 
below  that  required  by  the  SIP. 
Strategy  Three:  Establishing  an  Offset  Informa- 
tion Clearinghouse. 

The  city  will  provide  brokerage,  and  in  some  in- 
stances subsidies,  for  offset  acquisition  for  desirable 
firms,  and  attempt  to  discourage  buyouts  with  un- 
favorable economic  impacts. 
Strategy  Four:  Providing  Technical  Assistance 

The  city  will  provide  technical  assistance  to  ex- 
isting firms  which  need  such  assistance  to  meet  SIP 
requirements.  This  assistance  will  be  allocated  ac- 
cording to  the  potential  for  real  economics  (e.g., 
organizing  several  dry-cleaning  plants  to  jointly  buy 
emission-control,  design  work  or  arranging  for  an 
industry-wide,  technical  briefing)  and  the  likelihood 
and  potential  economic  impact  of  shutdowns  in  the 
absence  of  such  assistance.  The  city  will  assist  firms 
outside  of  Boston  as  well  as  within  the  city  limits  in 
order  to  provide  regional  economies  of  scale  in  areas 
such  as  mass  buying  of  emission-control  equipment 
and  in  order  to  extend  the  program  to  other  jurisdic- 
tions which  share  and  contribute  to  our  regional  air- 
pollution  problem.  Funds  provided  by  the  sale  of 
offsets  will  maintain  ongoing  technical  assistance 
and  offset  market  assistance  programs. 

Strategy  Five:  Providing  Financial  Assistance 

The  city  will  provide  subsidies  in  the  form  of  tax 
agreements,  the  sale  of  offset  at  or  below  market 
prices,  and  in  other  appropriate  forms  in  order  to 
encourage  desirable  but  economically  marginal 
firms  to  start  up,  expand,  or  remain  in  business.  The 
city  will  assist  firms  to  produce  and  market  offset, 
with  particular  attention  to  instances  in  which 
genuine  economics  can  be  created  with  city 
assistance. 
Evaluation 

Evaluation  will  be  an  ongoing  process  to  begin  as 
soon  as  activities  under  the  grant  are  initiated.  The 
evaluation  will  be  conducted  by  a  committee  of 
business,  community,  governmental,  and  technical 
representatives.  Special  concern  will  be  taken  to  in- 
clude regional  and  state,  as  well  as  city  officials. 


Academic  and  private  consulting  will  also  be  a  part 
of  this  process.

O'Neil  under  the  provisions  of  section  17F,  for  in- 
formation regarding  police  services  to  the  Mary 
Ellen  McCormack  Housing  Development,  I  am 
sending  both  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding  as 
well  as  the  Boston  Police  Department  Special  Order 
concerning  the  creation  of  the  Neighborhood  Polic- 
ing Unit  (NPU). 

It  should  be  emphasized  that  the  NPU  is  a  city- 
wide  unit  that  provides  police  services  to  all  residents 
of  the  city  and  particularly  to  those  citizens  who  may 
have  housing-related  difficulties.  Officers  of  this 
unit  are  deployed  throughout  the  city  as  the  need 
arises.

MEMORANDUM  OF  UNDERSTANDING 
Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  committed  to  pro- 
vide police  services  to  ensure  a  secure  and  peaceful 
living  environment  for  all  residents  of  the  city,  par- 
ticularly with  regard  to  the  protection  of  equal  ac- 
cess to  housing;  and  there  is  a  need  for  additional, 
specialized,  police-community  relations  services  in 
certain  sections  of  the  city  to  prevent  community 
disorders  and  respond  to  the  concerns  of  residents; 
Now,  therefore,  the  parties  agree  that: 
The  Mayor's  *bffice,  acting  through  the  director 
of  the  Office  of  Program  Development,  agrees  to 
reimburse  the  Police  Department  $190,512  for  cer- 
tain payroll  costs  incurred  as  part  of  Boron's  Com- 
munity Development  Program,  specifically  payroll 
costs  of  the  Neighborhood  Police  Unit. 

In  order  to  be  eligible  for  reimbursement,  the 
costs  must  be  allowable  under  HUD  regulations 
(Federal  Register  40:1 1 1),  they  must  be  expended  ex- 
clusively on  Community  Development  Block  Grant 
Programs  approved  by  the  Neighborhood  Develop- 
ment Council  and  they  must  be  certified  as  allowable 


and  in  compliance  with  the  approved  budget  by  the 
director  of  the  Office  of  Program  Development. 

Deviations  from  the  budget  must  be  approved  in 
writing  by  the  director  of  the  Office  of  Program 
Development  and  the  assistant  to  the  Mayor  for 
public  safety  and  conform  to  NDC  policies  re- 
garding budget  changes.  Under  no  circumstances 
will  reimbursement  be  made  in  excess  of  the  total 
budgeted  amount  without  the  approval  of  the 
Neighborhood  Development  Council. 
Debit  Transfers 

No  payroll  costs  will  be  charged  directly  to  the 
Community  Development  Block  Grant  Appropria- 
tion Code.  At  the  end  of  each  month,  The  police 
Department  will  submit  a  request  for  "Special  Draft 
Payment"  to  the  Office  of  Program  Development. 
This  request  will  be  reviewed  and  forwarded  on  ap- 
proval to  Community  Development  Accounting 
where  a  "Special  Draft  Payment"  form  will  be  made 
out,  processed,  and  then  sent  to  the  city  Auditor 
who  will  relieve  the  appropriation  originally  charged 
and  charge  the  proper  Community  Development 
Blcok  Grant  Appropriation  Code.  The  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  Controller  will  pay  the 
city  for  any  fringe  costs  associated  with  this  transfer. 
Documentation 

In  support  of  each  Special  Draft  Payment,  the 
Police  Department  agrees  to  provide  documentation 
of  the  deployment  of  the  officers  in  the 
Neighborhood  Police  Unit  (NPU)  on  a  daily  and 
monthly  basis  to  the  Mayor's  Public  Safety  Staff 
and  on  a  monthly  basis  to  the  Office  of  Program 
Development. 

Documentation  on  a  daily  basis  shall  consist  of  a 
Standard  Beat  Plan  Manning  giving  the  call  signs, 
locations,  and  times  each  officer  assigned  to  the 
Neighborhood  Police  Unit  is  on  duty  for  the 
previous  twenty-four  period. 

Documentation  on  a  monthly  basis  shall  con- 
stitute supporting  data  to  be  submitted  with  the  re- 
quest for  a  Special  Draft  Payment.  The  monthly 
documentation  shall  include  the  following  informa- 
tion: 

1 .  The  monthly  summary  of  beat  manning 

2.  Copies  of  the  final  payroll  showing  the  per- 
forming officers'  names,  rank,  identification 
number,  weekly  salary,  and  amount  paid  for 
Community  Development  Police  Patrol.  The 
copy  of  the  final  payroll  should  also  indicate  the 
amount  of  each  budget  item,  to  correspond  with 
the  beats  fielded  by  the  NPU. 

3.  The  total  dollars  to  be  reimbursed  should  be 
summarized  on  the  Request  Letter,  Attachment 
One,  and  the  appropriation  code  originally 
charged  should  be  noted  thereon. 

In  addition,  the  Police  Department  agrees  to 
maintain  individual  time  records  of  affected  person- 
nel for  purposes  of  subsequent  audit  as  required  by 
HUD  and  FMC  74-4,  Attachment  B.  These  records 
need  not  be  submitted  to  the  controller  but  they 
must  clearly  indicate  all  time  chargeable  to  the  Com- 
munity Development  Program  and  be  available  for 
inspection  by  the  controller  and  his  auditors. 
Definition  of  Payroll  Months 

In  order  to  simplify  the  budget  reporting  of 
payroll  data  by  month,  Community  Development 
Accounting  will  consider  that  any  pay  week  ending 
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within  a  calendar  month  should  be  charged  to  that 
month.  Since  Tuesday  is  the  last  day  of  every  pay 
week,  the  number  of  Tuesdays  in  a  month  will  deter- 
mine the  number  of  weekly  payrolls  to  be  charged  to 
that  month. 
Definition  of  Eligible  Expenditures 

The  Police  Department  will  establish  a  special 
payroll,  number  2518,  for  personnel  assigned  to  the 
Neighborhood  Police  Unit.  Only  the  salaries  of 
those  officers  assigned  to  the  Neighborhood  Police 
Unit  will  be  paid  from  Payroll  2518. 

To  be  eligible  for  reimbursement,  activities  and 
deployment  of  the  Neighborhood  Police  Unit  must 
conform  to  the  Public  Safety  Plan  for  Community 
Disorders  submitted  by  the  City  of  Boston  to  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development, 
August  12,  1978. 

This  plan  provides  that  the  Neighborhood  Police 
Unit,  formerly  known  as  the  Resident  Agent  Pro- 
gram, will  be  moved  into  housing  projects  or 
neighborhoods  where  there  is  a  potential  for  com- 
munity disorders  in  order  to  establish  effective, 
ongoing,  police  service  delivery  to  the  area. 

The  primary  effort  of  the  Neighborhood  Police 
Unit  is  to  ensure  a  safe  and  secure  environment  for 
all  residents  of  the  area  to  which  they  are  assigned.  If 
the  assignment  involves  move-ins  under  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  Tenant  Selection  Plan,  the 
neighborhood  Police  Unit  officers  will  meet  with 
tenants  and  local  residents  of  the  area  and  will  assist 
the  move-in  with  becoming  familiar  with  their  new 
environment  and  the  residents  of  the  area. 

The  Neighborhood  Police  Unit  will  operate  as 
part  of  Area  G  Command,  Bureau  of  Field  Services, 
but  will  come  under  the  direct  operational  control  of 
the  appropriate  Area  Police  Command. 
Period  of  Agreement 

This    agreement    shall    remain    in    effect    from 
November  9,  1978,  through  June  30,  1979,  and  shall 
not,  unless  otherwise  amended,  exceed  $190,512.

This  Special  Order  establishes  the  Neighborhood 
Policing  Unit  (NPU),  formerly  the  Community 
Coordination  Unit  <CCU).  The  NPU  will  be  based  in 
and  under  the  control  of  the  Bureau  of  Field  Ser- 
vices, Area  G  Command.  Since  the  unit  will  have 
city-wide  responsibilities,  its  members,  when 
deployed,  will  report  to,  and  be  accountable  and 
responsible  to,  the  various  district  commanding  of- 
ficers and  area  commanders. 

The  primary  responsibility  of  the  Neighborhood 
Policing  Unit  will  be  to  provide  a  safe  and  secure 
transition  period  during  the  implementation  of  the 


Boston  Housing  Authority's  Fair  Housing  Program. 
Members  of  the  unit  have  been  trained  in  team  polic- 
ing, community  relations,  fair  housing,  and  com- 
munity disorder  intervention.  These  officers  will  be 
placed  in  housing  projects  or  neighborhoods  when 
there  is  a  potential  for  disorder. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  coordinate  information  and 
resources  within  the  department,  and  other  ap- 
propriate agencies  outside  the  department.  The 
Community  Disorders  Unit  and  other  units  will 
follow  the  procedures  outlined  below: 

The  Community  Disorders  Unit  (CDU) 

The  CDU  coordinates  the  department's  activities 
concerning  community  disorders  (See  S.O.  78-28, 
dated  April  7,  1978),  and  maintains  liaison  with 
other  concerned  governmental  agencies. 

The  CDU,  therefore,  will  be  responsible  for  noti- 
fying the  NPU  of  those  housing  projects  and/or 
neighborhoods  where  the  move-in  of  a  particular 
person(s)  may  create  a  potential  for  a  community 
disorder. 

Neighborhood  Policing  Unit 

Upon  notification  by  the  CDU  the  NPU  will  be 
responsible  for  developing  a  strategy  to  ensure  that 
residents  may  live  without  fear  of  harassment  or 
physical  assault  on  them  or  their  property.  This  plan 
should  include  the  following  steps: 

A.  An  officer  of  the  NPU  will  conduct  an  initial 
interview  with  those  persons  planning  to  move-in  to 
a  housing  project  or  neighborhood. 

B.  Members  of  the  NPU  will  be  responsible  for 
surveying  the  move-in  location  and  assessing  the 
potential  for  a  community  disorder. 

C.  Members  of  the  NPU  will  meet  with  local 
residents,  neighbors,  and  community  groups  to  gain 
their  cooperation  and  support. 

D.  Upon  completion  of  the  above  steps  it  will  be 
the  responsibility  of  the  commander  of  the  NPU  to 
meet  with  the  district  and  area  commander  to  discuss 
strategies  and  develop  an  operational  plan  to  pro- 
vide for  security  and  safety  for  the  new  resident. 
This  operational  plan  should  utilize  the  resources  of 
both  the  district  as  well  as  the  NPU. 

E.  The  NPU  shall  periodically  review  the  safety 
plan  and  make  the  necessary  changes,  dependent 
upon  the  tactical  situation  and  circumstances. 

F.  Follow-up  interviews  will  be  conducted  with  the 
move-in  resident  to  determine  the  effectiveness  of 
the  plan.

I  have  been  requested  by  various  oity  depart- 
ments to  dispose  of  their  surplus  vehicles  in  accord- 
ance with  CBC,  Ord.  5,  s.  114.  These  vehicles  total, 
in  the  aggregate,  166  sedans,  stationwagons,  tow 
trucks,  and  other  miscellaneous  vehicles.  Six  of 
the  vehicles  are  Fire  Department  ladder  trucks 
and  pumpers.  Many  of  the  vehicles  are  in  dam- 
aged condition.  All  of  the  vehicles  were  ap- 
praised by  Herb  Goodman  Company,  287  West- 
ern Avenue,  Brighton,  and  an  estimated  range 
of  the  current  market  value  of  each  vehicle  was 
established  as  a  guideline.

The  following  .information  is  in  reply  to  Council 
order  passed  under  date  of  December  6,  1978, 
sent  to  Commissioner  Prevost,  requesting  infor- 
mation concerning  the  operation  of  the  City  Hall 
security  system: 

Question:  Due  to  the  recent  tragic  deaths  of 
San  Francisco  Mayor  George  Moscone  and  city 
supervisor  Harvey  Milk,  what  security  precautions 
are  presently  being  taken  or  can  be  taken  in 
Boston  City  Hall  to  assure  the  safety  of  those  at 
City  Hall? 

Answer:  The  Real  Property  Department,  Build- 
ings Division,  is  responsible  for  all  security 
operations  that  exist  within  Boston  City  Hall. 
At  the  present  time,  a  complete  security  system 
is  established  in  this  building,  with  a  main 
security  office  in  Room  111  for  the  Security 
Department. 

The  Security  Department  has  a  special  phone 
number  (4444),  located  at  the  Security  Station  at 
the  Dock  Square  entrance  which  as  for  any  and 
all  emergencies,  and  accessible  for  all  departments 
within  the  building.  This  station  also  has  a  direct 
phone   line    for    ambulance    and    police   assistance. 

The  Security  Station  is  manned  by  a  security 
officer  twenty-four  hours  a  day,  where  a  per- 
manent security  list  is  kept  for  those  personnel 
authorized  to  enter  the  building  after  working 
hours.  Anyone  entering  the  building  and  not  on 
this  list,  is  required  to  show  proper  identification 
and  state  reasons  for  entering,  and  permission  for 
entering  must  then  be  approved. 

A  public  address  system,  operable  twenty-four 
hours  a  day,  is  set  up  throughout  the  building. 
There  are  also  TV  cameras  located  at  both  en- 
trances of  the  building  and  the  loading  platform, 
with  monitors  located  at  the  Dock  Square 
Security  Station. 

Security  guards  are  on  constant  patrol  inside 
and  outside  the  building.  Boston  Police  officers 
are  assigned  to  the  Mayor's  Office:  Boston  City 
Council;  Mezzanine  area;  and  one  police  officer 
patrols  the  interior  of  the  building. 

The  police  officer  assigned  to  the  Mayor's 
Office  has  a  direct  phone  line  to  the  Boston  Police 
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dispatcher,    located    at    Police    Headquarters,    Ber- 
keley Street,  Boston. 

The  Security  Department  and  all  security  mea- 
sures are  authorized  by  this  department,  and  I  am 
responsible  for  final  approval.

OPINION  RE  EFFECTIVENESS  OF  MAYOR'S 
VETO  OF  ORDINANCE  INCREASING 
SALARIES  OF  CERTAIN  CITY  OFFICIALS 

The  following  was  received:

Dear  Councillors: 

You  requested  my  opinion  if  the  Mayor's  action 
was  effective  to  veto  an  ordinance  increasing  the 
salary  of  certain  city  officials  which  your  Honor- 
able Body  passed  on  December  20th.  In  my 
opinion  it  was  effective. 

After  he  signed  it  in  my  presence,  I  carried 
the  veto  message  myself  to  the  City  Clerk's  office 
on  Thursday  afternoon,  January  4th,  and  filed  it 
there.  A  copy  of  the  ordinance  was  not  attached 
to  the  message,  and  I  have  subsequently  learned 
that  the  Clerk,  contrary  to  common  practice  in 
the  past,  did  not  have  possession  of  the  original 
of  the  ordinance  passed  by  the  Council,  but  had 
given  it  to  the  Mayor's  secretary.  Section  17D 
of  the  City  Council,  "he  shall,  by  filing  it  with 
the  city  clerk  with  his  objections  thereto  in 
writing,  return  it  to  the  city  council  which  shall 
enter  the  objections  at  large  on  its  records." 

It  has  been  held  that  similar  language  in 
analogous  situations  is  to  be  strictly  complied  with. 
Tuttle  v.  Boston,  215  Mass.  57,  60  (1913).  Vetoes 
have  been  held  invalid  under  similar  provisions 
where  written  objections  were  not  submitted. 
(Lowell  v.  Dadman,  191  Mass.  370  (1906);  Minnie 
v.  Chicopee,  344  Mass.  745,  745  (1962)  )  or  the 
veto  was  not  presented  to  the  appropriate  office 
in  a  timely  manner.  Tuttle  v.  Boston,  supra  at 
60-61. 

I  find,  however,  that  those  cases  emphasize  the 
importance  of  certainty  of  the  veto.  I  find  no 
case  where  it  has  been  clearly  held  that  the  piece 
of  legislation  involved  must  accompany  the  veto. 
See  Storer  v.  Downey,  215  Mass.  273,  275  (1913), 
in  which  it  is  stated  that  the  object  of  a  similar 
statute  is  "that  the  Mayor  shall  state  his  reasons 
in  order  that  they  may  be  weighed  by  the  body 
passing  the  order."  It  is  to  be  noted  that  at  least 
in  my  eleven  years'  experience  as  Corporation 
Counsel,  the  Mayor's  veto  of  the  whole  of  a 
measure  passed  by  the  Council  has  never  been 
inscribed  on  the  legislation  itself,  but  has  always 
been  expressed  in  a  separate  letter  from  the  Mayor 
to  the  Council. 

Accordingly,  I  draw  the  conclusion  that  the 
attachment  of  a  copy  of  the  ordinance  is  merely 
a  procedural  matter,  the  failure  to  perform  which 
does  not  negate  the  veto. 

I  may  point  out  that  this  conclusion  sets  a 
more  prudent  course  for  the  city  to  follow.  Were 
I  to  rule  that  the  veto  was  ineffective,  and  it 
was  subsequently  validated  in  a  judicial  proceeding, 
the  city  would  have  misspent  any  salary  increases 
which  had  been  paid  in  the  meantime. 

The  Council  may,  of  course,  override  the  veto. 
In  that  connection,  however,  you  should  be  aware 
that  overriding  the  veto  is  considered  a  new  vote 
(See  Kubik  v.  Chicopee,  353  Mass.  514,  516 
(1968)  )  and  will  be  deemed  to  have  occurred  in 
1979.  Under  G.  L.  c.  39,  s.  6A,  therefore,  the 
increases  in  the  salaries  of  the  Mayor  and  Council 
cannot  take  effect  until   1980. 

On  the  other  hand,  if  it  is  subsequently  deter- 
mined that  the  Mayor's  veto  of  the  ordinance 
was  ineffective,  the  ordinance  will  be  deemed  to 
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have  been  voted  in  1978.  In  no  way  would  your 
overriding  the  veto  give  it  validity,  if  it  turns  out 
to  have  been  ineffective.

Coun.  McDONOUGH,  for  the  Special  Com- 
mittee on  Rules,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0186,  order  for  amend- 
ments to  various  Rules  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
and  other  proposed  rule  changes. 

This  matter  was  referred  to  your  Committee  on 
January  10,  1979,  and  a  public  hearing  was  held 
on  Tuesday,  January  16,  1979,  relative  to  the 
above.  After  hearing  a  number  of  witnesses,  your 
Committee  voted  to  recommend  several  rule 
changes  for  the  conduct  of  Council  business  in 
1979.  Some  changes  were  suggested  by  Council 
members,  others  by  the  City  Clerk. 

Councillors  Sansone  and  Flynn  have  indicated 
that  they  favor  rules  to  require  full  financial  dis- 
closure and  the  limitation  of  political  contributions 
from  employees  and  those  doing  business  with 
the  city,  but  have  offered  no  specific  rule  regard- 
ing these  matters.  At  the  hearing  on  January  16th, 
they  stated  they  will  draft  such  specific  rules  over- 
night and  submit  them  to  the  Council  at  Wednes- 
day's meeting. 

Accordingly,  the  following  rules  changes  are 
recommended  by  your  Committee  at  this  time: 

1.  In  Rule  1  on  line  3,  substitute  the  word 
"One"  in  place  of  the  word  "Two." 

2.  In  Rule  10  on  line  10,  substitute  the  word 
"Two"  in  place  of  the  word  "Two-thirty." 

3.  In  Rule  10  on  line  11,  after  the  word  "The" 
and  before  the  word  "Day,"  insert  the  words 
"Regular  working." 

4.  In  Rule  11  on  the  last  line,  after  the  word 
"The"  and  before  the  word  "Day,"  insert  the 
words  "Regular  working." 

5.  In  Rule  23  on  line  2,  after  the  word 
"Thereof"  and  before  the  word  "at"  insert  the 
word  "Only." 

6.  In  Rule  29,  substitute  for  the  first  paragraph 
the  following:  "The  president  shall  appoint  all 
standing  committees,  all  special  committees,  shall 
fill  any  committee  vacancy  and  designate  the  rank 
of  the  members  of  each  committee  unless  speci- 
fically directed  otherwise  by  a  majority  of  the 
council.  There  shall  be  the  following  standing 
committees:" 

7.  In  Rule  29-1  and  everywhere  it  appears  in 
the  City  Council  rules,  substitute  the  words 
"Committee  of  the  Whole"  in  place  of  the  words 
"Executive  Committee." 


8.  For  Rule  29-4  substitute  the  following  rule: 
"A  Committee  on  Neighborhood  Development  to 
consist  of  three  members,  to  which  shall  be  re- 
ferred all  matters  concerning  urban  renewal,  and 
neighborhood  development.  This  shall  include,  but 
not  be  limited  to,  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  Economic  Development  and  Industrial 
Commission,  Housing  Inspection  Department, 
Building  Department,  Conservation  Commission, 
and  all  matters  concerning  public  lands.  In  addi- 
tion, this  committee  will  serve  as  the  Confirma- 
tions Committee  for  any  mayoralty  appointments 
requiring  Council  approval  except  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority." 

9.  For  Rule  29-5,  substitute  the  following  rule: 
"A  Committee  on  Public  Housing  and  Human 
Services,  to  consist  of  three  members  to  which 
shall  be  referred  all  matters  concerning  public 
housing,  the  services  provided  to  the  citizens  of 
the  city  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority,  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department,  Veterans  Services  Department,  and 
the  Youth  Activities  Commission.  In  addition,  this 
committee  will  serve  as  the  Confirmation  Com- 
mittee for  the  Boston  Housing  Authority." 

10.  In  Rule  29-9  on  line  2,  substitute  the  word 
"Seven"  in  place  of  the  word  "Three." 

11.  Amend  Rule  34  by  inserting  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  fourth  paragraph  the  following 
sentence:  "During  committee  meetings,  a  com- 
mittee member  shall  refrain  from  mentioning  any 
other  member  by  name,  shall  confine  himself  to 
the  question,  shall  not  use  unbecoming,  abusive, 
or  unparliamentary  language  and  shall  avoid 
personalities." 

NOTE:  Your  committee  wishes  to  point  out 
that  under  a  1978  state  legislative  mandate,  the 
State  Ethics  Board  has  been  given  a  year  to  pre- 
pare legislation  regarding  financial  disclosures  for 
city  officials.

(3)  The  identity  of  all  securities,  investments 
(except  for  bank  account  balances),  and  real 
property  (except  for  personal  residences),  in  excess 
of  $1,000;  and  the  category  of  value  if  the  prop- 
erty is  located  in  the  City  of  Boston,  or  if  the 
security  or  investment  in  which  the  reporting 
person  has  an  interest  does  business  with  the  City 
of  Boston  or  is  regulated  by  the  city. 

(4)  The  source  and  amount  of  any  reimburse- 
ments for  expenses  from  a  single  source  aggre- 
gating more  than  $100  in  a  year  from  any  person, 
organization,  or  enterprise  having  a  direct  interest 
in  legislative  action,  legislation,  or  matters  before 
an  agency,  authority,  board,  or  commission  of  the 
City  of  Boston  with  the  exception  of  reimburse- 
ments from  one's  immediate  family; 

(5)  The  name,  address,  and  type  of  security 
given  to  each  creditor  to  whom  the  value  of  $5,000 
or  more  was  owed  and  is  still  outstanding  at  the 
end  of  the  reporting  periods  provided  that  the 
following  items  shall  be  exempt  from  the  pro- 
visions of  this  paragraph: 

(i)    mortgages  for  personal  residences; 

(ii)    debts    arising    out    of    consumer    credit 

transactions,  educational  loans,  medical  or  rental 

expenses; 

(iii)  debts  incurred  in  the  ordinary  course  of 

business; 

(iv)  debts,  the  term  of  which  does  not  exceed 

ninety  days,  unless  such  debts  have  been  renewed. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  rule,  a  "regulated 
source"  is  one  subject  to  the  discretionary  authority 
of  an  agency,  authority,  board,  or  commission  of 
the  City  of  Boston. 

The  disclosure  statements  shall  also  include  the 
same  information  with  respect  to  the  spouse  and 
dependent  children,  if  any,  of  the  reporting  person, 
if  enhancement  of  the  economic  interests  of  the 
spouse  or  dependent  child,  the  reporting  person 
may  file  one  aggregate  statement  for  the  whole 
family  unit  instead  of  separate  statements  for  each 
family  member. 

The  provisions  of  this  paragraph  shall  not  apply 
to  a  spouse  living  separately  from  the  reporting 
person. 

The  disclosure  statements  will  be  filed  with  the 
City  Clerk  on  the  first  Wednesday  after  January  1 
each  year,  and  be  kept  for  two  years  or  as  long 
as  the  reporting  person  is  a  member  of  the  Boston 
City  Council.  The  disclosure  statements  will  be 
open  to  public  inspection. 

2.  That  the  City  Council  adopt  Rule  27A 

Rule  27A:  A  $100  limit  would  be  placed  on 
the  aggregate  amount  of  gifts  a  member  may 
accept  directly  or  indirectly,  in  a  single  year  from 
a  city  employee  or  individual  or  organization 
which  has  a  direct  interest  in  legislation  or  a 
matter  pending  before  an  agency,  authority,  board, 


or  commission  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Gifts  from 
one's  spouse  and  children  are  exempt. 

3.  That  the  City  Council  adopt  Rule  27B 

Rule  27B:  A  member  shall  keep  his  or  her 
campaign  funds  separate  from  his  or  her  personal 
funds.  No  member  shall  convert  any  campaign 
funds  to  personal  or  private  use.  A  member  shall 
treat  as  campaign  funds  all  proceeds  from  testi- 
monial dinners  or   other   fund-raising  events.

BOSTON  PROPERTIES  AS  DEVELOPER 
OF  LONG  WHARF  HOTEL 

Couns.  FLYNN,  and  LANG  ONE  offered  the 
following: 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Finance  Commission  has 
released  a  seventy-three-page  report  which  is  ex- 
tremely critical  of  the  selection  of  the  tentative 
developer  for  the  Long  Wharf  Hotel  site;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Finance  Commission  re- 
port indicates  that  the  selection  process  used  in 
determining  a  developer  for  the  Long  Wharf  Hotel 
site  violated  the  integrity  of  the  redevelopment 
process  by  the  political  interference  on  the  part 
of  the  Mayor  on  behalf  of  the  selection  of  Boston 
Properties  as  the  designated  developer  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  Board  and  in 
the  firing  of  former  BRA  director  Robert  Walsh; 
and 

Whereas,  The  practice  by  the  Mayor  of  keeping 
"hold-over"  members  on  the  BRA  board  inhibits 
board  members  from  exercising  free  and  inde- 
pendent judgments  on  matters  such  as  the  selection 
of  a  developer  for  the  Long  Wharf  site;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  selection  of  the  Long  Wharf 
developer,  the  board  members  ignored  the  BRA 
staff  recommendations  which  ranked  the  Zucker- 
man  proposal  second  last  on  the  basis  of  objective 
criteria  such  as  financial  feasibility,  tax  revenues, 
and  community  reaction;  and 

Whereas,  The  political  interference  by  the  Mayor 
during  the  selection  process  for  a  developer  has 
severely  lowered  business  confidence  in  the  city's 
redevelopment  process  and  could  result  in  costly 
litigation  from  developers  who  abided  by  the 
provisions  of  the  BRA  developer  kit  at  great 
expense  and  were  not  afforded  fair  consideration 
based  on  merit  and  objective  criteria;  therefore, 
be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Counsel  hereby 
calls  on  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to 
rescind  its  designation  of  Boston  Properties  as  the 
tentative  developer  for  the  Long  Wharf  Hotel  site 
and  choose  another  developer  on  the  basis  of 
objective  criteria  and  merit  which  would  be  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  people  of  Boston.

"The  undersigned  respectfully  request  that  letters 
be  sent  to  Senators  Kennedy  and  Tsongas,  Represen- 
tatives Conte  and  Boland,  and  Secretary  of  Trans- 
portation Brock  Adams  notifying  them  of  our 
strong  disapproval  of  the  possibility  of  cutbacks  of 
Amtrak  rail  passenger  service  in  Western  Massachu- 
setts in  general,  and  in  Pittsfield  in  particular. 
Specifically  we  strongly  oppose  the  possible  elimina- 
tion of  train  numbers  448-449,  the  Lake  Shore  Lim- 
ited, and  train  numbers  60-61,  the  Montreala.  The 
former  operates  between  Chicago  and  Boston  with 
stops  in  Pittsfield  and  Springfield,  and  the  latter  op- 
erates between  Montreal  and  Washington  with  stops 
in  Northampton  and  Springfield.  We  request  the 
City  of  Pittsfield  urge  that  everything  possible  be 
done  to  prevent  Amtrak  from  eliminating  these 
trains. 

"Confronting  our  area  with  any  loss  of  public 
transportation  considering  imminent  gasoline  ra- 
tioning would  be  a  disaster.  Railroads  are  the  most 
energy-efficient  mode  of  transportation.  No  money 
would  be  saved  by  eliminating  these  trains  due  to  the 
mandatory  funding  of  expensive,  labor-guarantee 
contracts  to  pay  unemployed  railroad  personnel  if 
these  trains  are  eliminated.  Due  to  our  severe  winter 
climate,  rail  passenger  service  is  the  only  safe,  de- 
pendable, all-weather  transportation  in  this  area. 
Additionally,  these  two  trains  proposed  for  elimina- 
tion have  traditionally  been  among  the  most  well-pa- 
tronized in  terms  of  overall  ridership  in  the  en- 
tire country.  Furthermore,  Amtrak  is  spending  $5,- 
000,000  for  track  replacement;  $12,000,000  for 
equipment  upgrading;  and  $1,000,000  for  station 
improvements  on  the  Lake  Shore  Limited  Route. 
This  money  would  be  completely  wasted  if  service 
were  to  terminate."

1.  An  electric  typewriter  —  This  unit  has  very 
old  typewriters  that  are  way  out-of-date,  and  a  new 
one  is  badly  needed. 

2.  Give  the  amount  of  $25,000  in  "buy  money." 

3.  Telescopic  equipment  —  They  have  done. 
The  reasons  for  these  requests  are  as  follows: 
The  filer  of  this  request  had  the  pleasure  of  visit- 
ing this  Drug  Unit  last  week,  and  after  lengthy  dis- 
cussions, to  find  that  the  items  that  are  requested  are 
really  a  necessity.  The  City  of  Boston  supplies  the 
sum  of  $5,000  in  buy  money  for  a  period  of  one 
year.  Other  major  cities  give  between  $50,000  and 
$100,000  in  buy  money.  This  money  is  used  to  buy 
all  kinds  of  drugs  from  pushers,  and  after  many 
buys,  they  are  able  to  put  together  enough  evidence 
to  make  major  "busts."  This  money  that  is  re- 
quested by  the  filer  of  this  order,  will  make  major 
break-throughs  in  the  drug  traffic  in  this  city. 

These  men  work  all  hours  of  the  night  and  day  to 
make  these  arrests,  and  the  telescopic  equipment  is 
very  important  to  the  work  that  they  perform.  They 
need  this  equipment  in  order  to  see  suspects  in  the 
dark  of  night.

ORDINANCE  AMENDING  CITY  OF  BOSTON 
ORDINANCES  11,  CHAPTER  1,  RE  IN- 
CREASING NUMBER  OF  POLICE  OF- 
FICERS TO  NOT  LESS  THAN  2,500 

Coun.  McDONOUGH  for  all  the  Councillors,  of- 
fered the  following: 

Whereas,  The  number  of  police  officers  currently 
employed  by  the  city  has  been  allowed  to  decrease 
from  in  excess  of  3,000  to  its  current,  fifth-year  low 
of  less  than  2,100;  and 

Whereas,  Due  to  a  general  increase  of  street 
crimes  of  violence  and  to  a  general  atmosphere  of 
racial  unrest  within  many  neighborhoods,  and  ade- 
quate level  of  basic  police  services  in  Boston's  neigh- 
borhoods is  needed  now  more  than  at  any  time  in 
Boston's  history;  and 

Whereas,  With  days  off,  holidays,  vacations,  and 
sick  leave  taken  into  account,  a  force  of  2,100  of- 
ficers is  clearly  insufficient  for  the  provisions  of  an 
adequate  level  of  basic  police  services  to  protect  our 
neighborhoods;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  sense  of  the  City  Council  that 
the  strength  of  the  Boston  Police  force  must,  as  soon 
as  possible,  be  returned  to,  and  maintained  at,  a  suf- 
ficient strength  to  provide  an  adequate  level  of  basic 
police  services  for  the  protection  of  our  neighbor- 
hoods; and 

Whereas,  It  is  also  the  sense  of  the  City  Council 
that  the  minimum  number  of  police  officers  cur- 
rently necessary  to  provide  adequate  police  services 
for  the  city  is  2,500;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
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Ordained,  That  the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Or- 
dinances 1 1 ,  chapter  1 ,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
at  the  end  thereof  of  the  following: 

Section  7.  On  or  before  July  1,  1979,  the  size  of 
the  Boston  Police  Department  shall  be  increased  by 
the  employment  of  a  sufficient  number  of  patrolmen 
so  as  to  bring  the  force  to  strength  of  not  less  than 
2,500  police  officers.  Thereafter,  additional  officers 
shall  be  hired  from  time  to  time  as  needed  so  as  to  in- 
sure that  the  number  of  police  officers  on  the  force 
shall,  at  no  time,  be  less  than  2,500. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  McDONOUGH,  the  rules 
were  suspended;  the  ordinance  was  passed. 

Later  in  the  session,  Coun.  McDONOUGH  moved 
reconsideration  of  the  previous  vote,  and  recon- 
sideration prevailed. 

Coun.  McDONOUGH  moved  that  the  ordinance 
be  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  "Ordained" 
the  following  new  words: 

"Section  1 ."  and  by  adding  the  following  new  sec- 
tion: 

"Section  2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2,  section 
752,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  action 
of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same."

"Section  7.  On  or  before  July  1,  1979,  the  size  of 
the  Boston  Police  Department  shall  be  increased  by 
the  employment  of  a  sufficient  number  of  patrolmen 
so  as  to  bring  the  force  to  strength  of  not  less  than 
2,300  police  officers.  On  or  before  July  1,  1980,  the 
size  of  the  Boston  Police  Department  shall  be  in 
creased  by  the  employment  of  a  sufficient  number  of 
patrolmen  so  as  to  bring  the  force  to  strength  of  not 
less  than  2,500.  Thereafter,  additional  officers  shall 
be  hired  from  time  to  time  as  needed  so  as  to  insure 
that  the  number  of  police  officers  on  the  force  shall, 
at  no  time,  be  less  than  2,500."

Whereas,  There  are  a  large  number  of  school-age 
children  for  which  there  are  inadequate  recreational 
facilities  and  this  would  correct  the  problem;  and 

Whereas,  A  public  hearing  will  be  held  by  the 
General  Services  Administration  on  Wednesday, 
January  31,  1979,  at  7  p.m.,  in  Faneuil  Hall,  on  the 
question  of  the  construction  of  a  new  federal  build- 
ing in  Boston;  and  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  does  ap- 
prove the  allocation  from  the  1979-80  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  funds  the  sum  of  $25,000 


to  conduct  the  necessary  planning  and  feasibility 
study  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  on  this  site  an 
all-purpose,  swimming  pool  and  sunbathing  area 
with  bathhouse  facilities  and  to  further  study  the  ex- 
tension of  the  baseball,  softball,  and  outdoor  sport- 
ing area  on  the  proposed,  expanded,  recreational  fa- 
cilities to  include  the  land  of  the  old  swimming  pool;

Whereas,  Recent  administrative  decisions  by  the 
Federal  Aviation  Administration  (FAA),  rerouting 
departure  headings  from  Logan  Airport  directly 
over  Boston  neighborhoods,  have  highlighted  the 
adverse  environmental  impact  of  airplane  noise  of 
the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  FAA  made  its  decisions  requiring 
airplane  departures  from  Runway  22R  to  use  210° 
heading  which  creates  the  worst  possible  en- 
vironmental impact  for  the  greatest  number  of 
Boston  area  residents  despite  the  fact  that  Federal 
Department  of  Transportation  regulations  [Order 
1050.  IB,  Appendix  3,  Para.  7  (a)  and  (c)] 
specificially  require  departure  flight  paths  to  fly  over 
the  least  congested  areas  or  to  alleviate  the  concen- 
tration of  noise  by  "fanning  out"  the  flight  paths; 
and 

Whereas,  On  January  17,  1979,  the  City  Council 
voted  to  challenge  the  FAA's  flight  path  decision  in 
federal  district  court  in  order  to  protect  the  rights  of 
Boston's  neighborhood  residents;  and 


Whereas,  Proposed  expansion  of  Logan  Airport 
would  have  a  further  detrimental  impact  on  the 
noise  levels  and  general  quality  of  life  in  the  city's 
neighborhoods;  and 

Whereas,  On  July  31,  1978,  the  United  States 
General  Accounting  Office,  the  investigate  arm  of 
Congress,  released  a  report  on  "Liquefied  Energy 
Gases  Safety";  and 

Whereas,  That  report  concluded  that,  "govern- 
ment has  not  acquired  sufficient  knowledge  or  com- 
petence before  making  decisions,  and  thus  has  been 
unable  to  adequately  communicate  with  the  public, 
or  to  act  prudently.  It  has  not  adequately  protected 
the  public  health  and  safety.";  and 

Whereas,  That  report  went  further  to  specificially 
cite  Boston's  situation  with  regard  to  LEG  safety  as 
uniquely  dangerous  due  to  the  high  concentration  of 
LEG  truck  carriers  traveling  through  densely 
populated  neighborhoods  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  As  a  result  of  this  report,  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Transportation  commissioned  a 
study  by  the  Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.,  consulting  firm, 
to  ascertain  the  potential  hazard  in  the  Boston  area 
presented  by  LEG  truck  carriers;  and 

Whereas,  That  study  recommended  restricting 
LEG  traffic  in  urban  areas  and  establishing  regional 
around-the-clock,  emergency  procedures  for  com- 
bating an  LEG  disaster;  and 

Whereas,  By  order  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  a 
Special  Committee  on  Emergency  Preparedness  was 
formed  on  July  26,  1978,  to  resolve  the  extremely 
dangerous  situation  that  has  resulted  from  the  high 
number  of  LEG  tank  truck  carriers  traversing  our 
city  streets;  and 

Whereas,  The  efforts  of  local  government  to  en- 
sure the  safety  of  its  citizens  and  the  environment 
have  been  thwarted  due  to  a  lack  of  coordination 
between  federal,  state,  and  city  governments  on 
regulatory  measures  regarding  LEG  truck  traffic; 
and 

Whereas,  A  ruling  on  January  26,  1979,  by  the 
federal  Environmental  Protection  Agency  has  in- 
creased the  allowable  levels  of  ozone  permitted  in 
urban  centers,  including  Boston,  for  .08  micrograms 
per  cubic  meter,  to  .12  micrograms  per  cubic  meter; 
and 

Whereas,  The  EPA's  ruling  increasing  the 
allowable  ozone  level  could  result  in  a  serious  in- 
crease in  respiratory  illnesses  for  residents  of  the 
city;  and 

Whereas,  This  EPA  ruling  is  the  first  loosening  of 
environmental  and  health  safeguards  since  the  EPA 
was  established;  and 

Whereas,  The  cumulative  effect  of  these  various 
federal,  state,  and  city  environmental  policies  has 
had  and  will  continue  to  have  an  enormous  impact 
on  the  health  and  well-being  of  the  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston;  and 

A  compelling  need  exists  to  coordinate  the  vast 
network  of  federal,  state,  and  city  policies  relative  to 
environmental  needs  and  programs  in  the  City  of 
Boston;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  hereby 
establishes  a  special  coordinating  committee  on 
federal,  state,  and  city  environmental  policy  to  be 
composed  of  three  members  of  the  City  Council 
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which  shall  be  authorized  to  contact  various 
federal, state,  and  city  agencies  involved  in  en- 
vironmental planning  and  programming  affecting 
the  citizens  of  Boston;  to  ascertain  how  city  policies 
can  best  be  planned  and  implemented  to  coordinate 
with  related  state  and  federal  policies  relating  to  en- 
vironmental quality;  to  conduct  community  hearings 
in  neighborhoods  impacted  by  federal,  state,  and 
city  environmental  policies;  and  to  propose  legisla- 
tion or  administrative  policies  which  will  better  serve 
the  end  of  promoting  environmental  safeguards  to 
protect  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston.

ANNUAL  APPROPRIATIONS  AND  TAX 
ORDERS  FOR  FISCAL  YEAR  1979-80 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor, 

February  5,  1979. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Councillors: 

As  you  know,  the  requirement  that  the  Mayor 
submit  a  budget  to  the  City  Council  on  the  first 
Monday  in  February  was  not  changed  in  1972,  when 
the  starting  month  of  the  fiscal  year  was  itself 
changed  from  January  to  July.  Today,  to  comply 
with  the  letter  of  the  law  and  to  meet  that  require- 
ment, I  submit  herewith  a  document  solely  for  that 
purpose.  This  budget  represents  approximately  one- 
half  of  the  appropriations  for  the  various  city,  coun- 
ty, and  income  departments  for  fiscal  1979. 

For  the  fiscal  year  1980,  as  before,  our  success  in 
balancing  essential  services  against  the  tax  rate  will 
depend  substantially  on  the  Governor  and  the 
Legislature.  Once  again,  I  hope  you  will  join  with 
me  in  an  effort  seeking  the  approvals  needed  to 
escape  the  destructive  over-reliance  on  the  property 
tax  and  to  try  to  insure  that  Boston  receives  a  fair 
share  of  the  revenues  we  generate  for  the  state. 

As  we  continue  our  planning  for  fiscal  1980,  our 
goal  is  a  tight,  but  balanced  budget.  One  which  will 
insure  the  coordinated  use  of  the  multiple  sources  of 
funds  necessary  to  meet  the  high  priority  needs  of 
the  citizens  and  especially  those  of  the 
neighborhoods  of  Boston. 
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As  soon  as  is  reasonably  possible,  I  will  submit  to 
you  a  budget  that  will  meet  all  the  above  goals.  This 
budget  will  replace  the  one  submitted  today  by  me  in 
my  effort  to  comply  with  the  letter  of  the  law.

On  January  17,  1979,  the  City  Council  passed  an 
order  requesting  information  pursuant  to  section 
17F  of  the  City  Charter  pertaining  to  the  feasibility 
of  adopting  a  prepaid  legal  services  benefit  plan  for 
the  employees  of  the  city. 

In  my  opinion,  it  would  be  permissible  for  the  city 
to  provide  such  a  benefit,  but  only  if  it  were  won  by 
the  employees  in  the  collective  bargaining  process.  I 
have  conferred  with  Supervisor  of  Labor  Relations, 
Richard  Meyer,  on  the  matter,  and  it  is  his  view  that 
we  would  not  receive  the  necessary  "credit"  at  the 
bargaining  table  to  justify  the  cost  of  such  a  benefit. 
To  the  best  of  his  knowledge,  the  benefit  has  been 
proposed  only  once  before,  and  then  only  by  one  of 
the  unions  with  whom  he  negotiates.  Since  it  does 
not  seem  likely  that  employee  interest  in  the  benefit 
will  prompt  bargaining  concessions  adequate  to 
justify  the  cost  of  the  benefit,  it  is  my  judgment  that 


a    prepaid    legal    services    benefit    plan,     while 
theoretically  possible,  is  not  feasible  at  this  time.

I  transmit  herewith  and  recommend  that  you  ap- 
prove the  following  $550,000  loan  order  for  ex- 
traordinary repairs  to  various  municipal  facilities  for 
the  purpose  of  energy  conservation. 

Over  the  past  year  the  Public  Facilities  Depart- 
ment has  made  a  close  study  of  energy  consumption 
at  the  city's  schools  and  other  buildings  and  arrived 
at  the  finding  that  virtually  all  of  these  buildings  are 
using  much  more  energy  than  necessary,  primarily 
because  they  lack  adequate,  sophisticated  controls 
on  various  energy  consuming  systems — heating,  ven- 
tilation, and  air  conditioning. 

So  severe  is  the  inefficiency  of  energy  use  at  some 
of  our  buildings  that  a  "pay  back"  period  of  less 
than  two  years  is  estimated  for  this  investment. 
Moreover,  even  before  these  projects  are  completed, 
a  new  energy-consumption  report  system  will  be  in 
place,  providing  energy-consumption  reports  on 
every  building  in  the  city  and  revealing  the  "gap" 
between  actual  and  optimum  energy  use  for  each  of 
these  buildings. 

The  buildings  covered  by  this  loan  order  are  the 
most  outstanding  examples  of  energy  waste  and 
represent  the  first  phase  of  the  total  program  being 
planned  by  the  Public  Facilities  Department.  The  se- 
cond phase  will  involve  schools  and  hospitals  where 
HVAC  systems  will  be  linked  to  a  city-owned  com- 
puter for  central  energy  management.  Federal-state 
assistance  is  expected  for  this  phase  later  in  the  year. 

With  the  soaring  cost  and  increasing  scarcity  of 
energy  affecting  all  of  us,  this  program  is  one  of  our 
most  urgent  priorities  and  I  strongly  urge  your  sup- 
port for  this  first-phase  effort.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
RE  SOFT  DRINK  LICENSE  LAW 

Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 


Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  ac- 
companied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of 
this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause 
(1)  of  section  8  of  article  2,  as  amended,  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legisla- 
tion be  adopted  providing  substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  140,  section  21C  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  after  the  first  sentence  the  following  provi- 
sion: 

In  the  City  of  Boston,  whoever  not  being  licensed 
as  aforesaid  keeps  open  his  place  of  business  for  the 
retail  sale  of  any  such  beverage  or  who  knowingly 
violates  the  conditions  for  licensure  duly  pro- 
mulgated by  the  Licensing  Board  for  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  $50  a  day  for 
the  first  five  days  in  violation;  $100  a  day  for  the 
next  five  days  in  violation;  $1,000  a  day  for  the 
following  five  days  in  violation;  and  $5,000  a  day  for 
each  day  in  violation  thereafter. 

In  order  to  protect  the  public  safety,  which  is 
threatened  as  a  result  of  the  illegal  operation  of  such 
a  place  of  business,  a  court  of  proper  jurisdiction 
shall  have  the  authority  to  close  any  establishment 
found  to  be  in  violation  of  the  aforesaid  licensing 
provisions. 

The  person,  firm,  or  corporation  found  to  be  in 
violation  of  this  section  by  the  Boston  Licensing 
Board  shall  be  entitled  to  a  trial  on  the  merits  within 
one  day  after  filing  of  responsive  pleadings  and  a 
decision  shall  be  rendered  by  the  court  within  two 
days  of  the  conclusion  of  the  trial. 

A  justice  of  the  court  having  jurisdiction  may 
issue  a  preliminary  injunction  pending  the  trial  on 
the  merits.  No  preliminary  injunction  shall  be  issued 
without  notice  to  the  adverse  party.

Dear  Councillor: 

As  you  are  aware,  in  recent  months  we  have  heard 
numerous  complaints  of  public  disturbances  and 
violent  attacks  caused  by  patrons  of  so-called  "juice 
bars"  in  Boston's  Combat  Zone.  In  one  of  the  most 
notorious  of  these  disturbances,  forty  youths,  leav- 
ing such  juice  bars  during  the  early  morning  hours, 
violently  attacked  and  injured  several  MBTA 
passengers  who  were  on  their  way  to  work. 

The  number  and  severity  of  the  muggings,  stab- 
bings,  robberies,  and  harassment  associated  with 
these  juice  bars  demonstrate  the  compelling  need  for 
regulatory  measures  to  protect  public  safety  in  this 
area.  Presently  state  law  (M.G.L.  ch.  140,  sec. 
21A-D)  and  Boston  Licensing  Board  regulations  re- 
quire these  all-night  bars  to  be  licensed.  However, 
the  owners  of  these  establishments  have  flouted  the 
law  because  of  the  light  ($50  maximum)  fine  at- 
tached to  violations. 

In  order  to  close  this  apparent  loophole  and  pro- 
vide law  enforcement  officials  with  an  undisputed 
legal  basis  for  strict  fines  and  immediate  closing  of 
juice  bars  operating  in  violation  of  law,  we  have 
drafted  the  enclosed  home  rule  petition  which  would 
clarify  the  intent  of  the  present  "soft  drink  license 
law"  which  regulates  these  establishments  by: 

1.  Increasing  the  maximum  $50  fine  to  a  grad- 
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uated  fine  of  $50  a  day  for  the  first  five  days  in 
violation;  $100  a  day  for  the  next  five  days  in 
violation;  $1,000  a  day  for  the  following  five  days 
in  violation;  and  $5,000  a  day  for  each  day  in  vio- 
lation thereafter;  and 

2.  Authorizing  the  court  of  proper  jurisdiction 
to  close  immediately  any  such  juice  bar  found  to 
be  in  violation  of  the  law. 
We  feel  that  passage  of  this  proposed  home  rule 
petition  will  provide  law  enforcement  officials  with 
the  legal  authority  they  need  to  protect  the  public 
from  the  serious  safety  threat  posed  by  these  all- 
night  establishments. 

We  hope  you  will  support  passage  of  this  legisla- 
tion as  expeditiously  as  possible  in  order  to  stem  the 
growing  crime  and  public  nuisance  caused  by  con- 
tinued operations  of  these  unlicensed  establish- 
ments.

Whereas,  Massachusetts  General  Law  prohibits 
any  person  in  the  service  of  the  city  from  using  in- 
fluence to  coerce  the  political  action  of  any  other 
person  or  to  interfere  with  any  election;  and 

Whereas,  It  would  appear  that  the  present  city  ad- 
ministration has  hired  hundreds  of  city  employees 
without  regard  to  the  Civil  Service  law  or  any  law 
permitting  the  employment  of  people  outside  of 
Civil  Service;  and 

Whereas,  It  would  appear  that  such  persons  may 
be  fired  at  will  without  right  of  appeal  outside  of  the 
administration;  and 

Whereas,  It  would  appear  that  these  employees 
must,  therefore,  be  highly  deferential  toward  and 
careful  not  to  offend  the  administration  lest  they 
lose  their  jobs;  and 

Whereas,  It  would  appear  that  there  is,  therefore, 
a  clear  and  obvious  danger  that  such  people,  upon 
request  of  a  city  official,  might  feel  coerced  to  take 
part,  while  on  or  off  their  jobs,  in  political  activities 
in  which  they  might  not  otherwise  engage 
themselves;  and 

Whereas,  It  would  appear  that  such  a  request  by 
an  official  would  then  constitute  coercion  as  pro- 
hibited by  Massachusetts  General  Law  and  would  be 
unfair  to  such  city  employees  and  to  those  holding 
views  other  than  those  of  the  administration;  and 

Whereas,  It  would  appear  that  for  the  above- 
stated  reasons,  in  the  interest  of  fairer  municipal 
elections,  and  in  compliance  with  and  furtherance  of 
the  purposes  set  forth  in  section  36,  chapter  56  of  the 
General  Laws,  such  requests,  addressed  to  such 
employees,  should  be  expressly  prohibited  in  this 
city;  now,  therefore, 

City  of  Boston, 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and 

seventy-nine. 

An  Ordinance  Prohibiting  Requests  by  City  Of- 
ficials of  Certain  Employees  and  Others  to  Work 
in  Political  Campaigns. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  City  of  Boston,  Code,  Ordinance  2, 
chapter  5  is  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof: 
Section  205.  Employees  of  the  city  or  agencies 
the  funding  of  which  in  whole  or  in  part  must  be 
approved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  whose 
positions  were  not  created  and  filled  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  chapter  31  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  or  not  lawfully  excepted  from  the 
provisions  of  said  chapter,  shall  not  be  requested, 
directly  or  indirectly,  by  any  elected  or  other  city 
official  to  engage  in  any  campaign  to  influence  a 
decision  of  the  voters  of  the  city  concerning  any 
question  of  public  policy  or  any  candidate  for 
public  office. 

Whoever  so  requests  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine 
not  to  exceed  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  person 
so  requested. 
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Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  published 
by  the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the 
same.

Whereas,  The  crime  of  rape  is  one  of  the  most  in- 
tensive and  demoralizing  violations  a  woman  can 
suffer,  both  physically  and  emotionally;  and 

Whereas,  The  crime  of  rape  has  reached  atrocious 
and  astounding  levels  within  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  crime  of  rape  has  recently  fright- 
ened and  immobilized  thousands  of  women  within 
the  Brighton  section  of  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  crime  of  rape  has  the  potential  of 
mercilessly  victimizing  women  in  other  sections  of 
the  city  as  they  are  left  with  the  horrifying  feeling  of 
defenselessness  against  an  unknown  assailant;  and

woman's  awareness  of  herself  and  her  environment 
as  women  must  begin  to  think  defensively  so  they  are 
better  prepared  if  they  should  ever  become  a  victim;

Forwarded  for  your  information  is  a  January  23rd 
request  made  by  Councillor  Albert  L.  O'Neil  con- 
cerning the  assignment  of  police  officers  and  other 
considerations  relative  to  security  measures  being 
taken  for  Ms.  Faith  Evans  in  the  Mary  Ellen  McCor- 
mack Housing  Development.  I  would  like  to  re- 
spond to  each  specific  question  as  outlined  in  the 
17(F)  request: 

1.  How  many  police  officers  are  assigned  to  the 
Mary  Ellen  McCormack  Housing  Development 
providing  security  for  Ms.  Faith  Evans? 

Department  policy  clearly  prohibits  disclosure  of 
its  tactical  strength  in  terms  of  resources  (manpower, 
equipment,  strategy,  etc.)  committed  to  a  police 
operation. 

I  can  tell  you  that  officers  of  the  Neighborhood 
Policing  Unit  (NPU)  are  being  assigned  to  the  above 
development,  but  the  number  of  officers  assigned 
has  to  remain  flexible  for  the  NPU's  assignments  are 
varied  and  depend  upon  other  considerations.  For 
example,  as  a  city-wide  unit  they  are  responsible  for 
providing  a  safe  and  peaceful  living  environment  for 
all  residents  of  the  city,  particularly  with  regard  to 
the  protection  of  equal  access  to  housing  and  pre- 
vention of  community  disorders  in  neighborhoods. 

2.  How  long  will  the  police  be  assigned  to  this  de- 
velopment? 

Specific  assignment  of  police  personnel  will  con- 
tinue at  this  location  for  an  indefinite  period  of  time 
and  will  be  reviewed  periodically.  Police  service,  in 
general,  will  be  provided  for  all  residents  of  the 
development  as  usual. 

3.  What  is  the  projected  cost  going  to  be? 

The  cost  of  deployment  of  personnel  at  this  loca- 
tion cannot  be  projected,  for  the  demands  for  police 
service  quickly  change  and  vary  from  one  police 
district  to  another.  Again,  the  NPU's  assignment!) 
are  subject  to  change  on  a  daily  basis. 

4.  What  is  the  cost  on  a  daily  basis? 

As  stated  above,  the  cost  on  a  daily  basis  varies 
from  day  to  day.  No  daily  figure  that  is  consistent  in 
terms  of  dollars  and  cents  spent  daily  at  this  location 
is  available. 

5.  Is  there  a  federal  grant  providing  for  this  secur- 
ity by  the  Boston  Police? 

A  memorandum  of  understanding  between  the  Of- 
fice of  Program  Development  and  the  Boston  Police 
Department  allows  the  Police  Department  to  be 
reimbursed  in  the  amount  of  $190,512  for  payroll 
costs  of  the  Neighborhood  Policing  Unit  for  the  bal- 
ance of  this  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1979.  In 
order  to  be  eligible  for  reimbursement,  the  costs 
must  be  allowable  under  HUD  regulations  (Federal 
Register  40:11 1),  they  must  be  expended  exclusively 
on  Community  Development  Block  Grant  Programs 
approved  by  the  Neighborhood  Development  Coun- 
cil and  they  must  be  certified  as  allowable  and  in 
compliance  with  the  approved  budget  by  the  director 
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of  the  Office  of  Program  Development. 

The  funds  which  will  reimburse  the  Police  Depart- 
ment's payroll  costs  for  the  NPU  are  not  limited  to 
the  Mary  Ellen  McCormack  Development,  as  previ- 
ously stated.  In  fact,  the  funds  are  specifically  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  police  services  to  ensure  a 
secure  and  peaceful  living  environment  for  all  resi- 
dents of  the  city.

At  the  request  of  Ms.  Joanne  A.  Prevost,  Com- 
missioner of  Real  Property,  we  have  performed  the 
procedures  enumerated  below  to  assist  in  evaluating 
whether  the  amount  assigned  to  Code  Realty,  Inc.'s 
("the  Company")  unamortized  cost  of  leasehold  in- 
terest in  the  Hayward  Place  Garage  ("the  Garage"), 
at  August  31,  1978,  was  fairly  stated.  We  previously 
were  requested  to  perform  a  similar  review  at  August 
31,  1977,  and  issued  a  report  thereon  dated  October 
23,  1978.  In  that  report,  we  stated  we  could  not  ex- 
amine documents  supporting  the  original  costs  of 
the  Garage  recorded  in  the  Company's  general 
ledger  because  they  were  not  available.  Subsequent 
to  that  report,  we  were  able  to  examine  certain  sup- 
porting documents  as  described  below.  However,  we 
still  could  not  examine  canceled  checks  supporting 
the  original  costs  of  the  Garage  because  they  were 
not  available.  The  procedures  we  performed  at 
August  31,  1978  and  1977,  are  summarized  as 
follows: 

We  compared  the  amounts  in  the  Company's 
adjusted  trial  balance  as  of  August  31,  1977, 
and  for  the  year  then  ended  related  to  cost  and  ac- 
cumulated amortization  of  the  Garage  leasehold 
interest  as  of  August  31,  1977,  and  amortization 
for  the  year  ended  August  31,  1977,  to  the  Com- 
pany's general  ledger  accounts.  We  compared  the 
Company's  adjusted  trial  balance  amounts  related 
to  the  Garage  leasehold  interest  to  a  copy  of  the 
year  ended  August  31,  1977,  federal  income  tax  re- 
turn and  to  the  Company's  financial  statements 
for  such  year  which  were  reported  upon  by  Clar- 
ence Rainess  &  Co.,  certified  public  accountants, 
on  November  7,  1977.  We  also  compared  the  un- 
amortized cost  of  the  Garage  leasehold  interest  as 
of  August  31,  1978,  after  giving  consideration  to 
amortization  which  was  taken  during  the  year 
ended  August  31,  1978,  to  the  Company's  finan- 
cial statements  which  were  reported  upon  by  Clar- 
ence Rainess  &  Co.  on  November  17,  1978. 

We  verified  that  the  forty-year  period  for 
amortization  of  the  cost  of  the  Garage  used  by  the 
Company  corresponds  to  the  term  of  the  lease  of 
the  land  from  the  City  of  Boston  on  which  the 
Garage  has  been  constructed. 

For  the  fiscal  years  ended  August  31,  1978  and 
1977,  we  verified  the  mathematical  calculation  of 
amortization  expenses. 

We  read  a  copy  of  a  signed  contract  agreement 
between  the  Company  and  S&A  Construction 
Company  dated  February  11,  1957,  which  was 
provided  by  the  Company's  president  and  repre- 
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sented  to  be  for  construction  of  the  Garage. 

We  read  a  copy  of  a  signed  agreement  between 
the  Company  and  State  Mutual  Life  Assurance 
Company  of  America,  the  lender,  dated  May  15, 
1958,  which  was  provided  by  the  Company's  pres- 
ident and  represented  to  be  for  financing  the  cost 
of  the  Garage. 

We  read  a  copy  of  a  contractor's  invoice  from 
S&A  Construction  Company  dated  March  25, 
1958,  which  was  provided  by  the  Company's  pres- 
ident and  represented  to  be  the  final  billing  for 
construction  of  the  Garage. 
Our  findings  are  as  follows: 

The  amounts  reported  by  the  Company  as  their 
remaining  unamortized  cost  of  the  leasehold  inter- 
est in  the  Garage  at  August  31,  1978,  and  August 
31,  1977,  were  $758,588  and  $807,628,  respec- 
tively. The  $807,628  reported  as  the  unamortized 
cost  of  the  leasehold  interest  in  the  Garage  as  of 
August  31,  1977,  agrees  with  the  adjusted  trial  bal- 
ance of  the  Company  as  of  such  date.  In  addition, 
the  adjusted  trial  balance  amounts  related  to  the 
Garage  as  of  August  31,  1977,  agree  to  a  copy  of 
the  federal  income  tax  return  for  the  year  ended 
August  31,  1977. 

The  mathematical  calculations  of  depreciation 
expense  for  the  years  ended  August  31,  1978  and 
1977,  were  correct. 

The  unamortized  cost  of  the  leasehold  interest 
in  the  Garage  contained  in  the  financial  state- 
ments of  the  Company  for  the  years  ended  August 
31,  1978  and  1977,  also  agree  to  the  above-men- 
tioned amounts. 

The  amount  contained  in  the  above-mentioned 
contract  between  the  Company  and  S&A  Con- 
struction Company,  authorized  and  approved  by 
Harold  Singer,  then  president  of  the  Company, 
and  Alvin  B.  Allen,  treasurer  of  S&A  Construc- 
tion Company,  currently  president  of  the  Com- 
pany, was  $1,482,900. 

The  aggregate  architect  fees  contained  in  the 
above-mentioned  financing  agreement  between 
the  Company  and  State  Mutual  Life  Assurance 
Company  of  America  were  $85,085. 

The  total  cost  amount  contained  in  the  above- 
mentioned  final  invoice  from  S&A  Construction 
Company  was  $1,492,726. 
The  following  table  indicates  the  results  of  the 
above  findings  as  they  relate  to  the  original  cost  of 
the  Garage  contained  in  the  Company's  financial 
statements:

We  make  no  representations  in  respect  to  the 
above  amounts  or  the  indicated  difference  therein 
other  than  those  contained  in  this  letter.  In  addition, 
it  should  be  noted  that  the  financial  statements  as  of 
August  31,  1978,  show  accumulated  property  taxes 
and  interest  payments  owed  to  the  City  of  Boston  of 
$372,943  and  $66,803,  respectively,  on  two  adjacent 
parcels  of  property. 


Because  the  above  procedures  were  not  sufficient 
to  constitute  an  examination  made  in  accordance 
with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  we  do 
not  express  an  opinion  on  any  of  the  specific 
amounts/accounts  referred  to  above.  Had  we  per- 
formed additional  procedures  or  had  we  made  an  ex- 
amination of  the  financial  statements  in  accordance 
with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  addi- 
tional matters  might  have  come  to  our  attention 
which  would  have  been  reported  to  you.

3.  Status  of  Title 

Code  shall  convey  and  assign  the  Leasehold  In- 
terest to  Board  free  of  all  liens  and  encumbrances 
created  or  suffered  by  Code.  To  enable  Code  to 
make  conveyance  as  herein  provided,  Code  may,  on 
the  Closing  Date,  use  the  purchase  price  or  any  por- 
tion thereof  to  discharge  any  such  lien  or  encum- 
brances upon  the  Leasehold  Interest,  provided  that 
all  insturments  so  procured  are  delivered  to  Board 
simultaneously  with  the  instrument  of  conveyance  of 
the  Leasehold  Interest  or  under  usual  conveyancing 
practices  observed  in  Suffolk  County  will  be 
available  within  serveral  days  after  the  Closing  Date. 
Any  such  discharge  of  a  lien  or  encumbrance  re- 
corded with  the  Suffolk  Registry  of  Deeds  shall  be  in 
a  form  suitable  for  recording  with  such  Registry. 

4.  Possession  and  Condition  of  Property 
Code  shall  deliver  the  Property  to  Board  on  the 
Closing  Date  in  conformance  with  Paragraph  B  of 
the  Lease  as  appearing  on  page  11  thereof.  Not- 
withstanding the  foregoing  or  any  contrary  or  incon- 
sistent provision  of  the  Lease,  if  the  Improvements 
shall  sustain  damage  by  reason  of  fire  or  other 
casualty  against  which  policies  of  insurance  are  in 
force  conformably  with  the  Lease  during  the  interval 
between  the  date  of  this  Agreement  to  and  including 
the  Closing  Date  as  it  may  be  extended,  Code  shall 
have  the  election,  exercisable  upon  written  notice  to 
Board  in  or  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  such  fire  or 
other  casualty,  to  assign  to  Board  on  the  Closing 
Date  Code's  rights  in  and  to  any  insurance  proceeds 
payable  on  account  of  such  fire  or  other  casualty  in 
lieu  of  restoring  or  repairing  the  Improvements. 
Upon  such  election  by  Code,  Code's  responsibility 
to  restore  or  repair  the  Improvements  pursuant  to 
section  6  of  the  Lease  shall  be  suspended  and  Code's 
failure  to  so  repair  or  restore  shall  not  constitute  a 
breach  or  default  by  Code  under  the  Lease;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  if  this  Agreement  shall  ter- 
minate as  provided  in  Paragraph  5  hereof  the  obliga- 
tions of  Code  to  repair  and  restore  the  Im- 
provements and  the  Property  shall  thereupon  be 
revived;  provided,  further,  that  the  interval  between 
the  suspension  of  such  obligation  and  its  revival 
hereunder  shall  not  be  counted  in  determining  com- 
pliance by  Code  with  the  provisions  of  said  section  6 
of  the  Lease. 


In  the  event  that  Code  shall  elect  pursuant  to  this 
Paragraph  4  to  assign  to  Board  insurance  proceeds 
in  lieu  of  repair  or  restoration  of  the  Improvements, 
and  if  the  fire  or  other  .casualty  hereinbefore  de- 
scribed shall  render  the  Improvements  unusable  for 
the  parking  of  motor  vehicles  to  the  extent  of  thirty

If  on  the  Closing  Date  Code  shall  be  unable  to 
deliver  such  assignment  or  to  deliver  possession  of 
the  Property  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  Agreement,  or  in  the  condition  as  required 
herein,  Code  shall  use  reasonable  efforts  to  remove 
or  cure  any  impediment  of  its  performance 
hereunder  and  the  Closing  Date  hereunder  shall  be 
extended  for  a  period  of  thirty  (30)  days.  If  at  the  ex- 
piration of  such  thirty  (30)-day  period,  Code  shall 
have  failed  to  so  remove  or  cure  any  such  impedi- 
ment, Board  shall  have  the  following  options:

Whereas,  It  is  our  understanding  and  belief  that 
Black  and  Spanish-surnamed  candidates  who  scored 
in  the  thirties  on  such  tests  have  been  appointed  to 
the  Fire  Department  while  other  candidates  with 
scores  in  the  eighties  have  been  denied  appointment;

Whereas,  Such  procedures  raise  serious  questions 
concerning  both  the  wisdom  of  so  staffing  these

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tion  programs  which  discriminate  against  job  ap- 
plicants, having  otherwise  superior  qualifications,

COMMUNICATION  TO  FAA  RE  FEDERAL 
COURT  HEARING  RE  NEW  FLIGHT 
PATTERNS 

Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  the  following  letter  be  forwarded 
to  the  administrator  of  Federal  Aviation  Ad- 
ministration regarding  upcoming  legal  action  in 
Federal  District  Court  in  Boston  against  the  FAA's 
recent  administrative  decision,  effective  January  15, 
1979,  redesignating  airplane  flights  over  Boston's 
neighborhoods. 

Mr.  Langhorn  Bond,  Administrator, 

Federal  Aviation  Administration. 
Dear  Mr.  Bond: 

On  December  15,  1978,  the  New  England 
Regional  Office  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Administra- 
tion issued  a  ruling,  effective  as  of  January  15,  1979, 
resuming  the  use  of  the  so-called  210°  heading  for 
aircraft  departing  Logan  International  Airport  in 
Boston  on  Runway  22R.  Since  the  spring  of  1978, 
the  210°  heading  had  been  rerouted  and  three  alter- 
native heading  departures  had  been  assigned  in  order 
to  relieve  some  of  the  excessive  noise  levels  suffered 
as  a  result  of  the  210°  heading. 

The  impact  of  this  decision  resuming  use  of  the 
210°  heading  has  been  devastating  to  the  residents  of 
communities  contiguous  to  Logan  Airport,  par- 
ticularly to  residents  of  the  South  Boston  and  Dor- 
chester neighborhoods  of  the  City  of  Boston  who  are 
most  directly  impacted  from  departures  off  Runway 
22R.  Parts  of  South  Boston  are  located  as  near  as 
4,000  feet  from  Logan.  Planes  fly  over  the  area  at 
altitudes  lower  than  1,000  feet  and  decibel  readings 
in  excess  of  100  dbs.  have  been  recorded  at  locations 
in  South  Boston  from  planes  departing  from  Run- 
way 22R.  As  residents  living  under  the  new  flight 
paths  can  tell  you,  the  FAA's  recent  decision  has  ex- 
acerbated the  already  existing  health  and  safety 
hazards  posed  by  the  constant  irritation  and  disrup- 
tion of  giant  jet  planes  from  other  Logan  Airport 
runway  flight  paths  which  pass  directly  over  South 
Boston  and  Dorchester  at  very  low  altitudes. 

Because  of  the  serious  impact  which  this  decision 
has  caused  to  the  residents  of  these  neighborhoods 
of  the  city,  on  January  17,  1979,  I  introduced  an 
order  before  the  Boston  City  Council  (which  passed 
unanimously)  calling  on  the  city  to  challenge  the 
FAA's  ruling  in  Federal  District  Court.  A  hearing  on 
this  matter  will  be  held  Friday,  February  16,  before 
Federal  District  Court  Judge  W.  Arthur  Garrity. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  the  FAA's  decision  to 
return  to  the  210°  heading  was  made  after  more  en- 
vironmentally   sound    alternative    headings    over 
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Boston  harbor  had  been  studied  during  the  previous 
six  months  and  found  to  be  feasible,  less  noisy,  and 
affecting  less  people. 

In  fact,  the  data  compiled  for  the  environmental 
impact  study  on  the  210°  heading  and  three  other 
alternate  routes  by  Bolt  Beranik  and  Newman,  Inc. 
clearly  indicate  that  the  210°  heading  is  the  worst 
possible  alternative.  Not  only  does  it  create  the 
highest  decibel  readings  over  residential  com- 
munities, but  it  impacts  the  most  densely  populated 
areas  of  the  greater  Boston  community.  The  ex- 
ecutive director  of  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authori- 
ty, Mr.  David  W.  Davis,  expressed  this  concern  to 
the  FAA's  regional  director  for  New  England,  Mr. 
Robert  E.  Whittington  in  a  letter  dated  January  9, 
1979,  in  which  he  wrote: 

"...  use  of  the  210°  heading  for  the  duration 
of  the  assesment  is  unwarranted.  After  all,  pre- 
liminary testing  of  the  alternative  headings  has 
confirmed  that  the  most  intense  noise  exposure 
over  the  most  heavily  populated  areas  results  from 
the  use  of  the  210°  heading.  Based  on  these  pre- 
liminary results,  it  seems  clear  that  use  of  the  210° 
heading  during  the  balance  of  the  study  will  pro- 
duce the  worst  environmental  impacts  for  resi- 
dents of  Boston-area  communities." 
Although  these  alternative  headings  are  admit- 
tedly superior  from  an  environmental  point  of  view 
to  the  210°   heading,  the  FAA  regional  director 
claims  that  the  agency  is  compelled  to  return  to  the 
210°  heading  because  of  administrative  regulations 
(FAA  Order  1050. IB)  which  he  says  requires  an  en- 
vironmental   assessment    of    all    four,     possible 
headings  to  be  completed  before  the  210°  heading  is 
changed.  The  City  of  Boston  in  its  briefs  before  the 
court  gives  substantial  evidence  which  indicates  that 
this  interpretation  is  inaccurate  and  contrary  to  the 
spirit  of  the  law. 

The  FAA  regulations  in  question,  which  were  pro- 
mulgated to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  En- 
vironmental Protection  Act  (P.L.  91-190),  require 
an  Environmental  Impact  Statement  (E.I.S.)  to  be 
made  when  flight  paths  overfly  populated  areas  at 
altitudes  of  3,000  feet  or  less.  In  arriving  at  its  deci- 
sion to  resume  the  210°  heading,  the  regional  FAA 
office  claimed  that  because  the  alternate  flight  pat- 
terns off  Runway  22R  over  South  Shore  com- 
munities were  "controversial,"  they  could  not  be 
continued  until  a  full  E.I.S.  had  been  com- 
pleted— even  though  planes  flying  over  these  areas 
are  at  altitudes  greater  than  3,000  feet. 

One  point  of  irony  should  be  noted  here.  When 
the  FAA  first  instituted  the  210°  heading  between 
1976  and  1978,  no  E.I.S.  was  done  concerning  the 
severe  impact  these  flights  would  have  over  the 
densely  populated  South  Boston  and  Dorchester 
communities,  over  which  planes  would  fly  at 
altitudes  much  lower  than  3,000  feet.  Yet,  now, 
when  planes  are  flying  over  much  less  densely 
populated  areas  at  much  higher  altitudes,  we  are  told 
that  an  E.I.S.  must  be  done  and  that  the  planes  must 
be  rerouted  back  to  the  most  heavily  impacted  areas 
until  tests  are  completed. 

Aside  from  the  question  of  equity  involved  for 
long-suffering  residents  in  communities  closest  to 
Logan  Airport  who  have  historically  borne  the  brunt 
of  airplane  noise  levels,  it  appears  that  the  regional 


FAA  office's  interpretation  of  the  regulations  is 
seriously  flawed.  For,  if  the  FAA  were  not  required 
to  do  an  E.I.S.  for  the  alternate  routes  in  the  first 
place  because  the  flights  were  overflying  all  the  com- 
munities at  altitudes  greater  than  3,000  feet,  how  can 
the  FAA  now  claim  they  are  required  to  return  to  the 
210°  heading  until  the  E.I.S.  process  is  completed? 

In  light  of  the  serious  concerns  which  the  question 
poses— not  only  for  residents  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
but  for  residents  living  near  any  major  airport  in  the 
country— we  feel  that  an  official  interpretation  by 
the  FAA  as  to  the  requirement  for  environmental 
impact  assessments  for  flights  over  3,000  feet  is 
vitally  important. 

The  spirit  and  intent  of  the  Environmental  Policy 
Act  is  to  ensure  maximum  protection  for  those  most 
impacted  by  airplane  noise.  It  seems  grossly  insen- 
sitive and  unfair  to  long-suffering  South  Boston  and 
Dorchester  residents  to  read  into  this  law,  or  the 
regulations  issued  under  its  authority,  a  technical 
loophole  which  circumvents  its  original  intent  of 
protecting  the  health  and  safety  of  residents  in  the 
most  seriously  impacted  communities. 

We  would  appreciate  receiving  a  clarification 
from  your  office  at  your  earliest  possible  conve- 
nience regarding  the  claim  of  the  regional  FAA  of- 
fice that  they  are  required  to  resume  the  210° 
heading  until  an  Environmental  Impact  Statement  is 
completed  for  the  other  alternate  headings  overfly- 
ing areas  above  3,000  feet. 

Your  quick  response  to  this  matter  would  be 
greatly  appreciated.

(1)  of  section  8  of  article  2,  as  amended,  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, of  Massachusetts  to  the  end  that  legisla- 
tion be  adopted  providing  substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  An  environmental  and  economic  im- 
pact statement  shall  be  made  by  the  Department  of 
Environmental  Affairs  prior  to  the  construction  of 
new  runways  or  the  extension  of  existing  runways  at 
publicly  owned  airports  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  2.  Adequate  public  notice  in  a  newspaper 
of  general  circulation  shall  be  given  to  residents  of 
the  impacted  communities  concerning  development 
of  the  environmental  and  economic  impact  state- 
ment. The  environmental  and  economic  impact 
statement  shall  include  a  study  of  the  economic  im- 
pact on  businesses  and  residential  property  in  these 
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communities  and  a  determination  of  the  health  and 
safety  dangers  posed  to  community  residents  as  a 
result  of  runway  expansion. 

Section  3.  Following  completion  of  the  en- 
vironmental and  economic  impact  statement,  the 
legislature  must  give  its  approval  before  construc- 
tion or  extension  may  begin. 

Section  4.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
deemed  severable.  If  any  section  or  portion  of  this 
act  is  declared  unconstitutional,  the  remaining  sec- 
tions or  portions  shall  remain  in  effect.

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  consideration  a  pro- 
posed petition  entitled  the  "City  of  Boston  Home 
Ownership  and  Rehabilitation  Assistance  Act  of 
1979."  This  proposed  legislation  would  enable  the 
City  of  Boston,  at  absolutely  no  cost  to  the  city's 
taxpayers,  to  borrow  money  to  be  made  available  to 
banks  for  mortgages  for  the  purchase  of  one-to 
eight-family  homes  located  within  the  city  by  per- 
sons of  low  and  moderate  incomes.  I  believe  this 
legislation  will  result  in  great  benefit  to  the  city  and 
its  residents  in  the  neighborhoods.  At  a  time  when 
conventional  mortgage  rates  are  at  or  near  record 
high  levels  of  interest  making  it  very  difficult  for 
many  people  who  have  saved  to  buy  homes  to  afford 
the  monthly  mortgage  payments,  it  is  an  obligation 
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of  the  city  to  use  any  mechanism  available  to  make  it 
less  expensive  to  purchase  a  home  in  the  city. 

I  urge  you  to  pass  the  legislation  with  all  deliberate 
speed,  to  enable  its  benefits  to  be  made  available  as 
soon  as  possible.

Dear  Mayor  White: 

For  the  past  several  weeks  I  have  been  working 
with  several  others  to  prepare  legislation  which 
would  enable  the  city  to  borrow  money  at  tax- 
exempt  rates  to  be  made  available  to  banks  to  use  for 
mortgages  on  owner-occupied  one-  to  eight-unit 
houses  in  the  city.  These  mortgages  would  have  in- 
terest rates  significantly  below  those  of  conventional 
mortgages.  There  is  a  great  need  for  such  a  program. 
At  present  conventional  mortgages  available  from 
local  banks  are  at  or  near  record  high  interest  rates, 
as  they  are  across  the  country.  These  rates  are 
generally  in  excess  of  ten  percent  per  annum.  This 
situation  is  not  expected  to  significantly  improve  in 
the  near  future. 

The  effects  of  these  mortgage  costs  on  the 
neighborhoods  of  Boston  and  its  residents  are 
already  being  felt.  Many  people  who  have  saved 
money  for  years  for  a  down  payment  are  now  fin- 
ding they  cannot  afford  to  buy  a  home  in  Boston,  or 
elsewhere,  because  they  cannot  afford  monthly  mort- 
gage payments.  People  wishing  to  sell  their  homes 
are  being  forced  to  sell  for  lower  prices  than  they  ex- 
pected, because  prospective  purchasers  are  unable  to 
afford  the  mortgage  costs  at  the  higher  prices.  And 
people  who  would  like  to  purchase  a  home  in  need  of 
substantial  repair  and  finance  the  cost  of  the  repairs 
are  finding  few  if  any  banks  that  are  willing  to  offer 
them  mortgages  at  all. 

The  proposed  "City  of  Boston  Home  Ownership 
and  Rehabilitation  Assistance  act  of  1979"  is  design- 
ed to  address  this  problem.  Money  borrowed  by  the 
city  under  this  act  would  be  made  available  to  par- 
ticipating banks  to  make  mortgage  loans  at  interest 
rates  significantly  less  than  conventionally  available. 
Persons  planning  to  own  and  occupy  one-  to  eight- 
family  homes  who  have  low  or  moderate  incomes 
would  be  eligible  for  mortgages  if  they  met  standard 
underwriting  criteria.  It  is  estimated  that  this  pro- 
gram could  save  a  home  purchaser  with  an  income 
of  $20,000  as  much  as  $700  a  year  for  twenty-five 
years  and  a  purchaser  with  $17,000  income  nearly 
$600  per  year. 

It  is  important  to  note  that  this  program  will  not 
cost  the  taxpayers  of  the  city  anything  now  or  in  the 
future.  The  bonds  not  secured  by  the  city,  but  rather 
by  the  mortgages  which  the  bonds  proceeds  will 
finance.  And  the  minimal  staff  necessary  to  super- 
vise the  program  will  be  paid  out  of  program  in- 
come, not  from  property  tax  revenues. 

This  legislation  can  have  a  major  positive  impact 
for  the  city's  residents  and  its  housing  stock.  I,  and 
the  others  working  with  me,  look  forward  to  ex- 


plaining and  discussing  this  proposal  with  everyone 
interested.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  ac- 
companied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of 
this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause 
(1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as  amended,  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legisla- 
tion be  enacted  providing  substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Declaration  of  Public  Necessity. 

It  is  hereby  found  and  declared  that  as  a  result  of 
mounting  increases  in  the  financing  costs  of  new  and 
existing  residential  housing  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  of  continuing  increases  in  construction  and 
rehabilitation  costs,  heating  and  electricity  expenses, 
and  maintenance  and  repair  expenses,  persons  of 
low  and  moderate  income  in  the  city  are  increasingly 
unable  to  purchase,  rehabilitate,  improve,  hold  and 
maintain  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing  pro- 
viding an  opportunity  for  home  ownership;  that  the 
inability  of  low-  and  moderate-income  owners  of 
owner-occupied,  multi-unit  homes  to  purchase, 
rehabilitate,  improve,  hold  and  maintain  such 
homes  has  directly  affected  the  supply  of  residential 
housing  for  rental  to  persons  of  low  and  moderate 
income  and  acutely  depressed  the  supply  of  such 
housing  at  rentals  which  persons  of  low  and 
moderate  income  can  afford;  that  an  adequate 
supply  of  residential  housing  available  for  home 
ownership  at  costs  which  persons  of  low  and 
moderate  income  can  afford  is  essential  to  the  con- 
tinued stability  and  revitalization  of  the 
neighborhoods  of  the  city  and  that  the  present 
shortage  of  such  housing  is  inimical  to  the  safety, 
health,  morals,  and  welfare  of  the  residents  of  the 
city  and  inhibits  the  carrying  out  of  needed 
redevelopment  projects  and  results  in  the  continued 
existence  and  proliferation  of  substandard  and  deca- 
dent housing,  with  all  its  attendant  consequences  of 
disease,  crime,  and  high  costs  of  municipal  services, 
such  as  welfare,  police,  and  fire  prevention. 

It  is  further  found  and  declared  that  the  cost  of 
financing  the  ownership,  construction,  improve- 
ment, and  rehabilitation  of  residential  housing  is  a 
major  and  substantial  factor  affecting  the  supply  of 
decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing;  that  a  major 
cause  of  the  present  housing  crisis  is  the  inadequate 
supply  of  residential  mortgage  funds  in  the  city  at  in- 
terest rates  which  are  at  a  level  at  which  persons  of 
low  and  moderate  income  can  afford  to  purchase, 
hold,  rehabilitate,  improve,  and  maintain  such  hous- 
ing; that  existing  public  and  private  programs  have 
been  inadequate  to  stimulate  an  increase  in  such 
mortgage  funds;  and  that  private  enterprise  and 
private  financial  institutions  without  the  assistance 
contemplated  by  this  act  will  be  unable  to  increase 
the  availability  of  such  mortgage  funds  thus 
frustrating  the  maintenance,  rehabilitation,  im- 
provement, sale  and  purchase  of  new  and  existing 
residential  housing  in  the  city.  It  is  therefore  im- 
perative that  the  cost  of  mortgage  financing,  which 
materially  affects  the  ability  of  persons  of  low  and 
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moderate  income  to  purchase,  hold,  improve,  and 
maintain  their  homes,  be  made  lower,  to  help 
alleviate  the  shortage  of  adequate  housing  to 
stabilize  the  neighborhoods  of  the  city,  to  increase 
the  supply  of  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  owner- 
occupied,  multi-unit  homes,  and  to  encourage 
private  lending  institutions  to  increase  the  supply  of 
available  mortgage  funds  in  all  areas  of  the  city. 

It  is  hereby  further  found  and  declared  that  the 
authority  and  powers  conferred  under  this  act  con- 
stitute a  serving  of  a  valid  public  purpose  and  that 
the  enactment  of  the  provisions  hereafter  set  forth  is 
in  the  public  interest. 

Section  2.  Short  Title.  This  act  may  be  referred  to 
and  cited  as  the  "City  of  Boston  Home  Ownership 
and  Rehabilitation  Assistance  Act  of  1979." 

Section  3.  Definitions.  The  following  words  as 
used  in  this  act  shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise  re- 
quires, have  the  following  meanings: 

a)  "annual  income,"  the  adjusted  gross  income, 
as  determined  under  the  applicable  provisions  of  the 
federal  internal  revenue  code  as  then  in  effect  of  a 
person,  together  with  the  aggregate  adjusted  gross 
income  of  all  other  persons  residing  or  intending  to 
reside  with  such  person  in  a  single,  residential,  dwell- 
ing unit. 

b)  "bond, "or  "  bonds,"  notes,  including  notes  in 
anticipation  of  bonds,  certificates  of  indebtedness, 
and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  issued  by  the 
city  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

c)  "city,"  the  City  of  Boston. 

d)  "governmental  agency,"  the  United  States  of 
America,  the  commonwealth,  the  city,  or  any 
agency,  authority,  board,  commission,  department, 
public  corporation,  political  subdivision,  or  other 
public  instrumentality  of  any  thereof. 

e)  "home,"  real  property  and  improvements 
thereon  located  in  the  city  consisting  of  not  more 
than  eight  dwelling  units,  including  but  not  limited 
to,  residential  condominium  units,  owned  or  to  be 
owned  by  a  mortgagor  who  occupies  or  intends  to 
occupy  one  of  such  units. 

f)  "home  mortgage,"  a  loan  including  a  home  im- 
provement loan,  secured  by  a  mortgage  constituting 
a  lien  on  real  property  or  on  a  leasehold  or  other  in- 
terest in  real  property  located  in  the  city  and  made 
by  a  mortgage  lender  to  a  mortgagor  for  the  purpose 
of  purchasing,  erecting,  acquiring,  rehabilitating,  or 
improving  a  home;  provided  that  a  lien  on  such 
property  shall  not  be  required  if  the  original  prin- 
cipal amount  of  such  loan  is  less  than  $15,000.  The 
term  "home  mortgage"  used  in  this  act  shall  also  in- 
clude a  participation  or  other  ownership  interest  in  a 
home  mortgage. 

g)  "mortgage  lender,"  any  bank,  mortgage 
broker,  mortgage  company,  or  mortgage  banker, 
trust  company,  savings  bank,  cooperative  bank, 
credit  union,  national  banking  association,  federal 
savings  and  loan  association,  or  building  and  loan 
association  maintaining  an  office  in  the  com- 
monwealth or  any  insurance  company  authorized  to 
transact  business  in  the  commonwealth. 

h)  "mortgagor,"  a  natural  person  or  persons,  or  a 
trust  for  the  benefit  of  a  natural  person,  who  is  the 
obligor  on  a  home  mortgage. 

i)  "persons  of  low  income,"  those  persons  whose 
annual  income  is  equal  to  or  less  than  the  maximum 


amount  which  would  make  them  eligible  for  residen- 
tial units  owned  or  leased  by  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority. 

j)  "persons  of  moderate  income,"  those  persons 
(other  than  persons  of  low  income)  whose  annual  in- 
come is  less  than  the  amount  necessary  to  enable 
them  to  obtain  and  maintain  decent,  safe,  and 
sanitary  housing  without  the  expenditure  of  over  25 
percent  of  such  income  for  housing  expenses,  in- 
cluding the  provision  of  heat,  electricity,  hot  water, 
and  an  allowance  for  maintenance  and  repairs. 

k)  "revenues,"  all  revenues,  receipts,  payments, 
fees,  charges,  and  other  moneys  derived  by  the  city 
under  this  act  including,  without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  payments  on  home 
mortgages,  proceeds  of  bonds,  fees  and  charges  to 
mortgage  lenders,  investment  earnings,  insurance 
proceeds,  and  the  proceeds  of  sale  or  other  disposi- 
tion of  home  mortgages,  homes,  collateral  and  other 
property,  real  or  personal,  acquired  or  held  by  the 
city  under  this  act. 

Section  4.  Purchase  and  Financing  of  Home 
Mortgages;  General  Powers. 

a)  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  powers 
hereinafter  granted,  the  city,  acting  by  and  through 
its  collector-treasurer  witti  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  and  without  further  authority,  shall  have  the 
power,  subject  to  the  limitations  established  by  sec- 
tion 5  hereof,  to  purchase,  and  contract  and  enter  in- 
to advance  commitments  to  purchase,  and  take 
assignments  from  mortgage  lenders  of,  home 
mortgages  owned  or  to  be  owned  by  mortgage 
lenders,  including  securities  and  other  obligations  of 
mortgage  lenders  secured  by  or  representing  an  in- 
terest in  home  mortgages,  and  to  make  loans  to 
mortgage  lenders  for  the  purpose  of  financing  such 
home  mortgages,  under  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  the  collector-treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  shall  determine. 

b)  In  addition  to  the  other  rights  and  powers 
enumerated  in  this  act  or  heretofore  or  hereafter 
granted  by  general  and  special  law,  the  city,  acting 
by  and  through  its  collector-treasurer  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor  and  without  further  authority, 
may,  subject  to  limitations  established  by  section  5 
hereof: 

1)  Make  and  execute  contracts  and  all  other 
instruments  necessary  or  convenient  for  the 
exercise  of  its  powers  and  functions  under  this 
act  with  any  governmental  agency,  private  cor- 
poration, mortgage  lender,  or  other  entity  or 
individual; 

2)  make  and  execute  contracts  with  mortgage 
lenders  for  the  origination  and  servicing  of  home 
mortgages  or  interests  therein  acquired  or 
financed  by  the  city  pursuant  to  this  act, 
and,  without  further  appropriation,  pay  or 
cause  to  be  paid  the  reasonable  value  of  services 
rendered  to  the  city  pursuant  to  such  contracts; 

3)  establish,  and  revise  from  time  to  time, 
and  charge  and  collect  from  mortgage  lenders 
and  mortgagors,  fees  and  charges  in 
connection  with  home  mortgages  acquired  or 
financed  by  it  under  this  act; 

4)  procure  insurance  or  guarantees  from  any 
governmental  agency  or  any  public  or  private 
insurance  company  or  carrier  against  any  loss 
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in  connection  with  any  home  mortgage  acquired 
or  financed  by  it  hereunder  or  for  the  payment 
of  any  obligations,  including  home  mortgages, 
held  by  it  hereunder  or  of  any  bonds  issued  by 
it  under  this  act  in  such  amounts  and  from  such 
insurers,  licensed  to  do  business  in  the  com- 
monwealth, as  may  be  necessary  or  desirable, 
and  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid,  without  further 
appropriation,   the  premiums  or  costs  thereof; 

5)  apply  for,  accept  and,  notwithstanding  the 
provisions  of  section  53  and  53A  of  chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws,  expend  without  appropriation, 
on  its  own  behalf  or  on  behalf  of  any  person, 
advances,  loans,  grants,  contributions,  guaran- 
ties, rent  supplements,  mortgage  assistance,  and 
any  other  form  of  financial  assistance  from  any 
governmental  agency,  or  any  other  source,  public 
or  private,  for  any  of  the  purposes  of  this  act 
and  to  include  in  any  contract  for  financial 
assistance  such  conditions  as  it  may  deem  rea- 
sonable and  appropriate  and  which  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  purposes  of  this  act.  Notwith- 
standing chapter  74  of  the  Acts  of  1945,  as 
amended,  the  application,  acceptance,  and  ex- 
penditure of  grants,  loans,  or  other  financial 
assistance  from  governmental  agencies  or  others 
under  this  act  shall  not  require  the  approval  of 
the  governor  or  the  emergency  finance  board 
established  by  chapter  49  of  the  Acts  of  1933 
and  such  application,  acceptance,  and  expendi- 
ture may  be  carried  out  by  the  collector- 
treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and 
without  further  approval  or  appropriation; 

6)  purchase,  and  contract  and  make  commit- 
ments to  purchase,  notes,  bonds,  or  other 
obligations  issued  by  mortgage  lenders,  and 
make  loans  to  mortgage  lenders,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  financing  home  mortgages  for  persons 
of  low  and  moderate  income;  and  determine  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  any  such  securities, 
obligations,  or  loans  and  the  security  therefor  to, 
be  provided  by  mortgage  lenders  including, 
without  limitation,  any  collateral,  reserves,  or 
other  property  pledged  or  otherwise  held  for  the 
payment  thereof; 

7)  notwithstanding  sections  54  and  55  of 
chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  or  any  other 
general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  invest 
any  proceeds  of  bonds  pending  disbursement  for 
the  purposes  of  this  act,  or  any  revenues 
received  by  the  city  under  this  act  or  held  in 
any  reserve  or  other  fund  or  account  hereunder 
or  under  any  trust  agreement  securing  bonds,  in 
such  investments  as  may  be  lawful  for  savings 
banks  in  the  commonwealth  and  in  such  amounts 
in  such  banks  or  trust  companies,  within  or  with- 
out the  commonwealth,  and  for  such  periods 
of  time  as  the  collector-treasurer  shall  deem 
necessary  or  desirable; 

8)  borrow  money,  incur  indebtedness,  and  issue 
its  bonds,  as  hereinafter  provided; 

9)  subject  to  any  agreement  with  bond- 
holders, mortgage,  pledge,  or  grant  security 
interest  in,  and  sell,  convey,  or  otherwise 
dispose  of,  with  or  without  public  bidding, 
any  home  mortgages  or  interests  therein,  notes, 
collateral,  or  other  property  acquired  or  held 


by  it  hereunder  for  such  prices  and  at  such  times 
as  the  collector-treasurer  may  determine; 

10)  subject  to  any  agreement  with  bond- 
holders, renegotiate,  refinance,  or  foreclose, 
or  contract  for  renegotiation,  refinancing,  or 
foreclosure  of,  any  home  mortgage  or  other 
loan  made  hereunder  in  default;  waive  any 
default  or  consent  to  the  modification  of  the 
terms  of  any  home  mortgage  or  loan;  com- 
mence any  action  to  protect  or  enforce  any 
right  conferred  upon  it  by  any  law,  home 
mortgage,  loan,  contract,  or  other  agreement 
made  hereunder,  and  bid  for  and  purchase  the 
property  or  other  collateral  securing  a  home 
mortgage  or  other  loan  in  default  at  any  fore- 
closure or  other  sale,  or  acquire  or  take 
possession  of  any  such  property  or  collateral, 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  necessary  to  protect 
its  interests  and  the  interest  of  bondholders; 

1 1)  subject  to  any  agreement  with  bondholders, 
consent  to  any  modification  with  respect  to  rate 
of  interest,  time  and  payment  of  any  install- 
ment of  principal  or  interest,  security  or  any 
other  term  of  any  contract,  home  mortgage,  home 
mortgage  commitment,  loan,  or  agreement  of  any 
kind  to  which  it  is  a  party  for  the  purpose  of 
this  act; 

12)  do  all  things  necessary,  convenient,  or 
desirable  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act 
and  the  powers  expressly  granted  or  necessarily 
implied  in  this  act. 

c)  Subject  to  section  5  of  this  act,  contracts 
for  the  purchase,  financing,  origination,  servicing, 
and  sale  of  home  mortgages  by  the  city  under  this 
act,  whether  with  mortgagors,  mortgage  lenders, 
governmental  agencies,  or  any  other  person,  for  the 
sale  of  bonds  and  for  legal,  financial,  and  other  con- 
sulting or  custodial  services,  for  the  purchase,  con- 
struction, or  improvement  by  mortgagors  of  any 
home  financed  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  home 
mortgage  purchased  or  financed  hereunder,  and  any 
other  contracts  or  agreements  authorized  hereunder 
or  relating  to  the  powers  of  the  city  granted  hereby, 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  requirements  of  sections 
29  and  29A  and  sections  44A  through  44M  of 
chapter  149  of  the  General  Laws,  sections  39F 
through  39P  of  chapter  30  of  the  General  Laws, 
chapter  418  of  the  Acts  of  1890,  as  amended,  sec- 
tions 23,  24,  and  30  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of 
1909,  as  amended,  sections  3,  4,  4A,  and  4B  of 
chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws  or  any  other  general 
or  special  law  or  ordinance,  rule  or  regulation  of  the 
city  pertaining  to  competitive  bidding  or  the  terms, 
form,  execution,  or  award  of  public  contracts.  Not- 
withstanding the  foregoing,  nothing  herein  shall  ex- 
empt any  home  financed  by  a  home  mortgage  pur- 
chased or  financed  hereunder  from  the  provisions  of 
the  state  sanitary  code  or  of  any  other  laws  of  the 
commonwealth  or  any  ordinances,  rules,  or  regula- 
tions of  the  city  otherwise  applicable  to  the  acquisi- 
tion, construction,  and  improvement  of  such  home. 

d)  The  sale  or  other  disposition  of  any  home 
mortgage,  collateral,  or  other  property,  security,  or 
obligation  acquired  by  the  city  hereunder  or  of  any 
home  acquired  by  the  city  upon  any  default, 
foreclosure,  or  any  action  on  a  home  mortgage  shall 
not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  15  of 
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chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws  or  section  17E  of 
chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended. 

Section  5.  Conditions  With  Respect  to  Home 
Mortgages;  Rules  and  Regulations. 

a)  No  home  mortgage  shall  be  purchased  by  the 
city  hereunder  unless  (1)  the  mortgage  lender  who 
made  the  home  mortgage  certifies  to  the  city  that  the 
home  securing  such  home  mortgage  is  or  will  be 
owned  and  occupied  by  a  person  of  low  or  moderate 
income;  or  (2)  the  mortgage  lender  is  obligated  by 
the  terms  of  such  purchase  to  reinvest  the  net  pro- 
ceeds thereof  in  new  home  mortgages  for  persons  of 
low  or  moderate  income  in  an  aggregate  principal 
amount  substantially  equal  to  the  amount  of  such 
net  proceeds. 

b)  No  loan  to  a  mortgage  lender  shall  be  made  by 
the  city  hereunder  unless  the  mortgage  lender  is 
obligated  by  the  terms  of  such  loan  to  reinvest  the 
net  proceeds  thereof  in  new  home  mortgages  for  per- 
sons of  low  or  moderate  income  in  an  aggregate 
principal  amount  substantially  equal  to  the  amount 
of  such  net  proceeds. 

c)  The  city  shall  not  purchase  or  finance  a  new 
home  mortgage  made  for  the  purpose  of  refinancing 
an  existing  mortgage  loan  of  the  mortgagor  unless 
the  mortgage  lender  who  made  the  new  home 
mortgage  certifies  to  the  city  that  the  new  home 
mortgage  will  also  finance  improvement  or 
rehabilitation  costs  equal  to  such  percentage,  not 
less  than  10  percent,  as  the  collector-treasurer  shall 
determine,  of  the  value  of  the  home  securing  such 
home  mortgage  prior  to  improvement  or  rehabilita- 
tion. 

d)  The  city  shall  not  purchase  or  finance  a  new 
home  mortgage  made  for  the  purpose  of  improving 
or  rehabilitating  a  home  of  two  or  more  dwelling 
units  unless: 

1)  the  mortgagor  has  entered  into  an  agreement 
on  a  form  provided  by  the  city  with  each  tenant, 
if  any,  then  residing  in  the  home  which  limits 
rent  increases  for  such  tenant  during  such  period, 
not  less  than  two  years,  as  the  collector-treasurer 
shall  prescribe,  to  those  resulting  from  the  new 
home  mortgage,  plus  those  necessitated  by 
increases  in  property  taxes,  operating  or  main- 
tenance expenses  or  additional  capital  improve- 
ments to  the  home;  provided  such  condition  shall 
not  apply  to  any  new  home  mortgage  the  proceeds 
of  which  will  be  used  to  alleviate  conditions 
which  violate  the  state  sanitary  code  or  other 
applicable  building  or  housing  codes;  and 

2)  the  mortgagor  has  notified  each  tenant,  if 
any,  then  residing  in  the  home  of  the  improve- 
ments to  be  made  with  the  proceeds  of  the  home 
mortgage  and  of  the  estimated  increase  in  rent, 
if  any,  attributable  to  such  improvements. 
Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  nothing  in  this  act 

shall  authorize  a  rent  increase  not  otherwise 
authorized  by  law.  The  collector-treasurer  shall  also 
establish  such  other  standards  and  restrictions 
governing  the  purchase  or  financing  of  new  home 
mortgages  for  the  improvement  or  rehabilitation  of 
homes  of  two  or  more  dwelling  units  as  he  shall 
deem  necessary  or  desirable  to  reasonably  minimize 
displacement  of  existing  tenants  of  such  units. 

e)  The  collector-treasurer  shall  require  each 
mortgage  lender  from  which  or  through  which  home 


mortgages  are  purchased  or  financed  hereunder  to 
submit  to  the  collector-treasurer  or  his  designee 
evidence  satisfactory  to  the  collector-treasurer  of  the 
ability  and  intention  of  such  mortgage  lender  to 
originate  home  mortgages  and  to  comply  with  any 
standards  and  requirements  established  by  this  act  or 
by  the  collector-treasurer  pursuant  to  paragraph  (f) 
of  this  section.  The  city  shall  require  each  mortgage 
lender  from  which  the  city  has  purchased  a  home 
mortgage  or  to  which  the  city  has  made  a  loan  to 
submit  periodic  reports  to  the  collector-treasurer  or 
his  designee  including,  but  not  limited  to,  informa- 
tion on  the  geographic  distribution  of  home 
mortgages  purchased  or  financed  by  the  city,  and  the 
terms  and  types  of  home  mortgages  purchased  or 
financed  hereunder.  The  collector-treasurer  or  his 
designee  shall  file  a  copy  of  any  such  periodic  report 
with  the  city  clerk,  and  a  notice  of  such  filing  shall 
be  posted  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk. 

f)  The  collector-treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor,  may  establish,  in  any  financing  or  related 
documents, pertaining  to  the  purchase  or  financing 
of  home  mortgages  hereunder,  such  standards  and 
requirements  applicable  to  such  purchase  or  financ- 
ing as  he  deems  necessary  or  desirable  including  but 
not  limited  to:  (1)  the  time  within  which  mortgage 
lenders  must  make  commitments  and  disbursements 
for  home  mortgages;  (2)  the  location,  maximum  and 
minimum  values,  and  other  characteristics  of 
homes;  (3)  the  terms  and  conditions  of  home 
mortgages  including  their  principal  amount,  loan  to 
value  ratio,  rate  or  rates  of  interest  and  restrictions 
thereon,  and  restrictions  on  the  return  realized 
thereon  by  mortgage  lenders;  (4)  the  income  and 
other  credit  characteristics  of  mortgagors;  (5)  the 
amounts  and  types  of  insurance  coverage  required 
on  homes,  home  mortgages,  bonds,  and  mortgage 
lenders;  and  (6)  such  other  regulations  and  restric- 
tions governing  the  selection  of  mortgagors  and  the 
making,  purchase,  and  financing  of  mortgage  loans 
and  the  security  therefor  as  he  shall  deem  advisable 
to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

g)  A  present  or  former  employee  of  the  com- 
monwealth, or  of  any  political  subdivision  thereof, 
or  of  any  state,  county,  or  municipal  agency  as 
defined  in  chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws  may 
become  a  mortgagor  hereunder  notwithstanding 
anything  in  said  chapter  268A  to  the  contrary. 

h)  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing 
provisions  of  this  section,  the  rate  or  rates  of  interest 
borne  by  mortgage  loans  purchased  by  the  city 
hereunder  and  by  loans  to  mortgage  lenders 
hereunder  and  such  other  fees  and  charges  as  shall 
be  established  by  the  collector-treasurer  with  respect 
to  mortgage  loans  and  the  purchase  and  financing 
thereof  shall  be  so  fixed  and  adjusted  in  respect  to 
the  aggregate  receipts  of  the  city  derived  therefrom 
to  provide  revenues  at  least  sufficient,  together  with 
all  other  funds  from  governmental  agencies  or  other 
sources  to  be  received  by  the  city  in  connection  with 
this  act.  (1)  to  pay  or  provide  for  all  expenses  of  the 
city  incurred  under  this  act;  (2)  to  pay  or  provide  for 
the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  all 
bonds  issued  under  this  act  as  the  same  become  due 
and  payable;  (3)  to  create  and  maintain  such  reserves 
as  may  be  required  by  any  trust  agreement  securing 
bonds;  and  (4)  to  pay  or  provide  for  any  and  all 
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amounts  which  the  city  may  be  obligated  to  pay  or 
provide  for  by  this  act  or  any  contract  under  this  act, 
including  any  contract  with  or  for  the  benefit  of  the 
holders  of  bonds. 

Section  6.  Finding.  Prior  to  the  delivery  of  any 
bonds  hereunder  the  proceeds  of  which  will  be  used 
by  the  city  to  purchase  or  finance  home  mortgages, 
the  collector-treasurer  shall  find  with  the  concur- 
rence of  the  mayor: 

1)  that  there  then  exists  within  the  city  a 
shortage  of  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
housing  available  for  home  ownership  at 
costs  which  persons  of  low  and  moderate 
income  can  reasonably  afford; 

2)  that  there  then  exists  an  inadequate 
supply  of  home  mortgage  funds  in  normal 
banking  channels  within  the  city  at  interest 
rates,  down-payment  requirements,  or  other 
costs  which  persons  of  low  and  moderate 
income  can  reasonably  afford; 

3)  that  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  a- 
vailable  to  finance  home  mortgages  together 
with  the  then  unexpended  proceeds  of  any 
prior  bonds  issued  hereunder  to  finance 
home  mortgages  is  reasonable  in  relation 
to  the  demand  for  home  mortgage  funds 
then  present  in  the  city  and  the  supply  of 
such  funds  from  sources  other  than  the  city 
under  this  act; 

4)  that  the  issuance  of  such  bonds  and 
the  application  of  their  proceeds  to  the 
financing  of  home  mortgages  hereunder 
will  reasonably  increase  the  supply  of 
home  mortgage  funds  within  the  city  at 
interest  rates,  down-payment  requirements 
and  other  costs  which  persons  of  low  and 
moderate  income  can  reasonably  afford; 

5)  that  with  respect  to  homes  consisting 
of  two  or  more  dwelling  units  to  be  financed 
by  such  home  mortgages,  provision  has 
been  made  to  reasonably  minimize  dis- 
placement of  existing  tenants  of  such  units 
who  are  persons  of  low  and  moderate 
income;  and 

6)  that  adequate  standards  and  restric- 
tions have  been  imposed  upon  mortgage 
lenders  to  reasonably  ensure  that  the  home 
mortgages  financed  with  the  proceeds  of 
such  bonds  will  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act  and  that  such  mortgage  lenders 
have  financial  resources  reasonably  suf- 
ficient to  carry  out  their  commitments  to 
the  city  in  accordance  herewith. 

Section  7.  Revenue  Bonds. 

a)  The  city,  acting  by  its  collector-treasurer 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  without  further 
authority,  appropriation,  or  order  by  the  city  coun- 
cil, may  from  time  to  time  provide  for  the  issuance 
of  and  issue  bonds  in  one  or  more  series  for  any  pur- 
pose authorized  by  this  act  including  paying  or 
refunding  temporary  notes  issued  in  anticipation  of 
bonds.  The  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  in- 
terest on  all  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  payable  solely  from  revenues  as  provided 
herein.  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  forego- 
ing, bonds  may  be  issued  to  defray,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  the  costs  of  purchasing,  financing,  or  funding 


the  making  of,  mortgages,  to  pay  the  costs  of  issuing 
such  bonds,  including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  costs 
of  studies  and  surveys,  insurance  premiums,  under- 
writing fees,  legal,  accounting,  marketing,  and  other 
consulting  services  and  trustee,  custodian,  and 
rating  agency  fees,  to  pay  interest  on  such  bonds 
pending  the  application  of  their  proceeds  to  the  pur- 
chase or  financing  of  home  mortgages,  to  provide 
reserves  for  debt  service  or  other  expenses  as  may  be 
required  by  or  provided  in  any  trust  agreement 
securing  bonds,  or  any  combination  of  the  forego- 
ing. 

b)  The  bonds  of  each  issue  shall  be  dated,  shall 
bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates,  shall  mature  at 
such  time  or  times,  not  exceeding  forty  years  from 
their  dates,  and  may  be  made  redeemable  before 
maturity  at  the  option  of  the  city  at  such  price  or 
prices,  with  or  without  premium,  and  under  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
collector-treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor, 
prior  to  the  issue  of  the  bonds.  The  collector- 
treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  shall 
determine  the  form  of  the  bonds,  including  interest 
coupons,  if  any,  to  be  attached  thereto,  and  shall  fix 
the  denomination  or  denominations  of  the  bonds 
and  the  place  or  places  of  payment  of  principal, 
premium,  if  any,  and  interest,  which  may  be  any 
bank  or  trust  company  within  or  without  the  com- 
monwealth. All  bonds  issued  hereunder  shall  be 
signed  by  the  manual  or  facsimile  signature  of  the 
collector-treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the  manual 
or  facsimile  signature  of  the  mayor,  and  shall  have 
affixed  thereon  the  seal  of  the  city  or  a  facsimile 
thereof  attested  by  the  manual  of  facsimile  signature 
of  the  city  clerk  and  the  coupons,  if  any,  appertain- 
ing thereto  shall  bear  the  manual  or  facsimile 
signature  of  the  collector-treasurer.  In  case  any  of- 
ficer whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  ap- 
pear on  any  bonds  or  coupons  shall  cease  to  be  such 
officer  before  the  delivery  thereof,  such  signature  or 
facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  sufficient 
for  all  purposes  as  if  such  officer  had  remained  in 
office  until  after  such  delivery.  The  bonds  may  be 
issued  as  serial  bonds  or  term  bonds  or  a  combina- 
tion thereof,  in  bearer  or  in  registered  form,  or  both, 
and,  if  temporary  notes,  may  be  made  payable  to 
bearer  or  to  order,  and  provision  may  be  made  for 
the  registration  of  any  coupon  bearer  bonds  as  to 
principal  only  or  also  as  to  both  principal  and  in- 
terest, for  the  reconversion  into  coupon  bonds  of 
bonds  registered  as  to  both  principal  and  interest 
and  for  interchange  of  registered  and  coupon  bonds. 
The  city  may  sell  bonds  authorized  hereunder  in 
such  manner,  either  at  public  or  private  sale,  and  for 
such  price,  whether  at  par,  at  a  premium,  or  at  a  dis- 
count, as  the  collector-treasurer  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor,  may  determine. 

c)  Bonds  issued  from  time  to  time  by  the  city 
under  the  authority  of  this  act  shall  not  be  included 
in  determining  any  limit  of  indebtedness  of  the  city 
as  established  by  law.  The  authorization  and  is- 
suance of  bonds  under  this  act,  and  the  application 
and  investment  of  the  proceeds  thereof,  shall  be 
governed  solely  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  of 
any  trust  agreement  securing  the  same  or  providing 
for  their  issuance,  and  such  bonds  and  the 
authorization  and  issue  thereof  shall  not  be  subject 
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to  the  provisions  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws 
or  the  provisions  of  any  other  law,  general  or 
special,  or  any  ordinance,  rule,  or  regulation  of  the 
city  pertaining  to  the  issurance  of  bonds,  loans, 
notes,  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  except  as  other- 
wise expressly  provided  herein. 

d)  The  aggregate  principal  amount  of  bonds  of  the 
city  outstanding  at  any  one  time  under  this  act  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  million  dollars 
($100,000,000);  provided  that,  in  computing  the 
amount  of  such  bonds  outstanding  at  any  time, 
bonds  for  the  payment  or  redemption  of  which 
refunding  bonds  have  been  issued  by  the  city  under 
section  9  hereof  shall  be  excluded. 

e)  Notwithstanding  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  or  any  recitals  in  any  bonds  issued  hereunder,  all 
such  bonds  shall  be  deemed  to  be  investment 
securities  under  the  Uniform  Commercial  Code. 

Section  8.  Trust  Agreement, 
a)  In  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer,  bonds 
issued  hereunder  may  be  secured  by  one  or  more 
trust  agreements  between  the  city  and  a  corporate 
trustee,  which  may  be  any  trust  company  or  bank 
having  the  powers  of  a  trust  company  within  or 
without  the  commonwealth,  including  a  mortgage 
lender,  and  any  such  trust  agreement  shall  be  in  such 
form  and  executed  in  such  manner  as  may  be  deter- 
mined by  the  collector-treasurer  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor.  Subject  to  any  agreement  with 
bondholders,  a  trust  agreement  may  pledge,  assign, 
or  grant  security  interests  in,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
holders  of  bonds,  any  or  all  of  the  revenues  and 
other  moneys  received  by  the  city  under  this  act  and 
may  pledge,  assign,  or  grant  security  interests  in  any 
home  mortgages  or  interest  therein,  notes,  col- 
lateral, or  other  property  acquired  or  held 
hereunder.  Any  trust  agreement  may  contain  such 
provisions  for  protecting  and  enforcing  the  rights, 
security,  and  remedies  of  the  bondholders  as  may  be 
reasonable  and  proper  and  not  in  violation  of  law, 
including,  without  limiting  the  generality  of  the 
foregoing,  provisions  and  covenants  as  to  (1)  the  use 
and  disposition  of  revenues  and  other  receipts  from 
home  mortgages  and  mortgage  lenders,  including 
the  creation  of  reserves,  and  the  regulation  and 
disposition  thereof;  (2)  limitations  on  the  purposes 
to  which  the  proceeds  of  bonds  may  be  applied;  (3) 
limitations  on  the  issuance  of  additional  bonds,  the 
terms  upon  which  additional  bonds  may  be  issued 
and  secured  and  the  redemption  and 
refunding  of  outstanding  bonds;  (4)  the  appoint- 
ment of  one  or  more  banks  or  trust  companies 
within  or  without  the  commonwealth  to  act  as 
trustee,  paying  agent,  or  registrar,  or  custodian  of 
revenues,  collateral,  home  mortgages,  or  other 
property;  (5)  the  procedure,  if  any,  by  which  the 
terms  of  any  contract  with  bondholders  may  be 
amended  or  abrogated,  the  percentage  of 
bondholders  that  must  consent  thereto,  and  the 
manner  in  which  such  consent  must  be  given;  (6) 
provisions  defining  defaults  and  providing  for 
remedies  in  the  event  thereof  which  may  include, 
without  limitation,  the  acceleration  of  principal 
payments;  and  (7)  the  duties  of,  and  limitations  on, 
the  city  in  relation  to  the  financing,  acquisition, 
holding  and  sale  of  home  mortgages  and  securities, 
and   other   obligations   of  mortgage   lenders,    the 


custody,  safeguarding,  investment,  and  disposition 
of  home  mortgages,  notes,  bonds,  and  revenues,  the 
fixing,  revising,  and  collection  of  fees  and  charges 
from  mortgage  lenders,  mortgagors  and  others,  and 
the  making  and  amending  of  contracts. 

b)  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  bank  or  trust  company 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  to 
act  as  a  depository  or  trustee  of  the  proceeds  of 
bonds,  revenues,  or  other  property  under  any  trust 
agreement  hereunder  and  to  finish  such  indemnify- 
ing bonds  or  to  pledge  such  securities  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  city.  Any  such  trust  agreement  may  set 
forth  the  rights  and  remedies  of  bondholders  and  of 
the  trustee  and  may  restrict  the  individual  right  of 
action  by  bondholders.  Notwithstanding  any  general 
or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  pledge  of  any  such 
trust  agreement,  and  the  pledge  from  a  mortgage 
lender  to  the  city  of  any  home  mortgage  or  other  col- 
lateral, or  participation  in  a  home  mortgage,  and  the 
payments  thereon  from  the  mortgagor,  mortgage 
lender,  or  any  insurance  policy  thereon,  shall  be 
valid  and  binding  and  shall  be  deemed  continuously 
perfected  for  the  purposes  of  the  Uniform  Commer- 
cial Code  from  the  time  the  pledge  is  made;  unless 
otherwise  provided  in  the  trust  agreement  or  any 
contract  with  mortgage  lenders,  the  pledge  of  any 
revenue  or  other  property  thereunder  shall  include 
any  contract  or  other  right  to  receive  the  same, 
whether  then  existing  or  thereafter  coming  into  ex- 
istence and  whether  then  held  or  thereafter  acquired 
by  the  city,  and  the  proceeds  thereof;  the  home 
mortgages,  notes,  collateral,  or  other  property, 
revenues,  rights,  and  proceeds  so  pledged  shall  im- 
mediately be  subject  to  the  lien  of  such  pledge 
without  any  physical  delivery  or  segregation  thereof 
or  further  act;  and  the  lien  of  such  pledge  shall  be 
valid  and  binding  against  all  parties  having  claims  of 
any  kind  in  tort,  contract,  or  otherwise  against  the 
city  or  such  mortgage  lender,  irrespective  of  whether 
such  parties  have  notice  thereof.  Neither  any  trust 
agreement  nor  any  evidence  of  a  pledge  of  home 
mortgages,  notes,  collateral,  or  other  property,  or 
the  revenues  and  receipts  thereon  to  bond- 
holders need  be  filed  or  recorded  except  in  the 
records  of  the  city,  and  no  filing  need  be  made  under 
the  Uniform  Commercial  Code. 

c)  Any  holder  of  bonds  issued  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  or  of  any  coupons  appertaining 
thereto,  and  the  trustee  under  a  trust  agreement 
securing  the  same,  except  to  the  extent  the  rights 
herein  or  therein  given  may  be  restricted  by  the  trust 
agreement,  may  bring  suit  upon  the  bonds  or 
coupons  and  may,  either  at  law  or  in  equity,  by  suit, 
action,  mandamus,  or  other  proceeding  (including 
proceedings  for  the  appointment  of  a  receiver  to 
take  possession  of  home  mortgages  or  other  proper- 
ty, to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  such  home  mor- 
tgages or  property,  and  to  collect,  receive,  and  apply 
the  revenues  and  other  income  therefrom),  protect 
and  enforce  any  and  all  rights  under  the  law  of  (he 
commonwealth  or  granted  hereunder  or  under  the 
trust  agreement,  and  may  enforce  and  compel  the 
performance  of  all  duties  and  covenants  required  by 
this  act  or  by  the  trust  agreement. 

d)  All  moneys  received  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  whether  as  proceeds  from  the  sale  of 
bonds  or  as  revenues  or  otherwise,  shall  be  deemed 
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to  be  trust  funds  to  be  held  and  applied  solely  as  pro- 
vided in  this  act  and  in  the  trust  agreements  securing 
bonds  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  moneys, 
funds,  or  other  property  of  the  city. 

Section  9.  Refunding  Bonds.  The  collector- 
treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and 
without  further  authority,  appropriation,  or  order, 
may  issue  refunding  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
any  bonds  issued  under  this  act  at  maturity  or  upon 
accelaration  or  redemption.  The  refunding  bonds 
may  be  issued  at  such  time  prior  to  the  maturity  or 
redemption  of  the  refunded  bonds  as  the  collector- 
treasurer  deems  to  be  in  the  public  interest.  The 
refunding  bonds  may  be  issued  in  sufficient  amounts 
to  pay  or  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  of 
the  bonds  being  refunded,  together  with  any 
redemption  premium  thereon,  any  interest  accrued 
or  to  accrue  to  the  date  of  payment  of  such  bonds, 
the  expenses  of  issue  of  the  refunding  bonds,  the  ex- 
penses of  redeeming  the  bonds  being  refunded  and 
such  reserves  for  debt  service  or  other  expenses  as 
may  be  required  by  a  trust  agreement  securing  the 
refunding  bonds  or  the  bonds  to  be  refunded.  The 
issue  of  refunding  bonds,  the  maturities,  and  other 
details  thereof,  the  security  therefor,  the  rights  of 
the  holders  thereof,  and  the  rights,  duties,  and 
obligations  of  the  city  in  respect  of  the  same  shall  be 
governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  relating  to  the 
issue  of  bonds  other  than  refunding  bonds  insofar 
the  same  may  be  applicable. 

Section  10.  No  Debt  of  Commonwealth  or 
City.  Bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a  debt  of  the  com- 
monwealth or  of  the  city  or  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and 
credit  of  the  commonwealth  or  of  the  city,  but  shall 
be  payable  solely  from  the  revenues  and  other 
property  pledged  for  their  payment.  All  bonds  shall 
contain  on  the  face  thereof  a  statement  to  the  effect 
that  neither  the  commonwealth  nor  the  city  shall  be 
obligated  to  pay  the  same  except  from  the  revenues 
and  other  property  pledged  therefor  and  that  neither 
the  faith  and  credit  nor  the  taxing  power  of  the  com- 
monwealth or  the  city  is  pledged  to  the  payment  of 
the  principal  of  or  interest  on  such  bonds. 

Section  11.  Legal  Investment.  Bonds  issued  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  made  securities 
in  which  all  public  officers  and  public  bodies  of  the 
commonwealth  and  its  political  subdivisions,  all  in- 
surance companies,  trust  companies  in  their  com- 
mercial departments,  savings  banks,  cooperative 
banks,  banking  associations,  investment  companies, 
executors,  administrators,  trustees,  and  other 
fiduciaries  may  properly  and  legally  invest  funds,  in- 
cluding capital  in  their  control  or  belonging  to  them. 
Such  bonds  and  notes  are  hereby  made  securities 
which  may  properly  and  legally  be  deposited  with 
and  received  by  any  state  or  municipal  officer  or  any 
agency  or  political  subdivision  of  the  commonwealth 
for  any  purpose  for  which  the  deposit  of  bonds  or 
obligations  of  the  commonwealth  is  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  authorized  by  law. 

Section  12.  Consents;  Tax  Exemption,  (a)  Bonds 
may  be  issued  under  this  act  without  the  consent  of 
any  governmental  agency  or  other  person  and 
without  any  other  proceedings  or  the  happening  of 
any  other  conditions  or  things  other  than  those  con- 
sents, proceedings,  conditions,  and  things  which  are 


specifically  required  therefor  by  this  act,  and  the 
validity  of  and  security  for  any  bonds  issued  by  the 
city  hereunder  shall  not  be  affected  by  the  existence 
or  nonexistence  of  any  such  consent  or  other  pro- 
ceedings, conditions,  or  things. 

b)  All  revenue  and  other  income  acquired  or 
received  by  the  city  under  this  act  shall  be  exempt 
from  taxation  by  the  commonwealth  and  any  of  its 
political  subdivisions.  Bonds  issued  by  the  city 
hereunder,  their  transfer  and  the  income  therefrom, 
including  any  profit  made  on  the  sale  thereof,  shall 
at  all  times  be  exempt  from  taxation  within  the  com- 
monwealth. 

Section  13.  Office  of  Home  Mortgage  Assistance. 
In  order  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act,  the 
collector-treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor, 
may  establish  within  the  office  of  the  collector- 
treasurer  an  office  of  home  mortgage  assistance  and 
may  employ  such  personnel  for  such  office  as  the 
collector-treasurer  deems  necessary  or  desirable.  The 
provisions  of  chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  shall 
not  apply  to  any  such  personnel.  The  collector- 
treasurer  may  also  contract  with  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority,  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority,  and  the  Massachusetts  Home  Mortgage 
Finance  Agency  for  the  provision  to  the  city  by  said 
authorities  and  agency  of  such  technical  assistance, 
research,  and  other  services  as  the  collector-treasurer 
may  deem  appropriate.  To  the  extent  deemed  prac- 
ticable by  the  collector-treasurer,  the  city  shall  coor- 
dinate its  programs  under  this  act  with  the  programs 
undertaken  by  the  Massachusetts  Home  Mortgage 
Finance  Agency.  All  expenses  incurred  by  the  city  in 
connection  with  such  office  of  home  mortgage 
assistance,  the  personnel  thereof  or  under  any  such 
contracts  shall  be  payable  solely  from  revenues 
unless  otherwise  provided  by  vote  of  the  city  council. 
Section  14.  Annual  Report.  The  collector- 
treasurer  or  his  designee  shall  at  all  times  keep  full 
and  accurate  accounts  of  the  receipts,  expenditures, 
disbursements,  assets,  and  other  activities  of  the  city 
under  this  act  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  ac- 
counts of  the  city.  In  addition  to  the  requirements  of 
any  trust  indenture  securing  bonds,  the  collector- 
treasurer  shall  submit  an  annual  report  in  writing 
concerning  the  activities  of  the  city  under  this  act  to 
the  mayor,  the  city  council,  and  the  city  auditor 
within  120  days  following  the  close  of  each  fiscal 
year  of  the  city,  which  report  shall  include  financial 
statements  relating  to  the  operations  of  the  city 
under  this  act  maintained  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles  to  the  ex- 
tent applicable  and  audited  by  an  independent  cer- 
tified public  accountant  or  firm  of  accountants. 

Section  15.  Construction  of  Act.  (a)  The  provi- 
sions of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  to  provide  an  addi- 
tional, alternative,  and  complete  method  for  the  do- 
ing of  things  authorized  hereby  and  shall  be  deemed 
and  construed  to  be  supplemental  and  additional  to, 
and  not  in  derogation  of,  powers  conferred  upon  the 
city  by  law,  provided,  however,  that  insofar  as  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  inconsistent  with  the  provi- 
sions of  any  general  or  special  law,  ordinance,  ad- 
ministrative order  or  regulation,  or  any  limitation 
imposed  by  a  corporate  or  municipal  charter,  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  controlling, 
b)  This  act,  being  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the 
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city  and  its  inhabitants,  shall  be  liberally  construed 
to  effect  the  purposes  hereof. 

Section  16.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this  act 
are  severable,  and  if  any  provision  hereof  shall  be 
held  invalid  in  any  circumstances,  such  invalidity 
shall  not  affect  any  other  provisions  or  cir- 
cumstances. This  act  shall  be  construed  in  all 
respects  so  as  to  meet  all  constitutional  re- 
quirements. In  carrying  out  the  purposes  and  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  all  steps  shall  be  taken  which  are 
necessary  to  meet  constitutional  requirements 
whether  or  not  such  steps  are  required  or  expressly 
authorized  by  statute. 

Section  17.  Effective  Date.  This  act  shall  take  ef- 
fect upon  its  passage.

On  motion  of  Councillor  LANGONE,  Rule  10  of 
the  Rules  of  the  City  Council  was  sus- 
pended in  order  to  introduce  the  following: 

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
WAYS  AND  MEANS 

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means,  submitted  the  following  report  on 
Docket  0289  (referred  February  7,  1979),  message 
and  loan  order  for  $550,000  for  extraordinary 
repairs  to  various  municipal  facilities  for  the  pur- 
pose of  energy  conservation. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  on  this  matter  with  an 
attached  schedule  on  what  work  was  to  be  done 
yesterday.  Primarily,  this  $500,000,  loan  order  is  for 
the  commencement  of  an  energy  conservation  move- 
ment by  the  City  of  Boston  in  an  effort  to  conserve 
oil  and  electricity.  Attached  is  a  copy  of  where  the 
work  is  done  and  it  is  mainly  concerned  with  the  in- 
stallation of  controls  on  electrical  and  heating 
systems.  For  example,  it  will  be  used  to  computerize 
lighting  controls  on  ten  playgrounds  in  various  parts 
of  the  city. 

The  thrust  of  this  energy  conservation  program  is 
small  in  nature*  It  is  not  intended  to  be  the  panacea. 
However,  it  is  shortsighted  in  that  it  is  aimed  at  only 
touching  the  tip  of  the  iceberg.  The  city  should  in- 
stitute an  all-out,  crash  program  to  conserve  energy 
and  fuel.  This  touches  upon  about  twenty  to  twenty- 
two  buildings  out  of  a  total  of  402  city  buildings,  in- 
cluding schools,  hospitals,  jails,  and  district  courts. 
There  are  159  school  buildings  in  the  School  Depart- 
ment and  243  buildings  in  the  remainder  of  the  city. 
As  you  can  see,  this  loan  order  affects  about  quarter 
of  a  percent  of  all  our  buildings. 

The  Public  Facilities  Department  has  stated  that 
they  have  a  much  larger  and  more  comprehensive 
program  for  submission  to  the  Council  which  would 
computerize  some  127  buildings  out  of  the  402.  This 
alone  is  not  enough.  We  have  many  older  buildings 
where  installation  of  thermostats  and  zone  controls 
in  different  sections  of  the  buildings  would  save 
energy  and  fuel  as  well  as  money. 

The  city  has  waited  too  long,  as  did  the  rest  or  the 
country,  to  get  involved  in  an  energy  conservation 
program.  The  worst  example  of  energy  waste  is  here 
in  City  Hall.  Yesterday,  for  example,  the  television 
lights  were  turned  on  to  heat  the  main  Council 
Chamber  because  of  the  fact  that  the  heat  was 
lowered  on  the  long  weekend  and  the  concrete  con- 
struction makes  it  cold. 

The  City  Council  learned  that  the  city  bought  a 
computer  ten  years  ago  but  never  used  it,  the  reason 
being  thai  there  has  never  been  a  maintenance  con- 
tract executed  and,  secondly,  the  original  installa- 
tion of  the  healing  system  in  City  Hall  was  not  done 
properly.  It  costs  the  taxpayers  for  the  city  and 
school  departments  $25  million  for  fuel,  power,  and 
utilities.  Savings  could  be  achieved,  not  only 
economically,  but  in  conservation  of  fuel  which  is  so 
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important  to  our  country  today.  In  some  of  the  402 
buildings  owned  by  the  city  nearly  3,000,000  gallons 
of  oil  was  purchased  this  last  year  at  $.44  a  gallon. 
The  most  recent  contract  shows  that  the  current 
price  of  oil  is  $.48  12/100  a  gallon.  This  does  not  in- 
clude all  of  the  402  buildings  because  some  of  them 
are  powered  by  steam  from  Boston  Edison  (City 
Hospital,  among  others)  and  the  cost  of  steam  is 
much  higher.  The  cost  of  the  adjustment  is  nearly  30 
percent  of  the  fuel  bill  which  brings  us  to  the 
problem  of  finding  some  alternative  sources  of 
energy. 

In  1966,  another  Council  Committee  held  a  hear- 
ing, at  which  your  Chairman  on  Ways  and  Means 
was  present,  as  to  why  the  steam  from  the  in- 
cinerator was  never  utilized.  Edison  officials  said 
they  could  sell  it  cheaper,  even  though  these  figures 
were  disputed,  and  said  all  that  was  required  was  an 
adaptor  to  the  power  plant  at  City  Hospital  at  a 
minor  cost  and  we  could  save  the  cost  of  heating  and 
providing  power  for  the  City  Hospital. 

There  should  be  an  immediate  survey  of  every  city 
building  to  determine  whether  or  not  there  is  proper 
energy  conservation.  This  survey  will  show  that  heat 
is  going  out  open  windows  and  doors  are  kept  open; 
like  in  some  of  the  housing  projects  there  are  no 
doors,  heating  systems  are  not  properly  functioning, 
steam  pipes  are  broken,  and  windows  are  open, 
causing  waste.  All  these  things  could  be  done 
without  a  computer  and  would  require  a  massive 
housekeeping  job  by  the  city  as  well  as  the  installa- 
tion of  thermostats  in  older  buildings  and  repair  of 
malfunctioning  controls  in  newer  buildings.  English 
High  has  controls  which  have  never  worked,  or 
never  have  been  operated  properly,  and  Madison 
High  has  a  similar  problem. 

Newer  buildings,  built  within  the  last  ten  years, 
have  improper  heating  controls  or  are  not  being 
operated  by  persons  properly  trained  in  the  opera- 
tion of  heating  controls.  The  waste  is  criminal,  par- 
ticularly, with  the  oil  shortage  crisis.  With  proper 
controls  and  operation,  the  city  could  save  at  least  1 5 
percent,  which  means  the  city  could  save  at  least  $3.5 
million  on  its  current  fuel  bill  as  well  as  saving  close 
of  one-half  million  gallons  of  oil,  which  if  done 
across  the  country  with  a  nationwide  energy  savings 
program  with  the  help  of  the  federal  government, 
could  save  billions  of  gallons  of  oil  a  year. 

The  federal  government  is  now  in  the  process  of 
formulating  a  program  and  we  must  be  prepared  for 
this  program  of  energy  conservation.  The  Public 
Facilities  Department  has  been  making  surveys  but 
they  have  only  scratched  the  surface  of  the  entire 
problem  and  the  direction  of  their  program  is  limited 
to  those  buildings  which  are  comparatively  newer. 

We  have  many  older  buildings  where  greater  sav- 
ings could  be  made  by  a  program  of  education  in 
energy  conservation  for  maintenance  personnel  as 
well  as  the  occupants  of  the  buildings  and  the  in- 
stallation of  thermostatic  controls  and  timers  so  that 
heat  would  go  off  at  a  certain  time. 

What  this  Committee  recommends,  and  on  which 
we  are  going  to  hold  further  hearings  because  of  the 
importance  of  the  energy  question,  is  to  spearhead 
an  energy  conservation  program  and  this  could  be 
done  through  the  school  children,  senior  citizen 
groups,  employee  union  groups,  etc. 


Finally,  we  are  not  experimenting  with  alternative 
sources  of  energy.  We  are  concentrating  on  a  $8 
million  computer  setup,  which  could  only  be  used  in 
25  percent  of  our  buildings.  We  should  be  concen- 
trating on  all  means  of  energy  conservation,  in- 
cluding the  conversation  of  waste  disposal  into 
energy.  Technical  advances  in  this  field  have  in- 
dicated that  there  is  a  potential  for  conversion  of 
waste  into  energy. 

This  Committee  strongly  recommends  the  passage 
of  this  money,  but  although  it  reflects  some  savings, 
it  hardly  is  adequate  considering  the  gigantic  task 
with  the  even  greater  problem  of  fuel  and  energy 
waste  in  this  city.  We  recommend  the  money  be 
passed  with  the  condition  that  the  Public  Facilities 
Department  develop  a  program  involving  all  types  of 
energy  conservation  and  an  energy  conservation 
educational  program  to  be  developed  by  the 
city  to  educate  the  school  children,  city  employees, 
and  public  who  use  our  buildings  by  signs  and 
posters. 

In  conclusion,  the  only  way  energy  and  fuel  can  be 
saved  is  by  immediate,  crash-type  programs  which 
have  been  enumerated  above.  Lowering  the  ther- 
mostats alone  is  not  sufficient.  We  must  close  doors, 
shut  off  lights,  fix  defective  boilers  and  heaters, 
replace  obsolete  heating  systems,  repair  leaking 
steam  pipes  and  couplings,  etc.  All  this  can  be  done, 
but  it  requires  the  cooperation  of  every  agency  in  the 
city.  The  Housing  Authority  is  sadly  lacking  in  this 
entire  picture.  The  Public  Facilities  Department  does 
not  include  the  Housing  Authority,  yet  the 
Authority  has  under  its  care  and  control  more 
buildings  than  the  entire  City  of  Boston  and  yet 
there  is  not  an  energy  conservation  program  under 
way  there.  They  spend  as  much  on  oil  and  energy  as 
the  whole  of  the  city  departments.  The  Committee  is 
spreading  its  inquiries  and  will  hold  more  public 
hearings  on  this  question  and  will  monitor  the  ef- 
forts by  the  responsible  city  officials;  Therefore,  be 
it 

Ordered,  That  the  Council  Committee  on 
Ways  and  Means  does  hereby  approve  the  $550,000 
loan  order  for  extraordinary  repairs  with  the  follow- 
ing condition: 

That    the    Public    Facilities     Department 

submit   a   comprehensive   report   and   program 

on    energy    and    fuel    conservation    to    the 

Committee    on    Ways    and    Means    within 

thirty  days. 

Ordered,  That  the  sum  of  $550,000  be,  and  hereby 
is,  appropriated  for  remodeling,  reconstruction,  or 
making  extraordinary  repairs  to  various  buildings 
owned  by  the  city;  and  to  meet  said  appropriation 
the  Collector-Treasurer  by,  and  hereby  is  authorized 
under  the  provisions  of  clause  3A  of  section  7  of 
chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  to  issue  from  time  to 
time,  on  request  of  the  Mayor,  bonds,  notes,  or  cer- 
tificates of  indebtedness  of  the  city  to  said  amount. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  order  was  given  its 
first  reading  and  passage,  yeas  9. 


URGING  IMPLEMENTATION  OF  ENERGY 
CONSERVATION  MEASURES  AND  NOT- 
IFICATION OF  COUNCIL  BY  MAY  1, 
1979,  RE  SAME 


FEBRUARY  21,  1979 
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Coun.  SANSONE,  for  all  the  Councillors, 
offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  American  people  have  been  given 
warning  that  the  fuel  supply  picture  almost  certainly 
will  worsen  next  year,  with  shortages  likely  and 
escalated  prices  certain;  and 

Whereas,  It  behooves  all  good  citizens  to  take 
steps  immediately  to  conserve  energy  before  a  crisis 
arrives;  and 

Whereas,  The  President  has  asked,  as  a  patriotic 
measure,  that  the  public  accept  daytime 
temperatures  within  homes  and  federal  buildings  set 
no  higher  than  65  degrees  Fahrenheit  (19  degrees 
Celsius);  and 

Whereas,  This  city  should  show  leadership  and  set 
an  example  by  voluntarily  adopting  conservation 
measures  on  its  own  use  of  energy;  and 

Whereas,  Such  a  program  should  begin  with  city 
and  Suffolk  County  office  buildings  where  heat, 
light,  and  power  savings  would  serve  to  offset  infla- 
tionary cost  hikes  being  felt  by  taxpayers  for 
operating  public  facilities;  and 

Whereas,  Employees  in  the  city  and  county  offices 
could  well  be  encouraged  on  cold  days  to  wear 
warmer  clothing,  including  sweaters  and  jackets  — 
and  dress  code  standards  might  be  relaxed  at  these 
times  in  the  spirit  of  the  effort;  and 

Whereas,  Success  of  the  voluntary  endeavor 
would  better  assure  availability  of  energy  resources 
for  priority  heating  of  hospitals,  family  and  senior 
citizens  housing  developments,  schools,  day  care 
centers,  and  correctional  facilities  maintained  by  the 
city  or  county;  and 

Whereas,  It  would  be  useful  to  gauge  the 
actual  savings  in  fuel  and  energy  consumption  for 
the  balance  of  this  winter  and  from  it  learn  better 
ways  to  implement  an  energy  conservation  program 
for  next  winter;  and 

Whereas,  The  voluntary  energy  saving  program  in 
Boston  could  set  an  example  for  other  cities;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  in 
meeting  assembled,  urges  that  through  his  Honor, 
the  Mayor,  city  agencies  responsible  for 
maintenance  of  municipal  and  county 
office  buildings  implement,  as  soon  as  possible, 
energy  conservation  measures,  including  the  regula- 
tion of  thermostats  at  65  degree  maximums  during 
working  days  —  and  lower,  where  possible,  during 
weekends;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  city  administration  on  or 
around  May  1,  1979,  notify  the  City  Council  what 
energy  savings  had  been  achieved  by  compliance  in 
the  voluntary  —  and  patriotic  —  program  encour- 
aged by  national  leaders. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension  of 
the  rules.

Your  Committee  also  expresses  the  opinion  that 
two  attached  orders  will  provide  a  very  circuitous 
solution  to  an  immediate  and  serious  problem 
affecting  the  public  order  and  safety  and  the  greater 
effort  could  be  made  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  G. 
L.  chapter  140,  section  21A  under  existing  law  and, 
therefore,  recommends  that  the  following  attached 
also  ought  to  pass: 

Petition  No.  1 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  ac- 
companied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of 
this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause 
(1)  of  section  8  of  article  2,  as  amended,  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legisla- 
tion be  adopted  providing  substantially  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Chapter  140,  section  210  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  after  the  first  sentence  the  following  provi- 
sion: 

In  the  City  of  Boston,  whoever  not  being 
licensed  as  aforesaid  keeps  open  his  place 
of  business  for  retail  sale  of  any  such 
beverage  or  who  knowingly  violates  the 
conditions  for  licensure  duly  promulgated 
by  the  Licensing  Board  for  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of 
$50  a  day  for  the  first  five  days  in 
violation;  $100  a  day  for  the  next  five  days 
in  violation;  $1,000  a  day  for  the  following 
five  days  in  violation;  and  $5,000  a  day  for 
each  day  in  violation  thereafter.

DEVELOPMENTS  WITH  CONSENT  OF 
MAJORITY  OF  TENANTS 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  rigid  restriction  by  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  against  animals  or  pets  in  any  of 
its  elderly  or  family  public  housing  developments 
has  caused  disappointment  to  many  elderly  residents 
and  families;  and 

Whereas,  Well-behaved  animals,  such  as  lap  dogs, 
can  be  a  comfort  and  companion  to  some  of  the 
residents  who  live  alone  in  the  development;  and 

Whereas,  Well-trained  animals  can  also  provide  a 
sense  of  security  for  elderly  tenants  and  thus  con- 
tribute to  their  peace  of  mind  and  well-being;  and 

Whereas,  It  now  would  be  appropriate  for  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority  to  review  its  long- 
standing prohibition  and  allow  the  keeping  of  pets 
whose  owners  agree  to  abide  by  standards  that 
would  be  instituted;  and 

Whereas,  These  provisions  would  have,  of  course, 
to  assure  that  dogs  be  fully  inoculated  and  licensed, 
that  the  identification  be  registered  with  the  project 
manager,  that  animals  be  taken  out  on  leash  or  in 
suitable  carrying  cases,  and  that  owners  assume  full 
responsibility  to  see  that  public  ways  inside*  as  well 
as  outside  the  buildings,  are  not  fouled  by  their  pets; 
and 

Whereas,  Since  other  residents  would  be  affected 
and  their  rights  involved,  that  pet  owners  obtain 
consent  of  a  majority  of  their  immediate  neighbors 
or  residents  at  the  same  street  address  to  allow 
animals  under  standards  set  out  in  the  agreement; 
and 

Whereas,  For  equity  to  all  concerned,  there 
should  be  established  a  grievance  procedure  for  each 
building  or  address  to  deal  with  complaints  against 
pet  owners  given  permission  and  also  against  tenants 
keeping  animals  without  having  obtained  requisite 
permission  of  their  neighbors;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  urges  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  to  consider  and  adopt  policy  rules  and 
lease  regulations  allowing  for  the  keeping  of  pets  in 
developments  where  a  majority  of  residents  agree  to 
permit  such  practice  under  prescribed  safeguards.

Amendments    to   the   Constitution    of   the   Com- 


monwealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legisla- 
tion be  adopted  providing  substantially  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Chapter  140,  section  21 C  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by 
adding  after  the  first  sentence  the  following  provi- 
sion: 

In  the  City  of  Boston,   whoever   not   being 
licensed  as  aforesaid   keep  open  his   place  of 
business  for  the  retail  sale  of  any  such  beverage 
or  who  knowingly  violates  the  conditions  for 
licensure    duly    promulgated    by   the    Licensing 
Board  for  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  $50  a  day  for  the  first  five  days 
in  violation;  $100  a  day  for  the  next  five  days 
in  violation;  $1,000  a  day  for  the  following  five 
days  in  violation;  and  5,000  a  day  for  each  day 
in  violation  thereafter.  In  addition  to  any  criminal 
penalty   herein    provided,    the   Mayor    or   City 
Council  or  the  Licensing  Board  for  the  City  of 
Boston  may  petition  the  Superior  Court  Depart- 
ment of  the  Trial  Court  to  enjoin  any  violation 
of  chapter  140,  section  21  A-D.  The  Superior 
Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Court  shall  have 
original    jurisdiction    over    such    petitions    and 
authority  to  enjoin  such  violations. 
Section  2.  The  provisions  hereof  are  severable 
and,    if    any    part    or    portion    hereof    shall    be 
determined    to    be    invalid    by    any    court    of 
competent  jurisdiction,  such  determination  shall  not 
act  to  invalidate  the  remaining  parts  and  portions 
hereof.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  ac- 
companied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the 
City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of 
this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause 
(1)  of  section  8  of  article  2,  as  amended  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end  that  legislation 
be  adopted  providing  substantially  as  follows: 
Theatrical  Exhibitions  and 
Public  Amusements. 

Section  1.  The  Mayor  may,  unless  otherwise  pro- 
hibited by  law,  grant  a  license  for  theatrical  ex- 
hibitions, public  shows,  public  amusements,  and  ex- 
hibitions of  every  description,  to  be  held  upon 
weekdays  only,  to  which  admission  is  obtained  upon 
payment  of  money  or  upon  the  delivery  of  any 
valuable  thing,  or  in  which,  after  free  admission, 
amusement  is  furnished  upon  deposit  of  money  in 
coin-controlled  apparatus.  The  application  for  such 
license  must  be  in  writing  and  fully  and  specifically 
describe  the  conditions  of  the  proposed  exhibition, 
show,  or  amusement  and  the  premises  upon  which 
the  proposed  exhibition,  show,  or  amusement  is  to 
take  place,  to  the  extent  that  such  conditions  or 
premises  would  affect  the  public  safety,  health,  or 
order.  Upon  written  request  of  the  Mayor  the  appli- 
cant shall  in  addition  to  such  description  furnish 
reasonable  information  concerning  the  condition  of 
the  premises  and  actions  to  be  taken  in  order  to  pre- 
vent danger  to  the  public  safety,  health,  or  order. 

Section  2.  The  Mayor  shall  act  upon  every  ap- 
plication for  a  license  or  renewal  of  a  license  within 
thirty  days  following  the  date  of  the  filing  of  said 
application;  and  if  he  shall  fail  to  act  upon  any  ap- 
plication within  the  thirty  days  following  the  date 
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thereof  or  such  other  time  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
law,  he  shall  forthwith  upon  demand  of  the  appli- 
cant issue  or  renew  such  license,  unless  he  shall  have 
determined  that  a  hearing  should  be  held  to  consider 
whether  the  application  should  be  denied  under  sec- 
tion 3  hereof  and  within  such  thirty-day  period  shall 
have  given  the  notice  specified  in  said  section. 

Section  3.  The  Mayor  shall  grant  a  license  applied 
for  under  section  1  hereof  unless  he  specifically 
finds,  after  a  hearing  preceded  by  at  least  ten-days', 
written  notice  to  the  applicant  and  to  persons 
specified  in  City  of  Boston  Code,  st.  14,  section  4, 
and  states  in  writing  within  forty-five  days  next 
following  the  close  of  such  hearing  that  the  granting 
of  the  license  at  the  premises  would  lead  to  or  cause 
an  offense  under  any  applicable  law,  code,  or  or- 
dinance; or  would  lead  to  the  creation  of  a  nuisance 
or  otherwise  endanger  the  public  health,  safety,  or 
order  by 

(a)  unreasonably  increasing  pedestrian  or 
vehicular  traffic  in  the  area  in  which  the 
premises  are  located;  or 

(b)  increasing  the  incidence  of  illegal  or 
disruptive  conduct  in  the  area  in  which  the 
premises  are  located;  or 

(c)  unreasonably  increasing  the  level  of  noise 
in  the  area  in  which  the  premises  are  located;  or 

(d)  otherwise  significantly  harming  the  legiti- 
mate, protectable  interests  of  the  affected 
citizens  of  the  city. 

No  application  shall  be  denied  if  the  anticipated 
harm  is  not  significant  or  if  the  likelihood  of  its  oc- 
currence is  remote. 

The  Mayor  may  impose  conditions  upon  a  license 
but  said  conditions  may  only  relate  to  compliance 
with  applicable  laws  or  ordinances,  or  to  public 
safety,  health,  or  order,  or  to  steps  required  to  be 
taken  to  guard  against  creation  of  a  nuisance  or  to 
insure  adequate  safety  and  security  for  patrons  or 
the  affected  public. 

Section  4.  Whoever  not  being  licensed  as  aforesaid 
offers  to  view,  set  up,  sets  on  foot,  maintains,  car- 
ries on,  or  otherwise  assists  in  or  promotes  any  such 
exhibition,  show,  or  amusement  or  who  knowingly 
violates  the  conditions  of  his  license  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  $50  a  day  for  the  first  five  days 
in  violation;  $!00  a  day  for  the  next  five  days  in 
violation;  $1,000  a  day  for  the  following  five  days  in 
violation;/ and  $5,000  a  day  for  each  day  in  violation 
thereafter.  In  addition  to  any  criminal  penalty  herein 
provided,  the  Mayor  or  City  Council  or  the  Licens- 
ing Board  for  the  City  of  Boston  may  petition  the 
Superior  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Court  to  en- 
join any  violation  of  chapter  140,  section  21  A-D. 
The  Superior  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Court 
shall  have  original  jurisdiction  over  such  petitions 
and  authority  to  enjoin  such  violations. 

Section  5.  No  license  shall  be  revoked  or  suspend- 
ed without  a   hearing  before  the  Mayor  or  his 


designate,  prior  to  which  hearing  the  Mayor  or  his 
designate  shall  give  reasonable  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  the  hearing  and  the  specific  grounds  of  the 
proposed  revocation  or  suspension;  provided  that 
the  Mayor  may  suspend  a  license  for  no  more  than 
three  days  without  such  notice  or  hearing  if  the 
Mayor  specifically  notifies  the  license  holder  in 
writing  there  is  a  probability  of  violation  of  public 
safety,  health,  or  order  without  such  suspension.  In 
such  a  case  a  hearing  shall  be  held  within  forty-eight 
hours  of  said  suspension  in  order  to  determine 
whether  the  public  safety,  health,  or  order  justified 
such  suspension. 

Section  6.  The  provisions  hereof  are  severable 
and,  if  any  part  or  portion  hereof  shall  be  deter- 
mined to  be  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  such  determination  shall  not  act  to  in- 
validate the  remaining  parts  and  portions  hereof.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved and  ordinance,  passed  by  your  Honorable 


Body  on  February  7,  which  would  enable  city  de- 
partments to  give  preference  to  city  firms  in  the  pur- 
chase of  certain  goods  and  services. 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that  the  amend- 
ment requiring  the  Mayor  to  provide  at  least  three 
weeks  notice  to  the  City  Council  prior  to  the  award- 
ing of  such  contracts  is  an  unwarranted  interference 
in  the  executive  and  administrative  business  of  the

Coun.  SANSONE,  for  the  Committee  on  Health 
and  Hospitals,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  order  (Docket  No.  0280,  referred 
January  31)  to  investigate  the  handling  of  child  abuse 
and  other  related  problems  by  the  Department  of 
Health  and  Hospitals. 

The  matter  of  child  abuse  was  referred  to  your 
Committee  through  an  order  passed  by  the  Council 
on  January  31,  1979.  A  public  hearing  was  held  on 
Thursday,  February  22,  1979. 

The  intent  of  the  Committee  hearing  was  to  deter- 
mine exactly  how  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  handles  child-abuse-related  problems,  the 
amount  of  spending  involved,  the  necessity  for  ex- 
isting and  new  programs,  the  input  and  reactions  by 
members  of  the  medical  profession,  and  to  voice  com- 
munity and  citizen  sentiments. 

Invited  to  attend  the  hearing  was  the  Commissioner 
of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals;  members 
of  the  child  abuse  team  of  Boston  City  Hospital;  rep- 
resentatives from  neighborhood  health  centers;  the 
Department  of  Public  Welfare;  and  the  Boston 
School  Department;  as  well  as  many  day  care  centers, 
kindergartens,  and  nursery  schools,  social  service 
agencies,  and  hospitals  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Through  the  testimony  received  at  the  hearing,  it 
was  learned  by  the  Committee: 

The  incidence  of  reported,  child-abuse  cases  in 
the  City  of  Boston  has  risen  fourteenfold  since 
1971,  resulting  in  48  out  of  every  1,000  pediatric 
admissions! 

Many  professionals  employed  in  the  medical 
field,  by  both  city  hospitals  and  private  facilities, 
are  so  concerned  about  the  necessity  for  child-abuse 
teams  that  they  volunteer  their  own  off-hour  time. 
The  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  cur- 
rently earmarks  only  between  $8,000  and  $9,000 
annually  to  fund  a  data  controller  in  connection 
with  child-abuse-related  problems. 

Representatives  from  neighborhood  health  cen- 
ters depend  on  the  child  abuse  teams  of  Boston 
City  Hospital  and  Mass.  General  Hospital  to  as- 
sist them  in  their  questions  and  needs  in  regard  to 
the  issue. 

The    Commissioner    of    the    Department    of 
Health  and  Hospitals,  David  Rosenbloom,  plans 
to  request  $100,000  during  the  upcoming  budg- 
etary process  for  fiscal  year  1980  to  fund  a  major, 
child-abuse  program.  The  committee  was  assured 
that  the  money  for  the  program  would  not  expand 
the  budget  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  but  rather, 
would  be  taken  from  funds  allocated  for  different 
divisions  within  the  department's  budget. 
Therefore,  it  is  the  recommendation  of  this  Com- 
mittee that  the  Council  supports  a  fiscal  year  1980 
budget  only  under  the  stipulation  that  at  least 
$100,000  be  designated  to  fund  child-abuse-related 
problems.

larly in  terms  of  increased  traffic,  parking  problems, 
liquor  license,  noise,  vandalism,  and  strain  on  muni- 
cipal services;  and 

Whereas,  In  light  of  the  enormous  impact  which 
proposed  construction  of  a  coliseum  complex  would 
have  on  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston,  a  serious 
question  has  arisen  whether  proposed  legislation 
filed  by  the  BRA  calling  for  establishment  of  a 
public  authority  to  construct  the  coliseum  (H.3586) 
is  properly  before  the  Legislature  because  no  official 
vote  was  taken  by  the  BRA  board  before  submission 
of  the  legislation;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  because  of  the  serious  detrimental 
impact  which  construction  of  a  proposed,  multipur- 
pose coliseum  in  the  South  Boston  section  of  the  city 
would  have  on  that  community  and  other  residents 
across  the  city,  Docket  No.  0112  regarding  confir- 
mation of  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  Board 
member  Joseph  J.  Walsh  be  amended  to  include  that 
a  condition  of  confirmation  for  reappointment  be 
that  he  vote  in  opposition  to  the  creation  of  a  public 
authority  to  facilitate  the  financing  and  construction 
of  a  multipurpose  coliseum  in  the  South  Boston  sec- 
tion of  the  city.

INTERIM  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
LAWS  AND  ORDINANCES  RE:  DOCKETS 
Nos.  0335  AND  0348 

Coun.  McDONOUGH,  for  the  Committee  on  Laws 
and  Ordinances,  submitted  the  following: 

Information  obtained  as  a  result  of  research  and 
hearings  conducted  in  connection  with  the  above 
dockets  has  unearthed  a  situation  which  can  only  be 
described  as  bizarre. 

The  corporation  counsel  has  testified  that  a  dozen 
agencies  set  up  by  the  White  administration  without 
City  Council  action  were  created  under  authority  of 
section  5  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909.  But  a 
reading  of  that  section  shows  that  it  does  not 
authorize  the  Mayor  to  set  up  an  agency  without 
Council  concurrence. 

The  agencies  involved  are:  Cultural  Affairs, 
Public  Service,  Human  Rights,  Criminal  Justice, 
Equalization,  Community  Service,  One-Stop  Busi- 
ness, Fiscal  Affairs,  Federal  Relations,  Community 
Development,  Program  Development,  and  EEPA. 

One  can  only  speculate  as  to  why  the  law  was  ig- 
nored in  setting  up  these  agencies.  One  guess  is  that 
by  so  doing,  the  agencies  could  then  be  staffed, 
without  the  restraints  of  the  Civil  Service  law  or  any 
City  Council  imposed  restraints  concerning  how  the 
staff  would  be  chosen  and  compensated. 

The  current  spectacle  of  a  campaign  organization 
staffed  by  city  employees  who  can  be  punished  or 
rewarded  depending  on  their  performance  in  a  cam- 
paign and  of  astronomical  raises  being  passed  out  at 
the  whim  and  in  response  to  the  desire  of  the  Mayor 
is  the  direct  result  of  the  illegal  creation  of  thes  agen- 
cies. Campaigns  staffed  at  city  expense  and  the 
raises  to  favorites  are  only  symptoms  of  the  underly- 
ing illegality. 

In  view  of  the  seriousness  of  the  situation,  it  is  im- 
perative that  the  Council  take  effective  action  to 
cure  these  diseases.  They  are  eroding  the  city's  elec- 
toral process.  They  are  eroding  the  rights  of  citizens 
of  Boston  who  are  not  favored  by  appointment  to 
political  jobs.  They  are  eating  away  at  the  morale  of 
city  employees  who  aren't  the  beneficiaries  of 
politically  inspired,  pay  raises. 

During  the  course  of  our  hearings  and  in  research- 
ing the  matter  another  serious  situations  presented 
itself. 
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Testimony  at  the  hearings  revealed  that  1 ,020  peo- 
ple have  been  hired  without  regard  to  Civil  Service, 
based  on  section  48  of  chapter  31  of  the  General 
Laws,  which  permits  mayors  and  city  councils  to 
hire  administrative  assistance,  secretaries,  stenog- 
raphers, telephone  operators,  clerks  and  messengers 
connected  with  their  office  without  regard  to  Civil 
Service;  or  based  on  the  inaction  of  the  Council  in 
not  requiring  either  Civil  Service  rules  or,  in  the 
absence  of  Civil  Service,  some  other  appropriate 
standards  to  govern  the  hiring  of  administrative 
staff  for  federal  programs  such  as  EEPA,  Commu- 
nity Development,  and  Program  Development. 

In  this  manner  ninty-three  people  have  been  hired 
as  administrative  assistants  to  the  Mayor,  thirty- 
three  get  $20,000  or  more  a  year.  As  an  example,  at 
the  hearing  it  was  contended  by  the  corporation 
counsel  and  personnel  director  that  Building  Com- 
missioner Frank  Gens,  to  whom  the  Mayor  recently 
gave  the  title  of  "Director  of  Building  Regulation 
and  Rehabilitation"  in  the  Mayor's  Office,  and 
whose  salary  the  Mayor  set  at  $45,000,  falls  within 
the  provisions  of  this  exemption  from  Civil  Service 
as  an  administrative  assistance.  It  was  also  contend- 
ed that  Stephen  Dunleavy,  who  allegedly  shares  con- 
trol of  the  Police  Department  with  Police  Commis- 
sioner Jordan;  John  Weiss,  who  works  out  of  182 
Tremont  Street;  James  Kelly  who  allegedly  runs  the 
Mayor's  political  operation;  and  Micho  Spring, 
George  Regan,  Averil  Lashley,  Wendy  Gray,  Judith 
Glasser,  as  well  as  Daniel  Connors  and  Michael 
Feeney,  who  are  named  in  a  newpaper  article  today; 
and  twenty-one  others,  all  of  whom  are  paid  $20,000 
or  more;  and  181  more  people  paid  less  than 
$20,000,  fall  within  the  provisions  of  the  statutes 
which  provide  that  administrative  assistants, 
secretaries,  and  stenographers  connected  with  the 
Mayor's  Office  can  be  hired  outside  Civil  Service. 

Here  it  should  be  noted  that  the  City  Council  ap- 
points administrative  assistants  outside  of  Civil  Ser- 
vice in  accordance  with  similar  statutory  authority. 
Each  Councillor  is  assigned  one  administrative  assit- 
ant  who  receives  a  salary  of  $17,836  annually. 

It  is  the  intention  of  your  committee  to  follow  up 
on  this  matter  and  to  make  recommendations  to  the 
City  Council  for  appropriate  action.

Whereas,  He  was  a  leading  spokesman  against  the 
expansion  of  Routes  93  and  95;  worked  diligently  to 
prevent  the  construction  of  an  inner  belt  through 
Cambridge  and  the  Southwest  Corridor;  and  was  a 
strong  voice  in  the  fight  against  a  third  Harbor  Tun- 
nel; and 

Whereas,  Mr.  Porzio  was  a  frequent  visitor  to 
both  the  Boston  City  Hall  and  the  State  House,  and 
became  a  great  friend  to  many  in  both  places;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  was  recently  saddened 
to  hear  that  Joe  Porzio  has  passed  away;  Now, 
therefore,  be  it

TO  PARTICIPATE  IN  POLITICAL  CAM- 
PAIGN 

Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Recent  personnel  decisions  by  the  city 
administration  have  clearly  shown  favoritism 
toward  certain  employees  according  to  their  per- 
formance in  non- job-related,  political  activities;  and 

Whereas,  Other  city  employees  who  have  consist- 
ently fulfilled  their  job  obligations  competently  and 
conscientiously  fear  on-the-job  recrimination  if  they 
choose  not  to  participate  in  such  political  activities; 
and 

Whereas,  This  legitimate  fear  by  city  employees  of 
political  recrimination  is  not  only  unfair  to  city 
workers  but  also  adversely  affects  the  ability  of  the 
city  to  hire  effective,  professional  employees  who 
will  serve  in  the  best  interests  of  the  people  of  the 
city;  and 

Whereas,  Massachusetts  state  law  specif- 
ically protects  the  rights  of  municipal  employees 
from  political  coercion;  and 

Whereas,  The  need  exists,  particularly  in  this  elec- 
tion year,  to  inform  city  employees  of  their  rights  as 
citizens  not  to  be  coerced  into  participating  in  any 
political  campaign  or  activity;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Treasury  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston  be  instructed  to  include  a  memoran- 
dum with  the  payroll  check  of  each  city  employee, 
whether  included  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  31 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  (Civil  Service)  or 
a  temporary  or  provisional  employee,  informing 
each  city  employee,  of  his/her  rights  not  to  be  forced 
to  participate  in  a  political  campaign  without  fear  of 
loss  of  employment  or  opportunities  for  promotion. 
In  addition  to  informing  each  employee  of  his/her 
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rights,  said  notice  shall  also  include  the  procedure 
for  recourse  for  any  aggrieved  employee  who 
believes  he  or  she  has  been  discriminated  against  in 
hiring  or  promotion  for  political  reasons.

Whereas,  Certain  information  relative  to  the  city's 
finances  was  requested  as  long  ago  as  late  1976;  and 

Whereas,  Over  one  year  ago,  the  then  corporation 
counsel  offered  to  provide  this  Council  with  an 
opinion  relative  to  overspending  by  department 
heads,  but  has  not  done  so;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That,  under  the  provisions  of  section 
17F  of  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended,

With  respect  to  the  authorization  granted  in  con- 
nection with  the  Lafayette  Place  Project  and  the 
Blue  Hill  Avenue  Project,  I  approve.  I  must, 
however,  approve  only  the  authorization  to  expend 
funds  with  respect  to  the  Charlestown  Navy  Yard 
Project  and  disapprove  of  the  amendments  added  by 
the  City  Council  which  condition  its  expenditure.

Pursuant  to  an  order  of  the  City  Council  of 
February  6,  1979,  seeking  certain  information  from 
your  office,  which  was  referred  to  the  Licensing 
Board  on  February  21,  1979,  the  board  responds  as 
follows:

2.  A.  —  On  November  14,  1977,  Loft  Twenty- 
One  Association,  Inc.,  21  Stanhope  Street,  Boston, 
applied  for  a  Club  Victualer  License,  said  applica- 
tion listing  Paul  L.  Cadoret  of  159  Warren  Avenue, 
Boston,  as  president,  and  Joseph  D'Onofrio,  ad- 
dress unknown,  as  treasurer.

4.  A.  —  The  board  does  not  have  knowledge  or 
information  concerning  any  part-owners, 
stockholders,  partners,  or  anyone  else  who  has  a 
financial  interest  of  any  kind,  including  loans,  in 
such  juice  bars. 

5.  Q.  —  A  list  of  all  complaints  issued  by  the 
Police  Department  against  the  management  of  these 
juice  bars. 

5.  A.  —  Union  Station,  176  Tremont  Street, 
Boston,  Mass.  —  Number  of  Complaints  —  Assault 
and  Battery,  3;  Assault  and  Battery  with  a 
Dangerous  Weapon,  3;  Failure  to  Have  Proper 
Licenses,  44;  Failure  to  Have  Sunday  Licenses,  1; 
Total,  51. 

5.  A.  —  Arcade,  Inc.,  d/b/a  Disco  7,  636 
Washington  Street,  Boston,  Number  of  Complaints 
—  Assault  and  Battery,  1;  Unlawful  Possession  of 
Drugs,  5;  Failure  to  Have  Proper  Licenses,  66; 
Armed  Robbery,  1 ;  Failure  to  Have  Sunday  License, 
2;  Total  75. 

6.  Q.  —  A  list  of  all  assaults  against  persons 
committed  during  the  past  year  at  said  juice  bars  or 
by  patrons  leaving  said  establishments. 

6.  A.  —  Refer  to  answer  to  question  No.  5. 

7.  Q.  —  Have  police  personnel  been  regularly 
assigned  to  monitor  activities  at  said  juice  bars? 

7.  A.  —  The  board  has  asked  the  police  to  cite 
these  establishments  on  a  regular  basis  for  failure  to 
have  proper  licenses.  (Refer  to  answer  to  question 
No.  5.) 

8.  Q.  —  Has  the  city  acted  to  enforce  the 
penalties  under  M.G.L.A.  chapter  140,  section  21C, 
regarding  the  unlicensed  sale  of  nonintoxicating 
beverages  at  the  establishments  identified  in  ques- 
tion No.  1? 

8.  A.  —  The  board  has  instructed  the  police  to 
prosecute  complaints  against  these  establishments 
for  operating  without  licenses  and  has  received  a 
successful  court  ruling  (see  attachment  No.  1)  fining 
these  establishments  for  failure  to  have  licenses. 

9.  Q.  —  Why  has  the  city  not  acted  to  fine  those 
juice  bars  that  are  in  violation  of  the  pinball  machine 
licensing  regulations  promulgated  under  authority 
of  M.G.L.A.  chapter  140,  section  177A? 

9.  A.  —  On  January  4,  1967,  the  board  voted  to 
license  such  devices  only  in  "on  premise" 
establishments.  "On  premise"  means  only  those 
establishments  that  serve  alcoholic  beverages.  The 
board  made  a  request  of  the  former  Corporation 
Counsel,  Herbert  Gleason,  on  December  19,  1978, 
for  a  legal  opinion  on  the  appropriateness  of  that 
vote.  To  date  that  request  has  not  been  answered. 

10  Q.  —  Why  has  the  city  not  acted  to  fine 
and/or  close  the  establishment  known  as  Union  Sta- 
tion which  currently  operates  under  license  as  a 
theater  for  violations  of  fire  regulations  pro- 
mulgated under  M.G.L.A.  chapter  148,  section  28 
(I.)  which  ban  smoking  in  theaters? 

10.  A.  —  The  board  does  not  have  knowledge  or 
information  relative  to  question  No.  10. 

11.  Q.  —  Is  the  city  strictly  enforcing  state  and 
city  building  and  fire  codes  relating  to  the  number  of 
occupants  allowed  in  these  buildings  at  any  one 
time? 
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11.  A.  —  The  board  does  not  have  knowledge  or 
information  relative  to  question  No.  1 1 . 

12.  Q.  —  A  list  of  all  legal  action  (including 
fines)  taken  by  the  city  against  these  juice  bars, 
especially  legal  action  taken  in  regards  to  the  viola- 
tions mentioned  in  question  8,  9,  10,  and  11? 

12.  A.  —  With  regard  to  question  No.  8,  John 
Keefe,  assistant  corporation  counsel,  has  prosecuted 
these  matters  for  the  board  and  he  can  provide  a 
complete  list  of  all  legal  actions  he  has  instituted. 
The  board  does  not  have  knowledge  or  information 
relative  to  questions  Nos.  10  and  11.

Memorandum  of  Decision  on  Defendants' 
Motions  to  Dismiss 
Commonwealth 
v. 
Blackgammons,  Inc.,  et  al. 
The  above-entitled  matters  were  first  heard  by  this 
court  on  January  23,  1979.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
evidence  the  defendants  filed  motions  to  dismiss  in 
connection  with  each  of  the  complaints.  After  the 
motions  were  argued  in  open  court,  the  court  re- 
served its  decision  on  the  same  until  this  date. 

In  their  motions  the  defendants  ask  that  the  com- 
plaints be  dismissed  for  the  reason  that  G.  L.  ch. 
140,  ss.  181  and  182;  G.  L.  ch.  136,  ss.  3  and  4 
(statutes  requiring  licenses  for  public  entertainment 
on  weekdays  and  Sundays);  G.  L.  ch.  140,  sec.  21A 
(an  enabling  statute  granting  local  communities 
authority  to  license  and  regulate  the  sale  of  soft 
drinks);  G.  L.  ch.  140,  sec.  177  (a  statute  requiring 
licensing  of  pool  tables  for  hire);  City  of  Boston  Or- 
dinance 14,  ss.  426-436  (city  ordinance  requiring 
licenses  for  public  entertainment)  and  the  "soft 
drink"  regulations  of  the  Boston  Licensing  Board, 
dated  November  10,  1979,  on  which  statutes,  or- 
dinances, and  regulations  said  complaints  are  based, 
are  unconstitutional  and  void  on  their  face  as  ap- 
plied to  the  defendants,  because  they  are  in  violation 
of  the  equal  protection  clauses  of  the  Fourteenth 
Amendment  and  the  Freedom  of  Speech  and 
Assembly  clauses  of  the  First  Amendment  to  the 
Constitution. 

Let  us  first  examine  those  statutes  and  ordinances 
which  require  licenses  for  public  entertainment  to 
which  an  admission  fee  is  charged.  G.  L.  ch.  140,  ss. 
181  and  182,  and  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ord.  14,  ss. 
426-436,  as  amended,  are  all  statutes  and  ordinances 
providing  for  weekday  entertainment  licenses.  The 
defendants  cite  the  case  of  Gallerelli  v.  Kevin  H. 
White,  C.A.  No.  73-2587-6,  a  decision  of  a  three- 
judge  panel  in  the  United  States  District  for 
Massachusetts  which  in  1973  declared  G.  L.  c.  140, 
ss.  181  and  182  void  for  failing  to  provide  standards 
by  which  officials  can  make  decisions  in  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  state  law  without  abridging  constitu- 
tional freedoms.  Several  Supreme  Court  cases,  the 
most  noteworthy  of  which  is  Shuttlesworth  v.  Birm- 
ingham, (1969)  394  U.S.  147,  are  cited  by  the  panel 


as  having  addressed  this  problem  and  found  similar 
state  statutes  unconstitutional  for  failure  to  provide 
standards.  The  Massachusetts  statute  has  never  been 
amended  to  provide  for  the  standards  required  by 
the  highest  court  of  this  land  and  so  it  is  this  court's 
judgment  that  G.  L.  c.  140,  ss.  181  and  182  are 
unconstitutional  on  their  face  and,  therefore,  any 
complaints  brought  under  this  chapter  should  be 
dismissed. 

However,  the  court  is  satisfied  that  City  of  Boston 
Ordinance  14,  ss.  426-436,  as  amended  in  August  of 
1978,  which  required  that  those  offer  entertainment 
to  the  public  during  the  week  for  a  fee  must  obtain  a 
license  to  do  so,  is  a  valid  exercise  of  the  city's  police 
power.  This  ordinance  as  amended,  in  this  court's 
judgment,  does  provide  standards  whereby  local  of- 
ficers can  make  decisions  in  protecting  the  public 
health,  safety,  and  order  without  abridging  constitu- 
tional freedoms.  This  court  sees  no  constitutional 
problem  with  this  ordinance  and  the  manner  in 
which  it  is  sought  to  be  enforced  in  the  instance 
cases. 

With  respect  to  G.  L.  c.  136,  ss.  3  and  4,  which  re- 
quire licenses  for  public  entertainment  on  Sundays, 
this  statute  was  held  to  be  constitutional  by  our 
Supreme  Court  in  the  case  of  Mosey 's  Cafe,  Inc.  v. 
Mayor  of  Boston,  338  Mass.  207,  in  1958  and  to  date 
has  not  been  overruled.  The  distinction  between  this 
statute  and  ch.  140,  ss.  180  and  181,  which  have  been 
ruled  unconstitutional  earlier,  is  that  ch.  136,  ss.  3 
and  4  seek  to  regulate  entertainment  on  Sunday,  the 
one  day  of  the  week  traditionally  set  aside  for 
religious  worship.  The  day  itself  provides  the  stan- 
dard whereby  local  officals  can  act  in  protecting  the 
public  health,  safety,  and  order,  and  the  Court  in  the 
Mosey 's  Cafe  case  stated  "We  perceive  no  violation 
of  the  Fourteenth  Amendment  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States.  We  belive  that  the  respective 
types  of  entertainment  are  such  as  to  permit 
reasonable  classification  in  the  manner  provided  by 
the  statute." 

In  more  recent  cases  dealing  with  the  General 
Retail  Sunday  Closing  Law,  our  Court  has  held  that 
the  so-called  Sunday  Blue  Laws  were  a  valid  exercise 
of  police  power  and  did  not  deny  equal  protection  of 
the  law.  Zayre  Corp.  v.  Attorney  General,  1977 
Mass.  Adv.  Ch.  819;  Jewel  Companies,  Inc.  v.  Burl- 
ington, 365  Mass.  274  (1974),  and  so  this  court  finds 
no  constitutional  problem  with  G.  L.  136,  ss.  3  and 
4. 

G.  L.,  ch.  140,  sec.  21A  is  attacked  by  the  de- 
fendants on  the  ground  that  it  fails  to  set  standards. 
However,  this  statute  is  merely  an  enabling  statute. 
It  grants  authority  to  cities  and  towns  to  regulate,  if 
they  so  desire,  businesses  offering  soft  drinks  for 
sale.  Since  this  statute  itself  does  not  proscribe  any 
illegal  conduct,  it  need  not  set  any  standards. 

This  brings  us  to  the  soft  drink  regulations  en- 
acted by  Boston  Licensing  Board.  The  defendants 
contend  that  these  regulations  discriminate  against 
them  and  that  they  are  denied  equal  protection  of 
the  laws  and  further  that  they  infringe  on  the  per- 
sonal liberties  of  defendants'  patrons. 

The  Boston  Licensing  Board,  with  the  authority 
granted  by  the  enabling  statute,  G.  L.  ch.  140,  sec. 
21  A,  enacted  the  so-called  "soft  drink"  regulations 
to  combat  what  it  perceived  to  be  a  threat  to  peace 
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and  order  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Such  ordinances  or 
regulations  are  entitled  to  a  presumption  in  favor  of 
their  validity  and  all  rational  inferences  are  to  be 
made  in  favor  of  this  legislation.  Comtn.  v.  Henry's 
Drywall  Co.,  366  Mass.  539  (1974);  Town  of  Con- 
cord v.  Attorney  General,  336  Mass.  17  (1959). 

The  right  to  pursue  a  business  is  not  unqualified 
and  must  yield  to  regulations  designed  to  promote 
the  safety,  health,  and  good  order  and  general 
welfare  of  the  public.  Milligan  v.  Board  of  Reg.  in 
Pharmacy,  378  Mass.  491,  497  (1965);  Mobil  Oil  v. 
Attorney  General,  361  Mass.  401,  412-413  (1972); 
Jewel  Companies,  Inc.  v.  Burlington,  365  Mass. 
274,  278  (1974).  Although  the  defendants  have  a 
right  to  engage  in  a  legitimate  business,  it  is  clear 
that  such  business  must  be  operated  in  a  manner  to 
protect  the  public  interest.  Anton's  v.  Town  of 
Reading,  346  Mass.  575,  576  (1964);  Opinion  of  the 
Justices,  241  Mass.  589,  593-4  (1924). 

Our  Court  has  said  that  a  statutory  classification 
will  not  be  set  aside  as  a  denial  of  equal  protection  or 
due  process  if  any  rational  basis  may  be  conceived  to 
justify  it.  Our  Court  has  consistently  held  that  a 
legislative  difference  in  treatment  reasonably  related 
to  legitimate  public  interest  is  permissable.  Henry's 
Drywall  Co.,  supra;  Colello  v.  State  Racing  Comm., 
360  Mass.  152,  156  (1971);  McQuade  v.  N.  Y.C.  RR., 
320  Mass.  35  (1940);  .Zayre  Corp.  v.  Attorney 
General,  supra. 

Unless  a  classification  is  a  manifested  excess  of 
legislative  power  and  unjustified  by  any  conceivable 
set  of  facts  or  findings,  the  court  should  not  invali- 
date the  same  so  long  as  it  is  rationally  related  to  a 
legitimate  state  interest.  Zayre  Corp.  v.  Attorney 
General,  supra;  Mobil  Oil  v.  Attorney  General, 
supra;  Marshal  House,  Inc.  v.  Rent  Control  Board 
ofBrookline,  358  Mass.  686  (1971). 

In  the  present  case  the  licensing  authority  has 
determined  that  those  establishments  which  sell  soft 
drinks  as  an  adjunct  to  a  business  which  has  as  its 
primary  purpose  the  providing  of  a  place  where 
patrons  gather  in  order  to  socialize  or  to  enjoy  some 
form  of  entertainment,  have  passed  a  threat  to  the 
public  peace  and  order  and  so  should  be  properly 
licensed  and  regulated.  Laundromats  and  service 
stations  do  not  pose  such  a  threat.  This  is  the  kind  of 
classification  that  is  permitted  by  decisions  of  our 
Supreme  Court  and  thus,  cannot  be  considered  a 
denial  of  equal  protection  and  due  process. 

As  to  defendants'  contention  that  First  Amend- 
ment's rights  are  abridged,  the  court  would  first 
question  whether  the  defendants  have  any  standing 
to  raise  a  constitutional  issue  for  their  patrons. 
Aristocratic  Restaurant  of  Mass.  v.  Alcoholic 
Beverage  Control  Comm.,  374  N.  E.  2nd  1 181 ,  1 188 
(1978).  Even  if  they  did  it  would  not  seem  that  per- 
sonal liberties  are  primarily  at  issue  here.  Certainly 
those  patrons  can  congregate  and  have  free  expres- 
sion in  establishments  that  are  properly  licensed. 
Also,  it  would  appear  that  the  governmental  inter- 
ests asserted  here  are  sufficient  to  outweigh  the  exer- 
cise of  individual  rights.  See  Selectmen  of  Framing- 
ham  v.  Civil  Serv.  Comm.  366  Mass.  547  z)1974); 
U.S.  v.  O'Brien,  391  U.S.  367  (1968).  This  court, 
therefore,  finds  no  constitutional  restrictions  on  the 
soft  drink  regulations  enacted  by  the  Boston  Li- 
censing Board. 


Finally,  this  court  is  asked  to  declare  ch.  140,  sec. 
177  void  because  it  fails  to  set  standards  for  the 
granting,  suspension,  or  revocation  of  licenses  of 
pool  tables  for  hire.  This  appears  to  be  an  enabling 
statute  which  allows  the  Licensing  Board  of  the  City 
of  Boston  to  grant,  suspend,  or  revoke  a  license 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  it  deems  proper. 
This  statute  was  held  constitutional  in  the  case  of 
Comm.  v.  Kingsley,  133  Mass.  578,  in  1882.  It  would 
seem  that  so  long  as  the  Licensing  Board  set  terms 
and  conditions  that  are  objective,  fair,  and  nondis- 
criminatory, the  defendant  cannot  complain.  Fur- 
ther, the  fact  that  the  pool  tables  are  coin-operated 
does  not  make  them  any  less  pool  tables  and  they  too 
are  subject  to  the  regulations  imposed  by  this 
statute. 

In  conclusion  the  court  would  dismiss  only  those 
complaints  founded  on  G.  L.  ch.  140,  ss.  180  and 
181,  and  deny  the  defendants  motions  with  respect 
to  all  other  complaints. 

So  ordered.

In  answer  to  the  request  of  the  City  Council 
relative  to  the  operation  of  so  called  "juice  bars" 
such  as  Disco  7,  Union  Station,  and  Loft  21,  the 
only  questions  listed  relevant  to  the  Boston  Fire 
Department  are  Questions  10  and  11. 

In  reference  to  Question  10:  The  Boston  Fire 
Department  has  made  various  inspections  at  various 
times  during  the  early  morning  hours  and  on  two  oc- 
casions found  smoking.  Abatement  orders  were 
issued  and  the  manager  warned.  The  manager 
cooperated  by  immediately  announcing  the  ban  of 
smoking  and  ordered  his  security  people  to  enforce 
it.  On  the  second  inspection,  some  smoking  was 
observed  and  again  he  was  served  an  abatement 
order  to  cease  and  desist  the  smoking.  At  no  time 
during  our  inspection  was  overcrowding  of  the 
premises  observed.  Flame  proofing  certificates  re- 
quired by  this  operation  had  been  complied  with  and 
were  in  effect. 

In  answer  to  Question  11:  If  overcrowding  has 
been  observed,  the  Police  Department  would  have 
been  summoned  and  management  requested  to 
reduce  the  number  of  occupants  within  the  building, 
to  that  authorized  by  the  certificate  of  occupancy. 

The  three  juice  bars  listed  are  to  this  department's 
knowledge  the  only  ones  in  operation  at  the  present 
time  and  the  only  juice  bar  that  has  posed  problems 
has  been  Union  Station  at  176  Tremont  Street; 
which  because  of  its  long  operation  as  a  theatre,  re- 
quiring fixed  seats  and  aisles,  smoking  is  prohibited 
when  used  as  a  public  hall  in  accordance  with  article 
26,  section  26.01  of  the  Boston  Fire  Prevention 
Codes.

In  answer  to  City  Council  order  pertaining  to  fire 
hydrants,  I  submit  the  following: 

1 .  Hydrants  in  all  fire  districts  were  inspected  by 
Fire  Department  personnel  in  the  fall  of  1978.  Two 
of  the  hydrants  referred  to  had  water  in  the  barrel 
and  were  subsequently  drained  by  Fire  Department 
personnel.  Said  hydrants  were  left  in  dry,  operable 
condition.  Why  said  hydrants  were  full  of  water  and 
frozen  is  unknown. 

2.  Approximately  13,327. 

3.  As  there  is  currently  an  on  going,  emergency, 
hydrants  inspection  program,  the  number  involved 
will  change  from  day  to  day.  At  present  there  are  ap- 
proximately 90  hydrants  that  are  not  working.  There 
are  368  hydrants  that  have  water  in  the  barrel  with  a 
potential  for  becoming  frozen,  depending  upon  the 
height  of  the  water  level  in  the  barrel  and  weather 
conditions.  All  of  these  hydrants  have  been  reported 
to  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  for  appropriate 
action. 

4.  Hydrants  are  inspected  on  a  yearly  basis. 
These  inspections  are  not  the  responsibility  of  the 
Fire  Department,  but  are  done  for  the  sake  of  public 
safety. 

5.  Cooperative  effort  by  Water  and  Sewer  Com- 
mission and  the  Boston  Fire  Department  to  learn 
conditions  of  all  hydrants,  and  the  Water  and  Sewer 
Commission  will  take  remedial  action  dictated. 

6.  Answer  by  Water  and  Sewer  Commission.

I  have  been  asked  by  the  Council  to  research  the 
affirmative  action  programs  and  court  action  arising 
from  these  programs  insofar  as  they  affect  the 
Boston  Police  and  Fire  Departments.  I  have  also 
been  asked  to  recommend  what  legal  action  may  be 
taken  by  the  Boston  City  Council  to  avoid 
unreasonable  and  unfair  results  from  the  affirma- 
tive action  programs.  In  carrying  out  this  assign- 
ment, I  have  interviewed  high  officials  at  the  Police 
and  Fire  Departments  and  the  Division  of  Personnel 
Administration  (until  1975,  Division  of  Civil  Ser- 
vice). 
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The  Council  has  been  informed  in  substance  that, 
because  of  the  affirmative  action  program  and  a 
court  order,  the  Fire  Department  is  hiring  minority 
persons  with  test  scores  as  low  as  35  and  denying  ap- 
pointment to  non-minority  persons  with  test  scores 
of  80  or  higher.  This  is  said  to  be  the  case  in  the 
Police  Department,  also  with  test  scores  of  as  low  as 
61  for  minorities  and  90  or  over  for  non-minorities. 
This  information  is  essentially  correct,  but  requires 
explanation. 

The  court  orders  in  the  cases  of  the  Fire  and  Police 
Departments  found  discrimination,  ordered  in- 
creased recruitment  of  minorities,  and  a  changed 
written  examination  procedure.  This  was  done  and 
changed  examinations  were  administered  by  the 
Division  of  Personnel  Administration.  Because  of 
the  recruiting  program,  there  were  substantially 
more  minority  applicants,  the  examinations  were  a 
form  of  national  examination  used  in  other  states. 
Cut-off  points  (passing  grades)  for  the  fire  and 
police  examinations  were  established  at  35  and  61, 
respectively,  for  the  1975  examination  by  the  Divi- 
sion of  Personnel  Administration.  This  was  done 
after  a  study  of  results  in  other  states,  because  of  the 
difficulty  of  the  examinations,  and  after  consulta- 
tion with  psychologists  and  negotiations  with  repre- 
sentatives of  the  minorities.  The  Police  and  Fire 
Department  examinations  are  not  the  same.  In  ac- 
cordance with  the  court  orders,  separate  lists  were 
set  up  for  minorities  and  nonminorities  in  order  of 
examination  score.  (Resident  disabled  veterans  with 
passing  scores  get  priority  over  everyone  else  and  are 
not  considered  in  this  discussion.) 

When  a  department  requisitions  people,  Civil  Ser- 
vice Rule  15  (the  rule  of  2N  +1)  applies  and  the 
Division  of  Personnel  Administration  sends  the 
department  a  list  of  certified  persons  who  have 
achieved  at  least  passing  grades  on  written  examina- 
tions. The  ones  with  the  highest  examination  scores 
are  certified  first.  The  court  orders  provide  that  one 
minority  must  be  certified  with  each  non-minority, 
or  one  for  one.  Civil  Service  Rule  15  provides  that 
"the  appointing  authority  (Police  or  Fire  Depart- 
ment) may  appoint  only  from  among  the  first  2N  + 
1  persons  named  in  the  certification  willing  to  accept 
appointment."  For  example,  if  the  requisition  is  for 
100  people,  the  Division  of  Personnel  Administra- 
tion may  certify  400  people  with  passing  examina- 
tion scores  in  order  of  examination  scores  and  the 
department  must  select  its  100  from  the  first  201 
willing  to  accept  appointment  on  the  certified  list. 
The  certified  list  must  be  one  minority  to  one  non- 
minority  throughout  the  certified  list. 

Thus,  the  department  has  the  right  to  reject  or 
bypass  about  50  percent  of  the  persons  being  con- 
sidered. The  departments  conduct  rigorous  screen- 
ing tests  on  the  certified  persons  including  medical 
exams,  psychological  tests,  and  thorough  back- 
ground checks.  This  appears  to  be  the  most  impor- 
tant part  of  the  selection  process  to  the  departments 
who  are  interested  more  in  appointing  persons  who 
are  motivated  and  with  good  personalities  and  with 
stable  military  or  work  records  than  persons  who 
have  high  examination  scores. 

If  a  person  is  bypassed,  he  is  entitled  to  be  given 
the  reason  and  to  appeal.  One  problem  has  been  that 
bypassed  persons  go  to  the  head  of  the  next  list  of 


persons  certified  by  the  Division  of  Personnel  Ad- 
ministration which  practically  forces  the  depart- 
ments to  hire  persons  which  it  has  rejected,  the  per- 
sonnel manager  of  the  Police  Department  to  me  that 
he  is  negotiating  this  with  Personnel  Administration 
and  has  hopes  for  a  solution. 

Because  the  pool  of  certified  minorities  is  much 
smaller  that  the  pool  of  certified  non-minorities,  the 
application  of  the  one-for-one  certification  rule 
ordered  by  the  courts  exhausts  the  minority  pool 
quicker  than  the  non-minority  which  explains  why  in 
its  last  appointments  the  Fire  Department  was  con- 
sidering minority  persons  with  scores  just  above  35 
and  at  the  same  time  non-minorities  with  scores  of 
80  or  above.  Although  the  Division  of  Personnel 
Administration  refused  to  release  statistics  on  com- 
parative examination  scores  of  minorities  and  non- 
minorities,  individual  candidates  have  often  vol- 
unteered their  scores  to  the  appointing  authorities. 

Writen  examination  scores  are  not  of  primary  im- 
portance to  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments.  They 
consider  personal  qualities  such  as  stability,  physical 
fitness,  and  willingness  to  follow  orders  as  more  im- 
portant. They  value  the  right  to  reject  50  percent 
which  they  have  under  the  present  system.  In  fact, 
although  not  literally  required  to  do  so  by  the  court 
orders,  they  are  appointing  approximately  one  for 
one  at  the  present  time. 

The  number  of  minorities  in  the  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  has  been  slowly  increasing,  230  out  of 
2,000  in  Fire,  and  138  out  of  2,060  in  Police.  The 
smaller  number  in  Police  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
Police  has  not  hired  since  January  of  1978,  primarily 
because,  for  the  second  certification,  the  head  of  the 
list  was  clogged  with  rejects  from  the  first  certifica- 
tion, as  described  above,  and  then  because  the  list 
expired.  In  general,  both  departments  report  the  per- 
formance of  minorities  is  satisfactory. 

With  respect  to  Acts  of  1978,  c.  344,  which  pro- 
vides that  the  minimum  passing  requirement  on  writ- 
ten examinations  for  police  and  fire  fighter  shall  be  a 
minimum  of  70  percent,  this  legislation  was  not  in 
effect  when  the  last  examinations  were  given  in  the 
spring  of  1978,  and  is  deemed  not  to  apply  to  them. 
Furthermore,  because  it  is  inconsistent  with  the 
federal  court  orders,  my  guess  is  that,  if  tested,  the 
federal  court  will  order  it  not  applied.  Also,  after 
this  act  was  passed,  the  entire  Civil  Service  Code  of 
which  it  is  a  part  was  struck  out  and  a  recodified 
Civil  Service  Code,  which  omits  the  70  percent  pro- 
vision, was  substituted.  Acts  of  1978,  c.  393. 

Serious  delays  are  occurring  in  the  establishment 
of  lists  of  eligible  Police  and  Fire  Department  candi- 
dates which  could  result  in  the  pools  of  minority 
candidates  being  inadequate.  Minority  candidates 
have  a  tendency  to  drop  out  if  there  is  a  long  delay. 
For  example,  the  last  examination, for  the  Police  and 
Fire  Departments  were  administered  in  May  and 
June  of  1978,  but  the  list  of  eligible  or  certified  can- 
didates has  not  yet  issued.jjiis  is  the  responsibility  of 
the  Division  of  Personnel  Administration  which  at- 
tributes the  delay  to  prolonged  negotiations  with  re- 
presentatives of  the  minorities  over  the  cut-off 
scores  of  the  examinations  and  over  the  validity  of 
examination  questions.  The  Police  Department  list 
has  expired,  but  some  persons  have  been  "provision- 
ally" certified,  and  the  department  is  now  process- 
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ing  them.  I  have  been  told  by  the  Division  of  Person- 
nel Administration  that  new  lists  will  be  issued  soon. 
If  these  delays  continue,  I  believe  they  should  be 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  court  by  the  corpora- 
tion counsel  representing  the  departments.  I  feel  rea- 
sonably certain  that  the  court  would  take  action  to 
remedy  this  situation. 

One  interesting  objection  to  the  court  orders  was 
by  a  high  Fire  Department  official  regretted  the 
abandonment  of  the  Red  Book  (Fire  Department 
Manual)  as  the  basis  of  the  written  examination.  The 
objection  was  not  that  studying  the  Red  Book  made 
the  applicant  a  better  fire  fighter  (although  of  course 
it  gave  him  some  familiarity  with  practices  and 
terms),  but  that  the  study  of  the  Red  Book  not  only 
demonstrated  motivation,  but  actually  induced  it. 

The  legal  situation  has  changed  considerably  since 
the  original  court  orders.  It  may  be  thought  that  the 
Bakke  case  (Regents  of  University  of  California  v. 
Bakke,  98  S.  Ct.  2733  (1978),  governs  this  situation, 
but  it  does  not.  Bakke  a  white,  was  denied  admission 
to  a  state  medical  school,  because  certain  minorities 
with  lower  qualifications  were  deemed  entitled  to  ad- 
mission by  quota.  It  was  ordered  that  Bakke  be  ad- 
mitted. The  court  said,  "We  have  never  approved  a 
classification  that  aids  persons  perceived  as  members 
of  relatively  victimized  groups  at  the  expense  of 
other  innocent  individuals  in  the  absence  of  judicial, 
legislative,  or  administrative  findings  of  constitu- 
tional or  statutory  violations."  (Emphasis  added.) 
The  distinguishing  feature  is  that  in  Boston's  situa- 
tion, constitutional  violations  were  found  in  the 
testing  and  selection  procedures.  In  Bakke,  they 
were  not.  There  is  no  question  but  that  the  courts 
have  the  power  to  eliminate  the  effects  of  past  dis- 
criminination  by  what  might  seem  to  be  sort  of 
reverse  discrimination  until  those  effects  have  been 
eliminated.  Louisiana  v.  United  States,  85  S.  Ct.  817 
(1964);  United  States  v.  Mississippi,  339  F.  2d  679 
(CA5  1964);  United  States  v.  Duke,  332  F.  2d  759 
(CA5  1963).  Thus,  changing  the  examination  and 
one-for-one  certification  were  within  the  power  of 
the  courts  and  it  was  so  held  by  the  Court  of  Ap- 
peals. 

However,  the  court  orders  were  before  Washing- 
ton v.  Davis,  426  U.S.  229  (1976)  which  held  that  the 
fact  that  in  Washington,  D.C.,  four  times  as  many 
blacks  failed  the  police  examination  as  whites,  did 
not,  of  itself,  make  the  examination  unconstitu- 
tional. Other  later  cases  made  it  clear  that  the 
remedy  ordered  by  the  court  must  "fit  the  nature 
and  extent  of  the  constitutional  violation,"  in  other 
words,  must  not  be  too  harsh.  Dayton  Bd.  of  Ed.  v. 
Brinkman,  97  S.  Ct.  2766,  2774  (1977).  Thus,  in  this 
case  it  might  be  appropriate  for  the  court  to  consider 
the  appropriate  labor  force  or  pool,  rather  than  the 
racial  mix  of  the  entire  city.  For  example,  the  ratio 
of  minority  applicants  to  non-minority  applicants  is 
smaller  than  the  ratio  of  minorities  to  nonminorities 
in  the  population  mix  of  the  city,  which  might  mean 
that  less  would  have  to  be  hired.  Haze/wood  School 
Dist.  v.  United  States,  97  S.  Ct.  2736  (1977). 

Also,  the  court  orders  have  not  worked  out  as  ap- 
parently was  anticipated  by  the  courts.  Despite  in- 
tensive recruiting,  the  number  of  minority  ap- 
plicants, although  increased,  have  been  substantially 
below  the  proportion  of  minorities  in  the  total 


population  mix  of  the  city.  (For  the  1978  police  ex- 
amination the  proportion  of  minorities,  including 
orientals,  did  approximately  equal  the  proportion  of 
minorities  in  the  total  population  mix,  23  percent. 

Therefore,  two  things  could  happen,  the  Division 
of  Personnel  Administration  could  stop  giving  such 
deference  to  the  minorities  in  the  formulation  or 
elimination  of  examination  questions  and  in  the  set- 
ting of  low,  cut-off  scores.  I  believe  that,  if  it  did  so, 
on  the  basis  of  Washington  v.  Davis,  the  division 
would  be  upheld  by  the  courts.  Also,  in  view  of  the 
substantial  progress  which  has  been  made  to  date 
and  the  low  turnout  of  minority  applicants,  the 
courts  could  be  urged  to  reopen  the  cases  to 
eliminate  the  one-for-one  certification  requirement 
or  perhaps  change  it  to  one  to  two  or  one  to  three. 
Carter  v.  Gallagher,  452  F.  2d  315  (CA8  1972). 
Either  course  of  action  should  go  a  long  way  to  im- 
prove the  situation  where  the  35-scoring,  minority 
candidate  is  appointed  and  the  80-scoring,  non- 
minority  candidate  is  denied  appointment. 

The  directive  to  me  asks,  "What,  if  any,  legal  ac- 
tion may  be  taken  by  the  City  Council?"  The 
answer,  unfortunately  is  "none"  because  the  Coun- 
cil is  not  and  cannot  properly  be  a  party  to  the  court 
cases  and  has  no  power  over  the  Division  of  Person- 
nel Administration.  However,  the  Council  can  hold 
hearings  to  bring  out  any  of  the  information  set 
forth  above,  and  can  pass  resolutions  and  orders 
that  other  city  officials,  such  as  the  corporation 
counsel  or  the  police  or  fire  commissioners  take  cer- 
tain action.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
WAYS  AND  MEANS 

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  message  of  Mayor  and  orders  (referred 
February  14),  Docket  Nos.  0319,  0320,  0321,  0322, 
0323,  and  0324: 

At  the  request  of  the  Dorchester  United  Neighbor- 
hood Association,  the  Committee  held  a  public  hear- 
ing on  the  Police  Department  request  for  $3.5 
million.  Many  of  the  presidents  of  various  Dor- 
chester neighborhood  associations  were  present  and 
testified,  as  well  as  police  and  budget  officials. 

The  Police  Department  testified  that  the  so-called 
100  new  police  officers  will  not  be  officially  added  to 
the  Police  Department  until  sometime  in  late  June. 
This  means  that  with  the  training  period  involved, 
the  first  group  of  sixty  will  go  on  and  this  will  not 
have  an  effect  of  the  current  shortage  of  police  until 
sometime  in  late  1979  or  early  1980.  In  the  mean- 
time, they  testified  that  there  will  be  175  to  200 
retirements,  which  means  that  the  Police  Depart- 
ment will  fall  behind  by  that  number  in  the  current 
year  and  in  the  next  fiscal  year  there  will  be  another 
reduction  of  100  by  attrition.  The  number  of  police 
actively  on  duty  at  this  time,  taking  into  considera- 
tion  the  disabled   and   sick    list,   is   below   2,000 


uniformed  men,  which  is  a  dangerously  low  level. 

The  community  leaders  testified  that  they  would 
support  the  City  Council  in  their  effort  to  put  on  ad- 
ditional police,  even  to  the  extent  of  a  reduction  of 
some  other  services  less  important  to  them.  They 
stressed  the  fact  that  their  No.  1  priority  in  the 
budget  is  additional  police  to  provide  more  protec- 
tion in  their  communities.  They  cited  instances 
where  the  police  do  not  investigate  what  they  con- 
sider less  important  crimes,  such  as  house  breaks 
and  vandalism,  but  rather  have  only  the  capabilities 
of  investigating  the  more  serious  crimes  because  of 
the  shortage  and  inadequacy  of  the  police  force. 

Because  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  Police  Academy, 
which  is  only  capable  of  handling  sixty  students  at  a 
time,  the  City  Council  strongly  suggests  that  the 
academy  be  enlarged  to  accommodate  at  least  100 
per  class  so  we  can  add  200  policemen  in  any  given 
year.  Otherwise,  our  capability  will  be  sadly  lacking. 
In  addition,  the  retraining  and  refresher  courses  for 
some  of  the  policemen  could  be  undertaken  down- 
town with  the  construction  of  a  firing  range  within 
the  confines  of  the  city,  as  well  as  having  physical 
training  programs  conducted  at  the  academy.  At  the 
present  time,  the  academy  is  located  on  North  Street 
at  the  site  of  the  Old  District  1  and  the  cadets  must 
go  over  to  the  Paris  Street  gym  in  East  Boston  for 
physical  training  and  must  be  brought  out  to  Quincy 
for  firing  range  practice.  This  is  time-consuming. 
Funds  must  be  available  out  of  LEAA  grants  and 
some  other  programs  which  would  not  be  an  expense 
to  the  taxpapers. 

Community  leaders  contend  that  there  was  an  ex- 
odus of  residents  from  their  areas  due  to  the  lack  of 
police  protection.  One  community  leader  said  even 
police  who  lived  in  the  Dorchester  area  are  moving 
out  and  when  they  lived  in  the  area  they  were 
sometime  available  to  help  out.  They  were  critical 
that  because  of  the  lack  of  police  protection, 
businessmen  and  firms  were  moving  out.  They  cited 
the  supermarkets  closing  in  the  various  areas  of  Dor- 
chester that  have  become  such  an  issue.  Buinessmen 
can't  hire  for  their  own  protection  off-duty 
policemen  because  of  the  shortage. 

The  meeting  served  a  very  useful  purpose  that 
enabled  the  Committee  members  to  gauge  the  senti- 
ment of  the  community  leaders  in  Dorchester  re- 
garding fiscal  policy  for  this  year's  budget  and  the 
direction  the  City  Council  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means  should  proceed  in  the  appropriation  process 
for  the  coming  fiscal  budget. 

Without  a  question,  their  feeling  ran  consistently 
throughout  their  testimony  that  the  Police  Depart- 
ment must  have  additional  men,  at  least  to  a 
minimum  level  in  the  current  year  of  2,200,  and  even 
that  is  below  last  year's  strength  of  2,200  men.  Your 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means  is  in  total  agreement 
with  that  proposition  and  will  make  every  effort  to 
set  its  policy  in  that  direction. 

The  monies  recommended  for  passage  in  this  bud- 
get are  to  make  up  for  collective  bargaining  in  the 
Police  and  Fire  Departments  which  were  consum- 
mated after  the  last  budget  was  passed  and  the  funds 
have  been  used  for  that  purpose  in  the  payment  of 
back  wages  owed  to  the  Fire  and  Police  Department. 
The  current  appropriation  will  replace  the  monies 
taken  out  of  the  budget  for  that  purpose. 
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The  Department  of  Public  Works'  funds  are  for 
countercyclical  funds  which  were  not  available  to 
them  as  the  result  of  some  federal  cutbacks. 

The  Health  and  Hospitals'  appropriation  is  for 
budget  deficiencies  in  the  appropriation  process  by 
which  the  administration  underfunded  the  hospitals 
Department  up  to  the  necessary  appropriation  re- 
quest. 

The  printing  Department  is  for  supplies  and 
materials.  This  Committee  is  happy  to  note  that  the 
Printing  Department  is  now  paying  its  own  way  and 
is  not  running  in  the  red  as  previously  stated  by  the 
administration  when  they  wished  to  close  this  De- 
partment. With  all  the  work  mandated  by  the  City 
Council  in  their  last  budget  and  that  received  from 
the  various  City  Departments,  it  is  now  operating  at 
full  capacity  with  greatly  increased  efficiency  and 
production.  This  agency  is  definitely  a  very  vital 
function  that  is  a  necessary  part  of  the  City  of 
Boston  operation.  It  should  and  will  be  continued 
despite  the  effort  of  the  administration  in  the  past  to 
close  down  the  printing  plant,  which  except  for  the 
City  Council  action,  would  have  closed  two  year 
ago. 

The  Elderly  funds  are  for  administration  person- 
nel, particularly  elderly,  to  perform  the  services 
necessary  for  our  senior  citizens.  Because  of  the  cut- 
backs by  federal  and  state  agenices,  this  will  main- 
tain the  services  that  we  are  now  providing  to  our 
senior  citizens.  It  should  be  noted  that  despite  the 
additional  personnel  that  there  is  still  some  deficien- 
cies in  the  home  care  service  to  the  elderly  and  we 
should  strive  to  improve  that  service,  particularly  to 
those  who  do  not  live  in  public  and  private  senior 
citizens  developments. 

Therefore,  the  Committee  recommends  that  these 
appropriation  requests  be  approved. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  orders  were  severally 
passed.

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  has  under  con- 
sideration a  home  rule  measure  that  could  channel  to 
low-and  moderate-income  families  home  mortgage 
assistance  at  below-market  rates  of  interest  through 
city  sale  of  tax-exempt  bonds;  and 

Whereas,  Similar  programs  have  been  adopted  by 
cities  in  other  parts  of  the  country  as  the  escalating 
rates  of  interest  deny  families  the  opportunity  to  ac- 
quire their  own  homes;  and 

Whereas,  The  proposed  "City  of  Boston  Home 
Ownership  and  Rehabilitation  Assistance  Act  of 
1979"  provided  for  for  physical  upgrading  of  ex- 
isting structures  as  part  of  the  purchase  agreement 
guaranteeing  low-rate  mortgages;  and 

Whereas,  It  could  be  beneficial  to  this  city  were 
certain  public  housing  developments  to  become  tax- 
yielding  condominiums,  thus  resolving  the  problem 
of  receivership  now  looming  for  Boston  Housing 
Authority  properties;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mary  Ellen  McCormack  family- 
type  development  in  South  Boston,  oldest  in  the  city, 
has  after  forty  years  been  experiencing  the  pattern  of 
inadequate  maintenance  to  keep  apace  of  wear  and 
tear  on  the  physical  properties;  and 

Whereas,  Attention  must  be  directed  soon  to  save 
this  prime  housing  development  from  slipping  into 
the  sorry  state  of  deterioration  already  evident  in 
portions  of  other  public  housing  complexes;  and 

Whereas  Many  tenants  of  the  Mary  Ellen  McCor- 
mack development  are  long-term  residents  —  some 
families  into  second  and  third  generations;  and 

Whereas,  Some  of  there  would  be  interested  in  ac- 
quiring their  units  in  their  own  names  if  attractive  • 
financing  arrangements  could  be  made  to  help  them 
become  condominium  owners;  and 

Whereas,  The  precedent  for  turning  public  hous- 
ing into  private  ownership  was  established  many 
years  ago  in  the  transfer  of  Veterans'  Housing  pro- 
perties off  River  Street,  Mattapan,  to  individuals; 
and 

Whereas,  A  program  offering  units  at  the  Mary 
Ellen  McCormack  development  could  serve  as  a 
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pilot  to  help  determine  whether  it  should  be  ex- 
tended to  other  developments;  and 

Whereas,  Guidelines  could  be  stipulated  in  sales 
agreements  that  subsequent  transfer  of  con- 
dominiums be  to  families  of  persons  of  low-to 
moderate-income  status  in  keeping  with  the 
philosophy  for  which  housing  development  were 
built;  and 

Whereas,  The  concept  of  offering  public  housing 
units  as  condominiums  incorporates  many  complex- 
ities, it  would  serve  all  concerned,  particularly 
tenants,  to  have  full  exploration  of  all  facets  of  the 
finances;  and 

Whereas,  A  "bottom  line"  determinant  must 
always  be  the  scaling  of  principal,  interest,  and  tax 
costs  to  ability  of  prospective  owners  to  meet  these 
obligations;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  The  chairperson  of  the  Council's  Com- 
mittee on  Housing  is  authorized  to  schedule  a  public 
hearing  into  the  feasibility  of  such  a  proposal  and  in- 
vite appropriate  experts  from  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority,  the  city  administration  and  financial 
circles  to  give  information;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  The  committee  chairperson  is  authorized 
to  prepare  and  submit  in  advance  to  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  executive  director  and  board  re- 
quests for  information  as  follows: 

1.  Please  list  the  exact  street  address,  number 
of  units,  and  size  of  units,  inculding  number  of 
rooms  and  square  footage  for  apartments  in  the 
Mary  Ellen  McCormack  housing  development.

CORPORATION  COUNSEL  TO  DRAFT  LEG- 
ISLATION FOR  SPECIAL  LAW  AMEND- 
ING CBC,  ST.  6,  SEC.  252 

Whereas,  Under  the  present  provisions  of  city  of 
Boston  Code,  St.  6,  section  252,  the  city's  budget 
process  is  uncontrolled,  appropriations  approved  by 
the  City  Council  are  regularly  overspent,  and  excess 
revenues  are  used  without  appropriation  to  cover 
overspending;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  last  four  fiscal  years  spending 
deficits  have  totaled  $78.6  million  beyond  City 
Council  appropriations;  and 

Whereas,  Year-end  transfers,  as  permitted  by  the 
present  provisions  of  CBC,  St.  6,  section  252,  have 
amounted  to  as  much  as  46  percent  of  a 
department's  annual  spending;  and 

Whereas,   It  appears  that  the  City  Auditor  has 
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been  lax  and  ineffective  in  controlling  and  pro- 
hibiting the  spending  of  funds  that  are  unap- 
propriated; now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  before  March  21,  1979,  the  Cor- 
poration Counsel  shall  draft  and  submit  to  the  City 
Clerk  for  submission  to  the  City  Council  a  home  rule 
petition  to  the  legislature  which  would  amend  City 
of  Boston  Code,  St.  6,  section  252,  so  as  to  (1.)  re- 
quire recommendation  by  the  Mayor  and  approval 
by  2/3  of  the  City  Council  prior  to  transfer,  at  any 
time,  of  funds  from  one  city  department  or  agency 
to  another;  (2)  require  a  majority  vote  of  the  Council 
for  intra-departmental  transfers  or  intra-agency 
transfers;  and  be  it  further

Whereas,  At  MGH,  a  specialist  in  the  diseases  of 
the  heart  and  lungs,  he  was  a  prodigious  medical 
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scholar  and  the  author  of  four  books  and  more  than

Whereas,  Dr.  Knowles'  book,  "Respiratory  Phys- 
iology and  its  Clinical  Application,"  written  when 
he  was  chief  of  MGH's  pulmonary  disease  unit,  is

This  ordinance  shall  apply  to  information  relating 
to  citv  aeencies,  whether  stored  centrallv.  in  a  net- 
work informational  system,  or  a  data  bank  located 
any  distance  outside  Boston.  Upon  request  of  any 
citizen,  city  agency,  or  news  media  representative, 
information  shall  be  produced  for  inspection  and  a 
record  copy  issued  at  nominal  or  no  cost. 

This  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  confidential  per- 
sonal, medical,  or  criminal  record  information  and 
classifications    exempted    under    General    Laws, 


chapter  4,  section  7,  clause  26.

Dear  Mayor  White: 

The  following  information  is  submitted  in  re- 
sponse to  an  order  from  City  Council  dated 
January  31,  1979,  and  received  by  the  Commission 
on  February  14,  1979. 

Although  this  order  was  passed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  17F  of  the  City  Charter,  I  feel 
it  is  important  to  point  out  that,  as  mandated  by 
chapter  436  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts 
1977,  section  3,  the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer 
Commission  "shall  not  be  subject  to  the  super- 
vision of  the  department  of  public  works  of  the 
city  or  of  any  other  department,  commission, 
board,  bureau,  or  agency  of  the  city  except  to  the 
extent  and  manner  provided  in  this  act."  We 
interpret  this  to  mean  that  section  17F  does  not 
apply  to  the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission. 
I  am  pleased,  however,  to  submit  the  following 
information  in  the  spirit  of  cooperation  and  public 
service. 

1 — Q.  Why  were  the  three  fire  hydrants  in  the 
location  of  Sydney  Street  and  Savin  Hill 
Avenue,  Dorchester,  not  working  on  the 
night  of  January  19,  1979? 
1 — A.  Records  of  the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer 
Commission  indicate  that  only  one  hydrant, 
at  11  Sydney  Street,  was  found  to  be  frozen 
when  the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Com- 
mission forces  arrived  at  the  fire.  The  Boston 
Fire  Department  can  establsh  whether  other 
hydrants  were  frozen  and  subsequently 
thawed  prior  to  the  arrival  of  commission 
forces. 
2 — Q.  How   many   fire  hydrants   are   there  in  the 

City  of  Boston? 
2 — A.  There  are  13,327  fire  hydrants  in  the  City 

of  Boston. 
3 — Q.  How  many  hydrants  are,  at  this  time,  re- 
ported not  working? 
3 — A.  As  of  February  15,  1979,  458  hydrants  are 
reported  inoperable,  the  majority  being 
frozen.  The  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Com- 
mission is  continually  thawing  and  repairing 
those  hydrants  reported  inoperative.  Sixty- 
three  of  the  458  hydrants  are  out  of  service 
and  require  replacements.  It  is  important 
that  no  two  consecutive  hydrants  are  per- 
mitted to  be  out  of  service  at  any  time. 
Should  a '  hydrant  be  reported  inoperable 
next  to  another  out  of  service  hydrant,  one 
is  made  operable  immediately. 
4 — Q.  Are  the  fire  hydrants  inspected  on  a  regular 

basis?  By  whom? 
4 — A.  Although  the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer 
Commission  has  full  responsibility  for  the 
maintenance  of  every  public  hydrant  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  the  Fire  Department  has, 
since  1955,  performed  the  annual  inspection 
of  hydrants.  Beginning  in  September  and 
continuing  through  November,  the  various 
Fire  Department  companies  check  the 
hydrants  in  their  respective  districts. 
5 — Q.  What  steps  are  being .  taken  to  prevent 
further  freeze-ups  this  winter? 


5 — A.  The  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission 
and  the  Boston  Fire  Department  have 
launched  a  cooperative,  aggressive,  hydrant 
inspection  and  maintenance  program.  Each 
agency  has  assigned  staff  specifically  to  this 
program  and,  in  the  period  from  February 
2  through  15  alone,  the  Boston  Water  and 
Sewer  Commission  investigated  1,509  hy- 
drants. Of  these,  1,051  were  pumped  out 
and/or  had  minor  repairs  completed;  6  had 
major  repairs  completed;  373  were  found 
to  be  working  on  arrival;  16  were  wrong 
addresses  and,  as  stated  earlier,  63  are  out 
of  service  and  will  be  dug  out  and  replaced. 

6 — Q.  What  records  does  the  Water  and  Sewer 
Commission  keep  on  hydrants? 

6 — A.  The  Boston  Water  and  sewer  commission 
maintains  records  of  all  hydrant  repairs; 
records  of  all  hydrant  replacements;  records 
of  hydrants  repaired  which  are  submitted  to 
the  Fire  Department;  and  plans  which  show 
the  location  and  types  of  hydrants  through- 
out the  city.

The  Boston  Industrial  Development  Financing 
Authority  has  reviewed  and  considered  a  proposed 
industrial  deveolpment  project  to  be  used  by 
Hot-Top  Pavements,  Inc.,  a  Massachusetts  cor- 
poration (hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Com- 
pany"). The  Company  is  engaged  in  the  manu- 
facture of  bituminous  concrete.  Currently,  its 
principal  place  of  business  is  located  at  1586  Hyde 
Park  Avenue,  Boston,  Mass.  The  Company  pro- 
poses to  replace  and  improve  its  bituminous  con- 
crete manufacturing  plant  located  at  said  address. 

Said  industrial  development  project  will  consist 
of  (1)  the  acquisition  of  approximately  50,000 
square  feet  of  adjacent  land;  (2)  construction  of 
a  600-square-foot  control  house;  and  (3)  the 
purchase  and  installation  of  certain  bituminous 
concrete  manufacturing  plant  equipment,  including 
an  asphalt  plant  with  dryer  and  tower,  an  air 
filtration  and  pollution  control  system,  a  holding 
tank,  a  heated  storage  bin,  and  a  truck  scale. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  project  is  $795,000, 
which  breaks  down  generally  as  follows:  $170,000 
for  the  acquisition  of  land  and  buildings;  $25,000 


for  the  construction  of  a  new  building;  $550,000 
for  machinery  and  equipment;  and  $50,000  for 
professional  fees  (including  legal  and  architectural 
fees).  The  Company  plans  to  finance  $795,000  of 
project  costs  by  the  issuance  of  industrial  revenue 
bonds  by  the  city,  acting  by  and  through  the 
Authority,  and  will  finance  any  remaining  costs 
or  expenses  from  its  own  resources.  The  Com- 
pany has  expressed  its  willingness  to  enter  into 
agreements  whereby  it  will  make  payments  to  the 
city  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of  and  interest 
on  the  industrial  development  bonds  as  they  come 
due,  and  to  reimburse  the  city  for  or  indemnify 
the  city  against  any  expenses  or  costs  incurred 
hereafter  in  the  event  that  the  issuance  and  sale 
of  such  bonds  is  not  accomplished  as  contem- 
plated. 

Company  projections  call  for  the  retention  of 
twelve  employees  at  the  outset,  increasing  by  at 
least  four  over  the  next  one  to  two  years.  The 
project  will  contribute  to  the  alleviation  of  un- 
employment in  the  city,  provide  security  against 
future  unemployment  in  the  city,  and  be  of  benefit 
to  the  economy  of  the  city  and  the  Commonwealth. 

The  members  of  the  Authority  are  persuaded 
that  this  project  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  economy, 
and  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The 
members  believe  that  the  project  may  properly  be 
financed  through  the  issuance  of  industrial  de- 
velopment bonds  under  chapter  40D  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws,  and  that  it  warrants  the  assistance  of 
the  city  in  this  manner.  Accordingly,  we  respect- 
fully request  that  the  Mayor  recommend  to  the 
Honorable  City  Council,  and  we  do  hereby  rec- 
ommend to  the  City  Council,  that  it  approve  the 
industrial  development  project  for  the  Company, 
the  estimated  cost  thereof,  and  the  financing 
thereof  under  chapter  40D  of  the  General  Laws, 
all  as  required  by  section  12(1)  of  said  chapter 
40D.  The  members  of  the  Authority  and  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Company  will  undertake  to 
provide  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Honorable  City 
Council  any  additional  information  concerning  the 
project  which  you  may  request.

Minutes 

Mr.  Davis  convened  the  meeting  and  the  minutes 
of  the  previous  meeting  were  duly  approved. 
New  Business 

Mr.  Zeytoonjian  of  Hot-Top  Pavements,  Inc., 
together  with  Mr.  Joseph  Sullivan  his  legal  counsel, 
of  Rich,  May,  Bilodeau  &  Flaherty,  presented  to 
the  board  information  pertaining  to  expanding 
their  company  at  its  present  location,  1586  Hyde 
Park  Avenue,  Hyde  Park,  Mass.  The  Bay  Corpora- 
tion is  the  parent  company  of  Hot-Top  Pavements, 
Inc.  The  company  manufactures  bituminous  con- 
crete. It  is  the  only  such  business  in  Boston  and 
has  been  in  operation  for  approximately  thirty 
years  at  its  present  four-acre  location.  Due  to  its 
age  it  is  less  competitive  and  the  proposed  project 
is  to  acquire  50,000  square  feet  of  land  adjacent 
to  its  present  property  and  to  install  new  manu- 
facturing equipment.  The  City  of  Boston  accounts 
for  70  percent  of  its  sales.  The  board  inquired 
about  residential  opposition  to  the  project  and 
were  assured  there  was  none.  No  new  permits  are 
required.  The  board  members  and  staff  inquired  in 
detail  about  the  "Total  Project  Costs"  as  pre- 
sented in  the  MIFA  Project  Information  State- 
ment. Particular  attention  was  directed  at  the  cost 
of  fees  (legal,  underwriting,  architect,  etc.)  which 
the  board  felt  were  excessive.  Mr.  Sullivan  assured 
the  board  that  a  more  detailed  breakdown  would 
be  forthcoming.  Mr.  Davis  inquired  as  to  whether 
this  business  had  ever  done  business  with  Massport 
and  was  assured  they  had  not. 

The  board  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  the 
project.  Mr.  Davis'  affirmative  vote  was  con- 
tingent on  the  assumption  that  no  conflict  of 
interest  exists. 

Next  on  the  agenda  was  a  presentation  by  Hub 
Mail  Advertising  Service,  Inc.,  of  1000  Washington 
Street,  Boston,  Mass.  02118,  which  is  applying  for 
industrial  revenue  bonds  with  IDF  A  insurance. 
Mr.  Walter  S.  Beinheimer  II,  president  and  trea- 
surer, together  with  his  legal  counsel,  Mr.  San- 
domirsky of  Mirotz,  Levin,  Cohn,  Glovsky  & 
Popeo,  informed  the  board  regarding  this  project. 
Hub  Mail  Advertising  Service,  Inc.  has  been 
located  in  Boston  for  four  years  and  is  the  largest 
business  of  this  type  in  New  England.  It  presently 
employs  approximately  200  people.  It  is  in  the 
business  of  direct  advertising  and  mailing.  (The 
company  has  a  commercial  printing  business  in 
Somerville  which  is  not  included  in  this  project.) 
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Hub  Mail's  lease  expires  in  May  of  1981.  They 
also  have  some  leased  space  (storage)  in  a  Pappas 
building  which  they  plan  to  leave  if  the  project 
is  approved.  Hub  Mail  has  found  a  site  on  Mor- 
rissey  Boulevard  owned  by  Genesco  and  the  former 
location  of  "Girltown,"  a  clothing  retailer.  On 
the  site  are  two  buildings.  Hub  Mail  expects  to 
employ  fifty  more  people  if  the  move  is  completed 
and  their  employment  profile  is  predominantly 
semi-skilled  and  representative  of  minorities  and 
women.  The  board  discussed  the  proposal  and  the 
financial  aspects.  Legal  counsel  assured  the  board 
that  the  figures  presented  are  not  "written  in 
stone,"  but  are  approximate  and  Hub  Mail  is 
ready  to  enter  agreement  on  all  fees  on  the  bonds 
($2.3  million).  (At  this  juncture  the  board  voted 
affirmatively  on  this  project.) 

Mr.  Davis  voted  affirmatively  with  the  belief 
that  there  is  not  conflict  of  interest  because  to  his 
knowledge  Massport  has  no  relationship  with  Hub 
Mail  Adveritsing  Service,  Inc.  and  Pappas  and 
Company  and  this  change  would  not  be  to  Mass- 
port's  advantage.  Mr.  Davis  also  requested  IDFA's 
legal  counsel  opinion  on  this  matter. 

It  was  moved  by  Mr.  O'Leary  to  approve  as 
presented  the  new  IDFA  Project  Information  State- 
ment and  the  new  IDFA  booklet  describing  revenue 
bond  procedures.  The  move  was  approved  unani- 
mously. 

The  board  was  briefed  on  the  progress  being 
made  in  regard  to  the  IDFA  projects  of  Jessum 
Corporation  and  the  Children's  Museum.  There 
was  also  an  update  on  the  Commercial  Area  Re- 
vitalization  District  (CARD)  project  being  set  up 
by  the  BRA  for  downtown.

The  Company  proposes  to 
relocate  and  expand  its  operations  in  a  facility 
to  be  acquired  at  35-45  William  T.  Morrissey 
Boulevard  in  Boston. 

Said  industrial  development  project  will  consist 
generally  of  (1)  the  acquisition  of  approximately

Mr.  Davis  convened  the  meeting  and  the  minutes 
of  the  previous  meeting  were  duly  approved. 
New  Business 

Mr.  Zeytoonjian  of  Hot-Top  Pavements,  Inc., 
together  with  Mr.  Joseph  Sullivan,  his  legal  counsel, 
of  Rich,  May,  Bilodeau  &  Flaherty,  presented  to 
the  board  information  pertaining  to  expanding 
their  company  at  its  present  location,  1586  Hyde 
Park  Avenue,  Hyde  Park,  Mass.  The  Bay  Corpora- 
tion is  the  parent  company  of  Tot-Top  Pavements, 
Inc.  The  company  manufactures  bituminous  con- 
crete. It  is  the  only  such  business  in  Boston  and 
has  been  in  operation  for  approximately  thirty 
years  at  its  present  four-acre  location.  Due  to  its 
age  it  is  less  competitive  and  the  proposed  project 
is  to  acquire  50,000  square  feet  of  land  adjacent 
to  its  present  property  and  to  install  new  manu- 
facturing equipment.  The  City  of  Boston  accounts 
for  70  percent  of  its  sales.  The  board  inquired 
about  residential  opposition  to  the  project  and 
were  assured  there  was  none.  No  new  permits  are 
required.  The  board  members  and  staff  inquired  in 
detail  about  the  "Total  Project  Costs"  as  pre- 
sented in  the  MIFA  Project  Information  State- 
ment. Particular  attention  was  directed  at  the  cost 
of  fees  (legal,  underwriting,  architect,  etc.)  which 
the  board  felt  were  excessive.  Mr.  Sullivan  assured 
the  board  that  a  more  detailed  breakdown  would 
be  forthcoming.  Mr.  Davis  inquired  as  to  whether 
this  business  had  ever  done  business  with  Massport 
and  was  assured  they  had  not. 

The  board  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  the 
project.  Mr.  Davis'  affirmative  vote  was  con- 
tingent on  the  assumption  that  no  conflict  of 
interest  exists. 

Next  on  the  agenda  was  a  presentation  by  Hub 
Mail  Advertising  Service,  Inc.,  of  1000  Washington 
Street,  Boston,  Mass.  02118,  which  is  applying  for 
industrial  revenue  bonds  with  IDFA  insurance. 
Mr.  Walter  S.  Beinheimer  II,  president  and  trea- 
surer, together  with  his  legal  counsel,  Mr.  San- 
domirsky of  Mintz,  Levin,  Cohn,  Glovsky  & 
Popeo,  informed  the  board  regarding  this  project. 
Hub  Mail  Advertising  Service,  Inc.  has  been 
located  in  Boston  for  four  years  and  is  the  largest 
business  of  this  type  in  New  England.  It  presently 
employes  approximately  200  people.  It  is  in  the 
business  of  direct  advertising  and  mailing.  (The 
company  has  a  commercial  printing  business  in 
Sornerville  which  is  not  included  in  this  project.) 

Hub  Mail's  lease  expires  in  May  of  1981.  They 
also  have  some  leased  space  (storage)  in  a  Pappas 
building  which  they  plan  to  leave  if  the  project 
is  approved.  Hub  Mail  has  found  a  site  on  Mor- 
rissey  Boulevard  owned  by  Genesco  and  the  former 
location  of  "Girltown,"  a  clothing  retailer.

Whereas,  City  Council  passage  of  Docket  No. 
0129  would  approve  a  so-called,  home  rule  petition 
which,  once  approved,  would  effectively  remove 
the  City  Council  from  having  any  future  voice 
regarding  the  policies  of  the  proposed  parking 
violation  bureau,  excepting  whatever  influence  the 
Council  might  exert  through  its  budgetary  powers, 


passage  of  Docket  No.  0127  would  continue  to 
exclude  the  Council  from  the  making  of  policy 
regarding  the  magnitude  of  fines  imposed  for 
illegal  parking  and  passage  of  Docket  No.  0128 
would  continue  to  exclude  the  Council  from 
various  other  policy  questions  regarding  parking 
violations,  it  would  be  a  serious  mistake  to  pass 
the  said  orders  as  presently  drafted,  your  Com- 
mittee therefore  recommends  the  passage  of  the 
accompanying  order.

FURTHER  INTERIM  REPORT  OF  COMMIT- 
TEE ON  LAWS  AND  ORDINANCES 

Coun.  McDONOUGH,  for  the  Committee  on 
Laws  and  Ordinances,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  order  (referred  March  7)  that  the 
Committee  on  Laws  and  Ordinances  take  all  ne- 
cessary steps  for  a  thorough  research  and  review 
of  certain  city  agencies  with  a  view  toward  estab- 
lishing, reorganizing,  or  merging  them  in  accord- 
ance with  CBC,  St.  2,  sec.  752  and  in  particular 
with  regard  to  employment  rights  within  said 
agencies: 

During  recent  months,  reports  of  city  jobs, 
promotions,  and  pay  increases  as  rewards  for 
political  activity  have  been  prominent  in  our 
newspapers  and  the  Finance  Commission  has 
complained  of  these  practices.  The  Boston  Muni- 
cipal Research  Bureau  meanwhile,  has  reported 
loose  budget  procedures  and  deficit  spending. 

In  the  belief  that  the  complained-of  conditions 
in  many  ways  are  attributable  to  a  dozen  city 
agencies  which  have  been  created  in  violation  of 
the  City  Charter,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  above-cited  docket,  your  Com- 
mittee is  now  in  the  process  of  sorting  out  what 
is  going  on  in  these  agencies  and  what  can  be 
done  to  address  conditions  which  need  correction. 

At  this  early  stage  several  practices  of  the  ad- 
ministration appear  to  be  particularly  in  need  of 
attention.  In  an  era  of  dissatisfaction,  with  careless 
government  spending  and  consequent  high  taxes, 
the  White  administration  appears  to  be  uncon- 
cernedly engaged  in  unauthorized  expenditures  of 
public  funds,  the  ostensible  purpose  of  which  is 
the  support  of  programs  serving  a  public  purpose 
while  the  true  purpose  appears  to  be  the  per- 
petuation  of  the  present   city   administration. 

One  sickness  which  needs  an  immediate  remedy 
is  that  Mr.  White  regards  the  city  government  as 
his  personal  empire.  State  laws,  city  ordinances, 
appropriation  orders,  and  other  valid  Council 
orders  are  regarded  by  him  as  mere  obstacles  to 
be  circumvented  or  ignored.  As  a  result,  we  are 
now  faced  with  a  city  administration  that  is  out 
of  control  and  becoming  more  so  with  each 
passing  day.  It  is  clear  at  this  point  that  nothing 
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short  of   court   action   by   the   Council  can   cure 
this  municipal  disease. 

Accordingly,  your  Committee  at  this  time 
recommends  passage  of  the  accompanying  reso- 
lution. 

Whereas,  A  controversy  has  arisen  between  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Boston  City 
Council  as  to  the  respective  powers  of  the  Mayor 
and  the  Council  in  that 

a.  Without  the  approval  of  the  Council,  the 
Mayor  has  created  various  new  departments  and 
agencies  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  CBC, 
Statute  2,  section  752;  and 

b.  The  Mayor  has  hired  and  continued  to  retain 
in  the  employment  of  the  city  a  number  of  persons 
as  said  to  be  administrative  assistants,  secretaries, 
stenographers,  clerks,  telephone  operators,  and 
messengers  connected  with  his  office  —  said  num- 
ber being  greatly  in  excess  of  the  number  needed 
for  the  operation  of  his  office  and  in  violation  of 
the  provisions,  spirit,  and  intent  of  CBC,  Statute 
2,  section  7,  and  in  further  violation  of  an  ordi- 
nance passed  by  the  Council  on  February  21,  1979, 
which  limits  said  number  to  thirty;  and 

c.  The  Mayor  has  disapproved  and  disregarded 
conditions  attached  by  the  Council  to  its  approval 
of  expenditure  of  H.U.D.  funds  for  the  Charles- 
town  Navy  Shipyard  project,  that  certain  per- 
centages of  the  housing  in  said  project  be 
assigned  to  elderly  and  handicapped  persons,  and 
intends  to  expend  said  funds  without  reference  to 
said  conditions  in  violation  of  General  Laws, 
c.  44,  section  5  3 A;  and 

d.  The  Mayor  has  permitted  the  abuse  of  the 
city  budget  process  in  that  appropriations  ap- 
proved by  the  City  Council  are  regularly  overspent 
—  in  the  last  four  fiscal  years,  spending  deficits 
have  totalled  $78.6  million,  primarily  due  to  over- 
spending for  personnel;  and 

e.  Without  appropriation  by  the  City  Council, 
the  Mayor  has  permitted  excess  revenues  to  be 
used  to  cover  some  of  the  aforesaid  overspending; 
and 

f.  The  Mayor  has  indicated  that  he  will  not 
comply  with  an  ordinance  establishing  a  minimum 
of  2,300  police  officers  in  fiscal  1980  and  of  2,500 
in  fiscal  1981;  and 

g.  In  general,  the  Mayor  has  disregarded  and 
will  continue  to  disregard  the  legislative,  policy- 
making functions,  responsibilities,  and  duties  of 
the  Council  in  that,  in  the  pretext  that  the  Council 
is  taking  part  in  the  executive  or  administrative 
business  of  the  city  in  violation  of  CBC,  Statute  2, 
section  7,  he  has  and  will  continue  to  disobey 
provisions  of  the  City  Charter,  and  mandates  and 
conditions  imposed  on  him  by  the  Council;  and 

Whereas,  The  personnel  practices  referred  to 
above  have  resulted  in  a  large  pool  of  employees 
(1,209  at  the  present  time)  who  are  outside  Civil 
Service  are  hired,  and  may  be  fired,  and  whose 
salary  may  be  increased  at  the  uncontrolled  will 
of  the  Mayor  —  which  gives  the  Mayor  a  large 
political  force  under  his  control  at  the  expense 
of  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  Mayor  has,  in  violation  of  chapter 
55  of  the  General  Laws,  granted  and  apparently 
intends  to  continue  to  grant,  pay  increases  to 
employees  based  on  their  performance  in  political 
campaigns;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  retain  the  services 
of  Charles  F.  Choate  and  the  law  firm  of  Choate, 
Hall  &  Stewart  to  bring  suit  in  the  name  of  the 
Council  against  the  Mayor  to  obtain  a  declaratory 
judgment  as  to  the  powers,  duties,  and  responsi- 
bilities  of  the   Council    and  the    Mayor    and   to 


enjoin   the   Mayor   from   continuing   the   activities 
complained  of  above. 
The  report  was  accepted. 

Coun.  McDONOUGH  moved  that  the  resolu-

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
NEIGHBORHOOD  DEVELOPMENT 

Coun.  DiCARA,  for  the  Committee  on  Neigh- 
borhood Development,  submitted  the  following: 

1.  Report  on  message  and  order  (referred  Febru- 
ary 21)  approving  a  petition  for  a  special  law  re 
City  of  Boston  Home  Ownership  and  Rehabilita- 
tion Assistance  Act  of  1979  —  recommending  that 
the  order  ought  to  pass  in  the  following  new  draft: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  Clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  Article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  sub- 
stantially as  follows: 
Section  1.  Declaration  of  Public  Necessity. 

It  is  hereby  found  and  declared  that  as  a  result 
of  mounting  increases  in  the  financing  costs  of 
new  and  existing  residential  housing  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  and  of  continuing  increases  in  con- 
struction and  rehabilitation  costs,  heating  and 
electricity  expenses,  and  maintenance  and  repair 
expenses,  persons  of  low  and  moderate  income 
in  the  city  are  increasingly  unable  to  purchase, 
rehabilitate,  improve,  hold,  and  maintain  decent, 
safe,  and  sanitary  housing  providing  an  opportunity 
for  home  ownership;  that  the  inability  of  low- 
and  moderate-income  owners  of  owner-occupied, 
multi-unit  homes  to  purchase,  rehabilitate,  im- 
prove, hold,  and  maintain  such  homes  has  directly 
affected  the  supply  of  residential  housing  for 
rental  to  persons  of  low  and  moderate  income 
and  acutely  depressed  the  supply  of  such  housing 
at  rentals  which  persons  of  low  and  moderate 
income  can  afford;  that  an  adequate  supply  of 
residential  housing  available  for  home  ownership 
at  costs  which  persons  of  low  and  moderate 
income  can  afford  is  essential  to  the  continued 
stability  and  revitalization  of  the  neighborhoods 
of  the  city  and  that  the  present  shortage  of  such 
housing  in  inimical  to  the  safety,  health,  morals, 
and  welfare  of  the  residents  of  the  city  and 
inhibits  the  carrying  out  of  needed  redevelopment 
projects  and  results  in  the  continued  existence  and 
proliferation  of  substandard  and  decadent  housing, 
with  all  its  attendant  consequences  of  disease, 
crime,  and  high  costs  of  municipal  services  such 
as  welfare,  police,  and  fire  prevention. 

It  is  further  found  and  declared  that  the  cost 
of  financing  the  ownership,  construction,  im- 
provement, and  rehabilitation  of  residential  housing 
is  a  major  and  substantial  factor  affecting  the 
supply  of  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing;  that 
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a  major  cause  of  the  present  crisis  is  the  inadequate 
supply  of  residential  mortgage  funds  in  the  city 
at  interest  rates  which  are  at  a  level  at  which 
persons  of  low  and  moderate  income  can  afford 
to  purchase,  hold,  rehabilitate,  improve,  and 
maintain  such  housing;  that  existing  public  and 
private  programs  have  been  inadequate  to  stimu- 
late an  increase  in  such  mortgage  funds;  and  that 
private  enterprise  and  private  financial  institu- 
tions, without  the  assistance  contemplated  by  this 
act,  will  be  unable  to  increase  the  availibility  of 
such  mortgage  funds  thus  frustrating  the  main- 
tenance, rehabilitation,  improvement,  sale,  and 
purchase  of  new  and  existing  residential  housing 
in  the  city.  It  is  therefore  imperative  that  the 
cost  of  morgtage  financing,  which  materially 
affects  the  ability  of  persons  of  low  and  moderate 
income  to  purchase,  hold,  improve,  and  maintain 
their  homes,  be  made  lower,  to  help  alleviate  the 
shortage  of  adequate  housing,  to  stabilize  the 
neighborhoods  of  the  city,  to  increase  the  supply 
of  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  owner-occupied, 
multi-unit  homes  and  to  encourage  private  lending 
institutions  to  increase  the  supply  of  available 
mortgage  funds  in  all  areas  of  the  city. 

It  is  hereby  further  found  and  declared  that 
the  authority  and  powers  conferred  under  this  act 
constitute  a  serving  of  a  valid  public  purpose  and 
that  the  enactment  of  the  provisions  hereafter  set 
forth  is  in  the  public  interest. 
Section  2.  Short  Title. 

This  act  may  be  referred   to  and   cited   as  the 
"City  of  Boston  Home   Ownership  and   Rehabili- 
tation Assistance  Act  of  1979." 
Section  3.  Definitions. 

The  following  words  as  used  in  this  act  shall, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have  the 
following  meanings: 

a)  "annual  income,"  the  adjusted  gross  income, 
as  determined  under  the  applicable  provisions  of 
the  federal  internal  revenue  code  as  then  in  effect, 
of  a  person,  less  allowance  for  dependents, 
together  with  the  adjusted  gross  income  in  excess 
of  $1,000  of  all  other  persons  residing  or  intending 
to  reside  with  such  person  in  a  single,  residential 
dwelling  unit. 

b)  "bond"  or  "bonds,"  bonds,  notes,  including 
notes  in  anticipation  of  bonds,  certificates  of 
indebtedness,  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness 
issued  by  the  city  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

c)  "city,"  the  City  of  Boston. 

d)  "governmental  agency,"  the  United  States  of 
America,  the  Commonweatlh,  the  city,  or  any 
agency,  authority,  board,  commission,  department, 
public  corporation,  political  subdivision,  or  other 
public  instrumentality  of  any  thereof. 

e)  "home,"  real  property  and  improvements 
thereon  located  in  the  city  consisting  of  not  more 
than  eight  dwelling  units,  including  but  not  limited 
to  residential  condominium  or  cooperative  units 
(and  including  units  formerly  owned  by  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority),  owned  or  to  be  owned 
by  a  mortgagor  who  occupies  or  intends  to  occupy 
one  of  such  units. 

f)  "home  mortgage,"  a  loan,  including  a  home 
improvement  loan,  secured  by  a  mortgage  con- 
stituting a  lien  on  real  property  or  on  a  leasehold 
or  other  interest  in  real  property  located  in  the 
city  and  made  by  a  mortgage  lender  to  a  mort- 
gagor for  the  purpose  of  purchasing,  erecting, 
acquiring,  rehabilitating,  or  improving  a  home; 
provided  that  a  lien  on  such  property  may  not 
be   required   if   the    original  principal  amount    of 


such  loan  is  less  than  $15,000.  The  term  "home 
mortgage'"  as  used  in  this  act  shall  also  include 
a  participation  or  other  ownership  interest  in  a 
home  mortgage. 

g)  "mortgage  lender,"  any  bank,  mortgage 
broker,  mortgage  company  or  mortgage  banker, 
trust  company,  savings  bank,  cooperative  bank, 
credit  union,  national  banking  association,  fed- 
eral savings  and  loan  association  or  building  and 
loan  association  maintaining  an  office  in  the 
commonwealth,  or  any  insurance  company  author- 
ized" to  transact  business  in  the  commonwealth. 

h)  "mortgagor,"  a  natural  person  or  persons, 
or  a  trust  for  the  benefit  of  a  natural  person,  who 
is  the  obligor  on  a  home  mortgage. 

i)  "persons  of  low  income,"  those  persons 
whose  annual  income,  as  defined  in  section  3(a) 
hereof,  is  equal  to  or  less  than  the  maximum 
amount  which  would  make  them  eligible  for  resi- 
dential units  owned  or  leased  by  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority. 

j;  "persons  of  moderate  income,"  those  persons 
(other  than  persons  of  low  income)  whose  annual 
income,  as  defined  in  section  3(a)  hereof,  is  less 
than  the  amount  necessary  to  enable  them  to 
obtain  and  maintain  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
housing  without  the  expenditure  of  over  25  percent 
of  such  income  for  housing  expenses,  including 
the  provision  of  heat,  electricity,  hot  water,  and 
an  allowance  for  maintenance  and  repairs. 

k)  "revenues,"  all  revenues,  receipts,  payments, 
fees,  charges,  and  other  moneys  derived  by  the 
city  under  this  act  including,  without  limiting  the 
generality  of  the  foregoing,  payments  on  home 
mortgages,  proceeds  of  bonds,  fees  and  charges 
to  mortgage  lenders,  investment  earnings,  insurance 
proceeds,  and  the  proceeds  of  sale  or  other  disposi- 
tion of  home  mortgages,  homes,  collateral  and 
other  property,  real  or  personal,  acquired  or  held 
by  the  city  under  this  act. 

Section    4.    Purchase    and    Financing    of    Home 
Mortgages;  General  Powers. 

a)  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  powers 
hereinafter  granted,  the  city,  acting  by  and 
thtough  its  collector-treasurer  with  the  approval 
of  the  mayor  and  without  further  authority,  shall 
have  the  power,  subject  to  the  limitations  estab- 
lished by  section  5  hereof,  to  purchase,  and 
contract  and  enter  into  advance  commitments  to 
purchase,  and  take  assignments  from  mortgage 
lenders  of,  home  mortgages  owned  or  to  be 
owned  by  mortgage  lenders,  including  securities 
and  other  obligations  of  mortgage  lenders  secured 
by  or  representing  an  interest  in  home  mortgages, 
and  to  make  loans  to  mortgage  lenders  for  the 
purpose  of  financing  such  home  mortgages,  under 
such  terms  and  conditons  as  the  collector-treasurer 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  shall  determine. 

b)  In  addition  to  the  other  rights  and  powers 
enumerated  in  this  act  or  heretofore  or  hereafter 
granted  by  general  and  special  law,  the  city,  acting 
by  and  through  its  collector-treasurer  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  and  without  further 
authority,  may,  subject  to  the  limitations  estab- 
lished by  section  5  hereof: 

1)  make  and  execute  contracts  and  all  other 
instruments  necessary  or  convenient  for  the 
exercise  of  its  powers  and  functions  under  this 
act  with  any  governmental  agency,  private  cor- 
poration, mortgage  lender,  or  other  entity  or 
individual; 

2)  make  and  execute  contracts  with  mortgage 
lenders  for  the  origination  and  servicing  of  home 
mortgages  or  interests  therein  acquired  or 
financed   by  the  city  pursuant  to  this  act,  and, 
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without  further  appropriation,  pay  or  cause  to 
be  paid  the  reasonable  value  of  services  rendered 
to  the  city  pursuant  to  such  contracts; 

3)  establish,  and  revise  from  time  to  time, 
and  charge  and  collect  from  mortgage  lenders 
and  mortgagors  fees  and  charges  in  connection 
with  home  mortgages  acquired  or  financed  by 
it  under  this  act; 

4)  procure  insurance  or  guarantees  from  any 
governmental  agency  or  any  public  or  private 
insurance  company  or  carrier  against  any  loss 
in  connection  with  any  home  mortgage  acquired 
or  financed  by  it  hereunder  or  for  the  payment 
of  any  obligations,  including  home  mortgages, 
held  by  it  hereunder  or  of  any  bonds  issued 
by  it  under  this  act  in  such  amounts  and  from 
such  insurers,  licensed  to  do  business  in  the 
commonwealth,  as  may  be  necessary  or  desir- 
able, and  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid,  without 
further  appropriation,  the  premiums  or  costs 
thereof; 

5)  apply  for,  accept  and,  notwithstanding  the 
provisions  of  section  53  and  53A  of  chapter  44 
of  the  general  laws,  expend  without  appropria- 
tion, on  its  own  behalf  or  on  behalf  of  any 
person,  advances,  loans,  grants,  contributions, 
guaranties,  rent  supplements,  mortgage  assistance, 
and  any  other  form  of  financial  assistance  from 
any  governmental  agency,  or  any  other  source, 
public  or  private,  for  any  of  the  purposes  of 
this  act  and  to  include  in  any  contract  for 
financial  assistance  such  conditions  as  it  may 
deem  reasonable  and  appropriate  and  which  are 
not  inconsistent  with  the  purposes  of  this  act. 
Notwithstanding  chapter  74  of  the  Acts  of  1945, 
as  amended,  the  application,  acceptance,  and 
expenditure  of  grants,  loans,  or  other  financial 
assistance  from  governmental  agencies  or  others 
under  this  act  shall  not  require  the  approval  of 
the  governor  or  the  emergency  finance  board 
established  by  chapter  49  of  the  Acts  of  1933 
and  such  application,  acceptance,  and  expendi- 
ture may  be  carried  out  by  the  collector-treasurer 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  without 
further  approval  or  appropriation; 

6)  purchase,  and  contract  and  make  commit- 
ments to  purchase,  notes,  bonds  or  other  obliga- 
tions issued  by  mortgage  lenders,  and  make 
loans  to  mortgage  lenders,  for  the  purpose  of 
financing  home  mortgages  for  persons  of  low 
and  moderate  income;  and  determine  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  any  such  securities,  obliga- 
tions, or  loans  and  the  security  therefor  to  be 
provided  by  mortgage  lenders  including,  without 
limitation,  any  collateral,  reserves,  or  other 
property  pledged  or  otherwise  held  for  the 
payment  thereof; 

7)  notwithstanding  sections  54  and  55  of 
chapter  44  of  the  general  laws  or  any  other 
general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  invest 
any  proceeds  of  bonds  pending  disbursement  for 
the  purposes  of  this  act,  or  any  revenues  re- 
ceived by  the  city  under  this  act  or  held  in  any 
reserve  or  other  fund  or  account  hereunder  or 
under  any  trust  agreement  securing  bonds,  in 
such  investments  as  may  be  lawful  for  savings 
banks  in  the  commonwealth  and  in  such  amounts 
in  such  banks  or  trust  companies,  within  or 
without  the  commonwealth,  and  for  such  periods 
of  time  as  the  collector-treasurer  shall  deem 
necessary  or  desirable; 

8)  borrow  money,  incur  indebtedness,  and 
issue  its  bonds,  as  hereinafter  provided; 

9)  subject  to  any  agreement  with  bondholders, 
mortgage,  pledge,  or  grant  security  interests  in, 


and  sell,  convey  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  with 
or  without  public  bidding,  any  home  mortgages 
or  interests  therein,  notes,  collateral,  or  other 
property  acquired  or  held  by  it  hereunder  for 
such  prices  and  at  such  times  as  the  collector- 
treasurer  may  determine; 

10)  subject  to  any  agreement  with  bond- 
holders, renegotiate,  refinance,  or  foreclose,  or 
contract  for  renegotiation,  refinancing,  or  fore- 
closure of,  any  home  mortgage  or  other  loan 
made  hereunder  in  default;  waive  any  default 
or  consent  to  the  modification  of  the  terms 
of  any  home  mortgage  or  loan;  commence 
any  action  to  protect  or  enforce  any 
right  conferred  upon  it  by  any  law,  home 
mortgage,  loan,  contract,  or  other  agreement 
made  hereunder,  and  bid  for  and  purchase  the 
property  or  other  collateral  securing  a  home 
mortgage  or  other  loan  in  default  at  any 
foreclosure  or  other  sale,  or  acquire  or  take 
possession  of  any  such  property  or  collateral, 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  necessary  to  protect 
its  interests  and  the  interest  of  bondholders; 

11)  subject  to  any  agreement  with  bond- 
holders, consent  to  any  modifications  with 
respect  to  rate  of  interest,  time  and  payment  of 
any  installment  of  principal  or  interest,  security 
or  any  other  term  of  any  contract,  home  mort- 
gage, home  mortgage  commitment,  loan,  or 
agreement  of  any  kind  to  which  it  is  a  party 
for  the  purposes  of  this  act; 

12)  do  all  things  necessary,  convenient  or 
desirable  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act 
and  the  powers  expressly  granted  or  necessarily 
implied  in  this  act. 

c)  Subject  to  section  5  of  this  act,  contracts 
for  the  purchase,  financing,  origination,  servicing, 
and  sale  of  home  mortgages  by  the  city  under 
this  act,  whether  with  mortgagors,  mortgage  lend- 
ers, governmental  agencies,  or  any  other  person, 
for  the  sale  of  bonds  and  for  legal,  financial,  and 
other  consulting  or  custodial  services,  for  the 
purchase,  construction,  or  improvement  by  mort- 
gagors of  any  home  financed  in  whole  or  in  part 
by  a  home  mortgage  purchased  or  financed  here- 
under, and  any  other  contracts  or  agreements 
authorized  hereunder  or  relating  to  the  powers 
of  the  city  granted  hereby,  shall  not  be  subject 
to  the  requirements  of  sections  29  and  29A  and 
sections  44A  through  44M  of  chapter  149  of  the 
general  laws,  sections  39F  through  39P  of  chapter 
30  of  the  general  laws,  chapter  418  of  the  Acts 
of  1890,  as  amended,  sections  23,  24,  and  30  of 
chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909,  as  amended, 
sections  3,  4,  4A,  and  4B  of  chapter  40  of  the 
general  laws  or  any  other  general  or  special  law 
or  ordinance,  rule,  or  regulation  of  the  city  per- 
taining to  competitive  bidding  or  the  terms,  form, 
execution  or  award  of  public  contracts.  Notwith- 
standing the  foregoing,  nothing  herein  shall  exempt 
any  home  financed  by  a  home  mortgage  purchased 
or  financed  hereunder  from  the  provisions  of  the 
stale  sanitary  code  or  of  any  other  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  or  any  ordinances,  rules,  or  regu- 
lations of  the  city  otherwise  applicable  to  the 
acquisition,  construction,  and  improvement  of 
such  home. 

d)  The  sale  or  other  disposition  of  any  home 
mortgage,  collateral,  or  other  property,  security, 
or  obligation  acquired  by  the  city  hereunder  or  of 
any  home  acquired  by  the  city  upon  any  default, 
foreclosure,  or  any  action  on  a  home  mortgage 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  15 
of  chapter  40  of  the  general  laws  or  section  17E 
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of  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended. 
Section    5.    Conditions    with    Respect    to    Home 
Mortgages;   Rules  and  Regulations. 

a)  No  home  mortgage  shall  be  purchased  by 
the  city  hereunder  unless  (1)  the  mortgage  lender 
who  made  the  home  mortgage  certifies  to  the 
city  that  the  home  securing  such  home  mortgage 
is  or  will  be  owned  and  occupied  by  a  person  of 
low  or  moderate  income;  or  (2)  the  mortgage 
lender  is  obligated  by  the  terms  of  such  purchase 
to  reinvest  the  net  proceeds  thereof  in  new  home 
mortgages  for  persons  of  low  or  moderate  income 
in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  substantially 
equal  to  the  amount  of  such  net  proceeds. 

b)  No  loan  to  a  mortgage  lender  shall  be  made 
by  the  city  hereunder  unless  the  mortgage  lender 
is  obligated  by  the  terms  of  such  loan  to  reinvest 
the  net  proceeds  thereof  in  new  home  mortgages 
for  persons  of  low  or  moderate  income  in  an 
aggregate  principal  amount  substantially  equal  to 
the  amount  of  such  net  proceeds. 

c)  The  city  shall  not  purchase  or  finance  a  new 
home  mortgage  made  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
financing an  existing  mortgage  loan  of  the  mort- 
gagor unless  the  mortgage  lender  who  made  the 
new  home  morgtage  certifies  to  the  city  that  the 
new  home  mortgage  will  also  finance  improvement 
or  rehabilitation  costs  equal  to  such  percentage, 
not  less  than  10  percent,  as  the  collector-treasurer 
shall  determine,  of  the  value  of  the  home  securing 
such  home  mortgage  prior  to  improvement  or 
rehabilitation. 

d)  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  authorize  a  rent 
increase  prohibited  by  law.  The  collector-treasurer 
shall  also  establish  such  standards  and  restrictions 
governing  the  purchase  or  financing  of  new  home 
mortgages  for  the  improvement  or  rehabilitation 
of  homes  of  two  or  more  dwelling  units  as  he  shall 
deem  necessary  or  desirable  to  reasonably  mini- 
mize displacement  of  existing  tenants  of  such  units. 

e)  The  collector-treasurer  shall  require  each 
mortgage  lender  from  which  or  through  which 
home  mortgages  are  purchased  or  financed  here- 
under to  submit  to  the  collector-treasurer  or  his 
designee  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  collector- 
treasurer  of  the  ability  and  intention  of  such 
mortgage  lender  to  originate  home  mortgages  and 
to  comply  with  any  standards  and  requirements 
established  by  this  act  or  by  the  collector-treasurer 
pursuant  to  paragraph  (f)  of  this  section.  The  city 
shall  require  each  mortgage  lender  from  which  the 
city  has  purchased  a  home  mortgage  or  to 
which  the  city  has  made  a  loan  to  submit  periodic 
reports  to  the  collector-treasurer  or  his  designee 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  information  on  the 
geographic  distribution  of  home  mortgages  pur- 
chased or  financed  by  the  city,  and  the  terms  and 
types  of  home  mortgages  purchased  or  financed 
hereunder.  The  collector-treasurer  or  his  designee 
shall  file  a  copy  of  any  such  periodic  report  with 
the  city  clerk,  and  a  notice  of  such  filing  shall  be 
posted  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk. 

f)  The  collector-treasurer,  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor,  may  establish,  in  any  financing  or 
related  documents  pertaining  to  the  purchase  or 
financing  of  home  mortgages  hereunder,  such 
standards  and  requirements  applicable  to  such 
purchase  or  financing  as  he  deems  necessary  or 
desirable  including  but  not  limited  to:  (1)  the 
time  within  which  mortgage  lenders  must  make 
commitments  and  disbursements  for  home  mort- 
gages; (2)  the  location,  maximum  and  minimum 
values,  and  other  characteristics  of  homes;  (3) 
the  terms  and  conditions  of  home  mortgages  in- 
cluding   their    principal    amount,    loan    to    value 


ratio,  rate  or  rates  of  interest,  and  restrictions 
thereon,  and  restrictions  on  the  return  realized 
thereon  by  mortgage  lenders;  (4)  the  income  and 
orher  credit  characteristics  of  mortgagors;  (5)  the 
amounts  and  types  of  insurance  coverage  required 
on  homes,  home  mortgages,  bonds,  and  mortgage 
lenders;  and  (6)  such  other  regulations  and  re- 
strictions governing  the  selection  of  mortgagors 
and  the  making,  purchase,  and  financing  of  mort- 
gage loans  and  the  security  therefor  as  he  shall 
deem  advisable  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  this 
act. 

g)  A  present  or  former  employee  of  the  com- 
monwealth, or  of  any  political  subdivision  thereof, 
or  of  any  state,  county,  or  municipal  agency  as 
defined  in  chapter  268A  of  the  general  laws  may 
become  a  mortgagor  hereunder  notwithstanding 
anything  in  said  chapter  268A  to  the  contrary. 

h)  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  fore- 
going provisions  of  this  section,  the  rate  or  rates 
of  interest  borne  by  mortgage  loans  purchased  by 
the  city  hereunder  and  by  loans  to  mortgage 
lenders  hereunder  and  such  other  fees  and  charges 
as  shall  be  established  by  the  collector-treasurer 
with  respect  to  mortgage  loans  and  the  purchase 
and  financing  thereof  shall  be  so  fixed  and  ad- 
justed in  respect  to  the  aggregate  receipts  of  the 
city  derived  therefrom  to  provide  revenues  at 
least  sufficient,  together  with  all  other  funds  from 
governmental  agencies  or  other  sources  to  be 
received  by  the  city  in  connection  with  this  act, 
(1)  to  pay  or  provide  for  all  expenses  of  the  city 
incured  under  this  act;  (2)  to  pay  or  provide  for 
the  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on 
all  bonds  issued  under  this  act  as  the  same  become 
due  and  payable;  (3)  to  create  and  maintain  such 
reserves  as  may  be  required  by  any  trust  agree- 
ment securing  bonds;  and  (4)  to  pay  or  pro- 
vide for  any  and  all  amounts  which  the  city  may 
be  obligated  to  pay  or  provide  for  by  this  act  or 
any  contract  under  this  act  including  any  contract 
under  this  act  including  any  contract  with  or  for 
the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  bonds. 
Section  6.  Findings. 

Prior  to  the  delivery  of  any  bonds  hereunder 
the  proceeds  of  which  will  be  used  by  the  city 
to  purchase  or  finance  home  mortgages,  the 
collector-treasurer  shall  find  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  mayor: 

1)  that  there  then  exists  within  the  city  a 
shortage  of  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing 
available  for  home  ownership  at  costs  which 
persons  of  low  and  moderate  income  can  reason- 
ably afford; 

2)  that  there  then  exists  an  inadequate  supply  of 
home  mortgage  funds  in  normal  banking  channels 
within  the  city  at  interest  rates,  downpayment 
requirements,  or  other  costs  which  persons  of  low 
and  moderate  income  can  reasonably  afford; 

3)  that  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  available  to 
finance  home  mortgages  together  with  the  then 
unexpended  proceeds  of  any  prior  bonds  issued 
hereunder  to  finance  home  mortgages  is  reasonable 
in  relation  to  the  demand  for  home  mortgage 
funds  then  present  in  the  city  and  the  supply  of 
such  funds  from  sources  other  than  the  city 
under  this  act; 

4)  that  the  issuance  of  such  bonds  and  the 
application  of  their  proceeds  to  the  financing  of 
home  mortgages  hereunder  will  reasonably  in- 
crease the  supply  of  home  mortgage  funds  within 
the  city  at  interest  rates,  down-payment  require- 
ments, and  other  costs  which  persons  of  low  and 
moderate  income  can  reasonably  afford; 
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5)  that  with  respect  to  homes  consisting  of  two 
or  more  dwelling  units  to  be  financing  by  such 
home  mortgages,  provision  has  been  made  to 
reasonably  minimize  displacement  of  existing 
tenants  of  such  units  who  are  persons  of  low 
and  moderate  income;  and 

6)  that  adequate  standards  and  restrictions  have 
been  imposed  upon  mortgage  lenders  to  reasonably 
ensure  that  the  home  mortgages  financed  with 
the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  will  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  and  that  such  mortgage 
lenders  have  financial  resources  reasonably  suffi- 
cient to  carry  out  their  commitments  to  the  city 
in  accordance  herewith. 

Section  7.  Revenue  Bonds. 

a)  The  city,  acting  by  its  collector-treasurer 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  the  city 
council  and  without  further  authority,  may  from 
time  to  time  provide  for  the  issuance  of  and 
issue  bonds  in  one  or  more  series  for  any  purpose 
authorized  by  this  act  including  paying  or  refund- 
ing temporary  notes  issued  in  anticipation  of 
bonds.  The  approval  of  the  city  council  shall 
require  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members 
of  the  council  passed  after  two  separate  readings 
which  may  take  place,  notwithstanding  any  gen- 
eral or  special  law,  ordinance,  or  rule  of  the 
council  to  the  contrary,  at  the  same  session  of  the 
council.  The  principal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and 
interest  on  all  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  payable  solely  from  revenues 
as  provided  herein.  Without  limiting  the  generality 
of  the  foregoing,  bonds  may  be  issued  to  defray, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  the  costs  of  purchasing, 
financing,  or  funding  the  making  of,  home  mort- 
gages, to  pay  the  costs  of  issuing  such  bonds, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  costs  of  studies 
and  surveys,  insurance  premiums,  underwriting 
fees,  legal,  accounting,  marketing,  and  other  con- 
sulting services  and  trustee,  custodian  and  rating 
agency  fees,  to  pay  interest  on  such  bonds  pending 
the  application  of  their  proceeds  to  the  purchase 
or  financing  of  home  mortgages,  to  provide  re- 
serves for  debt  service  or  other  expenses  as  may 
be  required  by  or  provided  in  any  trust  agreement 
securing  bonds,  or  any  combination  of  the  fore- 
going. 

b)  The  bonds  of  each  issue  shall  be  dated,  shall 
bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates,  shall  mature  at 
such  time  or  times,  not  exceeding  forty  years  from 
their  dates,  and  may  be  redeemable  before  ma- 
turity at  the  option  of  the  city  at  such  price  or 
prices,  with  or  without  premium,  and  under  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  fixed  by  the 
collector-treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor,  prior  to  the  issue  of  the  bonds.  The 
collector-treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor, 
shall  determine  the  form  of  the  bonds,  including 
interest  coupons,  if  any,  to  be  attached  thereto, 
and  shall  fix  the  denomination  or  denominations 
of  the  bonds  and  the  places  or  places  of  payment 
of  principal,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest,  which 
may  be  any  bank  or  trust  company  within  or 
without  the  Commonwealth.  All  bonds  issued 
hereunder  shall  be  signed  by  the  manual  or 
facsimile  signature  of  the  collector-treasurer  and 
countersigned  by  the  manual  or  facsimile  signature 
of  the  mayor,  and  shall  have  affixed  thereon  the 
seal  of  the  city  or  a  facsimile  thereof  attested 
by  the  manual  or  facsimile  signature  of  the 
city  clerk  and  the  coupons,  if  any,  appertaining 
thereto  shall  bear  the  manual  or  facsimile  signa- 
ture of  the  collectoMreasurer.  In  case  any  officer 
whose  signature  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  appear 


on  any  bonds  or  coupons  shall  cease  to  be  such 
officer  before  the  delivery  thereof,  such  signature 
or  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  suffi- 
cient for  all  purposes  as  if  such  officer  had 
remained  in  office  until  after  such  delivery.  The 
bonds  may  be  issued  as  serial  bonds  or  term 
bonds  or  a  combination  thereof,  in  bearer  or  in 
registered  form,  or  both,  and,  if  temporary  notes, 
may  be  made  payable  to  bearer  or  to  order,  and 
provisions  may  be  made  for  the  registration  of 
any  coupon  bearer  bonds  as  to  principal  only  or 
also  as  to  both  principal  and  interest,  for  the 
reconversion  into  coupon  bonds  of  bonds  registered 
as  to  both  principal  and  interest  and  for  inter- 
change of  registered  and  coupon  bonds.  The  city 
niiy  sell  bonds  authorized  hereunder  in  such 
manner,  either  at  public  or  private  sale,  and  for 
such  price,  whether  at  par,  at  a  premium,  or  at 
a  discount,  as  the  collector-treasurer,  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor,  may  determine. 

c)  Bonds  issued  from  time  to  time  by  the  city 
under  the  authority  of  this  act  shall  not  be 
included  in  determining  any  limit  of  indebtedness 
of  the  city  as  established  by  law.  The  authorization 
and  issuance  of  bonds  under  this  act,  and  the 
application  and  investment  of  the  proceeds  thereof, 
shall  be  governed  solely  by  the  provisions  of  this 
act  and  of  any  trust  agreement  securing  the 
same  or  providing  for  their  issuance,  and  such 
bonds  and  the  authorization  and  issue  thereof 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter 
44  of  the  general  laws  or  the  provisions  of  any 
other  law,  general  or  special,  or  any  ordinance, 
rule,  or  regulation  of  the  city  pertaining  to  the 
issuance  of  bonds,  loans,  notes,  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness  except  as  otherwise  expressly  pro- 
vided herein. 

d)  The  aggregate  principal  amount  of  bonds  of 
the  city  outstanding  at  any  one  time  under  this 
act  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $100,000,000; 
provided  that,  in  computing  the  amount  of  such 
bonds  outstanding  at  any  time,  bonds  for  the 
payment  or  redemption  of  which  refunding  bonds 
have  been  issued  by  the  city  under  section  9 
hereof  shall  be  excluded. 

e)  Notwithstanding  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  or  any  recitals  in  any  bonds  issued  hereunder, 
all  such  bonds  shall  be  deemed  to  be  investment 
securities  under  the  Uniform  Commercial  Code. 
Section  8.  Trust  Agreement. 

a)  In  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer, 
bonds  issued  hereunder  may  be  secured  by  one  or 
more  trust  agreements  between  the  city  and  a 
corporate  trustee,  which  may  be  any  trust  company 
or  any  bank  having  the  powers  of  a  trust  company 
within  or  without  the  commonwealth,  including  a 
mortgage  lender,  and  any  such  trust  agreement 
shall  be  in  such  form  and  executed  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  determined  by  the  collector-treasurer 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor.  Subject  to  any 
agreement  with  bondholders,  a  trust  agreement 
may  pledge,  assign,  or  grant  security  interests  in, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  holders  of  bonds,  any  or  all 
of  the  revenues  and  other  moneys  received  by  the 
city  under  this  act  and  may  pledge,  assign,  or 
grant  security  interests  in  any  home  mortgages 
or  interest  therein,  notes,  collateral,  or  other 
property  acquired  or  held  hereunder.  Any  trust 
agreement  may  contain  such  provisions  for  pro- 
tecting and  enforcing  the  rights,  security,  and 
remedies  of  the  bondholders  as  may  be  reasonable 
and  proper  and  not  in  violation  of  law,  including, 
without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing, 
provisions  and  covenants  as  to  (1)  the  use  and 
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disposition  of  revenues  and  other  receipts  from 
home  mortgages  and  mortgage  lenders,  including 
the  creation  of  reserves,  and  the  regulation  and 
disposition  thereof;  (2)  limitations  on  the  purposes 
to  which  the  proceeds  of  bonds  may  be  applied; 
(3)  limitations  on  the  issuance  of  additional  bonds, 
the  terms  upon  which  additional  bonds  may  be 
issued  and  secured  and  the  redemption  and 
refunding  of  outstanding  bonds;  (4)  the  appoint- 
ment of  one  or  more  banks  or  trust  companies 
within  or  without  the  commonwealth  to  act  as 
trustee,  paying  agent,  or  registrar,  or  custodian  of 
revenues,  collateral,  home  mortgages,  or  other 
property;  (5)  the  procedure,  if  any,  by  which  the 
terms  of  any  contract  with  bondholders  may  be 
amended  or  abrogated,  the  percentage  of  bond- 
holders that  must  consent  thereto,  and  the  manner 
in  which  such  consent  must  be  given;  (6)  pro- 
visions defining  defaults  and  providing  for  rem- 
edies in  the  event  thereof  which  may  include, 
without  limitation,  the  acceleration  of  principal 
payments;  and  (7)  the  duties  of,  and  limitations 
on,  the  city  in  relation  to  the  financing,  acquisition, 
holding  and  sale  of  home  mortgages  and  securities 
and  other  obligations  of  mortgage  lenders,  the 
custody,  safeguarding,  investment  and  disposition 
of  home  mortgages,  notes,  bonds  and  revenues, 
the  fixing,  revising,  and  collection  of  fees  and 
charges  from  mortgage  lenders,  mortgagors,  and 
others  and  the  making  and  amending  of  contracts. 

b>  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  bank  or  trust 
company  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth to  act  as  a  depository  or  trustee  of 
the  proceeds  of  bonds,  revenues,  or  other  property 
under  any  trust  agreement  hereunder  and  to 
furnish  such  indemnifying  bonds  or  to  pledge 
such  securities  as  may  be  required  by  the  city. 
Any  such  trust  agreement  may  set  forth  the  rights 
and  remedies  of  bondholders  and  of  the  trustee 
and  may  restrict  the  individual  right  of  action  by 
bondholders.  Nothwithstanding  any  general  or 
special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  pledge  of  any  such 
trust  agreement,  and  the  pledge  from  a  mortgage 
lender  to  the  city  of  any  home  mortgage  or  other 
collateral,  or  participation  in  a  home  mortgage, 
and  the  payments  thereon  from  the  mortgagor, 
mortgage  lender,  or  any  insurance  policy  thereon, 
shall  be  valid  and  binding  and  shall  be  deemed 
continuously  perfected  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Uniform  Commercial  Code  from  the  time  the 
pledge  is  made;  unless  otherwise  provided  in  the 
trust  agreement  or  any  contract  with  mortgage 
lenders,  the  pledge  of  any  revenues  or  other 
property  thereunder  shall  include  any  contract  or 
other  right  to  receive  the  same,  whether  then 
existing  or  thereafter  coming  into  existence  and 
whether  then  held  or  thereafter  acquired  by  the 
city,  and  the  proceeds  thereof;  the  home  mort- 
gages, notes,  collateral,  or  other  property,  revenues, 
rights,  and  proceeds  so  pledged  shall  immediately 
be  subject  to  the  lien  of  such  pledge  without  any 
physical  delivery  or  segregation  thereof  or  further 
act;  and  the  lien  of  such  pledge  shall  be  valid  and 
binding  against  all  parties  having  claims  of  any 
kind  in  tort,  contract,  or  otherwise  against  the 
city  or  such  mortgage  lender,  irrespective  of 
whether  such  parties  have  notice  thereof.  Neither 
any  trust  agreement  nor  any  evidence  of  a  pledge 
of  home  mortgages,  notes,  collateral,  or  other 
property,  or  the  revenues  and  receipts  thereon  to 
bondholders  need  be  filed  or  recorded  except  in 
the  records  of  the  city,  and  no  filing  need  be 
made  under  the   Uniform  Commercial  Code. 

c)  Any  holder  of  bonds  issued  under  the  pro- 
visons  of  this  act  or  of  any  coupons  appertaining 


thereto,  and  the  trustee  under  a  trust  agreement 
securing  the  same,  except  to  the  extent  the  rights 
herein  or  therein  given  may  be  restricted  by  the 
trust  agreement,  may  bring  suit  upon  the  bonds 
or  coupons  and  may,  either  at  law  or  in  equity, 
by  suit,  action,  mandamus,  or  other  proceeding 
(including  proceedings  for  the  appointment  of  a 
receiver  to  take  possession  of  home  mortgages  or 
other  property,  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of 
such  home  mortgages  or  property,  and  to  collect, 
receive,  and  apply  the  revenues  and  other  income 
therefrom),  protect  and  enforce  any  and  all  rights 
under  the  law  of  the  Commonwealth  or  granted 
hereunder  or  under  the  trust  agreement,  and  may 
enforce  and  compel  the  performance  of  all  duties 
and  covenants  required  by  this  act  or  by  the  trust 
agreement. 

d)  All  moneys  received  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  whether  as  proceeds  from  the 
sale  of  bonds  or  as  revenues  or  otherwise,  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  trust  funds  to  be  held  and 
applied  solely  as  provided  in  this  act  and  in  the 
trust  agreements  securing  bonds  separate  and 
apart  from  all  other  moneys,  funds,  or  other 
property  of  the  city. 
Section  9.  Refunding  Bonds. 

The  collector-treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  and  upon  written  notice  to  the  city  council 
delivered  to*  the  city  clerk,  and  without  further 
authority,  appropriation,  or  order,  may  issue 
refunding  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  paying  any 
bonds  issued  under  this  act  at  maturity  or  upon 
acceleration  or  redemption.  The  refunding  bonds 
may  be  issued  at  such  time  prior  to  the  maturity 
or  redemption  of  the  refunded  bonds  as  the 
collector-treasurer  deems  to  be  in  the  public 
interest.  The  refunding  bonds  may  be  issued  in 
sufficient  amounts  to  pay  or  provide  for  the 
payment  of  the  principal  of  the  bonds  being 
refunded,  together  with  any  redemption  premium 
thereon,  any  interest  accrued  or  to  accrue  to  the 
date  of  payment  of  such  bonds,  the  expenses  of 
issue  of  the  refunding  bonds,  the  expenses  of  re- 
deeming the  bonds  being  refunded,  and  such 
reserves  for  debt  service  or  other  expenses  as  may 
be  required  by  a  trust  agreement  securing  the 
refunding  bonds  or  the  bonds  to  be  refunded.  The 
issue  of  refunding  bonds,  the  maturities,  and 
other  details  thereof,  the  security  therefor,  the 
rights  of  the  holders  thereof,  and  the  rights,  duties, 
and  obligations  of  the  city  in  respect  of  the  samek 
shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act 
relating  to  the  issue  of  bonds  other  than  refunding 
bonds  insofar  as  the  same  may  be  applicable. 
Section   10.   No  Debt  of  Commonwealth  or  City. 

Bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a  debt  of  the  Common- 
wealth or  of  the  city  or  a  pledge  of  the  faith 
and  credit  of  the  Commonweatlh  or  of  the  city, 
but  shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  revenues  and 
other  property  pledged  for  their  payment.  All 
bonds  shall  contain  on  the  face  thereof  a  state- 
ment to  the  effect  that  neither  the  Commonwealth 
nor  the  city  shall  be  obligated  to  pay  the  same 
except  from  the  revenues  and  other  property 
pledged  therefor  and  that  neither  the  faith  and 
credit  nor  the  taxing  power  of  the  Commonwealth 
or  the  city  is  pledged  to  the  payment  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  or  interest  on  such  bonds. 
Section  11.  Legal  Investment. 

Bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
are  hereby  made  securities  in  which  all  public 
officers  and  public  bodies  of  the  Commonwealth 
and   its   political  subdivisions,   all   insurance   com- 
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panies,  trust  companies  in  their  commercial  de- 
partments, savings  banks,  cooperative  banks,  bank- 
ing associations,  investment  companies,  executors, 
administrators,  trustees,  and  other  fiduciaries  may 
properly  and  legally  invest  funds,  including  capital 
in  their  control  or  belonging  to  them.  Such  bonds 
and  notes  are  hereby  made  securities  which  may 
properly  and  legally  be  deposited  with  and  re- 
ceived by  any  state  or  municipal  officer  or  any 
agency  or  political  subdivision  of  the  Common- 
wealth for  any  purpose  for  which  the  deposit  of 
bonds  or  obligations  of  the  Commonwealth  is  now 
or  may  hereafter  be  authorized  by  law. 
Section  12.  Consents;  Tax  Exemption. 

(a)  Bonds  may  be  issued  under  this  act  without 
the  consent  of  any  governmental  agency  or  other 
person  and  without  any  other  proceedings  or  the 
happening  of  any  other  conditions  or  things  other 
than  those  consents,  proceedings,  conditions,  and 
things  which  are  specifically  required  therefor  by 
this  act,  and  the  validity  of  and  security  for  any 
bonds  issued  by  the  city  hereunder  shall  not  be 
affected  by  the  existence  or  nonexistence  of  any 
such  consent  or  other  proceedings,  conditions,  or 
things. 

b)  All  revenues  and  other  income  acquired  or 
received  by  the  city  under  this  act  shall  be  exempt 
from  taxation  by  the  Commonwealth  and  any  of 
its  political  subdivisions.  Bonds  issued  by  the 
city  hereunder,  their  transfer  and  the  income 
therefrom,  including  any  profit  made  on  the  sale 
thereof,  shall  at  all  times  be  exempt  from  taxation 
within  the  Commonwealth. 
Section  13.  Office  of  Home  Mortgage  Assistance. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act, 
the  collector-treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
.mayor,  may  establish  within  the  office  of  the 
collector-treasurer  an  office  of  home  mortgage 
assistance  and  may  employ  such  personnel  for 
such  office  as  the  collector-treasurer  deems  neces- 
sary or  desirable.  The  provisions  of  chapter  31  of 
the  general  laws  shall  not  apply  to  any  such 
personnel.  The  collector-treasurer  may  also  con- 
tract with  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority,  and  the  Massachu- 
setts Home  Mortgage  Finance  Agency  for  the  pro- 
vision to  the  city  by  said  authorities  and  agency 
of  such  technical  assistance,  research,  and  other 
services  as  the  collector-treasurer  may  deem  ap- 
propriate. To  the  extent  deemed  practicable  by 
the  collector-treasurer,  the  city  shall  coordinate 
its  programs  under  this  act  with  the  programs 
undertaken  by  the  Massachusetts  Home  Mortgage 
Finance  Agency.  All  expenses  incurred  by  the  city 
in  connection  with  such  office  of  home  mortgage 
assistance,  the  personnel  thereof  or  under  any 
such  contracts  shall  be  payable  solely  from 
revenues  unless  otherwise  provided  by  vote  of 
the  city  council. 
Section  14.  Annual  Report. 

The  collector-treasurer  or  his  designee  shall 
at  all  times  keep  full  and  accurate  accounts  of 
the  receipts,  expenditures,  disbursements,  assets, 
and  other  activities  of  the  city  under  this  act 
separate  and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the 
city.  In  addition  to  the  requirements  of  any  trust 
indenture  securing  bonds,  the  collector-treasurer 
shall  submit  an  annual  report  in  writing  concern- 
ing the  activities  of  the  city  under  this  act  to  the 
mayor,  the  city  council,  and  the  city  auditor 
within  120  days  following  the  close  of  each  fiscal 
year  of  the  city,  which  report  shall  include 
financial  statements  relating  to  the  operations  of 
the  city  under  this  act  maintained  in  accordance 
with  generally   accepted   accounting  principles   to 


the  extent  applicable  and  audited  by  an  inde- 
pendent certified  public  accountant  or  firm  of 
accountants. 

Section  15.  Construction  of  Act. 

(a)  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed 
to  provide  an  additional,  alternative,  and  com- 
plete method  for  the  doing  of  the  things  authorized 
hereby  and  shall  be  deemed  and  construed  to  be 
supplemental  and  additional  to,  and  not  in 
derogation  of,  powers  conferred  upon  the  city  by 
law,  provide,  however,  that  insofar  as  the  pro- 
visons  of  this  act  are  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  any  general  or  special  law,  ordinance, 
administrative  order  or  regulation,  or  any  limita- 
tion imposed  by  a  corporate  or  municipal  charter, 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  controlling. 

b)  This  act,  being  necessary  for  the  welfare  of 
the    city    and    its    inhabitants,    shall    be    liberally 
construed  to  effect  the  purposes  hereof. 
Section  16.  Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  act  are  severable,  and 
if  any  provision  hereof  shall  be  held  invalid  in 
any  circumstances,  such  invalidity  shall  not  affect 
any  other  provisions  or  circumstances.  This  act 
shall  be  construed  in  all  respects  so  as  to  meet 
all  constitutional  requirements.  In  carrying  out  the 
purposes  and  provisions  of  this  act,  all  steps  shall 
be  taken  which  are  necessary  to  meet  constitu- 
tional requirements  whether  or  not  such  steps 
are  required  or  expressly  authorized  by  statute. 
Section  17.  Effective  Date. 

This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
RE  THEATRICAL  EXHIBITIONS  AND 
SPECIAL  AMUSEMENTS 
Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 
ORDERED,  That  a  petition  to  the  General 
Court,  accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law 
relating  to  the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filled  with 
an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is, 
approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  article 
2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonweatlh  of  Massachusetts, 
to  the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing 
substantially  as  follows: 
Theatrical  Exhibitions  and  Public  Amusements 
Section  1.  The  Mayor  may,  unless  otherwise 
prohibited  by  law,  grant  a  license  for  theatrical 
exhibitions,  public  show,  public  amusements,  and 
exhibitions  of  every  description,  to  be  held  upon 
weekdays  only,  to  which  admission  is  obtained 
upon  payment  of  money  or  upon  the  delivery  of 
any  valuable  thing,  or  in  which,  after  free  ad- 
mission, amusement  is  furnished  upon  deposit  of 
money  in  coin-controlled  apparatus.  The  applica- 
tion for  such  license  must  be  in  writing  and  fully 
and  specifically  describe  the  conditions  of  the 
proposed  exhibition,  show,  or  amusement  and  the 
premises  upon  which  the  proposed  exhibition, 
show,  or  amusement  is  to  take  place,  to  the 
extent  that  such  conditions  or  premises  would 
affect  the  public  safety,  health,  or  order.  Upon 
written  request  of  the  Mayor  the  applicant  shall, 
in  addition  to  such  description,  furnish  reasonable 
information  concerning  the  condition  of  the  prem- 
ises and  actions  to  be  taken  in  order  to  prevent 
danger  to  the  public  safety,  health,  or  order. 

Section  2.  Thet  Mayor  shall  act  upon  every 
application  for  a  license  or  renewal  of  a  license 
within  thirty  days  following  the  date  of  the  filing 
of  said  application;  and  if  he  shall  fail  to  act  upon 
any  application  within  thirty  days  following  the 
dale  thereof  or  such  other  time  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  law,  he  shall  forthwith  upon  demand 
of  the  applicant  issue  or  renew  such  license,  unless 
he  shall  have  determined  that  a  hearing  should  be 
held  to  consider  whether  the  application  should 
be  denied  under  section  3  hereof  and  within  such 
thirty-day  period  shall  have  given  the  notice 
specified  in  said  section. 

Section  3.  The  Mayor  shall  grant  a  license 
applied  for  under  section  1  hereof,  unless  he 
specifically  finds,  after  a  hearing  preceded  by  at 
least  ten-days'  written  notice  to  the  applicant  and 
to  the  public  through  publication  in  a  daily  news- 
paper of  general  circulation  published  in  the  City 
of  Boston  and  through  written  notice  to  the  state 
representatives  of  each  representative  district 
affected  by  the  application  and  also  to  such 
persons,  groups,  and  organizations  as  have  for- 
mally requested  in  writing  that  such  notice  be 
given  them  for  license  applications  in  a  designated 
representative  district  and  states  in  writing  within 
forty-five  days  next  following  the  close  of  such 
hearing  that  the  granting  of  the  license  at  the 
premises  would  lead  to  or  cause  an  offense  under 


any  applicable  law,  code,  or  ordinance;  or  would 
lead  to  the  creation  of  a  nuisance  or  otherwise 
endanger  the  public  health,  safety,  or  order  by 

(a)  unreasonably  increasing  pedestrian  or  ve- 
hicular traffic  in  the  area  in  which  the 
premises   are  located;   or 

(b)  increasing  the  incidence  of  illegal  or  dis- 
ruptive conduct  in  the  area  in  which  the 
premises  are  located;   or 

(c)  unreasonably  increasing  the  level  of  noise 
in  the  area  in  which  the  premises  are 
located;  or 

(d)  otherwise  significantly  harming  the  legiti- 
mate, protectable  interests  of  the  affected 
citizens  of  the  city. 

No  application  shall  be  denied  if  the  anticipated 
harm  is  not  significant  or  if  the  likelihood  of  its 
occurrence  is  remote. 

The  Mayor  may  impose  conditions  upon  a 
license  but  said  conditions  may  only  relate  to 
compliance  with  applicable  laws  or  ordinances, 
or  to  public  safety,  heatlh,  or  order,  or  to  steps 
required  to  be  taken  to  guard  against  creation  of 
a  nuisance  or  to  insure  adequate  safety  and 
security  for   patrons  or   the   affected  public. 

Section  4.  Whoever  not  being  licensed  as  afore- 
said offers  to  view,  sets  up,  sets  on  foot,  main- 
tains, carries  on,  or  otherwise  assists  in  or  pro- 
motes any  such  exhibition,  show,  or  amusement 
or  who  knowingly  violates  the  conditions  of  his 
license  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  $50  a  day 
for  the  first  five  days  in  violation;  $100  a  day 
for  the  next  five  days  in  violation;  $1,000  a  day 
for  the  following  five  days  in  violation;  and 
$5,000  for  each  day  in  violation  thereafter.  In 
addition  to  any  criminal  penalty  herein  provided, 
the  Mayor  or  City  Council  may  petition  the  Su- 
perior Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Court  to 
enjoin  any  violation  of  this  act.  The  Superior 
Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Court  shall  have 
original  jurisdiction  over  such  petitions  and 
authority  to  enjoin   such  violations. 

Section  5.  No  license  shall  be  revoked  or 
suspended  without  a  hearing  before  the  Mayor  or 
his  designate,  prior  to  which  hearing  the  Mayor 
shall  give  reasonable  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  the  hearing  and  the  specified  grounds  of  the 
proposed  revocation  or  suspension;  provided  that 
the  Mayor  may  suspend  a  license  for  no  more 
than  three  days  without  such  notice  or  hearing 
if  the  Mayor  specifically  notifies  the  license  holder 
in  writing  there  is  a  probability  of  violation  of 
pubic  safety,  health,  or  order  without  such  sus- 
pension. In  such  case  a  hearing  shall  be  held 
within  forty-eight  hours  of  said  suspension  in 
order  to  determine  whether  the  public  safety, 
health,  or  order   justified   such  suspension. 

Section  6.  The  provisions  hereof  are  severable 
and,  if  any  part  or  portion  hereof  shall  be  deter- 
mined to  be  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  such  determination  shall  not  act  to 
invalidate  the  remaining  parts  and  portions  hereof.

Coun.   FLYNN  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,    Professional    sports    is    an    important 
part  of  Boston's  economic  and   cultural  life;  and 
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Whereas>  Last  year,  more  than  2,000,000  people 
attended  various  athletic  and  entertainment  events 
at  the  Boston  Garden;  and 

Whereas,  In  addition  to  providing  a  home  for 
the  Boston  Celtics  and  Bruins,  last  year  the  Boston 
Garden  provided  the  City  of  Boston  with  almost 
$1,000,000  in  tax  revenues;  and 

Whereas,  The  age,  limited  seating  capacity,  and 
deteriorating  physical  structure  of  the  Boston 
Garden  are  hampering  the  continued  growth  of 
professional  sports  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
resultant  vitality  to  the  Boston  economy  which 
professional  sports  brings  to  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  While  professional  sports  do  provide 
an  important  economic  and  public  service  to  the 
city,  serious  reservations  exist  regarding  the  wis- 
dom of  large  public  subsidies  for  professional 
athletic  teams  and  giant  sports  complexes;  and 
Whereas,  Because  of  these  reservations,  the  Legis- 
lature's Joint  Committee  on  State  Administration 
has  voted  overwhelmingly  to  reject  legislation  filed 
by  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  calling 
for  creation  of  a  public  authority  to  construct  a 
$35-million,  18,000-seat  arena  in  the  South  Boston 
section  of  the  city;  and

Whereas,  The  proposed  refurbishing  of  the 
Boston  Garden  is  not  opposed  by  the  neighboring 
North  End  community  but  rather,  would  contribute 
to  the  redevelopment  of  the  North  Station  area, 
which  has  been  on  the  decline  for  the  past  several 
years;  and 

Whereas,  Businessmen  in  the  North  Station  area 
strongly  support  the  refurbishing  of  the  Garden 
because  of  the  revitalization  it  would  spur;  and 

Whereas,  In  order  to  make  the  private  refur- 
bishing of  the  Boston  Garden  economically  feasible, 
it  may  be  necessary  for  the  city  to  enter  into  a 
121A  tax  agreement  with  the  Boston  Garden  Cor- 
poration for  a  limited  amount  of  time;  therefore, 
be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  city  clerk  forward  to  the 
executive  director  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  the  following  request: 

That  the  City  Council  respectfully  requests 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  Board  at 
their  next  meeting  (March  22,  1979),  to  initiate 
immediate  negotiations  with  the  Boston  Garden 
Corporation  regarding  a  121 A  tax  agreement 
to  assist  in  the  redevelopment  of  the  Boston

An  Ordinance  Requiring  Temporary  Repairs  to  be 

Made  on  Private  Ways. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  Under  authority  of  chapter  693  of 
1977,  appearing  as  General  Laws  chapter  40,  sec- 
tion 6N,  the  City  of  Boston  shall,  when  necessity 
dictates,  cause  temporary  repairs  to  be  made  on 
private  ways  which  have  been  opened  to  public 
use  for  six  years  or  more.  Upon  the  filing  of  a 
petition  signed  by  owners  of  50  percent  or  more 
of  the  property  parcels  abutting  a  private  way, 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  or  qualified 
designee  shall  inspect  and  determine  what  tempo- 
rary relief  measures  may  be  taken  to  fill  de- 
pressions to  make  the  roadway  satisfactory  for 
vehicular  use. 

Section  2.  Temporary  repairs  shall  be  at  city 
expense,  but  only  include  the  filling  of  holes  and 
depressions  with  sand,  gravel,  cinders,  or  other 
suitable  materials  and  shall  not  include  the  re- 
surfacing or  permanent  construction  of  private 
ways. 

Section  3.  At  the  request  of  owners  of  a  ma- 
jority of  property  lots  abutting  a  private  way,  the 
Public  Works  Commissioner  or  designee  may 
arrange  for  resurfacing  or  permanent  patching  of 
depressions  in  an  existing  paved  private  way  on 
a  shared-cost  basis.  The  extent  of  such  work  shall 
be  agreed  to  in  advance  by  owners,  who  collectively 
will  be  assessed  half  the  costs  of  such  work. 

Section  4.  Betterments  or  charges  will  be  ap- 
portioned on  the  ratio  of  frontage  owned  on  such 
piivate  way.  Taxpaying  owners  may  pay  costs  in 
cash  or  have  them  assessed  as  betterments  over  a 
period  of  years.  Tax-exempt  properties  will  be 
charged   for   their   respective  share  of  work.  The 
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Public  Works  Commissioner  shall  supervise  such 
work  and  may  require  that  present  or  potential 
drainage  problems  be  resolved  as  part  of  the 
undertaking.

Section  1.  No  funds  of  the  City  of  Boston,  its 
related   agencies   providing    municipal   services    or 
its  boards  and  commissions,  may  be  used,  in  whole 
or    in    part,    for    the  purpose    of    advertising    the 
resources,  advantages,  and  attractions  of  the  City 
of    Boston,    in    which    a   city   elected   official    or 
agency  head  appears  by  title,  name,  image,  photo, 
or  voice. 

Section  II.  No  funds  of  the  City  of  Boston,  its 
related  agencies  providing  municipal  services,  or  its 
boards  and  commissions,  may  be  used,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  for  the  purpose  of  advertising  the  resources, 
on  any  New  England  electronic  media  station  whose 
signal/channel  is  received  in  the  Metropolitan 
Greater  Boston  Area,  is  defined  by  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission  of  the  United  States 
Department  of  Commerce. 

Section  III.  No  funds  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
its  related  agencies  providing  municipal  services, 
or  its  boards  and  commissions,  may  be  used,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  for  the  purpose  of  advertising 
the  resources,  advantages,  and  attractions  of  the 
City  of  Boston  on  network  television  or  radio 
carried  by  local  affiliates,  which  is  received  in 
the  Metropolitan  Greater  Boston  Area,  as  defined 
by  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  of 
the  United  States  Department  of  Commerce.

INQUIRY  AT  PUBLIC  BUDGET  HEAR- 
ING

Whereas,  A  report  has  been  compiled  on  the 
first  six  months  of  operations  under  the  new. 
school  reorganization  plan  purporting  that  a 
$740,876  increase  in  administrative  staffing  salaries 
has  resulted;  and 

Whereas,  The  survey,  authored  by  School  Com- 
mittee member  Paul  R.  Tierney,  purports  that  the 
increased  costs  have  not  reflected  increased  ad- 
ministrative efficiency  at  26  Court  Street;  and

same  serious  criticisms  that  badly  needed  funds 
are  going  into  office  renovations  at  school  head- 
quarters, while  some  schools  go  without  basic

Whereas,  The  report  touches  on  vital  areas  of 
policy,  alleging  heavy  absenteeism  in  some 
schools,  and  lax  homework  enforcement;   and

Superintendent's  Report  Card — Unsatisfactory 
First  Six  Months,  September  to  February,  1979 
1.    Reorganization — A  $740,876  increase 

A  study  of  the  enclosed  staffing  patterns  as  of 
June  30,  1978,  and  as  of  January  31,  1979,  indi- 
cates that  rather  than  a  reduction  in  costs,  the 
reorganization  has  resulted  in  an  actual  increase 
in  staffing  costs  of  approximately  $750,000.  One 
of  the  purposes  of  the  reorganization  was  to  effect 
an  increase  in  operating  efficiency  and  a  decen- 
tralization affording  better  delivery  of  services  to 
the  classroom.  I  am  not  impressed  to  date  that 
this  has  taken  place.  The  Superintendent  claims 
a  reduction  of  central  office  staff  of  approxi- 
mately ninety  persons.  Why  then  are  we  spending 
upwards  of  $50,000  to  subdivide  and  furnish 
office  space  here  at  26  Court  Street  if  we  are 
housing  ninety  fewer  people?  A  look  at  the  at- 
tached staffing  patterns  indicates  perhaps  why. 
I  was  personally  not  informed,  nor  was  my 
approval  sought,  to  expend  such  a  large  sum  of 
money  for  such  a  low-priority  item.  There  are 
many  school  principals  and  headmasters  who  are 
constantly  requesting  money  for  what  they  feel 
are  absolutely  essential  repairs  and  renovations  to 
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their  classrooms.  All  too  often  they  are  told,  no 
money  is  available.  For  example,  I  am  aware  of 
a  movie  screen  at  the  Martin  Luther  King  School 
that  will  require  approximately  $1,000  to  repair, 
and  the  principal  has  been  told  that  no  money 
is  available.  Therefore,  the  screen  is  not  usable, 
and  the  children  are  the  ones  who  are  deprived. 

2.  School  Attendance 

The  Superintendent  waited  until  the  Citywide 
Parents  Advisory  Council,  on  their  own  initiative, 
compiled  a  report  that  indicated  a  shocking  ab- 
sentee rate  among  our  students  of  over  22  percent. 
We  have  but  four  months  left  of  this  school  year, 
and  I  have  yet  to  see  any  report  indicating  what 
steps  have  been  taken  or  are  contemplated  to 
remedy  this  shocking  statistic. 

3.  Audiovisual  Department 

The  Acting  Director  was  reassigned  to  a  school 
despite  repeated  requests  by  him  and  myself  that 
he  be  allowed  to  remain  at  the  Audiovisual  De- 
partment until  the  end  of  the  school  year.  Many 
ol  the  ongoing  projects  are  incomplete,  and  no 
one  has  been  assigned  the  responsibility  of  deliver- 
ing these  services  to  children.  For  example,  the 
Essential  Learning  Skills  Project  for  all  sixth  grade 
students  for  September  is  now  at  a  standstill.  The 
Acting  Director  himself  was  never  consulted  by 
anyone  in  the  administration  in  regard  to  what 
his  responsibilities  were,  what  were  the  ongoing 
projects,  etc.,  and  as  a.  result,  these  support 
services  for  children  are  now  sadly  lacking. 

4.  Student  Homework  Assignments 

There  appears  to  be  a  startling  lack  of  consist- 
ency in  carrying  out  the  existing  School  Com- 
mittee policy  on  homework  assignments  for  our 
students.  We  are  all  in  receipt  of  correspondence 
from  one  of  our  teachers  at  English  High  School 
who  has  outlined  this  lack  of  enforcement  by  the 
administration.  If  a  change  in  the  existing  policy 
should  take  place,  I  have  yet  to  receive  a  recom- 
mendation from  the  Superintendent. 

5.  School  Budget 

We  are  currently  running  a  multi-million-dollar 
deficit  for  which  this  School  Committee  will  be 
held  responsible  by  the  taxpayers  of  the  city.  The 
Superintendent  has  recently  requested  an  addi- 
tional $1,000  for  himself  and  $1,000  for  each  of 
his  senior  support  staff  in  order  that  they  may 
entertain  their  peers.  I  don't  feel  this  is  appro- 
priate. Why  should  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  of 
Boston  be  asked  to  subsidize  this  type  of  expendi- 
Uue?  Our  senior  senator  was  recently  quoted  as 
saying  that,  "The  days  of  the  three-martini  lunch 
will  soon  be  over."  I  heartily  agree.  I  would 
prefer  the  Superintendent  to  have  requested  addi- 
tional money,  if  avaialble,  for  student  support 
services.  Several  positions  appear  to  have  been 
created  and  staffed  by  the  Superintendent  con- 
trary to  a  legal  opinion  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  which  opinion  he  himself  requested,  and 
which  he  has  no  legal  authority  to  ignore. 

6.  Conclusion 

It  is  my  feeling  that  the  Superintendent  has  been 
travelling  too  much  in  the  past,  and  I  suggest  that 
he  should  spend  more  time  in  the  city  resolving 
these  problems  that  currently  face  us,  rather  than 
travelling  excessively  around  the  country;  for  ex- 
ample, San  Francisco,  Phoenix,  Washington,  etc., 
etc.  One  or  two  out  of  state  trips  per  school  year 
should  be  adequate  particularly  during  the  first 
year  of  a  superintendency.  It  is  my  desire  to 
continue  to  work  with  and  support  the  Superin- 
tendent in  his  efforts  to  improve  the  educational 
offerings  of  his  administration   and  our   teachers. 


I  look  forward  to  an  improved  performance  during 
the*  next  several  months.

An     Ordinance    Relative    to    Public    Access     to 
Computerized  Information. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
C.B.C.,  Ord.    5,  is  hereby   amended   by   adding 

after  section  128  as  appearing  herein  the  following 

new  section: 
Section  I. 

Section  129.  Notwithstanding  any  ordinance 
to  the  contrary,  all  information  gathered  for 
or  stored  in  computerized,  data  processing,  mini 
computers,  punch  card  data  banks,  or  any  other 
retrieval  systems  operated,  leased,  or  owned  by 
any  city  agency  shall  be  considered  as  public 
records  under  the  law.  This  ordinance  shall 
apply  to  operations  in  Little  City  Halls  and 
every  city  agency  financed  in  part  or  whole  with 
federal  funds. 

This  ordinance  shall  apply  to  information  in 
the  aforesaid  systems  relating  to  city  agencies, 
whether  stored  centrally,  in  a  network  informa- 
tional system,  or  a  data  bank  located  any  dis- 
tance outside  Boston.  Upon  the  written  request 
of  any  citizen,  city  agency,  or  news  media  rep- 
resentative, information  shall  be  produced  within 
a  reasonable  time  for  inspection  and  a  record 
copy  issued  at  cost  Nothing  herein  shall  be 
construed  to  create  a  right  in  other  than  the 
city  agency  owning  or  operating  said  data  bank 
to  request  information  through  other  than  an 
existing  city-owned  or  leased  computer  program 
or  to  re-program  said  computer  system. 
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This  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to  any  data  or 
information  exempt  from  disclosure  by  state  or 
federal  law  or  tule  of  court  and  is  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  G.L.  c.  66A  or  any  similar 
federal  law. 

Section  II.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2, 
section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by 
the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

The  City  Council  has  inquired  of  you  under 
section  17F  of  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948, 
as  follows: 

"Why  should  there  be  a  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority   Board?" 

The  City  Council  asks  for  that  "information" 
in  view  of  newspaper  articles  in  which  the  Mayor 
is  reported  to  have  stated  that  the  board  is  not 
independent. 

The  simple  answer  must  be  that  there  should 
be  a  BRA  Board  because  chapter  121 A  of  the 
General  Laws  requires  it.  The  board  is  not  legally 
"independent"  in  most  matters,  since  it  requires 
the  further  approval  of  the  Mayor  or  other 
officers  before  projects  can  proceed.  Chapter  121B 
urban  renewal  projects  require  the  approval  of 
the  Mayor,  the  City  Council,  and  the  Department 
of  Community  Affairs.  Chapter  121A  projects 
require  the  approval  of  the  Mayor.  A  large  por- 
tion of  the  BRA's  budget  is  appropriated  by  the 
City  Council,  only  after  recommendation  of  the 
Mayor.  Whether  the  BRA  Board  is  "independent" 
therefore,  is  largely  a  question  of  semantics,  and 
it  is  not  a  meaningful  term  to  use  to  describe 
the  role  of  the  board.

Although  the  Council  has  requested  information 
pursuant  to  S.17F,  I  feel  it  is  important  to  point 
out  that  section  3  of  chapter  436  of  the  Acts  of 
1977,  the  enabling  act  of  the  commission,  provides 
that  the  commission  "shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
supervision  of  the  department  of  public  works  of 
the  city  or  of  any  other  department,  commission, 
board,  bureau,  or  agency  of  the  city  except  to  the 
extent  and  manner  provided  in  this  act."  We  have 
interpreted  this  section  to  mean  that  s.  17F  does 
not  apply  to  the  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Com- 
mission. 

As  you  know,  the  commission  held  a  public 
hearing  on  its  proposed  1979  rate  schedule  on 
February  27,  1979.  As  a  part  of  that  hearing, 
the  treasurer  and  chief  financial  officer  of  the 
commission,  responded  to  each  of  the  questions 
set  forth  in  the  Council's  order.

The  existing  sec.  361,  which  would  be  repealed 
by  passage  of  the  attached  ordinance,  has  to  be 
one  of  the  strangest  pieces  of  legislation  on  the 
books  of  this  or  any  other  governmental  body. 
In  effect,  it  is  a  blanket  invitation  to  the  executive 
branch  to  spend  public  money  with  virtually  no 
restraint.  Preceding  municipal  administrations 
seem  to  have  been  restrained  from  taking  advan- 
tage of  its  provisions.  The  present  administration's 
approach  is  different.  Restraint  in  spending  public 
money  isn't  one  of  its  outstanding  virtues.  Con- 
sequently, the  existing  sec.  361  should  be  repealed. 
The  new  361  provides  for  badly  needed  City 
Council  controls  over  city  salaries  .when  there  are 
no  laws  controlling  them.  This  City  Council 
control  over  salaries  is  absolutely  necessary  if  the 
rights  and  morale  of  Civil  Service  employees  and 
non-Civil  Service  employees  who  do  not  work  in 
the  Mayor's  political  campaigns  are  to  be  protected. 

The  latter  part  of  the  ordinance  would  reaffirm 
the  Council's  previous  ordinance  concerning  limit- 
ing the  number  of  employees  connected  with  the 
Mayor's  Office  to  thirty;  and  would  also  make 
salary  limits  for  people  who  work  in  the  Mayor's 
Office  similar  to  salary  limits  of  people  who  do 
similar  work  in  the  City  Council.

Whereas,  An  industrial  development  project  is 
proposed  for  the  City  of  Boston  by  the  Industrial 
Development  Financing  Authority  (hereinafter  re- 
ferred to  as  the  "Authority")  to  be  used  by  Hub 
Mail  Advertising  Service,  Inc.,  a  Massachusetts 
corporation  having  its  principal  place  of  business 
at  1000  Washington  Street,  Boston,  Massachusetts 
and/or  a  related  partnership  or  realty  trust  to  be 
formed  under  Massachusetts  law  consisting  of 
the  principal  shareholders  of  Hub  Mail  Adver- 
tising Service,  Inc.  (hereinafter  collectively  referred 
to  as  the  "Company"),  in  the  printing  and  direct 
mail  advertising  business;  and 

Whereas,  This  industrial  development  project 
will  consist  generally  of  (1)  the  acquisition  of 
approximately  146,000  square  feet  of  land,  to- 
gether with  the  two  buildings  and  other  improve-

COUNCIL  CONCERN  TO  RED  SOX 
MANAGEMENT  RE  SAFETY  OF  SPEC- 
TATORS 

Coun.  FLYNN   offered   the   following: 

Order  directing  the  city  clerk  to  forward  a 
communication  from  the  City  Council  relative  to 
the  safety  of  spectators  at  Fenway  Park  during 
the  1979  season  to  the  management  of  the  Boston 
Red  Sox,  the  City  of  Boston  building  commissioner, 
the  City  of  Boston  police  commissioner  and  the 
City  of  Boston  fire  commissioner. 
Boston  City  Council, 

March  28,  1979. 
Mr.  Edward  J.  LeRoux, 

Vice-President  of   Administration, 
Boston  Red  Sox. 
Dear  Mr.  LeRoux: 

As  opening  day  approaches,  Red  Sox  fans  across 
Boston  and  New  England  are  looking  forward  to 
another  successful  season  and  mnay  enjoyable 
days  at  Fenway  Park.  Before  the  season  opens,  we 
would  like  to  discuss  with  the  Red  Sox  maagement 
your  plans  for  ensuring  the  safety  of  the  more 
than  two  million  fans  expected  to  attend  games 
at  Fenway  this  year. 

As  you  are  aware,  last  year  the  security  of  fans 
at  Fenway  had  become  endangered  as  a  result  of 
rowdyism  associated  with  excessive  drinking.  With 
the  cooperation  of  the  Boston  Licensing  Board  and 
the  Red  Sox  management  in  restricting  the  sale 
of  beer  and  increasing  the  number  of  security 
guards,  that  problem  was  brought  under  control 
and  fans  could  watch  the  games  in  peace. 

Since  the  close  of  the  season  last  year,  however, 
other  areas  of  cocern   in   addition  to  the   drinking 


problem    at    Fenway    have    arisen.     Of   particular 
concern  are  the  areas  of: 

— Enforcement  of  the  state's  newly  enacted, 
twenty-year-old  drinking  age; 

— Construction  during  the  off-season  of  con- 
cession areas  for  beer  sales  at  Fenway  without 
proper  permits  from  the  city's  Building  Depart- 
ment; 

— Apparent  violations   of  the   city's   fire   code 

as  a  result  of  overcrowding  at  Fenway;  and  the 

— Policy  of  selling  reserved  bleacher  seats  at 

increased  prices  when  the  rest  of  the  park  was 

not  sold  out. 

In  light  of  the  tremendous  support  which  New 
England  fans  have  given  the  Red  Sox  over  the 
years,  we  feel  these  problems  should  be  addressed 
so  as  to  protect  the  safety  of  spectators  at  Fenway. 
The  specific  questions  we  have  in  this  regard  are 
as  follows: 

(1)  On  April  16,  the  state's  new  twenty-year- 
old  drinking  age  goes  into  effect.  Could  you 
explain  what  procedures  the  Red  Sox  will  put 
into  effect  to  implement  the  twenty-year-old 
limit  at  Fenway? 

(2)  It  has  been  brought  to  our  attention  that 
during  the  off-season  new  construction  work, 
including  a  new  concession  area  under  the 
bleachers  to  increase  access  for  beer  sales  was 
done.  A  check  with  the  City  of  Boston  Building 
Department  shows  that  no  permits  for  con- 
struction or  renovation  of  concession  areas  had 
been  taken  out  by  the  Red  Sox  management  as 
required  by  law.  Could  you  explain  the  nature 
of  the  new  construction  work  done  and  how 
much  increased  beer  consumption  is  anticipated 
as  a  result  of  the  renovations?  Also,  could  you 
explain  why  no  permit  was  obtained  before  the 
construction  took  place?  And,  what  security 
precautions  are  planned  to  deal  with  the  safety 
problems  which  can  be  expected  with  increased 
beer  sales? 

(3)  Last  year  the  paid  attendance  at  sell-out 
games  was  announced  as  high  as  36,004,  a  num- 
ber dangerously  close  to  the  limit  allowed  under 
the  fire  laws.  With  the  additional  number  of 
complimentary  tickets  and  passes  used,  it  would 
appear  that  the  actual  number  of  spectators  at 
the  park  on  these  occasions  exceeded  the  limit 
allowed  under  the  fire  laws.  Besides  the  irrita- 
tion to  fans  caused  by  standing  in  the  aisles, 
this  overcrowding  presents  a  serious  safety 
hazard  in  case  of  emergency.  Have  any  pre- 
cautions been  made  to  avoid  this  kind  of  over- 
crowding at  Fenway  during  the  upcoming 
season? 

(4)  Finally,  an  additional  area  of  public 
concern  has  arisen  over  the  ticket  price  for  the 
reserved  bleacher  section.  Ticket  prices  at  Fen- 
way are  already  among  the  highest  in  baseball 
and  the  additional  dollar  added  to  these  3,600 
bleacher  seats  brings  the  price  range  beyond 
the  means  of  many  fans — especially  youngsters 
who,  in  the  past,  have  been  able  to  enjoy  base- 
ball at  Fenway  at  a  reasonable  price.  The  sale 
of  reserved  bleacher  seats  at  the  $3  price  on 
the  day  of  the  game  when  the  rest  of  the  park 
was  not  sold  out  is  presently  under  investigation 
by  the  Massachusetts  Attorney  General's  office 
for  violation  of  the  advertised  selling  policy  by 
the  Red  Sox.  The  amount  of  money  involved 
over  the  course  of  the  season  is  relatively  mini- 
mal—about $200,000  a  year.  But,  in  the  light 
of  the  $4  million  profit  made  by  the  Red  Sox 
organization  last  year,  this  additional  cost  seems 
to  be  unnecessary  and  hurt  most  the  devoted 
fans    throughout    the    Boston    area    who    have 
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consistently  supported   the    Red    Sox    throughout 
both  good  times   and  bad. 

I  hope  you  will  have  an  opportunity  to  review 
these  points  and  supply  a  response  to  these  matters 
which  greatly  affect  the  safety  of  the  many  spec- 
tators who  will  attend  Red  Sox  games  this  season. 
With  best  wishes  for  the  upcoming  season  and 
championship  playoffs.

Whereas,  The  present  city  administration  is 
engaged  in  na  obvious  misuse  of  city  monies, 
employees,  equipment,  and  materials  the  principal 
purpose  of  which  appears  to  be  the  perpetuation 
of  itself;  and 

Whereas,  Such  misuse  of  these  public  resources 
is  of  such  a  nature  as  to  amount  to  the  financing 
of  the  incumbent  Mayor's  prospective  re-election 
campaign  by  the  expenditure  of  millions  of  dollars 
of  city  funds;  and 

Whereas,  To  permit  city  funds  on  a  scale  of 
millions  of  dollars  to  be  spent  to  advertise  and 
promote  the  political  career  of  one  candidate  is 
clearly  wrong;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  duty  and  responsibility  of  the 
City  Council  to  take  action  seeking  to  prevent 
such  conduct;  and 

Whereas,  The  administration  has  recently  pre-

Whereas,  The  public  transportation  system  of 
buses,  trolleys,  and  subways  that  serve  the  City 
of  Boston  are  a  vital  contributing  factor  to  the 
social  and  economic  quality  of  life,  insofar  as  they 
provide  a  relatively  convenient  and  inexpensive 
way  for  people  to  travel  about  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  a  vital  interest 
in  the  rapid  transit  service  provided  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Bay  Transportation  Authority  (MBTA), 
as  well  as  making  a  substantial  contribution  toward 
the  cost  of  providing  that  service;  and 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  the  MBTA  has  a  legal 
obligation  to  take  all  reasonable  steps  to  protect 
travelers  from  assaults  occurring  on  its  premises 
and  facilities;  and 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  the  MBTA  is  shirking 
its  responsibility  to  provide  this  protection  by 
supplying  only  fifty-six  uniformed  police  officers 
to  protect  an  estimated  daily  ridership  of  over 
500,000;  and 

Whereas:  The  lack  of  a  police  presence  to  deter 
crime  on  the  MBTA,  particularly  during  night- 
time operating  hours,  appears  to  be  fueling  public 
fear  and  reluctance  to  utilize  this  valuable  trans- 
portation resource;  and 

Whereas,  Continued  public  apprehension  toward 
public  transportation  in  the  City  of  Boston  due 
to  inadequate  police  protection  can  only  inflict 
spiritual,  social,  and  economic  damage  on  the

Whereas,  The  CATC  in  the  period  December  18, 
1978  to  March  18,  1979,  has  experimented  with 
temporary  licensing  rules  which  dispensed  with 
the  requirement  for  such  a  Citizen  Advisory 
Committee;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  our  understanding  that  the  CATC 
is  presently  considering  a  change  in  its  regulations 
so  as  to  strike  the  requirement  for  a  Citizens 
Advisory   Committee   on    a   permanent  basis;   and 

Whereas,  A  Citizen  Advisory  Committee  is 
absolutely  necessary  for  the  protection  of  the 
legitimate  interests  of  the  public  at  large  in  mat-

OF  PROPERTY  TAXES

I  transmit  herewith  communication  received 
from  the  Law  Department,  Leo  D.  McNiff,  di- 
rector, Tax  Title  Division,  in  response  to  the 
order  of  your  Honorable  Body,  passed  under  date 
of  October  4,  1979,  pertaining  to  chapter  58, 
section  8  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

You  have  forwarded  to  me  the  Council's  order 
under  s.  17F  of  the  City  Charter  (St.  1948,  c.  452) 
asking  the  reasons  why  G.L.  c.  58,  s.  8  "has  not 
been  duly  publicized  to  Boston  property  owners." 
In  my  judgment,  the  availability  of  relief  under 
the  statute  has  been  "duly  publicized."  It  is 
important  to  understand  that  relief  under  G.L. 
c.  58,  s.  8  is  available  only  to  persons  who  have 
not  paid  their  taxes.  Failure  to  pay  taxes  auto- 
matically triggers  the  city's  filing  a  lien  against 
the  property  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds,  thereby 
taking  the  tax  title.  The  case  is  then  referred  to 
the  Tax  Title  Division  of  the  Law  Department 
which  notifies  the  owner  that  the  property  will 
be  foreclosed  unless  the  delinquent  taxes  are  paid. 
If  the  owner  then  communicates  with  the  Tax 
Title  Division,  my  staff  will  ascertain  if  one  of 
the  well-established  elements  of  hardship  is 
present.  They  are,  for  example,  failure  to  file 
promptly  for  an  old  age  or  charitable  exemption, 
demonstrated  financial  inability,  or  renovation  of 
a  dilapidated  property,  coupled  with  resumption 
of  tax  payments. 

Our  figures  indicate  that  90  percent  of  our 
cases  involve  individual  homeowners  >o  whom 
relief  has  been  granted. 

Accordingly,  the  procedure  automatically  brings 
the  availability  of  this  relief  to  the  attention  of 
every  delinquent  taxpayer.  But  since  the  relief  is 
available  only  in  cases  where  the  taxes  have  not 
been  paid,  further  publicity  would  only  encourage 
more  delinquency  in  order  to  qualify  for  this 
relief.  Since  the  normal  abatement  process  is 
available  to  anyone  who  has  paid  at  least  half 
his  taxes,  further  encouragement  of  neglect  does 
not  seem  to  me  appropriate.

Whereas,  The  two  attached  petitions  passed  by 
the  City  Council  on  March  7,   1979,  were  subse- 
quently  delivered    to    the    Mayor's    Office   by    the 
City  Clerk  for  the  Mayor's  consideration  and  were 
delivered  back  to  the  City  Clerk's  Office  by  the 
Mayor's    Office    with    what    appeared    to   be    the 
Mayor's  signature  indicating  mayoral  approval  on 
March  23,  1979,  and  the  City  Clerk  then  notified 
the  City  Council  of  the  Mayor's  approval;  and 


Whereas,  By  the  attached,  apparently  unnotarized 
deposition  by  the  Mayor,  dated  March  30,  1979, 
delivered  to  the  City  Clerk  by  the  Corporation 
Counsel,  the  City  Clerk  was  subsequently  notified 
that  the  Mayor's  apparent  signature  of  approval" 
on  such  petitions  was  not  genuine  and  that  no

An  Ordinance  Concerning  Repairs  and  Betterments 

on  Private  Ways* 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Under  authority  of  chapter  693  of 
1977,  appearing  as  General  Laws  chapter  40, 
section  6N,  the  City  of  Boston  shall,  when 
necessity  dictates,  cause  temporary  repairs  to  be 
made  on  private  ways  which  have  been  opened 
to  public  use  for  six  years  or  more.  Upon  the 
filing  of  a  petition  signed  by  owners  of  50  percent 
or  more  of  the  property  parcels  abutting  a  private 
way,  the  commissioner  of  public  works  or  quali- 
fied designee  shall  inspect  and  determine  what 
temporary  relief  measures  may  be  taken  to  fill 
depressions  to  make  the  roadway  satisfactory  for 
vehicular  use. 

Section  2.  Temporary  repairs  shall  be  at  city 
expense,  but  only  include  the  filling  of  holes  and 
depressions  with  sand,  gravel,  cinders,  or  other 
suitable    materials    and     shall     not     include     the 
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resurfacing  or   permanent   construction   of  private 
ways. 

Section  3.  At  the  request  of  a  majority  of 
property  lots  abutting  a  private  way,  the  public 
works  commissioner  or  designee  may  arrange  for 
resurfacing  or  permanent  patching  of  depressions 
in  an  existing  paved  private  way  on  a  shared-cost 
basis.  The  extent  of  such  work  shall  be  agreed 
to  in  advance  by  owners,  who  collectively  will  be 
assessed  half  the  costs  of  such  work. 

Section  4.  Betterments  or  charges  will  be  ap- 
portioned on  the  ratio  of  frontage  owned  on  such 
private  way.  Taxpaying  owners  may  pay  costs  in 
cash  or  have  them  assessed  as  betterments  over  a 
period  of  years.  Tax-exempt  properties  will  be 
charged  for  their  respective  share  of  work.  The 
public  works  commissioner  shall  supervise  such 
work  and  may  require  that  present  or  potential 
drainage  problems  be  resolved  as  part  of  the 
undertaking.

3.  On  March  7,  1979,  the  City  Council  passed 
an  order:  "that  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston  ...  be  filed"  requiring  a 
favorable  vote  on  a  public  referendum  prior  to 
the  issuance  of  a  cable  television  license.  (At- 
tached and  made  part  hereof  as  Exhibit   1.) 

4.  On  March  23,  1979,  the  petition  for  a  special 
law  referred  to  in  paragraph  3  above  was  allegedly 
approved  by  the  Mayor. 

5.  On  March  21,  1979,  the  City  Council  passed 
an  ordinace  concerning  repairs  and  betterment  on 
private  ways.  (Attached  and  made  part  hereof  as 
Exhibit  2.) 

6.  On  March  26,  1979,  the  ordinance  referred 
to  in  paragraph  5  above  was  allegedly  approved 
by  the  Mayor. 

7.  At  no  time  did  I  sign  or  delegate  the  authority 
to  sign  the  above-referenced  petition;  and  at  no 
time  did  I  evince  or  intend  to  evince  approval 
of  the  petition  or  ordinance.

INTERIM  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
LAWS  AND  ORDINANCES 
Coun.    McDONOUGH,   for   the   Committee   on 
Laws  and  Ordinances,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  ordinance  (referred  February  7)  pro- 
hibiting requests  by  city  officals  of  certain  em- 
ployees and  others  to  work  in  political  campaigns: 

To  date,  on  five  separate  occasions,  this  Com- 
mittee has  listened  to  approximately  twelve  hours 
of  testimony  from  the  supervisor  of  personnel, 
Mr.  John  Murphy,  and  also  from  the  corporation 
counsel,  Mrs.  Joseph  Alviani,  in  connection  with 
the  above  docket. 

During  the  course  of  these  hearings  it  became 
very  clear  the  city's  personnel  operation  is  in  a 
state  of  great  disorder  and  confusion.  It  is  in  fact 
a  total  shambles,  a  disgrace  to  the  city  and  to  the 
city  administration. 

In  total  contravention  of  the  City  Charter 
people  are  hired  and  fired  and  salaries  are  in- 
creased without  discernable  reason  excepting  that 
such  is  the  desire  of  the  Mayor.  The  Civil  Service 
law  is  being  frustrated  by  the  appointment  and 
reappointment  of  hundreds  of  so-called  provisionals 
to  entry  and  promotional-level  positions.  Such 
people  do  not  attain  tenure  no  matter  how  often 
reappointed  as  provisionals. 

It  is  obvious  that  all  such  employees  are  highly 
vulnerable  to  pressure  from  the  administration 
since  they  all  can  be  fired  at  its  whim  and  will. 

In  connection  with  this  there  is  an  important 
loose  end  which  the  Committee  has  to  date  been 
unable  to  tie  up.  This  situation  is  outlined  in  the 
attached  letter  of  March  6,  1979,  from  your 
Committee  Chairman  to  the  Mayor.  The  chair  has 
been  informed  by  Mr.  Alviani  that  the  Mayor 
does  not  intend  to  voluntarily  appear  before  the 
Committee  to  clear  up  the  matter. 

Accordingly  your  Committee  recommends  pas- 
age  of  the  accompanying  order  in  order  that  the 
Committee  may  summons  the  Mayor  to  testify 
regarding  this  matter  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  8  of  chapter  233  of  the  General 
Laws. 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Laws  and 
Ordinances  conduct  a  hearing  to  determine  if 
chapter  55  of  the  General  Laws  has  been  violated

44,  sec.  53A  to 
render  lawfully  binding  amendments  to  the 
Mayor's  proposed  CDBG  and  UDAG  applica- 
tions?

44,  sec.  53A  to 
render  lawfully  binding  conditions  on  their 
authorization  of  the  Mayor's  proposed  CDBG  and 
UDAG  applications?

Whereas,  According  to  a  recent  study  released 
by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare,  more  than  350,000  people  in  the  United 


States  died  prematurely  as  a  result  of  smoking 
last  year;  and 

Whereas,  Research  by  the  American  Cancer 
Society  has  shown  that  smoking  is  America's 
number  one  preventable  health  hazard,  which  ac- 
counts for  80  percent  of  all  lung  cancer,  is  a 
direct  cause  of  coronary  heart  disease,  and  causes 
permanent  physical  damage  to  unborn  children; 
and 

Whereas,  In  addition  to  adversely  affecting  the 
smoker's  health,  smoking  also  jeopardizes  the 
health  of  nearby  nonsmokers  and  resutls  in  a 
multibillion  expense  each  year  in  increased  medical 
costs  and  lost  work  time;  and 

Whereas,  Elected  officials  have  a  responsibility 
to  set  an  example  about  the  dangers  of  smoking; 
therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  effective  immediately,  no  smoking 
shall  be  allowed  in  the  City  Council  Chambers 
during  an  official  meeting  of  the  City  Council.

Whereas,  Construction  of  the  proposed  tunnel 
which  would  extend  from  the  end  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Turnpike  under  the  Fort  Point  Channel 
and  across  the  harbor  to  East  Boston  would  have 
an  adverse  environmental  impact  on  the  contiguous 
neighborhoods,  particularly  East  Boston  and  South 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Construction  of  a  third  harbor  tunnel 
would    require    the    taking    of    homes    and"  small 
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businesses,  increase  traffic  congestion  in  the  im- 
pacted neighborhoods,  and  result  in  severe  dis- 
location within  these  communities;  and 

Whereas,  Plans  to  construct  the  third  harbor 
tunnel  also  affect  proposals  by  the  state  to  depress 
the  Central  Artery  between  North  and  South 
Stations;  and 

Whereas,  Before  the  Legislature  or  the  state 
Department  of  Transportation  takes  any  further 
action  on  the  plans,  the  people  of  the  City  of

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  sub- 
stantially as  follows: 
Section   1.  Declaration  of  Public  Necessity 
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It  is  hereby  found  and  declared  that  as  a  result 
of  mounting  increases  in  the  financing  costs  of 
new  and  existing  residential  housing  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  and  of  continuing  increases  in  con- 
struction and  rehabilitation  costs,  heating  and 
electricity  expenses,  and  maintenance  and  repair 
expenses,  persons  of  low  and  moderate  income  in 
(he  city  are  increasingly  unable  to  purchase, 
rehabilitate,  improve,  hold,  and  maintain  decent, 
safe,  and  sanitary  housing  providing  an  opportu- 
nity for  home  ownership;  that  the  inability  of 
low-  and  moderate-income  owners  of  owner- 
occupied,  multi-unit  homes  to  purchase,  rehabili- 
tate, improve,  hold,  and  maintain  such  homes 
has  directly  affected  the  supply  of  residential 
housing  for  rental  to  persons  of  low  and  moderate 
income  and  acutely  depressed  the  supply  of  such 
housing  at  rentals  which  persons  of  low  and 
moderate  income  can  afford;  that  an  adequate 
supply  of  residential  housing  available  for  home 
ownership  at  costs  which  persons  of  low  and 
moderate  income  can  afford  is  essential  to  the 
continued  stability  and  revitalization  of  the 
neighborhoods  of  the  city  and  that  the  present 
shortage  of  such  housing  is  inimical  to  the  safety, 
health,  morals,  and  welfare  of  the  residents  of 
the  city  and  inhibits  the  carrying  out  of  needed 
redevelopment  projects  and  results  in  the  con- 
tinued existence  and  proliferation  of  substandard 
and  decadent  housing,  with  all  its  attendant  con- 
sequences of  disease,  crime,  and  high  costs  of 
municipal  services  such  as  welfare,  police,  and 
fire  prevention. 

It  is  further  found  and  declared  that  the  cost 
of  financing  the  ownership,  construction,  improve- 
ment, and  rehabilitation  of  residential  housing  is 
a  major  and  substantial  factor  affecting  the  supply 
of  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing;  that  a  major 
cause  of  the  present  housing  crisis  is  the  inadequate 
supply  of  residential  mortgage  funds  in  the  city 
at  interest  rates  which  are  at  a  level  at  which 
persons  of  low  and  moderate  income  can  afford 
to  purchase,  hold,  rehabilitate,  improve,  and 
maintain  such  housing;  that  existing  public  and 
private  programs  have  been  inadequate  to  stimulate 
an  increase  in  such  mortgage  funds;  and  that 
private  enterprise  and  private  financial  institutions 
without  the  assistance  contemplated  by  this  act 
will  be  unable  to  increase  the  availability  of  such 
mortgage  funds  thus  frustrating  the  maintenance, 
rehabilitation,  improvement,  sale,  and  purchase  of 
new  and  existing  residential  housing  in  the  city. 
It  is  therefore  imperative  that  the  cost  of  mortgage 
financing,  which  materially  affects  the  ability  of 
persons  of  low  and  moderate  income  to  purchase, 
hold,  improve,  and  maintain  their  homes,  be  made 
lower,  to  help  alleviate  the  shortage  of  adequate 
housing,  to  stabilize  the  neighborhoods  of  the 
city,  to  increase  the  supply  of  decent,  safe,  and 
sanitary,  owner-occupied,  multi-unit  homes  and 
to  encourage  private  lending  institutions  to 
increase  the  supply  of  available  mortgage  funds 
in  all  areas  of  the  city. 

It  is  hereby  further  found  and  declared  thai 
the  authority  and  powers  conferred  under  this  act 
constitute  a  serving  of  a  valid  public  purpose  and 
that  the  enactment  of  the  provisions  hereafter  set 
forth  is  in  the  public  interest. 
Section  2.  Short  Title 

This  act  may  be  referred  to  and  cited  as  the 
"City  of  Boston  Home  Ownership  and  Rehabili- 
tation Assistance  Act  of  1979." 


Section  3.  Definitions 

The  following  words  as  used  in  this  act  shall, 
unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have  the 
following  meanings: 

a)  '"annual  income,"  the  adjusted  gross  income, 
as  determined  under  the  applicable  provisions  of 
the  federal  internal  revenue  code  as  then  in  effect, 
of  a  person,  less  allowance  for  dependents, 
together  with  the  adjusted  gross  income  in  excess 
of  $1,000  of  all  other  persons  residing  or  intending 
to  reside  with  such  person  in  a  single,  residential, 
dwelling  unit. 

b)  "bond"  or  "bonds,"  bonds,  notes,  including 
notes  in  anticipation  of  bonds,  certificates  of 
indebtedness,  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness 
issued  by  the  city  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

c)  "city,"  the  City  of  Boston. 

d)  "governmental  agency,"  the  United  States  of 
America,  the  commonwealth,  the  city,  or  any 
agency,  authority,  board,  commission,  department, 
public  corporation,  political  subdivision,  or  other 
public  instrumentality  of  any  thereof. 

e)  "home,"  real  property  and  improvements 
thereon  located  in  the  city  consisting  of  not  more 
than  eight  dwelling  units,  including  but  not  limited 
to  residential  condominium  or  cooperative  units, 
owned  or  to  be  owned  by  a  mortgagor  who 
occupies  or  intends  to  occupy  one  of  such  units. 

f)  "home  mortgage,"  a  loan,  including  a  home 
improvement  loan,  secured  by  a  mortgage  con- 
stituting a  lien  on  real  property  or  on  a  leasehold 
or  other  interest  in  real  property  located  in  the 
city  and  made  by  a  mortgage  lender  to  a  mort- 
gagor for  the  purpose  of  purchasing,  erecting, 
acquiring,  rehabilitating,  or  improving  a  home; 
provided  that  a  lien  on  such  property  may  not  be 
required  if  the  original  principal  amount  of  such 
loan  is  less  than  $15,000.  The  term  "home  mort- 
gage" as  used  in  this  act  shall  also  include  a 
participation  or  other  ownership  interest  in  a 
home  mortgage. 

g)  "mortgage  lender,"  any  bank,  mortgage 
broker,  mortgage  company  or  mortgage  banker* 
trust  company,  savings  bank,  cooperative  bank, 
credit  union,  national  banking  association,  federal 
savings  and  loan  association  or  building  and  loan 
association  maintaining  an  office  in  the  common- 
wealth or  any  insurance  company  authorized  to 
transact  business   in  the  commonwealth. 

h)  "mortgager,"  a  natural  person  or  persons, 
or  a  trust  for  the  benefit  of  a  natural  person,  who 
is  the  obligor  on  a  home  mortgage. 

i)  "persons  of  low  income,"  those  persons  whose 
annual  income,  as  defined  in  section  3(a)  hereof, 
is  equal  to  or  less  than  the  maximum  amount 
which  would  make  them  eligible  for  residential 
units  owned  or  leased  by  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority. 

j)  "persons  of  moderate  income,"  those  persons 
(other  than  persons  of  low  income)  whose  annual 
income,  as  defined  in  section  3(a)  hereof,  is  less 
than  the  amount  necessary  to  enable  them  to 
obtain  and  maintain  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary 
housing  without  the  expenditure  of  over  25 
percent  of  such  income  for  housing  expenses, 
including  the  provision  of  heat,  electricity,  hot 
water,  and  an  allowance  for  maintenance  and 
repairs. 

k)  "revenues,"  all  revenues,  receipts,  payments, 
fees,  charges,  and  other  moneys  derived  by  the 
city  under  this  act  including,  without  limiting  the 
generality   of    the    foregoing,    payments   on    home 
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mortgages,  proceeds  of  bonds,  fees  and  charges 
to  mortgage  lenders,  investment  earnings,  insur- 
ance proceeds,  and  the  proceeds  of  sale  or  other 
disposition  of  home  mortgages,  homes,  collateral 
and  other  property,  real  or  personal,  acquired  or 
held  by  the  city  under  this  act. 
Section  4.  Purchase  and  Financing  of  Home  Mort- 
gages; General  Powers 

a)  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  powers 
hereinafter  granted,  the  city,  acting  by  and  through 
its  collector-treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  and  the  city  council  and  without  further 
authority,  shall  have  the  power,  subject  to  the 
limitations  established  by  section  5  hereof,  to 
purchase,  and  contract  and  enter  into  advance 
commitments  to  purchase,  and  take  assignments 
from  mortgage  lenders  of,  home  mortgages  owned 
or  to  be  owned  by  mortgage  lenders,  including 
securities  and  other  obligations  of  mortgage 
lenders  secured  by  or  representing  an  interest  in 
home  mortgages,,  and  to  make  loans  to  mortgage 
lenders  for  the  purpose  of  financing  such  home 
mortgages,  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
the  collector-treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  and  the  city  councill  shall  determine. 

b)  In  addition  to  the  other  rights  and  powers 
enumerated  in  this  act  or  heretofore  or  hereafter 
granted  by  general  and  special  law,  the  city,  acting 
by  and  through  its  collector-treasurer  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor  and  the  city  council  and 
without  further  authority,  may,  subject  to  the 
limitations  established  by  section  5  hereof: 

1)  make  and  execute  contracts  and  all  other 
instruments  necessary  or  convenient  for  the 
exercise  of  its  powers  and  functions  under  this 
act  with  any  governmental  agency,  private 
corporation,  mortgage  lender,  or  other  entity  or 
individual; 

2)  make  and  execute  contracts  with  mortgage 
lenders  for  the  origination  and  servicing  of 
home  mortgages  or  interests  therein  acquired 
or  financed  by  the  city  pursuant  to  this  act, 
and,  without  further  appropriation,  pay  or  cause 
to  be  paid  the  reasonable  value  of  services 
rendered  to  the  city  pursuant  to  such  contracts; 

3)  establish,  and  revise  from  time  to  time,  and 
charge  and  collect  from  mortgage  lenders  and 
mortgagors  fees  and  charges  in  connection  with 
home  mortgages  acquired  or  financed  by  it 
under  this  act; 

4)  procure  insurance  or  guarantees  from  any 
governmental  agency  or  any  public  or  private 
insurance  company  or  carrier  against  any  loss 
in  connection  with  any  home  mortgage  acquired 
or  financed  by  it  hereunder  or  for  the  payment 
of  any  obligations,  including  home  mortgages, 
held  by  it  hereunder  or  of  any  bonds  issued  by 
it  under  this  act  in  such  amounts  and  from 
such  insurers,  licensed  to  do  business  in  the 
commonwealth,  as  may  be  necessary  or  desir- 
able, and  pay  or  cause  to  be  paid,  without 
further  appropriation,  the  premiums  or  costs 
thereof; 

5)  apply  for,  accept,  and  expend  on  its  own 
behalf  or  on  behalf  of  any  person,  advances, 
loans,  grants,  contributions,  guaranties,  rent 
supplements,  mortgage  assistance,  and  any  other 
form  of  financial  assistance  from  any  govern- 
mental agency,  or  any  other  source,  public  or 
private,  for  any  of  the  purpose  of  this  act  and 
to  include  in  any  contract  for  financial  assistance 
such  conditions  as  it  may  deem  reasonable  and 
appropriate  and  which  are  not  inconsistent  with 


the  purposes  of  this  act,  provided  that  the  ex- 
penditure of  any  such  financial  assistance  which 
has  been  pledged  to  the  payment  of  bonds 
issued  under  this  act  shall  not  require  appro- 
priation notwithstanding  sections  53  and  53 A 
of  chapter  44  of  the  general  laws.  Notwith- 
standing chapter  74  of  the  acts  of  1945,  as 
amended,  the  application,  acceptance,  and  ex- 
penditure of  grants,  loans,  or  other  financial 
assistance  from  governmental  agencies  or  others 
under  this  act  shall  not  require  the  approval 
of  the  governor  or  the  emergency  finance  board 
established  by  chapter  49  of  the  acts  of  1933 
and  such  application,  acceptance,  and  expendi- 
ture may  be  carried  out  by  the  collector- 
treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and 
without  further  approval  or  appropriation; 

6)  purchase,  and  contract  and  make  commit- 
ments to  purchase,  notes,  bonds,  or  other 
obligations  issued  by  mortgage  lenders,  and 
make  loans  to  mortgage  lenders,  for  the  purpose 
of  financing  home  mortgages  for  persons  of 
low  and  moderate  income;  and  determine  the 
terms  and  conditions  of  any  such  securities, 
obligations,  or  loans  and  the  security  therefor 
to  be  provided  by  mortgage  lenders  including, 
without  limitation,  any  collateral,  reserves,  or 
other  property  pledged  or  otherwise  held  for 
the  payment  thereof; 

7)  notwithstanding  sections  54  and  55  of 
chapter  44  of  the  general  laws  or  any  other 
general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  invest 
any  proceeds  of  bonds  pending  disbursement 
for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  or  any  revenues 
received  by  the  city  under  this  act  or  held  in 
any  reserve  or  other  fund  or  account  hereunder 
or  under  any  trust  agreement  securing  bonds, 
in  such  investments  as  may  be  lawful  for 
savings  banks  in  the  commonweatlh  and  in 
such  amounts  in  such  banks  or  trust  companies, 
within  or  without  the  commonwealth,  and  for 
such  periods  of  time  as  the  collector-treasurer 
shall  deem  necessary  or  desirable; 

8)  borrow  money,  incur  indebtedness,  and 
issue  its  bonds,  as  hereinafter  provided; 

9)  subject  to  any  agreement  with  bondholders, 
mortgage,  pledge,  or  grant  security  interests  in, 
and  sell,  convey,  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  with 
or  without  public  bidding  but  otherwise  in 
compliance  with  applicable  general  and  special 
laws  of  the  commonwealth,  any  home  mortgages 
or  interests  therein,  notes,  collateral,  or  other 
property  acquired  or  held  by  it  hereunder  for 
such  prices  and  at  such  times  as  the  collector- 
treasurer  may  determine; 

10)  subject  to  any  agreement  with  bond- 
holders, renegotiate,  refinance,  or  foreclose,  or 
contract  for  renegotiation,  refinancing,  or  fore- 
closure of,  any  home  mortgage  or  other  loan 
made  hereunder  in  default;  waive  any  default 
or  consent  to  the  modification  of  the  terms  of 
any  home  mortgage  or  loan;  commence  any 
action  to  protect  or  enforce  any  right  conferred 
upon  it  by  any  law,  home  mortgage,  loan, 
contract,  or  other  agreement  made  hereunder, 
and  bid  for  and  purchase  the  property  or  other 
collateral  securing  a  home  mortgage  or  other 
loan  in  default  at  any  foreclosure  or  other  sale, 
or  acquire  or  take  possession  of  any  such 
property  or  collateral,  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  necessary  to  protect  its  interests  and  the 
interest  of  bondholders; 
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11)  subject  to  any  agreement  with  bond- 
holders, consent  to  any  modification  with  re- 
spect to  rate  of  interest,  time  and  payment  of 
any  installment  of  prinicipal  or  interest,  security 
or  any  other  term  of  any  contract,  home  mort- 
gage, home  mortgage  commitment,  loan,  or 
agreement  of  any  kind  to  which  it  is  a  party 
for  the  purpose  of  this  act; 

12)  do  all  things  necesasry,  convenient  or 
desirable  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act 
and  the  powers  expressly  granted  or  necessarily 
implied  in  this  act. 

c)  Subject  to  section  5  of  this  act,  contracts  for 
the  purchase,  financing,  origination,  servicing,  and 
sale  of  home  mortgages  by  the  city  under  this  act, 
whether  with  mortgagors,  mortgage  lenders,  gov- 
ernmental agencies,  or  any  other  person,  for  the 
sale  of  bonds  and  for  legal,  financial,  and  other 
consulting  or  custodial  services,  for  the  purchase, 
construction,  or  improvement  by  mortgagors  of 
any  home  financed  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  home 
mortgage  purchased  or  financed  hereunder,  and 
any  other  contracts  or  agreements  authorized 
hereunder  or  relating  to  the  powers  of  the  city 
granted  hereby,  shall  not  be  subject  to  the 
requirements  of  sections  29  and  29A  and  sections 
44 A  through  44M  of  chapter  149  of  the  general 
laws,  sections  39F  through  39P  of  chapter  30  of 
the  general  laws,  chapter  418  of  the  acts  of  1890, 
as  amended,  sections  23,  24,  and  30  of  chapter 
486  of  the  acts  of  1909,  as  amended,  sections 
3,  4,  4A  and  4B  of  chapter  40  of  the  general 
laws  or  any  other  general  or  special  law  or 
ordinance,  rule  or  regulation  of  the  city  pertaining 
to  competitive  bidding  or  the  terms,  form,  execu- 
tion, or  award  of  public  contracts.  Notwithstand- 
ing the  foregoing,  nothing  herein  shall  exempt 
any  home  financed  by  a  home  mortgage  purchased 
or  financed  hereunder  from  the  provisions  of  the 
state  sanitary  code  or  of  any  other  laws  of  the 
commonwealth  or  any  ordinances,  rules,  or 
regulations  of  the  city  otherwise  applicable  to 
the  acquisition,  construction,  and  improvement 
of  such  home. 

d)  The  sale  or  other  disposition  of  any  home 
mortgage,  collateral  or  other  property,  security, 
or  obligation  acquired  by  the  city  hereunder  or 
of  any  home  acquired  by  the  city  upon  any 
default,  foreclosure,  or  other  action  on  a  home 
mortgage  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  section  15  of  chapter  40  of  the  general  laws 
or  section  17E  of  chapter  452  of  the  acts  of  1948, 
as  amended,  but  shall  otherwise  be  subject  to 
applicable  general  and  special  laws  of  the  common- 
wealth. 

Section    5.    Conditions    With    Respect    to    Home 
Mortgages;  Rules  and  Regulations 

a)  No  home  mortgage  shall  be  purchased  by 
the  city  hereunder  unless  (1)  the  mortgage  lender 
who  made  the  home  mortgage  certifies  to  the 
city  that  the  home  securing  such  home  mortgage 
is  or  will  be  owned  and  occupied  by  a  person  of 
low  or  moderate  income;  or  (2)  the  mortgage 
lender  is  obligated  by  the  terms  of  such  purchase 
to  reinvest  the  net  proceeds  thereof  in  new  home 
mortgages  for  persons  of  low  or  moderate  income 
in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  substantially 
equal  to  the  amount  of  such  net  proceeds. 

b)  No  loan  to  a  mortgage  lender  shall  be  made 
by  the  city  hereunder  unless  the  mortgage  lender 
is  obligated  by  the  terms  of  such  loan  to  reinvest 
the  net  proceeds  thereof  in  new  home  mortgages 
for   persons   of   low    or   moderate    income    in    an 


aggregate   principal  amount   substantially  equal  to 
the  amount  of  such  net  proceeds. 

c)  The  city  shall  not  purchase  or  finance  a  new 
home  mortgage  made  for  the  purpose  of  refinanc- 
ing an  existing  mortgage  loan  of  the  mortgagor 
unless  the  mortgage  lender  who  made  the  new 
home  mortgage  certifies  to  the  city  that  the  new 
home  mortgage  will  also  finance  improvement  or 
rehabilitation  costs  equal  to  such  percentage,  not 
less  than  10  percent,  as  the  collector-treasurer 
shall  determine,  of  the  value  of  the  home  securing 
such  home  mortgage  prior  to  improvement  or 
rehabilitation. 

d)  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  authorize  a  rent 
increase  prohibited  by  law.  The  collector-treasurer 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  the  city 
council  shall  also  establish  such  standards  and 
restrictions  governing  the  purchase  or  financing 
of  new  home  mortgages  for  the  improvement  or 
rehabilitation  of  homes  of  two  or  more  dwelling 
units  as  he  shall  deem  necessary  or  desirable  to 
reasonably  minimize  displacement  of  existing 
tenants  of  such  units. 

e)  The  collector-treasurer  shall  require  each 
mortgage  lender  from  which  or  through  which 
home  mortgages  are  purchased  or  financed  here- 
under to  submit  to  the  collector-treasurer  or  his 
designee  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  collector- 
treasurer  of  the  ability  and  intention  of  such 
mortgage  lender  to  originate  home  mortgages  and 
to  comply  with  any  standards  and  requirements 
established  by  this  act  or  by  the  collector-treasurer 
pursuant  to  paragraph  (f)  of  this  section.  The  city 
shall  require  each  mortgage  lender  from  which  the 
city  has  purchased  a  home  mortgage  or  to  which 
the  city  has  made  a  loan  to  submit  periodic  reports 
to  the  collector-treasurer  or  his  designee  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  information  on  the  geographic 
distribution  of  home  mortgages  purchased  or 
financed  by  the  city,  and  the  terms  and  types  of 
home  mortgages  purchased  or  financed  hereunder. 
The  collector-treasurer  or  his  designee  shall  file  a 
copy  of  any  such  periodic  report  with  the  city 
clerk,  and  a  notice  of  such  filing'  shall  be  posted 
in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk. 

f)  The  collector-treasurer,  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor  and  the  city  council,  may  establish,  in 
any  financing  or  related  documents  pertaining  to 
the  purchase  or  financing  of  home  mortgages 
hereunder,  such  standards  and  requirements 
applicable  to  such  purchase  or  financing  as  he 
deems  necessary  or  desirable  including  but  not 
limited  to:  (1)  the  time  within  which  mortgage 
lenders  must  make  commitments  and  disburse- 
ments for  home  mortgages;  (2)  the  location, 
maximum  and  minimum  values,  and  other 
characteristics  of  homes;  (3)  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions of  home  mortgages  including  their  prin- 
cipal amount,  loan  to  value  ratio,  rate  or  rates 
of  interest,  and  restrictions  thereon  and  restrictions 
on  the  return  realized  thereon  by  mortgage 
lenders;  (4)  the  income  and  other  credit  character- 
istics of  mortgagors;  (5)  the  amounts  and  types 
of  insurance  coverage  required  on  homes,  home 
mortgages,  bonds,  and  mortgage  lenders;  and  (6) 
such  other  regulations  and  restrictions  governing 
the  selection  of  mortgagors  and  the  making, 
purchase,  and  financing  of  mortgage  loans  and 
the  security  therefor  as  he  shall  deem  advisable  to 
accomplish  the  purposes  of  this  act. 

g)  A  present  or  former  employee  of  the 
commonwealth,  or  of  any  political  subdivision 
thereof,    or    of    any    state,    county,    or    municipal 
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agency  as  defined  in  chapter  268A  of  the  general 
laws  may  become  a  mortgagor  hereunder  not- 
withstanding anything  in  said  chapter  268A  to 
the  contrary. 

h)  Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the 
foregoing  provisions  of  this  section,  the  rate  or 
rates  of  interest  borne  by  mortgage  loans  pur- 
chased by  the  city  hereunder  and  by  loans  to 
mortgage  lenders  hereunder  and  such  other  fees 
and  charges  as  shall  be  established  by  the 
collector-treasurer  with  respect  to  mortgage  loans 
and  the  purchase  and  financing  thereof  shall  be 
so  fixed  and  adjusted  in  respect  to  the  aggregate 
receipts  of  the  city  derived  therefrom  to  provide 
revenues  at  least  sufficient,  together  with  all  other 
funds  from  governmental  agencies  or  other  sources 
to  be  received  by  the  city  in  connection  with  this 
act  (1)  to  pay  or  provide  for  all  expenses  of  the 
city  incurred  under  this  act;  (2)  to  pay  or  jjrovide 
for  the  prinicpal  of,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest 
on  all  bonds  issued  under  this  act  as  the  same 
become  due  and  payable;  (3)  to  create  and  main- 
tain such  reserves  as  may  be  required  by  any 
trust  agreement  securing  bonds;  and  (4)  to  pay 
or  provide  for  any  and  all  amounts  which  the 
city  may  be  obligated  to  pay  or  provide  for  by 
this  act  or  any  contract  under  this  act  including 
any  contract  with  or  for  the  benefit  of  the 
holders  of  bonds. 
Section  6.  Findings 

Prior  to  the  delivery  of  any  bonds  hereunder 
the  proceeds  of  which  will  be  used  by  the  city 
to  purchase  or  finance  home  mortgages,  the 
collector-treasurer  shall  find  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  mayor  and  the  city  council: 

1)  that  there  then  exists  within  the  city  a 
shortage  of  decent,  safe,  and  sanitary  housing 
available  for  home  ownership  at  costs  which 
persons  of  low  and  moderate  income  can 
reasonably  afford; 

2)  that  there  then  exists  an  inadequate 
supply  of  home  mortgage  funds  in  normal 
banking  channels  within  the  city  at  interest 
rates,  down-payment  requiremets,  or  other  costs 
which  persons  of  low  and  moderate  income  can 
reasonably  afford; 

3)  that  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  available 
to  finance  home  mortgages  together  with  the 
then  unexpended  proceeds  of  any  prior  bonds 
issued  hereunder  to  finance  home  mortgages  is 
reasonable  in  relation  to  the  demand  for  home 
mortgage  funds  then  present  in  the  city  and 
the  supply  of  such  funds  from  sources  other 
than  the  city  under  this  act; 

4)  that  the  issuance  of  such  bonds  and  the 
application  of  their  proceeds  to  the  financing 
of  home  mortgages  hereunder  will  reasonably 
increase  the  supply  of  home  mortgage  funds 
within  the  city  at  interest  rates,  down-payment 
requirements,  and  other  costs  which  persons  of 
low  and  moderate  income  can  reasonably  afford; 

5)  that  with  respect  to  homes  consisting  of 
two  or  more  dwelling  units  to  be  financed  by 
such  home  mortgages,  provision  has  been  made 
to  reasonably  minimize  displacement  of  existing 
tenants  of  such  units  who  are  persons  of  low 
and  moderate  income;  and 

6)  that  adequate  standards  and  restrictions 
have  been  imposed  upon  mortgage  lenders  to 
reasonably  ensure  that  the  home  mortgages 
financed  with  the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  will 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  that 
such  mortgage  lenders  have  financial  resources 


reasonably  sufficient  to  carry  out  their  commit- 
ments to  the  city  in  accordance  herewith. 
Section  7.  Revenue  Bonds 

a)  The  city,  acting  by  its  collector-treasurer  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  the  city  council 
and  without  further  authority,  may  from  time  to 
time  provide  for  the  issuance  of  and  issue  bonds 
in  one  or  more  series  for  any  purpose  authorized 
by  this  act  including  paying  or  refunding  tempo- 
rary notes  issued  in  anticipation  of  bonds.  The 
approval  of  the  city  council  shall  require  a  vote 
of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  council 
passed  after  two  separate  readings  which  may  take 
place,  notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law, 
ordinance,  or  rule  of  the  council  to  the  contrary, 
at  the  same  session  of  the  council.  The  prinicipal 
of  premium,  if  any,  and  interest  on  all  bonds 
issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
payable  solely  from  revenues  as  provided  herein. 
Without  limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing, 
bonds  mays  be  issued  to  defray,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  the  costs  of  purchasing,  financing,  or  funding 
the  making  of,  home  mortgages,  to  pay  the  costs 
of  issuing  such  bonds,  including,  but  not  limited 
to,  the  costs  of  studies  and  surveys,  insurance 
premiums,  underwriting  fees,  legal,  accounting, 
marketing,  and  other  consulting  services  and 
trustee,  custodian,  and  rating  agency  fees,  to 
pay  interest  on  such  bonds  pending  the  application 
of  their  proceeds  to  the  purchase  or  financing  of 
home  mortgages,  to  provide  reserves  for  debt 
service  or  other  expenses  as  may  be  required  by 
or  provided  in  any  trust  agreement  securing  bonds, 
or  any  combination  of  the  foregoing. 

b)  The  bonds  of  each  issue  shall  be  dated,  shall 
bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates,  shall  mature  at 
such  time  or  times,  not  exceeding  forty  years  from 
their  dates,  and  may  be  made  redeemable  before 
maturity  at  the  option  of  the  city  at  such  price, 
or  prices,  with  or  without  premium,  and  under 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  fixed  by 
the  collector-treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor,  prior  to  the  issue  of  the  bonds.  The 
collector-treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor, 
shall  determine  the  form  of  the  bonds,  including 
interest  coupons,  if  any,  to  be  attached  thereto, 
and  shall  fix  the  denomination  or  denominations 
of  the  bonds  and  the  place  or  places  of  payment 
of  prfncipal,  premium,  if  any,  and  interest,  which 
may  be  any  bank  or  trust  company  within  or 
without  the  commonwealth.  All  bonds  issued 
hereunder  shall  be  signed  by  the  manual  or 
facsimile  signature  of  the  collector-treasurer  and 
countersigned  by  the  manual  or  facsimile  signature 
of  the  mayor,  and  shall  have  affixed  thereon  the 
seal  of  the  city  or  a  facsimile  thereof  attested  by 
the  manual  or  facsimile  signature  of  the  city  clerk 
and  the  coupons,  if  any,  appertaining  thereto  shall 
bear  the  manual  or  facsimile  signature  of  the 
collector-treasurer.  In  case  any  officer  whose 
signature  or  a  facsimile  thereof  shall  appear  on 
any  bonds  or  coupons  shall  cease  to  be  such 
officer  before  the  delivery  thereof,  such  signature 
or  facsimile  shall  nevertheless  be  valid  and  suffi- 
cient for  all  purposes  as  if  such  officer  had 
remained  in  office  until  after  such  delivery.  The 
bonds  may  be  issued  as  serial  bonds  or  term 
bonds  or  a  combination  thereof,  in  bearer  or  in 
registered  form,  or  both,  and,  if  temporary  notes, 
may  be  made  payable  to  bearer  or  to  order, 
and  provisions  may  be  made  for  the  registration 
of  any  coupon  bearer  bonds  as  to  principal 
only    or  also   as    to   both    principal    and    interest, 
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for  the  reconversion  into  coupon  bonds  of 
bonds  registered  as  to  both  principal  and  interest 
and  for  interchange  of  registered  and  coupon 
bonds.  The  city  may  sell  bonds  authorized 
hereunder  in  such  manner,  either  at  public  or 
private  sale,  and  for  such  price,  whether  at  par, 
at  a  premium,  or  at  a  discount,  as  the  collector- 
treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  may 
determine.  In  the  case  of  a  private  sale,  the 
collector-treasurer  shall  cause  a  notice  announcing 
such  sale  to  be  published  in  a  newspaper  of  gen- 
eral circulation  in  the  city  at  least  ten  days  in 
advance  of  said  sale. 

c)  Bonds  issued  from  time  to  time  by  the  city 
under  the  authority  of  this  act  shall  not  be 
included  in  determining  any  limit  of  indebtedness 
of  the  city  as  established  by  law.  The  authoriza- 
tion and  issuance  of  bonds  under  this  act,  and 
the  application  and  investment  of  the  proceeds 
thereof,  shall  be  governed  solely  by  the  provisions 
of  this  act  and  of  any  trust  agreement  securing 
the  same  or  providing  for  their  issuance,  and  such 
bonds  and  the  authorization  and  issue  thereof 
shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter 
44  of  the  general  laws  or  the  provisions  of  any 
other  law,  general  or  special,  or  any  ordinance, 
rule,  or  regulation  of  the  city  pertaining  to  the 
issuance  of  bonds,  loans,  notes,  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness  except  as  otherwise  expressly  pro- 
vided herein. 

d)  The  aggregate  principal  amount  of  bonds  of 
the  city  outstanding  at  any  one  time  under  this 
act  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
million  dollars  ($100,000,000);  provided  that,  in 
computing  the  amount  of  such  bonds  outstanding 
at  any  time,  bonds  for  the  payment  or  redemption 
of  which  refunding  bonds  have  been  issued  by 
the  city  under  section  9  hereof  shall  be  excluded. 

e)  Notwithstanding  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  or  any  recitals  in  any  bonds  issued  hereunder, 
all  such  bonds  shall  be  deemed  to  be  investment 
securities  under  the  Uniform  Commercial  Code. 

Section  8.  Trust  Agreement 

a)  In  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer, 
bonds  issued  hereunder  may  be  secured  by  one  or 
more  trust  agreements  between  the  city  and  a 
corporate  trustee,  which  may  be  any  trust  com- 
pany or  any  bank  having  the  powers  of  a  trust 
company  within  or  without  the  commonweatlh, 
including  a  mortgage  lender,  and  any  such  trust 
agreement  shall  be  in  such  form  and  executed  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
collector-treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor 
and  the  city  council.  Prior  to  the  selection  of 
said  corporate  trustee,  the  collector-treasurer  shall 
cause  a  notice  to  be  published  in  a  newspaper 
and  a  financial  journal  of  general  circulation  in 
the  city  requesting  proposals  to  act  as  such 
corporate  trustee.  Subject  to  any  agreement  with 
bondholders,  a  trust  agreement  may  pledge,  assign, 
or  grant  security  interests  in,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  holders  of  bonds,  any  or  all  of  the  revenues 
and  other  moneys  received  by  the  city  under  this 
act  and  may  pledge,  assign,  or  grant  security 
interests  in  any  home  mortgages  or  interest 
therin,  notes,  collateral,  or  other  property  acquired 
or  held  hereunder.  Any  trust  agreement  may 
contain  such  provisions  for  protecting  and  en- 
forcing the  rights,  security,  and  remedies  of  the 
bondholders  as  may  be  reasonable  and  proper 
and  not  in  violation  of  law,  including,  without 
limiting  the  generality  of  the  foregoing  provisions 


and  covenants  as  to  (1)  the  use  and  disposition 
of  revenues  and  other  receipts  from  home  mort- 
gages and  mortgage  lenders,  including  the 
creation  of  reserves,  and  the  regulation  and  dis- 
position thereof;  (2)  limitations  on  the  purposes 
to  which  the  proceeds  of  bonds  may  be  applied; 
(3)  limitations  on  the  issuance  of  additional  bonds, 
the  terms  upon  which  additional  bonds  may  be 
issued  and  secured  and  the  redemption  and  re- 
funding of  outstanding  bonds;  (4)  the  appointment 
of  one  or  more  banks  or  trust  companies  within  or 
without  the  commonwealth  to  act  as  trustee,  paying 
agent,  or  registrar,  or  custodian  of  revenues,  col- 
lateral, home  mortgages,  or  other  property;  (5) 
the  procedure,  if  any,  by  which  the  terms  of  any 
contract  with  bondholders  may  be  amended  or 
abrogated,  the  percentage  of  bondholders  that 
must  consent  thereto,  and  the  manner  in  which 
such  consent  must  be  given;  (6)  provisions  de- 
fining defaults  and  providing  for  remedies  in  the 
event  thereof  which  may  include,  without  limita- 
tion, the  acceleration  of  principal  payments;  and 
(7)  the  duties  of,  and  limitations  on,  the  city  in 
relation  to  the  financing,  acquisition,  holding  and 
sale  of  home  mortgages  and  securities  and  other 
obligations  of  mortgage  lenders,  the  custody,  safe- 
guarding, investment,  and  disposition  of  home 
mortgages,  notes,  bonds,  and  revenues,  the  fixing, 
revising,  and  collection  of  fees  and  charges  from 
lenders,  mortgagors,  and  others  and  the  making 
and  amending  of  contracts. 

(b)  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  bank  or  trust 
company  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  com- 
monwealth to  act  as  a  depository  or  trustee  of 
the  proceeds  of  bonds,  revenues,  or  other  property 
under  any  trust  agreement  hereunder  and  to 
furnish  such  indemnifying  bonds  or  to  pledge 
such  securities  as  may  be  required  by  the  city. 
Any  such  trust  agreement  may  set  forth  the  rights 
and  remedies  of  bondholders  and  of  the  trustee 
and  may  restrict  the  individual  right  of  action  by 
bondholders.  Notwithstanding  any  general  or 
special  law  to  the  contrary,  the  pledge  of  any 
such  trust  agreement,  and  the  pledge  from  a 
mortgage  lender  to  the  city  of  any  home  mortgage 
or  other  collateral,  or  participation  in  a  home 
mortgage,  and  the  payments  thereon  from  the 
mortgagor,  mortgage  lender,  or  any  insurance 
policy  thereon,  shall  be  valid  and  binding  and 
shall  be  deemed  continuously  perfected  for  the 
purposes  of  the  Uniform  Commercial  Code  from 
the  time  the  pledge  is  made;  unless  otherwise 
provided  in  the  trust  agreement  or  any  contract 
with  mortgage  lengers,  the  pledge  of  any  revenues 
or  other  property  thereunder  shall  include  any 
contract  or  other  right  to  receive  the  same,  whether 
then  existing  or  thereafter  coming  into  existence 
and  whether  then  held  or  thereafter  acquired  by  the 
city,  and  the  proceeds  thereof;  the  home  mortgages, 
notes,  collateral,  or  other  property,  revenues,  rights, 
and  proceeds  so  pledged  shall  immediately  be 
subject  to  the  lien  of  such  pledge  without  any 
physical  delivery  or  segregation  thereof  or  further 
act;  and  the  lien  of  such  pledge  shall  be  valid 
and  binding  against  all  parties  having  claims  of 
any  kind  in  tort,  contract,  or  otherwise  against 
the  city  or  such  mortgage  lender,  irrespective  of 
whether  such  parties  have  notice  thereof.  Neither 
any  trust  agreement  nor  any  evidence  of  a  pledge 
of  home  mortgages,  notes,  collateral,  or  other 
property,  or  the  revenues  and  receipts  thereon  to 
bondholders  need  be  filed  or  recorded  except  in 
the  records  of  the  city,  and  no  filing  need  be 
made  under  the  Uniform  Commercial  Code. 
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c)  Any  holder  of  bonds  issued  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  or  of  any  coupons  appertaining 
thereto,  and  the  trustee  under  a  trust  agreement 
securing  the  same,  except  to  the  extent  the  rights 
herein  or  therein  given  may  be  restricted  by  the 
trust  agreement,  may  bring  suit  upon  the  bonds 
or  coupons  and  may,  either  at  law  or  in  equity, 
by  suit,  action,  mandamus,  or  other  proceeding 
(including  proceedings  for  the  appointment  of  a 
receiver  to  take  possession  of  home  mortgages  or 
other  property,  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of 
such  home  mortgages  or  property  and  to  collect, 
receive,  and  apply  the  revenues  and  other  income 
therefrom),  protect,  and  enforce  any  and  all  rights 
under  the  law  of  the  commonwealth  or  granted 
hereunder  or  under  the  trust  tgreement,  and  may 
enforce  and  compel  the  performance  of  all  duties 
and  covenants  required  by  this  act  or  by  the  trust 
agreement. 

d)  All  moneys  recevied  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  whether  as  proceeds  from  the 
sale  of  bonds  or  as  revenues  or  otherwise,  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  trust  funds  to  be  held  and 
applied  solely  as  provided  in  this  act  and  in  the 
trust  agreements  securing  bonds  separate  and 
apart  from  all  other  moneys,  funds,  or  other 
property  of  the  city. 

Section  9.    Refunding  Bonds. 

The  collector-treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  and  upon  written  notice  to  the  city  council 
delivered  to  the  city  clerk,  and  without  further 
authority,  appropriation,  or  order,  may  issue  re- 
funding bonds  for  the  purpose  of  paying  any  bonds 
issued  under  this  act  at  maturity  or  upon  accelera- 
tion or  redemption.  The  refunding  bonds  may  be 
issued  at  such  time  prior  to  the  maturity  or 
redemption  of  the  refunded  bonds  as  the  collector- 
treasurer  deems  to  be  in  the  public  interest.  The 
refunding  bonds  may  be  issued  in  sufficient 
amounts  to  pay  or  provide  for  the  payment  of  the 
principal  of  the  bonds  being  refunded,  together 
with  any  redemption  premium  thereon,  any  in- 
terest accrued  or  to  accrue  to  the  date  of  payment 
of  such  bonds,  the  expenses  of  issue  of  the  re- 
funding bonds,  the  expenses  of  redeeming  the 
bonds  being  refunded,  and  such  reserves  for  debt 
service  or  other  expenses  as  may  be  required  by 
a  trust  agreement  securing  the  refunding  bonds 
or  the  bonds  to  be  refunded.  The  issue  of  re- 
funding bonds,  the  maturities,  and  other  details 
thereof,  the  security  therefor,  the  rights  of  the 
holders  thereof,  and  the  rights,  duties,  and  obliga- 
tions of  the  city  in  respect  of  the  same  shall  be 
governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  relating  to 
the  issue  of  bonds  other  than  refunding  bonds 
insofar  as  the  same  may  be  applicable. 
Section   10.    No  Debt  of  Commonwealth  or  City 

Bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a  debt  of  the  common- 
wealth or  the  city  or  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and 
credit  of  the  commonwealth  or  of  the  city,  but 
shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  revenues  and  other 
property  pledged  for  thir  payment.  All  bonds  shall 
contain  on  the  face  thereof  a  statement  to  the 
effect  that  neither  the  commonwealth  nor  the  city 
shall  be  obligated  to  pay  the  same  except  from  the 
revenues  and  other  property  pledged  therefor  and 
that  neither  the  faith  and  credit  nor  the  taxing 
power  of  the  commonwealth  or  the  city  is  pledged 
to  the  payment  of  the  principal  of  or  interest  on 
such  bonds. 
Section  11.    Legal  Investment 

Bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  are 
hereby  made  securities  in  which  all  public  officers 


and  public  bodies  of  the  commonwealth  and  its 
political  subdivisions,  all  insurance  companies,  trust 
companies  in  their  commercial  departments,  sav- 
ings banks,  cooperative  banks,  banking  associa- 
tions, investment  companies,  executors,  adminis- 
trators, trustees,  and  other  fiduciaries  may  properly 
and  legally  invest  funds,  including  capital  in  their 
control  or  belonging  to  them.  Such  bonds  and 
notes  are  hereby  made  securities  which  may  prop- 
ery  and  legally  be  deposited  with  and  received  by 
any  state  or  municipal  officer  or  any  agency  or 
political  subdivision  of  the  commonweath  for  any 
purpose  for  which  the  deposit  of  bonds  or  obliga- 
tions of  the  commonwealth  is  now  or  may  here- 
after be  authorized  by  law.  Notwithstanding  any 
general  or  special  law  to  the  contrary,  all  mortgage 
lenders  as  defined  in  this  act  may  properly  and 
legally  invest  funds,  including  capital  in  their 
control  or  belonging  to  them,  in  home  mortgages 
and  interests  therein  and  other  securities  or  obliga- 
tions held  by  or  for  the  account  of  the  city  under 
this  act,  and  may  otherwise  transact  business  with 
the  city  as  contemplated  herein. 
Section  12.    Consents;  Tax  Exemption 

(a)  Bonds  may  be  issued  under  this  act  without 
the  consent  of  any  governmental  agency  or  other 
person  and  without  any  other  proceedings  or  the 
happening  of  any  other  conditions  or  things  other 
than  those  consents,  proceedings,  conditions,  and 
things  which  are  specifically  required  therefor  by 
this  act,  and  the  validity  of  and  security  for  any 
bonds  issued  by  the  city  hereunder  shall  not  be 
affected  by  the  existence  or  nonexistence  of  any 
such  consent  or  other  proceedings,  conditions  or 
things. 

(b)  All  revenues  and  other  income  acquired  or 
received  by  the  city  under  this  act  shall  be  exempt 
from  taxation  by  the  commonwealth  and  any  of 
its  political  subdivisions.  Bonds  issued  by  the  city 
hereunder,  their  transfer  and  the  income  there- 
from, including  any  profit  made  on  the  sale 
thereof,  shall  at  all  times  be  exempt  from  taxation 
within  the  commonwealth. 

Section  13.  Office  of  Home  Mortgage  Assistance 
In  order  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act, 
the  city  by  ordinance  may  establish  within  the 
office  of  the  collector-treasurer  an  office  of  home 
mortgage  assistance,  and  personnel  employed 
in  such  office  shall  be  exempted  from  the 
provisions  of  chapter  31  of  the  general 
laws.  The  collector-treasurer  may  also  con- 
tract with  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority, 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority,  and  the  Massachu- 
setts Home  Mortgage  Finance  Agency  for  the 
provision  to  the  city  by  said  authorities  and  agency 
of  such  technical  assistance,  research,  and  other 
services  as  the  collector-treasurer  may  deem  appro- 
priate. To  the  extent  deemed  practicable  by  the 
collector-treasurer,  the  city  shall  coordinate  its 
programs  under  this  act  with  the  programs  under- 
taken by  the  Massachusetts  Home  Mortgage 
Finance  Agency.  All  expenses  incurred  by  the  city 
in  connection  with  such  office  of  home  mortgage 
assistance,  the  personnel  thereof  or  under  any  such 
contracts  shall  be  payable  solely  from  revenues 
unless  otherwise  provided  by  vote  of  the  city 
council. 
Section  14.    Annual  Report 

The  collector-treasurer  or  his  designee  shall  at 
all  times  keep  full  and  accurate  accounts  of  the 
receipts,  expenditures,  disbursements,  assets,  and 
other  activities  of  the  city  under  this  act  separate 
and  apart  from  all  other  accounts  of  the  city. 
In  addition  to  the  requirements  of  any  trust  in- 
denture    securing     bonds,    the     collector-treasurer

shall  submit  an  annual  report  in  writing  concerning 
the  activities  of  the  city  under  this  act  to  the 
mayor,  the  city  council,  and  the  city  auditor 
within  120  days  following  the  close  of  each  fiscal 
year  of  the  city,  which  report  shall  include  finan- 
cial statements  relating  to  the  operations  of  the 
city  under  this  act  maintained  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles  to  the 
extent  applicable  and  audited  by  an  independent 
certified  public  accountant  or  firm  of  accountants. 
Section  15.   Construction  of  Act 

(a)  The  provisions  of  this  aot  shall  be  deemed 
to  provide  an  additional,  alternative,  and  complete 
method  for  the  doing  of  the  things  authorized 
hereby  and  shall  be  deemed  and  construed  to  be 
supplemental  and  additional  to,  and  not  in  deroga- 
tion of,  powers  conferred  upon  the  city  by  law, 
provided,  however,  that  insofar  as  the  provisions 
of  this  act  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  any  general  or  special  law,  ordinance,  adminis- 
trative order  or  regulation,  or  any  limitation  im- 
posed by  a  corporate  or  municipal  charter,  the 
provisions  of  this   act   shall   be   controlling. 

b)  This  act,  being  necessary  for  the  welfare  of 
the    city    and    its    inhabitants,    shall    be    liberally 
construed  to  effect  the  purposes  hereof. 
Section  16.   Severability 

The  provisions  of  this  act  are  severable  and  if 
any  provision  hereof  shall  be  held  invalid  in  any 
circumstances,  such  invalidity  shall  not  affect  any 
other  provisions  or  circumstances.  This  act  shall 
be  construed  in  all  respects  so  as  to  meet  all  con- 
stitutional requirements.  In  carrying  out  the  pur- 
poses and  provisions  of  this  act,  all  steps  shall  be 
taken  which  are  necessary  to  meet  constitutional 
requirements  whether  or  not  such  steps  are  re- 
quired or  expressly  authorized  by  statute. 
Section  17.   Effective  Date 

This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

I  have  been  asked  for  an  opinion  as  to  the 
effect  of  the  proposed  Council  order  requesting 
the  General  Court  to  seek  an  opinion  from  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  as  to  whether  the  Council 
has  the  authority  under  G-L.  c.  44,  s.  53A  to  im- 
pose conditions  on  the  Mayor's  proposed  CDBG 
and  UDAG  applications.  The  Council's  request  for 
an  opinion,  as  I  understand  it,  was  not  by  formal 
vote_  but  was  the  expressed  desire  of  the  Council 
at  its  last  meeting,  which  1  have  been  told  I  may 
consider  as  the  equivalent  of  a  formal  vote. 

The  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  is 
sought  under  the  provisions  of  part  2,  ch.  3,  art.  2 
of  the  Massachusetts  Constitution,  which  reads  as 
follows: 

"ART.  11.    Each  branch  of  the  legislature,  as 
well  as  'the  governor  or  the  council,  shall  have 
authority  to  require  the  opinions  of  the  justices 
of   the  supreme   judicial   court,   upon  important 
questions  of  law,   and   upon  solemn  occasions." 
I  have  no  opinion  as  to  how  the  General  Court 
will  act  on   the  Council's  request  for  an  opinion. 
However,    it    is  clear    that    the    Supreme    Judicial 
Court   will    refuse    to    give   an   opinion   as    it    has 
done  many  times  in  the  past.    The  Supreme  Judi- 
cial Court  has  said: 

"The  object  of  this  clause  (Pt.  2,  Ch.  3, 
Art.  2)  appears  to  us  to  be  to  enable  the  Senate, 
the  House  of  Representatives,  or  the  Governor 
and  Council,  to  obtain  the  advice  of  the  Justices 
upon  any  important  question  of  law  which  the 
body  making  the  inquiry  has  ocoa^on  to  con- 
sider in  the  exercise  of  the  legislative  or  execu- 
tive powers  entrusted  to  them  respectively." 
The  request  for  an  opinion  by  the  Council  does 
not  fit  within  this  language. 

The  Supreme  Judicial  Court  will  not  render  an 
opinion  when  what  is  sought  is  the  construction  of 
an  existing  statute  because  the  General  Court  has 
the  right  to  amend  the  statute  to  express  the  con- 
struction it  wishes.  Answer  of  the  Justices,  150 
Mass.  598  (1890).  This  appears  to  be  what  is 
sought  here. 

Furthermore,  the  opinion  sought  does  not  have 
to  do  with  the  power  or  authority  or  duties  of  the 
General  Court,  the  Governor,  or  the  Governor's 
Council,    which  is   a   prerequisite   of    the    duty  of 


the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  to  render  an  opinion. 
Answer  of  'the  Justices  to  Governor,  364  Mass.  838 
(1973);  Answer  of  the  Justices  362  Mass.  914 
(1973). 

There  is  no  precedent  for  a  City  Council  seek- 
ing an  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  by 
way  of  a  home  rule  petition  to  the  General  Court. 

Furthermore,  the  home  rule  petition  to  the 
General  Court  must  also  be  approved  by  the  Mayor 
before  it  can  be  considered  by  the  General  Court. 
Massachusetts  Constitution,  Amend,  art.  2,  s.  8 
(1).  Considering  the  petition's  content,  it  would 
seem  certain  that  the  Mayor  would  not  approve  it. 

The  petition  might  interfere  with  the  Council's 
proposed  suit  which  will  ask  the  Superior  Court  to 
rule  on  essentially  the  same  questions  as  are 
raised  by  the  petition.  If  the  petition  is  pending 
in  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  or  in  the  General 
Court  when  the  suit  against  the  Mayor  is  filed, 
the  Mayor  is  almost  certain  to  raise  this  as  a 
defense.

The  job 
lottery  shall  be  held  publicly  and  after  publica- 
tion in  a  newspaper  three  weeks  before  the 
lottery  and  the  City  Clerk  shall  be  furnished 
with  a  list  of  all  applicants  and  shall  certify  that 
the  lottery  was  held  as  prescribed.  In  the  event 
that  there  are  no  applicants  for  said  positions, 
then  they  may  be  filled  through  the  Personnel 
Office  of  Administrative  Services  of  the  City  of 
Boston.

Whereas,  In  recognition  of  this  principle,  the 
position  is  endowed  with  Civil  Service  tenure 
status  so  us  to  provide  a  measure  of  freedom  from 
the  appointing  administration;  and 

Whereas,  By  ordinance,  the  City  Auditor  is  the 
only    city   department   head   provided   tenure;    and 

Whereas,  The  incumbent  City  Auditor,  a  pro- 
fessional in  his  field  of  accounting,  is  the  firs* 
person  from  private  industry  >to  have  been  placed 
in  the  tenured  position,"  having  received  provisional 
appointment  September  26,  1973,  and  permanent 
appointment  by  the  Mayor  on  October  9,  1975, 
after  competitive  examination;  and

Ordered,   That  the   City   Clerk  be  instructed   to 
forward    further    communications    from   the    City 
Council  to  the  management  of  the  Boston  Red  Sox 
relative  to  the  safety  of  spectators  at  Fenway  Park 
during  the  1979  baseball  season.

Dear  Mr.  LeRoux: 

On  March  28,  1979,  a  letter  was  forwarded  by 
the  City  Clerk  to  your  office  on  behalf  of  the 
Boston  City  Council  requesting  a  meeting  to  dis- 
cuss with  you  four  areas  of  concern  regarding 
operations  at  Fenway  Park.  Among  the  areas  of 
concern  was  the  construction  during  the  off-season 
of  concession  areas  for  beer  sales  at  Fenway  with- 
out proper  permits  from  the  city's  Building  Depart- 
ment. 

As  we  pointed  out  in  that  letter  of  March  28, 
1979,  as  of  that  date  no  building  permits  for 
construction  of  additional  concessions  for  beer 
sales  had  been  taken  out  from  the  Cily  of  Boston 
Building  Department,  as  is  required  by  law. 
According  to  a  conversation  with  Building  Com- 
missioner Francis  Gens  the  only  building  permit 
which  had  been  issued  to  the  Red  Sox  for  con- 
struction during  the  off-season  was  a  permit  to 
build  additional  seats  in  Section  12  of  the  park. 

It  is  in  violation  of  the  city  Building  Code  to 
start  any  construction  in  the  city  without  first 
being  granted  a  building  permit  and  having  the 
work  described  in  that  permit  approved  by  a  build- 
ing inspector.  The  Red  Sox  did  not  do  this 
before  constructing  the  additional  concession  areas. 
We  have  now  learned  that  following  receipt  of 
the  letter  of  March  28,  those  permits  were  sought 
and    approved   by   the    Building    Department — but 


not  until  April  3,  1979,  after  construction  had  been 
completed. 

Therefore,  I  think  it  is  not  only  unfair,  but  also 
grossly  inaccurate,  that  you  personally  should  lead 
people  in  the  media  to  believe  that  I  was  in  error 
when  I  issued  my  letter  regarding  this  construction 
at  Fenway  Park. 

But,  the  overriding  issue  is  still  this  —  the  safety 
and  sobriety  of  the  fans  attending  games  at  Fenway 
Park. 

Last  spring,  because  of  problems  of  this  nature, 
we  conducted  hearings  at  City  Hall  in  which  repre- 
sentatives from  the  Red  Sox  not  only  agreed  that 
something  had  to  be  done,  but  also  how  it  was 
to  be  accomplished. 

The  answer  was  to  be  a  good-faith  attempt  all 
around  to  reduce  the  sale  of  beer  at  Fenway  by 
using  guidelines  agreed  to  by  the  Red  Sox  and 
the  City  of  Boston  Licensing  Board. 

I  do  not  feel  that  the  construction  of  two  new 
concession  stands  which  have  the  ability  to  dis- 
pense more  beer  is  dealing  in  good  faith  with  the 
spirit  of  our  agreement  of  a  year  ago. 

Therefore,  I  intend  to  ask  the  Building  Depart- 
ment for  a  full  report  of  your  construction  at 
Fenway  Park  during  the  off-season  and  the  reason 
why  no  permits  were  sought  or  obtained  until  after 
the  construction  was  completed. 

I  will  also  ask  the  Boston  Licensing  Board  for 
a  full  report  on  the  impact  which  the  new  con- 
cession areas  will  have  on  the  sale  of  beer  and 
the  safety  of  fans  attending  games  at  Fenway  Park. 

In  light  of  this  matter  and  the  other  areas  of 
concern  expressed  in  my  letter  of  March  28  re- 
garding enforcement  of  the  state's  new  twenty- 
year-old  drinking  age;  overcrowding  at  the  park 
at  sell-out  games;  and  ticket  sale  policies  at 
Fenway,  I  would  like  to  reiterate  my  request  for  a 
meeting  at  your  earliest  possible  convenience. 

As  one  who  has  long  enjoyed  watching  the  Red 
Sox  at  Fenway,  I  hope  we  can  resolve  these  prob- 
lems as  soon  as  possible  in  order  to  ensure  the 
safety  of  fans  visiting  the  park.

Whereas,  It  appears  the  City  Council  should 
give  its  attention  to  the  position  of  supervisor  of 
personnel  which  the  Council  created  by  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1956  to  bring  professionalism  to  the 
city's  personal  operations  and  which  has  now 
degenerated  to  the  point  where  the  office  is  known 
in  the  press  by  the  sobriquet  "Mayor's  patronage 
chief";  and 

Whereas,  Much  of  the  reason  for  the  bad  name 
of  the  city's  Personnel  Office  is  the  filling  of 
hundreds  of  Civil  Service  positions — which  should 
be  occupied  by  tenured  workers  who  have  proven 
their  capability  to  perform  their  jobs  through 
compliance  with  the  Civil  Service  qualifying  pro- 
cess— with  politioal  workers  hand-picked  by  the 
city  administration  who  have  proved  nothing  more 
than  political  subservience  lo  that  administration;

Be   it   ordained   by    the   City    Council   of   Boston, 
as  follows: 
Section    1.    City   of   Boston    Code,    Ordinances, 
Title    5,   is   hereby   amended    by   striking   out   the 
existing   section    101B    in    its    entirety    and    substi- 
tuting therefor  the  following: 

Section    101B.     Selection    Process    for    Appli- 
cants for  Provisional  or  Temporary   Positions 
No  appointment  on  a  provisional  or  temporary 
basis  may  be  made  to  any  position  in  a  city  or 
county  agency,  department  or  commission  or  in 
any  agency  funded  to  the  extent  of  50  percent 
or    more   by   funds   whose   expenditure   by    law 
requires   approval    of   the    City    Council,    unless 
such   appointment   is  made   in   compliance   with 
one   of   the   three    ensuing  lettered    subsections: 
Subsection  A.  The  position  is  filled  by  appoint- 
ment from  a  duly-certified  Civil  Service  list  of 
eligible    candidates  for    the   position    established 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  31  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  Massachusetts. 

Subseotion  B.  The  position  is  filled  by  the 
Office  of  Personnel  within  the  Administrative 
Services   Department   in    the   following   manner: 

1.  An  advertisement  inviting  applications  of 
such  positions  shall  be  placed  on  one  of  the 
first  six  pages  in  at  least  two  daily  newspapers 
of  general  circulation  in  the  City  of  Boston 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  closing  date  for 
accepting  such  applications,  setting  forth  a 
period  of  not  less  than  four  weeks  during 
which  applications  will  be  accepted;  the  closing 
date  for  acceptance  of  applications;  a  job 
description;  the  specific  educational  and  prior 
work  experience,  including  experience  in  a 
permanent  position  within  the  department  or 
agency,  if  any,  actually  needed  in  order  to 
successfully  perform  the  work;  the  office 
within  city  or  county  government  to  which 
implications  or  inquiries  may  be  made  during 
regular  business  hours;  the  proposed  salary  of 
such  position;  and  all  other  information  reason- 
ably relevant  to  a  prospective  applicant,  in- 
cluding the  number  of  appointments  to  be 
made  to  that  position  if  more  than  one. 

2.  All  applicants  for  such  positions  in  city 
service  shall,  at  the  time  of  application,  reside 
within  the  City  of  Boston,  and  applicants  for 
such  positions  in  county  service  shall  reside 
within  Suffolk  County  at  the  time  of  applica- 
tion. 

3.  Upon  expiration  of  the  application  period, 
the  names  of  all  persons  meeting  such  eligi- 
bility requirements  shall  be  inscribed  on 
individual  pieces  of  paper  which  shall  be 
folded  twice  and  placed  in  a  suitable  con- 
tainer by  the  supervisor  of  personnel  or  his 
designee;  at  a  public  place  to  which  all  such 
eligible  applicants  shall  be  invited,  such  super- 
visor or  his  designee  then  publicly  shall  draw 
out  the  pieces  of  paper  individually  and  an- 
nounce the  names  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  drawn,  and  shall  thereby  establish  the 
priority  order  in  filling  such  position  or 
positions. 

4.  The  supervisor  of  personnel  shall  present

An  Ordinance  Establishing  the  Advisory  Board  on 

Municipal  Compensation 
Be   it   ordained    by    the   City   Council   of  Boston, 
us  follows: 
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There  is  hereby  established  in  the  city  a  board 
to  be  called  the  Advisory  Board  on  Municipal 
Compensation  consisting  of  seven  members  subject 
to  confirmation  by  the  city  council.  Members  of 
the  board  shall  be  residents  of  the  city  and  a 
member  who  ceases  to  be  a  resident  of  the  city 
shall  be  removed  by  operation  of  law  upon  the 
date  of  his  or  her  change  of  residence.  No  mem- 
ber shall  be  a  compensated  employee  of  'the  city, 
except  the  chair  of  the  Finance  Commission  or 
designated  substitute.  No  elected  official  shall 
serve  on  this  board. 

The  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor, 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  city  council.  One 
member  shall  be  the  director  of  the  Boston  Muni- 
cipal Research  Burea  or  designated  substitute.  One 
member  shall  be  a  representative  of  organized 
labor.  One  member  shall  be  a  representative  of 
the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce.  On  member 
shall  be  experienced  in  setting  salary  schedules 
and  in  salary  administration  for  management-level 
employees.  One  member  shall  be  a  representative 
of  an  established  citizen-consumer  advocacy  group; 
and  one  member  shall  have  no  particular  affilia- 
tion. From  time  to  time  the  board  will  elect  one 
of  its  members  as  chairperson  and  another  as 
vice-chairperson. 

Of  the  members  of  said  board  first  appointed, 
one  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  one  year  from 
the  first  day  of  March,  1979;  two  for  two  years 
from  said  date;  two  for  three  years  from  said  date; 
and  two  for  four  years  from  said  date.  Upon  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  any  such  mem- 
ber or  any  subsequent  member,  his  or  her  suc- 
cessor shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner  for  a 
term  of  four  years.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in 
the  office  of  a  member,  his  or  her  successor  shall 
be  appointed  in  like  manner  within  eight  weeks 
to  serve  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Members  of  the  board  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
special  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  of 
chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws. 

Members  of  the  board  shall  serve  without  com- 
pensation but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses 
necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties. 

The  board  shall  study  the  salaries  and  expenses 
of  the  mayor,  the  city  council  members  and  staff, 
and  all  other  salaries  limited  by  ordinance.  On  or 
before  the  first  Monday  of  November  of  each  year, 
the  board  shall  report  recommendations,  if  any, 
of  adjustments  of  salaries  and  expenses  to  the 
mayor  and  to  the  city  council  for  their  considera- 
tion. These  recommendations  shall  include  a  current 
assessment  and  evaluation  of  these  figures  as  they 
relate  to  other  municipalities  of  a  simliar  size  and 
their  compensation  patterns  for  employees  not 
covered   by  collective   bargaining. 

Section  7.  The  provisions  of  CBC,  Ord.  2,  s.  752, 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordinance 
shall  be  published  by  the  action  of  the  city  council 
in  passing  the  same. 

Section  8.  It  is  the  legislative  intent  of  the  city 
council  in  passing  this  ordinance  that  the  pro- 
visions thereof  are  not  severable  and  a  disapproval 
of  any  part  shall  constitute  disapproval  of  the 
entire  ordinance. 

Coun.  SANSONE  moved  that  the  ordinance  be 
amended  so  that  "March,"  in  line  2  of  paragraph 
3  will  read  "May."

ORDINANCE  PROMOTING  ACCESS  TO 
PUBLIC  BUILDINGS  BY  THE 
PHYSICALLY  HANDICAPPED 
Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston, 
In   the   Year  Nineteen  Hundred   and  Seventy -nine 
An  Ordinance  Promoting  Access  to  Public  Build- 
ings by  the  Physically  Handicapped. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
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Whereas,  Physically  handicapped  persons  should 
have  full  and  free  access  to  public  buildings  so 
that  they  may  have  the  education,  employment, 
living  and  recreation  opportunities  necessary  to 
be  as  self-sufficient  as  possible  and  to  assume  full 
responsibilities  as  citizens;  and 

Whereas,  Owners  of  public  buildings  should 
comply  with  the  ABB  rules  to  ensure  access  by 
physically  handicapped  persons;   and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Commission  on  the 
Physically  Handicapped  should  assist  in  securing 
compliance  with  the  ABB  rules;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Ordained,  By  the  Boston  City  Council,  pursuant 
to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  law,  as  follows: 
Section  1:  Definitions 

(A)  ABB:  the  Architectural  Barriers  Board  of 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Safety. 

(B)  ABB  rules:  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
ABB  as  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time. 

(C)  Application:  application  for  a  permit  filed 
pursuant  to  section  113  of  the  basic  code. 

(D)  Basic  code:  the  Massachusetts  state  building 
code  as  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time. 

(E)  Building  department:  the  Boston  building 
department. 

(F)  Commission:  the  Boston  commission  on  the 
physically  handicapped. 

(G)  Complaint:  complaint  of  noncompliance 
which  the  ABB  must  "investigate  and  act  upon 
pursuant  to  22  MGL  13 A.  This  complaint  shall 
be  in  the  form  which  the  ABB  may  from  time 
to  time  proscribe. 

(H)  Owner:  an  owner 

(i)  as  defined  in  section  201  of  the  basic  code; 
(ii)  who,  in  Boston 

(a)  owns  a  public  building;  or 

(b)  proposes  a  significant  change  which  will 
result  in  the  creation  of  a  public  building. 

(1)  Permit:  as  defined  in  section  114  of  the 
basic  code. 

(J)  Physically  handicapped  person:  as  defined  in 
section  4.10  of  the  ABB  rules. 

(K.)  Plans  and  specifications:  plans  and  speci- 
fications filed  pursuant  to  section  113  of  the  basic 
code. 

(L)  Public  building:  as  defined  in  section  4.11 
of  the  ABB  rules. 

(M)  Significant  change:  any  activity  for  which 
an  owner  must  file  a  permit  application,  pursuant 
to  section  113  of  the  basic  code. 

Section  2:  Commission  to  Issue  Advisory  Opinion 
on  Compliance  with  the  ABB  Rules 

An  owner  who  proposes  to  make  a  significant 
change  shall  request  an  advisory  opinion  from 
the  commission  regarding  compliance  of  the  pro- 
posed change  with  the  ABB  rules.  The  commission 
shall  issue  its  advisory  opinion,  which  opinion,  if 
noncompliance  is  found,  it  shall  transmit  to  the 
ABB  as  a  complaint. 

Section     3:     Request     for    Commission     Advisory 
Opinion 

(A)  An  owner  who  proposes  to  make  a  signi- 
ficant change  shall  file  a  request  for  an  advisory 
opinion  from  the  commission.  The  commission 
shall  establish  the  site  for  filing  such  requests. 

(B)  The  request 

(i)  May  consist  of  any  information  the  owner 
considers  relevant;  but 

(ii)  shall  include  at  least  one  copy  of  the 
following  items  actually  submitted,  or  to  be  sub- 
mitted, to  the  building  department; 


(a)  application 

(b)  plans  and  specifications 

(c)  any  other  information  that  the  building 
department  requires  accompany  an  ap- 
plication for  the  proposed  significant 
change. 

(C)  The  owner  shall  file  his  request  no  more 
than  three  workdays  after  filing  an  application 
for  the  significant  change  with  the  building  depart- 
ment. The  owner  may  submit  his  request  before 
fi.ing  an  application. 

(D)  A  $25   fee  shall  accompany  the  request. 

(E)  The  commission  shall  issue  two  duplicate 
receipts  to  the  owner  filing  a  request.  The  owner 
shall 

(i)    keep  one  receipt;  and 
(ii)      submit     the     duplicate     receipt    to    the 
building  department. 
Section  4:    Filing  of  Supplementary  Information 

(A)  If,  after  filing  a  request  for  an  advisory 
opinion,  the  owner  files  with  the  building  depart- 
ment 

(i)    amendments  pursuant  to  section  113.8  of 
the  basic  code;  or 

(ii)  any  other  information,  whether  or  not 
required  by  the  building  department 
regarding  the  proposed  significant  change,  he  shall 
file  a  copy  of  this  additional  information  with  the 
commission  no  more  than  three  workdays  after 
filing  this  information  with  the  building  depart- 
ment. 

(B)  After  filing  a  request  for  an  advisory 
opinion,  the  owner  may  also  submit  to  the  com- 
mission additional  information  not  submitted  to 
the  building  department. 

(C)  No  fee  need  accompany  the  filing  of 
supplemental  information  submitted  under  this 
section. 

Section   5:     Responsibilities    of    the    Building   De- 
partment 

(A)  At  all  sites  where  the  building  department 
takes  applications,  the  department  shall  post  con- 
spicuous notices  informing  owners  of  their  re- 
sponsibilities pursuant  to  sections  3  and  4  of  this 
ordinance. 

(B)  The  building  department  may  not  issue  a 
permit  to  an  owner  until  the  owner  submits  a  re- 
ceipt from  the  commission  as  required  under 
section   3(E)  (ii)   of  this  ordinance. 

(C)  Failure  of  the  building  department  to  fulfill 
its  responsibilities  under  this  section  does  not 
relieve  owners  of  their  responsibilities  pursuant  to 
sections  3  and  4  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  6:    Issuance  of  Advisory  Opinions 

(A)  Within  fourteen  workdays  of  receipt  of  a 
request  for  an  advisory  opinion,  the  commission 
shall  issue  its  advisory  opinion.  Provided,  however, 
if  prior  to  issuance  the  commission  receives  sup- 
p'ementary  information,  pursuant  to  section  4  of 
this  ordinance,  the  commission  may  delay  issuance 
of  its  advisory  opinion  until  fourteen  days  after 
receipt  of  this  supplementary  information. 

(B)  If,  after  issuance  of  its  advisory  opinion, 
the  commission  receives  supplementary  information 
pursuant  to  section  4  of  this  ordinance,  the  com- 
mission may  issue  a  supplemental  advisory  opinion. 

(C)  The  commission's  advisory  opinion,  whether 
or  not  supplemental,  shall  contain  a  finding  that 
the  proposed  significant  change 

(i)    complies  with  the  ABB  rules; 

(ii)    does  not  comply  with  the  ABB  rules;  or 

(iii)     does   not   comply   with   the    ABB   rules, 

but  may  qualify  for  a  variance  under  section  3 

of  the  ABB  rules. 
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(D)  If  the  commission  makes  a  finding  under 
either  subsections  (C)  (ii)  or  (C)  (iii)  of  this 
section,  it  shall 

(i)  include  in  its  advisory  opinion  an  ex- 
planation of  the  grounds  for   this   finding;   and 

(ii)  conform  its  advisory  opinion  to  the  form 
of  a  complaint. 

(E)  In  addition  to  the  other  requirements  of 
this  section,  the  commission  may  include  in  its 
advisory  opinion  any  other  information  or  com- 
ments which  it  deems  pertinent. 

(F)  At  the  time  of  issuance,  the  commission 
shall  transmit  by  mail  a  copy  of  its  advisory 
opinion  to 

(i)    the  owner  requesting  the  opinion; 
(ii)    the  ABB; 

(iii)     the  building  department. 
Section  7:    Annual  Report 

(A)  By  February  1  of  each  year,  the  com- 
mission shall  compile  and  submit  to  the  Boston 
city  council  a  written  report  describing,  for  the 
calendar  year  just  concluded,  its  activities  pursuant 
to  this  ordinance. 

(B)  The  report  shall  include 

(i)       a  list  of  requests  for  advisory  opinions 

received; 

(ii)    a  summary  of  the  findings  in  the  advisory 

opinions  issued  pursuant  to  each  request; 

(iii)    a  description  of  the  relavent  actions,  if 

any,  taken  by  the  ABB;  and 

(iv)    any  other   information    which    the   com- 
mission considers  pertinent. 
Section  8:    Penalty 

A  court  shall  fine  an  owner  who  violates  sec- 
tions 3  or  4  of  this  ordinance  not  more  than  $50. 
Section  9:    Severability 

If  any  provision  or  clause  of  this  ordinance  or 
application  thereof  to  any  person  or  circumstance 
is  held  invalid,  such  invalidity  shall  not  affect 
other  provisions  or  applications  of  this  ordinance 
which  can  be  given  effect  without  the  invalid 
provision  or  application,  and  to  this  end  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  are  declared  to  be 
severable.

Whereas,  The  chairman  or  chairperson  shall  set 
a  date  for  any  and  all  hearings,  as  requested  by 
the  chair  or  duly  elected  Councillor;  and 


Whereas,  These  rules  and  regulations  have  con- 
sistently been  violated  by  a  few  Councillors  in 
this  body  by  calling  hearings  throughout  the  city 
without  consulting  the  President,  and  the  chairman 
or  chairperson  of  each  and  every  committee  here 
in  the  Council,  shall  cease  and  desist  having  any 
more  hearings  in  any  section  of  the  city;  therefore, 
be  it  ordered,  And  voted  by  the  members  of  the 
City  Council  that  the  Councillors  who  have  con- 
tinually ignored  any  rules  or  regulations  relative 
to  hearings  throughout  the  city,  shall  stop  this 
practice  immediately  after  the  vote  is  taken  this 
day.

Whereas,  Alcohol-related  problems  in  our  society 
have  become  an  overwhelming  burden  for  many 
Americans  and  affect  many  of  those  who  live 
within   the  City  of  Boston;   and 

Whereas,  Joseph  Califano,  U.S.  Secretary  of 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  has  recently 
launched  a  "national  plan  of  action  on  alcohol 
problems"  whereby  cities  and  states  are  urged  to 
focus  more  attention  among  their  citizenry;  and 
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Whereas,  According  to  Laura  Miller,  Califano's 
special  assistant  for  alcohol  problems,  "It's  our 
third  most  serious  disease  after  cancer  and  heart 
disease";  and 

Whereas,  In  a  report  to  Congress  last  fall,  HEW 
said  that  10  million  adults,  7  percent  of  the 
American  population,  are  problem  drinkers,  and 
another  3  million  persons,  or  19  percent  of  young 
people  aged  fourteen  to  nineteen,  have  problems 
related  to  alcohol  consumption;  and 

Whereas,  The  report  goes  on  to  state  that  from 
1965  to  1975,  the  percentage  of  high  school  stu- 
dents who  acknowledged  getting  drunk  at  least 
once  a  month  rose  from  10  to  15  percent  and 
alcohol  abuse  accounts  for  more  than  200,000 
deaths  a  year,  half  the  traffic  accidents,  half  the 
homicides,  and  a  third  of  the  suicides;  and 

Whereas,  Over  one  million  young  people  between 
the  ages  of  twelve  and  seventeen  have  serious 
drinking   problems   nationwide;   and 

Whereas,  In  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts alone,  there  are  over  300,000  abusers,  and 
in  particular  in  the  Greater  Boston  area  there  are 
over  45,000  people  who  are  victims  of  this  disease; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  today  endorses  the  actions  of 
the  secretary  of  HEW  for  paying  close  attention 
to  alcohol-related  problems;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  work 
to  support  progams  within  the  City  of  Boston  to 
l^elp  those  who  are  plagued  with  alcohol-related 
problems.

On  January  11,  1978,  the  Boston  City  Council 
proposed  two  questions  to  be  answered  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  in  accordance 
with  section  17F  of  the  City  Charter. 

1.  Why  has  the  BRA  apparently  changed  their 
rules  in  the  middle  of  the  Commercial  Block 
Project,  showing  an  interest  in  using  the  121A 
tax  agreement  to  offset  the  costs  of  the  renova- 
tion, or  pay  the  cost  themselves  as  originally 
offered? 

To  answer  the  question  succinctly,  the  BRA 
did  not  change  their  rules  in  this  regard  in  the 
middle  of  the  Commercial  Block  development. 
At  no  time  was  the  availability  of  a  chapter 
121 A  project  discussed  or  considered  as  a  means 
of  offsetting  the  cost  of  the  redeveloper's  work 
on  the  facade  and  rear  wall  of  the  so-called 
Commercial  Block  Building.  At  the  time  of  the 
designation,  all  developers  were  aware  that  the 
Authority  was  not  going  to  do  exterior  repair 
work  and  that  the  redevelopers  competing  for 
the  designation  subsequently  indicated  their  in- 
dividual willingness  to  carry  out  the  total  recon- 
struction of  the  Commercial  Block  Building  at 
their  own  expense  without  reference  to  a  need 
for  chapter  121 A  designation  in  order  for  the 
development  to  proceed. 

2.  What  are  the  BRA's  future  plans  for  the 
development  of  this  property? 

On  July  7,  1977,  the  Authority  designated  the 
Trustees  of  the  Commercial  Building  Trust  as 
the  tentative  developer  of  this  site.  The  property 


was  subsequently  conveyed  to  the  trust  on 
February  2,  1979,  and  the  construction  of 
thirty-five  apartments  is  proceeding  expeditiously 
to  an  anticipated  completion  date  of  late 
summer  of  1979.

During  the  past  slate  legislative  session,  chapter 
40D.  which  governs  tax-free,  industrial,  revenue- 
bond  financing,  was  amended  to  allow  commercial 
enterprises  to  avail  themselves  of  this  financing 
mechanism.  If  Boston  takes  advantage  of  this 
legislative  change,  the  potential  impact  on  com- 
mercial activity  in  Boston  can  be  significant.  In- 
dustrial and  manufacturing  businesses  in  the  city 
have  found  the  lower  costs  of  tax-free  financing 
to  be  an  important  factor  in  their  decision  to 
expand  and  renovate  operations  within  the  city 
limits.  Now  this  same  incentive  can  be  made 
available  to  commercial  enterprises  in  the  city. 

The  amended  legislation  requires  that  commer- 
cial enterprises  that  use  tax-free  revenue  bonding 
be  located  in  what  is  called  a  Commercial  Area 
Revitalization  District  (CARD).  Regulations  re- 
quire that  a  proposed  CARD  area  first  be  subject 
to  a  public  hearing  and  then  receive  approval  of 
the  City  Council.  This  requirement  will  ensure  that 
commercial  activity  takes  place  in  those  areas  that 
are  compatible  with  the  aspirations  and  plans  of 
the  community  as  well  as  those  of  the  municipal 
government. 

Let  me  clarify  here  that  establishment  of  the 
CARD  is  only  a  first  step.  Like  all  industrial 
revenue  bond  requests,  each  project  to  be  financed 
must  be  approved  by  our  board,  you,  and  the 
City  Council  before  receiving  state  approval.  All 
the  normal  market  restraints  of  funds  availability 
and  financial  feasibility  continue  to  apply  to  the 
revenue-bond  financing  program,  regardless  of  the 
type  of  business,  industrial   or  commercial,   which 


wishes  to  use  this  financing  mechanism. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  city  staffs  this  Authority, 
and  for  this  project  the  Authority  was  fortunate 
enough  to  have  the  help  of  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  staff  and  research  materials. 

To  determine  the  boundaries  of  the  Museum 
Wharf  CARD,  the  first  consideration  was  given 
to  the  planning  study  done  by  the  BRA  in  De- 
cember, 1977.  This  document  summarizes  present 
and  future  development  proposals  in  the  Fort  Point 
Channel  area  of  the  city.  Areas  proposed  for 
noncommercial  uses  were  excluded  from  consid- 
eration as  were  areas  proposed  for  potential  arena 
or  convention  center  uses  because  of  the  capital 
expenditure  limits  of  the  CARD  program. 

Discussions  were  held  with  the  owners  of  prop- 
cities  with  the  potential  for  commercial  develop- 
ment. However,  these  owners  did  not  wish  to  be 
included  because  of  the  SlO-million  limit  on  capital 
expenditures  within   a  six-year  period. 

An  additional  class  of  buildings  was  surveyed 
and  found  to  contain  manufacturing,  retail,  and 
commercial  uses  within  the  same  building.  These 
structures  were  excluded  because  it  was  apparent 
that  a  commercial  rehabilitation  program  could 
not  be  developed  for  most  of  these  buildings  and 
that  in  many  cases,  the  existing  rent  levels  in  this 
area   would   not  make  rehabilitation   feasible. 

Thus,  by  a  process  of  elimination,  the  remaining 
potential  CARD  is  the  Museum  Wharf  site.  The 
attached  application  gives  a  complete  description 
of  this  CARD  project. 

In  accordance  with  state  regulations,  this  pro- 
posed CARD  designation  has  been  the  subject  of 
a  public  hearing  held  on  April  9,  1979,  at  the 
Condon  School,  South  Boston.  We  are  pleased  to 
report  that  all  public  comment  to  date  has  been 
positive  and  supportive.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
TRANSPORTATION    AND   LICENSES 

Coun.  IANNELLA,  for  the  Committee  on  Trans- 
portation   and    Licenses,   submitted    the   following: 

Interim  report  on  Docket  No.  0523  (referred 
April  4)   with  the  following  recommendations: 

Your  Committee  on  Transportation  and  Licenses 
conducted  a  public  hearing  relative  to  the  proposed 
Third  Harbor  Crossing  and  its  effect  on  contiguous 
neighborhoods.  In  addition  to  citizens  and  public 
interest  organizations,  your  Committee  received 
testimony  from  persons  representing  the  Governor 
and  the  Transportation  Secretary,  the  Massachu- 
setts Department  of  Public  Works,  the  Massachu- 
setts Turnpike  Authority,  the  MBTA,  Massport, 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  and  the 
Traffic  and  Parking  Commission.  Your  Committee 
is  grateful  to  these  agencies  for  their  cooperation. 

The  dominant  impression  left  by  proponents  of 
lhe  tunnel  is  that  they  have  failed  to  consider  the 
impact  it  would  have  on  East  Boston,  South  Boston, 
and  the  city  in  general. 
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While  the  state  represents  that  no  particular 
alignment  for  a  tunnel  has  been  decided  upon,  the 
Transportation  Secretary's  representative  indicated 
that  utilization  of  the  Boston,  Revere  Beach,  and 
Lynn  (the  so-called  "Narrow  Gauge")  Railroad 
reservation  was  planned.  Such  a  route  would  cut 
the  Jeffries  Point  Neighborhood — almost  wholly 
residential — in  two,  and,  because  the  reservation  is 
so  narrow,  undoubtedly  require  extensive  land- 
taking.  The  representative  appeared  to  be  unaware 
of  these  facts. 

Despite  questioning  by  your  Committee,  no  com- 
mitment could  be  obtained  from  proponents  as  to 
compensation  to  the  city  for  property  removed 
from  the  tax  rolls. 

Massport  submitted  a  well-balanced  statement  to 
your  Committee  indicating  that  while  they  are 
generally  in  support  of  "improvements  to  cross- 
harbor  facilities"  there  was  no  specific  support  for 
a  tunnel.  Massport  recited  its  concern  for  the 
impact  of  any  such  improvements  on  the  airport, 
the  Tobin  Bridge,  Massport  bondholders,  and  twice 
asserted  its  concern  that  such  improvements  not 
adversely  affect  Boston  neighborhoods.  Executive 
Director  David  W.  Davis  limited  Massport's  sup- 
port of  improvements  to  those  which  "are  planned 
and  approved  by  state  and  local  officials,"  in 
support  of  the  City  Council's  position  in  this 
regard. 

Both  the  Transportation  Committee  of  the  Boston 
League  of  Women  Voters  and  the  Executive  Direc- 
tor of  the  Back  Bay  Association,  Inc.  communi- 
cated to  your  Committee  support  for  the  Council's 
home  rule  petition. 

While  the  written  statement  of  the  BRA  referred 
only  to  the  need  for  "citizen  participation,"  and 
the  Traffic  and  Parking  Commission  statement 
called  for  "citizens  and  elected  officials  (to  act) 
as  full  partners"  in  any  consideration  of  a  tunnel, 
your  Committee  received  oral  assurances  that  these 
agencies  would  favor  a  requirement  that  Boston 
have  approval  power  over   any  such   construction. 

Those  tunnel  proponents  expressing  an  opinion 
did  not  favor  such  a  requirement. 

Secretary  Locke's  statement  indicates  that  the 
Governor  strongly  favors  a  general  use  tunnel.  The 
statement  also  calls  for  a  "cooperative  planning 
effort"  and  "close  coordination"  involving  the  city. 

Both  the  state  and  the  House  Chairman  of  the 
Legislature's  Joint  Committee  on  Transportation, 
Representative  Nickinello,  have  indicated  that 
legislative  action  in  this  session  would  be  pre- 
mature. Both  suggest  that  a  study  to  be  com- 
pleted in  early    1980  would   be  appropriate.

PROGRAM 
Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston, 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-nine. 
An   Ordinance  Establishing    the    Selection  Process 
for  Job  Lotteries  to  Fill  Positions  for  Public 
Service    Employment   Jobs   under    the   CETA 
Program. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
For    a    position    filled    by    EEPA   in    the    PSE 
CETA  Program,  such  a  position  shall  be  filled  in 
the  following  manner: 

1.  An  advertisement  inviting  applications  for 
such  positions  shall  be  placed  on  one  of  the  first 
six  pages  in  at  least  two  daily  newspapers  of 
general  circulation  in  the  City  of  Boston  thirty 
days  prior  to  the  closing  date  for  accepting  such 
applications,  setting  forth  a  period  of  not  less 
than  four  weeks  during  which  applications  will  be 
accepted,  the  closing  date  for  acceptance  of  ap- 
plications. 

2.  All  applicants  for  such  positions  in  city  ser- 
vice shall,  at  the  time  of  application,  reside  within 
the  City  of  Boston. 

3.  Within  two  weeks  of  the  close  of  application 
time,  the  city  shall  hold  a  public  lottery  to  select 
a  number  of  people  approximately  equal  to  the 
expected  number  of  PSE  openings.  These  people 
shall  be  called  Lottery  Winners.  The  others  shall 
be  called  Lottery  Losers. 

A.  The  names  of  all  lottery  winners  shall  be 
announced  at  the  lottery. 

B.  All  lottery  winners  and  losers  shall  be 
notified  by  mail  within  four  days  of  the  lottery 
drawing. 
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C.  All  lottery  winners  shall  be  guaranteed  a 
suitable  job  offer.  A  winner  shall  be  given  the 
choice  of  a  training  program  if  he  or  she 
wishes.  If  no  suitable  job  is  available,  a  training 
program  shall  be  offered  with  a  job  offer  to 
follow. 

D.  All  lottery  losers  shall  be  automatically 
kept  in  the  pool  for  the  next  lottery. 

E.  All  lottery  losers  shall  be  notified  of  their 
rights  and  job  opportunities  including  the 
following  but  not  limited  to: 

1.  Their  right  to  apply  through  CETA  for 
a  TJTC  (Targeted  Jobs  Tax  Credit)  Voucher. 
Established  by  Congress  in  the  Revenue  Act 
of  1978,  a  TJTC  Voucher  enables  an  em- 
ployer to  take  a  tax  credit  of  up  to  50  percent 
of  wages  (limit  of  $3,000)  on  yearly  taxes  when 
said  employer  hires  an  unemployed  person 
meeting  eligibility  guidelines  of  the  act,  e.g., 
handicapped,  general  relief  recipient,  ex- 
convict,  youths  between  ages  of  eighteen  and 
twenty-four  from   low-income   family,  etc.) 

2.  Their  right  to  apply  for  CETA  Training 
Programs. 

3.  Their  right  to  use  the  CETA  Direct  Place- 
ment List  to  identify  other  job  opportunities. 

4.  Their  right  to  join  W.A.G.E.  (Workers 
Association  to  Guarantee  Employment),  the 
organization   of  the  unemployed. 

4.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed 
to  inhibit  the  city's  compliance  with  federally 
mandated  hiring  practices. 

Coun.  O'NEIL  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment: 

That  when  the  drawing  is  held  in  City  Hall  re 
CETA  jobs,  all  names  that  have  applied  be  drawn 
as  such: 

Name  and  address  of  applicant. 

This  procedure  is  fair  and  above-board. 

The  recent  drawing  was  held  by  number  and 
number  only. 

After  this  number  is  drawn,  who  determines 
what  number  gets  the  jobs? 

Further,  That  the  drawing  that  was  recently 
held,  be  redrawn  all  over  again  and  names  and 
addresses  be  pulled. 


Coun.  DiCARA  in  the  chair. 


Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment: 

That  the  following  six  points,  together  with  the 
suggestion  for  a  hearing  on  this  matter  on  Mon- 
day, May  7,  1979,  at  11  a.m.,  be  forwarded  to  the 
Attorney  General  of  Massachusetts,  together  with 
an  invitation   that  he  attend   the  hearing. 

1.  The  CETA  administration  refused  to  announce 
the  names  of  the  winners  when  they  were  drawn 
at  the  lottery.  Instead,  only  the  numbers  of  the 
winners  were  read  out  loud,  and  since  no  appli- 
cant knew  his  or  her  number,  no  one  had  any 
idea  of  what  was  happening. 

2.  The  CETA  administration  refused  to  make 
public  the  names  of  the  people  in  the  lottery 
before  the  drawing  was  held.  This  action  was 
taken  despite  a  direct  order  from  John  J.  McGlynn, 
supervisor  of  public  records,  to  George  Bennett, 
director  of  EEPA,   that  this   list   be  made  public. 


The  CETA  administration  is  totally  disregarding 
this  order  from  the  supervisor  of  public  records 
and  as  a  result,  the  Attorney  General's  Office  is 
now  ready  to  take  further  action  on  this  matter. 

3.  Prompt  written  notice  has  not  been  sent  to 
the  winners  and  losers  of  past  lotteries.  In  the 
past  whole  months  have  passed  before  winners 
have  received  any  notification  and  losers  have  not 
been  informed  at  all. 

4.  Lottery  winners  are  not  guaranteed  a  choice 
of  a  suitable  job  or  a  training  program  under  the 
current  system.  For  many  people,  winning  the 
lottery  is  a  cruel  hoax,  an  empty  promise,  leading 
to  nothing  but  further  employment  or  the  welfare 
rolls. 

5.  The  losers  —  who  have  not  even  been  in- 
formed of  their  loser  status  in  the  past  —  are 
currently  dropped  from  the  applicant  list  shortly 
after  the  lottery  drawings.  These  losers  are  not 
even  informed  that  they  are  no  longer  on  the 
applicant  list  and  have  to  reapply.  This  practice 
by  CETA  is  both  misleading  and  unfair. 

6.  Furthermore,  losers  have  not  been  fully  in- 
formed of  their  right  to  apply  for  other  training 
and  employment  programs  as  well  as  their  right 
to  join  any  voluntary  advocacy  organization  such 
as  WAGE. 

In  short,  the  selection  process  for  CETA  jobs 
in  the  City  of  Boston  doesn't  work  fairly  or 
efficiently.  This  lottery  system  was  originally  set 
up  by  the  Council  to  clean  up  the  CETA  selection 
process  and  cure  it  of  political  abuse.  Without  the 
following  changes  in  the  form  of  an  ordinance, 
those  abuses  will  continue. 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Clerk  inform  the  United 
States  Labor  Department  that  the  City  Council 
requests  that  the  job  lottery  which  was  held  on 
Monday,  April  23,  relating  to  positions  to  be  filled 
in  the  EEPA  Program  be  held  up  pending  an 
inquiry  by  the  United  States  Labor  Department 
in  the  job  lottery  process  used  in  conformity  with 
a  1975  agreement  between  the  Labor  Department 
and  the  City  of  Boston. 

Further,  that  the  City  Clerk  procure  from  the 
director  of  personnel  the  lists  and  other  pertinent 
information  used  in  the  job  lottery  to  select  appli- 
cants for  summer  employment. 

The  order  was  passed  under  suspension  of 
the  rules.

Coun.  McDONOUGH  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Boston  is  a  city  of  neighborhoods;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  recognized  for  decades 
that  if  Boston's  neighborhoods  are  to  thrive  the 
people  who  live  in  them  must  be  more  involved 
in  their  government;  and 

Whereas,  Real  involvement  can't  be  achieved 
without  giving  neighborhoods  direct  power  and 
control  over  governmental  activities  which  affect 
them;  and 

Whereas,  In  1972,  such  involvement  was  tried 
on  a  small  scale  by  the  City  Council's  passage  of 
an  ordinance  (of  dubious,  but  unchallenged, 
legality),  which  permitted  neighborhood  people  to 
control  the  destiny  of  the  citys  Community  Schools 
Program;  and 

Whereas,  The  Community  Schools  Program  has 
thrived  under  neighborhood  control;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  therefore  reasonable  to  believe 
other  community-oriented  programs  would  also 
blossom  if  placed  under  the  control  of  the  people 
most  directly  affected  by  them;  and 

Whereas,  Such  control  would  necessarily  include 
the  staffing  of  such  community  agencies;  and 

Whereas,  Under  existing  law  there  appears  to  be 
no  provision  whereby  the  city  may  legally  delegate 
to  community  people  the  power  to  hire  and  fire 
city  employees  in  such  agencies;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  forth- 
with draft  and  present  to  the  City  Council  a 
home  rule  petition  which  in  susbstance  would 
authorize  the  city  by  ordinance  to  delegate  the 
hiring  of  city  employees,  without  regard  to  chapter 
31  of  the  General  Laws,  in  two  proposed  new' 
city  departments  to  be  created  in  accordance  with 
CBC,  St.  2,  sec.  752  to  perform  those  functions 
and  exercise  those  powers  now  performed  and 
exercised  in  the  various  agencies  connected  with 
the  Mayor's  office  excepting  the  duties  performed 
by  the  thirty  employees  provided  for  in  CBC, 
Ord.  2,  sec.  361,  to  elected  neighborhood  councils;

Whereas,  The  Community  Development  Block 
Grant  process  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  avenues 
for  neighborhood  groups  to  fund  their  worthwhile 
programs;  and 

Whereas,  The  nature  of  the  process  dictates  that 
it  will  only  be  as  good  as  the  amount  of  citizen 
participation  of  which  it  is  comprised;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  is  currently  dis- 
cussing the  final  planning  stages  for  its  Year  V, 
CDBG  application,  and  the  City  Council  finds 
itself  in  a  situation  whereby  the  policy  outline  of 
the  program  determining  the  priorities  of  the 
projects  is  unclear;  and 

Whereas,  Many  other  major  cities  across  the 
country  have  solved  these  same  problems  by 
creating  ordinances  and  regulations,  within  their 
own  bonds,  which  demand  a  full  and  open  ac- 
counting of  the  entire  CDBG  process;  and 

Whereas,  The  openness  of  the  program  should 
include  a  full  discusion  of  the  city-wide  policy 
outline  before  the  City  Council,  months  before 
the  application  is  due  to  HUD;  and 

Whereas,  Many  questions  have  been  raised 
about  monies  which  have  been  allocated  through 
CDBG  applications  in  years  past,  but  the  indiv- 
idual applicants  who  were  awarded  funding  have 
not  received  funds;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council,  as  the  local  govern- 
ing body  which  must  give  the  authorization  for 
the  submission  of  the  grant  application,  should 
be  fully  aware  of  the  entire  process  before,  during, 
and  after  submission  of  the  application;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  Council  has  been  left  in  a 
situation  where  they  are  responsible  to  community 
groups  to  explain  the  reasons  why  they  were  not 
funded,  without  the  proper  information  to  back 
them  up;  now,  therefore, 

City  of  Boston, 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-nine. 
An  Ordinance  Pertaining  to  Community  Develop- 
ment Block  Grants. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  Mayor  may  not  honor,  accept, 
or  consider  any  individual  applications  for  Com- 
munity Development  Block  Grants  before  a  final 
city-wide  policy  outline  for  the  ensuing  fiscal 
year  has  been  approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  City  Council. 

Section  2.  The  Mayor  shall,  eight  (8)  months 
before  the  final  submission  date  of  an  annual 
Community  Development  Block  Grant  application, 
submit  to  the  City  Council  a  draft,  city-wide 
policy  outline,  stating  the  total  amount  allocated 
and  stating  by  percentage,  the  distribution  city- 
wide  for  the  grant  priorities  including,  but  not 
limited   to   the  following:  health  facilities,   human 
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services,  public  safety,  public  housing,  elderly  and 
handicapped  resources,  recreational  facilities, 
neighborhood  beautification,  administrative  costs, 
and  contingency  funds. 

Section  3.  Any  change  in  the  city-wide  planning 
outline  affecting  more  than  ten  percent  (10%)  of 
the  total  funds  or  percentages  thereof  for  a 
Community  Development  Block  Grant  application, 
must  be  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  City 
Council  and  be  submitted  to  the  Mayor  for  his 
approval  or  disapproval.  In  the  event  of  the 
Mayor's  disapproval,  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
City  Council  would  be  required  to  override  his 
action. 

Section  4.  The  City  Council,  after  holding  one 
or  more  public  hearings,  to  ensure  citizen  partici- 
pation, may  amend  by  a  majority  vote  the  draft, 
city-wide  planning  outline  and  shall  approve  the 
final,  city-wide  planning  outline  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  for  submission  to  the  Mayor. 

Section  5.  The  draft  and  final  Community  De- 
velopment Block  Grant  applications  submitted  to 
the  City  Council  by  the  Mayor  shall  list,  separately 
and  clearly,  the  Community  Development  Block 
Grant  funds  allocated  to  distinguish  them  from 
other  neighborhood  improvement  budgets  funded 
through  other  sources. 

Section  6.  Effective  July  1,  1979,  the  Mayor 
shall  cause  a  quarterly  report  to  be  made  and 
submitted  to  the  City  Council  detailing  unexpended 
balances  for  each  item  in  the  current  and  prior 
year  CDBG  allocations.  Information  shall  include: 
name  and  description  of  each  project;  neighbor- 
hood^) involved;  year  of  CDBG  grant;  total  allo- 
cated; amount  spent  in  report  period  from  CDBG 
account;  total  expenditures  to  date;  and  unexpend- 
ed balance  in  each  account.  Comments  may  be 
included  for  clarification  if  desired. 

Section  7.  The  Mayor,  or  his  duly  appointed 
employee  of  an  appropriate  city  agency,  shall 
make  a  minimum  of  two  (2)  annual,  unannounced 
on-site  visits  to  each  Community  Development 
Block  Grant  funded  facility,  program,  or  activity. 
The  Mayor  shall  report  to  the  City  Council  the 
results  of  said  visits  in  writing  within  two  (2) 
weeks  of  their  completion. 

Section  8.  Each  activity,  program,  or  agency 
funded  through  Community  Development  Block 
Grant  funds  shall  make  to  the  Mayor  and  the 
City  Council  a  status  report  six  months  after 
first  receipt  of  funds.  Said  status  report  shall 
indicate  total  money  allocated  for  individual 
activity,  total  Community  Development  Block 
Grant  money  received  during  reporting  period, 
descripton  of  goal  obtained  through  the  expendi- 
ture of  Community  Development  Block  Grant 
funds,  any  change  in  stature,  nature  of  policy  of 
funded  agency,  program  or  activity,  and  specific 
reasons  for  any  unexpended  or  unencumbered 
Community  Development  Block  Grant  funds.  Said 
status  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  every  consecutive  six  months  until 
all  Community  Development  Block  Grant  funds 
have  been  expended. 

Section  9.  The  Mayor  shall  notify  in  writing  all 
applicants  who  filed  requests  for  Community  De- 
velopment Block  Grant  funding  as  to  the  decision 
reached  on  their  request  at  least  two  weeks  before 
a  draft  application  is  submitted  to  the  City 
Council.  The  Mayor  shall,  at  the  same  time,  also 
report  in  writing  to  the  City  Council  a  list  of  all 
funded,  nonfunded,  and  partially  funded  activities 
including  specific  details  of  the  funds  requested 
and  the  amount  awarded.

AT  NORTH  STATION 
Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  A  train  accident  happened  on  Tuesday, 
April    24,   caused   by    a  derailment   of    a    MBTA 
light  rail  streetcar   at  the   North   Station   stop   in 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  present  accident  at  the  North 
Station  illustrates  the  danger  of  a  sharp  curve 
which  these  cars  must  make  on  their  approach  to 
the  North  Station  stop.  It  is  practically  a  90-degree 
turn  which   means  that   a   light   rail  vehicle   must 


almost  stop  before  making  the  turn,  and  then 
again  must  turn  further  up  at  another  90-degree 
turn  which  has  to  be  made.  The  sharpness  of 
these  turns  contributed  greatly  to  cause  of  the 
derailment;  and 

Whereas,  This  portion  of  the  line  from  North 
Station  to  Lechmere  Square  is  old  and  unsafe;  and 

Whereas,  The  MBTA  has  a  federal  grant  to 
rebuild  the  Lechmere  Station  and  relocate  it  from 
its  present  location  in  the  vicinity  of  the  B  &  M 
Railroad  Yards  to  the  Charlestown-Somerville 
side;  and 

Whereas,  This  will  entail  relocating  some  track- 
age and  rail  beds  and  an  additional  expense  for 
electrical  power;  and 

Whereas,  The  Orange  Line  of  the  MBTA  is 
less  than  a  half  mile  away  and  it's  an  unnecessary 
expenditure  of  much-needed  transportation  funds 
to  have  a  parallel  transportation  system  which 
would  end  approximately  within  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  of  another  existing  facility;  and 

Whereas,  The  elimination  of  this  unsightly  ele- 
vated structure  at  the  North  Station  would  greatly 
enhance  and  help  the  redevelopment  and  the 
restoration  of  the  North  Station  area.  The  elimina- 
tion of  the  elevated  structure  from  the  North 
Station  to  Charlestown  has  greatly  enhanced  the 
other  side  of  the  North  Station  area  which  was 
accomplished  through  funds  set  aside  by  the  City 
Council  in  the  $8-million-dollar  Charlestown  Urban 
Renewal  Project;  and 

Whereas,  This  portion  of  the  Beacon-Common- 
wealth-Lechmere  line  could  end  at  the  North 
Station  where  there  are  facilities  for  a  turn-around 
of  MBTA  cars  so  that  they  could  return  to  the 
Commonwealth  and  Beacon  runs,  giving  quicker, 
more  efficient  service  to  those  people  in  the 
Brighton  and  Back  Bay  areas;  and 

Whereas,  This  would  save  the  MBTA  additional 
funds  in  that  we  could  eliminate  the  operation 
of  two  stations  as  well  as  beautifying  the  Charles 
River  area  by  the  elimination  of  the  viaduct  that 
goes  to  Lechmere;  and 

Whereas,  This  would  not  eliminate  service  on 
the  existing  line  because  the  passengers  heading 
for  Somerville  and  Arlington  could  transfer  at 
the  North  Station  to  the  Orange  Line.  The  Lech- 
mere Station  replacement  facilities  could  be  in- 
corporated in  the  Blue  Line  System  at  the  Com- 
munity College  Station  of  the  Blue  Line,  from 
which  buses  could  take  the  people  as  they  are 
now  taking  them  out  of  the  relocated  Lechmere 
Station;  and 

Whereas,  The  new  Lechmere  Station  could  be 
adjacent  to  the  site  of  the  MBTA  stop  at  the 
Community  College  Station;   therefore,   be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  requests 
his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  to  order  the  City  of  Boston 
representative  on  the  MBTA  Advisory  Board  to 
eliminate  the  dangerous  curves,  one  before  and 
one  after  the  North  Station  stop,  which  causes 
derailments  and  accidents;  and  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority,  Transportation  Section,  and  the  City 
of  Boston  Traffic  and  Parking  Department  con- 
duct surveys  to  determine  the  feasibility  of  the 
plan  to  eliminate  this  dangerous  situation  at  the 
MBTA  North  Station;  and  further 

Ordered,  That  the  City  of  Boston  representative 
on  the  MBTA  Advisory  Board  report  back  to  the 
City  Council  on  the  progress  of  this  project  within 
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thirty  days  with  a  copy  of  the  minutes  of  the 
meeting  at  which  the  discussion  of  this  question 
was  reviewed;  and  further 

Ordered,  That  the  City  of  Boston  representative 
on  the  MBTA  Advisory  Bar  request  a  report  on 
the  investigation  conducted  by  the  MBTA  on  the 
causes  of  this  accident  and  the  condition  of  the 
roadbed  and  tracks  at  the  scene  of  this  derailment 
and  report  to  the  City  Council  as  soon  as  they 
have  received  this  record.

PARKS  AND  RECREATION  COMMISSION  TO 
REDEDICATE  WATERFRONT  PARK  IN 
HONOR  OF  CHRISTOPHER  COLUMBUS 

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  all  the  Councillors, 
offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  North  End  Waterfront  has  long 
been  considered  the  citadel  and  center  of  Italian- 
American  activity  and  influence,  not  only  in  the 
city  but  the  entire  country;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  entire  City  of  Boston  there  is 
not  a  single  monument  to  the  great  navigator, 
Christopher  Columbus,  except  a  private,  little 
monument  on  Louisburg  Square  that  was  erected 
by  private  citizens  years  ago;   and 

Whereas,  The  friends  of  the  Christopher  Col- 
umbus Committee  has  been  organized  with  the 
Hon.  John  A.  Volpe,  as  honorary  chairman,  and 
a  large  group  headed  by  Arthur  Stivaletta,  of  the 
America  First  Campaign,  as  chairman,  and  Phyllis 
Donnaruma,  publisher  of  the  Post  Gazette,  and 
Caesar  Donnaruma,  as  co-chairpersons;  and 

Whereas,  The  ideal  location  for  such  a  memorial 
to  Christopher  Columbus  would  be  the  rededica- 
tion  of  the  Waterfront  Park  in  his  honor  and  the 
placing  of  a  monument  at  the  open  end  of  the 
park  facing  the  sea;  and 

Whereas,  The  friends  of  Christopher  Columbus 
Committee  are  endeavoring  to  obtain  a  statue  of 
Christopher  Columbus  for  the  purpose  of  locating 
it  in  the  Waterfornt  Park;  and 

Whereas,  They  have  invited  Bob  Hope,  famous 
star  of  TV,  movies,  and  radio,  to  be  in  Boston 
during  the  week  of  July  13  to  19,  to  help  the  com- 
mittee in  this  effort; 

Therefore,  be  it  ordered,  That  the  Boston  City 
Council  requests  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  to  order 
the  Parks  and  Recreation  Commission  to  rededicate 
the  Waterfront  Park  in  honor  of  the  great 
navigator,  Christopher  Columbus;   and  further 

Ordered,  To  provide  a  space  for  the  erection 
of  a  monument  in  memory  of  Christopher  Col-

Dear  Mayor  White: 

A  Special  Committee  of  the  Whole  of  the  City 
Council  hereby  requests  that  you  personally  attend 
a  meeting  of  this  Special  Committee  of  the  Whole 
on  May  8,  1979,  at  2  p.m.,  to  answer  the  written 
questions  submitted  with  this  letter  pursuant  to 
C.B.C.,  St.  2,  s.  16;  St.  1948,  c.  452  s.  17F,  as 
amended  by  St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1.  The'  City  Coun- 
cil requests  that  you  personally  answer  these  ques- 
tions because  the  department  heads  questioned  on 
these  matters,  Messrs.  Murphy  and  Alviani,  the 
Supervisor  of  Personnel  and  the  Acting  Corpora- 
tion Counsel,  respectively  have  been  unable  to 
provide  answers  to  the  Council's  Committee  on 
Laws  and  Ordinances. 

The  Council  has  been  informed  that  non-civil 
service  employees  have  been  rewarded  for  political 
activities  undertaken  at  the  request  of  the  adminis- 
tration. The  Council  is  investigating  these  reports 
through  its  Committee  on  Laws  and  Ordinances. 
With  the  election  season  approaching,  the  Council 
is  considering  a  proposed  ordinance  to  insulate 
non-civil  service  employees  from  pressure  to  par- 
ticipate in  or  refrain  from  political  activities.  The 
Council  wishes  to  learn  whether  job-related 
pressures,  either  the  promise  of  reward  or  the 
threat  of  punishment,  have  been  brought  to  bear 
on  such  employees  in  the  past. 

Supervisor  of  Personnel  Murphy  has  informed 
the  Council,  acting  through  its  Committee  on 
Laws  and  Ordinances,  that  the  Mayor  is  the  ap- 
pointing authoirty  for  non-civil  service  employees 
and  controls  the  promotion,  renumeration,  and 
assignment  of  such  employees.  Mr.  Murphy  con- 
firmed that  numerous  non-civil  service  employees 
have  been  granted  raises  since  January  1,  1979, 
but  was  unable  to  say  whether  political  considera- 
tions played  any  part  in  the  distribution  of  raises 
and  promotions. 

In  addition,  newspaper  reports  concerning  the 
distribution  of  raises  and  promotions  have  sug- 
gested that  political  considerations  played  a  sub- 
stantial role  in  many  of  these  decisions.  Further- 
more, there  are  a  number  of  newspaper  reports 
which  indicate  that  you  personally  confirmed  that 
political  considerations  were  the  cause  of  some 
raises  and  promotions  among  non-civil  service 
employees  whose  job  tenure  and  pay  rate  are 
under  your  control.  Consequently,  we  believe  it 
essential  that  you  attend  the  Council  session  on 
May  8,  1979,  to  answer  the  questions  attached  to 
and  incorporated  in  this  letter.

1.  Did  you  tell  a  reporter  for  the  Boston 
Herald  American,  on  or  about  February  17,  1979, 
in  substance  that  city  employees  were  given  raises 
as  rewards  for  their  performance  in  the  Classifica- 
tion drive? 

2.  Did  you  or  your  assistants  authorize  raises 
for  city  employees  as  rewards  for  their  perfor- 
mance in  the  Classification  drive? 

3.  Several  of  your  Ward  Coordinators  in  the 
Classification  campaign  are  non-civil  service  city 
employees.  A  number  of  these  received  substantial 
pay  raises  and  /or  promotions.  For  instance: 


a)  John  Coviello,  Ward  1  Coordinator,  was 
transferred  from  the  Office  of  Public  Service 
to  the  Budget  Department  and  received  a  32 
percent  raise  ($440  per  week  to  $574  —  retro- 
active six  months). 

b)  Richard  Finnigan,  Ward  13  Coordinator, 
received  a  41  percent  raise  as  executive  secre- 
tary of  the  Fire  Department  ($325  per  week  to 
$459  —  retroactive  five  months). 

c)  Evelyn  Campbell,  Ward  19  and  20  Co- 
ordinator, was  promoted  within  the  Office  of 
Public  Service,  and  received  a  36  percent  raise 
($181  per  week  to  $249  —  retroactive  six  weeks). 

d)  Susan  Clippinger,  $6,250  per-year  increase, 
retroactive  for  five  months. 

e)  Nancy  Clark,  listed  as  working  in  the 
Mayor's  Office,  and  paid  as  research  assistant 
in  the  Office  of  Elderly  Affairs,  was  upgraded 
in  salary  from  $10,500  to  $18,500,  starting 
January  1,  1979. 

f)  James  Stack,  of  the  North  End,  was  pro- 
moted from  manager  to  deputy  director  of 
Administrative  Services  of  EEPA  with  salary 
increase  from  $18,500  to  $23,158,  on  March  30, 
1979,  retroactive  to  January  3,  1979. 

g)  George  Joe,  of  Brighton,  was  promoted  to 
deputy  director  of  the  Neighborhood  Business 
Program  and  will  receive  $25,000  annually,  an 
apparent  $9,000  increase,  retroactive  from 
March  28,  this  year  to  September  5th,  1978. 

h)  James  Leitner,  of  Charlestown,  went  from 
assistant  administrator  to  deputy  administrator 
of  Planning,  Management  and  Budget  Division 
in  EEPA  with  salary  increase  from  $25,000  to 
$30,000. 

i)  John   Weis,   of  Dorchester,  went  from  di- 
rector of    Office    of   Program   Development    to 
director  of  the  Office  of  Neighborhood  Services 
at  salary  increase  from  $27,500  to  $35,000. 
Did   the  political    services   and/or   contributions 
given  by  these  or  any  other  city  employees  have 
any  effect   on  the   decision   to  grant  them   raises 
and/or  promotions? 

4.  Is  there  any  objective  evidence  to  compare 
their  on-the-job  performance  with  that  of  other 
similarly  placed  employees  who  did  not  receive 
raises  or  promotions? 

5.  Did  you  or  any  of  your  assistants  request 
these  employees  to  participate  in  the  tax  classifi- 
cation campaign? 

6.  Did  non-civil  service  employees  with  equally 
good  job  performance  records  who  did  not  par- 
ticipate in  the  tax  classification  campaign  receive 
proportionately  equal  raises?

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I  further  disapprove  because  the  amendment  is 
extremely  vague  as  to  the  kinds  of  matters  which 
would  trigger  the  employment  of  special  counsel, 
and,  in  my  view,  designates  an  inappropriate  per- 
son to  determine  when  a  divergence  or  conflict 
exists.

Gentlemen: 

The  Boston  Industrial  Development  Financing 
Authority  has  reviewed  and  considered  a  proposed 
development  project  to  be  used  by  the  Wharf 
Museum,  Inc.,  a  not-for-profit  Massachusetts 
corporation.  The  corporation  was  organized  by  the 
Children's  Museum  of  Boston,  Inc.,  presently 
located  at  Jamaicaway,  Boston,  and  the  Antique 
Auto  Museum  of  Massachusetts  at  Larz  Anderson 
Park,  Inc.,  presently  located  at  15  Newton  Street, 
Brookline,  both  of  which  are  not-for-profit  corpor- 
ations. The  corporations  operate  museums  and 
provide  educational  and   amusement  services. 

Said  development  project  will  consist  generally 
of  1)  the  conversion  of  an  existing  wool  storage 
warehouse,  located  at  300  Congress  Street,  Boston, 
Mass.,  into  a  museum  complex  housing  the  two 
museums,  two  restaurants,  a  museum  store,  and 
an  ice  cream  stand;  2)  the  structural  stabilization 
io  meet  current  code  requirements. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  project  is  $4,541,000, 
which  breaks  down  generally  as  follows:  $3,133,000 
for  rehabilitation  of  said  building,  $928,000  for 
financing  and  professional  fees  of  various  kinds 
(including  feasability  and  environmental  studies). 
$200,000  for  construction  interest  expense,  and 
$280,000  for  carrying  costs.  The  museum  plans  to 
finance  $3,500,000  of  project  costs  by  the  issuance 
of  industrial  revenue  bonds  by  the  city,  acting 
by  and  through  the  Authority  and  will  finance  any 
remaining  costs  or  expenses  from  its  own  resources. 
The  museum  has  expressed  its  willingness  to  enter 
into  agreements  whereby  it  will  make  payments 
to  the  city  sufficient  to  pay  the  principal  of  and 
interest  in  the  industrial  development  bonds  as 
they  come  due,  and  reimburse  the  city  for,  or 
indemnify  the  city  against,  any  expenses  or  costs 
incurred  hereafter  in  the  event  that  the  issuance 
and  sale  of  such  bonds  is  not  accomplished  as. 
contemplated. 

Museum  projections  call  for  the  full-time  em- 
ployment of  134  persons  at  the  outset,  increasing 
io  approximately  181  full-time  employees  over  the 
next  two-  to  three-year  period.  The  project  will 
contribute  to  the  alleviation  of  unemployment  in 
the  city,  provide  security  against  future  unemploy- 
ment in  the  city,  and  be  of  benefit  to  the  economy 
of  the  city  and  the  Commonwealth. 

The  members  of  the  Authority  are  persuaded 
that  this  project  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  ecomomy, 
and  in  the  best  interest  of  the  City  of  Boston  and 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  The 
members  believe  that  the  project  may  properly  be 
financed  through  the  issuance  of  industrial  develop- 
ment bonds  under  chapter  40D  of  the  General 
Laws  and  that  it  warrants  the  assistance  of  the 
city  in  this  manner.  Accordingly,  we  respectfully 
request  that  the  Mayor  recommend  to  the  Honor- 
able City  Council,  and  we  do  hereby  recommend 
to  the  City  Council,  that  it  approve  the  industrial 
development  project  for  he  company,  the  estimated 
cost  thereof,  and  the  financing  thereof  under  chap- 
ter 40D  of  the  General  Laws,  all  as  required  by 
section  12(1)  of  said  chapter  40D.  The  members 
of  the  Authority  and  representatives  of  the  com- 
pany will  undertake  to  provide  to  the  Mayor  and 
the  Honorable  City  Council  any  additional  informa- 
tion concerning  the  project  which  you  may  request.

Mrs.  Friedberg  brought  the  Board  up  to  date 
on  the  CARD  Program.  She  noted  that  Bob  Leigh 
of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  (BRA) 
was  trying  to  put  together  a  CARD  designation 
for  the  entire  downtown  Boston  area  and  that  a 
public  hearing  on  the  designation  was  tentatively 
scheduled  for  February  14th.  Generally  speaking, 
the  outline  of  the  downtown  CARD  would  go 
from  'Mass.  Avenue  at  Copley  down  the  Mass. 
Pike  to  the  leather  district  across  to  the  Gillette 
building  on  Broadway,  parallel  to  the  Fort  Point 
Channel  up  to  the  Athanas  property  and  circle 
around  the  water  and  up  Back  Bay  to  connect 
again  with  Mass.  Avenue. 

Mr.  Wiesen  addressed  the  Board  relative  to  the 
Project  Information  Statement  that  had  been 
submitted  by  Wharf  Museum,  Inc.  Wharf  Museum 
is  an  equal  partnership  between  the  Museum  of 
Transportation  (now  located  at  Larz  Andersen 
Park  in  Brookline)  and  the  Children's  Museum 
(now  located  on  the  Jamaicaway).  The  new  part- 
nership is  a  chapter  180  corporation  and  is 
exempt  from  federal  income  tax.  Mr.  Wiesen  ex- 
plained that  the  total  projects  cost  was  $8.5  million 
broken  down  as:  $4  million  —  rehabilitation  of 
premises;  $1.5  million  —  purchase  of  property; 
$3  million  —  exhibit  production  costs. 

The  property  that  museum  wishes  to  occupy  is 
at  300  Congress  Street,  Boston,  a  building  which 
is  presently  underutilized. 

Mr.  Prigmore  explained  that  the  reason  for  the 
move  was  to  give  the  public  better  access  to  these 
museums  and  that  this  move  had  been  orchestrated 
in  1975.  CDM,  Inc.  is  acting  as  the  coordinators 
for  development  and  will  be  in  charge  of  super- 
vising not  only  the  design  but  also  construction. 
The  new  facilities  will  include  retail  space  on  the 
first  floor  as  well  as  two  restaurants  —  one  will 
be  a  MacDonald's,  the  other  will  be  a  seafood 
restaurant.  It  is  anticipated  that  118  new  jobs 
will  be  created  by  this  project  and  that  the  average 
wage  will  be  $4  an  hour.  In  response  to  the 
Board's  questions  on  payments  in  lieu  of  taxes, 
Mr.  Prigmore  responded  that  he  expects  Wharf 
Museum  to  receive  $130,000  in  gross  income  from 
the  first-floor  space  and  that,  as  any  other  corpo- 
ration in  the  city,  30  percent  of  that  will  be  paid 
to  the  city.  Mr.  Wiesen  noted  that  the  estimated 
bond  counsel  fees  on  this  project  would  be  in  the 
range  of  $25,000.  In  answer  to  the  Board's  question 
concerning  neighborhood  response,  the  guests  said 
that  all  abutters  had  been  contacted  and  were 
supportive  of  this  venture.  _ 

It  was  noted  that  the  bond  being  sought  today 
can  only  be  effectuated  when  the  area  in  question 
is  designated  to  be  a  part  of  Commercial  Area 
Revitaliation   District.   It   is   anticipated   that   this 


site  will  either  be  included  in  the  downtown  CARD 
now  being  drawn  by  the  BRA  or  will  be  the 
subject  of  a  site-specific  CARD. 

The  Board  voted  unanimously  to  adopt  resolu- 
tion as  prepared  by  Mintz  Levin,  attached  to 
these  minutes,  and  made  a  part  hereof.

With  this  letter  I  transmit  to  you  a  request  for 
appropriation  originating  from  the  Economic  De- 
velopment and  Industrial  Corporation  and  an  order 
approving  and  funding  said  appropriation.  The 
appropriation  will  enable  the  renovation  of  Pier  5 
at  the  Boston  Marine  Industrial  Park  (BMIP). 

Pier  5  provides  a  supporting  wall  as  well  as  the 
working  area  for  ship  repair  operations  in  Dry 
Dock  4.  The  facility  is  the  key  job  generator  at 
the  BMIP,  formerly  the  South  Boston  Naval  Annex. 
Failure  to  renovate  the  pier  would  necessitate  its 
closing  within  two  years  due  to  structural  deteriora- 
tion and  unsafe  working  conditions.  Implementa- 
tion of  this  project  would  result  in  the  retention 
of  572  industrial  jobs  located  at  the  project  site 
and  the  creation  of  228  new  permanent  jobs. 

In  January,  the  EDIC  submitted  an  application 
to  the  United  States  Economic  Development  Ad- 
ministration for  a  $1.59  million  grant  to  fund  this 
$2,842  million  project.  Indications  from  EDA  are 
that  these  funds  will  be  forthcoming.  Your  ap- 
proval of  the  appropriation  will  enable  the  Col- 
lector-Treasurer to  provide  $1,252,000  in  local 
funds  which  are  required  for  the  project.  These 
local  funds  would  be  appropriated  from  the  initial 
$7  million  in  General  Obligation  Bonds  authorized 
by  the  City  Council  in  1973  for  use  by  EDIC, 
$3.75  million  of  which  remains  unused. 

Because  this  appropriation  will  result  in  the 
retention  and  creation  of  800  permanent  industrial 
jobs,  most  of  which  are  held  by  Boston  residents, 
and  will  enable  EDIC  to  utilize  a  $1.59  million 
federal  grant,  I  urge  passage  of  the  order.

Dear  Councillor  McDonough: 

In  answer  to  your  letter  of  April  27,  1979, 
concerning  an  order  approving  a  home  rule  peti- 
tion passed  by  the  Council  and  presented  to  the 
Mayor  which  the  Mayor  neither  approved  or 
disapproved  within  fifteen  days,  my  answer  to 
your  question  is  "yes,"  there  is  a  reasonable  chance 
that  a  court  would  conclude  that  it  would  not  be 
\iolative  of  the  Home  Rule  Amendment  for  the 
Legislature  to  enact  the  legislation. 
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The  Massachusetts  Constitution  (Home  Rule 
Amendment,  Article  2  of  the  Amendments  of  the 
Massachusetts  Constitution  as  appearing  in  Art. 
89,  s.  8  of  the  Amendments)  in  pertinent  part 
confers  on  the  General  Court  the  power  to  act 
in  relation  to  cities  and  towns  by  special  laws 
enacted  on  petition  filed  or  approved  by  the  voters 
of  a  city  or  town,  or  "the  mayor  and  city  council," 
or  other  legislative  body,  of  a  city,  or  the  town 
meeting  of  a  town,  with  respect  to  a  law  relating 
to  that  city  or  town. 

The  precedent  closest  in  point  is  Opinion  of 
the  Justices,  1978  AS  1495,  where  Cambridge,  a 
Plan  E  city,  asked  if  it  would  violate  the  Home 
Rule  Amendment  if  the  General  Court  were  to 
enact  legislation  based  on  a  petition  which  had 
been  approved  by  the  City  Council  but  not  the 
mayor.  Pointing  out  that  the  mayor  of  a  Plan  E 
city  is  not  elected  by  the  voters  and  has  no  veto 
power,  the  Court  concluded  that  the  mayor's 
approval   was  not  necessary. 

In  opinion  of  the  Justices,  365  Mass.  655  (1974), 
the  question  involved  the  Town  of  Methuen  which 
had  an  appointed  town  manager  as  chief  executive 
officer  and  no  mayor.  The  Court  held  for  the 
same  reasons  as  in  the  previous  case  that  the 
town  manager's  approval  was  not  necessary  for 
a  valid  home  rule  petition. 

Both  opinions  regard  approval  by  the  responsi- 
ble legislative  body  of  the  municipality  as  the 
important  thing.  Where  the  mayor  is  part  of  the 
legislative  process,  as  in  Boston,  with  different 
consequences  flowing  from  his  approval,  disap- 
proval, or  non-action,  I  believe  there  would  be  a 
reasonable  chance  that  a  court  would  say  that, 
where  the  petition  had  passed  through  the  legisla- 
tive process  with  prescribed  consequences  for  each 
step  of  the  process  (in  this  case  that  the  order  of 
the  Council  approving  the  petition  "shall  be  in 
force  on  or  after  the  sixteenth  day"  following  its 
presentation  to  the  Mayor  if  the  Mayor  had  taken 
no  action),  the  petition  was  valid  and  would  sup- 
port an  enactment  by  the  General  Court. 

As  you  can  see,  this  result  would  be  going 
considerably  beyond  the  Cambridge  and  Methuen 
cases.  However,  the  important  thing  is  that 
"approval  of  the  Mayor"  is  not  literally  required 
in  all  cases.  It  is  compliance  with  the  legislative 
process  of  the  municipality  which  has  concerned 
the  Court. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  the  Cambridge  case. 

Being  aware  of  the  Council  vote  that  I  should 
not  give  formal  opinions  unless  the  Council  so 
votes,  I  consider  this  a  preliminary  inquiry  only. 
If  the  Council  votes  to  submit  the  petition  to  the 
General  Court  without  the  Mayor's  approval,  I 
will  be  glad  to  prepare  a  more  elaborate  formal 
opinion  that  such  approval  is  not  necessary.

DISAPPROVING  ORDINANCE  REPEALING 
EXISTING  CBC  ORDINANCE  5,  SEC- 
TION 101B,  AND  SUBSTITUTING  A 
NEW  SECTION  101B 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor, 

May  3,  1979. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved  a  proposed  ordinance  the  effect  of 
which  would  create  a  job  lottery  system  for 
provisional    and   temporary   appointments. 

My  reasons  for  disapproving  are  that  if  en- 
acted it  would  totally  eliminate  any  management 
controls  over  the  personnel  system.  The  ordinance 
on  its  face  unlike  the  summer  job  lottery  which  it 
repeals,  would  apply  to  all  jobs  including  high 
level,  highly  responsible  Civil  Service  positions. 
It  would  require  these  jobs  to  be  filled  without 
regard  to  anything  but  the  outcome  of  the  lottery. 
In  fact,  and  most  detrimentally,  it  would  prohibit 
the  city  from  promoting  its  experienced  and  tested 
employees  from  within  on  a  temporary  or  pro- 
visional basis. 

I  further  disapprove  "because  it  does  not  allow 
even  the  discretion  that  the  Civil  Service  law 
permits  when  hiring  for  permanent  position,  that 
is,  the  choice  from  the  three  leading  finalists.  In 
that  context,  it  would  further  require  the  ap- 
pointment of  one  who  through  the  interviewing 
process  appears  substantially  less  qualified  than 
a  more  qualified  person  who's  misfortune  it  was 
to  finish  lower  in  the  lottery. 

While  the  ordinance  appears  to  protect  those 
presently  tenured  employees  holding  temporary  or 
provisional  promotions,  it  works  a  substantial  dis- 
incentive on  those  who  seek  to  prove  themselves 
on  a  provisional  basis  in  the  future. 

The  ordinance  is  defective  in  other  serious 
ways.  First,  it  seeks  to  legislate  in  an  area  that 
is  and  has  been  the  subject  of  a  collective  bargain- 
ing agreement  and  as  such,  the  ordinance  would 
be  overridden  by  the  collective  bargaining  agree- 
ment in  accordance  with  G.L.  c.  150E. 

In  addition,  the  enactment  might  be  construed 
as  a  unilateral  change  in  the  terms  of  a  collective 
bargaining  agreement  and  as  such  a  prohibited 
unfair  labor  practice. 

Further,  it  seems  clear  that  the  ordinance  is 
an  attempt  to  legislate  in  an  area  where  there 
is  a  comprehensive  legislative  scheme  and  as  such 
is  prohibited  by  the  Home  Rule  Amendment. 

Lastly,  I  disapprove  because  an  ordinance  such 
as   this    interferes    directly   in    the    executive    and 
administrative    business  of    the    city   which   is,    as 
you   know,   an  impermissible  council  action.

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Whereas,  It  appears  the  City  Council  should 
give  its  attention  to  the  position  of  supervisor  of 
personnel  which  the  Council  created  by  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1956  to  bring  professionalism  to  the 
city's  personnel  operations  and  which  has  now 
degenerated  to  the  point  where  the  office  is  known 
in  the  press  by  the  sobriquet  "Mayor's  patronage

Whereas,  Much  of  the  reason  for  the  bad  name 
of  the  city's  personnel  office  is  the  filling  of  hun- 
dreds of  Civil  Service  positions — which  should  be 
occupied  by  tenured  workers  who  have  proven 
their  capability  to  perform  their  jobs  through 
compliance  with  the  Civil  Service  qualifying 
process — with  political  workers  hand  picked  by 
the  city  administration  who  have  proved  nothing 
more  than  political  subservience  to  that  adminis- 
tration; and 

Whereas,  The  supervisor  of  personnel  has  ac- 
complished this  by  repeatedly  filling  permanent 
Civil  Service  positions  on  a  provisional  basis  and 
justifying  doing  so  with  the  excuse  that  the  State 
Division  of  Personnel  Administration  is  at  fault 
by  failing  to  supply  lists  of  legally  qualified  candi- 
dates for  such  permanent  positions;  and 

Whereas,  Provisional  appointees  must  be  peri- 
odically reappointed  if  they  are  to  retain  their 
jobs  and  consequently  must  be  amenable  to  the 
administration's  wishes;   and 

Whereas,  The  city  administration  hereby  has  a 
vested  interest  in  the  failure  of  the  State  Division 
of  Personnel  Administration  to  perform  its  func- 
tion and  is  for  that  reason  not  likely  to  seek 
correction  of  that  problem;   and 

Whereas,  Temporary  appointments  in  the  city 
service  are  also  made  by  an  equally  unfair  selec- 
tion process  which  is  used  to  benefit  the  adminis- 
tration politically;  and 

Whereas,  It  is,  therefore,  imperative  that  the 
filling  of  such  positions  on  a  provisional  and 
temporary  basis  in  the  city  be  brought  under 
control  if  all  qualified  people  residing  within  the

Whereas,  By  introducing  order  and  fairness  into 
the  procedure  for  filling  such  positions  the  Coun-

Be    it  ordained  by    the    City  Council   of   Boston, 

as  follows: 

Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances, 
Title  5,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  ex- 
isting section  101B  in  its  entirety  and  substituting 
therefor  the  following: 

Section  101B.  Selection  Process  for  Applicants 
for  Provisional  or  Temporary  Positions. 

No  appointment  on  a  provisional  or  temporary 
basis  may  be  made  to  any  position  in  a  city  or 
county  agency,  department  or  commission  or  in 
any  agency  funded  to  the  extent  of  50  percent  or 
more  by  funds  whose  expenditure  by  law  requires 
approval  of  the  City  Council,  unless  such  appoint- 
ment is  made  in  compliance  with  one  of  the  three 
ensuing  lettered  subsections: 

Subsection  A.  The  position  is  filled  by  appoint- 
ment  from   a   duly  certified  Civil   Service   list   of 


eligible  candidates  for  the  position  established 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  31  of  the  General 
Laws  of  Massachusetts. 

Subsection  B.  The  position  is  filled  by  the  Office 
of  Personnel  within  the  Administrative  Services 
Department  in  the  following  manner: 

1.  An  advertisement  inviting  applications  of 
such  positions  shall  be  placed  on  one  of  the 
first  six  pages  in  at  least  two  daily  newspapers 
of  general  circulation  in  the  City  of  Boston 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  closing  date  for  accept- 
ing such  applications,  setting  forth  a  period  of 
not  less  than  four  weeks  during  which  applica- 
tions will  be  accepted,  the  closing  date  for 
acceptance  of  applications,  a  job  description, 
the  specific  educational  and  prior  work  experi- 
ence, including  experience  in  a  permanent  posi- 
tion within  the  department  or  agency,  if  any, 
actually  needed  in  order  to  successfully  per- 
form the  work,  the  office  within  city  or  county 
government  to  which  applications  or  inquiries 
may  be  made  during  regular  business  hours, 
the  proposed  salary  of  such  position,  and  all 
other  information  reasonably  relevant  to  a  pro- 
spective applicant,  including  the  number  of 
appointments  to  be  made  ot  that  position  if 
more  than  one. 

2.  All  applicants  for  such  positions  in  city 
service  shall,  at  the  time  of  application,  reside 
within  the  City  of  Boston,  and  applicants  for 
such  positions  in  county  service  shall  reside 
within  Suffolk  County  at  the  time  of  applica- 
tion. 

3.  Upon  expiration  of  the  application  period, 
the  names  of  all  persons  meeting  such  eligibility 
requirements  shall  be  inscribed  on  individual 
pieces  of  paper  which  shall  be  folded  twice  and 
placed  in  a  suitable  container  by  the  supervisor 
of  personnel  or  his  designee;  at  a  public  place 
to  which  all  such  eligible  applicants  shall  be 
invited,  such  supervisor  or  his  designee  then 
publicly  shall  draw  out  the  pieces  of  paper 
individually  and  announce  the  names  in  the 
order  in  which  they  are  drawn,  and  shall  there- 
by establish  the  priority  order  in  filling  such 
position  or  positions. 

4.  The  supervisor  of  personnel  shall  present 
to  the  Mayor,  the  City  Council,  and  the 
Auditor,  within  fifteen  days  after  the  comple- 
tion of  each  such  drawing,  a  copy  of  the  list 
of  names  so  drawn  for  such  position  or  posi- 
tions containing  a  statement  sworn  before  a 
notary  public  and  signed  by  him  or  his  desig- 
nee, that  the  procedures  set  forth  in  this  sub- 
section B  were  followed  in  establishing  such 
list.

6.  If  several  different  positions  are  to  be 
filled  on  a  provisional  basis,  the  supervisor  of 
personnel  may  cause  them  to  be  listed  in  a 
single,  comprehensive  advertisement  as  long  as 
particulars  enumerated  above  are  clearly  set 
forth  for  each  position. 

Subsection  C.  No  such  position  shall  be  filled 
in  any  agency  except  in  accordance  with  this 
ordinance  unless  otherwise  expressly  provided  by 
ordinance. 
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Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  not  prohibit  the 
reappointment  of  any  person  to  the  provisional  or 
temporary  position  held  by  such  person  on  the 
effective  date  of  this  section.

In  answer  to  your  letter  of  April  27,  1979,  and 
in  compliance  with  a  vote  of  the  Council  passed 
on  April  25,  1979,  I  submit  the  following  report 
on  matters  I  have  been  engaged  to  handle  on 
behalf  of  the  City  Council. 

1 .  Charles  Street  Jail. 

From  a  legal  point  of  view,  this  matter  is  just 
about  finished.  There  is  a  consent  decree  signed 
by  all  the  parties  pending  before  Judge  Garrity 
on  which  he  is  having  a  hearing  on  May  7,  1979, 
and  at  which  he  will  undoubtedly  approve  the 
consent  decree,  setting  forth  the  preliminary  plans 
for  the  new  jail.  I  do  not  anticipate  there  being 
any  more  work  in  this  matter,  except  for  merely 
following  the  planning  and  building  of  the  jail 
and  reporting  to  the  Council. 

2.  Civil  Rights  and  Civil  Service  Matters. 

I  lump  a  number  of  different  matters  under 
this  above  general  category. 

a.  Police  and  Fire  Departments.  Effect  of 
present  Civil  Service  procedure  on  qualifica- 
tions of  candidates.  I  have  rendered  an  opinion 
to  the  Council  to  the  general  effect  that  I  con- 
sidered it  a  possibility  that  the  federal  court 
cases  could  be  reopened  to  change  the  method 
of  qualifying  minority  candidates.  The  Council 
instructed  me  to  get  in  touch  with  the  Fire 
Commissioner  and  the  Police  Commissioner  to 
find  out  their  views  on  the  subject.  I  have 
written  both,  asking  them  to  meet  with  me  to 
discuss  their  viewpoins,  but  have  received  no 
reply. 

b.  Creation  by  the  Mayor  of  new  depart- 
ments and  agencies  without  Council  approval 
and  staffing  these  departments  and  agencies 
with  non-civil  service  personnel.  I  have  pre- 
pared a  request  to  the  Mayor  that  he  appear 
before  the  City  Council  to  testify  on  this  sub- 
ject. If  he  does  not  appear,  as  is  likely,  I  plan 
to  summon  him  to  appear  before  the  Boston 
City  Council,  and  if  he  does  not  appear  in 
answer  to  the  summons  to  go  before  the  Su- 
perior Court  for  an  order  that  he  appear  and 
testify. 

c.  Preliminary  inquiry  into  whether  the  sub- 
mission of  a  home  rule  petition  to  the  General 
Court  without  the  Mayor's  approval  would  be 
invalid.  This  has  been  done  in  order  to  enable 
the  Council  to  vote  to  make  such  a  submission 
and  to  request  me  for  a  formal  legal  opinion 
to   accompany  this   submission. 

3.  The  effect  of  Mayor  White's  signing  a 
Council  order  and  then  saying  his  signature  was 
unauthorized.  I  have  prepared  an  opinion  on  this 
which  is  on  its  way  to  the  Council.

INTERIM  REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
LAWS  AND  ORDINANCES 

Coun.  McDONOUGH,  for  the  Committee  on 
Laws  and  Ordinances,  submitted  the  following: 

As  previously  reported  by  this  Committee,  dur- 
ing the  past  decade  the  Mayor  has  illegally,  con- 
trary to  the  City  Charter,  created  a  number  of 
city  agencies.  He  has  illegally  appointed  and  paid 
people  in  positions  within  these  illegal  agencies, 
and  he  has  illegally  spent  public  monies  on  pay 
raises  for  his  favorites  among  those  illegal 
appointees. 

All  of  these  mayoral  activities  have  meant  the 
illegal  expenditure  of  tens  of  millions  of  dollars 
squeezed  from  the  taxpayers  of  Boston.  The  big 
question  now  is  what  can  be  done  about  it.  The 
money  is  spent.  The  taxpayers  can  never  recover 
it.  Wrongdoers  who  have  been  guilty  of  a  lot 
less  have  been  dealt  with  severly. 

At  the  very  least  the  Council  has  an  obligation 
to  end  the  illegality.  But  in  attempting  to  do  so, 
we  are  faced  with  a  dilemma.  While  the  agencies 
are  illegal,  the  problems  which  these  agencies  are 
supposed  to  address  are  real.  If  we  merely — by 
ordinance — abolish  them  or  withhold  additional 
funding  for  them,  both  of  which  actions  are 
within  our  power,  we  will  terminate  the  illegalities, 
but  we  will  also  terminate  needed  municipal 
activities.  The  baby  will  be  gone  with  the  bath- 
water. 

As  a  solution  to  the  dilemma,  your  committee 
recommends  the  passage  of  the  attached  order 
which  will  preserve  the  agencies,  but  make  per- 
sonnel practices  within  them  accountable  to  some- 
thing other  than  the  Mayor's  desires. 

City  funding  for  any  of  the  agencies  within 
these  departments  is  an  entirely  different  matter 
and  will  be  treated  entirely  separately  on  the 
merits  of  the  funding  proposals  made  by  the 
Mayor  when  reviewed  by  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means,  and  the  Council  has  the  benefit  of 
that  Committee's  recommendations. 

Your  Committee  thinks  the  solution  proposed 
herein  is  a  reasonable  one  and  so  recommends 
passage  of  the  ordinance. 

Whereas,  The  city  receives  a  vast  amount  of 
federal  funding  for  various  city  activities  (over 
$75  million  this  year  in  C.D.B.G.  and  C.E.T.A. 
funds);  and 

Whereas,  Much  of  this  money  never  gets  to 
the  people  it  was  meant  to  help,  but  is  instead 
eaten  up  by  bloated  city  payrolls  and  salaries;  and 

Whereas,  At  present  the  expenditure  of  these 
funds  is  administered  by  more  than  a  dozen  city 
agencies;  and 

Whereas,  Most  of  these  city  agencies  were  not 
created  by  ordinances  as  required  by  the  City 
Charter;  and 

Whereas,  These  agencies  employ  hundreds  of 
people;  and 

Whereas,  Such  employees  were  not  hired  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Civil  Service  laws;  and 

Whereas,  As  a  consequence  for  being  left  out- 
side of  Civil  Service,  most  of  these  employees  are 
subject  to  no  employment  rules  or  regulations  and 
have  no  job  protection  whatsoever.  Any  of  them 
may  be  hired,  promoted  to  any  position,  given 
pay  raises  of  any  amount,  reduced  in  rank  or 
pay,  or  fired  at  the  will  and  whim  of  the  Mayor; 
and 
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Whereas,  As  a  further  consequence  of  the  jobs 
being  left  outside  of  Civil  Service,  many  eligible 
and  deserving  would-be  applicants  for  such  posi- 
tions never  have  an  opportunity  for  appointment 
since  they  are  not  a  part  of  the  Mayor's  political 
organization  or  otherwise  connected  to  the  Mayor; 
and 

Whereas,  Notwithstanding  the  above-cited  illegal 
exercises  of  power  by  the  Mayor,  many  of  these 
agencies  have  the  duty  to  perform  needed  services 
for  the  people  of  Boston;   and 

Whereas,  By  the  Council's  passing  an  ordinance 
which  will  legalize  such  presently  illegal  agencies, 
two  worthwhile    goals  will  be    achieved;    namely: 

1.  The  hiring,  promotion,  giving  of  pay  in- 
creases, reduction  in  pay  or  rank,  or  termination 
of  employment  of  people  in  any  of  these  agencies 
can  be  insulated  from  mayoral  abuse  either 
through  the  Civil  Service  process  or  through  city 
ordinances. 

2.  The  services  which  should  be  furnished  by 
such  agencies  may  continue  to  be  provided  and 
improved;  and 

Whereas,  The  Council,  within  a  year  after  legally 
creating  such  agencies,  should  review  their  per- 
formance to  determine  which  of  them  are  per- 
forming worthwhile  services  in  a  satisfactory 
manner  with  a  view  to  abolishing,  reorganizing,  or 
consolidating  those  agencies  which  are  not  so 
performing;   now,  therefore, 

City  of  Boston, 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-nine. 
An  Ordinance  Creating  a  Department  of  Federally 

Funded  Agencies. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City   Council   of   Boston, 
as  follows: 
Section  1.  That  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance 
5,  be  amended  by  inserting  therein  between  chap- 
ter 2  and  chapter  4: 

Chapter  3.    Department  of  Federally 
Funded  Agencies 
Section  50.  Federally  Funded  Agencies  Board — 
Appointment,  Term. 

There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston  a 
department  known  as  the  Department  of  Feder- 
ally Funded  Agencies.  This  department  shall  be 
under  the  charge  of  a  board,  known  as  the 
Board  of  Federally  Funded  Agencies,  consisting 
of  an  officer,  known  as  the  commissioner  of 
federally  funded  agencies,  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday 
of  the  January  following  the  next  biennial 
municipal  election  at  which  a  Mayor  is  elected, 
who  shall  be  the  chairman  of  the  board  and 
two  other  officers  known  as  associate  com- 
missioners of  federally  funded  agencies,  each 
likewise  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  a  term 
expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election 
at  which  a  Mayor  is  elected. 
Section  51.    Powers  and  Duties. 

The  commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Fed- 
erally Funded  Agencies  shall  exclusively  have 
the  powers,  and  perform  the  duties  of  a  depart- 
ment head  with  respect  to  the  appointment, 
suspension,  discharge,  compensation,  and  in- 
demnification of  subordinates  for  the  depart- 
ment; but  otherwise,  all  powers  and  duties  shall 
be  exercised  by  the  board,  and  the  commissioner 
as  a  member  of  said  board. 


It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  department  to 
determine  what  funds  are  available  from  the 
United  States  of  America  to  assist  the  city  and 
its  people,  to  obtain  and  to  monitor  the  ex- 
penditure of  all  such  funds,  and  to  administer 
all  agencies  within  the  department. 

Any  agency,  purporting  to  be  a  city  agency, 
funded  to  an  extent  of  50  percent  or  more  by 
such  funds,  existing  on  July  1,  1978,  and  con- 
tinuing to  exist  on  the  date  on  which  this 
ordinance  is  in  force,  which  was  not  created 
and  presently  existing  by  previous  ordinance,  is 
hereby  created  and  shall  be  in  and  subject  to 
the  administrative  control  of  this  department. 

The  Department  of  Federally  Funded 
Agencies  shall  serve  as  a  liaison  between  the 
City  of  Boston  and  the  various  federal  agencies 
providing  funds  to  municipalities,  informing  said 
agencies  of  the  city's  needs  with  respect  to 
federal  programs  and  assistance;  shall  seek  out 
and  provide  all  Boston  municipal  agencies  with 
federal  funding  information  of  import  to  said 
agencies,  shall  procure,  distribute,  and  monitor 
the  expenditure  of  federal  funds  to  insure  com- 
pliance with  federal  law  rules,  regulations  and 
guidelines  and  all  other  applicable  laws,  ordi- 
nances, rules  and  regulations. 
Section  52.    Divisions  within  Department. 

There  shall  be  in  the  department  the  follow- 
ing three  divisions: 

A  Division  of  Information,  Application  and 
Distribution;  a  Division  of  Federal,  State  and 
Municipal  Compliance;  and  a  Division  of  Ad- 
ministration. The  Division  of  Administraton 
shall  be  under  the  direction,  control,  and  super- 
vision of  the  commissioner.  Each  of  the  other 
divisions  shall  be  under  the  direction,  control 
and   supervision   of  an    associate  commissioner. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Division  of  Infor- 
mation, Application  and  Distribution  to  serve 
as  liaison  between  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
various  federal  agencies  providing  funds  to  the 
city,  to  inform  such  federal  agencies  of  the 
city's  need  with  respect  to  existing  federal  pro- 
grams and  assistance,  to  encourage  the  estab- 
lishment of  new  sources  of  federal  funding  to 
aid  the  city,  to  provide  Boston  municipal 
agencies  with  all  relevent  federal  funding  in- 
formation, to  assist  said  agencies  in  applying 
for  such  funding  and  to  distribute  such  federal 
funds  to  all  city  agencies  which  are  funded  to 
any  extent  by  such  funds.  In  the  interest  of 
efficiency  in  the  implementation  of  such  infor- 
mation, application  and  distribution  functions, 
said  division  shall  maintain  a  Washington  D.C. 
office  to  be  under  the  direction,  control  and 
supervision  of  the  associate  commissioner  for 
the  Division  of  Information,  Application  and 
Distribution.  'Employees  of  said  office  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  City  Council,  be  ex- 
empted from  the  City  of  Boston  residency  re- 
quirement as  set  forth  in  City  of  Boston 
Ordinance   of   1976,   chapter   9. 

The  Division  of  Administration  shall  contain 
all  city  agencies  which  are  funded  to  an  extent 
of  50  percent  or  more  by  such  federal  funds. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  division  to  administer 
such  subordinate  agencies  within  said  division 
and,  in  performing  this  function,  to  coordinate 
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the  activities  and  expenditures  of  all  such  sub- 
ordinate agencies  within  said  division. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Division  of  Fed- 
eral,-State  and  Municipal  Compliance  to  moni- 
tor the  expenditure  of  such  funds  by  municipal 
agencies.  In  serving  as  monitor,  said  division 
shall  insure  that  municipal  agencies  receiving 
such  federal  funds  comply  with  all  state  and 
federal  laws,  rules,  regulations  and  funding 
guidelines  and  all  other  applicable  laws,  ordi- 
nances, rules  and  regulations. 
Section  53.    Annual  Report. 

On  or  before  April  15,  1980,  and  on  or 
before  April  15  of  each  succeeding  year,  such 
department  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council.  Such  report  shall  include, 
but  not  be  limited  to,  a  report  on  all  funds 
received  by  the  city  from  the  United  States  of 
America  for  the  twelve-month  period  ending  on 
the  previous  June  30th;  how  much  of  such  funds 
were  used  by  the  department  as  administra- 
tive expense;  how  much  of  such  funds  were 
distributed  to  each  city  agency;  how  much  of 
such  funds  distributed  to  each  such  agency 
were  used  by  such  agency  as  administrative 
expense;  and,  if  the  department  or  city  agency 
which  is  funded  in  whole  or  in  part  by  such 
funds  contracts  for  services,  how  much  of  the 
funds  received  by  the  contractor  for  such 
services  were  used  for  administrative  purposes 
by  the  contractor;  a  narrative  style  account 
of  the  activities  of  the  department  during  the 
year  covered  by  the  report  and  the  goals  and 
outlook  for  the  department  in  the  immediately 
succeeding  years. 

Section      54.      Appointments     to     Subordinate 
Positions. 

If  for  any  reason  any  appointment  to  a 
position  within  the  department,  excepting  that 
of  commissioner  or  associate  commissioner,  is 
not  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws,  it  shall  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  department  to  forthwith 
establish  and  promulgate,  subect  to  approval  of 
the  City  Council  rules  and  regulations  which 
shall: 

1.  Insure  that  for  all  appointments  to  posi- 
tions within  the  department  made  after  June  30, 
1978,  every  reasonable  effort  shall  be  made  to 
guarantee  any  resident  of  the  city,  who  is 
qualified  for  any  such  position,  timely  notice 
that  such  position  is  available,  reasonable  oppor- 
tunity to  apply  for  such  position  and  equal 
opportunity  with  all  qualified  applicants  for 
appointment.  All  positions  established  and  all 
appointments  to  positions  in  agencies  within 
the  department,  excepting  that  of  commissioner 
and  associate  commissioner,  made  after  June  30 
1978,  are  hereby  abolished  and  canceled  as  of 
July  1,  1979,  and  if  reestablished  and  new  ap- 
pointments made,  such  appointments  shall  be 
made  in  accordance  with  this  paragraph. 

2.  Insure  that  all  employees  have  equal 
opportunity  for  promotion,  pay  increases  or 
other  job-related  benefits  based  on  their  work 
performance  as  such  employees. 

3.  Insure  that  any  employee  is  protected  in 
his  or  her  employment  against  any  inequitable 
threat  of  demotion,  loss  of  pay,  job  termination, 
or  other  unfair  labor  or  discriminatory  practice. 


4.  Insure  that  any  employee  is  given  an 
opportunity  to  join  a  collective  bargaining  unit, 
if  he  or  she  chooses,  without  interference  from 
any  official  or  employee  of  the  city.  In  addi- 
tion, it  shall  also  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
department  to  forthwith  establish  and  promul- 
gate, subject  to  approval  of  the  City  Council, 
job  descriptions  for  all  positions  within  the 
department  which  are  not  filled  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  chapter  31  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws. 

The  provisions  of  this  section,  however  shall 
not  apply  to  public  service  employment  posi- 
tions under  the  Federal  Comprehensive  Employ- 
ment and  Training  Act  which  have  been  filled 
by  lottery. 

Section  55.  Sunset  Provision. 
This  ordinance  shall  expire  and  the  department 
created  in  accordance  with  its  provisions  shall  be 
abolished  on  June  30,  1980,  unless  the  date  of 
expiration  is  extended  by  ordinance  prior  to  June 
30,  1980. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  published  by 
the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the 
same.

The  amendment  was  adopted. 
The  ordinance,  as  amended,  was  passed  under 
suspension  of  the  rules.

Ordered,  That  it  is  the  legislative  intent  in 
passing  the  Year  Five  C.D.B.G.  application  with 
the  attached  budget  that  the  provisions  thereof 
are  non-severable,  and  the  disapproval  of  any 
one  item  shall  constitute  disapproval  of  the  entire 
Year  Five  C.D.B.G.  application;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  City  of  Boston,  through  the 
Election  Department,  shall  be  required  to  conduct 
elections  to  create  local  C.D.B.G.  councils  to 
consider  fair  disbursement  of  C.D.B.G.  allocations 
to  the  neighborhood  to  which  they  have  been 
elected  to  represent;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  election  shall  take  place 
within  ninety  days  of  the  filing  of  this  application 
by  the  City  of  Boston,  and  the  election  shall  be 
financed  with  funds  from  the  C.D.B.G.  budget; 
and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Office  of  Neighborhood 
Planning  devise  a  formula  based  on  H.U.D.  regu- 
lations to  establish  an  amount  that  each  neighbor- 
hood shall  be  guaranteed.  This  minimum  allocation 
shall  not  mean  a  ceiling,  but  rather  would 
guarantee  that  each  neighborhood  would  have  at 
least  a  minimum  allocation,  but  would  not  be 
limited  to  that  amount;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  approval  of  this  application  is 
conditional  upon  the  Mayor  that  the  city  agency 
established  to  administer  assistance  in  this  appli- 
cation shall  be  organized  under  the  provisions  of 
the  City  of  Boston  Code,  St.  2,  section  752;  and 
be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  the  Mayor  shall  furnish  to  the 
City  Council  a  monthly  report  on  the  expenditures 
of  funds  for  programs  in  the  Year  Five  C.D.B.G. 
budget,  as  well  as  the  status  of  unexpended  funds 
remaining  at  the  conclusion  of  each  monthly 
report.  This  report  shall  also  contain  the  status 
of  each  program  funded  in  Year  Five  C.D.B.G. 
budget.  Each  program  funded  in  Year  Six  shall 
require  at  least  two  on-site  inspections  by  an 
evaluation  team  from  the  City  of  Boston;  and 
be  it  further 


Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  shall 
be  furnished  copies  of  Years  Three  and  Four 
audits  when  completed;   and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  meetings  be  held  for  Year  Six 
C.D.B.G.  budget  shall  be  advertised  in  the  local 
newspapers  at  least  seven  days  before  the  meeting, 
as  well  as  notices  posted  in  public  places.  Copies 
of  reports  shall  be  furnished  to  the  City  Council 
at  Year  Six  C.D.B.G.  City  Council  budget  request 
meetings. 

Ordered,  The  funds  for  the  fololwing  amend- 
ments shall  come  from  the  reduction  of  adminis- 
trative and  management  costs  in  the  C.D.B.G.

sufficient  to  support  police  activities  that  would 
provide  increased  public  safety.  When  I  proposed 
this  figure  to  your  Committee  it  was  my  assump- 
tion that  a  minimum  of  $1.2  million  would  be 
made  available  to  the  Police  Department  from 
CDBG  funds  to  operate  the  forty-eight  patrol 
beats  throughout  the  city. 

However,  after  lengthy  discussions  with  the 
OPD  staff  I  realized  that  a  disservice  would  be 
done  to  the  programs  developed  by  them  and  the 
program  constituency.  My  staff  and  I  reviewed 
and  reassessed  the  city's  operating  budget  and 
concluded  that  in  the  best  interests  of  the  city  an 
additional  $2  million  should  be  provided  for  the 
Police  Department  in  the  operating  budget.  This 
can  be  accomplished  within  the  4  percent  "cap" 
and  1  believe  it  will  allow  for  the  continuance 
and  even  possible  expansion  of  the  forty-eight 
patrol  beats.  This  action  should  relieve  the 
pressure,  both  on  the  City  Council  and  the  Office 
of  Program  Development,  for  CDBG  funding,  for 
deserving  programs  without  diminishing  the  level 
of  the  services  and  their  delivery. 

Therefore  I  am  asking  that  you  refrain  from 
appropriating  $1.4  million  for  police  patrols  in  the 
CDBG  funds  and  I,  in  turn,  will  assure  that  then 
an  additional  $2  million  for  the  same  purpose  will 
be  included  in  the  city's  operating  budget  thereby 
satisfying  your  insistence  for  increased  police 
protection.

any  kind  on  a  public  highway  or  within  twenty 
yards  thereof,  or  in  any  public  land,  or  in  or 
upon  coastal  or  inland  waters  as  defined  in 
section  1  of  chapter  131,  respectively,  or  within 
twenty  yards  of  any  such  water,  or  on  property 
of  another  without  permission  of  the  owner 
thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more 
than  two  hundred  dollars  for  the  first  offense 
and  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  for 
any  subsequent  offense,  and  the  court  my  re- 
quire, in  addition  thereto,  that  such  person 
remove,  at  his  expense,  such  trash,  refuse,  rub- 
bish, debris  or  materials.  Each  day  of  failure 
lo  comply  with  such  order  to  remove  shall  be 
deemed  a  separate  offense  and  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars 
per  day.

2.  The  same  report  also  indicated  that  "Boston 
for  years  experienced  one  of  the  worst  tax  collec- 
tion records  of  all  big  cities."  What  percentage  of 
anticipated  tax  revenues  has  the  city  been  unable 
to  collect  during  the  past  five  years?  How  does 
this  rate  compare  with  other  cities  of  comparable 
size?

3.  The  Coopers  and  Lybrand  audit  found  it 
necessary  to  write  off  $21.3  million  of  the  $25.4 
million  outstanding  in  motor  vehicle  excise  taxes.

4.  The  Coopers  and  Lybrand  report  found  it 
necessary  to  eliminate  $46.9  million  of  the  assets 
in  the  Special  Revenue  Funds  described  as  "anti- 
cipated sources  of  financial  resources  under 
reimbursement  type  grants."

passengers  off  at  their  doors,  instead  of  regular 
bus  stops  whenever  possible;  4)  taxi  drivers  should 
wait  until  female  passengers  get  inside  their  doors; 
S)  male  family  members  should  escort  female 
family  members  who  must  travel  by  foot;  and 

Whereas,  The  safety  program  goes  on  to  in- 
clude: 6)  police  patrols  who  see  women  walking 
alone  at  night  should  escort  them  home;  7)  com- 
munity agencies  holding  meetings  at  night  should 
make  previous  arrangements  for  transportation 
home;  8)  fire  fighters  should  caution  females 
and  stand  at  bus  stops  whenever  possible;  9)  any 
person  who  suspects  he  or  she  might  know  any 
information,  no  matter  how  trivial,  should  call 
the  hot-line  (442-0942);  and  10)  all  electronic 
media  should  broadcast  the  hot-line  on  the  hour 
and  all  printed  media  should  print  the  number  on 
the  front  page  of  all  editions;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  does  on  this  day,  endorse  the 
Black  Legislative  Caucus'  ten-point  safety  pro- 
gram and  encourage  the  Commenwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts and  the  City  of  Boston's  appropriate 
agencies  to  help  to  the  furthest  extent  possible;

The  City  of  Boston's  Corporation  Counsel  has 
informed  me  that  in  his  opinion  the  order  passed 
by  the  City  Council,  May  9,  1979,  relating  to  the 
city's  Year  V  application  for  Community  Develop- 
ment Block  Grant  funds  is  invalid  because  it  is  not 
in  compliance  with  the  City  Charter  and,  therefore, 
does  not  constitute  an  order  in  support  of  the 
application. 

Therefore,  I  am  transmitting  herewith  and  I 
urge  you  to  adopt  an  order  relating  to  the  city's 
Community    Development    Block    Grant    program. 


The  order  would  authorize  the  application  for  the 
entitlement  grant  for  the  fifth  program  year,  and 
the  expenditure  of  the  funds  granted. 

I  have  noted  that  the  Council  in  its  order  of 
May  9,  1979,  sought  to  incorporate  a  number  of 
modifications  to  the  city's  application.  I  have 
reviewed  those  modifications  totaling  $3.1  million 
and  believe  that  a  shift  in  funding  of  that  magni- 
tude would  seriously  damage  our  ability  to  carry 
out  our  program  effectively.  However,  along  with 
members  of  the  Council,  I  believe  one  of  the 
highest  priorities  for  the  City  of  Boston  at  this 
time  is  police  protection.  Therefore,  I  have  in- 
structed the  supervisor  of  budgets  to  increase  the 
Police  Department  budget  by  an  additional  $2 
million  for  the  same  purposes  Council  intended. 
(See  letter  to  Hon.  Frederick  C.  Langone  from 
McNeill,  May  8,  1979.)  In  addition,  there  are 
several  items  for  inclusion  which  are  more  ap- 
propriately carried  out  through  the  city's  capital 
budget.  (See  letter  to  Hon.  Frederick  C.  Langone 
from  McNeill,  May  8,  1979.) 

I  am,  however,  through  this  letter,  making  a 
number  of  programmatic  additions  which  will  be 
included  by  the  Office  of  Program  Development 
in  the  application  for  transmittal  to  HUD. 

The  attached  additions  will  not  affect  the  pro- 
grams already  included  in  the  application.

Question  1.  Why  was  this  CARD  plan  dealt  with 

and   apart    from   the    neighborhood    CARDS 

which     were     previously     submitted     to     the 

Council  and  passed  by  it? 

Answer.  Because   a   decision  was   made  by  the 

staff  of  the  Economic  Deveolpment  and  Industrial 

Corporation,    Boston     Redevelopment     Authority, 

Office  of  Program  Development,  and  Boston  Plan 

office,  who  were  originally  involved  in  developing 

and    processing    CARD    program   applications,    to 


prepare  and  submit  all  CARD  applications  to 
the  Council  in  a  number  of  rounds,  and  further, 
to  submit  certain  neighborhood  CARD  plans  in 
the  first  round  because  of  the  existence  of  pre- 
vious studies  and  a  background  development 
strategy.  This  decision  and  the  reasons  behind  it 
are  discussed  in  great  detail  in  the  attached  letter 
(see  Exhibit  1)  from  David  W.  Davis,  chairman  of 
the  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority, 
to  the  Mayor,  that  was  submitted  to  the  Council 
with  the  neighborhood  CARD  applications. 
Question  2.  What  specific  provision  of  40D   and 

23D  of  the  General  Laws  are  applicable  to 

the  CARD  plan? 
Answer.  Chapter  40D,  section  12,  deals  with  the 
conditions  that  must  be  met  for  industrial  revenue 
bonds  to  be  issued  and/or  approved  by  a  local 
IDFA.  Paragraph  2,  clause  (k)  allows  commercial 
enterprises  to  qualify  for  bond  financing  if  it  is  in 
a  commercial  area  for  which  a  CARD  plan  has 
been  adopted  and  approved  by  the  Secretary  of 
Communities  and  Development. 

Chapter  23D,  sections  11  through  15,  deal  with 
the  Urban  Job  Incentive  Bureau  (UJIB).  Chapter 
23B,  section  13  defines  the  requirements  of  an 
eligible  business  facility  to  receive  benefits  under 
UJIB  program.  Paragraph  (1)  of  this  section 
enables  commercial  enterprises  in  an  approved 
CARD  to  be  eligible  for  UJIB  benefits.

Answer.   The   economic   development   incentives 
available   to  commercial   enterprises   in   a   CARD 
presently  include: 

1.  Tax-exempt,  revenue  bond  financing  at  ap- 
proximately 2  percent  below  market  rates. 

2.  Mortgage  insurance  on  a  portion  of  the 
total  cost  of  a  project  to  be  financed  by  both 
bond  or  conventional  means. 

3.  A  net  income  deduction  and  tax  credit  to 
be  applied  to  state  corporate  excise  taxes  owned 
by  a  commercial  enterprise  certified  as  an 
eligible  business  facility  by  the  State  Urban  Job 
Incentive  Bureau  (UJIB). 

Question  4.  What  the  boundaries  in  understandable 
terms,    such     as    streets     or     other    physical 
boundaries? 
Answer.   The    Museum    Wharf    CARD    encom- 
passes a  one-block  area  bounded  by  the  Fort  Point 
Channel,  Congress  Street,  Sleeper  Street,  and  the 
property  of  the  Farrell  Dock  and  Terminal  Com- 
pany. (See  Exhibit  2.) 

Question   5.    In   addition   to  the  property   of   the 
Children's  Museum  and  the  Museum  of  Trans- 
portation, what  other  properties  are  included? 
Answer.  There  are  no  other  properties  included 
in  the  Museum  Wharf  CARD.

Question  7.   Has  the   Industrial   Development  Fi- 
nancing Authority  engaged  in  any  negotiations 
of    any    kind,    however    preliminary    or    ad- 
vanced, with  any  of  the  owners  of  these  other 
properties  —  or  any  other  prospective  owners?

Question   11.   What  are   the  names   and   addresses 

of  all  owners  of  properties  abutting  or  in  the 

vicinity  of  the  proposed  CARD  district? 

Answer.  The  names  and  addresses  of  properties 

abutting    the     CARD    district     are    attached     as 

Exhibit  4. 

Question  12.  Were  there  any  negotiations  or  dis- 
cussions    held     between     EDIC     and     these 
owners? 
Answer.  No  discussion  or  negotiations  have  been 
held   by   EDIC   with   anyone   that   owns   property 
abutting  or  in  the   vicinity  of   the  proposed  Mu- 
seum Wharf  CARD. 

Question  13.  Are  there  any  agreements  or  memo- 
randums   in    possession    of    EDIC    regarding 
such    abutting    properties,    or    regarding    any 
discussions  concerning  such  properties? 
Answer.  There  are  none. 
Question  14.  If  the  answer  to  the  previous  ques- 
tion   was    yes,    furnish    the    committee    with 
copies  of  all  such  agreement  or  memorandums. 
Answer.  There  are  none. 
Question  15.  What  specific  benefits  do  you  see  as 
accruing  to  the  city  as  a  result  of  the  approval 
of  the  CARD  plan? 
Answer.   The   approval    of  the   Museum   Wharf 
CARD    plan    will    allow    the    construction   of   the 
Museum    Wharf    complex   to    be   completed    and 
financed  through  tax-exempt,  revenue  bonds.  The 
completion  of  this  project  will  result  in  a  number 
of  significant   benefits   to  the  city.  These   benefits 
include: 

1.  The  provision  of  a  suitable  site  that  is 
centrally  located  for  a  new  and  expanded  Chil- 
dren's Museum  and  Museum  of  Transportation. 
The  museums  are  extremely  important  to  the 
city  and  are  difficult  to  locate  elsewhere  because 
of  their  need  for  a  central  location  and  high 
visitor  attendance  levels.  These  museums  will 
conduct  a  number  of  programs  for  the  children 
of  Boston  that  are  described  in  the  Attached 
Exihibit  S. 

2.  A  structurally  sound,  six-story  building 
with  150,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  will  be 
completely  rehabilitated.  This  building  would 
remain  vacant  if  not  part  of  the  Museum  Wharf 
CARD. 


3.  New  commercial  and  retail  activity  will  be 
brought  into  the  Fort  Point  Channel  area  that 
would  not  otherwise  be  there  because  there 
would  be  no  market  for  it.  This  includes  a  5,500 
square-foot  McDonald's  Restaurant;  another 
8,500  square-foot  restaurant;  an  1,800  square- 
foot  museum  store;  and  a  seasonal  ice  cream 
shop  in  the  Hood's  milk  bottle. 

4.  Each  of  the  above  commercial/retail  ac- 
tivities is  labor  intensive  and  will  create  jobs 
for  city  residents.  The  McDonald's  will  require 
a  staff  of  over  seventy  people.  These  jobs  were 
not  there  before.  The  Museum  of  Transportation 
and  Children's  Museum  will  be  hiring  another 
forty-seven  people  to  fill  their  expanded  staff 
needs.  The  8,500  square-foot  restaurant  will 
generate  another  fifty  to  seventy  jobs. 

5.  The  Museum  Wharf  Project  will  pay  taxes 
to  the  city. 

6.  As  part  of  this  project,  a  badly  needed 
public  waterfront  park  will  be  constructed  on 
the  South  Boston  side  of  the  Fort  Point  Channel. 

7.  No  city  funds  will  be  used  to  finance, 
complete,  or  support  the  development  of  the 
Museum  Wharf  Project. 

Question  16.  Were  there  any  discussions  with  any 
other  public  agencies  regarding  the  Fort  Point 
Channel  area?  Are  there  any  memos  existing 
as  a  result  of  these  discussions?  Are  there  any 
written   agreements   as   a  result   of  these  dis- 
cussions? Please  furnish  the   Committee   with 
copies    of    any    such    existing    agreement    or 
memos. 
Answer.  The  Museum  Wharf  CARD  designation 
within    the   Fort    Point   Channel    area    is   a    joint 
effort   of   the   BRA   and  IDFA.  No  other   public 
agencies  were  involved  and  no  written  agreements 
or  memos  exist. 

Question  17.  What  is  the  significance  of  the  plan 
to    the    two    museums?   Give    specifics.    How 
much    money   is    it  anticipated    the    museums 
may    save    over   the    life    of    any    loans    they 
make?  What  commercial  aspects  are  involved 
by  the  museums  or  anyone  else? 
Answer.  The  only  identifiable  benefit  of  CARD 
designation    for    the    two   museums   is    their   per- 
mitted   access    to    revenue    bond    financing.    This 
financing  will  result  in  a  total  savings  of  $1,188,000 
in   interest   payments  over   the    life    of   the    bond. 
These    savings   allowed    the   museums    to    increase 
the    amount    of    principal    financed    by    approxi- 
mately $200,000  and  will  permit  the  two  museums 
to  offer  a  number  of  attractions  that  may  not  have 
otherwise  been  feasible.   Please   see  the  answer  to 
Question  15. 
Question   18.    What   is  the    BRA  involvement? 

Answer.  As  of  April  12,  1979,  the  BRA  has 
become  the  implementing  agency  for  CARD  plans 
in  the  city.  In  this  capacity,  the  BRA  will  prepare 
CARD  plans,  process  them  through  both  required 
and  informal  community  review,  and  submit  them 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  for  approval  as 
required  by  law.  The  BRA  will  then  submit  the 
CARD  plans  approved  by  the  city  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Community  Affairs  for  approval  by  the 
Secretary  of  Communities  and   Development. 

Once  state  approval  is  secured  and  a  CARD 
plan  is  in  effect,  the  BRA  will  conduct  both  an 
internal  review  and  a  review  with  the  appropriate 
community  on  any  development  proposal  request- 
ing CARD  program  benefits.  If  a  proposed  de- 
velopment project  passes   this  review  process,  the 
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BRA  will  certify  that  the  proposed  development 
is  (1)  within  the  appropriate  CARD;  and  (2)  meets 
the  objectives  of  the  appropriate  CARD  plan.  This 
approval  is  needed  to  receive  CARD  benefits. 

In  the  case  of  the  Museum  Wharf  CARD,  the 
required  public  hearing  before  submission  of  the 
CARD  plan  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  was 
held  April  8,  1979,  by  the  IDFA.  Since  the  IDFA 
held  the  public  hearing,  the  IDFA  submitted  the 
CARD  plan  to  the  Mayor  and  Council. 

The     BRA    was    responsible    for    writing    the 
Museum  Wharf  plan  and  will  submit  it  to  DCA. 
Question   19.  Has  the  BRA  been  involved  in  dis- 
cussion  or  negotiations  concerning   properties 
within   the  plan?  Do   any   memos   or  written 
agreements  exist  as  a  result  of  these  negotia- 
tions? If  so,   may   these  be  furnished  to   the 
Committee? 
Answer.   The  BRA  will  be  responsible  for  im- 
plementing the  Museum  Wharf  CARD.  One  of  the 
objectives  of  the   Museum  Wharf  CARD   is  that 
the  Museum  Wharf  Project  will  pay  taxes  to  the 
city.   In   this    regard,    very   preliminary   discussions 
have  been  held  with  CDM,  Inc.,  the  development 
consultant   for   the  Museum   Wharf   Project,  with 
respect  to  this  issue.  No  written  agreements  exist 
as  of  yet. 

Question  20.  Were  there  any  negotiations  between 

the    museums    and    other    abutting    property 

owners  which  should   be   taken   into  account 

in  deciding  or  approval  of  the  CARD  plan? 

Answer.    The    museums   have   had    considerable 

contact   with   abutters  and  neighbors  in  the   area 

including: 

1.  Anthony  Athanas 

2.  Boston  Wharf  Properties 

3.  Broderick  Properties 

4.  Conrail 

5.  Donald  Moore 

6.  Farrell  Dock  and  Terminal 

The  primary  thrust  of  these  discussions  has 
been  provision  for  current  and  future  parking.  The 
South  Boston  Residents'  Association  has  been 
kept  informed  as  to  the  nature  and  status  of  these 
discussions. 


At  this  time  there  are  no  agreements  in  force, 
and  commitments  which  would  affect  the  CARD. 

There  is  general  agreement  that  at  this  time 
it  is  uneconomic  to  contsruct  a  parking  facility 
to  serve  the  site  due  to  the  availability  of  free  or 
inexpensive  parking.  Further,  as  the  area  develops 
it  is  generally  agreed  that  due  to  the  counter- 
cyclical nature  of  the  museum  parking  demand, 
anyone  building  a  parking  structure  would  seek 
to  work  with  the  museums.

FURTHER    REPORT     OF     COMMITTEE     ON 
LAWS   AND   ORDINANCES   RE   DOCKET 

NO.  0417 

Coun.  McDONOUGH,  for  the  Committee  on 
Laws  and  Ordinances,  submitted  the  following: 

With  this  report,  the  Committee  has  virtually 
completed  its  work  with  respect  to  this  matter. 
When  the  attached  ordinance  and  the  ordinance 
passed  by  the  Council  on  May  9,  establishing  a 
Department  of  Federally  Funded  Agencies  are  in 
force,  all  needed  agencies  unlawfully  created  by 
the  Mayor  will  be  legitimatized.  The  services  which 
they  render  may  thereby  be  continued  to  the 
extent  that  appropriations  for  the  department  will 
be  provided  and  approved  by  the  Council,  and 
the  present  administration's  practice  of  treating 
city  employees  within  such  agencies  as  political 
vassals  may  be  controlled. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  the  pas- 
sage of  the  attached  ordinance. 

As  the  Committee  concludes  its  work  on  this 
matter,  it  wishes  to  extend  thanks  to  the  Council 
staff  for  their  cooperation  and  assistance;  to  Corey 
Shaw,  a  second-year  student  at  New  England 
School  of  Law  who,  as  an  intern  assigned  to  work 
on  this  matter  with  the  Committee,  was  of  signifi- 
cant help;  and  finally  to  the  City  Council  itself 
which  has  been  most  receptive  to  his  effort  to  end 
an  unlawful  exercise  of  power  by  the  Mayor,  which 
is  making  a  mockery  of  the  process  of  government 
in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Whereas,  On  May  9,  1979,  the  Council  passed 
an  ordinance  creating  a  Department  of  Federally 
Funded  Agencies  in  which  it  placed  all  agencies 
purporting  to  be  city  agencies  which  are  funded 
to  an  extent  of  50  percent  or  more  by  federal 
funds,  if  such  agencies  were  not  previously  created 
in  accordance  with  law;  and 

Whereas,  The  present  administration  has  created 
other  agencies  purporting  to  be  city  agencies,  which

less  than  an  unlawful  city  agency  dedicated  to 
building  a  political  image  at  an  annual  cost  to 
the  taxpayer  of  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars) ;  and 

Whereas,  Employees  in  such  agencies  are  un- 
lawfully made  to  feel  indebted  to  the  present  city 
administration  for  the  positions  they  hold  and  are 
unlawfully  vulnerable  to  discharge  at  the  will  of

and  Human  Services  (hereinafter  called  the  Com- 
missioner) who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the 
January  following  the  next  biennial  election  at 
which  a  Mayor  is  elected. 

Section  41.  Duties  of  Commissioner. 
The  Commissoner  shall  have  direct  responsi- 
bility for  the  organization,  administration,  and 
operation  of  the  Department,  and  the  agencies 
included  within  the  Department,  and  shall  re- 
ceive such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  from  time  to 
time  by  ordinance.  The  Commissioner  may,  in 
accordance  with  applicable  law,  and  within  the 
limits  of  the  funds  appropriated  therefor,  appoint 
and  remove  such  subordinates  as  the  work  of 
the  Department  may  require  and  may  make 
such  expenditure,  within  the  limits  of  the  funds 
appropriated  therefor,  as  may  be  necessary  to 
execute  effectively  the  purposes  of  the  Depart- 
ment and  the  agencies  included  within  the  De- 
partment. 

Section  42.  Purpose  of  the  Department. 
It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  the  Department  to 
administer  the  agencies  included  within  it  and 
to  conduct  continuing  observation,  study,  and 
evaulation  of  such  agencies  with  a  view  to 
making  specific  annual  recommendations  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  as  to  whether  such 
agencies  are  meeting  the  needs  of  the  people 
within  the  city  neighborhoods,  and  as  to  any 
changes  in  the  number  or  organization  of  such 
agencies  so  as  to  better  serve  the  people  of  such 
neighborhoods. 
Section  43.  Agencies  within  the  Department. 
Any  agency,  purporting  to  exist  as  a  city 
agency  on  July  1,  1978,  which  was  funded  by 
a  Council  appropriation  order  as  a  city  agency 
separate  and  apart  from  the  Mayor's  Office, 
even  though  such  agency  might  bear  the  words 
"Mayor's  Office  of"  in  its  title,  except  the 
Office  of  Fiscal  Affairs,  which  is  hereby  created 
and  placed  within  and  made  a  part  of  the  Ad- 
ministrative Services  Department,  and  the  Office 
of  Property  Equalization,  which  is  hereby 
created  and  placed  in  and  made  a  part  of  the 
Assessing  Department,  and  except  the  so  called 
"Mayor's  Office  of  Communications,"  which  is 
hereby  abolished,  which  is  funded  to  an  extent 
of  less  than  50  percent  by  funds  received  by 
the  city  from  the  United  States  of  America, 
which  was  not  created  by  law  or  ordinance,  and 


which  continues  to  exist  on  the  date  on  which 
this  ordinance  is  in  force,  is  hereby  created  and 
shall  be  in  and  subject  to  the  administrative 
control  of  the  Department.  All  such  agencies  in 
the  future  shall  not  bear  the  words  "Mayor's 
Office  of"  in  their  title. 

Section  44.  Agencies  Not  Created  by  Law  or 
Ordinance  Abolished. 

Any  agency,  purporting  to  be  an  agency  of 
the  city,  which  was  not  expressly  created  by  law 
or  ordinance,  and  which  is  not  in  this  Depart- 
ment or  in  the  Department  of  Federally  Funded 
Agencies  (as  created  by  CBC,  Ordinance  5, 
Section  2),  when  this  ordinance  is  in  force,  shall 
be  and  hereby  is  abolished. 

Section  45.  Annual  Report. 

On  or  before  October  1,  1980,  and  on  or 
before  October  1  of  each  succeeding  year,  the 
Department  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council.  Such  report  shall  include,  but 
no  be  limited  to,  a  report  on  all  agencies  within 
the  Department,  setting  forth,  in  narrative  style, 
their  activities  for  the  previous  fiscal  year,  the 
goals  for  the  succeeding  year,  which  of  its  goals, 
as  contained  in  its  previous  annual  report  were 
achieved,  and  which  were  not,  and  the  reasons 
for  any  failures.  The  report  shall  also  contain 
the  number  of  employees,  their  salaries,  job  title, 
and  names,  as  well  as  any  other  information 
that  might  be  of  relevance  in  judging  the  costs 
and  benefits  of  the  Department  to  the  taxpayer. 

Section  46.    Subordinate  Positions. 

If  for  any  reason  any  appointment  to  a  posi- 
tion with  the  Department,  excepting  that  of 
Commissioner,  is  not  made  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  chapter  31  of  the  General 
Laws,  it  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
Department  to  forthwith  establish  and  promul- 
gate, subect  to  approval  of  the  City  Council, 
rules  and  regulations  which  shall: 

1.  Insure  that  for  all  appointments  to 
positions  within  the  Department  made  after 
June  30,  1978,  every  reasonable  effort  shall 
be  made  to  guarantee  any  resident  of  the  city, 
who  is  qualified  for  any  such  position,  timely 
notice  that  such  position  is  available,  reason- 
able opportunity  to  apply  for  such  position 
and  an  equal  opportunity  with  all  qualified 
applicants  for  appointment.  All  positions  es- 
tablished and  all  appointments  to  positions  in 
agencies  within  the  Department,  excepting 
that  of  Commissioner,  made  after  June  30, 
1978,  are  hereby  abolished  and  canceled  as 
of  July  1,  1979,  and  if  reestablished  and  new 
appointments  made,  such  appointments  shall 
be  made  in  accordance  with  this  section. 

2.  Insure  that  all  employees  have  equal 
opportunity  for  promotion,  pay  increases  or 
other  job-related  benefits  based  on  their  work 
performance  as  such  employees. 

3.  Insure  that  any  employee  is  protected 
in  his  or  her  employment  against  any  inequi- 
table threat  of  demotion,  loss  of  pay,  job 
termination,  or  other  unfair  labor  or  dis- 
criminatory practice. 

4.  Insure  that  any  employee  is  given  an 
opportunity  to  join  a  collective  bargaining 
unit,  if  he  or  she  chooses,  without  interference 
from  any  official  or  employee  of  the  city. 

In  addition,  it  shall  also  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  Department  to  forthwith  establish  and 
promulgate,    subject    to    approval    of    the   City 
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Council,  job  descriptions  for  all  positions  within 
the  Department  which  are  not  filled  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  chapter  31  of  the 
General  Laws. 

Section  47.  Sunset  Provision. 
This  ordinance  shall  expire  and  the  Depart- 
ment created  in  accordance  with  its  provisions 
shall  be  abolished  on  June  30,  1980,  unless  the 
date  of  expiration  is  extended  by  ordinance 
prior  to  such  date. 

Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance  5, 
section  105,  is  hereby  amended  as  follows:  by 
inserting  the  words  "the  Commissioner  of  Neigh- 
borhood and  Human  Services"  after  the  words 
"Commissioner  of  Federally  Funded  Agencies"  in 
the  third  paragraph  of  said  section  105  titled 
Category  II. 

Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  be  published  by 
the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same. 
The    report   was    accepted;    the    ordinance    was 
passed.

TO  HOLD  HEARING  ON  MATTERS  EX- 
TENDING RENT  CONTROL  ORDINANCE 
EXPIRING  DECEMBER  31,  1979 

Couns.  FLYNN  and  SANSONE  offered  the 
following: 

Whereas,  Chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969  first 
declared  the  existence  of  a  serious  public  emer- 
gency in  the  City  of  Boston  because  of  a  sub- 
stantial shortage  of  rental  housing  accommoda- 
tions which  was  producing  a  serious  threat  to  the 
public  health,  safety,  and  general  welfare  of  its 
citizens;  and 

Whereas,  Chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970 
reaffirmed  that  this  emergency  still  existed  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  particularly  for  families  of  low 
and  moderate  income  and  for  elderly  people  living 
on  fixed  incomes;  and 

Whereas,  In  1975,  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
found  that  "a  serious  public  emergency  exists  with 
respect  to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  number  of 
the  citizens  of  Boston"  and  that  "the  deterioration 
and  demolition  and  an  insufficient  supply  of  new 
housing  have  resulted  in  a  substantial  and  critical 
shortage  of  safe,  decent,  and  reasonably  priced 
rental  housing  accommodations"  and  therefore 
approved  an  ordinance  "Regulating  Certain  Resi- 
dential Rents  and  Evictions";  and 

Whereas,  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  ex- 
pire on  December  31,  1979;  and 

Whereas,  If  the  present  rent  control  law,  or  a 
similar  substitute  version,  is  not  extended  beyond 
December  31,  1979,  many  Boston  residents  es- 
pecially the  elderly  and  others  living  on  a  fixed 
income  will  be  faced  with  stiff  rent  increases  and 
be  forced  to  move  from  their  homes;  therefore, 
be  it 
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Ordered,  That  in  light  of  the  serious  threat  to 
public  health,  safety,  and  general  welfare  which 
the  shortage  of  safe,  decent,  and  affordable  rental 
housing  units  poses  to  the  citizens  of  Boston  the 
Committee  on  Laws  and  Ordinances  conduct  a 
public  hearing  on  matters  to  extend  the  provisions 
of  the  present  rent  control  law  in  the  City  of 
Boston  which  expires  on  December  31,  1979,  and 
that  the  Committee  also  consider  other  measures 
to  ensure  the  availability  of  reasonably  priced 
rental  housing  units  in  the  city.

AMENDING      BOSTON      WATER      AND 

SEWER  REORGANIZATION  ACT  OF  1977 

Couns.    FLYNN   and    SANSONE    offered    the 

following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  amending 
chapter  436  of  the  Acts  of  1977  relating  to  the 
Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  to  be  filed 
with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby 
is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, and  section  19  of  chapter  436  of  the  Acts 
of  1977,  to  the  end  that  legislation  be  enacted 
providing  substantially  as  follows: 

The  Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Reorganization 
Act  of  1977,  chapter  436  of  the  Acts  of  1977  is 
hereby  amended  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  3  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  third  paragraph  and  inserting  in 
place   thereof  the  following  new  paragraph: 

"Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act, 
the  powers  of  the  commission  shall  be  exercised 
by  a  board  of  five  members,  each  of  whom 
shall  be,  and  shall  remain  during  his  incum- 
bency as  a  member,  a  resident  of  the  city  and 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  city  council.  Such  mem- 
bers shall  include  one  member  with  extensive 
experience  in  the  field  of  administration  or 
business,  one  member  with  extensive  experience 
in  the  field  of  finance  or  accounting,  one  mem- 
ber with  a  demonstrated  record  of  concern  for 
elderly  citizens  and  one  member  with  a  demon- 
strated record  of  concern  as  a  consumer  advo- 
cate. The  members  first  appointed  shall  serve 
in  office  for  terms  expiring,  in  the  case  of  one 
such,  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  following 
the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a 
mayor  is  elected,  in  the  case  of  another,  one 
year  thereafter,  and  in  the  case  of  the  third, 
on  the  first  Monday  in  January  following  the 
next  biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a 
mayor  is  not  elected,  the  term  of  each  member 
to  be  designated  by  the  mayor  at  appointment. 
The  elder  affairs  member  first  appointed  shall 
serve  in  office  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January  following  the  next  biennial 
municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected. 
The  consumer  affairs  member  first  appointed 
shall  thereafter  be  appointed  for  terms  of  three 
years,  the  other  members  for  terms  of  four 
years;  or  in  the  case  of  an  appointment  made 
to  fill  a  vacancy,  for  the  unexpired  term,  and 
until  their  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified; 
provided,  however,  that  should  a  vacancy  exist 
for  a  period  of  more  than  sixty  days,  or  should 
the   mayor   fail  to   appoint   a   successor   within 


ninety  days  after  the  term  of  a  member  expires, 
the  city  council  shall  proceed  forthwith  to  elect 
a  member.  Such  an  election  shall  be  deemed  a 
vote  electing  an  official.  Any  member  of  the 
commission  shall  be  eligible  for  reappointment. 
Any  member  of  the  commission  may  be  removed 
at  any  time  by  the  mayor  for  cause  but  only 
after  reasonable  notice  and  a  public  hearing 
unless  the  same  are  in  writing  expressly  waived. 
For  the  purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws,  the  members  of  the  commission  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  special  municipal  employees." 
Section  2.  Subsection  (f)  of  section  7  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  the  following  provision: 

"The    commission    shall    be    empowered    to 
grant  rebates  to  individual  consumers  from  any 
established  surplus  funds  collected." 
Section  3.    Subsection  (b)  of  section  7  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  the  following  provision: 

"Any  change  in  the  rates  charged  for  water 
or  associated  sewer  charges  by  the  commission 
must  be  approved  by  the  state  Department  of 
Public  Utilities  before  going  into  effect.  The 
same  procedures  for  public  notice  of  the  pro- 
posed rate  changes  must  be  followed  as  those 
prescribed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
for  other  public  utilities.  The  Department  of 
Public  Utilities  shall  be  authorized  to  review 
individual  appeals  of  charges  assessed  to  con- 
sumers by  the  commission  and  to  make  appro- 
priate findings,  including  the  ordering  of  rebates 
to  individual  consumers  who  have  been  over- 
charged." 

Section  4.  The  third  paragraph  of  section  4  is 
hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following  pro- 
vision: 

"The  annual  operating  budget  of  the  com- 
mission, exclusive  of  insurance  and  surety  bond 
premiums,  shall  receive  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  and  city  council  before  going  into  effect. 
The  commission  shall  submit  its  proposed  bud- 
get for  mayoral  and  city  council  approval  at 
least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  start  of  the  fiscal 
year." 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment: 

That  any  and  all  surplus  in  any  fiscal  year  shall 
be  passed  on  to  the  consumers  in  the  form  of  a 
rebate  at  the  conclusion  of  that  fiscal  year.

Whereas,  The  courage  and  patriotism  of  these 
men  and  women  has  not  been  adequately  recog- 
nized by  the  American  people;  and 

Whereas,  The  sacrifices  of  those  who  came  home 
from  Southeast  Asia,  disabled  or  suffering  from 
prolonged  readjustment  problems,  have  been  met 
with  apathy  or  little  recognition;  and 

Whereas,  These  veterans  have  been  burdened 
with  an  unfair  and  negative  image  in  the  public 
mind,  due  to  the  unpopular  nature  of  the  conflict 
our  nation  asked  them  to  wage;  and 
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Whereas,  Their  battlefield  performance  was,  in 
every  respect,  the  equal  of  their  counterparts  who 
served  America  in  all  other  wars;  and 

Whereas,  The  continuing  problems  that  many 
Vietnam  veterans  suffer  as  a  result  of  their  military 
service  should  be  given  the  highest  priority  atten- 
tion; and 

Whereas,  We  have  a  moral  obligation  to  erase 
the  hostile,  abusive,  and  degrading  reception  given 
many  of  these  Vietnam  Era  veterans  when  they 
returned  home  to  the  United  States;  now,  therefore,

REQUESTING  MAYOR  RESTORE  FUNDING 
FOR  BHA  WORK  CREWS  AND  BACK  OF 
THE  HILL  LOAN  AUTHORIZATION  AND 
CONDITIONING  COUNCIL  APPROVAL 
OF  FIFTH  PROGRAM  YEAR  UPON  SAME 

Coun.   FLYNN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  There  continues  to  be  a  desperate  need 
in  the  City  of  Boston  for  subsidized  public  hous- 
ing, particularly  for  elderly  and  handicapped  resi- 
dents;   and 

Whereas,  On  May  9,  1979,  when  the  City 
Council  gave  approval  to  the  Year  V  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  (CDBG)  proposal,  two 
amendments  increasing  the  city's  commitment  to 
subsidized  housing  were  adopted  which  could  have 
a  significant  impact  in  making  more  subsidized 
units  available  for  elderly  and  handicapped  resi- 
dents in  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  One  of  those  amendments  called  for 
an  allocation  of  $266,000  to  fund  work  crews  for 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority  which  would  go  to 
work  rehabilitating  some  of  the  present  5,784 
public  housing  units  controlled  by  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  which  are  currently  in  need  of 


repairs  before  they  can  be  occupied  by  needy 
residents,  some  of  whom  have  waited  for  years 
to  obtain  public  housing;  and 

Whereas,  The  other  amendment  called  for  a 
loan  authorization  of  $100,000  to  the  Back  of  the 
Hill  Community  Development  Association  in 
Mission  Hill  for  the  purchase  of  property  from 
the  Lahey  Clinic  to  be  used  for  construction  of 
elderly  and  handicapped  housing  units;   and 

Whereas,  The  needy  people  of  this  city  who  are 
seeking  subsidized  housing  are  not  asking  for 
palatial  living  quarters,  but  rather  are  just  asking 
for  the  opportunity  to  be  able  to  afford  to  live 
in  decent  housing  near  their  friends  and  relatives 
in  the  communities  where  they  have  lived  all 
their  lives.

Whereas,  If  these  funds  are  not  restored,  many 
people  who  otherwise  would  finally  have  the 
opportunity  to  obtain  decent  and  affordable

Whereas,  The  recent  court-ordered  eviction  from 
public  housing  of  an  elderly  woman  from  South 
Boston  highlights  the  indefensible  policy  of  neglect 
toward  public  housing  in  the  city  which  has 
allowed  5,784  units  to  remain  unoccupied  because 
necessary  repairs  have  never  been  done  and  illus- 
trates the  compelling  need  to  reallocate  some  of 
the  nearly  $10  million  of  the  CDBG  budget 
assigned  to  administrative  costs  and  to  use  those 
funds  to  help  residents  of  the  city  regardless  of 
their  resources  to  achieve  what  they  have  long 
sought — not  to  be  put  up  at  the  Ritz  Carlton  or 
the  Hyatt  Regency,  but  rather,  to  be  able  to  afford 
to  live  in  safe  and  decent  housing  near  their 
friends  and  relatives  in  the  communities  where 
they  have  lived  all  their  lives;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  requests 
the  Mayor  to  restore  the  funding  for  the  BHA 
work  crews  and  the  Back  of  the  Hill  loan  authori- 
zation which  was  contained  in  its  conditional 
approval  of  the  Year  V  CDBG  budget  on  May  9, 
1979,  and  that  authorization  by  the  City  Council 
for  the  Mayor  to  act  on  behalf  of  the  City  of 
Boston  to  apply  for  financial  assistance  from  the 
United  States  of  America  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Housing  and  Community  Development  Act  of 
1977  (P.L.  93-383),  for  the  fifth  program  year, 
is  conditional  upon  acceptance  by  the  Mayor  of 
these  two  amendments;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  it  is  the  legislative  intent  in 
passing  the  Year  V  CDBG  application  with  the 
attached  budget  that  the  provisions  thereof  are 
nonseverable,  and  the  disapproval  of  any  one  item 
shall  constitute  disapproval  of  the  entire  Year  V 
CDBG  application.

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved  a  proposed  ordinance  which  purports 
to  create  personal  liability  upon  certain  officials 
for  knowing  violation  of  ordinances. 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that  the  power 
to  punish  a  violation  of  an  ordinance  is  limited 
to  the  establishment  of  fines  as  provided  in  G.L. 
c.  40,  s.  21. 

I  further  disapprove  because  in  cases  where  an 
ordinance  is  enacted  which  is  clearly  void  as 
beyond  the  power  of  the  Council  to  enact,  it  would 
require  the  bringing  and  defending  of  frivolous 
law  suits. 

Lastly,   to  the  extent  that  this  ordinance  is   an 
effort  to  enact  private  or  civil  law  governing  civil 
relationships  it  is  potentially  violative  of  section  7 
(5)  of  the  Home  Rule  Amendment.

Section  102 A.  In  the  event  city  funds  are 
expended,  with  the  approval  of  the  city  Auditor 
and  /or  Collector-Treasurer,  in  a  manner  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  of  a  city  ordinance,  and 
such  Auditor  and/or  Collector-Treasurer  knows 
such  expenditure  to  be  in  contravention  of  such 
ordinance,  such  Auditor  and/or  Collector- 
Treasurer  shall  be  held  personally  liable  in  his 
individual  capacity  for  any  such  city  expenditure;

Dear  Councillor  Iannella: 

You  have  asked  my  opinion  relative  to  the 
recent  City  Council  ordinance  regarding  "hold- 
overs," and  of  the  power  of  the  Council  to  pass 
such  an  ordinance.  It  is  my  opinion  that  the 
Council  has  no  such  power,  therefore  the  ordinance 
is  null  and  void. 

It  is  uncontested  that  the  Mayor  of  the  City 
of  Boston  is  possessed  of  the  executive  power.  In 
fact,  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended 
by  chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951,  provides  in 
s.  17G  that  the  City  Council  is  expressly  forbidden 
from  engaging  in  the  conduct  of  the  executive  or 
administrative  business  of  the  city.  Violation  of 
that  provision  carries  criminal  penalties.  In  my 
view,  the  issue  of  length  of  term  of  mayoral  ap- 
pointments is  an  area  precluded  from  action  by 
the  Council  as  it  involves  the  details  of  city 
management.  That  view  is  supported  by  judicial 
decisions;  particularly  Smith  v.  City  of  Lowell, 
190  Mass.  332  (1906)  and  McDonough  v.  City  of 
Boston,  Suffolk  Superior  Court  No.  7322  (1975). 
Given  the  state  of  the  law  this  ordinance  cannot 
stand. 

In  addition,  however,  to  the  general  statutory 
prohibition  applicable  to  the  Council  as  set  out 
above  there  is  express  statutory  authorization  for 
what  have  been  termed  by  the  City  Council  as 
"holdovers."  General  Laws,  chapter  121B,  s.  5; 
the  Acts  of  1909,  chapter  486,  s.  13;  the  Acts  of 
1890,  chapter  718,  s.  1;  and  the  Acts  of  1885, 
chapter  266,  s.  4,  all  expressly  authorize  mayoral 
appointment  of  officers  to  hold  their  positions 
unless  their  successor  is  appointed  and  qualified. 
The  City  Council  order,  then,  attempting,  via 
salary  adjustments,  to  overturn  that  authorization 
is  a  nullity  since  it  is  in  direct  opposition  to  the 
statutory  authorization. 

For  the  reasons  set  out  above,  the  City  Council 
ordinance  has  no  force  or  effect  and  was  correctly 
vetoed  by  the  Mayor.

Whereas,  There  was  also  wide  support  for  the 
bill  outside  the  Congress  from  practically  all 
organizations  of  the  state  and  local  officials  whose

Whereas,   Chapter    391    of    the    Acts    of    1965 
which   created  the   Youth   Activities   Commission, 
empowered  the  Commission  to  employ  an  execu- 
tive director  and  such  other  personnel  as  it  deems 
expedient   and  determine   their   qualifications   and 
duties  without  regard  to  the  Civil  Service  laws  or 
rules;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  absence  of  the  application  of 
the  Civil  Service  laws  no  other  law,  or  rule  or 
regulation  has  controlled  the  employment,  dis- 
charge, salaries  or  working  conditions  of  personnel 
employed  by  this  city  agency;  and 

Whereas,  This  lack  of  regulation  has  brought 
about  flagrant  abuses  including  use  of  this  payroll 
to  benefit  the  present  city  administration  in  its 
political  campaigns;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  absence  of  state  Civil  Service 
regulation  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  city  to 
adopt  its  own  regulations  to  govern  personnel 
practices  and  thereby  lessen  the  threat  of  their

Whereas,  The  city  receives  a  vast  amount  of 
federal  funding  for  various  city  activities  (over 
$75  million  this  year  in  C.D.B.G.  and  C.E.T.A. 
funds);  and 

Whereas,  Much  of  this  money  never  gets  to  the 
people  it  was  meant  to  help,  but  is  instead  eaten 
up  by  bloated  city  payrolls  and  salaries;  and 

Whereas,  At  present  the  expenditure  of  these 
funds  is  administered  by  more  than  a  dozen  city 
agencies;  and 

Whereas,  Most  of  these  city  agencies  were  not 
created  by  ordinance  as  required  by  the  City 
Charter;  and 

Whereas,  These  agencies  employ  hundreds  of 
people;  and 
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Whereas,  Such  employees  were  not  hired  under 
the  provisions  of  the  civil  service  laws;  and 

Whereas,  As  a  consequence  for  being  left 
outside  of  civil  service,  most  of  these  employees 
are  subject  to  no  employment  rules  or  regulations 
and  have  no  job  protection  whatsoever.  Any  of 
them  may  be  hired,  promoted  to  any  position,  given 
pay  raises  of  any  amount,  reduced  in  rank  or  pay, 
or  fired  at  the  will  and  whim  of  the  Mayor;  and 

Whereas,  As  a  further  consequence  of  the  jobs 
being  left  outside  of  civil  service,  many  eligible 
and  deserving  would-be  applicants  for  such  posi- 
tions never  have  an  opportunity  for  appointment 
since  they  are  not  a  part  of  the  Mayors'  political 
organization  or  otherwise  connected  to  the  Mayor; 
and 

Whereas,  Notwithstanding  the  above-cited  illegal 
exercises  of  power  by  the  Mayor,  many  of  these 
agencies  have  the  duty  to  perform  needed  services 
for  the  people  of  Boscon;  and 

Whereas,  By  the  Council's  passing  an  ordinance 
which  will  legalize  such  presently  illegal  agencies, 
two  worthwhile    goals   will    be    achieved;   namely: 

1.  The  hiring,  promotion,  giving  of  pay  in- 
creases, reduction  in  pay  or  rank,  or  termina- 
tion of  employment  of  people  in  any  of  these 
agencies  can  be  insulated  from  Mayoral  abuse 
either  through  the  civil  service  process  or  through 
city  ordinances. 

2.  The  services  which  should  be  furnished  by 
such  agencies  may  continue  to  be  provided  and 
improved;  and 

Whereas,  The  Council,  within  a  year  after 
legally  creating  such  agencies,  should  review  their 
performance  to  determine  which  of  them  are 
performing  worthwhile  services  in  a  satisfactory 
manner  with  a  view  to  abolishng,  reorganizing,  or 
consolidating  those  agencies  which  are  not  so 
performing;  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  That  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance 
5,  be  amended  by  inserting  therein  between  chapter 
I  and  chapter  3: 

Chapter  2.  Department  of 

Federally  Funded  Agencies 

Section  50.  Federally  Funded  Agencies  Board, 

Appointment,  Term 
There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston  a  de- 
partment known  as  the  Department  of  Federally 
Funded  Agencies.  This  department  shall  be  under 
the  charge  of  a  board,  known  as  the  board  of 
federally  funded  agencies,  consisting  of  an 
officer,  known  as  the  commissioner  of  federally 
funded  agencies,  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  a 
term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the 
January  following  the  next  biennial  municipal 
election  at  which  a  Mayor  is  elected,  who  shall 
be  the  chairman  of  the  board  and  two  other 
officers  known  as  associate  commissioners  of 
federally  funded  agencies,  each  likewise  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on 
the  first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the 
next  biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a 
Mayor  is  elected. 

Section  51.  Powers  and  Duties 
The    commissioner     of     the     Department     of 
Federally  Funded  Agencies  shall  exclusively  have 
the  powers,  and  perform  the  duties  of  a  depart- 


ment head  with  respect  to  the  appointment, 
suspension,  discharge,  compensation  and  indem- 
nification of  subordinates  for  the  department; 
but,  otherwise,  all  powers  and  duties  shall  be 
exercised  by  the  board,  and  the  commissioner 
as  a  member  of  said  board. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  department  to 
determine  what  funds  are  available  from  the 
United  States  of  America  to  assist  the  city  and 
its  people,  to  obtain  and  to  monitor  the  ex- 
penditure of  all  such  funds,  and  to  administer 
all  agencies  within  the  department. 

Any  agency,  purporting  to  be  a  city  agency, 
funded  to  an  extent  of  50  percent  or  more  by 
such  funds,  existing  on  July  1,  1978,  and  con- 
tinuing to  exist  on  the  date  on  which  this 
ordinance  is  in  force,  which  was  not  created 
and  presently  existing  by  previous  ordinance, 
is  hereby  created  and  shall  be  in  and  subject 
to  the  administrative  control  of  this  department. 

The  Department  of  Federally  Funded  Agencies 
shall  serve  as  a  liaison  between  the  City  of 
Boston  and  the  various  federal  agencies  provid- 
ing funds  to  municipalities,  informing  said 
agencies  of  the  city's  needs  with  respect  to 
federal  programs  and  assistance;  shall  seek  out 
and  provide  all  Boston  municipal  agencies  with 
federal  funding  information  of  import  to  said 
agencies,  shall  procure,  distribute,  and  monitor 
the  expenditure  of  federal  funds  to  insure  com- 
pliance with  federal  law,  rules,  regulations,  and 
guidelines  and  all  other  applicable  laws,  ordi- 
nances, rules,  and  regulations. 

Section  52.  Divisions  within  Department 

There  shall  be  in  the  department  the  following 
three  divisions: 

A  Division  of  Information,  Application  and 
Distribution;  a  Division  of  Federal,  State  and 
Municipal  Compliance;  and  a  Division  of  Ad- 
ministration. The  Division  of  Administration 
shall  be  under  the  direction,  control,  and  super- 
vision of  the  commissioner.  Each  of  the  other 
divisions  shall  be  under  the  direction,  control, 
and  supervision  of  an  associate  commissioner. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Division  of  In- 
formation, Application  and  Distribution  to  serve 
as  liaison  between  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
various  federal  agencies  providing  funds  to  the 
city,  to  inform  such  federal  agencies  of  the 
city's  need  with  respect  to  existing  federal  pro- 
grams and  assistance,  to  encourage  the  estab- 
lishment of  new  sources  of  federal  funding  to 
aid  the  city,  to  provide  Boston  municipal  agen- 
cies with  all  relevant  federal  funding  informa- 
tion, to  assist  said  agencies  in  applying  for  such 
funding  and  to  distribute  such  federal  funds  to 
all  city  agencies  which  are  funded  to  any  extent 
by  such  funds.  In  the  interest  of  efficiency  in 
the  implementation  of  such  information,  appli- 
cation, and  distribution  functions,  said  Division 
shall  maintain  a  Washington  D.C.  office  to  be 
under  the  direction,  control,  and  supervision  of 
the  associate  commissioner  for  the  Division  of 
Information,  Application  and  Distribution.  Em- 
ployees of  said  office  may,  with  the  approval 
of  the  City  Council,  be  exempted  from  the  City 
of  Boston  residency  requirement  as  set  forth  in 
City   of   Boston   Ordinance   of  1976,  chapter  9. 
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The  Division  of  Administration  shall  contain 
all  city  agencies  which  are  funded  to  an  extent 
of  50  percent  or  more  by  such  federal  funds. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  division  to  administer 
such  subordinate  agencies  within  said  division 
and,  in  performing  this  function,  to  coordinate 
the  activities  and  expenditures  of  all  such  sub- 
ordinate  agencies  within   said  division. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Division  of  Federal, 
State  and  Municipal  Compliance  to  monitor  the 
expenditure  of  such  funds  by  municipal  agencies. 
In  serving  as  monitor,  said  division  shall  insure 
that  municipal  agencies  receiving  such  federal 
funds  comply  with  all  state  and  federal  laws, 
rules,  regulations,  and  funding  guidelines  and 
all  other  applicable  laws,  ordinances,  rules,  and 
regulations. 

Section  53.  Annual  Report 

On  or  before  April  15,  1980,  and  on  or  before 
April  15  of  each  succeeding  year,  such  depart- 
ment shall  report  in  writing  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council.  Such  report  shall  include,  but  not 
be  limited  to,  a  report  on  all  funds  received  by 
the  city  from  the  United  States  of  America  for 
the  twelve-month  period  ending  on  the  previous 
June  30th,  how  much  of  such  funds  were  used 
by  the  department  as  administrative  expense, 
how  much  of  such  funds  were  distributed  to 
each  city  agency,  how  much  of  such  funds 
distributed  to  each  such  agency  were  used  by 
such  agency  as  administrative  expense,  and,  if 
the  department  or  city  agency  which  is  funded 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  such  funds  contracts  for 
services,  how  much  of  the  funds  received  by 
the  contractor  for  such  services  were  used  for 
administrative  purposes  by  the  contractor;  a 
narrative  style  account  of  the  activities  of  the 
department  during  the  year  covered  by  the 
report  and  the  goals  and  outlook  for  the  de- 
partment  in   the    immediately    succeeding   years. 

Section     54.     Appointments     to     Subordinate 

Positions 
If  for  any  reason  any  appointment  to  a 
position  within  the  department,  excepting  that 
of  commissioner  or  associate  commissioner,  is 
not  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws,  it  shall  be  the 
responsibility  of  the  department  to  forthwith 
establish  and  promulgate,  subject  to  approval  of 
the  City  Council  rules  and  regulations  which 
shall: 

1.  Insure  that  for  all  appointments  to  posi- 
tions within  the  department  made  after  June 
30,  1978,  every  reasonable  effort  shall  be  made 
to  guarantee  any  resident  of  the  city,  who  is 
qualified  for  any  such  position,  timely  notice 
that  such  position  is  available,  reasonable 
opportunity  to  apply  for  such  position  and 
equal  opportunity  with  all  qualified  applicants 
for  appointment.  All  positions  established  and 
all  appointments  to  positions  in  agencies 
within  the  department,  excepting  that  of  com- 
missioner and  associate  commissioner,  made 
after  June  30,  1978,  are  hereby  abolished  and 
canceled  as  of  June  1,  1979,  and  if  reestab- 
lished and  new  appointments  made,  such  ap- 
pointments shall  be  made  in  accordance  with 
this  paragraph. 


2.  Insure  that  all  employees  have  equal  op- 
portunity for  promotion,  pay  increases  or 
other  job-related  benefits  based  on  their  work 
performance  as  such  employees. 

3.  Insure  that  any  employee  is  protected  in 
his  or  her  employment  against  any  inequitable 
threat  of  demotion,  loss  of  pay,  job  termina- 
tion, or  other  unfair  labor  or  discriminatory 
practice. 

4.  Insure  that  any  employee  is  given  an 
opportunity  to  join  a  collective  bargaining 
unit,  if  he  or  she  so  chooses,  without  inter- 
ference from  any  official  or  employee  of  the 
city.  In  addition,  it  shall  also  be  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  department  to  forthwith 
establish  and  promulgate,  subject  to  approval 
of  the  City  Council,  job  descriptions  for  all 
positions  within  the  department  which  are 
not  filled  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  chapter  31   of  the  General  Laws. 

The  provisions  of  this  section,  however,  shall 
not  apply  to  public  service  employment  positions 
under  the  Federal  Comprehensive  Employment 
and  Training  Act  which  have  been  filled  by 
lottery,  or  otherwise. 

Section  55.  Sunset  Provision 
This  ordinance  shall  expire  and  the  depart- 
ment created  in  accordance  with  its  provisions 
shall  be  abolished  on  June  30,  1980,  unless  the 
date  of  expiration  is  extended  by  ordinance 
prior  to  June   30,  1980. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  published  by 
the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same. 
Councillor    IANNELLA    offered    the    following 
amendments: 

That  the  ordinance  be  amended  by  striking 
therefrom  on  page  3,  line  17,  the  words  "Em- 
ployees of  said  office,"  and  line  18  and  19  in 
their  entirety;  and 

That    the    ordinance    be    further    amended    by 
inserting   at   the   end   of   section    51,   as    appearing 
on  page   2,   line    18,   the   following   new  sentence: 
"All    officers    and    employees    of    the    department 
shall    be    subject    to    the    residency    and/or    voter 
registration  requirements  established  by  ordinance." 
The  amendments  were  adopted. 
In  City  Council  May  9,  1979. 
The  ordinance,  as  amended,  was  passed.

APPROPRIATIONS  AND  TAX  ORDERS 
FOR  FISCAL  YEAR   1979-1980 
The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor, 

May  30,  1979. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Councillors: 

On  February  5,  1979,  I  submitted  to  you  a 
budget  representing  approximately  one-half  year's 
funding,  thus  meeting  the  formal  requirements  of 
the  law. 
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Today,  I  am  submitting,  in  detail,  the  recom- 
mended budget  for  fiscal  1980  for  City,  County 
and  Income  Departments.  I  am  confident  that  this 
budget  will  meet  the  needs  of  the  respective  de- 
partments while  remaining  within  the  guidelines  of 
the  4  percent  "tax  cap." 

There  are  two  reasons  for  the  delay  in  sub- 
mitting the  detailed  budget  to  you  for  your  review 
and  approval.  First,  it  was  necessary  that  I  wait 
until  the  State  Legislature  acted  on  the  "tax  cap" 
to  assure  that  the  city  could  comply  with  that 
mandate  and  still  provide  the  necessary  services. 
Second,  the  forms,  regulations,  and  interpretations 
needed  to  establish  a  legal  Appropriation  and  Tax 
Levy  Cap  did  not  arrive  from  the  Department  of 
Revenue  until  last  week. 

This  budget  is  extremely  tight,  but  I  believe  it 
sufficient  to  accommodate  the  city  and  county 
services  to  be  provided.  In  order  to  provide  in- 


creased police  protection  some  areas  had  to  suffer 
slightly,  but  I  feel,  as  public  servants,  we  are 
acutely  aware  of  this  need  and  our  duty  to  provide 
for  it. 

I  am  satisfied  that  this  is  a  viable  budget.  If 
adopted  as  presented  and  the  city  receives  its 
anticipated  share  of  local  aid  from  the  Common- 
wealth, the  needs  of  the  communities  will  be  met 
and  most  of  the  costs  of  inflation  will  be  absorbed. 
In  addition,  the  commitment  I  made  in  September, 
1978,  that  the  city's  tax  rate  would  remain  stable, 
will  be  kept. 

I  am  submitting  to  you  what  I  consider  to  be 
a  well-conceived  budget  and  I  recommend  adoption 
of  this  appropriation  and  tax  order  by  your 
Honorable  Body.

The  recent  tragic  crash  of  a  DC-10  plane  shortly 
after  take-off  from  Chicago's  O'Hare  International 
Airport  in  which  276  people  were  killed,  has  once 
again  focused  public  attention  on  the  safety  of 
residents  living  in  neighborhoods  contiguous  to 
major  international  airports.  For  Boston  residents 
this  safety  risk  is  of  particular  concern  because  of 
the  large  population  of  the  surrounding  communi- 
ties, the  large  number  of  extremely  flammable 
wooden  buildings  and  the  isolation  and  narrow 
streets  which  makes  fire  response  more  difficult 
than  in  other  areas  of  the  city.  It  should  also  be 
noted  that  the  danger  posed  to  these  residents 
comes  in  addition  to  the  already  disruptive  noise 
and  pollution  problems  associated  with  their 
proximity  to  Logan  Airport. 


As  you  are  aware,  the  City  of  Boston  is  pres- 
ently in  litigation  with  the  FAA  over  the  use  of 
the  so-called  210  degree  flight  pattern  off  Runway 
22R  directly  over  heavily  populated  neighbor- 
hoods. The  city  has  presented  indisputable  evidence 
that  the  210  degree  heading  impacts  the  greatest 
number  of  people  at  the  highest  level  of  noise 
than  any  of  the  available  routes.  As  an  equitable 
solution  to  relieving  some  of  the  noise  and  pollu- 
tion suffered  by  many  thousands  of  Boston  resi- 
dents as  a  result  of  low-flying  aircraft  (which  in 
many  cases  are  flying  well  below  1000  feet),  the 
city  has  been  urging  adoption  of  a  flight  route 
over  Boston  Harbor. 

While  adoption  of  the  harbor  route  would  result 
in  a  minor  economic  impact  for  the  airline  in- 
dustry, it  is  the  only  way  to  bring  meaningful 
and  longlasting  relief  to  long-suffering  Boston 
residents  impacted  by  airplane  noise  and  pollu- 
tion. 

If  a  plane  crash  similar  to  what  occurred  in 
Chicago  May  25th  happened  with  an  aircraft 
flying  off  a  210  degree  heading  from  Runway  22R 
over  one  of  Boston's  neighborhoods,  the  human 
toll  would  be  devastating.  A  harbor  flight  route 
would  avoid  such  a  tragedy  and  would  have  the 
additional  advantage  of  relieving  the  unbearable 
noise  and  pollution  levels  being  suffered  by  Boston 
neighborhood  residents. 

Once  again,  I  would  urge  the  FAA  to  reconsider 
its  decision  routing  departing  aircraft  from  Run- 
way 22A  directly  over  Boston  neighborhoods  and 
to  take  immediate  action  to  institute  a  departure 
heading  over  Boston  Harbor  which  will  alleviate 
the  noise,  pollution,  and  safety  risks  presently 
being  experienced  in  Boston  neighborhoods  con- 
tiguous to  Logan  Airport.

DISAPPROVING  ORDINANCE  CREATING 
THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  NEIGHBORHOOD 
AND  HUMAN  SERVICES 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor, 

May  31,  1979. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Councillors: 

I  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved  a  proposed  ordinance  the  effect  of 
which  would  be  to  create  a  Department  of  Neigh- 
borhood and  Human  Services. 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that  in  my 
opinion,  the  functions  being  performed  by  the 
governmental  units  that  the  ordinance  seeks  to 
reorganize  are  being  performed  in  a  satisfactory 
manner.  Further,  I  am  satisfied  that  the  offices 
the  ordinance  seeks  to  reorganize  have  been  legally 
established. 

Lastly,    I    disapprove   because    if  the    ordinance 

were    enacted,    the    procedures    that    it    envisions 

require  an  impermissible  Council  intrusion  into  the 

executive  and   administrative  business  of  the  city.

Whereas,  On  May  9,  1979,  the  Council  passed 
an  ordinance  creating  a  Department  of  Federally 
Funded  Agencies  in  which  it  placed  all  agencies 
purporting  to  be  city  agencies,  which  are  funded 
to  an  extent  of  50  percent  or  more  by  federal 
funds  ,if  such  agencies  were  not  previously  created 
in  accordance  with  law;   and 

Whereas,  The  present  administration  has  created 
other  agencies  purporting  to  be  city  agencies,  which 
were  not  created  in  accordance  with  law;  and 

Whereas,  Though  illegally  created,  such  other 
agencies  are  responsible  for  the  delivery  of  public 
services  which  are  needed  in  the  city  (with  the 
notable  exception  of  the  so  called  "Mayor's  Office 
of  Communications,"  which  is  nothing  more  or  less 
than  an  unlawful  city  agency  dedicated  to  building 
a  political  image  at  an  annual  cost  to  the  taxpayer 
of  a  quarter  of  a  million  dollars);  and 

Whereas,  Employees  in  such  agencies  are  un- 
lawfully made  to  feel  indebted  to  the  present  city 
administration  for  the  positions  they  hold  and  are 
unlawfully  vulnerable  to  discharge  at  the  will  of 
the  administration;  and 

Whereas,  Since  the  Mayor  has  unlawfully  as- 
sumed the  right  to  decide  which  people  are  hired 
to  work  in  such  agencies,  only  persons  who  are  in 
some  way  connected  to  him  are  appointed  to 
positions  in  these  agencies;  and 
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Whereas,  By  creating  said  agencies  in  accord- 
ance with  law  the  Council  can  insure  that  the 
services  rendered  by  the  agencies  to  the  public  may 
be  continued,  the  lawful  rights  of  employees  may 
be  protected,  and  the  lawful  rights  of  all  qualified 
citizens  to  have  a  chance  at  attaining  a  position 
within  such  agencies  may  also  be  advanced;  there- 
fore, 

City  of  Boston, 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-nine 
An  Ordinance  Creating  the  Department  of  Neigh- 
borhood and  Human  Services 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance  11,  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting,  between  chapters   1 
and  3,  chapter  2  as  follows: 

Chapter  2 
Neighborhood  and  Human  Services  Department 
Section  40.  Department,  Commissioner,  Term. 
There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  department  known 
as  the  Neighborhood  and  Human  Services  De- 
partment (hereinafter  called  the  Department) 
which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  an  officer 
known  as  the  Commissioner  of  Neighborhood 
and  Human  Services  (hereinafter  called  the 
Commissioner)  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday 
of  the  January  following  the  next  biennial  elec- 
tion at  which  a  Mayor  is  elected. 
Section  41.  Duties  of  Commissioner. 
The  Commissioner  shall  have  direct  responsi- 
bility for  the  organization,  administration,  and 
operation  of  the  Department,  and  the  agencies 
included  within  the  Department,  and  shall  re- 
ceive such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  from  time  to 
time  by  ordinance.  The  Commissioner  may,  in 
accordance  with  applicable  law,  and  within  the 
limits  of  the  funds  appropriated  therefor,  ap- 
point and  remove  such  subordinates  as  the  work 
of  the  Department  may  require  and  may  make 
such  expenditure,  within  the  limits  of  the  funds 
appropriated  therefor,  as  may  be  necessary  to 
execute  effectively  the  purposes  of  the  Depart- 
ment and  the  agencies  included  within  the  De- 
partment. 

Section  42.  Purpose  of  the  Department. 
It  shall  be  the  purpose  of  the  Department  to 
administer  the  agencies  included  within  it  and 
to  conduct  continuing  observation,  study,  and 
evaluation  of  such  agencies  with  a  view  to 
making  specific  annual  recommendations  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  as  to  whether  such 
agencies  are  meeting  the  needs  of  the  people 
within  the  city  neighborhoods,  and  as  to  any 
changes  in  the  number  or  organization  of  such 
agencies  so  as  to  better  serve  the  people  of 
such  neighborhoods. 

Section  43.  Agencies  Within  the  Department. 
Any  agency,  purporting  to  exist  as  a  city 
agency  on  July  1,  1978,  which  was  funded  by  a 
Council  appropriation  order  as  a  city  agency 
separate  and  apart  from  the  Mayor's  Office, 
even  though  such  agency  might  bear  the  words 
"Mayor's  Office  of"  in  its  title,  except  the 
Office  of  Fiscal  Affairs,  which  is  hereby  created 
and  placed  within  and  made  a  part  of  the  Ad- 
ministrative Services  Department,  and  the  Office 


of  Property  Equalization,  which  is  hereby 
created  and  placed  in  and  made  a  part  of  the 
Assessing  Department,  and  except  the  so-called 
"Mayor's  Office  of  Communications,"  which  is 
hereby  abolished,  which  is  funded  to  an  extent 
of  less  than  50  percent  by  funds  received  by  the 
city  from  the  United  States  of  America,  which 
was  not  created  by  law  or  ordinance,  and  which 
continues  to  exist  on  the  date  on  which  this 
ordinance  is  in  force,  is  hereby  created  and 
shall  be  in  and  subject  to  the  administrative 
control  of  the  Department.  All  such  agencies  in 
the  future  shall  not  bear  the  words  "Mayor's 
Office  of"  in  their  title. 

Section  44.  Agencies  Not  Created  By  Law  or 

Ordinance  Abolished. 

Any  agency,  purporting  to  be  an  agency  of 
the  city,  which  was  not  expressly  created  by  law 
or  ordinance,  and  which  is  not  in  this  Depart- 
ment or  in  the  Department  of  Federally  Funded 
Agencies  (as  created  by  CBC  Ord.  5,  sec.  2), 
when  this  ordinance  is  in  force,  shall  be,  and 
hereby  is,  abolished. 

Section  45.  Annual  Report. 

On  or  before  October  1,  1980,  and  on  or 
before  October  1  of  each  succeeding  year,  the 
Department  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council.  Such  report  shall  include, 
but  not  be  limited  to,  a  report  on  all  agencies 
within  the  Department,  setting  forth,  in  narrative 
style,  their  activities  for  the  previous  fiscal  year, 
the  goals  for  the  succeeding  year,  which  of  its 
goals,  as  contained  in  its  previous  annual  report 
were  achieved,  and  which  were  not,  and  the 
reasons  for  any  failures.  The  report  shall  also 
contain  the  number  of  employees,  their  salaries, 
job  titles,  and  names,  as  well  as  any  other  in- 
formation that  might  be  of  relevance  in  judging 
the  costs  and  benefits  of  the  Department  to  the 
taxpayer. 

Section  46.  Subordinate  Positions. 

If  for  any  reason  any  appointment  to  a  position

1.  Insure  that  for  all  appointments  to  posi- 
tions within  the  Department  made  after  June 
30,  1978,  every  reasonable  effort  shall  be  made 
to  guarantee  any  resident  of  the  city,  who  is 
qualified  for  any  such  position,  timely  notice 
that  such  position  is  available,  reasonable 
opportunity  to  apply  for  such  position,  and 
equal  opportunity  with  all  qualified  applicants 
for  appointment.  All  positions  established  and 
all  appointments  to  positions  in  agencies 
within  the  Department,  excepting  that  of 
Commissioner,  made  after  June  30,  1978,  are 
hereby  abolished  and  canceled  as  of  July  1, 
1979,  and  if  reestablished  and  new  appoint- 
ments made,  such  appointments  shall  be  made 
in  accordance  with  this  section. 

2.  Insure  that  all  employees  have  equal 
opportunity  for  promotion,  pay  increases,  or 
other  job-related  benefits  based  on  their  work 
performance  as  such  employees.

Authority  has  reviewed  and  considered  a  proposed 
development  project  to  be  used  by  Buttonwood 
Associates,  a  Massachusetts  limited  partnership 
(hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  "Company").  The 
partners  of  the  Company  are  principals  of  Button- 
wood  Securities,  a  securities  broker  with  a  seat  on 
the  Boston  Stock  Exchange,  and  Hamilton  Realty, 
a  real  estate  broker  and  management  firm.  Cur- 
rently, the  Company's  principal  place  of  business 
is  located  at  39  Brighton  Avenue,  Allston,  Mass. 
The  Company  proposes  to  completely  rehabilitate 
an  office  building  at  101-109  State  Street,  Boston. 

Said  development  project  will  consist  of  (1)  the 
acquisition  of  a  21,500  square  foot  building;  and 
(2)  the  complete  rehabilitation  of  said  building. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  project  is  $978,000, 
which  breaks  down  generally  as  follows:  $226,000 
for  building  acquisition,  $695,000  for  building  re- 
novations; $32,000  for  fees  (including  legal,  archi- 
tect, etc.);  and  $25,000  construction  interest.  The 
Company  plans  to  finance  $750,000  of  project 
costs  by  the  issuance  of  industrial  revenue  bonds 
by  the  city,  acting  by  and  through  the  Authority, 
and  will  finance  any  remaining  costs  or  expenses 
from  its  own  resources.

Charles  Skinner  of  the  Joseph  Pollak  Corporation 
and  David  Pokross,  the  aforementioned's  bond 
counsel,  presented  their  request  for  first  stage 
IDFA  approval  of  an  industrial  revenue  bond  of 
approximately  $2.8  million  for  the  development  of 
an  existing  plant  site  at  195  Freeport  Street  in 
Dorchester.

The  Pollak  Corporation,  a  Dorchester 
company  since  1909,  presently  employs  approxi- 
mately 400  employees  and  the  new  addition  would 
expand  that  figure  to  600,  80  percent  of  which 
are  Boston  residents  and  most  of  which  reside  in 
the  immediate  area.  Preliminary  architectural  de- 
tails and  a  financial  feasibility  study  have  been 
completed.  The  parking  lot  will  be  completely 
separate.

Charles  Skinner  of  the  Joseph  Pollak  Corpora- 
tion and  David  Pokross,  the  aforementioned's  bond 
counsel,  presented  their  request  for  first  stage 
IDFA  approval  of  an  industrial  revenue  bond  of 
approximately  $2.8  million  for  the  development 
of  an  existing  plant  site  at  195  Freeport  Street  in 
Dorchester.  A  detailed  discussion  ensued  about 
the  existing  building  and  how  it  is  to  be  renovated 
and  incorporated  into  a  new  building,  the  uses  of 
the  building,  the  products  being  manufactured

dustries). The  Pollak  Corporation,  a  Dorchester 
company  since  1909,  presently  employs  approxi- 
mately 400  employees  and  the  new  addition  would 
expand  that  figure  to  600,  80  percent  of  which 
are  Boston  residents  and  most  of  which  reside  in 
the  immediate  area.  Preliminary  architectural 
details  and  a  financial  feasibility  study  have  been 
completed.  The  parking  lot  will  be  completely 
separate. 

The  Joseph  Pollak  Corporation  is  a  wholly 
owned  subsidiary  of  Standard  Thompson  Corpo- 
ration, which  is  in  turn,  a  wholly  owned  subsidiary 
of  Allegheny  Ludlum  Industries.  The  board  voted 
unanimously  to  approve  this  project  to  proceed. 
The  second  item  under  new  business  was  the

Ronald  Brown  of  Hamilton  Realty  represented 
Buttonwood  Associates.  He  was  accompanied  by 
Brooks  Harrison  of  Buttonwood  Security  Corpo- 
ration and  Kenneth  Korb  of  Brown,  Rudnick, 
Freed  and  Gesner  as  their  bond  counsel. 

The  IDFA  board  pursued  the  inquiry  into  the 
Buttonwood  Associates  purchase  of  101-109  State 
Street;  a  five-story,  commercial  building  which 
will  be  completely  renovated.  The  board  took  note 
that  this  project  was  a  completely  different  kind 
of  enterprise  from  previous  IDFA  projects  due  to 
its  commercial  nature.

This  will  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  recent 
letter  to  Mr.  John  Evans  of  this  office  concerning 
the  public  lottery  held  April  23,  1979,  by  the  City 
of  Boston's  Employment  and  Economic  Policy 
Administration,  to  select  individuals  to  fill  CETA 
Public  Service  Employment  (PSE)  positions. 

The  manner  in  which  the  PSE  lottery  was  held 
was  not  to  our  knowledge  in  violation  of  any 
provisions  that  exist  in  any  agreement  between  the 
Boston  CETA  prime  sponsor  (EEPA)  and  the 
Department  of  Labor.  It  is  our  understanding  that 
an  independent  auditor  from  the  firm  of  Coopers 
&  Lybrand  was  present  to  assure  that  the  winning 
numbers  drawn  in  the  lottery  were  matched  with 
the  corresponding  numbers  assigned  to  CETA  ap- 
plicants in  the  PSE  lottery  pool.  We  have  no  basis 
for  withholding  approval  of  the  results  of  this 
lottery,  as  the  City  Council  has  requested. 

The  primary  focus  of  the  City  Council  request 
appears  to  be  the  fact  that,  in  the  conduct  of  the 
lottery  selection  process,  winning  numbers  are 
publicly  announced,  but  not  the  names  of  the 
CETA  applicants  assigned  to  the  numbers.  It  is 
our  understanding  from  EEPA  that  future  public 
lotteries  for  PSE  positions  will  be  changed  to 
include  the  public  announcement  of  the  names 
of  CETA  applicants  selected  in  the  lottery  process. 
We  believe  this  is  a  positive  step  and  are  in  full 
agreement  that  implementing  this  change  will  raise 
the  public  confidence  in  the  integrity  of  the  lottery 
process. 

We  understand  also  that  the  City  Council's 
Committee  on  Laws  and  Ordinances  has  been 
holding  hearings  to  involve  all  interested  parties 
in  improving  the  lottery  process.  Any  action  pro- 
posed to  increase  the  safeguards  and  insure  the 
continued  integrity  of  the  CETA  PSE  lottery 
process  in  Boston  will,  of  course,  be  welcomed 
and  reviewed  carefully  by  this  office.

No  member  shall  be  a  compensated  employee 
of  the  city,  except  the  chair  of  the  Finance 
Commission  or  designated  substitute.  No  elected 
official  shall  serve  on  this  board.

One  member  shall  be  the  director  of  the  Boston 
Municipal  Research  Bureau  or  designated  sub- 
stitute. One  member  shall  be  a  representative 
of  organized  labor.  One  member  shall  be  a  rep- 
resentative of  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. One  member  shall  be  experienced  in 
setting  salary  schedules  and  in  salary  adminis- 
tration for  management-level  employees.  One 
member  shall  be  a  representative  of  an  estab- 
lished citizen-consumer  advocacy  group;  and 
one  member  shall  be  appointed  at  large  from 
the  public.  From  time  to  time  the  board  will 
elect  one  of  its  members  as  chairperson  and 
another  as  vice-chairperson. 

Of  the  members  of  said  board  first  appointed, 
one  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  one  year 
from  the  first  day  of  June,  1979;  two  for  two 
years  from  said  date;  two  for  three  years  from 
said  date;  and  two  for  four  years  from  said  date. 
Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of 
any  such  member  or  any  subsequent  member, 
his  or  her  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like 
manner  for  a  term  of  four  years.  In  the  event 
of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  member,  his  or 
her  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner 
within  eight  weeks  to  serve  for  the  unexpired 
term.

Members  of  the  board  shall  serve  without 
compensation  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for 
expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  the  porformance 
of  their  duties. 

The  board  shall  study  the  salaries  and  ex- 
penses of  the  Mayor,  the  city  council  members 
and  staff  and  all  other  salaries  limited  by  ordi- 
nance.

In  order  to  assist  in  the  implementation  of 
the  provisions  of  section  16  of  chapter  486  of 
the  Acts  of  1909,  for  each  agency  to  which  funds 
are  appropriated,  it  shall  be  the  responsibility 
of  the  supervisor  of  budgets  to  establish  and 
supervise  a  system  of  monthly  allotments  of  the 
funds  in  each  budget  item  approved  by  the  City 
Council;  and,  except  in  extreme  emergency,  as 
provided  by  said  section  16,  no  official  in  charge 
of  any  agency  shall  expend  in  any  month  any 
sum  in  excess  of  said  budget  item  allotment 
except  upon  recommendation  of  the  supervisor 
of  Budgets  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council.

Section  103.  The  Commission  on  Affairs  of 
the  Elderly  shall  proceed  to  ascertain  all  house- 
holds in  the  city,  excepting  those  households 
whose  rents  are  otherwise  subsidized  and  fixed 
in  accordance  with  income,  which  are  headed 
by  a  person  of  sixty-five  years  of  age  or  older, 
and  shall  pay  to  all  such  persons  a  sum  of  not 
less  than  one  hundred  dollars  on  or  before 
February  1,  1980,  for  the  purpose  of  mitigating 
the  economic  strain  on  such  households  caused 
by  the  high  cost  of  home  heating  fuel  during 
the  1979-1980  winter  season.

law  (Chapter  111,  sections  51-56);  and 

Whereas,  Under  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  regulations  for  clinic  licensure,  an  appli- 
cant must:  (1)  submit  an  application  to  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Health;  (2)  obtain  a  Deter- 
mination of  Need  from  the  Office  of  Health  Fa- 
cilities Department;  (3)  obtain  approval  of  its 
architectural  plans  from  the  Bureau  of  Engineer- 
ing and  Consruction;  (4)  obtain  a  Certificate  of 
Inspection  from  the  Department  of  Public  Safety; 
and  (5)  obtain  a  Fire  Certificate  of  Inspection 
from  its  local  fire  department;  and 

Whereas,  An  in-depth  "Review  of  State  Regu- 
lations Governing  Abortion  Clinics"  prepared  by 
the  Legislature's  Post  Audit  and  Oversight  Com- 
mittee showed  that  one  abortion  clinic,  "Parents 
Aid  Society,  Inc.,"  located  at  673  Boylston  Street 
in  Boston,  has  been  operating  in  violation  of  the 
state's  clinic  licensure  law  since  1973  because  it 
has  failed  to  submit  an  application  for  a  license; 
and 

Whereas,  A  decision  by  the  United  States  Court 
of  Appeals  for  the  First  Circuit  dated  June  19, 
1979,  upheld  the  constitutional  right  of  the  state 
to  protect  citizens  from  the  dangers  of  uninspected 
and  unlicensed  clinics  by  requiring  all  clinics  to 
be  licensed,  noting  that  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  regulations  "do  little  more  than  necessary 
to  ensure  sanitation,  orderliness,  and  the  privacy 
and  comfort  of  patients"  and  therefore  the  regula- 
tions ".  .  .  reflect  a  proper  and,  in  the  case  of 
abortions,  non-excessive,  exercise  of  the  state's 
power  to  safeguard  the  general  health,  safety  and 
welfare";  and 

Whereas,  The  continued  operation  of  unlicensed 
and    uninspected    clinics    in    the    City   of   Boston 


seriously  jeopardizes  the  health  and  safety  of 
persons  using  the  facilities;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meet- 
ing assembled,  instructs  the  City  Clerk  to  transmit 
the  above  information  regarding  the  illegal  opera- 
tion of  unlicensed  clinics  in  the  City  of  Boston  to 
the  District  Attorney  of  Suffolk  County  and  urges 
him  to  take  immediate  action  against  any  clinics 
in  the  City  of  Boston,  including  Parents  Aid  So- 
ciety, Inc.,  which  are  presently  operating  in  viola-

Project. 

Several  additional  clauses  have  been  added  to 
the  order  before  you  which  address  concerns 
raised  in  public  testimony  at  hearings  conducted 
by  the  City  Council.  The  order  as  now  written 
shows  the  firm  intention  of  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  to  complete  public  improvements 
and  develop  remaining  parcels  through  an  open 
and  fair  process  of  citizen  review  where  all  points 
of  view  can  be  aired. 

Although  the  South  End  project  is  not  fully 
completed,  there  are  no  additional  funds  available 
under  the  urban  renewal  program,  and  HUD  is 
requiring  the  financial  settlement  of  the  project 
at  this  time.  The  city  must  terminate  the  financial 
contract  with  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  in  order  to  end  the  continuing 
interest  costs  on  the  outstanding  urban  renewal 
notes.  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has 
been  advised  by  HUD  that  no  surplus  grant  funds 
will  remain  after  the  financial  settlement  of  the 
project. 

Your  affirmative  action  on  the  attached  resolu- 
tion will  authorize  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  to  submit  an  application  for  the  finan- 
cial agreement  on  behalf  of  the  city.  I  therefore 
urge  that  you  approve  the  order  as  soon  as 
possible,    both    to    eliminate    unnecessary    interest 


costs  and  to  enable  the  city  to  proceed  with  the 
next  phase  in  helping  the  South  End  community 
to  be  a  better  neighborhood.

Project  Summary 

The  Economic  Development  and  Industrial 
Corporation  (EDIC)  in  conjunction  with  the  Com- 
munity Development  Corporation  of  Boston 
(CDC)  is  prepared  to  develop  Parcel  No.  2,  a 
seven-acre  site  of  the  Crosstown  Industrial  Park 
(CT1P).  This  project,  which  precedes  the  con- 
struction of  a  Digital  Equipment  Corporation 
(DEC)  facility  on  a  adjoining  site,  is  included 
in  the  CT1P  Economic  Development  Plan  ap- 
proved by  the  City  Council  in  May,  1977.  The 
Crosstown  project  is  designed  to  stimulate  the 
creation  of  permanent,  private-sector,  industrial 
employment  in  an  underutilized  and  blighted  area 
of  the  city. 

CDC  will  finance  the  facility  with  an  $1.8- 
million.  Economic  Development  Administration 
(EDA)  grant  and  $4.7  million  in  bond  funds. 
EDIC  will  employ  $1.5  million  in  Urban  Develop- 
ment Action  Grant  (UDAG)  monies  for  acquisi- 
tion, site  preparation,  and  relocation  and  will 
supplement  the  UDAG  grant  with  approximately 
$175,000  from  the  City  of  Boston.  Repayment  of 
UDAG,  EDA,  and  bond  funds  will  be  determined 
in   negotiations   with  the    tenant. 

The  CT1P  is  a  designated  Economic  Develop- 
ment area,  unanimously  approved  by  the  Boston 
City  Council  and  the  Mayor  on  May  9,  1977.  The 
proposed  parcel  slated  for  development  is  ap- 
proximately eight  acres  of  public  and  private  land 
of  which  two  and  two-tenths  acres  are  owned  by 
the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works 
(MDPW),  and  four  and  eight-tenths  acres  by 
several  private  owners.  CDC  has  negotiated  to 
assemble  the  MDPW  lot  with  three  acres  of  tax- 
delinquent  land  from  the  Eastern  State  Leasing 
Corporation  and  its  affiliated  subsidiaries.  These 
five  and  two-tenths  acres  will  have  frontage  on 
the  new  arterial  street.  Two  businesses  and  five 
houses  will  be  relocated  by  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority. 
Benefits  Expected 

The  projected  economic  benefits  from  Parcel 
No.  2  include  an  estimated  300  permanent  jobs, 
180  person/year  construction  jobs,  and  leveraged 
private  investment.  Investment  by  the  tenant  firm 
includes  the  repayment  of  $4.7  million  in  bond 
funds  used  for  building  construction,  rent  pay- 
ments designed  to  partially  repay  the  $1.8  million 
EDA  grant  and  the  $1.5  million  UDAG  grant, 
and  the  tax  payments  to  the  city. 

Social  benefits  to  the  residents  of  the  pre- 
dominately minority  community  which  surrounds 
the  project,  include  new  employment  opportunities, 
skill  training,  job  advancement  and  increased 
usage  of  locally  owned  services  and  commercial 
establishments.  The  physical  upgrading  of  the  site 
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will  reestablish  the  area's  image  as  a  viable  indus- 
trial employment  district,  and  encourage  addi- 
tional public  and  private  investment  in  the  area. 
In  particular,  the  implementation  of  the  Parcel 
No.  2  Economic  Development  Project  will  be  a 
catalyst  for  additional  development  in  the  Cross- 
town  Industrial  Park.

In  1975,  an  Economic  Development  Administra- 
tion (EDA)  Technical  Assistance  Grant  was 
awarded  to  the  Community  Development  Corpora- 
tion of  Boston  (CDC),  a  minority,  nonprofit, 
community-based  development  corporation,  for 
which  the  Economic  Development  and  Industrial 
Commission  of  Boston,  (EDIC)  acted  as  a  "pass 
through."  With  this  TA  grant,  the  CDC  studied 
the  feasibility  of  industrial  development  within 
the  Southwest  Corridor  section  of  Boston,  and 
proceeded  to  plan  and  implement  the  development 
of  the  Crosstown  Industrial  Park  (CTIP).  The 
CDC  initiated  a  marketing  program  for  the 
CTIP  in  1976. 
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In  October,  1976,  the  CDC  and  EDIC  began 
negotiations  with  and  subsequently  secured  the 
Digital  Equipment  Corporation  (DEC)  of  May- 
nard,  Massachusetts,  a  major  international  com- 
puter manufacturer,  to  locate  a  $3-million  facility 
on  Parcels  1  and  4.

"No  Stopping  —  Fire  Lane"  —  if  a  letter  is  re- 
ceived from  the  Fire  Commissioner  stating  that 
there  is  a  fire  response  hazard  on  the  street.

The  elder  affairs  and  con- 
sumer affairs  members  shall  thereafter  be  ap- 
pointed for  terms  of  three  years,  the  other 
members  for  terms  of  four  years;  or  in  the  case 
of  an  appointment  made  to  fill  a  vacancy,  for

as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitu- 
tion  of   the   Commonwealth  of    Massachusetts,   to 
the  end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  sub- 
stantially as  follows: 


Section  1.  In  accordance  with  article  49  and 
article  2,  section  7,  as  amended  by  article  89,  of 
the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Com-

I  have  today  received  the 
attached  letter  notifying  me  that  unless  there  is  an 
approved  settlement  by  June  30,  1979,  the  city  will 
lose  $12  million  in  Urgent  Needs  money  from  the 
federal  government  and,  in  addition,  HUD  will 
deduct  $2  million  from  the  city's  block  grant  for 
the  next  fiscal  year. 

1  therefore  find  that  the  good  of  the  city 
requires  that  your  Honorable  Body^jneet  in  special 
session,  and  by  the  power  vestedin  me  as  Mayor 
by  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended, 
I  hereby  summon  a  meeting  of  the  City  Council 
for  Monday,  July  2,  1979,  at  10  a.m.  I  understand 
that  HUD  will  delay  any  adverse  action  pending 
your  action  at  this  meeting. 

I  have  attached  an  order  which  would  permit 
the  financial  settlement  of  the  South  End  Urban 
Renewal  Plan.  I  strongly  urge  you  to  approve 
the  order  so  that  the  city  will  not  be  forced  to 
give  up  these  vital  federal  funds.  I  am  fully  aware 
that  there  are  legitimate  disagreements  on  the 
future  of  the  city's  role  in  the  South  End,  but 
there  will  be  other  more  appropriate  times  to 
extend  that  debate.  At  this  point  the  only  responsi- 
ble course  of  action  is  to  approve  the  closeout  of 
the  project.

Dear  Mayor  White: 

As  you  know,  Boston's  receipt  of  $12  million 
in  FY  78  Urgent  Needs  funds  was  conditioned 
upon  the  financial  settlement  of  all  open  urban 
renewal  projects  before  September  30,  1978.  With 
the  exception  of  the  South  End,  all  projects  settled 
within  this  deadline.  Two  extensions  —  first  to 
January,  1979,  and  then  to  June  30,  1979  —  were 
granted  for  the  South  End. 

I  am  reaffirming  without  qualification  our 
position:  If  the  South  End  does  not  settle  by 
June  30,  the  $12  million  will  be  recaptured  for 
allocation  to  other  cities.  There  is  a  strong  demand 
for  this  funding  throughout  the  country  and  we 
cannot  hold  it  for  Boston  any  longer. 

The  loss  of  this  money  raises  a  serious  problem 
regarding  Boston's  Year  V  block  grant  funding. 
Without  the  availability  of  the  Urgent  Needs 
money,  we  can  not  make  our  statutorily  required 
determination  regarding  protection  of  the  federal 
financial  interest  in  the  South  End  Project.  Our 
analysis  shows  that  we  may  have  to  deduct  $2 
million  from  Boston's  fifth  year  block  grant  fund- 
ing to  pay  off  the  outstanding  loan  in  the  South 
End  Project.  Pursuant  to  section  112(a)  of  the 
Housing  and  Community  Development  Act,  _ we 
are  authorized  to  make  such  a  deduction  if  we 
determine  that  insufficient  project  funds  are  avail- 
able for  loan  repayment.  This  is  the  case  for  the 
South  End.  I  will  notify  you  shortly  of  the  exact 
amount  of  our  deduction.

AMENDMENT  TO  EXISTING  ORDINANCE 
TO  EXTEND  RENT  CONTROL  FOR 
THREE  YEARS 

The  following  was  received:

To  the  City  Council. 
Councillors: 

I  transmit  to  you  herewith  and  ask  you  to  adopt 
an  amendment  to  the  existing  rent  control  ordi- 
nance, the  effect  of  which  will  be  to  extend  the 
present  rent  control  program  for  a  period  of 
three  years. 

In  the  light  of  your  hearing  of  July  17,  I  urge 
you  to  act  quickly  and  favorably  on  this  measure 
which  will  dispel  tenants'  fears  about  the  future 
of  rent  control.  Tenants'  rents  are  rising  as  a 
result  of  national  inflation,  increased  utility  and 
other  operating  costs  and  general  demand  for 
housing  in  Boston.  Conversion  of  apartments  to 
condominiums  provides  new  homeownership  op- 
portunities and  an  increased  tax  base,  but  some- 
times at  the  expense  of  the  long-term  tenants  and 
elderly  on  fixed  incomes.  Boston's  housing  market 
is  strong,  the  desire  for  city  living  is  great.  But 
we  must  find  ways  to  protect  those  most  threatened 
by  these  otherwise  positive  changes  —  the  elderly 
and  long-term  residents  of  modest  means. 

The  present  rent  control  ordinance  protects  the 
long-term  and  usually  least  mobile  and  most-in- 
need  tenants  yet,  through  vacancy  decontrol,  pro- 
vides the  landlord  increased  flexibility  to  meet 
costs. 

In  addition  to  submitting  the  proposal  to  extend 
rent  control  for  three  years,  I  am  announcing  the 
formation  of  a  Special  Rent  Control  Commission 
to  evaluate  rent  control  and  make  recommenda- 
tions for  the  future.  I  invite  you,  Councillors,  to 
appoint  three  members  to  the  Commission.  I  will 
invite  Fair  Share  to  appoint  two  members  and  the 
Greater  Boston  Real  Estate  Board  to  appoint  two 
members.  I  will  appoint  four  members  to  the 
Commission.  It  is  important  that  recommenda- 
tions concerning  the  housing  stock  of  the  city  be 
developed  by  a  group  representing  the  interests  of 
tenants  and  landlords,  and  those  responsible  for 
the  development  and  implementation  of  city  policy. 

1  will  ask  the  Commission  to  address  the 
following   points: 

1.  Condominium  conversion:  the  effects  of  con- 
versions on  long-term  residents  and  the  elderly  on 
fixed  incomes. 

2.  The  burden  of  rising  utility  costs:  an  equitable 
rent  control  program  must  prevent  the  property 
owner  from  reaping  "excess"  profits,  but  should 
also  enable  him  to  meet  legitimate  operating  costs. 

3.  Implications  of  recontrol  of  presently  decon- 
trolled units  or  decontrol  of  all  units. 

4.  An  examination  of  possible  alternative  ways 
to  protect  residents,  and  preserve  the  city's  rental 
housing  stock. 


The  proposed,  three-year  extension  of  the  rent 
control  will  dispel  tenants'  fears  and  provide  the 
Commission  time  to  evaluate  the  situation  and 
submit  recommendations.  The  Commission  will 
not  be  under  pressure  to  reach  consensus  and 
submit  recommendations  against  a  ticking  clock. 
The  issues  inherent  in  rent  control  are  complicated 
and  cannot  be  addressed  superficially.  Recom- 
mendations from  the  committee  could  be  acted 
upon  at  anytime.

Whereas,  The  return  of  beverage  containers  will 
reduce  the  amount  of  litter  on  Massachusetts 
highways,  parks,  and  other  public  places  by  40  to 
60  percent,  resulting  in  a  tax  savings  of  $3  to  4.5 
million;  and 

Whereas,  The  Bottle  Bill,  which  will  require  a 
5-cent  deposit  on  containers  of  less  than  a  quart 
and  a  10-cent  deposit  on  ones  more  than  a  quart, 
will  create  2,300  new  jobs  for  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts, a  gross  increased  payroll  of  $18  million 
per  year;  and 

Whereas,  Amendments  to  the  bill  provide  two 
special  state  programs  to  aid  workers  in  beverage 
container-related  industries  whose  jobs  might  be 
affected  by  the  bill  through  job  retraining  or  by 
enabling  them  to  be  eligible  to  collect  up  to  75

being  13  percent  or  $250  billion  annually  as  of 
1978;  and 

Whereas,  Senator  Harrison  Williams  has  drafted 
a  bill,  S.1236,  whose  intent  is  to  form  both  an 
institute  and  a  council,  designing  and  regulating 
the  promulgation  of  uniform  accounting  and  fi- 
nancial reporting  standards  to  state  and  local  gov- 
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ernments,  this  bill  presently  attending  on  the  Sen- 
ate  Committee  on  Banking  for  a   hearing;   and 

Whereas,  This  bill  is  in  the  interest  of  the  City 
of  Boston  and  its  people,  as  well  as  being  in  the 
interest  of  all  other  cities  and  municipalities;  now, 
therefore,  be  it

Whereas,  The  parcel  of  land  at  2000  Common- 
wealth Avenue,  Brighton,  has  been  in  focus  as  a 
community  issue  in  regard  to  its  future  use;   and

the  property  by  eminent  domain  at  a  price  up  to 
$15,000  above  the  $65,000  price  for  which  the

Whereas,  The  developer  was  said  to  have  pur- 
chased the  foreclosed  land  "indirectly"  from  the 
city's  Real  Property  Department;  and 


Whereas,  A  report  in  the  Allston-Brighton  Citizen 
noted  that  the  owner  of  the  property  had  set  a 
resale  price  to  a  private  housing  organization  at 
almost  six  times  the  reported  purchase  price  from 
the  city;  and 

Whereas,  City  assessing  records  show  Parcel  No. 
4264  of  Ward  21  as  comprising  29,249  square  feet 
of  land  as  still  in  city  ownership;  and 

Whereas,  It  would  serve  a  public  purpose  to 
clarify  the  status  of  the  parcel  of  land;  therefore, 
be  it 

Ordered,  That  under  the  provisions  of  section 
17F,  the  Mayor  is  hereby  requested  to  provide 
from  the  Real  Property,  Assessing,  and  Collecting 
Departments  the  answers  to  the  following  ques- 
tions:

7.  The  date  that  title  to  the  property  was  given 
by  the  city  and  whether  title  of  the  new  owner 
was  recorded; 

8.  When  will  the  property  be  taxed  on  the 
assessment  rolls? 

9.  Will  the  property  be  assessed  on  forth- 
coming tax  bills  due  for  payment  November  1, 
1979.  If  so,  what  assessment  value  will  be  levied?

APPROVING  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
TO  AMEND  BOSTON  WATER  AND 
SEWER  REORGANIZATION  ACT  OF  1977 

Couns.  FLYNN  and  SANSONE  offered  the 
following: 

Home  rule  bill  amending  the  Boston  Water  and 
Sewer  Reorganization  Act  of  1977  to  increase  the 
commission  by  two  members  with  demonstrated 
concern  for  elder  and  consumer  affairs;  to  em- 
power the  commission  to  grant  individual  rebates; 
to  require  City  Council  and  Mayoral  approval  of 
the  annual  operating  and  capital  budget;  and  to 
require  review  of  rates  by  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Utilities  as  if  the  Commission  were  operated 
similarly  to  other  water  departments  in  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  amending 
chapter  436  of  the  Acts  of  1977  relating  to  the 
Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  to  be  filed 
with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby 
is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, and  section   19  of  chapter  436  of  the  Acts 
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of    1977,    to    the   end  that   legislation  be   enacted 
providing  substantially  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  3  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  third  paragraph  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  new  paragraph: 

"Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  the 
powers  of  the  commission  shall  be  exercised  by 
a  board  of  five  members,  each  of  whom  shall  be, 
and  shall  remain  during  his  incumbency  as  a 
member,  a  resident  of  the  city  and  who  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  mayor  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  city  council.  Such  members  shall 
include  one  member  with  extensive  experience  in 
the  field  of  administration  or  business;  one 
member  with  extensive  experience  in  the  field  of 
finance  or  accounting;  one  member  with  a 
demonstrated  record  of  concern  for  elderly 
citizens;  and  one  member  with  a  demonstrated 
record  of  concern  as  a  consumer  advocate.  The 
members  first  appointed  shall  serve  in  office  for 
terms  expiring,  in  the  case  of  one  such,  on  the 
first  Monday  in  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is 
elected,  in  the  case  of  another,  one  year  there- 
after, and  in  the  case  of  the  third,  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January  following  the  next  biennial 
municipal  election  at  which  a  mayor  is  not 
elected,  the  term  of  each  member  to  be  desig- 
nated by  the  mayor  at  appointment.  The  elder 
affairs  member  first  appointed  shall  serve  in 
office  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday 
in  January  following  the  next  biennial  municipal 
election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected.  The  con- 
sumer affairs  member  first  appointed  shall  serve 
until  one  year  after.  The  elder  affairs  and  con- 
sumer affairs  members  shall  thereafter  be  ap- 
pointed for  terms  of  three  years,  the  other 
members  for  terms  of  four  years;  or  in  the  case 
of  an  appointment  made  to  fill  a  vacancy,  for 
the  unexpired  term,  and  until  their  successor  is 
appointed  and  qualified,  provided,  however,  that 
should  a  vacancy  exist  for  a  period  of  more 
than  sixty  days,  or  should  the  mayor  fail  to 
appoint  a  successor  within  ninety  days  after  the 
term  of  a  member  expires,  the  city  council  shall 
proceed  forthwith  to  elect  a  member.  Such  an 
election  shall  be  deemed  a  vote  electing  an 
official.  Any  member  of  the  commission  may 
be  removed  at  any  time  by  the  mayor  for  cause 
but  only  after  reasonable  notice  and  a  public 
hearing  unless  the  same  are  in  writing  expressly 
waived.  For  the  purposes  of  chapter  268A  of 
the  General  Laws,  the  members  of  the  commis- 
sion shall  be  deemed  to  be  special  municipal 
employees." 

Section  2.  Subsection  (f)  of  section  7  of  said 
chapter  436  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the 
following  provision: 

"The  commission  shall  be  empowered  to  grant 
rebates     to     individual     consumers     from     any 
established  surplus  funds  collected." 
Section   3.  Section  7   of  chapter  436  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  the  last  sentence  in  subsection 
7  (b)  thereof,  and  substituting  therefor  the  follow- 
ing: 

"For  the  purposes  of  setting  and  revising 
fees,  rates,  rents,  betterments,  assessments,  and 
other  charges,  the  commission  shall  be  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  chapter  165  of  the  General 


Laws  as  if  the  commission  were  a  water  com- 
pany, and  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities 
shall  have  the  same  powers  and  obligations  with 
respect  to  the  provision  of  pure  water  under 
said  chapter  165." 
Section  4.  The  third  paragraph  of  section  4  is 

hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following  provision: 
"The  annual  operating  and  capital  budget  of 
the  commission,  exclusive  of  any  amounts  which 
the  commission  may  be  obligated  to  pay  or  pro- 
vide for  by  law  or  contract  with  or  for  the 
benefit  of  the  holders  of  its  bonds  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  the 
city  council.  The  commission  shall  submit  its 
proposed  budget  for  mayoral  and  city  council 
approval  at  least  sixty  days  prior  to  the  start  of 
the  fiscal  year."

POLICE  PATROL  FOR  CERTAIN  AREAS  IN 
ALLSTON  AND  BRIGHTON  TO  BE  IN- 
CLUDED IN  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 
BUDGET 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  area  of  Lincoln  Street-No.  Harvard 
Street-Western  Avenue-Litchfield  Street  in  the 
North  Allston-North  Brighton  section  of  the  City 
of  Boston  has  been  subjected  to  a  marked  increase 
in  vandalism,  bag  snatching  of  its  senior  citizens, 
home  break-ins,  and  physical  and  verbal  harass- 
ment; and 

Whereas,  The  series  of  rapes  last  winter  alarmed 
the  neighborhood  and  the  beating  and  robbing  and 
raping  of  young  women  has  continued;  and 

Whereas,  The  community  had  requested  that 
horse  patrols  to  be  funded  under  the  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  program  be  brought 
into  the  neighborhood;  and 

Whereas,  The  community  has  been  informed  that 
horse  patrols  are  not  eligible  for  funding  under 
this  grant;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  supports  and 
commends  the  efforts  of  Boston  Fair  Share  and 
the  residents  of  North  Allston-North  Brighton  in 
their  efforts  to  obtain  protection  in  the  area;  now, 
therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  Police  Department 
include  in  its  budget  for  FY  1980  a  police  patrol 
for  the  area  either  on  horse,  foot,  or  motorcycle 
for  the  hours  of  6  p.m.  to  12  a.m.  in  the  area 
between  Lincoln  Street-North  Harvard  Street-West- 
ern Avenue-Litchfield  Street  in  the  North  Allston- 
North  Brighton  section  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules. 
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SUPPORTING  EFFORTS  OF  TENANTS  AT  79 
TO  109  EAST  CANTON  STREET,  SOUTH 
END 

Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  buildings  located  at  79  to  109 
East  Canton  Street  in  the  South  End  section  of 
the  City  of  Boston  have  been  seized  by  foreclosure 
of  past  due  taxes  and  are  scheduled  to  be  auctioned 
at  public  auction;  and 

Whereas,  The  occupants  of  said  buildings  are 
low-  and  middle-income  families  who  have  formed 
a  community  and  who  do  not  want  to  leave  the 
neighborhood;  and 

Whereas,  Many  of  the  occupants  are  on  fixed 
incomes  and  a  third  of  the  occupants  are  elderly; 
and 

Whereas,  The  buildings  house  a  representation 
of  the  larger  South  End  community  in  that  they 
are  integrated  ethnically  and  economically;  and 

Whereas,  The  tenants  who  occupy  the  eighty 
units  are  fearful  of  eviction  and  have  requested 
that  the  city  guarantee  that  none  of  them  will  be 
dislocated;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  supports  the  efforts  of  the 
tenants  and  urges  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  not  to 
sell  the  buildings  to  speculators  for  conversion 
into  luxury  apartments  and  to  work  out  a  com- 
promise so  that  none  of  the  tenants  will  be  dis- 
located. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension  of 
the  rules.

REQUESTING  BOSTON  CITY  HOSPITAL  EX- 
PLORE USE  OF  MEDICAL  MOTORCYCLES 
Coun.  HICKS  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,    President    Carter   in   his    most    recent 
address  to  the  nation  stated  that  all  citizens  must 
work  together  to  conserve  energy;  and 

Whereas,  The  Paris  Police  Prefecture  has  been 
conducting  an  experiment  whereby  medical  and 
paramedical  personnel  mounted  on  specially- 
equipped  "ambulance  motorcycles"  can  reach  the 
scene  of  an  accident  in  a  much  shorter  time  than 
ambulance  personnel;  and 

Whereas,  About  two-thirds  of  first-aid  cases 
treated  on  the  spot  do  not  require  subsequent 
ambulance   transport  to  a  hospital  facility;  and 

Whereas,  The  expenditure  of  fuel  is  also  less 
costly;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  requests  the  Boston  City 
Hospital  to  explore  the  use  of  these  medical 
motorcycles  which  are  equipped  with  two-way 
radios,   first-aid,   and    resuscitation    equipment. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension 
of  the  rules.

ORDINANCE,  THE  BOSTON  HOME 
PROTECTION  ACT  OF  1979 

Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-nine 

An  Ordinance 

The  Boston  Home  Protection  Ordinance  of  1979 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  It  is  a  public  right  of  all  citizens  to  be 
able  to  live  in  safe,  decent,  and  affordable  housing; 
and 

Whereas,  Presently  an  emergency  housing  situa- 
tion continues  to  exist  in  the  City  of  Boston  because 
of  the  lack  of  affordable  rental  housing  and  the 
increasing  displacement  of  tenants  as  a  result  of 
evictions  from  condominium  conversions;   and 

Whereas,  On  December  31,  1979,  many  thousands 
of  Boston  residents  will  lose  their  legal  protection 
for  housing  safeguards  when  the  present  rent 
control  law  expires;  and 

Whereas,  If  action  is  not  taken  to  extend  the 
legal  protection  which  only  a  strong  rent  control 
law  can  provide  then  many  thousands  of  elderly 
residents  and  people  of  low  and  moderate  income 
in  the  City  of  Boston  will  be  faced  with  steep 
rent  increases  or  will  be  forced  to  leave  their 
homes;  now,  therefore, 

Be  it  ordained  by   the  City   Council   of  the   City 
of  Boston  as  follows: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists 
with  respect  to  the  housing  of  a  substantial 
number  of  the  citizens  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  deterioration,  demolition,  con- 
version of  rental  housing  to  nonrental  forms  of 
ownership,  and  an  insufficient  supply  of  new, 
affordable,  rental  housing  have  resulted  in  a  sub- 
stantial and  critical  shortage  of  safe,  decent,  and 
reasonably  priced  rental  housing;  and 

Whereas,  This  emergency  cannot  be  dealt  with 
effectively  by  the  ordinary  operation  of  the  private 
rental  housing  market,  and  unless  residential  rents 
and  evictions,  and  conversions  of  rental  housing 
to  nonrental  forms  of  ownership  are  regulated  and 
controlled  to  prevent  unreasonable  rent  increases, 
the  displacement  of  citizens,  while  providing  land- 
lords a  fair  net  operating  income  consistent  with 
these  objectives,  such  emergency  and  the  inflation- 
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ary  pressures  resulting  therefrom  will  produce  a 
serious  threat  to  the  public  health,  safety,  and 
welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975 
has  proved  insufficient  to  control  the  displacement 
of  a  substantial  number  of  the  citizens  of  Boston 
and  of  the  inflationary  pressures  from  the  housing 
market; 

Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested 
in  it  by  law,  including  without  limitation  article  2, 
as  amended,  and  article  47  of  the  Amendments  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as 
amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  and 
by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  be  it  declared 
by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  that  a 
substantial  and  critical  shortage  of  safe,  decent, 
and  reasonably  priced  housing  units  continues  to 
exist  because  of  (1)  the  conversion  of  rental  hous- 
ing to  nonrental  forms  of  ownership;  (2)  the  de- 
terioration and  demolition  of  existing  housing;  and 
(3)  an  insufficient  supply  of  new  reasonably  priced 
rental  housing. 

And  also,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it 
by  law,  including  without  limitation,  article  2,  as 
amended,  and  article  47  of  the  Amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as 
amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970,  and 
by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  be  it  ordained 
by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Definitions. 

When  used  in  this  ordinance,  the  following  terms 
shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

(a)  Board:  The  rent  board  established  by  section 
two  of  this  ordinance. 

(b)  Capital  improvement:  Any  substantial  re- 
habilitation, additon,  or  improvement  which  ap- 
preciably adds  to  the  value  of  the  property  or 
prolongs  its  life,  or  both,  but  not  including  ordinary 
repairs  and  maintenance. 

(c)  Executive  director:  The  executive  director  of 
the  board.  The  executive  director  shall  exercise  the 
regular  and  customary  functions  of  management. 
The  executive  director  shall  also  have  the  power 
to  govern  the  conduct  of  the  department  and  to 
hire  and  discharge  employees. 

(d)  Housing  accommodation:  Any  building, 
structure  or  part  thereof  or  land  appurtenance 
thereto,  or  any  other  real  or  personal  property 
rented  or  offered  for  rent  for  living  or  dwelling 
purposes,  within  the  city,  including  houses,  apart- 
ments, rooming  or  boarding  house  units,  and  other 
properties  used  for  living  or  dwelling  purposes, 
together  with  all  services  connected  with  the  use 
or  occupancy  of  such  property,  not  including 
those  housing  accommodations  exempted  by  the 
board  as  a  consequence  of  their  being  any  of  the 
following  as  determined  by  the  board: 

i.  Housing  accommodations  which  the  United 
States  or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
or  any  authority  created  under  the  laws  thereof 
either  owns  or  finances  or  subsidizes  or  insures 
the  mortgage  thereon,  or  regulated  the  individual 
rents  thereof;  except  the  housing  accommo- 
dations financed  under  section  202,  207,  220, 
221(d),  or  236  of  the  National  Housing  Act  as 
amended  or  subsidized  under  section  8  or  section 
23  of  the  United  States  Housing  Act  of  1973,  as 


amended,  provided  that  regulation  hereunder  is 
not  expressly  prohibited  by  applicable  laws  or 
regulations. 

ii.  Housing  accommodations  in  any  building  or 
structure  containing  no  more  than  two  dwelling 
units,  or  containing  three  dwelling  units,  one  of 
which  is  occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  as  his 
permanent  residence;  provided  that  two  or  more 
adjoining  buildings  or  structures  under  common 
legal  or  benefical  ownership  shall  constitute  a 
single  building  or  structure  for  this  purpose;  and 
provided  further  that  no  building  or  structure 
shall  be  considered  occupied  by  the  owner 
thereof  unless  all  beneficial  owners  occupy  one 
or  more  dwelling  units  therein  as  their  perma- 
nent residence. 

iii.  Housing  accommodations  newly  constructed 
after  the  effective  date  of  this  chapter. 

iv.  Housing  accommodations  in  hotels,  motels, 
inns,  tourist  homes,  and  rooming  or  boarding 
houses  which  are  occupied  in  the  majority  by 
transient  guests  for  a  period  of  less  than  fourteen 
consecutive  days,  provided  that  the  exception  of 
said  hotels,  motels,  inns,  tourist  homes,  and 
rooming  or  boarding  houses  from  the  above 
definition  may  be  reviewed  at  any  time  by  the 
board. 

(e)  Housing  services:  Services  or  facilities  pro- 
vided by  a  landlord  or  required  by  law  or  by  the 
terms  of  a  rental  housing  agreement  to  be  pro- 
vided by  a  landlord  to  a  tenant  in  connection  with 
the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommo- 
dation, including,  without  limitation:  services, 
furniture,  furnishings,  and  equipment;  repairs: 
decorating  and  maintenance;  provision  of  light, 
heat,  hot  water,  cold  water,  telephone,  and  elevator 
service;  kitchen,  bath,  and  laundry  facilities  and 
privileges;  use  of  halls,  corridors,  stairs,  common 
rooms,  yard  and  other  common  areas;  maid  service, 
linen  service,  janitor  service,  removal  of  refuse, 
parking  facilities,  and  any  other  benefit,  privilege, 
or  facility  connected  with  the  use  or  occupancy  of 
any  housing  accommodation.  Housing  services  to 
a  housing  accommodation  shall  include  a  propor- 
tionate part  of  services  provided  to  common  facili- 
ties of  the  building  in  which  the  housing  accommo- 
dation is  contained. 

(f)  Landlord:  The  individual  who  holds  title  to 
any  controlled  housing  accommodation  in  any 
manner  including,  but  not  limited  to,  a  partner- 
ship, corporation,  trust;  for  purposes  of  this 
ordinance,  the  rights  and  duties  of  the  landlord 
hereunder  shall  be  the  obligation  of  anyone  who 
manages,  controls,  or  customarily  accepts  rent  on 
behalf  of  the  landlord. 

(g)  Net  operating  income:  Rent,  less  operating 
and  maintenance  expenses  and  further,  less  net 
taxes. 

(h)  Net  taxes:  Property  taxes  accruing  to  housing 
accommodations  as  an  expense  to  the  owner,  less 
abatements  received  by  the  owner  during  or  applied 
to  the  period  of  time  the  liability  was  incurred. 

(i)  Operating  and  maintenance  expenses:  The 
reasonable  and  necessary  expenses  to  a  landlord 
of  providing  housing  services  to  a  tenant,  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  maintenance,  repair,  manage- 
ment fee,  real  estate  broker's  commission,  insur- 
ance,   utilities   included    within    the   rent,   but    not 
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including  mortgage  interest  and  amortization,  nor 
an  allowance  for  obsolescence  or  depreciation,  nor 
the  payment  of  property  taxes. 

(j)  Rent:  The  consideration,  including  any  bonus, 
benefit,  gratuity,  or  charge  contingent  or  other- 
wise, demanded  or  received  for,  or  in  connection 
with,  the  use  or  occupancy  of  a  housing  accom- 
modation or  for  housing  services  or  for  the  trans- 
fer of  a  lease  of  a  housing  accommodation. 

(k)  Rental  housing  agreement:  An  agreement, 
verbal,  written,  or  implied,  between  a  landlord  and 
a  tenant  for  use  and  ocupancy  of  a  housing  ac- 
commodation and  for  housing  services. 

(1)  Tenant:  A  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sublessee, 
or  other  person,  entitled  under  the  terms  or  a 
rental  housing  agreement  to  the  use  and  occupancy 
of  any  housing  accommodation. 

Section  2.  Rent  Board. 

(a)  Composition:  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a 
board  known  as  the  Rent  Board,  consisting  of 
seven  residents  of  the  city  including  two  tenants 
who  own  no  housing  accommodations  and  who 
are  covered  under  the  terms  of  this  ordinance; 
one  homeowner  who  owns  no  other  housing  ac- 
commodation; one  public  housing  tenant  not 
covered  by  this  ordinance;  one  housing  profes- 
sional who  owns  or  manages  no  housing  accom- 
modations other  than  their  own  home  (owner- 
occupied  dwelling  not  covered  by  this  ordinance); 
and  two  landlords  who  own  or  manage  housing 
accommodations  in  the  city. 

(b)  Selection:  The  Mayor  shall  publicly  solicit 
names  for  nomination  to  the  Rent  Board.  Subse- 
quent to  a  public  hearing  called  for  the  purpose 
of  gathering  public  opinion  and  advice  regarding 
Mayoral  appointees,  which  hearing  shall  be  an- 
nounced not  less  than  ten  working  days  prior  to 
appointment  of  a  member  to  the  board,  the  Mayor 
shall  appoint  members  to  the  board.  Members  of 
the  board  shall  serve  for  a  term  expiring  on  the 
first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  Mayor  is 
elected.  The  board  shall  choose  one  of  its  members 
by  election  to  serve  as  chairperson  for  a  term  of 
one  year.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  within  sixty 
days  by  the  procedures  outlined  above  for  the 
unexpired   term. 

(c)  Powers  and  Duties:  The  board  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance.  The  board  shall  hire  the  executive  di- 
rector. The  board  shall  promulgate  such  policies, 
rules,  rulings,  and  regulations,  and  shall  issue 
such  orders,  as  will  further  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance.  The  board  shall  hold  public  hearings 
with  adequate  notice  and  at  times  and  places 
convenient  to  interested  parties  prior  to  the 
issuance  of  policies  and  regulations.  The  board 
shall,  as  provided  in  sections  3,  4,  and  6,  establish 
and  adjust  the  maximum  rent  that  may  be  charged 
for  housing  accommodations;  shall  grant  or  deny 
certificates  of  eviction  as  provided  under  section  8; 
and  shall  bring  such  proceedings  that  may  be 
necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance or  to  enforce  any  policy,  rule,  ruling,  regu- 
lation, or  order  promulgated  or  issued  by  the  board 
under  this  ordinance.  The  board  may  refer  any 
appropriate  matter  to  the  assessing,  building,  fire,  or 
housing  inspection  departments,  or  other  appro- 
priate departments,  and  may,  at  the  request  of  a 


landlord  or  a  tenant,  render  an  advisory  opinion 
as  to  the  permissible  impact  of  a  proposed  capital 
improvement  on  the  rents. 

(d)  Studies,  Information,  Investigations,  and 
Reports:  The  board  may  make  such  studies  and 
investigations,  conduct  such  hearings,  and  obtain 
such  information  as  is  deemed  necessary  in  pro- 
mulgating any  regulation,  rule,  or  order  under 
this  code  and  regulations  and  orders  promulgated 
hereunder.  For  the  foregoing  purposes,  a  person 
may  be  summoned  to  attend  and  testify  and  to 
produce  books  and  prepare  in  like  manner  as  he 
may  be  summoned  to  attend  as  a  witness  before 
a  court  and  before  the  City  Council  under  section 
8  of  chapter  233.  Any  person  who  rents  or  offers 
for  rent  or  acts  as  broker  or  agent  for  the  rental 
of  any  controlled  housing  accommodation  may 
be  required  to  furnish  under  oath  any  information 
required  by  the  board,  and  to  produce  records  and 
other  documents  and  make  reports.  Such  persons 
shall  have  the  right  to  be  represented  by  counsel, 
and  a  transcript  shall  be  taken  of  all  testimony 
and  such  person  shall  have  the  right  to  examine 
said  transcript  at  reasonable  times  and  places. 
Section  10  of  chapter  233  of  the  General  Laws 
shall  apply.  The  board  shall  recommend  for  adop- 
tion such  amendments  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry   out    the   purposes   of  this  ordinance. 

(e)  Compensation:  Board  members  shall  be  com- 
pensated at  the  rate  of  seventy-five  dollars  per 
diem  or  part  thereof  for  actual  services  rendered. 
For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  board  mem- 
bers shall  be  considered  special  public  employees 
as  defined  under  chapter  268A  of  the  Massachu- 
setts General  Laws. 

Section  3.  Maximum  Rent. 

The  maximum  rent  of  a  housing  accommodation 
which  was  a  controlled  unit  under  chapter  15  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1975  shall  be  the  initial  rent 
established  under  this  ordinance.  If  the  initial 
maximum  rent  has  not  been  otherwise  established, 
it  shall  be  established  by  the  board  according  to 
the  following  formula,  except  for  units  not  rented 
as  of  December  31,  1975,  in  which  cases  the  board 
shall  set  a  maximum  rent  not  in  conflict  with  the 
provisions   of   this   ordinance. 

(a)  The  housing  accommodation's  rent  as  of 
December  31,  1975,  shall  be  considered  the 
base  rent. 

(b)  The  board  shall  compute  the  average 
city-wide  percent  increase  in  operating  and 
maintenance  expenses  and  property  taxes  from 
December  31,  1975,  to  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance. 

(c)  The  initial  maximum  rent  set  by  the  board 
shall  be  the  base  rent  plus  70  per  cent  times 
the  percent  increase  described  in  section  3(b), 
times  the  base  rent. 

Section  4.   Registration. 

The  board  shall  require  registration  of  all  con- 
trolled housing  accommodations  on  forms  approved 
by  the  executive  director.  Whoever  fails  timely  to 
file  any  statement  or  information  required  to  be 
filed  under  this  section,  or  who  has  failed  to  file 
any  information  required  under  chapter  842  of  the 
Acts  of  1970  or  chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1975,  shall  in  addition  to  other  penalties  under 
section  10,  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  fifty 
dollars    per    calendar   day    that   such    failure    con- 
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tinues.  No  petition  for  a  certificate  of  eviction 
or  an  upward  adjustment  of  maximum  rent  shall 
be  accepted  by  the  board  until  all  statements  and 
information  required  to  be  filed  under  this  section 
have  been  filed  and  any  such  petition  received 
prior  to  such  filing  shall  be  dismissed. 
Section  5.  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent. 

(a)  The  board  shall  by  order  or  regulation  as 
provided  by  section  6,  make  individual  or  general 
adjustments,  either  upward  or  downward  of  the 
maximum  rent  established  by  section  3  for  any 
housing  accommodation,  and  in  so  doing,  shall 
observe  the  principle  of  maintaining  maximum 
rents  for  housing  accommodations  at  levels  which 
will  yield  to  landlords  a  fair  net  operating  income 
from  such  housing  accommodations. 

(b)  Fair  Net  Operating  Income:  The  fair  net 
operating  income  for  any  housing  accommodation 
shall  not  exceed  the  dollar  net  operating  income 
yielded  by  the  unit  in  a  base  year  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  board,  except  in  the  case  of  extreme 
hardship  or  inequity  due  to  factors  beyond  the 
landlord's  control.  In  determining  whether  the 
maximum  rent  for  housing  accommodations  yields 
a  fair  net  operating  income,  the  board  shall  con- 
sider the  following: 

i.  increases  or  decreases  in  property  taxes; 

ii.  unavoidable  increases  or  any  decreases  in 
operating  and  maintenance  expenses; 

iii.  capital  improvement  of  the  housing  ac- 
commodations as  distinguished  from  ordinary 
repair,  replacement,  and  maintenance  to  the 
extent  it  is  necessary  to  make  the  housing  ac- 
commodation comply  with  applicable  state  and 
municipal  codes,  and  amortized  over  the  useful 
life  of  the  improvements,  and  other  capital  im- 
provements only  insofar  as  they  are  either  re- 
quested by  a  majority  of  affected  tenants  or  do 
not  create  displacement;  and  are  amortized  for 
the  purpose  of  this  act,  over  the  useful  life  of 
the  improvements; 

iv.  increases  or  decreases  in  living  space  or 
housing  services; 

v.  deterioration  of  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion. 

(c)  For  the  purpose  of  adjusting  rents  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  the  board  may 
promulgate  a  schedule  of  standard  rental  decreases 
for  code  violations  and/or  deterioration  of  specific 
services  and  facilities. 

(d)  Denial  of  adjustment:  Notwithstanding  any 
other  provision  of  this  section,  the  board  shall 
refuse  to  grant  an  upward  adjustment  of  maximum 
rent  if  it  determines  that  the  affected  housing 
accommodation  does  not  comply  with  the  state 
sanitary  code,  or  the  Boston  Building  Code,  or 
the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code,  or  any  other 
municipal  code,  ordinance,  or  state  law,  regulating 
the  conditions  of  housing  acommodations.  The 
board  may  refuse  to  make  a  downward  adjustment 
of  maximum  rent  if  it  determines  that  the  tenant 
is  more  than  sixty  days  in  arrears  in  payment  of 
rent,  unless  such  arrearage  is  due  to  withholding 
of  rent  under  the  provisions  of  section  8A  of 
chapter  239  of  the  General  Laws,  or  section  127L 
of  chapter  111,  or  an  action  taken  under  a  viola- 
tion of  the  implied  warrant  of  habitability. 

Section  6.   Rent  Adjustment  Proceedings, 
(a)   Individual   Adjustment   of   Maximum   Rent: 
The  board   shall   consider   an  adjustment  of   rent 


for  an  individual  housing  accommodation  upon 
receipt  of  a  petition  for  adjustment  filed  by  the 
landlord  or  tenant  of  such  housing  accommodation 
or  upon  its  own  initiative.  Such  petition  shall  be 
made  on  a  form  approved  by  the  executive  di- 
rector. The  board  shall  notify  the  landlord  and 
tenant  if  the  petition  was  filed  by  the  tenant,  or 
the  tenant  and  landlord  if  the  petition  was  filed 
by  the  landlord,  of  the  receipt  of  such  petition  and 
of  the  right  of  either  party  to  request  a  hearing 
in  writing  within  fifteen  calendar  days  of  receipt 
of  such  notice,  or  the  board  may  schedule  a 
hearing  on  its  own  initiative.  If  a  hearing  is  timely 
requested  by  either  party,  or  if  the  action  is 
undertaken  on  the  initiative  of  the  board,  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing  shall  be 
furnished  to  the  landlord  and  tenant  and  the 
hearing  shall  be  conducted  before  a  designee  of 
the  board.  The  board  may  consolidate  petitions 
and  actions  taken  under  its  own  initiative  relating 
to  housing  accommodations  in  the  same  building 
or  development,  and  all  such  petitions  and  actions 
may  be  considered  in  a  single  hearing.  Hearings 
undertaken  under  this  section  shall  be  held  at  a 
time  and  place  convenient  to  the  affected  parties 
except  such  hearing  shall  be  expeditious.  In  order 
to  facilitate  the  parties'  right  to  a  speedy  hearing, 
the  board  may  take  such  actions  as  will  hasten  the 
proceedings  without  impairing  the  justice  of  its 
deliberations,  especially  in  the  case  of  extreme 
hardship. 

(b)  General  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent  by 
Regulation:  Upon  any  increase  or  decrease  of  the 
rate  of  taxation,  the  board  may  undertake  a  gen- 
eral adjustment.  The  amount  of  the  general  adjust- 
ment shall  be  the  dollar  increase  or  decrease  of 
the  impact  of  the  tax  rate  upon  the  affected 
housing  accommodations.  The  impact  of  such 
increases  or  decreases  of  the  rate  of  taxation  shall 
fall  equitably  on  a  property-by-property  basis  and 
within  a  property,  on  a  unit-by-unit  basis.  Prior 
to  making  such  adjustments,  a  public  hearing  shall 
be  held  before  at  least  a  majority  of  the  board. 
Notice  of  the  time,  place,  and  purpose  of  such 
hearings  shall  be  published  three  times  in  at  least 
one  newspaper  having  a  general  circulation  in  the 
city. 

(c)  Limitations  of  Petitions  for  Individual  Ad- 
justment: Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of 
this  section,  the  board  may,  without  holding  a 
hearing,  refuse  to  adjust  the  maximum  rent  for 
an  individual  housing  accommodation  and  may 
dismiss  any  petition  for  adjustment  if  a  decision 
has  been  made  with  regard  to  the  maximum  rent 
for  such  housing  accommodation  within  twelve 
months  or  if  the  board  finds  that  the  petition  for 
adjustment  is  filed  for  the  purposes  of  harassment 
or  for  other  purposes  not  intended  by  this  ordi- 
nance. 

(d)  Hearings  required  under  paragraph  (a)  shall 
be  conducted  at  times  and  places  convenient  to 
affected  parties  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  section  1 1  of  chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws 
except  that  requirements  (7)  and  (8)  of  said  section 
11  shall  not  apply  to  such  hearings. 

(e)  Judicial  Review:  Upon  a  decision  by  the 
board  under  paragraph  (a)  or  (c)  of  this  section, 
either  party  concerned  may  appeal  to  the  district 
court  for  the  judicial  district  within  which  the 
housing    accommodation     is    located    or    to    the

housing  court  of  the  City  of  Boston,  within  thirty 
calendar  days  after  such  decision. 

Section  7.  Information  to  be  Supplied  in  Con- 
nection with  Tenant  Petitions  and  Board  Initiated 
Actions  for  Adjustment. 

Upon  receipt  by  the  board  of  a  tenant  petition 
for  adjustment  of  maximum  rent,  or  upon  action 
initiated  by  the  board  for  adjustment  of  maximum 
rent,  the  landlord  shall  furnish  to  the  executive 
director,  within  fifteen  calendar  days  after  a 
written  demand  therefor  an  information  statement 
on  forms  approved  by  the  executive  director. 
Whoever  fails  timely  to  file  any  information 
required  to  be  filed  under  this  section  may  in 
addition  to  other  penalties  under  section  10  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  fifty  dollars  per  calendar 
day  that  such  failure  continues. 
Section  8.  Evictions. 

(a)  No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover 
possession  of  a  housing  accommodation  unless: 
i.  the  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the  rent  to 
which  the  landlord  is  entitled,  unless  the  tenant 
is  withholding  rent  under  the  provisions  of 
section  8A  of  chapter  239  of  the  General  Laws, 
or  section  127L  or  chapter  111,  or  an  action 
taken  under  a  violation  of  the  implied  warrant 
of  habitability; 

ii.  the  tenant  has  violated  an  obligation  or 
covenant  of  his  or  her  tenancy  other  than  the 
obligation  to  surrender  possession  upon  proper 
notice  and  has  failed  to  cure  such  violation 
after  having  received  written  notice  thereof 
from  the  landlord; 

iii.  the  tenant  is  committing  or  permitting  to 
exist  a  nuisance  in,  or  is  causing  substantial 
damage  to,  the  housing  accommodation,  or  is 
creating  substantial  interference  with  the  com- 
fort, safety,  or  enjoyment  of  the  landlord  or 
other  occupants  of  the  same  or  any  adjacent 
accommodation; 

iv.  the  tenant  is  convicted  of  using  or  per- 
mitting a  housing  accommodation  to  be  used 
for  any  illegal  purpose; 

v.  the  tenant,  who  had  a  written  lease  or 
rental  agreement  which  terminated  on  or  after 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance  has  refused,  after 
written  request  or  demand  by  the  landlord,  to 
execute  a  written  extension  or  renewal  thereof 
for  a  further  term  of  like  duration  and  in  such 
terms  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  or  violative 
of  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance; 

vi.  the  tenant  has  refused  the  landlord  reason- 
able access  to  the  housing  accommodation  for 
the  purpose  of  making  necessary  repairs  or  im- 
provements required  by  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  the  Commonweatlh,  or  any  subdivision 
thereof,  or  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  as 
permitted  or  required  by  law,  or  for  the  purpose 
of  showing  the  housing  accommodation  to  any 
prospective  purchaser  or  mortgagee; 

vii.  the  tenant  holding  at  the  end  of  a  lease 
term  is  a  subtenant  not  approved  by  the  land- 
lord; 

viii.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
in  good  faith  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of 
himself  or  his  children,  parents,  brother,  sister, 
father-in-law,  mother-in-law,  son-in-law,  or 
daughter-in-law,  except  where  the  board  finds 
such   actions   would  result  in   unreasonable   dis- 


placement or  excessive  loss  of  reasonably  priced 
housing  accommodations  contrary  to  the  pur- 
poses of  this  ordinance;  or 

ix.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession  for 
any  other  just  cause,  provided  that  his  purpose 
is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  and  pur- 
poses of  this  ordinance,  except  that  conversion 
of  rental  housing  to  nonrental  forms  of  owner- 
ship shall  not  constitute  just  cause; 

x.  any  conveyance  of  housing  accommoda- 
tions for  the  purpose  of  removing  such  housing 
accommodations  from  the  rental  housing  market 
may  be  viewed  by  the  board  as  constituting  a 
conveyance  which  has  as  its  intent  an  implied 
recovery  of  possession  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  in  those  instances  where 
such  conveyances  create  substantial  displace- 
ment of  tenants,  and  the  board  may  find  in 
such  instances  that  the  implied  recovery  is  in 
violation  of  this  ordinance. 

(b)  A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession  of 
a  controlled  housing  accommodation  shall  apply 
to  the  board  for  a  certificate  of  eviction.  Upon 
receipt  of  such  an  application,  the  board  shall 
send  a  copy  of  the  application  to  the  tenant  of  the 
controlled  housing  accommodation  together  with 
a  notification  of  all  rights  and  procedures  avail- 
able under  this  section.  If  the  board  finds  that  the 
facts  attested  to  in  the  landlord's  petition  are  valid 
and  in  compliance  with  paragraph  (a),  the  certifi- 
cate of  eviction  shall  be  issued. 

(c)  A  landlord  who  seeks  to  recover  possession 
of  a  housing  accommodation  without  a  certificate 
of  eviction  shall  be  deemed  to  have  violated  this 
ordinance,  and  the  board  shall  initiate  a  criminal 
prosecution  for  such  violation. 

(d)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  section 
the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth,  or  any 
agency  or  political  subdivision  thereof  may  main- 
tain an  action  or  proceeding  to  recover  possession 
of  any  housing  accommodation  operated  by  it 
where  such  action  or  proceding  is  authorized  by 
the  statute  or  regulation  under  which  such  ac- 
commodations are  administered. 

(e)  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
construed  as  additional  restrictions  on  the  right 
lo  recover  possesion  of  a  housing  accommodation. 
No  provision  of  this  section  shall  entitle  any 
person  to  recover  possession  of  such  a  housing 
accommodation.  Upon  a  decision  of  said  board 
concerning  the  granting  or  withholding  of  a  certif- 
icate of  eviction,  either  party  concerned  may 
appeal  to  the  district  court  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  which  the  housing  accommodation  involved  is 
located  or  to  the  housing  court  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  within  thirty  calendar  days  after  such 
decision. 

Section  9.  Civil  Remedies. 

(a)  Any  person  who  demands,  accepts,  receives, 
or  retains  any  payments  of  rent  in  excess  of  the 
maximum  lawful  rent,  in  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  or  any  rule,  regulation, 
or  order  hereunder  promulgated,  shall  be  liable  as 
hereinafter  provided  to  the  person  from  whom 
such  payment  is  demanded,  accepted,  received,  or 
retained,  or  to  the  city  for  reasonable  attorney's 
fees  and  costs  as  determined  by  the  court,  plus 
liquidated  damages  in  the  amount  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  or  not  more  than  three  times  the  amount 
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by  which  the  payment  or  payments  demanded, 
accepted,  received,  or  retained  exceed  the  maxi- 
mum rent  which  could  be  lawfully  demanded, 
accepted,  received,  or  retained,  whichever  is  the 
greater;  provided  that  if  the  defendant  proves  that 
the  violation  was  neither  willful  nor  the  result  of 
failure  to  take  practicable  precautions  against  the 
occurrence  of  the  violation,  the  amount  of  such 
liquidated  damages  shall  be  the  amount  of  the 
overcharge  or  overcharges. 

(b)  If  the  person  from  whom  such  payment  is 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or 
any  rule,  regulation,  or  order  hereunder  promul- 
gated fails  to  bring  an  action  under  this  section 
within  thirty  calendar  days  from  the  date  of  the 
occurrence  of  the  violation  the  board  may  settle 
the  claim  arising  out  of  the  violation  or  bring 
such  action.  Settlement  by  the  board  shall  there- 
after bar  any  other  person  from  bringing  action 
for  the  violation  or  violations  with  regard  to  which 
a  settlement  has  been  reached.  In  the  event  the 
board  settles  said  claim,  it  shall  be  entitled  to 
retain  the  costs  it  incurred  in  the  settlement 
thereof,  and  the  person  against  whom  the  violation 
has  been  committed  shall  be  entitled  to  the  re- 
mainder. In  the  event  the  city  brings  action  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  it  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  attorney's  fees  and  costs  under  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  (a)  and  the  person  against 
whom  the  violation  was  committed  shall  be 
awarded  liquidated  damages  under  the  provisions 
of  said  paragraph  (a). 

(c)  A  judgment  for  damages  or  on  the  merits 
in  any  action  under  this  section  shall  be  a  bar  to 
any  recovery  under  this  section  or  in  any  other 
action  against  the  same  defendant  on  account  of 
any  violation  with  respect  to  the  same  person 
prior  to  the  institution  of  the  action  in  which 
such  judgment  was  rendered.  Action  to  recover 
liquidated  damages  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  not  be  brought  later  than  one  year 
after  the  date  of  violation.  A  single  action  for 
damages  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  may 
include  all  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  committed  by  the  same  defendant  against 
the  same  person. 

(d)  The  district  court  for  the  judicial  district 
within  which  the  housing  accommodation  affected 
is  located  and  the  housing  court  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  severally  have  concurrent  original 
jurisdiction  over  all  actions  and  complaints  brought 
under  this  section. 

Section  10.  Criminal  Penalties. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  demand, 
accept,  receive,  or  retain  any  rent  for  the  use  or 
occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodations  in 
excess  of  the  maximum  rent  prescribed  therefor 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  the 
rules,  regulations  or  orders  hereunder  promul- 
gated, or  otherwise  to  do  or  omit  to  do  any  action 
in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or 
the  rules,  regulations,  or  orders  hereunder  promul- 
gated. It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  by  act 
or  omission  knowingly  to  engage  in  any  conduct 
tending  to  deprive  a  tenant  of,  or  to  prevent  a 
tenant  from  exercising,  any  right  conferred  by  this 
code,  the  Board  shall  inform  the  City  Council  of 
Boston  that  in  its  opinion  the  vacancy  rate  has 
passed  8  percent  upon  receipt  of  such  notification, 


the  City  Council  shall  hold  public  hearings  to 
determine  the  accuracy  of  the  board's  study.  Upon 
a  determination  that  the  vacancy  rate  has  passed 
above  8  percent  over  a  period  of  time  not  less 
than  one  calendar  year,  the  Council  may  suspend 
the  effect  of  this  ordinance  for  one  calendar  year 
at  which  time  a  determination  that  the  rate  has 
fallen  below  8  percent  shall  constitute  a  reinvoca- 
tion  of  this  ordinance  whose  effective  date  shall 
be  not  more  than  thirty  days  after  such  a  deter- 
mination. 

Section  14.  Constitutional  Construction. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable, 
and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  uncon- 
stitutional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court 
shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining 
provisions. 

Section  15.  Transitional  Provisions. 

Chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of  1970  expired  on 
December  31,  1975.  Chapter  19  of  the  Ordinances 
of  1972  expired  on  December  31,  1975.  Upon 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  chapter  15  of  the  ordin- 
ances of  1975  shall  expire  on  September  1,  1979, 
any  wording  within  chapter  15  to  the  contrary. 
Any  matters  before  the  administrator  under  any 
of  the  above-mentioned  acts  and  ordinances  pend- 
ing on  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
considered  by  the  board  established  hereunder  as 
if  brought  by  way  of  petition  or  action  in  accord- 
ance with  this  ordinance,  and  the  board  may 
consolidate  any  such  matter  with  any  petition  for 
adjustment  or  action  initiated  under  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance. 

Section  16.  Public  Education. 

Within  one  calendar  year  of  the  effective  date 
of  this  ordinance,  and  once  every  calendar  year 
thereafter,  the  board  shall  make  known  the  terms 
of  this  ordinance,  and  rules,  regulations,  and 
policies  promulgated  under  this  ordinance,  to 
affected  parties.  The  board  shall  undertake  a  public 
education  function  informing  the  public  in  lan- 
guages and  in  format  understood  by  the  various 
segments  of  the  citizens  of  Boston  the  rights  and 
responsibilities  of  the  parties  delineated  under  this 
ordinance.  Such  efforts  shall  utilize  the  various 
audio,  visual,  and  printed  media  as  well  as  written 
documents  produced  by  the  board  for  clarification 
of  the  effects  of  this  ordinance.

Whereas,  Arthur  Fiedler,  Boston's  beloved 
music  man  and  world-famous  conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  for  a  half  century  and 
father  of  the  Esplanade  concerts,  died  early 
Tuesday  morning,  July  10,  1979,  at  his  Brookline 
home  at  the  age  of  eighty-four  years;  and

Whereas,  Under  Mr.  Fiedler's  direction,  the 
Pops  Orchestra,  consisting  of  more  than  ninety 
members  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,

Whereas,  Mr.  Fiedler's  formula  for  success  was 
his  marvelous  ability  to  combine  the  old,  or 
classical,  with  the  new  and  popular  in  music 
which  gave  the  orchestra  its  unique  character;

Whereas,  Mr.  Fiedler  conducted  leading  orches- 
tras in  major  concert  halls  around  the  globe 
making  this  celebrated  Bostonian  "the  greatest

Whereas,  Although  Arthur  Fiedler's  first  love 
was  conducting,  he  also  played  many  instruments

AMENDING  ORDINANCE  REGULATING 
CERTAIN  RESIDENTIAL  RENTS  AND 
EVICTIONS   RE    CONDOMINIUMS 

Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969  and 
chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  declared  a  public 
emergency  in  the  City  of  Boston  because  of  the 
substantial  shortage  of  rental  housing  accommo- 
dations producing  a  serious  threat  to  the  public 
health,  safety,  and  welfare;  and 

Whereas,  A  serious  housing  emergency  continues 
to  exist  in  the  City  of  Boston  because  of  the  lack 
of  safe,  decent,  and  affordable  housing  units;  and 

Whereas,  The  increasing  number  of  rental  units 
being  converted  into  condominiums  in  the  City 
of  Boston  has  risen  by  300  percent  in  the  past 
two  years,  thus  further  contributing  to  the  housing 
crisis,  especially  for  many  elderly  and  low-  and 
middle-income  residents;  and 
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Whereas,  The  conversion  of  apartment  units  to 
condominiums  has  led  to  wide-scale  evictions  and 
displacement  in  many  neighborhoods  of  the  city; 
and 

Whereas,  Condominium  evictions  pose  a  serious 
threat  to  the  stability  of  life  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
especially  for  the  elderly  and  those  living  on  fixed 
incomes;   and 

Whereas,  Unless  action  is  taken  to  protect  resi- 
dents of  the  city  from  evictions  as  a  result  of 
condominium  conversions,  many  lifelong  residents 
will  be  permanently  uprooted  from  their  homes 
and  neighborhoods;  therefore,  be  it  ordained  by 
the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows; 

Section  8  (a)  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975,  chapter 
15,  Regulating  Certain  Residential  Rents  and 
Evictions,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
subsections  viii  and  x  and  substituting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  new  subsections: 

(viii)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
in  good  faith  for  use  and  occupancy  of  himself, 
or  his  children,  parents,  brother,  sister,  father- 
in-law,  mother-in-law,  son-in-law,  or  daughter- 
in-law,  except  if  the  unit  is  a  condominium  unit 
held  by  a  tenant  who  held  it  when  the  landlord 
became  its  owner. 

(x)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
for  any  other  just  cause,  provided  that  his  pur- 
pose is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  and 
purposes  of  this  ordinance.  Conversion  of  an 
apartment  unit  to  a  condominium  unit  shall  not 
be  a  just  cause  to  recover  possession  of  a 
controlled  rental  unit.

AMENDING       ORDINANCE      REGULATING 
CERTAIN     RESIDENTIAL     RENTS     AND 
EVICTIONS  RE  CONDOMINIUMS 
Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-nine 
An  Ordinance   Amendment  Relating   to  Evictions 

for  Condominium  Conversion 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 


Chapter  15,  section  8(a)  (10)  of  the  Ordinances 
of  1975,  which  concerns  evictions  for  condominium 
conversion  under  the  "other  just  cause"  provision, 
is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the  following: 

I.  A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession  of 
a  housing  accommodation  in  order  to  convert  it 
to  a  condominium  unit  shall  comply  with  the 
following  prerequisites  to  filing  for  a  Certificate 
of  Eviction: 

1.  Record  a  master  condominium  deed,  pursuant 
to  MGLA,  chapter  183 A. 

2.  Make  an  offer  to  sell  the  controlled  housing 
accommodation  to  the  tenant(s)  presently  residing 
therein,  before  it  is  offered  to  other  potential 
purchasers.  This  offer  must  fulfill  the  following 
requirements: 

a)  The  offer  shall  be  in  writing. 

b)  The  offer  shall  name  a  specific  purchase 
price  which  must  be  no  higher  than  the  price 
offered  to  other  potential  purchasers. 

c)  The  offer  shall  allow  the  tenant(s)  at  least 
thirty  days  to  make  a  decision,  and  shall  specify 
the  date  on  which  the  offer  will  expire.  No 
Application  for  a  Certificate  of  Eviction  will  be 
accepted  before  the  expiration  of  the  thirty-day 
offer. 

d)  The  offer  shall  include  a  description  of  the 
housing  accommodation  being  sold  as  a  condo- 
minium unit. 

e)  The  information  in  the  offer  shall  be  sub- 
stantially the  same  as  the  information  in  the 
master  condominium  deed  as  recorded. 

3.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  offer,  obtain  a 
binding  purchase  and  sale  agreement  for  the 
housing  accommodation  which  is  the  subject  of 
the  application. 

II.  An  eviction  hearing  will  be  scheduled  and 
notices  mailed  to  all  affected  parties  upon  accept- 
ance of  the  Application  for  a  Certificate  of  Evic- 
tion for  a  condominium  conversion. 

III.  The  evidence  to  be  produced  by  the  landlord 
seeking  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accom- 
modation in  order  to  convert  it  to  a  condominium 
unit  is  as  follows: 

1.  The  landlord  shall  submit  the  following  into 
evidence  at  the  eviction  hearing: 

a)  evidence  of  service  of  a  thirty-day  notice  to 
quit  and  Form  E-0,  as  well  as  service  of  Forms 
E-l,  E-1A,  and  E-2; 

b)  a  copy  of  the  written  offer  to  the  tenant 
which  contains  all  of  the  required  terms; 

c)  a  copy  of  the  duly  recorded  master  condo- 
minium deed,  along  with  any  amendments  and 
bylaws; 

d)  a  binding  purchase  and  sale  agreement  with 
proof  of  down  payment,  which  meets  the  follow- 
ing requirements: 

(i)  signed  by  all  the  parties  to  the  agree- 
ment; 

(ii)  containing  no  repurchase  or  option  pro- 
visions; 

(iii)  setting  out  dates  for  financing,  closing 
and  limited  extensions; 

(iv)  statement  of  total  selling  price  and 
balance  to  be  financed. 

(e)  the  names  of  all  beneficial  owners; 

(f)  relationship  of  purchaser  to  seller,  if  any; 
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(g)  testimony  by  the  purchaser  of  the  condo- 
minium unit  that  he  intends  to  purchase  the  unit 
for  the  immediate  use  and  occupancy  as  a  prin- 
cipal place  of  residence  for  himself  or  for  mem- 
bers of  his  family,  as  defined  in  chapter  15, 
sections  8(a),  (8),  except  if  delay  will  occur  for 
remodeling  purposes.  If  a  delay  due  to  remodel- 
ing or  construction  is  anticipated,  specify  nature 
of  the  work  and  financing  and  submit  copies  of 
all  permits,  contracts,  or  other  relevant  evidence 
affecting  the  preparations  needed  to  move  in; 

(h)  date  purchaser  expects  to  move  into  con- 
dominium unit; 

(i)  evidence  from  the  purchaser  of  the  condo- 
minium unit  that  there  is  adequate  financing  to 
purchase  the  unit,  such  as  a  financial  commit- 
ment for  a  mortgage  or  other  financial  agree- 
ment; 

2.  Failure  to  produce  any  of  the  evidence  re- 
quired in  section  III  (1)  (a-h)  will  result  in  a  denial 
of  a  Certificate  of  Eviction. 

3.  The  landlord  and  purchaser  should  also  be 
prepared  to  produce  the  following  evidence  at  the 
hearing: 

a)  A  current  list  of  the  status  of  all  housing 
accommodations  and  condominium  units  in  the 
building,  identifying: 

(i)  Vacant  and  occupied  housing  accommo- 
dations; whether  rent  controlled  or  vacancy 
decontrolled;  whether  subject  to  purchase  and 
sale  agreements  or  subject  to  rental  agreements 
(e.g.  leases,  tenancy-at-will). 

(ii)  Units  sold  as  condominiums;  date  title 
passed;  name  of  owner;  relationship  of  owner 
to  seller. 

b)  disposition  of  vacant  units  if  not  sold  in 
near  future; 

c)  policy  of  relocating  tenants  to  vacant  unsold 
housing  accommodations; 

d)  statement  by  the  purchaser  of  the  following: 
(i)  location  of  present  residence; 

(ii)  whether  present  residence  is  owned  or 
rented,  and  if  rented,  a  copy  of  the  rental 
agreement; 

(iii)  description  of  present  residence  (i.e., 
size,  number  of  rooms,  etc.); 

(iv)  whether  he  owns  or  manages  other 
property,  and  if  he  does,  then  include  a  list 
of  such  property  with  addresses,  number  of 
rental  housing  accommodations,  description 
of  such  accommodations,  expectation  of  va- 
cancies, and  whether  such  housing  accommo- 
dations, description  of  such  accommodations, 
expectation  of  vacancies,  and  whether  such 
housing  accommodations  are  subject  to  rent 
control; 

(v)  date  purchaser  inspected  housing  ac- 
commodations offered  for  sale,  indicating 
specific  accommodations  inspected; 

(vi)  reason  for  selecting  the  housing  accom- 
modation which  is  the  subject  of  this  case. 

4.  Failure  to  produce  any  of  the  evidence  set 
forth  in  section  III  (3)  (a-d)  may  result  in  the 
denial  of  the  Certificate  of  Eviction. 

IV.  Where  a  Certificate  of  Eviction  has  been 
granted  by  the  Board  for  a  good-faith  condo- 
minium conversion,  the  Board  may,  within  three 
months  of  its  decision,  review  the  facts  relied 
upon  to  insure  the  good-faith  basis  for  the  eviction. 


1.  If  after  review  the  Board  finds  that  the 
facts  relied  upon  were  not  effectuated,  the  Board 
may  take  civil  or  criminal  action  against  the  land- 
lord and/or  the  purchaser,  as  specified  in  chapter 
15.

WASTE  AND  ITS  REMOVAL

Removal. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

City    of    Boston    Ordinance    14.   291    in    hereby 
repealed   and    the   following    to    be   placed   in   its 
stead: 
Ordinance  14.  291 

Section  1.  Duty  to  Dispose 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  person  who  owns, 
possesses,  or  controls  a  dog  to  remove  and  dispose 
of  any  feces  left  by  his/her  dog  on  any  sidewalk, 
street,  park,  or  other  public  area. 

Section  2.  Duty  to  Possess  Means  of  Removal 

No  person  who  owns,  possesses,  or  controls 
such  dog  shall  appear  with  such  dog  on  any 
sidewalk,  street,  park,  or  other  public  area  without 
the  means  of  removal  of  any  feces  left  by  such 
dog. 
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Section  3.  Method  of  Removal  and  Disposal 

For  the  purposes  of  this  regulation  the  means 
of  removal  shall  be  any  tool,  implement,  or  other 
device  carried  for  the  purposse  of  picking  up  and 
containing  such  feces,  unexposed  to  said  person 
or  the  public.  Disposal  shall  be  accomplished  by 
transporting  such  feces  to  a  place  suitable  and 
regularly  reserved  for  the  disposal  of  human 
feces  or  specifically  reserved  for  the  disposal  of 
canine  feces,  and  so  disposing  of  said  feces. 

Section  4:  Fines  for  Violation 

Violation  of  this  regulation  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  up  to  fifty  dollars  for  each  occurrence. 

Section  5:  Enforcement 

Violation  of  this  regulation  shall  be  enforced 
in  accordance  with  law,  provided  however  that  if 
simultaneously  with  the  issuance  of  a  complaint 
hereunder,  a  complaint  is  issued  pursuant  to  G.L., 
c.  40,  s.  41 D,  and  that  complaint  is  disposed  of 
pursuant  to  said  act  and  CBC,  Ordinance  14.  369, 
the  complaint  issued  hereunder  shall  be  deemed 
disposed  of. 

Section  6.  Exemption 

This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  a  guide  dog 
accompanying  any  handicapped  person. 

Section  7.  Severability 

The  provisions  of  this  section  are  severable  and 
if  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of 
such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the 
remaining  provisions.

Whereas,  In  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  there 
has  been  $11.3  million  in  direct  grants  for  renova- 
tions and  repairs  to  the  public  housing  develop- 
ments in  the  various  parts  of  the  city  of  which 
$4  million  is  at  the  present  time  unliquidated;  and 

Whereas,  This  morning  Judge  Garrity  has  placed 
the  Boston  Housing  Authority  under  receivership 
of  the  Housing  Court;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  has  been  accused 
of  not  providing  enough  money  for  renovations 
for  this;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  developments  that  are  in 
dire  need  of  this  money  but  in  the  past  have 
been  refused  grants  from  the  Boston  Housing 
Authority  for  repairs  and  renovations;  and 


Whereas,  In  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Depart- 
ment $3  million  has  been  granted  for  park  im- 
provements of  which  $1  million  remains  unused; 
and 

Whereas,  In  the  general  CDBG  funding  there  is 
in  excess  of  over  $1  million  that  is  accumulated 
surplus;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  various  unsatisfactory 
reasons  why  this  money  has  not  been  used  and 
why  other  programs,  projects,  and  necessary  fund- 
ing has  been  refused  to  some  agencies;  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  Com- 
mittee on  Ways  and  Means  hold  a  public  hearing 
to  make  a  determination  as  to  the  proper  use  of 
these  funds  within  the  very  near  foreseeable

Whereas,  The  Carter  Administration  is  standing 
by  its  decision  to  slash  funding  for  the  AMTRAK 
rail  system;  and

Whereas,  If  the  present  trend  of  increasing 
campaign  costs  continues,  most  candidates  will 
soon  be  priced  out  of  running  for  office,  thus 
giving  the  people  of  the  city  less  and  less  choice 
over  who  will  represent  them  in  city  government:

SEWER  REORGANIZATION  ACT  OF  1977

accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  amending 
chapter  436  of  the  Acts  of  1977,  relating  to  the 
Boston  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  to  be  filed 
with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order,  be,  and  hereby 
is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the

of  chapter  436  of  the  Acts  of  1977,  to  the  end  that 
legislation  be  enacted  providing  substantially  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Section  3  is  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  third  paragraph  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  new  paragraph: 

"Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  the 
powers  of  the  commission  shall  be  exercised 
by  a  board  of  five  members,  each  of  whom 
shall  be,  and  shall  remain  during  his  incum- 
bency as  a  member,  a  resident  of  the  city  and 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  city  council.  Such  mem- 
bers shall  include  one  member  with  extensive 
experience  in  the  field  of  administration  or 
business;  one  member  with  extensive  experience 
in  the  field  of  finance  or  accounting;  one  mem- 
ber with  a  demonstrated  record  of  concern  for 
elderly  citizens;  and  one  member  with  a  demon- 
strated record  of  concern  as  a  consumer  ad- 
vocate. The  members  first  appointed  shall  serve 
in  office  for  terms  expiring,  in  the  case  of  one 
such,  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  following 
the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a 
mayor  is  elected,  in  the  case  of  another,  one 
year  thereafter;  and  in  the  case  of  the  third, 
on  the  first  Monday  in  January  following  the 
next  biennial  election  at  which  a  mayor  is  not 
elected;  the  term  of  each  member  to  be  desig- 
nated by  the  mayor  at  appointment.  The  elder 
affairs  member  first  appointed  shall  serve  in 
office  for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday 
in  January  following  the  next  biennial  election 
at  which  a  mayor  is  elected.  The  consumer 
affairs  member  first  appointed  shall  serve  until 
one  year  after.  The  elder  affairs  and  consumer 
affairs  members  shall  thereafter  be  appointed  for 
terms  of  three  years;  the  other  members  for  terms 
of  four  years,  or  in  the  case  of  an  appointment 
made  to  fill  a  vacancy,  for  the  unexpired  term, 
and  until  their  successor  is  appointed  and  quali- 
fied; provided,  however,  that  should  a  vacancy 
exist  for  a  period  of  more  than  sixty  days,  or 
should  the  mayor  fail  to  appoint  a  successor 
within  ninety  days  after  the  term  of  a  member 
expires,  the  city  council  shall  proceed  forthwith 
to  elect  a  member.  Such  an  election  shall  be 
deemed  a  vote  electing  an  official.  Any  member 
of  the  commission  shall  be  eligible  for  reappoint- 
ment. Any  member  of  the  commission  may  be 
removed  at  any  time  by  the  mayor  for  cause 
but  only  after  reasonable  notice  and  a  public 
hearing  unless  the  same  are  in  writing  expressly 
waived.  For  the  purposes  of  chapter  268A  of 
the  General  Laws,  the  members  of  the  commis- 
sion shall  be  deemed  to  be  special  municipal 
employees."

Its  present  growth,  competition,  and  techno- 
logical advances  make  it  necessary  for  Nimrod  to 
purchase  one,  six-color  offset  press  at  a  cost  of 
$735,000,  with  a  total  project  cost  of  $750,000. 
Mr.  Tower  responded  to  questions  that  his  firm 
is  Boston-oriented  and  at  present  has  109  em- 
ployees with  a  growth  potential  of  approximately 
twenty  more  employees  with  project  approval.  Mr. 
Davis  asked  if  Massport  had  ever  done  any  busi- 
ness and  to  the  best  of  Mr.  Tower's  and  Mr.  Davis' 
knowledge  Nimrod  Press  had  done  no  work  for 
Massport.  Mr.  Davis  asked  legal  counsel  if  a 
conflict  of  interest  situation  would  exist  if  in  the 
future  Massport  did  do  business  with  Nimrod 
Press  and  counsel  thought  that  was  not  a  prob- 
lem. Mr.  Davis  asked  that  the  record  show  this 
inquiry  and  since  there  appears  to  be  no  conflict 
of  interest,  he  would  vote  on  the  project.  Mr. 
Bianchi  made  a  motion  to  approve  the  resolution 
of  Nimrod  Press,  Inc.  and  the  board  voted  unani- 
mously to  approve  this  project. 

The  second  item  on  the  agenda  for  new  business 
was  an  application  for  IDFA  Board  approval  for 
an  industrial  bond  financing  application  presented 
by  Acme  Industrial  Equipment  Corporation  for 
$560,000  total  project  cost.  Mr.  Edward  Yukon 
gave  a  brief  history  of  Acme  Industrial  which  was 
established  in  1918  in  Boston  (Hyde  Park),  sub- 
sequently moved  to  Roxbury,  was  taken  by  eminent 
domain  in  1968,  when  it  moved  to  its  present 
location  in  Hingham.  Acme's  lease  is  due  to  run 
out  and  because  of  the  type  of  building  they  are 
in  (metal  walls  with  no  insulation)  the  heating 
costs  are  prohibitive.  Therefore,  Acme  would  like 
to  buy  property  in  Hyde  Park,  presently  owned 
by  DeLaval  Separator  Company,  which  is  located 
at  1415  Hyde  Park  Avenue.  Construction  and 
improvements  will  be  made  to  an  existing  plant. 
A  brief  discussion  ensued  as  to  the  present  number 
of  employees  (thirty)  and  growth  potential  at  new 
location  (approximately  twenty),  pay  levels,  and 
the  possibility  of  hiring  Boston  residents.  Subse- 
quently Mr.  O'Leary  made  a  motion  to  pass  the 
resolution  of  Acme.  The  board  voted  unanimously 
to  approve  the  project. 

The  third  item  on  the  agenda  of  new  business 
was  second  and  final  approval  of  the  Wharf 
Museum,  Inc.  Project.  Jeffrey  Wiesen,  the  mu- 
seum's bond  counsel  presented  and  explained 
briefly  all  the  changes  and  commented  on  the 
amendments.     It    was    explained    that    the    Wharf 


Museum,  Inc.  is  a  special  CARD  area;  that  after 
final  IDFA  approval  the  "Project"  will  be  sub- 
mitted to  MIFA  under  chapter  40D  laws.  A 
discussion  ensued  regarding  MIFA,  resolutions  and 
liability,  if  any,  of  the  IDFA  Board.  Mr.  Davis 
placed  the  resolution  before  the  board  and  it  was 
passed  unanimously. 

The  next  item  on  the  agenda,  that  requirements 
of  contingent  approval  from  a  lender  be  ready 
for  all  applicants  prior  to  the  presentation  of  their 
project  before  the  IDFA  Board,  was  presented  as 
a  resolution  and  passed  unanimously. 

The  last  item  of  new  business  was  discussion  of 
the  proposed  Logan  Airport  Cargo  Terminal 
Project.  The  chairman,  David  W.  Davis,  volun- 
tarily withdrew  himself  from  the  room  and  Mr. 
Bianchi  chaired  the  discussion.  The  question  before 
the  board  was  whether  IDFA  should  pass  this 
project  onto  MIFA  or  to  have  IDFA  process  it, 
which  would  possibly  necessitate  the  resignation 
of  IDFA's  chairman  due  to  conflict  of  interest 
and  delay  the  project.  Matthew  McGrath  moved 
that  the  IDFA  Board  vote  on  a  resolution  to  grant 
MIFA  the  authority  to  handle  this  project  within 
the  city  limits  of  Boston  and  the  resolution  passed 
unanimously.  This  resolution  is  the  final  action  on 
this  project  at  the  city  level. 
Old  Business 

A  detailed  discussion  ensued  regarding  the  lia- 
bility of  the  IDFA  Board,  how  our  legislation 
reads,  and  how  the  MIFA  legislation  compares 
with  it.  Mr.  Devereaux,  staff  counsel,  will  investi- 
gate the  possibility  of  IDFA  Board  getting  the 
same  protection  and  more  that  the  MIFA  Board 
has;  and /or  to  take  out  insurance  on  the  IDFA 
Board. 

An  update  was  given  on  Buttonwood  Associates 
and  Joseph  Pollak  Corporation.  Both  projects 
were  approved  by  City  Council  and  the  Mayor. 

There  was  a  brief  inquiry  as  to  when  future 
CARD  designations  would  be  forthcoming  from 
the  BRA.  The  board  was  informed  that  all  indica- 
tions from  the  BRA  point  to  a  second  round  of 
CARD'S  being  approved  in  September  or  October. 

Mr.  Davis  adjourned  the  meeting  at  4:50  p.m.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON 
WAYS  AND  MEANS 

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means,  submitted  the  following: 

In  February,  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means 
met  with  the  Public  Facilities  Commission  to  dis- 
cuss energy  conservation.  The  Public  Facilities 
Commission  was  asked  to  develop  a  master  plan 
to  conserve  energy  throughout  the  city.  On  Thurs- 
day, August  2,  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means 
met  to  review — among  other  things — the  plan  just 
recently  completed. 

This  plan  calls  for  an  energy  audit  of  all  public 
facilities.  Current  usage,  plant  and  equipment 
efficiency,  and  activity  needs  will  be  studied. 
Recommendations  will  be  made  to  make  each 
building  more  efficient,  including  power  plant  con- 
version to  remote  computerized  control. 

Substantial  energy  savings  have  been  achieved  in 
a  pilot  project  tying  in  Madison  Park  High,  the 
Grover  Cleveland,  and  Boston  English  to  the 
computer  center  on  Frontage  Road.  Computer 
saving  techniques  accounted  for  a  28  percent 
savings  ($152,000)  over  the  previous  year  at  the 
Grover  Cleveland  and  English  High.  Madison 
Park  is  a  new  school  and  comparative  statistics 
are  unavailable.  A  loan  order  before  you  (Decket 
No.  0921)  will  provide  funds  to  install  trans- 
mission lines  and  mechanical  controls  necessary 
for  central  conversion  at  the  following  schools: 

Jackson  Mann,  Murphy,  Quincy,  Lee,  Hennigan, 
Blackstone,  West  Roxbury  High,  Holland. 

The  Committee  encourages  this  type  of  project 
but  recognizes  that  it  will  take  a  lot  of  time  and 
money — both  scarce  resources.  In  order  to  save 
energy  now,  the  Committee  proposes  the  creation 
of  an  Energy  Conservation  Commission.  (See 
attachment  fll.)

Be   it  ordained   by   the   City   Council    of   Boston, 
as  follows: 


The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  are  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  Title  7,  chapter  3,  the 
following  new  chapter: 

CHAPTER  4— ENERGY  CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION 

Section  1,  There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston 
a  board  known  as  the  Energy  Conservation  Com- 
mission consisting  of  seven  members  to  hold 
office  for  three  years  from  the  date  of  enactment. 
The  Energy  Conservation  Commission  shall  con- 
sist of:  Director  of  Public  Facilities,  ex-officio, 
chairman;  Commissioner  of  Public  Works;  Fire 
Commissioner;  Commissioner  of  Health  and 
Hospitals;  Commissioner  of  Real  Property;  Police 
Commissioner;  Director  of  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority. 

Section  2.  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  the  com- 
mission is  to  coordinate  and  control  the  use 
of  public  buildings,  vehicles,  street  lighting,  and 
other  city  functions  which  pertain  to  the  use  of 
energy. 

Section  3.  Powers  and  Duties.  The  commis- 
sion shall  have  the  power  to: 

1)  control  the  use  of  any  public  building 
of  the  City  of  Boston; 

2)  control  the  use  of  all  vehicles  of  any 
type  which  are  owned,  leased,  or  otherwise 
used  by  the  City  of  Boston; 

3)  control  the  use  of  street  lights  and  other 
energy  uses  in  connection  with  the  use  of  our 
public  ways;  and 

4)  find  alternative  sources  of  energy. 

The  commission   shall   employ  whatever   staff 

is  necessary  to  implement  a  program  of  energy 

conservation.   The   commission  shall  promote   a 

program  of  public  information  and  education  of 

voluntary  conservation  in  the  uses  of  energy  in 

public  buildings  and  public  vehicles  for  all  city 

employees.

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Whereas,  Bill  S.691,  introduced  into  the  Senate 
by  Senator  Jack.  Danforth  of  Missouri  on  the  15th 
of  March  1979,  is  a  bill  designed  to  restrict  the 
use  of  federal  funds  for  the  purposes  of  lobbying 
at  the  state  level;  now  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  endorse 
this  bill  in  the  Senate  as  put  forth  by  Senator 
Danforth;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  a  Copy  of  this  resolution  is  sent 
to  the  Committee  on  Governmental  Affairs  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  and  one  copy  sent  to  Senator

Whereas,  Chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969  and 
chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  declared  a  public 
emergency  in  the  City  of  Boston  because  of  the 
substantial  shortage  of  rental  housing  accommoda- 
tions   producing    a    serious    threat    to    the    public 
health,  safety,  and  welfare;  and 

Whereas,  A  serious  housing  emergency  continues 
to  exist  in  the  City  of  Boston  because  of  the  lack 
of  safe,  decent,  and  affordable  housing  units;  and 
Whereas,  The  increasing  number  of  rental  units 
being  converted  into  condominiums  in  the  City  of 
Boston  has  risen  by  300  percent  in  the  past  two 
years,  thus  further  contributing  to  the  housing 
crisis,  especially  for  many  elderly  and  low-  and 
middle-income   residents;   and 

Whereas,  The  conversion  of  apartment  units  to 
condominiums  has  led  to  wide-scale  evictions  and 
displacement  in  many  neighborhoods  of  the  city; 
and 

Whereas,  Condominium  evictions  pose  a  serious 
threat  to  the  stability  of  life  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
especially  for  the  elderly  and  those  living  on  fixed 
incomes;  and 

Whereas,  Unless  action  is  taken  to  protect  resi- 
dents of  the  city  from  evictions  as  a  result  of 
condominium  conversions,  many  lifelong  residents 
will  be  permanently  uprooted  from  their  homes 
and  neighborhoods;  therefore,  be  it  ordained  by 
the  City  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  8  (a)  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975,  chapter 
15,  Regulating  Certain  Residential  Rents  and  Evic- 
tions, is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  sub- 
sections viii  and  x  and  substituting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  new  subsections: 

(viii)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
in  good  faith  for  use  and  occupancy  of  himself, 
or  his  children,  parents,  brother,  sister,  father- 
in-law,  mother-in-law,  son-in-law,  or  daughter-in- 
law,  except  if  the  unit  is  a  condominium  unit 
held  by  a  tenant  who  held  it  when  the  landlord 
became  its  owner. 

(x)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
for  any  other  just  cause,  provided  that  his  pur- 
pose is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  and 
purposes  of  this  ordinance.  Conversion  of  an 
apartment  unit  to  a  condominium  unit  shall  not 
be  a  just  cause  to  recover  possession  of  a  con- 
trolled rental  unit. 


ORDINANCE  AMENDING  CITY  OF  BOSTON

Whereas,  There  is  in  force  such  special  legisla- 
tion mandating  the  Mayor,  not  later  than  the 
first  Monday  in  February  of  each  year,  to  submit 
to  the  City  Council  the  annual  budget  of  the  city 
and  county  for  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year  and 
authorizing  the  Mayor  thereafter  to  submit  supple- 
mentary appropriation  orders  which  he  deems 
necessary;  and 

Whereas,  In  recent  years,  in  order  to  have 
nominal  compliance  with  such  special  legislation, 
the  Mayor  has  submitted  the  annual  budget  on 
or  before  the  first  Monday  in  February  in  an  in- 
complete form,  such  budget  has  then  been  rejected 
without  prejudice  by  the  City  Council,  and  the 
Mayor  subsequently  has  submitted  a  complete 
annual  budget  for  the  City  Council's  consideratioa 
(Such  complete  annual  budget,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Corporation  Counsel,  in  effect  being  a  supple- 
mentary budget — see  letter  of  Corporation  Counsel 
to  Chairman  of  Ways  and  Means  Committee  dated 
June  27,  1979); 

Whereas,  Such  a  supplementary  appropriation 
containing  a  complete  budget  for  an  entire  fiscal 
year,  when  submitted  after  the  first  day  in  May, 
does  not  permit  the  Council  sixty  days  in  which 
to  consider  such  budget  prior  to  the  start  of  a 
new  fiscal  year;

Whereas,  The  Mayor  should,  therefore,  be  re- 
quired to  submit  such  appropriation  order  and 
supporting  detail  at  the  latest  by  May  1  of  each

Whereas,  The  MBTA  chairman  has  proposed 
both  employee  layoffs  and  discontinuance  of  week- 
end service;  and 

Whereas,  Such  action  would  prevent  Bostonians 
and  others  from  reaching  their  places  of  employ- 
ment and  would  disrupt  the  downtown  Christmas 
shopping  season;  and 

Whereas,  Such  action,  rather  than  saving  some 
$16,000,000  as  the  MBTA  chairman  alleges,  would 
likely  cost  the  state  a  far  greater  sum  in  lost 
sales  and   meals   tax   revenues,   lost  payroll   taxes, 
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and  in  welfare  and  unemployment  benefits  to  work- 
ers laid  off  by  both  the  MBTA  and  the  retail 
stores,  and  to  those  forced  to  resign  jobs  because 
they  are  unable  to  reach  work  without  transporta- 
tion; therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  is  reso- 
lutely opposed  to  any  service  reductions  or  em-

Section  2.  The  annual  salary  of  the  chairman 
of  said  board  shall  be  twenty-three  thousand  five 
hundred  and  forty  dollars,  that  of  each  of  the 
other  two  members  shall  be  twenty-two  thousand 
four  hundred  and  seventy  dollars  and  that  of 
the  secretary  shall  be  twenty-two  thousand  four 
hundred  and  seventy  dollars.  Such  salaries  shall 
be  paid  in  monthly  installments  by  the  City  of 
Boston  and  such  salaries  shall  be  effective  as  of 
January  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight.

SUPPORTING   SENATE   BILL    1658 

Coun.  HICKS,  for  all  the  Councillors,  offered 
the  following: 

Whereas,  Asbestos  materials,  particularly  in 
sprayed  form,  were  extensively  used  in  the  con- 
struction and  renovation  of  school  buildings  for 
fireproofing,  sound  proofing,  and  other  purposes; 
and 

Whereas,  In  many  school  buildings  these  ma- 
terials have  become  damaged  or  friable  as  a  result 
of  deterioration,  abrasion,  water  leakage,  or  forced 
air  circulation  causing  the  release  of  asbestos  fibers 
into  the  air,  of  a  level  far  exceeding  acceptable 
norms;  and 

Whereas,  Medical  studies  suggest  that  children 
tend  to  be  more  susceptible  to  environmentally 
induced  cancer;  and

AMENDING  ORDINANCE  REGULATING 
CERTAIN  RESIDENTIAL  RENTS  AND 
EVICTIONS 

Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston 

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-nine 
An    Ordinance    Amending    Ordinance    Regulating 

Certain  Residential  Rents  and  Evictions. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Whereas,  It  has  been  determined  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  and  others  ■  that  there 
has  been  a  significant  number  of  conversions  from 
rental  housing  to  condominiums  during  the  past 
several  years;  and 

Whereas,  Evictions  resulting  from  these  increas- 
ingly frequent  conversions  to  nonrental  forms  of 
ownership  pose  a  serious  threat  to  the  stability  of 
life  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Condominium  conversion  is  contribut- 
ing to  the  serious  inflation  making  it  increasingly 
more  difficult  for  the  elderly  and  people  of  mod- 
erate means  to  continue  to  live  in  the  City  of 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Unless  meaningful  legislative  action  is 
taken,  many  lifelong  residents  of  the  city  are  in 
danger  of  losing  their  homes;  and 

Whereas,  Such  displacement  has  been  shown  to 
be  a  serious  threat  to  the  needed  local  income  to 
sustain  local  businesses;  and 

Whereas,  It  has  been  shown  by  Dr.  Clay  of 
M.I.T.  that  the  economic  effect  of  displacement 
attendant  upon  gentrification  is  to  raise  property 
taxes  which  will  negatively  inpact  the  homeowners 
of  the  North  End,  Dorchester,  South  Boston,  and 
East  Boston;  now,  therefore,  be  it  ordained  by 
the  City  Council  as  follows: 

Section  8(a)  of  the  Ordinances  of  1795,  chapter 
15,  Regulating  Certain  Residential  Rents  and 
Evictions  is  hereby  amended  and  clarified  by 
striking  out  subsections  vii  and  x  and  substituting 
in  place  thereof  the  following  new  subsections: 
(viii)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 

in  good  faith  for  use  and  occupancy  of  himself, 

or  his  children,  parents,  brother,  sister,  father- 
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in-law,  mother-in-law,  except  if  the  unit  is  a 
condominium  unit  held  by  a  tenant  who  held 
it  when  the  landlord  became  its  owner. 

(x)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
for  any  other  just  cause,  provided  that  his 
purpose  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions 
and  purposes  of  this  ordinance.  However,  con- 
version of  an  apartment  to  a  condominium  unit 
shall  not  be  a  just  cause  to  recover  possession 
of  a  controlled  rental  unit. 

ORDINANCE,  BOSTON  HOME  PROTECTION 
AND  CONDOMINIUM  CONTROL  ACT 
OF  1979 

Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

The  Boston  Home  Protection  and 
Condominium  Control  Act  of  1979 

Whereas,  The  increasing  number  of  rental  units 
being  converted  into  condominiums  in  the  City 
of  Boston  has  risen  by  300  percent  in  the  past 
two  years,  contributing  substantially  to  the  present 
housing  crisis,  especially  for  many  elderly  and 
low-and  middle-income  residents;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  a  public  right  of  all  citizens  to 
be  able  to  live  in  safe,  decent,  and  affordable 
housing;  and 

Whereas,  Economic  dislocation  stemming  from 
unrestrained  increases  in  the  demand  for  housing 
space  is  creating  a  situation  in  which  many 
residents  are  being  displaced  from  their  homes; 
and 

Whereas,  Vacancy  decontrol  has  proven  itself 
ineffective  in  halting  economic  displacement, 
run-away  rent  levels,  condominium  conversion;  and 

Whereas,  Constitutional  impediments  to  legisla- 
tive action  have  been  removed  through  the  ruling 
of  the  State  Attorney  General  this  day;  and 

Whereas,  If  action  is  not  taken  to  extend  the 
legal  protection  which  only  strong  rent  control 
laws  can  provide,  then  many  thousands  of  elderly 
residents  and  people  of  low  and  moderate  income 
will  be  faced  with  unnecessarily  steep  rent  increases 
and  forced  to  leave  their  homes;  and 

Whereas,  Chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969  and 
chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  declared  a  public 
emergency  in  the  City  of  Boston  because  of  the 
substantial  shortage  of  rental  housing  accommo- 
dations producing  a  serious  threat  to  the  public 
health,  safety,  and  welfare; 

Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested 
in  it  by  law,  including  wilhout  limitation  Article  2, 
as  amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amendments 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of 
1969,  as  amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of 
1970  and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  be  it 
declared  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston 
that  a  substantial  and  critical  shortage  of  safe, 
decent,  and  reasonably  priced  housing  units  con- 
tinue to  exist  because  of  (1)  the  conversion  of 
rental  housing  to  nonrental  forms  of  ownership; 
(2)  the  deterioration  and  demolition  of  existing 
housing;  and  (3)  an  insufficient  supply  of  new, 
reasonably  priced  rental  housing;  and  also 

Pursuant  to  the  Authority  vested  in  it  by  law, 
including,  without  limitation,  Article  2,  as  amended 
and  Article   47   of  the  Amendments    to   the   Con- 


stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended 
by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  and  by  chapter 
843  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  be  it  ordained  by  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Definitions. 

When  used  in  this  ordinance,  the  following 
terms  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

(a)  Board:  the  rent  board  established  by  section 
two  of  this  ordinance. 

(b)  Capital  improvement:  any  substantial  re- 
habilitation, addition,  or  improvement  which  ap- 
preciably adds  to  the  value  of  the  property  or 
prolongs  its  life,  or  both,  but  not  including  ordi- 
nary repairs  and  maintenance. 

(c)  Executive  Director:  the  executive  director  of 
the  board.  The  executive  director  shall  exercise  the 
regular  and  customary  functions  of  management. 
The  executive  director  shall  also  have  the  power 
to  govern  the  conduct  of  the  department  and  to 
hire  and  discharge  employees. 

(d)  Housing  Accommodation:  any  building, 
structure  or  part  thereof,  or  land  appurtenance 
thereto,  or  any  other  real  or  personal  property 
rented  or  offered  for  rent  for  living  dwelling 
purposes,  within  the  city,  including  houses,  apart- 
ments, rooming  or  boarding  house  units,  and  other 
properties  used  for  living  or  dwelling  purposes, 
together  with  all  services  connected  with  the  use 
or  occupancy  of  such  property,  not  including 
those  housing  accommodations  exempted  by  the 
board  as  a  consequence  of  their  being  any  of  the 
following  as  determined  by  the  board: 

i.  housing  accommodations  which  the  United 
States  or  the  Commonweatlh  of  Massachusetts 
or  any  authority  created  under  the  laws  thereof 
either  owns  or  finances  or  subsidizes  or  insures 
the  mortgage  thereon,  or  regulated  the  individual 
rents  thereof;  except  the  housing  accommoda- 
tions fianced  under  section  202,  207,  220, 
221(d)  or  236  of  the  National  Housing  Act  as 
amended  or  subsidized  under  section  8  or  section 
23  of  the  United  States  Housing  Act  of  1973,  as 
amended,  provided  that  regulation  hereunder  is 
not  expressly  prohibited  by  applicable  laws  or 
regulations. 

ii.  housing  accommodations  in  any  building  or 
structure  containing  no  more  than  two  dwelling 
units,  or  containing  four  dwelling  units,  one  of 
which  is  occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  as  his 
permanent  residence;  provided  that  two  or  more 
adjoining  buildings  or  structures  under  common 
legal  or  beneficial  ownership  shall  constitute  a 
single  building  or  structure  for  this  purpose;  and 
provided  further  that  no  building  or  structure 
shall  be  considered  occupied  by  the  owner 
thereof  unless  all  beneficial  owners  occupy  one 
or  more  dwelling  units  herein  as  their  perma- 
nent residence. 

iii.  housing  accommodations  newly  constructed 
after  the  effective  date  of  this  chapter. 

iv.  Housing  accommodations  in  hotels,  motels, 
inns,  tourist  homes,  and  rooming  or  boarding 
houses  which  are  occupied  in  the  majority  by 
transient  guests  for  a  period  of  less  than  fourteen 
consecutive  days,  provided  that  the  exception 
of  said  hotels,  motels,  inns,  tourist  homes,  and 
rooming  or  boarding  houses  from  the  above 
definition  may  be  reviewed  at  any  time  by  the 
board. 
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(e)  Housing  services:  services  or  facilities  pro- 
vided by  a  landlord  or  required  by  law  or  by  the 
terms  of  a  rental  housing  agreement  to  be  provided 
by  a  landlord  to  a  tenant  in  connection  with  the 
use  and  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommoda- 
tion, including,  without  limitation,  services,  furni- 
ture, furnishings,  and  equipment;  repairs,  decorat- 
ing and  maintenance;  provision  of  light,  heat,  hot 
water,  cold  water,  telephone,  and  elevator  service; 
kitchen,  bath,  and  laundry  facilities  and  privileges; 
use  of  halls,  corridors,  stairs,  common  rooms,  yard, 
and  other  common  areas;  maid  service,  linen 
service,  janitor  service,  removal  of  refuse,  parking 
facilities,  and  any  other  benefit,  privilege,  or 
facility  connected  with  the  use  or  occupancy  of 
any  housing  accommodation.  Housing  services  to 
a  housing  accommodation  shall  include  a  propor- 
tionate part  of  services  provided  to  common  fa- 
cilities of  the  building  in  which  the  housing  ac- 
commodation is  contained. 

(f)  Landlord:  the  individual  who  holds  title  to 
any  controlled  housing  accommodation  in  any 
manner  including,  but  not  limited  to,  a  partner- 
ship, corporation,  trust;  for  purposes  of  this  ordi- 
nance, the  rights  and  duties  of  the  landlord  here- 
under shall  be  the  obligation  of  anyone  who  man- 
ages, controls,  or  customarily  accepts  rent  on 
behalf  of  the  landlord. 

(g)  Net  operating  income:  rent  less  operating 
and  maintenance  expenses,  and  further,  less  net 
taxes. 

(h)  Net  taxes:  property  taxes  accruing  to  hous- 
ing accommodations  as  an  expense  to  the  owner, 
less  abatements  received  by  the  owner  during  or 
applied  to  the  period  of  time  the  liability  was 
incurred. 

(i)  Operating  and  maintenance  expenses:  the 
reasonable  and  necessary  expenses  to  a  landlord 
of  providing  housing  services  to  a  tenant,  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  maintenance,  repair,  manage- 
ment fee,  real  estate  broker's  commission,  insur- 
ance, utilities  included  within  the  rent  but  not 
including  mortgage  interest  and  amortization,  nor 
an  allowance  for  obsolescence  or  depreciation,  nor 
the  payment  of  property  taxes. 

(j)  Rent:  the  consideration,  including  any  bonus, 
benefit,  gratuity,  or  charge  contingent  or  otherwise, 
demanded  or  received  for,  or  in  connection  with, 
the  use  or  occupancy  of  a  housing  accommoda- 
tion or  for  housing  services  or  for  the  transfer  of 
a  lease  of  a  housing  accommodation. 

(k)  Rental  housing  agreement:  an  agreement, 
verbal,  written,  or  implied,  between  a  landlord  and 
a  tenant  for  use  and  occupancy  of  a  housing  ac- 
commodation and  for  housing  services. 

(1)  Tenant:  a  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sublessee, 
or    other    person,    entitled    under    the   terms    or   a 
rental  housing  agreement  to  the  use  and  occupancy 
of  any  housing  accommodation. 
Section  2.  Rent  Board. 

.(a)  Composition  —  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a 
board  known  as  the  Rent  Board,  consisting  of 
seven  residents  of  the  city  including  two  tenants 
who  own  no  housing  accommodations  and  who 
are  covered  under  the  terms  of  this  ordinance, 
one  homeowner  who  owns  no  other  housing  ac- 
commodation, one  public  housing  tenant  not 
covered  by  this  ordinance,  one  housing  profes- 
sional who  owns  or  manages  no  housing  accom- 
modations   other    than    his    own    home    (owner- 


occupied  dwelling  not  covered  by  this  ordinance) 
and  two  landlords  who  own  or  manage  housing 
accommodations  in  the  city. 

(b)  Selection  —  The  mayor  shall  publicly  solicit 
names  for  nomination  to  the  Rent  Board.  Subse- 
quent to  a  public  hearing  called  for  the  purpose 
of  gathering  public  opinion  and  advice  regarding 
mayoral  appointees,  which  hearing  shall  be  an- 
nounced not  less  than  ten  working  days  prior  to 
appointment  of  a  member  to  the  board,  the  mayor 
shall  appoint  members  to  the  board.  Members  of 
the  board  shall  serve  for  a  term  expiring  on  the 
first  Monday  of  the  January  following  the  next 
biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a  Mayor  is 
elected.  The  board  shall  chose  one  of  its  members 
by  election  to  serve  as  chairperson  for  a  term 
of  one  year.  Vacancies  shall  be  filled  within  sixty 
days  by  the  procedures  outlined  above  for  the 
unexpired  term. 

(c)  Powers  and  Duties  —  The  board  shall  be 
responsible  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance.  The  board  shall  hire  the  executive  di- 
rector. The  board  shall  promulgate  such  policies, 
rules,  rulings,  and  regulations,  and  shall  issue  such 
orders,  as  will  further  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance. The  board  shall  hold  public  hearings  with 
adequate  notice  and  at  times  and  places  convenient 
to  interested  parties  prior  to  the  issuance  of  poli- 
cies or  regulations.  The  board  shall,  as  provided 
in  sections  3,  4,  and  6,  establish  and  adjust  the 
maximum  rent  that  may  be  charged  for  housing 
accommodations,  shall  grant  or  deny  certificates 
of  eviction  as  provided  under  section  8,  and  shall 
bring  such  proceedings  that  may  be  necessary  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  to 
enforce  any  policy,  rule,  ruling,  regulation,  or 
order  promulgated  or  issued  by  the  board  under 
this  ordinance.  The  board  may  refer  any  appro- 
priate matter  to  the  assessing,  building,  fire,  or 
housing  inspection  departments,  or  other  appro- 
priate departments,  and  may,  at  the  request  of  a 
landlord  or  a  tenant,  render  an  advisory  opinion 
as  to  the  permissible  impact  of  a  proposed  capital 
improvement  on  the  rents. 

(d)  Studies,  Information,  Investigations,  and 
Reports  —  The  board  may  take  such  studies  and 
investigations,  conduct  such  hearings,  and  obtain 
such  information  as  is  deemed  necessary  in  pro- 
mulgating any  regulation,  rule  or  order  under  this 
code  and  regulations  and  orders  promulgated  here- 
under. For  the  foregoing  purposes,  a  person  may 
be  summoned  to  attend  and  testify  and  to  produce 
books  and  prepare  in  like  manner  as  he  may  be 
summoned  to  attend  as  a  witness  before  a  court 
and  before  the  City  Council  under  section  8  of 
chapter  233.  Any  person  who  rents  or  offers  for 
rent  or  acts  as  broker  or  agent  for  the  rental  of 
any  controlled  housing  accommodation  may  be 
required  to  furnish  under  oath  any  information 
required  by  the  board,  and  to  produce  records  and 
other  documents  and  make  reports.  Such  persons 
shall  have  the  right  to  be  represented  by  counsel, 
and  a  transcript  shall  be  taken  of  all  testimony 
and  such  person  shall  have  the  right  to  examine 
said  transcript  at  reasonable  times  and  places. 
Section  10  of  chapter  233  of  the  General  Laws 
shall  apply.  The  board  shall  recommend  for  adop- 
tion such  amendments  as  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 
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(e)  Compensation  —  Board  members  shall  be 
compensated  at  the  rate  of  seventy-five  dollars  per 
diem  or  part  thereof  for  actual  services  rendered. 
For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  board  members 
shall  be  considered  special  public  employees  as 
defined  under  chapter  268A  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws. 
Section  3.  Maximum  Rent. 

The  maximum  rent  of  a  housing  accommodation 
which  was  a  controlled  unit  under  chapter  15  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1975  shall  be  the  initial  rent 
established  under  this  ordinance. 

If  the  initial  maximum  rent  has  not  been  other- 
wise established,  it  shall  be  established  by  the 
board  according  to  the  following  formula,  except 
for  units  not  rented  as  of  December  31,  1975,  in 
which  cases  the  board  shall  set  a  maximum  rent 
not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

(a)  The  housing  accommodation's  rent  as  of 
December  31,  1975,  shall  be  considered  the  base 
rent. 

(b)  The  board  shall  compute  the  average 
city-wide  percent  increase  in  operating  and 
maintenance  expenses  and  property  taxes  from 
December  31,  1975,  to  the  effective  date  of 
this  ordinance. 

(c)  The  initial  maximum  rent  set  by  the  board 
shall  be  the  base  rent  plus  70  percent  times  the 
percent  increase  described  in  section  3  (b)  times 
the  base  rent. 

Section  4.  Registration. 

The  board  shall  require  registration  of  all  con- 
trolled housing  accommodations  on  forms  ap- 
proved by  the  executive  director.  Whoever  fails 
timely  to  file  any  statement  or  information  re- 
quired to  be  filed  under  this  section,  or  who  has 
failed  to  file  any  information  required  under 
chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of  1970  or  chapter  15 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1975,  shall  in  addition  to 
other  penalties  under  section  10,  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  up  to  fifty  dollars  per  calendar  day  that 
such  failure  continues.  No  petition  for  a  certifi- 
cate of  eviction  or  an  upward  adjustment  of 
maximum  rent  shall  be  accepted  by  the  board 
until  all  statements  and  information  required  to 
be  filed  under  this  section  have  been  filed  and 
any  such  petition  received  prior  to  such  filing 
shall  be  dismissed. 
Section  5.  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent. 

(a)  The  board  shall  by  order  or  regulation  as 
provided  by  section  6,  make  individual  or  general 
adjustments,  either  upward  or  downward  of  the 
maximum  rent  established  by  section  3  for  any 
housing  accommodation,  and  in  so  doing  shall 
observe  the  principle  of  maintaining  maximum 
rents  for  housing  acommodations  at  levels  which 
will  yield  to  landlords  a  fair  net  operating  income 
from  such  housing  accommodations. 

(b)  Fair  Net  Operating  Income.  The  fair  net 
operating  income  for  any  housing  accommodation 
shall  not  exceed  the  dollar  net  operating  income 
yielded  by  the  unit  in  a  base  year  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  board,  except  in  the  case  of  extreme 
hardship  or  inequity  due  to  factors  beyond  the 
landlord's  control. 

In  determining  whether  the  maximum  rent  for 
housing  accommodations  yields  a  fair  net  operating 
income,  the  board  shall  consider  the  following: 


i.  increases  or  decreases  in  property  taxes; 

ii.  unavoidable  increases  or  any  decreases  in 
operating  and  maintenance  expenses; 

iii.  capital  improvement  of  the  housing  ac- 
commodations as  distinguished  from  ordinary 
repair,  replacement,  and  maintenance  to  the 
extent  it  is  necessary  to  make  the  housing  ac- 
commodation comply  with  applicable  state  and 
municipal  codes,  and  amortized  over  the  useful 
life  of  the  improvements,  and  other  capital  im- 
provements only  insofar  as  they  are  either  re- 
quested by  a  majority  of  affected  tenants  or 
do  not  create  displacement;  and  are  amortized 
for  the  purpose  of  this  act,  over  the  useful  life 
of  the  improvements; 

iv.  increases  or  decreases  in  living  space  or 
housing  services; 

v.  deterioration  of  the  housing  accommodation. 

(c)  For  the  purpose  of  adjusting  rents  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  the  board  may  promul- 
gate a  schedule  of  standard  rental  decreases  for 
code  violations  and/or  deterioration  of  specific 
services  and  facilities. 

(d)  Denial  of  adjustment  —  Notwithstanding  any 
other  provision  of  this  section,  the  board  shall 
refuse  to  grant  an  upward  adjustment  of  maximum 
rent  if  it  determines  that  the  affected  housing 
accommodation  does  not  comply  with  the  state 
sanitary  code,  or  the  Boston  Building  Code,  or 
the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code,  or  any  other 
municipal  code,  ordinance,  or  state  law,  regulating 
the  conditions  of  housing  accommodations.  The 
board  may  refuse  to  make  a  downward  adjustment 
of  maximum  rent  if  it  determines  that  the  tenant 
is  more  than  sixty  days  in  arrears  in  payment  of 
rent,  unless  such  arrearage  is  due  to  withholding 
of  rent  under  the  provisions  of  section  8A  of 
chapter  239  of  the  General  Laws,  or  section  127L 
of  chapter  111,  or  an  action  taken  under  a  viola- 
tion of  the  implied  warrant  of  habitability. 
Section  6.   Rent  Adjustment  Proceedings. 

(a)  Individual  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent  — 
The  board  shall  consider  an  adjustment  of  rent 
for  an  individual  housing  accommodation  upon 
receipt  of  a  petition  for  adjustment  filed  by  the 
landlord  or  tenant  of  such  housing  accommodation 
or  upon  its  own  initiative.  Such  petition  shall  be 
made  on  a  form  approved  by  the  executive  di- 
rector. The  board  shall  notify  the  landlord  and 
tenant  if  the  petition  was  filed  by  the  tenant,  or 
the  tenant  and  landlord  if  the  petition  was  filed 
by  the  landlord,  of  the  receipt  of  such  petition 
and  of  the  right  of  either  party  to  request  a 
hearing  in  writing  within  fifteen  calendar  days  of 
receipt  of  such  notice,  or  the  board  may  schedule 
a  hearing  on  its  own  initiative.  If  a  hearing  is 
timely  requested  by  either  party,  or  if  the  action 
is  undertaken  on  the  initiative  of  the  board,  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing  shall  be 
furnished  to  the  landlord  and  tenant  and  the 
hearing  shall  be  conducted  before  a  designee  of 
the  board.  The  board  may  consolidate  petitions 
and  actions  taken  under  its  own  initiative  relating 
to  housing  accommodations  in  the  same  building 
or  development,  and  all  such  petitions  and  actions 
may  be  considered  in  a  single  hearing.  Hearings 
undertaken  under  this  section  shall  be  held  at  a 
time  and  place  convenient  to  the  affected  parties 
except  such  hearing  shall  be  expeditious.  In  order 
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to  facilitate  the  parties'  right  to  a  speedy  hearing, 
the  board  may  take  such  actions  as  will  hasten 
the  proceedings  without  impairing  the  justice  of  its 
deliberations,  especially  in  the  case  of  extreme 
hardship. 

(b)  General  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent  by 
Regulation  —  Upon  any  increase  or  decrease  of 
the  rate  of  taxation,  the  board  may  undertake  a 
general  adjustment.  The  amount  of  the  general 
adjustment  shall  be  the  dollar  increase  or  decrease 
of  the  impact  of  the  tax  rate  upon  the  affected 
housing  accommodations.  The  impact  of  such  in- 
creases or  decreases  of  the  rate  of  taxation  shall 
fall  equitably  on  a  property  by  property  basis  and 
within  a  property,  on  a  unit  by  unit  basis.  Prior 
to  making  such  adjustments,  a  public  hearing  shall 
be  held  before  at  least  a  majority  of  the  board. 
Notice  of  the  time,  place,  and  purpose  of  such 
hearings  shall  be  published  three  times  in  at  least 
one  newspaper  having  a  general  circulation  in 
the  city. 

(c)  Limitations  of  Petitions  for  Individual  Ad- 
justment —  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision 
of  this  section,  the  board  may,  without  holding  a 
hearing,  refuse  to  adjust  the  maximum  rent  for  an 
individual  housing  accommodation  and  may  dis- 
miss any  petition  for  adjustment  if  a  decision  has 
been  made  with  regard  to  the  maximum  rent  for 
such  housing  accommodation  within  twelve  months 
or  if  the  board  finds  that  the  petition  for  adjust- 
ment is  filed  for  the  purposes  of  harassment  or 
for  other  purposes  not  intended  by  this  ordinance. 

(d)  Hearings  required  under  paragraph  (a)  shall 
be  conducted  at  times  and  places  convenient  to 
affected  parties  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  section  11  of  chapter  30A  of  the  General  Laws 
except  that  requirements  (7)  and  (8)  of  said 
section   11  shall  not  apply  to  such  hearings. 

(e)  Judicial  Review  —  Upon  a  decision  by  the 
board  under  paragraph  (a)  or  (c)  of  this  section, 
either  party  concerned  may  appeal  to  the  district 
court  for  the  judicial  district  within  which  the 
housing  accommodation  is  located  or  to  the 
housing  court  of  the  City  of  Boston,  within  thirty 
calendar  days  after  such  decision. 

Section  7.  Information  to  be  Supplied  in  Connec- 
tion with  Tenant  Petitions  and  Board-Initiated 
Actions  for  Adjustment. 
Upon  receipt  by  the  board  of  a  tenant  petition 
for  adjustment  of  maximum  rent,  or  upon  action 
initiated  by  the  board  for  adjustment  of  maximum 
rent,  the  landlord  shall  furnish  to  the  executive 
director,  within  fifteen  calendar  days  after  a 
written  demand  therefor  an  information  statement 
on  forms  approved  by  the  executive  director.  Who- 
ever fails  timely  to  file  any  information  required 
to  be  filed  under  this  setcion  may  in  addition  to 
other  penalties  under  section  10  be  subject  to-  a 
fine  of  up  to  fifty  dollars  per  calendar  day  that 
such  failure  continues. 
Section  8.  Evictions. 

(a)  No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover 
possession  of  a  housing  accommodation  unless: 
i.  the  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the  rent  to 
which  the  landlord  is  entitled,  unless  the  tenant 
is  withholding  rent  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 8A  of  chapter  239  of  the  General  Laws,  or 
section  127L  of  chapter  111,  or  an  action  taken 
under  a  violation  of  the  implied  warrant  of 
habitability; 


ii.  the  tenant  has  violated  an  obligation  or 
covenant  of  his  or  her  tenancy  other  than  the 
obligation  to  surrender  possession  upon  proper 
notice  and  has  failed  to  cure  such  violation 
after  having  received  written  notice  thereof  from 
the  landlord; 

iii.  the  tenant  is  committing  or  permitting  to 
exist  a  nuisance  in,  or  is  causing  substantial 
damage  to,  the  housing  accommodation,  or  is 
creating  substantial  interference  with  the  com- 
fort, safety,  or  enjoyment  of  the  landlord  or 
other  occupants  of  the  same  or  any  adjacent 
accommodation; 

iv.  the  tenant  is  convicted  of  using  or  per- 
mitting a  housing  accommodation  to  be  used 
for  any  illegal  purpose; 

v.  the  tenant,  who  had  a  written  lease  or 
rental  agreement  which  terminated  on  or  after 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance  has  refused,  after 
written  request  or  demand  by  the  landlord,  to 
execute  a  written  extension  or  renewal  thereof 
for  a  further  term  of  like  duration  and  in  such 
terms  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  or  violative 
of  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance; 

vi.  the  tenant  has  refused  the  landlord  reason- 
able access  to  the  housing  accommodation  for 
the  purpose  of  making  necessary  repairs  or  im- 
provements required  by  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  the  Commonwealth,  or  any  subdivision 
thereof,  or  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  as 
permitted  or  required  by  law,  or  for  the  purpose 
of  showing  the  housing  accommodation  to  any 
prospective  purchaser  or  mortgagee; 

vii.  the  tenant  holding  at  the  end  of  a  lease 
term  is  a  subtenant  not  approved  by  the  land- 
lord; 

viii.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
in  good  faith  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of 
himself  or  his  children,  parents,  brother,  sister, 
father-in-law,  mother-in-law,  son-in-law,  or 
daughter-in-law,  except  where  the  board  finds 
such  actions  would  result  in  unreasonable  dis- 
placement or  excessive  loss  of  reasonably  priced 
housing  accommodations  contrary  to  the  pur- 
poses of  this  ordinance;   or 

ix.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
for  any  other  just  cause,  provided  that  his  pur- 
pose is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  and 
purposes  of  this  ordinance,  except  that  conver- 
sion of  rental  housing  to  nonrental  forms  of 
ownership  shall  not  constitute  just  cause; 

x.  any  conveyance  of  housing  accommoda- 
tions for  the  purpose  of  removing  such  housing 
accommodations  from  the  rental  housing  market 
may  be  viewed  by  the  board  as  constituting  a 
conveyance  which  has  as  its  intent  an  implied 
recovery  of  possession  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  in  those  instances  where 
such  conveyances  create  substantial  displacement 
of  tenants,  and  the  board  may  find  in  such 
instances  that  the  implied  recovery  is  in  viola- 
tion of  this  ordinance. 

(b)  A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession  of 
a  controlled  housing  accommodation  shall  apply 
to  the  board  for  a  certificate  of  eviction.  Upon 
receipt  of  such  an  application,  the  board  shall 
send  a  copy  of  the  application  to  the  tenant  of  the 
controlled  housing  accommodation  together  with 
a  notification  of  all  rights  and  procedures  avail- 
able under  this  section.  If  the  board  finds  the  facts 
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attested  to  in  the  landlord's  petition  are  valid 
and  in  compliance  with  paragraph  (a),  the  certi- 
ficate of  eviction  shall  be  issued. 

(c)  A  landlord  who  seeks  to  recover  possession 
of  a  housing  accommodation  without  a  certificate 
of  eviction  shall  be  deemed  to  have  violated  this 
ordinance,  and  the  board  shall  initiate  a  criminal 
prosecution  for  such  violation. 

(d)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth,  or  any 
agency  or  political  subdivision  thereof  may  main- 
tain an  action  or  proceeding  to  recover  possession 
of  any  housing  accommodation  operated  by  it 
where  such  action  or  proceeding  is  authorized  by 
the  statute  or  regulation  under  which  such  accom- 
modations are  administered. 

(e)  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  con- 
strued as  additional  restrictions  on  the  right  to 
recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommodation. 
No  provision  of  this  section  shall  entitle  any  person 
to  recover  possession  of  such  a  housing  accom- 
modation. No  provision  of  this  section  shall 
entitle  any  person  to  recover  possession  of  such 
a  housing  accommodation.  Upon  a  decision  of 
said  board  concerning  the  granting  or  withholding 
of  a  certificate  of  eviction,  either  party  concerned 
may  appeal  to  the  district  court  within  the  juris- 
diction of  which  the  housing  accommodation  in- 
volved is  located  or  to  the  housing  court  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  within  thirty  calendar  days  after 
such  decision. 

Section  9.  Civil  Remedies. 

(a)  Any  person  who  demands,  accepts,  receives, 
or  retains  any  payments  of  rent  in  excess  of  the 
maximum  lawful  rent,  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  or  any  rule,  regulation,  or  order 
hereunder  promulgated,  shall  be  liable  as  herein- 
after provided  to  the  person  from  whom  such  pay- 
ment is  demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained, 
or  to  the  city  for  reasonable  attorney's  fees  and 
costs  as  determined  by  the  court,  plus  liquidated 
damages  in  the  amount  of  one  hundred  dollars, 
or  not  more  than  three  times  the  amount  by  which 
the  payment  or  payments  demanded,  accepted,  re- 
ceived, or  retained  exceed  the  maximum  rent  which 
could  be  lawfully  demanded,  accepted,  received, 
or  retained,  whichever  is  the  greater;  provided 
that  if  the  defendant  proves  that  the  violation 
was  neither  willful  nor  the  result  of  failure  to 
take  practicable  precautions  against  the  occurrence 
of  the  violation,  the  amount  of  such  liquidated 
damages  shall  be  the  amount  of  the  overcharge 
or  overcharges. 

(b)  If  the  person  from  whom  such  payment  is 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or 
any  rule,  regulation,  or  order  hereunder  promul- 
gated fails  to  bring  an  action  under  this  section 
within  thirty  calendar  days  from  the  date  of  the 
occurrence  of  the  violation  the  board  may  settle 
the  claim  arising  out  of  the  violation  or  bring 
such  action.  Settlement  by  the  board  shall  there- 
after bar  any  other  person  from  bringing  action 
for  the  violation  or  violations  with  regard  to 
which  a  settlement  has  been  reached.  In  the  event 
the  board  settles  said  claim,  it  shall  be  entitled  to 
retain  the  costs  it  incurred  in  the  settlement 
thereof,  and  the  person  against  whom  the  violation 
has  been  committed  shall  be  entitled  to  the  re- 
mainder. In  the  event  the  city  brings  action  under 


the  provisions  of  this  section,  it  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  attorney's  fees  and  costs  under  the 
provisions  of  paragraph  (a)  and  the  person  against 
whom  the  violation  was  committed  shall  be 
awarded  liquidated  damages  under  the  provisions 
of  said  paragraph  (a). 

(c)  A  judgment  for  damages  or  on  the  merits 
in  any  action  under  this  section  shall  be  a  bar 
to  any  recovery  under  this  section  or  in  any  other 
action  against  the  same  defendant  on  account  of 
any  violation  with  respect  to  the  same  person  prior 
to  the  institution  of  the  action  in  which  such 
judgment  was  rendered.  Action  to  recover  liqui- 
dated damages  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  not  be  brought  later  than  one  year  after  the 
date  of  violation.  A  single  action  for  damages 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  may  include 
all  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
committed  by  the  same  defendant  against  the 
same  person. 

(d)  The  district  court  for  the  judicial  district 
within  which  the  housing  accommodation  affected 
is  located  and  the  housing  court  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  severally  have  concurrent  original 
jurisdiction  over  all  actions  and  complaints  brought 
under  this   section. 

Section  10.  Criminal  Penalties. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  de- 
mand, accept,  receive,  or  retain  any  rent  for  the 
use  or  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodations 
in  excess  of  the  maximum  rent  prescribed  therefor 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  the  rules, 
regulations  or  orders  hereunder  promulgated,  or 
otherwise  to  do  or  omit  to  do  any  action  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or 
the  rules,  regulations  or  orders  hereunder  promul- 
gated. It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  by  act 
or  omission  knowingly  to  engage  in  any  conduct 
tending  to  deprive  a  tenant  of,  or  to  prevent  a 
tenant  from  exercising,  any  right  conferred  by 
this  code,  including  any  such  conduct  tending  to 
deprive  a  tenant  of  the  peace,  comfort,  or  enjoy- 
ment of  a  housing  accommodation  in  violation  of 
this  ordinance  and  any  such  conduct  intended  to 
result  in  substantial  inconvenience  or  amounting 
to  a  violation  of  privacy,  harassment,  intimidation, 
threat,  or  coercion. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  de- 
mand, accept,  receive,  or  retain  any  payment  which 
exceeds  the  maximum  lawful  rent  for  one  month 
as  a  finder's  fee  or  service  charge  for  the  oppor- 
tunity to  examine  or  lease  any  housing  accommo- 
dation and  no  finder's  fee  or  service  charge  shall 
be  lawful  unless  the  person  from  whom  the  pay- 
ment is  demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained 
actually  rents  or  leases  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion with  regard  to  which  payment  of  said  fee  or 
said  charge  has  been  demanded,  accepted,  received, 
or  retained. 

(c)  Whoever  willfully  violates  any  provision  of 
this  ordinance  or  any  rule,  regulation  or  order 
hereunder  promulgated  or  whoever  knowingly 
makes  any  false  statement  in  any  testimony  before 
the  board  or  whoever  knowingly  supplies  the  board 
with  any  false  information  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  or 
by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  ninety  days  or 
both;  provided,  however,  that  in  the  case  of  a 
second  or  subsequent  offense,  such  person  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  three  thou- 
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sand    dollars    or    by    imprisonment    for   not   more 
than  one  year  or  both. 

(d)  The  district  court  for  the  judicial  district 
within  which  the  housing  accommodation  affected 
is  located  and  the  housing  court  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  severally  have  concurrent  jurisdiction 
over  all  such  actions  and  complaints. 
Section  11.  Injunctions. 

The  superior  court  and  the  housing  court  of  the 
City  of  Boston  shall  severally  have  jurisdicton  in 
equity  to  restrain  by  injunction  any  violation  of 
this  ordinance  and  of  rules,  regulations,  and  orders 
promulgated  by  the  board. 
Section  12.  Effective  Date. 

This     ordinance     shall     become     effective     on 
October    1,    1979. 
Section  13.  Duration. 

This  ordinance  shall  remain  in  effect  until  the 
board  determines  through  a  study  that  the  vacancy 
rate  in  Boston  housing  accommodations  has 
passed  above  8  percent  of  the  available  stock 
being  offered  for  rent.  Upon  such  a  determination, 
the  board  shall  inform  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
that  in  its  opinion  the  vacancy  rate  has  passed 
8  percent  and  upon  receipt  of  such  notification, 
the  City  Council  shall  hold  public  hearings  to 
determine  the  accuracy  of  the  board's  study.  Upon 
a  determination  that  the  vacancy  rate  has  passed 
above  8  percent  over  a  period  of  time  not  less 
than  one  calendar  year,  the  Council  may  suspend 
the  effect  of  this  ordinance  for  one  calendar  year 
at  which  time  a  determination  that  the  rate  has 
fallen  below  8  percent  shall  constitute  a  reinvoca- 
tion  of  this  ordinance  whose  effective  date  shall 
be  not  more  than  thirty  days  after  such  a  deter- 
mination. 
Section  14.  Constitutional  Construction. 

The  provisons  of  this  ordinance  are  severable, 
and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  uncon- 
stitutional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court 
shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining 
provisions. 
Section  15.  Transitional  Provisions. 

Chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of  1970  expired  on 
December  31,  1975.  Upon  passage  of  this  ordi- 
nance, chapter  15  of  the  ordinances  of  1975  shall 
expire  on  September  1,  1979,  any  wording  within 
chapter  15  to  the  contrary.  Any  matters  before 
the  administrator  under  any  of  the  above- 
mentioned  acts  and  ordinances  pending  on  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  considered 
by  the  board  established  hereunder  as  if  brought 
by  way  of  petition  or  action  in  accordance  with 
this  ordinance,  and  the  board  may  consolidate  any 
such  matter  with  any  petition  for  adjustment  or 
action  initiated  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 
Section  16.  Public  Education. 

Within  one  calendar  year  of  the  effective  date 
of  this  ordinance,  and  once  every  calendar  year 
thereafter,  the  board  shall  make  known  the  terms 
of  this  ordinance,  and  rules,  regulations,  and 
policies  promulgated  under  this  ordinance,  to 
affected  parties.  The  board  shall  undertake  a 
public  education  function  informing  the  public  in 
languages  and  in  format  understood  by  the  various 
segments  of  the  citizens  of  Boston  the  rights  and 
responsibilities  of  the  parties  delineated  under  this 
ordinance.   Such   efforts    shall    utilize   the   various 


audio,  visual,  and  printed  media  as  well  as  written 
documents  produced  by  the  board  for  clarification 
of  the  effects  of  this  ordinance.

Prescott  Square,  East  Boston,  residents  a  park  and

Whereas,  Close  by  an  empty  plot  of  land  enclosed 
by  a  broken  iron  fence  cleaned  by  a  group  of 
East  Boston  teenagers  from  the  "Adopt  a  Park" 
program,  remains  vacant;  and 

Whereas,  Five  thousand  dollars  has  been  ap- 
proved under  the  Community  Development  Block 
Grant  funds  (CDBG)  submitted  by  a  neighbor  of 
the  proposed  park  for  a  new  fence,  benches,  and 
trees;  and 

Whereas,  Residents  of  Prescott  Square  have  been 
informed  that  there  are  not  to  be  new  benches 
nor  trees  but  only  a  patched  fence;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in 
meeting  assembled,  hold  a  hearing  relative  to  this 
matter  at  which  meeting  George  DeAngelis  of 
DeAngelis  Ironworks,  contractor  for  the  Prescott 
Park  project,  the  director  of  Parks  and  Recreation, 
the  director  of  the  Community  Development  Block 
Grant  funding  will  be  invited  to  attend. 

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Neighborhood 
Development. 


LICENSING  BOARD  NOT  TO  AWARD  ANY 
ORIGINAL  LIQUOR  LICENSES  UNTIL 
PROPOSED  REDUCTION  QUOTA  HAS 
BEEN  CONSIDERED 

Couns.  IANNELLA  and  HICKS  offered  the 
following: 

Whereas,  For  the  past  several  years,  residents  of 
the  many  Boston  neighborhoods  have  repeatedly 
objected  to  the  licensing  of  new  liquor  establish- 
ments in  their  area;  and 

Whereas,  Our  citizens  nearly  unanimously  agree 
that  the  present  number  of  licensed  premises,  if 
not  excessive,  is  at  least  quite  sufficient  to  meet 
demand;  and 

Whereas,  The  special  license  quota  for  Boston 
established  by  the  Legislature  permits  many  more 
licenses  per  capita  than  in  any  other  municipality 
in  the  Commonwealth;  and 

Whereas,  This  quota  has  not  been  reduced  for 
many  years,  and  stands  at  700  licenses;  and 

Whereas,  There  are  presently  692  licensed 
premises  in  the  city;  and 
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Whereas,  There  has  been  speculation  that  the 
Licensing  Board  will  shortly  consider  awarding 
additional  licenses;  and 

Whereas,  A  proposal  to  reduce  the  quota  of 
such  licenses  has  this  day  been  introduced;  and 

Whereas,  The  award  of  licenses  prior  to  the 
proper  consideration  of  this  proposal  would  con- 
travene its  intent;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Licensing  Board  for  the 
City  of  Boston,  be,  and  hereby  is,  respectfully 
requested  not  to  award  any  original  licenses  until 
the  proposed  reduction  in  quota  has  been  fully 
considered.

APPROVING   PETITION    FOR    SPECIAL  LAW 

RE    AN    ACT    TO    DECREASE    NUMBER 

OF  LICENSES  FOR  SALE  OF  ALCOHOLIC 

BEVERAGES  IN   BOSTON 

Couns.  IANNELLA,  HICKS  and  McDONOUGH 

offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court, 
accompanied  by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating 
to  the  City  of  Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested 
copy  of  this  order  be,  and  hereby  is,  approved 
under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of  article  2,  as 
amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substan- 
tially as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  17  of  chapter  138  of  the 
General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  the 
sixth  paragraph  thereof,  and  inserting  in  its  place, 
the  following: 

The  licensing  board  for  the  City  of  Boston  may 
grant  692  licenses  under  section  12;  provided, 
that  no  further  original  licenses  under  said  sec- 
tion shall  be  granted  until  the  number  of  licenses 
outstanding  thereunder  shall  have  been  reduced 
to  less  than  650  by  cancellation  or  revocation  or 
the  failure  of  holders  of  such  licenses  to  apply 
for  renewal  and  thereafter  licenses  thereunder 
may  be  granted  only  up  to  a  total  not  exceeding 
650.  Said  board  may  grant  250  licenses  for  the 
sale  of  all  alcoholic  beverages  under  section  15. 
The  number  of  licenses  for  the  sale  of  wines 
and  malt  beverages  only,  or  both,  in  the  said 
city  shall  not  exceed  320. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its 
passage. 

On   motion  of  Coun.  IANNELLA  the  question 
first  came  on  suspension  of  the  rules. 
The  rules  were  suspended,  yeas  6,  nays  0: 
Yeas    —    Councillors     DiCara,    Flynn,    Hicks, 
Iannella,  Langone,  Sansone  —  6.

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following  amend- 
ment: 

That  transfers  of  existing  licenses  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a  public  hearing  in  the  neighborhood  in 
which  the  license  is  to  be  relocated,  properly 
advertised  and  at  an  appropriate  time  to  afford 
that  neighborhood  an  opportunity  to  be  present. 
The  amendment  was  adopted.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  That  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance 
2,  section  360,  is  hereby  repealed  and  the  following 
new  section  360  is  substituted  therefor:  From  the 
time  this  ordinance  is  in  force  and  until  such  time 
as  the  Mayor  complies  with  chapter  12  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1979  the  Mayor  shall  be  paid  an 
annual  salary  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  on  the  first  day  of  the  next 
three  succeeding  months  after  the  date  this  ordi- 
nance is  in  force  the  Mayor's  annual  salary  shall 
be  reduced  an  additional  five  thousand  dollars  until 
such  time  as  he  complies  with  chapter  12. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  repealed  by 
the  Mayor's  complance  with  said  chapter  12  and 
his  annual  salary  shall,  effective  as  of  the  date  of 
compliance,  revert  to  forty  thousand  dollars.  Said 
compliance  shall  consist  of  a  writing  signed  by  the 
City  Auditor  and  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  certify- 
ing that  the  number  of  noncivil  service  persons,  as 
provided  for  by  City  of  Boston  Code,  St.  2,  sec.  7, 
paid  through  the  Mayor's  office  (1-01-11  account), 
or  any  other  city  payroll  account,  do  not  exceed 
thirty  and  further  that  they  are  paid  salaries  as 
provided  by  chapter  12  of  the  Ordinances  of  1979.

Whereas,  The  people  of  the  City  of  Boston  are 
directly  affected  by  the  development  of  energy 
resources  as  we  are  faced  with  a  bleak  future  of 
harsh  winters  and  few  guarantees  of  safe,  afford-

Whereas,  The  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means 
of  the  United  States  House  of  Representatives 
currently  has  sixteen  pieces  of  legislation  pending 
before  them  on  the  issue  of  renter's  tax  relief;  and 

Whereas,  Seventy-four  members  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  recently  cosigned  a  letter  to  the 
Chairman  of  Ways  and  Means,  Rep.  Al  Ulman, 
urging  the  first  public  hearing  on  the  subject  of 
renters'  tax  relief;  and 

Whereas,  The  government  of  the  United  States 
provides  $16  billion  in  tax  deductions  for  home- 
owners, yet  provides  nothing  for  tenants,  despite 
the  fact  that  they  comprise  one-third  of  our 
nation's  population;   and 

Whereas,  There  are  two  major  pieces  of  legisla- 
tion before  the  committee,  H.R.  2053,  which  is 
geared  to  provide  $1.1  billion  in  income  tax  de- 
ductions for  renters,  and  H.R.  4896,  which  will 
give  $2.4  billion  in  refundable  tax  credits  to 
renters;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in

In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.    Amen. 

Lord  God,  on  Monday  we  celebrated  Labor 
Day  all  over  the  country.  And  now,  the  lifestyle 
of  so  many  of  our  fellow  Bostonians  is  drastically 
changed,  when,  after  the  long,  hot  summer,  our 
schools  are  reopened  and  parents  are  relieved  and 
students  (most  of  them)  reluctantly  head  back  to 
school  and  new  challenges  and  new  anxieties. 

On  Labor  Day,  we  counted  our  blessings  as 
Americans.  We  reminded  ourselves  of  the  words 
of  Scripture,  "In  the  sweat  of  your  brow  you  will 
earn  your  bread."  Here  in  this  chamber  of  the 
Boston  City  Council,  these  Councillors  know  full- 
well  the  tensions  that  still  exist  in  our  city;  they 
know  that  very  many  "little  people"  in  the  City 
of  Boston  look  to  them  for  help,  for  advice,  for 
hope.

who  shall  constitute  a  licensing  board  for  the  city 
and  who  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  of  their  office  before  entering  on  the 
same. 

2.  Section  1  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  the 
third  paragraph  and  replacing  it  with  the  following: 

One  member  of  the  board  shall  be  designated 
by  the  Mayor  as  chairman  and  two  members 
shall  constitute  a  quorum.

ORDINANCE  RE  ANT1DISPLACEMENT 

Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  Chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969  and 
chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  declared  a  public 
emergency  in  the  City  of  Boston  because  of  the 
substantial  shortage  of  rental  housing  accommoda- 
tions producing  a  serious  threat  to  the  public 
health,  safety,  and  welfare;  and 

Whereas,  A  serious  housing  emergency  continues 
to  exist  in  the  City  of  Boston  because  of  the  lack 
of  safe,  decent,  and  affordable  housing  units;  and 
Whereas,  The  increasing  number  of  rental  units 
being  converted  into  condominiums  in  the  City  of 
Boston  has  risen  by  300  percent  in  the  past  two 
years,  thus  further  contributing  to  the  housing 
crisis,  especially  for  many  elderly  and  low  and 
middle-income  residents;  and 

Whereas,  The  conversion  of  apartment  units  to 
condominiums  has  led  to  wide-scale  evictions  and 
displacement  in  many  neighborhoods  of  the  city; 
and 

Whereas,  Condominium  evictions  pose  a  serious 
threat  to  the  stability  of  life  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
especially  for  the  elderly  and  those  living  on  fixed 
incomes;   and 

Whereas,  Unless  action  is  taken  to  protect  resi- 
dents of  the  city  from  evictions  as  a  result  of 
condominium  conversions,  many  lifelong  residents 
will  be  permanently  uprooted  from  their  homes 
and  neighborhoods;  therefore,  be  it  ordained  by 
the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  8  (a)  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975,  chapter 
15,  Regulating  Certain  Residential  Rents  and 
Evictions  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  sub- 
sections viii  and  x  and  substituting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  new  subsections; 

(viii)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
in  good  faith  for  use  and  occupancy  of  himself, 
or  his  children,  parents,  brother,  sister,  father- 
in-law,  mother-in-law,  son-in-law,  or  daughter-in- 
law,  except  if  the  unit  is  a  condominium  unit 
held  by  a  tenant  who  held  it  when  the  landlord 
became  its  owner. 

(x)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
for  any  other  just  cause,  provided  that  his  pur- 
pose is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  and 
purpose  of  this  ordinance.  Conversion  of  an 
apartment  unit  to  a  condominium  unit  shall  not 
be  a  just  cause  to  recover  possession  of  a  con- 
trolled rental   unit. 


RENTAL    HOUSING    AND    NEIGHBORHOOD 
STABILIZATION  ACT  OF   1979 

Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 
Be  it   ordained   by   the   City   Council   of   Boston, 

as  follows: 
Rental    Housing,    Neighborhood    Stabilization    and 
Anti-Displacement  Act  of   1979 

Whereas,  It  is  a  public  right  of  all  citizens  to 
be  able  to  live  in  safe,  decent,  and  affordable 
housing;  and 

Whereas,  There  may  be  a  serious  public  crisis 
in  the  availability  of  heating  oil  during  the  coming 
year;  and 

Whereas,  Presently  an  emergency  housing  situa- 
tion continues  to  exist  in  the  City  of  Boston  be- 
cause of  the  lack  of  affordable  rental  housing  and 
the  increasing  displacement  of  tenants  as  a  result 
of  evictions  from  condominium  conversions;  and 

Whereas,  If  action  is  not  taken  to  extend  the 
legal  protection  which  only  a  strong  rent  control 
law  can  provide,  then  many  thousands  of  elderly 
residents  and  people  of  low  and  moderate-income 
in  the  City  of  Boston  will  be  faced  with  steep 
rent  increases  or  will  be  forced  to  leave  their 
homes;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  need  to  reduce  the  pressure 
of  demand  on  existing  housing;  and 

Whereas,  The  city  owns  property  which  could 
be  rehabilitated  for  use  by  residents;  and 

Whereas,  The  impact  of  inflation  in  the  rental 
housing  market  will  affect  homeowners  in  a 
negative  manner,  increasing  their  property  taxes; 
and 

Whereas,  Such  increases  in  property  taxes  are 
a  hazard  to  the  health  of  the  city  as  they  reduce 
the  available  disposable  income  which  supports  the 
business  activities  of  the  city  and  make  it  difficult 
in  some  instances  for  residents  to  afford  the  con- 
tinued ownership  of  their  homes;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston  as  follows: 

PART  A 

Pertaining  to  the  emergency  conditions  with  respect 

to  energy: 
Section  1.    Definitions: 

a.  Period:  Shall  refer  to  the  time  between  No- 
vember 1,  1979,  and   March  31,   1980,   inclusive. 

b.  Residents:  Shall  refer  to  a  legal  resident  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  as  of  November  1,  1979. 

c.  Elderly:  Shall  refer  to  any  legal  resident  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  age  sixty  or  over. 

d.  Commissioner:  The  Commissioner  of  the 
Housing  Inspection  Department  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Section  2.  Ten  percent  of  the  existing  stock  and 
projected  purchase  of  heating  oil  by  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  be  set  aside  and  not  used  during 
the  period. 

Section  3.  The  Commissioner  shall  determine  on 
a  monthly  basis  the  prevailing  prices  of  heating 
oil. 

Section  4.  The  city  shall  make  available  to  resi- 
dents emergency  oil  when  and  if  the  temperature 
of  a  housing  accommodation  as  defined  in  Part 
C  of  this  ordinance,  falls  below  established  legal 
minimum  temperatures.  Upon  receiving  informa- 
tion that  such  a  problem  has  occurred,  the  Com- 
missioner shall  make  every  effort  to  contact  the 
owner  of  the  property  and  cause  him  to  make 
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remedy  of  the  situation  within  twenty-four  hours. 
Barring  any  remedy  within  such  a  time  period, 
the  city  administration,  having  made  reasonable 
effort  to  determine  cause  of  such  crisis,  shall 
either: 

a.  supply  the  property  with  two  day's  worth 
of  fuel  or,  in  the  case  of  other  malfunctions 
of  energy  systems,  shall 

b.  make  available  officially  designated  public 
property  whose  temperature  has  been  kept  for 
such  purposes  at  or  above  the  established  legal 
minimum  temperature  for  the  purpose  of  tem- 
porary emergency  shelter. 

c.  make  available  public  transportation  to 
and  from  said  shelter. 

d.  take  what  legal  steps  are  necessary  to 
cause  the  sanitary  code  to  be  complied  with. 

e.  charge  the  prevailing  price  in  the  event 
oil  for  heat  has  been  supplied. 

PART  B 

Section  1.  In  the  event  of  a  legal  conversion  of 
rental  housing  to  other  forms  of  ownership  in- 
cluding condominium  conversion,  the  tenants 
involved  in  any  such  conversion  shall  have  120 
days  notice  prior  to  making  the  unit  available 
to  the  public  at  large  and  the  sole  right  of  first 
refusal  during  this  time.  Any  tenant  under  such 
circumstances  who  wishes  to  purchase  such  a 
unit  shall  be  eligible  for  a  loan  insurance  grant 
whose  terms  and  conditions  of  issuance  shall  be 
determined  by  the  executive  director  of  the  Rent 
Control  Board  as  described  in  Part  C  of  this 
ordinance,  which  loan  insurance  grant  shall 
insure  loans  for  the  purposes  of  tenant  purchase 
of  the  unit  in  which  tenant  presently  resides  for 
the  sole  purpose  of  residence  within  that  unit 
by  the  present  tenant  occupying  same,  which  loan 
insurance  grant  shall  issue  to  tenants  whose 
income  equals  at  least  300  percent  of  the  total 
payments  required  under  a  mortgage,  plus  the 
amount  due  from  the  unit  in  taxation,  and  pro 
vided  that  the  amount  does  not  exceed  1.6  times 
the  present  rent  level.  Such  grants  for  loan 
insurance  shall  be  offered  subsequent  to  a  bud- 
getary request  for  allocation  of  monies  to  provide 
a  fund  for  same. 

Section  2.  Be  it  resolved  by  the  City  Council  of 
the  City  of  Boston  that  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
make  available  such  "loan  insurance  grants"  for 
the  purposes  of  mitigating  the  negative  effects 
of  condominiumization  of  the  cities  and  be  it 
ordered  that  the  clerk  of  the  city  forward  this 
resolution  to  the  appropriate  members  of  the 
executive  branch  and  members  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development. 

Section  3.  Be  it  resolved  by  the  City  Council  of 
the  City  of  Boston  that  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  pass  an  act  under  which  that 
percentage  of  tenant  payments  of  rent  which  go 
toward  payment  of  municipal  property  taxes  be 
an  amount  which  a  tenant  may  subtract  from 
his  total  yearly  income  as  a  deductible  item 
before  calculation  of  state  income  tax  amounts. 
Be  it  ordered  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
forwarded  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Massachusetts  by  the  clerk  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  4.  Any  homeowner  in  the  city  who  can 
show  that  the  total  property  taxes  paid  during 
a  fiscal   year   including  abatements   are    greater 


than  40  percent  of  the  total  income  of  that 
homeowner  from  all  sources,  including  the  in- 
comes of  any  and  all  persons  residing  within 
that  homeowner's  housing  accommodation,  shall 
have  his  taxes  reduced  to  40  percent  of  that 
income  and  have  a  deferred  payment  of  those 
taxes  with  terms  agreed  upon  by  the  assessor  of 
the  City  of  Boston  which  are  to  be  uniform 
throughout  the  city  for  all  homeowners,  and  if 
there  is  a  conveyance  during  the  period  during 
which  such  payments  are  underway,  or  due, 
payment  of  back  taxes  shall  be  considered  an 
immediate  obligation  of  the  party  purchasing 
such  property. 
Section  5.  Property  which  has  the  capacity  to  be 
used  for  dwelling  space  or  housing  accommoda- 
tions and  which  is  presently  owned  by  the  City 
of  Boston  and  is  vacant  and  not  being  used  for 
any  other  purpose,  except  that  vacant  land  or 
property  which  is  presently  under  an  order  to 
demolish  shall  not  be  considered  under  this 
section,  shall  be  offered  to  the  public  through 
public  auction  by  the  Real  Property  Department 
of  the  city  for  $1  per  building  under  the  follow- 
ing conditions: 

1.  such  sales  shall  occur  quarterly  and  shall 
constitute  1  percent  of  the  existing  property  as 
described  by   land   area  involved   each   quarter; 

2.  such  sales  shall  be  made  with  the  following 
conditions  attached: 

a.  the  party  purchasing  the  property  shall 
agree  as  a  condition  of  the  sale  that  the  party 
shall  occupy  said  property  subsequent  to  re- 
habilitation of  same  up  to  building  and  sani- 
tary code  standards,  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  five  years,  otherwise  to  forfeit  same  to 
the  city  for  the  original  sales  price  of  the  unit 
except  in  unusual  circumstances  of  illness, 
unemployment,  or  other  conditions  which  are 
deemed  by  the  rent  control  administrator 
through  formation  of  the  terms  of  sale  to 
constitute  just  cause  for  conveyance  of  the 
property;  and 

b.  that  the  party  is  restricted  from  selling 
the  property  to  any  party  without  the  above 
restriction  or  conditions  of  sale  attached. 

3.  First  priority  for  purchase  of  properties 
offered  by  the  city  shall  be  for  residents  of  not 
less  than  five  years  of  the  city  who  are  tenants, 
have  been  or  are  being  presently  displaced  from 
housing  within  the  city  and  second  priority  shall 
be  other  residents  of  the  city. 

4.  When  available,  the  city  shall  facilitate  this 
program  through  providing  services  in  acquisi- 
tion of  "312"  loans  and  other  programs  which 
may  from  time  to  time  become  available  to 
residents  of  the  city  from  any  source. 

PART  C 

And  now,   therefore,    Be   it   ordained   by   the  City 

Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  follows: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  with 
respect  to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  number  of 
the  citizens  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  deterioration,  demolition,  con- 
version of  rental  housing  to  non-rental  forms  of 
ownership,  and  an  insufficient  supply  of  new 
affordable  rental  housing  have  resulted  in  a  sub- 
stantial and  critical  shortage  of  safe,  decent,  and 
reasonably  priced  rental  housing;  and 
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Whereas,  This  emergency  cannot  be  dealt  with 
effectively  by  the  ordinary  operation  of  the  private 
rental  housing  market,  and  unless  residential  rents 
and  evictions  and  conversions  of  rental  housing 
to  nonrental  forms  of  ownership  are  regulated  and 
controlled  to  prevent  unreasonable  rent  increases, 
the  displacement  of  citizens,  and  windfall  profits 
leading  to  the  displacement  of  citizens,  while  pro- 
viding landlords  a  fair  net  operating  income  con- 
sistent with  these  objectives,  such  emergency  and 
the  inflationary  pressures  resulting  therefrom  will 
produce  a  serious  threat  to  the  public  health, 
safety,  and  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975 
has  proved  insufficient  to  control  the  displacement 
of  a  substantial  number  of  the  citizens  of  Boston 
and  of  the  inflationary  pressures  from  the  housing 
market; 

Now,  therefore,  Pursuant  to  the  authority  vested 
in  it  by  law,  including  without  limitation  Article  2, 
as  amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amendments 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969, 
as  amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970 
and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  be  it 
declared  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston 
that  a  substantial  and  critical  shortage  of  safe, 
decent,  and  reasonably  priced  housing  units  con- 
tinues to  exist  because  of  (1)  the  conversion  of 
rental  housing  to  nonrental  forms  of  ownership; 
(2)  the  deterioration  and  demolition  of  existing 
housing;  and  (3)  an  insufficient  supply  of  new, 
reasonably  priced  rental  housing. 

PART  C 

Section  1.    Definitions. 

When  used  in  this  ordinance,  the  following  terms 
shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

(a)  Board:  the  rent  board  established  by  section 
2  of  this  ordinance. 

(b)  Capital  improvement:  any  substantial  re- 
habilitation, addition,  or  improvement  which  appre- 
ciably adds  to  the  value  of  the  property  or  pro- 
longs its  life,  or  both,  but  not  including  ordinary 
repairs  and  maintenance. 

(c)  Executive  Director:  the  executive  director  of 
the  board.  The  executive  director  shall  exercise 
the  regular  and  customary  functions  of  manage- 
ment. The  executive  director  shall  also  have  the 
power  to  govern  the  conduct  of  the  department 
and  to  hire  and  discharge  employees. 

(d)  Housing  Accommodation:  any  building, 
structure,  or  part  thereof  or  land  appurtenance 
thereto,  or  any  other  real  or  personal  property 
rented  or  offered  for  rent  for  living  dwelling  pur- 
poses, within  the  city,  including  houses,  apartments, 
rooming  or  boarding  house  units,  and  other  prop- 
erties used  for  living  or  dwelling  purposes,  to- 
gether with  all  services  connected  with  the  use  or 
occupancy  of  such  property,  not  including  those 
housing  accommodations  exempted  by  the  board 
as  a  consequence  of  their  being  any  of  the  follow- 
ing as  determined  by  the  board: 

1.  Housing  accommodations  which  the  United 
States  or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
or  any  authority  created  under  the  laws  thereof 
either  owns  or  finances  or  subsidizes  or  insures 
the  mortgage  thereon,  or  regulated  the  individual 
rents  thereof;  except  the  housing  accommoda- 
tions financed  under  section  202,  207,  220, 
221(d),  or   236   of   the    National    Housing   Act, 


as  amended  or  subscribed  under  section  8  or 
section  23  of  the  United  States  Housing  Act  of 
1973,  as  amended,  provided  that  regulation  here- 
under is  not  expressly  prohibited  by  applicable 
laws  or  regulations. 

ii.  Housing  accommodations  in  any  building 
or  structure  containing  no  more  than  two  dwell- 
ing units,  or  containing  three  dwelling  units,  one 
of  which  is  occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  as 
his  permanent  residence;  provided  that  two  or 
more  adjoining  buildings  or  structures  under 
common  legal  or  beneficial  ownership  shall  con- 
stitute a  single  building  or  structure  for  this 
purpose;  and  provided  further,  that  no  building 
or  structure  shall  be  considered  occupied  by  the 
owner  thereof  unless  all  beneficial  owners  occupy 
one  or  more  dwelling  units  therein  as  their 
permanent  residence. 

iii.  Housing  accommodations  newly  con- 
structed after  the  effective  date  of  this  chapter. 

iv.  Housing  accommodations  in  hotels,  motels, 
inns,  tourist  homes,  and  rooming  or  boarding 
houses  which  are  occupied  in  the  majority  by 
transient  guests  for  a  period  of  less  than  four- 
teen consecutive  days,  provided  that  the  excep- 
tion of  said  hotels,  motels,  inns,  tourist  homes, 
and  rooming  or  boarding  houses  from  the  above 
definition  may  be  reviewed  at  any  time  by  the 
board. 

(e)  Housing  services:  services  or  facilities  pro- 
vided by  a  landlord  or  required  by  law  or  by 
the  terms  of  a  rental  housing  agreement  to  be 
provided  by  a  landlord  to  a  tenant  in  connection 
with  the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  housing  accom- 
modation, including,  without  limitation:  services, 
furniture,  furnishings,  and  equipment;  repairs; 
decorating  and  maintenance;  provision  of  light, 
heat,  hot  water,  cold  water,  telephone,  and  elevator 
service;  kitchen,  bath,  and  laundry  facilities  and 
privileges;  use  of  halls,  corridors,  stairs,  common 
rooms,  yard  and  other  common  areas;  maid 
service,  linen  service,  janitor  service,  removal  of 
refuse,  parking  facilities;  and  any  other  benefit, 
privilege,  or  facility  connected  with  the  use  or 
occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation.  Housing 
services  to  a  housing  accommodation  shall  include 
a  proportionate  part  of  services  provided  to  com- 
mon facilities  of  the  building  in  which  the  housing 
accommodation  is  contained. 

(f)  Landlord:  the  individual  who  holds  title  to 
any  controlled  housing  accommodation  in  any 
manner  including,  but  not  limited  to,  a  partnership, 
corporation,  trust;  for  purposes  of  this  ordinance, 
the  rights  and  duties  of  the  landlord  hereunder 
shall  be  the  obligation  of  anyone  who  manages, 
controls,  or  customarily  accepts  rent  on  behalf  of 
the  landlord. 

(g)  Net  operating  income:  rent,  less  operating 
and  maintenance  expenses  and  further,  less  net 
taxes. 

(h)  Net  taxes:  property  taxes  accruing  to  hous- 
ing accommodations  as  an  expense  to  the  owner, 
less  abatements  received  by  the  owner  during  or 
applied  to  the  period  of  time  the  liability  was 
incurred. 

(i)  Operating  and  maintenance  expenses:  the 
reasonable  and  necessary  expenses  to  a  landlord 
of  providing  housing  services  to  a  tenant,  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  maintenance,  repair,  manage- 
ment fee,   real   estate   broker's   commission,   insur- 
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ance,  utilities  included  within  the  rent  but  not 
including  mortgage  interest  and  amortization,  nor 
an  allowance  for  obsolescence  or  depreciation,  nor 
the  payment  of  property  taxes. 

j)  Rent:  the  consideration,  including  any  bonus, 
benefit,  gratuity,  or  charge  contingent  or  otherwise, 
demanded  or  received  for,  or  in  connection  with, 
the  use  or  occupancy  of  a  housing  accommodation 
or  for  housing  services  or  for  the  transfer  of  a 
lease  of  a  housing  accommodation. 

(k)  Rental  housing  agreement:  an  agreement, 
verbal,  written,  or  implied,  between  a  landlord  and 
a  tenant  for  use  and  occupancy  of  a  housing  ac- 
commodation and  for  housing  services. 

(1)    Tenant:    a   tenant,    subtenant,    lessee,    sub- 
lessee,  or  other  person,  entitled  under  the  terms 
of    a    rental   housing    agreement    to   the   use    and 
occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation. 
Section  2.    Rent  Board. 

(a)  Composition.  There  shall  be  in  the  city 
a  board  known  as  the  Rent  Board,  consisting  of 
seven  residents  of  the  city  including  two  tenants 
who  own  no  housing  accommodations  and  who 
are  covered  under  the  terms  of  this  ordinance; 
one  homeowner  who  owns  no  other  housing 
accommodation;  one  public  housing  tenant  not 
covered  by  this  ordinance;  one  housing  pro- 
fessional who  owns  or  manages  no  housing 
accommodations  other  than  his  own  home 
(owner-occupied  dwelling  not  covered  by  this 
ordinance);  and  two  landlords  who  own  or 
manage  housing  accommodations  in  the  city. 

(b)  Selection.  The  Mayor  shall  publicly  solicit 
names  for  nomination  to  the  Rent  Board.  Sub- 
sequent to  a  public  hearing  called  for  the  pur- 
pose of  gathering  public  opinion  and  advice 
regarding  Mayoral  appointees,  which  hearing 
shall  be  announced  not  less  than  ten  working 
days  prior  to  appointment  of  a  member  to  the 
board,  the  Mayor  shall  appoint  members  to  the 
board. 

Members  of  he  board  shall  serve  for  a  term 
expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January 
following  the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at 
which  a  Mayor  is  elected.  The  board  shall  choose 
one  of  its  members  by  election  to  serve  as  chair- 
person for  a  term  of  one  year.  Vacancies  shall 
be  filled  within  sixty  days  by  the  procedures 
outlined  above  for  the  unexpired  term. 

(c)  Powers  and  Duties.  The  board  shall  be 
responsible  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance.  The  board  shall  hire  the  execu- 
tive director.  The  board  shall  promulgate  such 
policies,  rules,  rulings  and  regulations,  and  shall 
issue  such  orders,  as  will  further  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance.  The  board  shall  hold  public 
hearings  with  adequate  notice  and  at  times  and 
places  convenient  to  interested  parties  prior  to 
the  issuance  of  policies  or  regulations.  The  board 
shall,  as  provided  in  sections  3,  4,  and  6,  estab- 
lish and  adjust  the  maximum  rent  that  may  be 
charged  for  housing  accommodations,  shall  grant 
or  deny  certificates  of  eviction  as  provided  under 
section  8,  and  shall  bring  such  proceedings  that 
may  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  or  to  enforce  any  policy,  rule, 
ruling,  regulation,  or  order  promulgated  or  issued 
by  the  board  under  this  ordinance.  The  board 
may  refer  any  appropriate  matter  to  the  Assess- 
ing, Building,  Fire,  or  Housing  Inspection  De- 
partments,   or    other    appropriate    departments, 


and  may,  at  the  request  of  a  landlord  or  a 
tenant,  render  an  advisory  opinion  as  to  the 
permissible  impact  of  a  proposed  capital  im- 
provement on  the  rents. 

(d)  Studies,   Information,   Investigations,   and 
Reports. 

The  board  may  make  such  studies  and  investiga- 
tions, conduct  such  hearings,  and  obtain  such 
information  as  it  deemed  necessary  in  promul- 
gating any  regulation,  rule,  or  order  under  this 
code  and  regulations  and  orders  promulgated 
hereunder.  For  the  foregoing  purposes,  a  person 
may  be  summoned  to  attend  and  testify  and  to 
produce  books  and  prepare  in  like  manner  as 
he  may  be  summoned  as  a  witness  before  a  court 
and  before  the  City  Council  under  section  8  of 
chapter  233.  Any  person  who  rents  or  offers  for 
rent  or  acts  as  broker  or  agent  for  the  renal  of 
any  controlled  housing  accommodation  may  be 
required  to  furnish  under  oath  any  information 
required  by  the  board,  and  to  produce  records 
and  other  documents  and  make  reports.  Such 
persons  shall  have  the  right  to  examine  said 
transcript  at  reasonable  times  and  places.  Section 
10  of  chapter  233  of  the  General  Laws  shall 
apply.  The  board  shall  recommend  for  adoption 
such  amendments  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

(e)  Compensation. 

Board  members  shall  be  compensated  at  the  rate 
of  $75  per  diem  or  part  thereof  for  actual 
services  rendered.  For  the  purposes  of  this 
ordinance,  board  members  shall  be  considered 
special  public  employees  as  defined  under  chapter 
268A  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

Section  2.1. 

Consonant  with  the  terms  of  chapter  446  of  the 
Acts  of  1978  for  the  purposes  of  said  act  the 
executive  director  of  the  Rent  Control  Adminis- 
tration shall  be  considered  a  code  enforcement 
officer  and  shall  on  a  yearly  basis  solicit  the 
names  of  the  insurers  of  registered  housing 
accommodations  and  obtain  the  amount  of  such 
insurances  and  beneficiaries  of  such  insurance 
and  keep  such  information  within  the  existent 
files  on  registered  housing  accommodations,  and 
on  a  yearly  basis  shall  notify  the  insurers  of  all 
housing  accommodations  of  certified  housing, 
building,  sanitary  and /or  fire  code  violations  un- 
repaired at  the  time  of  notification.  In  the  event 
the  executive  is  not  considered  a  party  to  such 
activity  as  described  in  chapter  446  of  the  Acts 
of  1978,  then  the  Commissioner  of  Housing 
Inspection  shall  be  designated  to  perform  this 
function. 

Section  3.    Maximum  Rent. 

The  maximum  rent  of  a  housing  accommodation 
which  was  a  controlled  unit  under  chapter  15 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1975  shall  be  the  initial 
rent  established  under  this  ordinance.  If  the 
initial  maximum  rent  has  not  been  otherwise 
established,  it  shall  be  established  by  the  board 
according  to  the  following  formula,  except  for 
units  not  rented  as  of  December  31,  1975,  in 
which  cases  the  board  shall  set  a  maximum  rent 
not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

(a)  The  housing  accommodation's  rent  as  of 
December  31,  1975,  shall  be  considered  the  base 
rent. 
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(b)  The  board  shall  compute  the  average  city- 
wide  percent  increase  in  operating  and  mainten- 
ance expenses  and  property  taxes  from  December 
31,  1975,  to  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance. 

(c)  The  initial  maximum  rent  set  by  the  board 
shall  be  the  base  rent  plus  70  percent,  times  the 
percent  increase  described  in  section  3(b),  times 
the  base  rent. 

Section  4.  Registration. 
The  board  shall  require  registration  of  all  con- 
trolled housing  accommodations  on  forms  ap- 
proved by  the  executive  director.  Whoever  fails 
timely  to  file  any  statement  or  information  re- 
quired to  be  filed  under  this  section,  or  who  has 
failed  to  file  any  information  required  under 
chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of  1970  or  chapter  15 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1975,  shall  in  addition  to 
other  penalties  under  section  10,  be  subject  to 
a  fine  of  up  to  $50  per  calendar  day  that  such 
failure  continues.  No  petition  for  a  certifiicate 
of  eviction  or  an  upward  adjustment  of  maxi- 
mum rent  shall  be  accepted  by  the  board  until 
all  statements  and  information  required  to  be 
filed  under  this  section  have  been  filed  and  any 
such  petition  received  prior  to  such  filing  shall 
be  dismissed. 

Section  5.    Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent. 

(a)  The  board  shall  by  order  or  regulation  as 
provided  by  section  6,  make  individual  or  general 
adjustments,  either  upward  or  downward  of  the 
maximum  rent  established  by  section  3  for  any 
housing  accommodation,  and  in  so  doing  shall 
observe  the  principle  of  maintaining  maximum 
rents  for  housing  accommodations  at  levels  which 
will  yield  to  landlords  a  fair  net  operating  income 
from  such  housing  accommodations. 

(b)  Fair  Net  Operating  Income.  The  fair  net 
operating  income  for  any  housing  accommodation 
shall  not  exceed  the  dollar  net  operating  income 
yielded  by  the  unit  in  a  base  year  to  be  determined 
by  the  board,  except  in  the  case  of  extreme  hard- 
ship or  inequity  due  to  factors  beyond  the  land- 
lord's control. 

In  determining  whether  the  maximum  rent  for 
housing  accommodations  yields  a  fair  net  oper- 
ating income,  the  board  shall  consider  the  follow- 
ing: 

i.    increases    or   decreases    in    property    taxes; 

ii.  unavoidable  increases  or  any  decreases  in 
operating  and   maintenance   expenses; 

iii.  capital  improvement  of  the  housing  accom- 
modations as  distinguished  from  ordinary  repair, 
replacement,  and  maintenance  to  the  extent  it  is 
necessary  to  make  the  housing  accommodation 
comply  with  applicable  state  and  municipal 
codes,  and  amortized  over  the  useful  life  of  the 
improvements,  and  other  capital  improvements 
only  insofar  as  they  are  either  requested  by  a 
majority  of  affected  tenants  or  do  not  create 
displacement;  and  are  amortized  for  the  purpose 
of  this  act,  over  the  useful  life  of  the  improve- 
ments; 

iv.  increases  or  decreases  in  living  space  or 
housing  services; 

v.  deterioration  of  the  housing  accommodation. 

(c)  For  the  purpose  of  adjusting  rents  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  the  board  may 
promulgate  a  schedule  of  standard  rental  decreases 
for  code  violations  and /or  deterioration  of  specific 
services  and  facilities. 


(d)  Denial  of  adjustment.  Notwithstanding  any 
other  provision  of  this  section,  the  board  shall 
refuse  to  grant  an  upward  adjustment  of  maximum 
rent  if  it  determines  that  the  affected  housing 
accommodation  does  not  comply  with  the  state 
sanitary  code,  or  the  Boston  Building  Code,  or 
the  Boston  Fire  Prevention  Code,  or  any  other 
municipal  code,  ordinance,  or  state  law,  regulating 
the  conditions  of  housing  accommodations.  The 
board  may  refuse  to  make  a  downward  adjustment 
of  maximum  rent  if  it  determines  that  the  tenant 
is  more  than  sixty  days  in  arrears  in  payment  of 
rent,  unless  such  arrearage  is  due  to  withholding 
of  rent  under  the  provisions  of  section  8A  of 
chapter  239  of  the  General  Laws,  or  section  127L 
of  chapter  111,  or  an  action  taken  under  a  viola- 
tion of  the  implied  warrant  of  habitability. 
Section  6.    Rent  Adjustment  Proceedings. 

(a)  Individual  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent. 
The  board  shall  consider  an  adjustment  of  rent  for 
an  individual  housing  accommodation  upon  receipt 
of  a  petition  for  adjustment  filed  by  the  landlord 
or  tenant  of  such  housing  accommodation  or  upon 
its  own  inititative.  Such  petition  shall  be  made  on 
a  form  approved  by  the  executive  director.  The 
board  shall  notify  the  landlord  and  tenant  if  the 
petition  was  filed  by  the  tenant,  or  the  tenant  and 
landlord  if  the  petition  was  filed  by  the  landlord, 
of  the  receipt  of  such  petition  and  of  the  right  of 
either  party  to  request  a  hearing  in  writing  within 
fifteen  calendar  days  of  receipt  of  such  notice,  or 
the  board  may  schedule  a  hearing  on  its  own  initia- 
tive. If  a  hearing  is  timely  requested  by  either 
party,  or  if  the  action  is  undertaken  on  the  initia- 
tive of  the  board,  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
the  hearing  shall  be  furnished  to  the  landlord  and 
tenant  and  the  hearing  shall  be  conducted  before 
a  designee  of  the  board.  The  board  may  consoli- 
date petitions  and  actions  taken  under  its  own 
initiative  relating  to  housing  accommodations  in 
the  same  building  or  development,  and  all  such 
petitions  and  actions  may  be  considered  in  a  single 
hearing.  Hearings  undertaken  under  this  section 
shall  be  held  at  a  time  and  place  convenient  to 
the  affected  parties  except  such  hearing  shall  be 
expeditious.  In  order  to  facilitate  the  party's  right 
to  a  speedy  hearing,  the  board  may  take  such 
actions  as  will  hasten  the  proceedings  without 
impairing  the  justice  of  its  deliberations,  especially 
in  the  case  of  extreme  hardship. 

(b)  General  Adjustment  of  Maximum  Rent  by 
Regulation.  Upon  any  increase  or  decrease  of  the 
rate  of  taxation,  the  board  may  undertake  a 
general  adjustment.  The  amount  of  the  general 
adjustment  shall  be  the  dollar,  increase  or  decrease 
of  the  impact  of  the  tax  rate  upon  the  affected 
housing  accommodations.  The  impact  of  such  in- 
creases or  decreases  of  the  rate  of  taxation  shall 
fall  equitably  on  a  property  by  property  basis  and 
within  a  property,  on  a  unit  by  unit  basis. 

Prior  to  making  such  adjustments,  a  public 
hearing  shall  be  held  before  at  least  a  majority 
of  the  board.  Notice  of  the  time,  place,  and  pur- 
pose of  such  hearings  shall  be  published  three 
times  in  at  least  one  newspaper  having  a  general 
circulation  in  the  city. 

(c)  Limitations  of  Petitions  for  Individual  Ad- 
justment. Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of 
this  section,  the  board  may,  without  holding  a 
hearing,    refuse    to   adjust    the    maximum   rent    for 
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an  individual  housing  accommodation  and  may 
dismiss  any  petition  for  adjustment  if  a  decision 
has  been  made  with  regard  to  the  maximum  rent 
for  such  housing  accommodation  within  twelve 
months  or  if  the  board  finds  that  the  petition  for 
adjustment  is  filed  for  the  purposes  of  harassment 
or  for  other  purposes  not  intended  by  this  ordi- 
nance. 

(d)  Hearings  required  under  paragraph  (a) 
shall  be  conducted  at  times  and  places  convenient 
to  affected  parties  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  11  of  chapter  30A  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  except  that  requirements  (7)  and  (8) 
of  said  section  11  shall  not  apply  to  such  hearings. 

(e)  Judicial  Review.  Upon  a  decision  by  the 
board  under  paragraph  (a)  or  (c)  of  this  section, 
either  party  concerned  may  appeal  to  the  district 
court  for  the  judicial  district  within  which  the 
housing  accommodation  is  located  or  to  the  Hous- 
ing Court  of  the  City  of  Boston,  within  thirty 
calendar  days  after  such  decision. 

Section  7.    Information   to  be   Supplied   in   Con- 
nection   with    Tenant    Petitions    and    Board 
Initiated  Actions  for  Adjustment. 
Upon  receipt  by  the  board  of  a  tenant  petition 
for  adjustment  of  maximum  rent,  or  upon  action 
initiated  by  the  board  for  adjustment  of  maximum 
rent,  the  landlord   shall   furnish   to  the   executive 
director,  within  fifteen  calendar  days  after  a  written 
demand  therefor  an  information  statement  on  forms 
approved  by  the  executive  director. 

Whoever  fails  timely  to  file  any  information  re- 
quired to  be  filed  under  this  section  may  in 
addition  to  other  penalties  under  section  10  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  $50  per  calendar  day 
that  such  failure  continues. 
Section  8.    Evictions. 

(a)  No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover 
possession  of  a  housing  accommodation  unless: 
i.  the  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the  rent  to 
which  the  landlord  is  entitled,  unless  the  tenant 
is  withholding  rent  under  the  provisions  of  section 
8A  of  chapter  239  of  the  General  Laws,  or 
section  127L  or  chapter  111,  or  an  action  taken 
under  a  violation  of  the  implied  warrant  of 
habitability; 

ii.  the  tenant  has  violated  an  obligation  or 
covenant  of  his  or  her  tenancy  other  than  the 
obligation  to  surrender  possession  upon  proper 
notice  and  has  failed  to  cure  such  violation  after 
having  received  written  notice  thereof  from  the 
landlord; 

iii.  the  tenant  is  committing  or  permitting  to 
exist  a  nuisance  in,  or  is  causing  substantial 
damage  to,  the  housing  accommodation,  or  is 
creating  substantial  interference  with  the  com- 
fort, safety,  or  enjoyment  of  the  landlord  or 
other  occupants  of  the  same  or  any  adjacent 
accommodation; 

iv.  the  tenant  is  convicted  of  using  or  permit- 
ting a  housing  accommodation  to  be  used  for 
any  illegal  purpose; 

v.  the  tenant,  who  had  a  written  lease  or  rental 
agreement  which  terminated  on  or  after  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance  has  refused,  after 
written  request  or  demand  by  the  landlord,  to 
execute  a  written  extension  or  renewal  thereof 
for  a  further  term  of  like  duration  and  in  such 
terms  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  or  violative 
of  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance; 


vi.  the  tenant  has  refused  the  landlord  reason- 
able access  to  the  housing  accommodation  for 
the  purpose  of  making  necessary  repairs  or  im- 
provements required  by  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  the  Commonwealth,  or  any  subdivision 
thereof,  or  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  as 
permitted  or  required  by  law,  or  for  the  purpose 
of  showing  the  housing  accommodation  to  any 
prospective  purchaser  or  mortgagee; 

vii.  the  tenant  holding  at  the  end  of  a  lease 
term  is  a  subtenant  not  approved  by  the  land- 
lord; 

viii.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
in  good  faith  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of 
himself  or  his  children,  parents,  brother,  sister, 
father-in-law,  mother-in-law,  son-in-law,  or 
daughter-in-law,  except  where  the  board  finds 
such  actions  would  result  in  unreasonable  dis- 
placement or  excessive  loss  of  reasonably  priced 
housing  accommodations  contrary  to  he  pur- 
poses of  this  ordinance;  or 

ix.  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
for  any  other  just  cause,  provided  that  his  pur- 
pose is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  and 
purposes  of  this  ordinance,  except  that  conver- 
sion of  rental  housing  to  nonrental  forms  of 
ownership  shall  not  constitute  just  cause; 

x.  any  conveyance  of  housing  accommodations 
for  the  purpose  of  removing  such  housing  ac- 
commodations from  the  rental  housing  market 
may  be  viewed  by  the  board  as  constituting  a 
conveyance  which  has  as  its  intent  an  implied 
recovery  of  possession  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  in  those  instances  where 
such  conveyances  create  substantial  displacement 
of  tenants,  and  the  board  may  find  in  such 
instances  that  the  implied  recovery  is  in  violation 
of  this  ordinance. 

b)  A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession  of 
a  controlled  housing  accommodation  shall  apply 
to  the  board  for  a  certificate  of  eviction.  Upon 
receipt  of  such  an  application,  the  board  shall  send 
a  copy  of  the  application  to  the  tenant  of  the  con- 
trolled housing  accommodation  together  with  a 
notification  of  all  rights  and  procedures  available 
under  this  section.  If  the  board  finds  that  the 
facts  attested  to  in  the  landlord's  petition  are  valid 
and  in  compliance  with  paragraph  (a),  the  certifi- 
cate of  eviction  shall  be  issued. 

(c)  A  landlord  who  seeks  to  recover  possession 
of  a  housing  accommodation  without  a  certificate 
of  eviction  shall  be  deemed  to  have  violated  this 
ordinance,  and  the  board  shall  initiate  a  criminal 
prosecution  for  such  violation. 

(d)  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth,  or  any 
agency  or  political  subdivision  thereof  may  main- 
tain an  action  or  proceeding  to  recover  possession 
of  any  housing  accommodation  operated  by  it 
where  such  action  or  proceeding  is  authorized  by 
the  statute  or  regulation  under  which  such  accom- 
modations are  administered. 

(e)  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  con- 
strued as  additional  restrictions  on  the  right  to 
recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommodation. 
No  provision  of  this  section  shall  entitle  any 
person  to  recover  possession  of  such  a  housing 
accommodation.  Upon  a  decision  of  said  board 
concerning  the  granting  or  withholding  of  a  certi- 
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ficate  of  eviction,  either  party  concerned  may 
appeal  to  the  district  court  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  which  the  housing  accommodation  involved  is 
located  or  to  the  housing  court  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  within  thirty  calendar  days  after  such 
decision. 

Section  9.    Civil  Remedies. 

(a)  Any  person  who  demands,  accepts,  receives, 
or  retains  any  payments  of  rent  in  excess  of  the 
maximum  lawful  rent,  in  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  or  any  rule,  regulation,  or  order 
hereunder  promulgated,  shall  be  liable  as  herein- 
after provided  to  the  person  from  whom  such 
payment  is  demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  re- 
tained, or  to  the  city  for  reasonable  attorney's  fees 
and  costs  as  determined  by  the  court,  plus  liqui- 
dated damages  in  the  amount  of  $100,  or  not  more 
than  three  times  the  amount  by  which  the  payment 
or  payments  demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  re- 
tained exceed  the  maximum  rent  which  could  be 
lawfully  demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained, 
whichever  is  the  greater;  provided  that  if  the  de- 
fendant proves  that  the  violation  was  neither  will- 
ful nor  the  result  of  failure  to  take  practicable 
precautions  against  the  occurrence  of  the  violation, 
the  amount  of  such  liquidated  damages  shall  be  the 
amount  of  the  overcharge  or  overcharges. 

(b)  If  the  person  from  whom  such  payment  is 
demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  retained  in  viola- 
tion of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  any 
rule,  regulation,  or  order  hereunder  promulgated 
fails  to  bring  an  action  under  this  section  within 
thirty  calendar  days  from  the  date  of  the  occurrence 
of  the  violation  the  board  may  settle  the  claim 
arising  out  of  the  violation  or  bring  such  action. 
Settlement  by  the  board  shall  thereafter  bar  any 
other  person  from  bringing  action  for  the  violation 
or  violations  with  regard  to  which  a  settlement  has 
been  reached.  In  the  event  the  board  settles  said 
claim,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  retain  the  costs  it 
incurred  in  the  settlement  thereof,  and  the  person 
against  whom  the  violation  has  been  committed 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  remainder.  In  the  event 
the  city  brings  action  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  attorney's 
fees  and  costs  under  the  provisions  of  paragraph 
(a)  and  the  person  against  whom  the  violation  was 
committed  shall  be  awarded  liquidated  damages 
under  the  provisions  of  said  paragraph   (a). 

(c)  A  judgment  for  damages  or  on  the  merits 
in  any  action  under  this  section  shall  be  a  bar  to 
any  recovery  under  this  section  or  in  any  other 
action  against  the  same  defendant  on  account  of 
any  violation  with  respect  to  the  same  person  prior 
to  the  institution  of  the  action  in  which  such 
judgment  was  rendered.  Action  to  recover  liqui- 
dated damages  under  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  not  be  brought  later  than  one  year  after 
the  date  of  violation.  A  single  action  for  damages 
under  the  provisions  of  this  section  may  include 
all  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  com- 
mitted by  the  same  defendant  against  the  same 
person. 

(d)  The  district  court  for  the  judicial  district 
within  which  the  housing  accommodation  affected 
is  located  and  the  Housing  Court  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  severally  have  concurrent  original 
jurisdiction  over  all  actions  and  complains  brought 
under  this  section. 


Section  10.   Criminal  Penalties. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
demand,  accept,  receive,  or  retain  any  rent  for  the 
use  or  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodations 
in  excess  of  the  maximum  rent  prescribed  therefor 
under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or  the  rules, 
regulations,  or  orders  hereunder  promulgated,  or 
otherwise  to  do  or  omit  to  do  any  action  in 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  or 
the  rules,  regulations,  or  orders  hereunder  promul- 
gated. It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  by  act 
or  omission  knowingly  to  engage  in  any  conduct 
tending  to  deprive  a  tenant  of,  or  to  prevent  a 
tenant  from  exercising,  any  right  conferred  by  this 
code,  including  any  such  conduct  tending  to  de- 
prive a  tenant  of  the  peace,  comfort,  or  enjoyment 
of  a  housing  accommodation  in  violation  of  this 
ordinance  and  any  such  conduct  intended  to  result 
in  substantial  inconvenience  or  amounting  to  a 
violation  of  privacy,  harassment,  intimidation, 
threat  or  coercion. 

(b)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
demand,  accept,  receive,  or  retain  any  payment 
which  exceeds  the  maximum  lawful  rent  for  one 
month  as  a  finder's  fee  or  service  charge  for  the 
opportunity  to  examine  or  lease  any  housing  ac- 
commodation and  no  finder's  fee  or  service  charge 
shall  be  lawful  unless  the  person  from  whom  the 
payment  is  demanded,  accepted,  received,  or  re- 
tained actually  rents  or  leases  the  housing  accom- 
modation with  regard  to  which  payment  of  said 
fee  or  said  charge  has  been  demanded,  received, 
or  retained. 

(c)  Whoever  willfully  violates  any  provision  of 
this  ordinance  or  any  rule,  regulation,  or  order 
hereunder  promulgated  or  whoever  knowingly 
makes  any  false  statement  in  any  testimony  before 
the  board  or  whoever  knowingly  supplies  the 
board  with  any  false  information  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $500  or  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  ninety  days  or  both;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  in  the  case  of  a  second  or 
subsequent  offense,  such  person  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $3,000  or  by  im- 
prisonment for  not  more  than  one  year  or  both. 

(d)  The  district  court  for  the  judicial  district 
within  which  the  housing  accommodation  affected 
is  located  and  the  Housing  Court  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  severally  have  concurrent  jurisdiction 
over  all  such  actions  and  complaints. 

Section  11.    Injunctions. 

The  Superior  Court  and  the  Housing  Court  of 
the  City  of  Boston  shall  severally  have  jurisdiction 
in  equity  to  restrain  by  injunction  any  violation 
of  this  ordinance  and  of  rules,  regulations,  and 
orders  promulgated  by  the  board: 
Section  12.    Effective  Date. 

This  ordinance  shall  become  effective  on  Septem- 
ber 1,  979. 
Section   13.    Duration. 

This  ordinance  shall  remain  in  effect  until  the 
board  determines  through  a  study  that  the  vacancy 
rate  in  Boston  housing  accommodations  has  passed 
above  8  percent  of  the  available  stock  being 
offered  for  rent.  Upon  such  a  determination,  the 
board  shall  inform  the  City  Council  of  Boston 
that  in  its  opinion  the  vacancy  rate  has  passed 
8  percent  and  upon  receipt  of  such  notification, 
the    City    Council    shall    hold    public    hearings    to 
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determine  the  accuracy  of  the  board's  study.  Upon 
a  determination  that  the  vacancy  rate  has  passed 
above  8  percent  over  a  period  of  time  not  less 
than  one  calendar  year,  the  Council  may  suspend 
the  effect  of  this  ordinance  for  one  calendar  year 
at  which  time  a  determination  that  the  rate  has 
fallen  below  8  percent  shall  constitute  a  rein- 
vocation  of  this  ordinance  whose  effective  date 
shall  be  not  more  than  thirty  days  after  such  a 
determination. 
Section   14.    Constitutional  Construction. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable, 
and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  un- 
constitutional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court 
shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining 
provisions. 
Section  15.    Transitional  Provisions. 

Chapter  842  of  the  Acts  of  1970  expired  oil 
December  31,  1975.  Chapter  19  of  the  Ordinances 
of  1972  expired  on  December  31,  1975.  Upon 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  chapter  15  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1975  shall  expire  on  September  1,  1979, 
any  wording  within  chapter  15  to  the  contrary. 
Any  matters  before  the  administrator  under  any 
of  the  above-mentioned  acts  and  ordinances  pend- 
ing on  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
considered  by  the  board  established  hereunder  as 
if  brought  by  way  of  petition  or  action  in  accord- 
ance with  this  ordinance,  and  the  board  may  con- 
solidate any  such  matter  with  petition  for  adjust- 
ment or  action  initiated  under  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 
Section  16.    Public  Education. 

Within  one  calendar  year  of  the  effective  date 
of  this  ordinance,  and  once  every  calendar  year 
thereafter,  the  board  shall  make  known  the  terms 
of  this  ordinance,  and  rules,  regulations,  and 
policies  promulgated  under  this  ordinance,  to  af- 
fected parties.  The  board  shall  undertake  a  public 
education  function  informing  the  public  in  lan- 
guages and  in  format  understood  by  the  various 
segments  of  the  citizens  of  Boston  the  rights  and 
responsibilities  of  the  parties  delineated  under  this 
ordinance.  Such  efforts  shall  utilize  the  various 
audio,  visual,  and  printed  media,  as  well  as  written 
documents  produced  by  the  board  for  clarification 
of  the  effects  of  this  ordinance.

Dear  Mr.  Fitzpatrick: 

I  wish  to  be  recorded  in  opposition  to  the  appli- 
cation before  you  for  a  temporary  suspension  of 
portions  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Implementa- 
tion Plan  pursuant  to  section  110  (f)  of  the  Federal 
Clean  Air  Act.  Specifically,  the  proposal  before 
you  requests  permission  for  the  Boston  Edison 
Company  to  use  residual  fuel  oil  with  a  sulphur 
content  of  2.2  percent  at  four  of  its  generating 
facilities  in  the  Boston  area:  Mystic  in  Everett, 
L  Street /New  Boston  in  South  Boston,  and  the 
Kneeland  Street  and  Minot  Street  plants  in  Boston. 

While  we  are  all  aware  of  the  increased  cost 
of  fuel  oil,  I  believe  that  even  a  temporary  loosen- 
ing of  air  quality  standards  would  result  in  serious 
environmental  and  health  risks  for  residents  living 
near  these  power  stations. 

For  example,  the  area  surrounding  the  South 
Boston  power  plant  already  suffers  from  one  of 
the  highest  death  rates  in  the  country  according 
to  an  article  which  appeared  in  the  New  England 
Journal  of  Medicine  in  1977,  entitled,  "Zones  of 
Excess  Mortality  in  Massachusetts."  According  to 
that  study,  infant  mortality  rates  in  this  area  are 
among  the  highest  in  the  country  and  the  total 
number  of  deaths  exceeds  the  number  of  deaths 
in  areas  which  the  federal  government  has  declared 
natural  disaster  areas.  One  of  the  reasons  of  respir- 
atory diseases.  It  has  been  scientifically  proven 
that  high  sulphur  content  emissions  can  seriously 
aggravate  such  respirtory  problems. 

When  the  Federal  Clean  Air  Act  was  passed  by 
Congress,  it  was  clearly  the  legislative  intent  to 
protect  the  public  from  severe  health  risks  due  to 
industrial  air  pollution.  The  implementation  pro- 
cedures detailed  in  the  act  call  for  waivers  to  be 
allowed  only  when  an  emergency  situation  arises. 
That  kind  of  emergency  has  not  been  documented 
in  this  case. 

In  light  of  the  already  severe  levels  of  industrial 
pollution  suffered  by  residents  in  the  areas  which 
would  be  impacted  by  this  decision,  which  include 
the  presence  of  heavy  industry,  major  traffic 
arteries,  airplane  jet  pollution,  and  the  smog  off 
Boston  Harbor,  I  urge  you  not  to  give  approval 
to  this  waiver.  Such  a  decision  would  inevitably 
lead  to  a  class  action  suit  in  Federal  District  Court 
by  residents  who  would  be  subjected  to  increased 
health  risks. 

While  a  legal  challenge  would  obviously  be  a 
last  resort,  it  points  to  the  vital  importance  of  this 
matter  to  residents  who  would  be  subjected  to 
serious  health  dangers  if  this  waiver  is  granted. 

I   hope  you   will    consider   these    concerns    and 
reject  the  waiver  proposal  before  you.

4.  That  new  trees  will  be  planted  in   the   park. 

5.  That  this  will  begin  immediately  and  will  be 
monitored  by  this  Committee. 

In  addition,  assurances  were  made  that  the 
play  equipment  in  the  "Sousa  Park"  grounds 
would   be   removed  immediately. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Committee  that  through 
these  methods  the  matter  of  Prescott  Park  will  be 
satisfactorily  resolved.

Whereas,  An  application  is  presently  pending 
before  the  Massachusetts  Office  of  Energy  Re- 
sources for  a  temporary  suspension  of  portions  of 
the  Masachusetts  State  Implementation  Plan,  pur- 
suant to  section  110  (f)  of  the  Federal  Clean  Air 
Act,  to  allow  the  Boston  Edison  Company  to  burn 
residual  fuel  oil  with  a  sulphur  content  of  2.2 
percent  at  four  of  its  genrating  plants  in  the  Boston 
area;  and 

Whereas,  Residents  surrounding  the  four  loca- 
tions of  the  generating  plants.  Mystic  in  Everett, 
L  Street/New  Boston  in  South  Boston,  and  the 
K.neeland  Street  and  Minot  Street  facilities  in 
Boston,  already  suffer  from  high  levels  of  indus- 
trial pollution;  and 

Whereas,  Use  of  high  sulfur  fuels  at  these 
facilities  will  result  in  serious  environmental  and 
health  risks  to  nearby  residents;  and 

Whereas,  According  to  an  article  which  appeared 
in  the  New  England  Journal  of  Medicine  in  1977 
entitled  "Zones  of  Excess  Mortality  in  Massachu- 
setts,'' the  area  surrounding  the  South  Boston 
power  plant,  already  suffers  from  one  of  the  highest 
death  rates  in  Massachusetts,  partially  as  a  result 
of  the  high  incidence  of  respiratory  diseases  which 
would  be  seriously  aggravated  by  the  increased  use 
of  high  sulfur  content  fuel;  and 
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Whereas,  The  implementation  procedures  of  the 
Federal  Clean  Air  Act  allow  waivers  for  the  use 
of  high  sulfur  fuels  only  in  cases  of  extreme  emer- 
gency, which  has  not  been  documented  in  this 
case;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  in  the  interests  of  protecting  the 
health  and  safety  of  impacted  residents,  the  Boston 
City  Council,  in  meeting  assembled,  officially  states 
in  opposition  to  the  proposed  temporary  suspension 
of  portions  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Implementa- 
tion Plan,  pursuant  to  section  10  (f)  of  the  Federal 
Clean  Air  Act,  to  allow  the  Boston  Edison  Com- 
pany to  burn  high  sulphur  content  fuel  at  four  of 
its  generating  plants  in  the  Boston  area.

ORDINANCE     REGULATING     THE     TRANS- 
PORTATION,   STORAGE,     AND/OR    DIS- 
POSAL OF  HAZARDOUS  WASTES  IN  THE 
CITY  OF  BOSTON 
Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,    The    transportation,    storage,    and/or 
disposal   of  hazardous  wastes   pose  an   undeniable 
risk  to  the  public  safety;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  City  of  Boston,  a  municipality 
of  over  500,000  residents,  with  an  estimated  daily 
population  of  over  1,000,000  persons,  who  are 
daily  and  constantly  exposed  to  potential  health 
dangers;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  being  the  capital  of  the  Com- 
monwealth and  a  densely  populated  municipality, 
the  dangers  paramount  in  the  transportation, 
storage,  and/or  disposal  of  hazardous  wastes  within 
the  City  of  Boston  pose  increasing  health  dangers 
to  thousands  of  persons;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  obligation  of  government  to 
provide   for    the    organized    safety   of   the    public, 
the   intent  of  this  ordinance  will   be   to  regiment 
restrictions  and  prohibitions  on  the  all-encompassing 
aspect    of   hazardous    waste  presence   in   the   City 
of  Boston,  defining  the  intent  and  powers  of  this 
ordinance  with  regard  to  the  necessitation  for  the 
immediate  preservation  of  the  public  safety. 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-nine 
An     Ordinance     Regulating     the     Transportation, 
Storage,  and/or  Disposal  of  Hazardous  Wastes 
in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section   1.  This   ordinance  shall   be   known  and 
may   be    cited    as   the    "Boston   Hazardous    Waste 
Management    Ordinance."    The    purpose    of    this 
ordinance  shall  be: 

a)  to  protect  the  public  health  and  safety,  and 
the  environment  from  the  effects  of  improper, 
inadequate,  or  unsound  management  of  hazard- 
ous wastes; 

b)  to  establish  a  program  to  be  administered 
by  the  City  of  Boston's  Department  of  Health 
and  Hospitals  to  regulate  the  storage,  transpor- 
tation, and/or  disposal  of  hazardous  wastes; 
Section   2.   Unless  the   context    clearly   indicates 

otherwise,  when  used  in  this  ordinance,  the  follow- 
ing words  and  phrases  shall  have  the  following 
meanings: 

"Department,"  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals. 

"Disposal,"  the  discharge,  deposit,  injection, 
dumping,  spilling,  leaking,  or  placing  of  any 
hazardous  waste  into  or  on  any  land  or  water 
so  that  such  hazardous  waste  or  any  constituent 
thereof  may  enter  the  environment  or  be  emitted 
into  the  air  or  discharged  into  any  waters,  in- 
cluding ground  waters. 

"Facility,"  a  site  or  works  for  the  storage, 
treatment,  dewatering,  refining,  incinerating,  re- 
clamation,   stabilization,    solidification,    disposal, 
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or  other  processes  where  hazardous  wastes  can 
be  stored,  treated,  or  disposed  of;  however,  not 
including  a  municipal  or  industrial  waste  water 
treatment  facility  if  permitted  under  section 
43  of  chapter  21  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws. 

"Hazardous  waste,"  a  waste  or  combination  of 
wastes,  which  because  of  its  quantity,  concen- 
tration or  physical,  chemical  or  infectious 
characteristics  may  cause,  or  significantly  con- 
tribute to  an  increase  in  mortality  or  an  increase 
in  serious  irreversible,  or  incapacitating  reversi- 
ble illness,  or  pose  a  present  or  potential  hazard 
to  human  health  or  the  environment  when  im- 
properly treated,  stored,  transported,  used  or 
disposed  of,  or  otherwise  managed,  however, 
not  to  include  solid  or  dissolved  material  in 
domestic  sewage,  or  solid  or  dissolved  materials 
in  irrigation  return  flows  or  industrial  discharges 
which  are  point  sources  subject  to  permits  under 
section  402  of  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Con- 
trol Act  of  1967,  or  source,  special  nuclear,  or 
by-product  material  as  defined  by  the  Atomic 
Energy  Acts  of  1954. 

"Hazardous  waste  licensee,"  a  person  licensed 
to  undertake  the  generation,  collection,  trans- 
portation, storage,  treatment,  use,  or  disposal 
of  hazardous  wastes. 

"Hazardous  waste  management,"  the  system- 
atic control  of  the  collection,  source  separation, 
storage,  transportation,  processing,  treatment, 
recovery,  and  disposal  of  hazardous  wastes. 

"Manifest,"  the  department  approved  form 
used  for  identifying  the  quantity,  composition, 
and  the  origin,  routing,  and  destination  of 
hazardous  waste  from  one  point  of  origin  to 
the  point  of  disposal,  treatment,  or  storage. 

"Person,"  any  agency  or  political  subdivision 
of  the  federal  government  or  the  commonwealth 
of  any  state,  or  municipality,  public  or  private 
corporation  or  authority,  individual,  trust,  firm, 
joint  stock  company,  partnership,  association,  or 
other  entity,  any  said  officer,  employee,  or 
agent  of  said  person,  and  any  group  of  said 
persons. 

"Storage,"  the  actual  or  intended  containment 
of  hazardous  waste  on  a  temporary  basis  or  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  forty-eight  hours,  in  a 
manner  not  to  constitute  disposal. 

"Transfer  station,"  the  intermediate  point  in 
the  transport  of  hazardous  wastes  where  such 
wastes  are  brought,  stored,  and  transferred  to 
vehicles  for  movement  to  other  intermediate 
points  or  to  the  point  of  ultimate  storage  or 
disposal. 

"Transport,"  the  movement  of  hazardous 
wastes  from  the  point  of  origin  to  any  inter- 
mediate points  or  to  the  point  of  ultimate 
storage,  treatment,  recovery,  or  disposal. 

"Treatment,"  any  method,  technique,  or  process 
including  recycling,  neutralization,  incineration, 
stabilization,  or  solidification,  designed  to  change 
the  physical,  chemical,  or  biological  character  or 
composition  of  any  hazardous  waste  as  to 
neutralize  such  waste  or  so  as  to  render  such 
waste  less  hazardous,  non-hazardous,  safer  to 
transport,  amenable  to  storage,  or  reduced  in 
volume,  except  such  method  or  treatment  as 
may  be  included  as  an  integral  part  of  the 
manufacturing  process  at  the  point  of  origin. 


Section  3.  The  department  shall: 

a)  develop  and  establish  a  list  of  hazardous 
wastes,  vapors  or  materials  and  an  identification 
of  characteristics  of  hazardous  waste,  criteria 
and  standards  for  the  identification  of  other 
wastes  as  hazardous,  provisions  for  waiver  by 
the  department  for  any  waste  which  the  depart- 
ment determines  is  insignificant  as  a  potential 
hazard  to  public  health,  safety,  welfare  of  the 
environment,  or  the  handling,  treating,  storage, 
use,  processing,  or  disposal  of  which  is  adequately 
regulated  by  another  governmental  agency. 

b)  establish  a  "hazard  waste  licensee"  form 
for  all  persons  transporting  hazardous  wastes 
through  the  City  of  Boston. 

c)  establish  a  "manifest"  listing  form  which 
shall  be  used  by  persons  transporting  hazardous 
waste  through  the  City  of  Boston  which  shall 
denote  transportation  route,  storage  site,  time 
of  storage,  weight,  safety  factors,  and  other 
essentials  concerning  proper  storage  of  waste  in 
conjunction  with  proper  hazardous  waste  man- 
agement. 

Section  4.  No  person  shall  transport  or  carry 
from  one  point  within  the  city  terminating  at 
another  point  within  the  city  hazardous  wastes 
except  in  accordance  with  a  permit  issued  by  the 
department. 

No  person  shall  transport  or  carry  into  the  city 
for  the  purpose  of  storage,  either  permanently  or 
for  a  period  of  time  not  to  exceed  forty-eight 
hours,  hazardous  wastes,  except  in  accordance  with 
a  permit  issued  by  the  department. 

No  person  shall  transport  within  the  city  for 
any  purpose  hazardous  wastes,  except  in  accord- 
ance with  a  permit  issued  by  the  department. 

Section  5.  The  department  shall  by  regulation, 
establish  such  restrictions  and  prohibitions.  It  is 
not  the  intent  of  this  ordinance  to  interfere  with 
the  rules  and/or  regulations  of  the  United  States 
Government  and/or  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts regarding  interstate  or  intrastate  commerce.

Whereas,  Medical  technology  advanced,  and  the 
need  for  an  orphanage  decreased;  gradually  the 
home  changed  its  focus  from  an  orphanage  into  a 
residential  treatment  center  for  all  children  with

Whereas,  The  Italian  Home  for  Children  now 
operates  and  maintains  its  own  school,  St.

Whereas,  A  typical  hard-worker,  Bob  Fortes  for 
a  period  also  took  on  additional  responsibilities  as 
manager  of  local  development  for  the  South  End

Whereas,  Representative  Fortes,  during  public 
service,  was  chosen  1977  chairman  of  the  Legisla-

Whereas,  He  was  active  on  the  Legislative  Post 
Audit  Committe  which  probed  illegal  campaign

Whereas,  He  will  be  missed,  not  only  as  an 
effective  force  for  Mattapan  and  the  South  End, 
but  also  as  a  friend  of  the  people  of  those  areas;

Our  hearts  and  our  spirits  were  gladdened  on 
Monday,  even  though  we  were  dampened  by  the 
torrential  downpour  on  Boston  Common.  We  wel- 
comed into  our  city  and  into  our  hearts,  him 
whom  the  world  knows  as  the  Bishop  of  Rome, 
the  Vicar  of  Christ,  the  Sovereign  of  Vatican  City, 
the  Supreme  Pontiff  of  the  Universal  Church.  He 
came  to  us  as  a  Man  of  Peace,  he  came  to  us  as 
a  friend,  and  we  took  him  unto  ourselves,  because 
he  spoke  cor  ad  cor — heart  to  heart. 

May  these  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council,

But  even  as  the  city  prayed  with  the  Pope,  a 
special  prayer  had  to  be  said  for  Darryl  Williams 
and  for  his  recovery.

We  pray  that  John  Paul's  spirit  of  peace  and 
brotherhood  and  love  may  help  liberate  us  from 
the  curse  of  violence  and  indifference  and  apathy 
and  permissiveness.  May  John  Paul's  real  presence 
on  the  streets  of  Boston  be  to  all  Bostonians  a 
symbol  of  God's  peace,  God's  grace,  and  God's 
love.  May  we  follow  him  as  he  follows  his  Christ, 
Who  is  our  Christ,  too.

DISAPPROVING  ORDER  RE  ADVISORY 
BALLOT  QUESTION  ON  ABOLITION  OF 
WATER  AND  SEWER  COMMISSION

Dear  Councillors: 

1  return  herewith  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved  a  proposed  order  of  September  12, 
1979,  regarding  an  advisory  ballot  question  as  to 
whether  or  not  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commission 
should  be  abolished. 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  not  that  1  am 
opposed  to  the  issue  being  placed  on  the  ballot, 
but  1  consider  the  question  as  drafted  entirely 
too  simplistic.  Since  it  is  clear  that  water  and 
sewer  services  must  be  provided  by  some  agency 
and  charges  for  these  services  collected,  the  ques- 
tion as  currently  drafted  is  not  realistic.  At  a 
minimum,  one  or  more  brief  options  should  be 
presented  as  to  how  these  services  would  be  pro- 
vided if  the  Water  and  Sewer  Commission  were 
abolished,  and  who  would  ultimately  assume  lia- 
bility for  the  $45  million  dollars  of  debt  for  which 
the  commission  is  presently  responsible. 

As  you  know,  1  have  not  been  fully  satisfied 
with  the  commission's  operation,  and  believe  some 
changes  might  be  appropriate  to  make  the  com- 
mission more  accountable  to  its  customers.  How- 
ever, 1  do  believe  many  of  the  problems  which 
developed  in  the  commission's  first  year  of  opera- 
tions are  now  being  resolved  under  the  leadership 
of  the  commission's  executive  director.  In  light  of 
this,  it  would  be  unwise  to  present  the  option  of 
abolition   without  clear  alternatives. 

I  note  that  the  order  was  originally  passed 
unanimously,  and  presume,  therefore,  that  the 
council  perhaps  either  wasn't  aware  of  or  didn't 
share  my  concern  that  this  issue  be  fully  and 
fairly  presented  to  the  electorate.  I  urge  you  to 
consider  this  issue  and  appropriately  modify  the 
text  of  the  question  to  be  presented  so  as  to  pre- 
sent the  real  question  to  the  voters.  1  have  in- 
structed Corporation  Counsel  Joseph  Alviani  to 
make  himself  available  to  you  if  any  of  you  should 
desire  his  assistance  in  your  efforts.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  A  SPECIAL 
EMERGENCY  HOME  HEATING  COM- 
MITTEE FOR  ELDERLY  RESIDENTS  IN 
THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON 

Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 
In  the  year  Nineteen  Hundred   and  Seventy-nine. 
An   Ordinance   Establishing   a   Special    Emergency 
Home    Heating    Committee  for   Elderly   Resi- 
dents in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Be   it   ordained    by   the   City   Council   of   Boston, 
as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  cost  of  home  heating  oil  has 
nearly  doubled  during  the  last  year  and  is  expected 
to  reach  over  a  dollar  a  gallon  during  the  upcom- 
ing winter;  and 

Whereas,  Spiraling  fuel  costs  will  result  in  human 
suffering  on  a  large  scale,  especially  for  elderly 
residents  living  on  fixed  incomes  who  have  already 
had  to  cut  back  on  other  necessary  items  in  order 
to  afford  to  keep  warm;  and 

Whereas,  The  amount  of  federal  and  s.ate  fuel 
assistance  will  be  insufficient  to  meet  the  needs  of 
elderly  Boston  residents  if  the  fuel  crisis  becomes 
as  severe  as  presently  anticipated;  and 

Whereas,  The  city  has  an  obligation  to  prepare 
in  advance  to  try  to  meet  the  serious  public  crisis 
which  could  develop  this  winter  as  a  result  of  the 
lack  of  availability  and  the  high  price  of  home 
heating  oil;  therefore,  be  it  ordained  by  the  City 
Council  of  Boston  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  created  a  Special 
Emergency  Home  Heating  Committee  which  shall 


be  empowered  to  review  emergency  cases  of 
elderly  residents  of  the  city  over  the  age  of  sixty- 
five,  unable  to  afford  adequate  heating  supplies 
and  which  shall  be  authorized  to  assist  such  resi- 
dents through  emergency  fuel  assistance  payments. 
For  the  purpose  of  providing  such  emergency  fuel 
assistance  payments,  an  allocation  of  one  million 
dollars  shall  be  set  aside  in  a  reserve  fund  for  use 
if  a  fuel  emergency  is  declared  by  the  mayor. 
Criteria  for  eligibility  and  the  distribution  of  such 
funds  shall  be  recommended  by  the  committee  and 
approved  by  the  mayor.  Said  committee  shall  also 
be  empowered  to  develop  plans  to  prepare  and 
utilize  public  buildings  in  various  neighborhoods 
of  the  city  that  shall  be  kept  at  or  above  the 
established  legal  minimum  temperature  for  use  by 
residents  as  temporary  shelters  if  an  emergency 
heating  crisis  is  declared  by  the  mayor. 

Section  2.  The  Special  Emergency  Home  Heating 
Committee  shall  be  composed  of  seven  members 
appointed  by  the  mayor  and  shall  include  the  com- 
missioners of  Housing  Inspection,  Real  Property, 
Health  and  Hospitals,  and  Elder  Affairs  or  their 
designees,  a  representative  of  the  Legislative  Coun- 
cil for  Older  Americans  and  two  other  residents 
of  the  city  over  the  age  of  sixty-five. 

Section  3.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  2,  section 
752,  this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  action 
of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

The  text  of  Pope  John  Paul  IPs  homily  on  the 
Boston  Common: 


OCTOBER  3,  1979 
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Dear  brothers  and  sisters,  dear  young  people  of 
America. 

Earlier  today,  I  set  foot  on  the  soil  of  the 
United  States  of  America.  In  the  name  of  Christ, 
1  begin  a  pastoral  journey  that  will  take  me  to 
several  of  your  cities.  At  the  beginning  of  this 
year,  I  had  the  occasion  to  greet  this  continent 
and  its  people  from  a  place  where  Christopher 
Columbus  landed.  Today  I  stand  at  this  gateway 
to  the  United  States  and  again  I  greet  all  of 
America.  For  its  people,  wherever  they  are,  have 
a  special  place  in  the  love  of  the  Pope. 

1  come  to  the  United  States  of  America  as 
successor  of  Peter  and  as  a  pilgrim  of  faith.  It 
gives  me  great  joy  to  be  able  to  make  this  visit. 
And  so,  my  esteem  and  affection  go  out  to  all 
the  people  of  this  land.  I  greet  all  Americans 
without  distinction;  I  want  to  meet  you  and  tell 
you  all — men  and  women  of  all  creeds  and  ethnic 
origins,  children  and  youth,  fathers  and  mothers, 
the  sick  and  the  elderly — that  God  loves  you. 
That  He  has  given  you  a  dignity  as  human  beings 
that  is  beyond  compare.  I  want  to  tell  everyone 
that  the  Pope  is  your  friend  (he  smiled  and  the 
crowd  chanted  "Long  live  the  Pope")  and  that 
He  is  a  servant  of  your  humanity. 

On  this  first  day  of  my  visit,  I  wish  to  express 
to  you  my  esteem  and  love  for  America  itself; 
for  this  experience  that  began  two  centuires  ago 
and  that  carries  the  name  "United  States  of 
America."  I  express  my  esteem  for  the  past  achieve- 
ments of  this  land  and  for  its  dedication  to  a  more 
just  and  human  future;  for  the  generosity  with 
which  this  country  has  offered  shelter,  freedom 
and  a  chance  for  betterment  to  all  who  have  come 
to  its  shores;  and  for  the  human  solidarity  that 
impels  you  to  collaborate  with  all  other  nations 
so  that  freedom  may  be  safeguarded  and  full 
human  advancement  made  possible. 

I  greet  you,  America  the  beautiful!  (the  crowd 
chanted  "Viva  il  Papa")  Beautiful,  even  if  it  rains. 
1  am  here  because  I  wanted  to  respond  to  the 
invitation  which  the  secretary-general  of  the  United 
Nations  organization  first  addressed  to  me. 

Tomorrow  I  shall  have  the  honor,  as  guest  of 
the  United  Nations,  to  go  to  this  supreme  inter- 
national forum  of  nations  and  to  deliver  an  address 
to  the  General  Assembly;  to  make  a  plea  to  the 
whole  world  for  justice  and  peace — a  plea  in 
defense  of  the  unique  dignity  of  every  human 
being.  I  feel  highly  honored  by  the  invitation  of 
the  UN  secretary-general. 

At  the  same  time,  I  am  conscious  of  the  great- 
ness and  importance  of  the  challenge  that  this 
invitation  brings  with  it.  I  have  been  convinced 
from  the  very  first  that  this  invitation  by  the 
United  Nations  should  be  accepted  by  me  as 
Bishop  of  Rome  and  Pastor  of  the  universal  Church 
of  Christ.  And  so,  I  express  my  deep  gratitude 
also  to  the  hierarchy  of  the  church  in  the  United 
States,  who  joined  in  the  initiative  of  the  United 
Nations. 

I  have  received  many  invitations  from  individual 
dioceses,  and  from  different  regions  of  this  country, 
as  well  as  from  Canada.  I  deeply  regret  that  I  am 
unable  to  accept  all  the  invitations;  I  would  will- 
ingly make  a  pastoral  visit  everywhere  if  it  were 
possible. 

My  pilgrimage  to  Ireland  on  the  occasion  of 
the  centenary  of  the  shrine  of  Our  Lady  of  Knock 


constituted  a  fitting  introduction  to  my  visit  with 
you.  I  sincerely  hope  that  my  visit,  my  whole  visit, 
in  the  United  States  will  be  seen  in  the  light  of 
the  Second  Vatican  Council's  Constitution  on  the 
Church  in  the  Modern  World. 

And  tonight,  I  am  deeply  pleased  to  be  with  you 
on  Boston  Common.  In  you  I  greet  the  City  of 
Boston  and  all  its  people,  as  well  as  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  and  all  its  civil  and  re- 
ligious authorities. 

With  special  warmth,  I  greet  here  Cardinal 
Medeiros  and  the  whole  Archdiocese  of  Boston. 
I  greet  all  the  cardinals  and  bishops  of  the  United 
States  and  Canada. 

A  special  remembrance  links  me  with  the  city, 
for  three  years  ago,  at  the  invitation  of  its  Divinity 
School,  I  had  the  opportunity  to  speak  at  the 
University  of  Harvard. 

As  I  recall  this  memorable  event,  I  wish  to 
express  once  again  my  gratitude  to  the  authorities 
of  Harvard  and  to  the  dean  of  the  Divinity  School 
for  that  exceptionally  valuable  opportunity. 

During  my  first  visit  in  the  United  States  as 
Pope,  on  the  eve  of  my  visit  to  the  United  Nations 
organization,  I  now  wish  to  speak  a  special  word 
to  the  young  people  that  are  gathered  here. 

Tonight,  in  a  very  special  way,  I  hold  out  my 
hands  to  the  youth  of  America.  In  Mexico  City, 
and  Guadalajara,  I  met  the  youth  of  Latin 
America.  In  Warsaw  and  Krakow,  I  met  the 
youth  of  Poland.  In  Rome,  I  meet  frequently 
groups  of  young  people  from  Italy  and  from  all 
over  the  world. 

Yesterday,  I  met  the  youth  of  Ireland  in  Galway. 
And  now  with  great  joy,  I  meet  you. 

For  me,  each  one  of  these  meetings  is  a  new 
discovery.  Again  and  again,  I  find  in  young  people 
the  joy  and  enthusiasm  of  life,  a  searching  for 
truth  and  for  the  deeper  meaning  of  the  existence 
that  unfolds  before  them  in  all  its  attraction  and 
potential. 

Tonight,  I  want  to  repeat  what  I  keep  telling 
youth:  You  are  the  future  of  the  world,  and  "the 
day  of  tomorrow  belongs  to  you." 

I  want  briefly  to  remind  you  of  the  encounters 
that  Jesus  himself  had  with  the  youth  of  his  day. 
The  Gospels  preserve  for  us  a  striking  account  of 
a  conversation  Jesus  had  with  a  young  man.  We 
read  there  that  the  young  man  put  to  Christ  one 
of  the  fundamental  questions  that  youth  every- 
where ask: 

"What  must  1  do  .  .  ."  (Mark  10:17)  and  he 
received  a  precise  and  penetrating  answer.  "Then, 
Jesus  looked  at  him  with  love  and  told  him  .  .  . 
Come  and  follow  me."    (Mark:  10:21). 

But  see  what  happens:  The  young  man,  who  had 
shown  such  interest  in  the  fundamental  question, 
"went  away  sad,  for  he  had  many  possessions." 
(Mark  10:22).  Yes,  he  went  away,  and — as  can  be 
deduced  from  the  context — he  refused  to  accept 
the  call  of  Christ. 

This  deeply  penetrating  event,  in  its  concise 
eloquence,  expresses  a  great  lesson  in  a  few  words: 
It  touches  upon  substantial  problems  and  basic 
questions  that  have  in  no  way  lost  their  relevance. 
Everywhere  young  people  are  asking  important 
questions — questions  on  the  meaning  of  life,  on  the 
right  way  to  live,  on  the  true  scale  of  values: 
"What  must  I  do  .  .  .?  What  must  I  do  to  share 
in  everlasting  life?" 
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This  questioning  bears  witness  to  your  thoughts, 
your  consciences,  your  hearts,  and  wills.  This  ques- 
tioning tells  the  world  that  you,  young  people, 
carry  within  yourselves  a  special  openness  with 
regard  to  what  is  good  and  what  is  true. 

This  openness  is,  in  a  sense,  a  "revelation"  of 
human  spirit  and  in  this  openness  to  truth,  to  good- 
ness and  to  beauty,  each  one  of  you  can  find 
yourself;  indeed,  in  this  openness,  you  can  all  ex- 
perience in  some  measure  what  the  young  man  in 
the   Gospel   experienced. 

"Jesus  looked  at  him  with  love"  (Mark  10:21). 

To  each  one  of  you  I  say  therefore:  Heed  the 
call  of  Christ  when  you  hear  Him  saying  to  you: 
"Follow  Me.  Walk  in  My  path!  Stand  by  My 
side!  Remain  in  My  love!  There  is  a  choice  to  be 
made;  a  choice  for  Christ  and  His  way  of  life, 
and  His  commandment  of  love. 

The  message  of  love  that  Christ  brought  is 
always  important,  always  relevant.  It  is  not  diffi- 
cult to  see  how  today's  world,  despite  its  beauty 
and  grandeur,  despite  the  conquests  of  technology, 
despite  the  refined  and  abundant  material  goods 
that  it  offers,  is  yearning  for  more  truth,  for  more 
love,  for  more  happiness.  And  all  of  this  is  found 
in  Christ  and  in  His  way  of  life. 

Do  I  then  make  a  mistake  when  I  tell  you, 
Catholic  youth,  that  it  is  part  of  your  task  in  the 
world  and  the  church  to  reveal  the  true  meaning 
of  life  where  hatred,  neglect  or  selfishness  threaten 
to  take  over  the  world? 

Faced  with  problems  and  disappointments,  many 
people  will  try  to  escape  from  their  responsibility: 
escape  in  selfishness,  escape  in  sexual  pleasure, 
escape  in  drugs,  escape  in  violence,  escape  in  in- 
difference and  cynical  attitudes.  But  today,  I  pro- 
pose to  you  the  option  of  love,  which  is  the  oppo- 
site of  escape.  If  you  really  accept  that  love  from 
Christ,  it  will  lead  you  to  God.  Perhaps  in  the 
priesthood  or  religious  life;  perhaps  in  some  special 
service  to  your  brothers  and  sisters;  especially  to 
the  needy,  the  poor,  the  lonely,  the  abandoned, 
those  whose  rights  have  been  trampled  upon,  or 
those  whose  basic  needs  have  not  been  provided 
for. 

Whatever  you  make  of  your  life,  whatever  you 
make  of  your  life,  let  it  be  something  that  reflects 
the  love  of  Christ.  The  whole  people  of  God  will 
be  all  the  richer  because  of  the  diversity  of  your 
commitments.  And  whatever  you  do,  remember 
that  Christ  is  calling  you,  in  one  way  or  another, 
to  the  service  of  love:  the  love  of  God  and  of  your 
neighbor. 

It  rains  continually  and  your  reaction  is  very 
intelligent. 

And  now,  coming  back  to  the  story  of  the  young 
man  in  the  Gospels,  we  see  that  he  heard  the  call — 
"Follow  Me" — but  that  he  "went  away  sad,  for  he 
had  many  possessions." 

The  sadness  of  the  young  man  makes  us  reflect. 
We  could  be  tempted  to  think  that  many  posses- 
sions, many  of  the  goods  of  this  world,  can  bring 
happiness.  We  see  instead  in  the  case  of  the  young 
man  in  the  Gospel  that  his  many  possessions  had 
become  an  obstacle  to  accepting  the  call  of  Jesus 
to  follow  Him. 

He  was  not  ready  to  say  yes  to  Jesus,  and  no 
to  self,  to  say  yes  to  love  and  no  to  escape. 

Real  love  is  demanding.  I  would  fail  in  my 
mission  if  I  did  not  clearly  tell  you  so.  For  it  was 
Jesus — our  Jesus,  Himself — who  said;  "You  are  my 


friends  if  you  do  what  1  command  you,"  (John 
15:14).  Love  demands  effort  and  a  personal  com- 
mitment to  the  will  of  God.  It  means  discipline 
and  sacrifice  but  it  also  means  joy  and  human 
fulfillment. 

Dear  young  people:  Do  not  be  afraid  of  honest 
effort  and  honest  work,  do  not  be  afraid  of  the 
truth.  With  Christ's  help,  and  through  prayer,  you 
can  answer  His  call,  resisting  temptation  and  fads, 
and  every  form  of  mass  manipulation.  Open  your 
hearts  to  the  Christ  of  the  Gospels — to  His  love 
and  His  truth  and  His  joy.    Do  not  go  away  sad! 

And,  as  a  last  word  to  all  of  you  who  listen  to 
me  tonight,  I  would  say  this:  The  reason  for  my 
mission,  for  my  journey,  through  the  United  States, 
is  to  tell  you,  to  tell  everyone — young  and  old 
alike — to  say  to  everyone  in  the  name  of  Christ: 
"Come  and  follow  Me!" 

Follow  Christ!  You  who  are  married:  Share 
your  love  and  your  burdens  with  each  other;  re- 
spect the  human  dignity  of  your  spouse;  accept 
joyfully  the  life  that  God  gives  through  you;  make 
your  marriage  stable  and  secure  for  your  children's 
sake. 

Follow  Christ!  You  who  are  single  or  who  are 
preparing  for  marriage:  Follow  Christ!  You  who 
are  young  or  old:  Follow  Christ!  You  who  are 
sick  or  aging;  who  are  suffering  or  in  pain.  You 
who  feel  the  need  for  healing,  the  need  for  love, 
the  need  for  a  friend — follow  Christ! 

And  so  to  all  of  you  I  extend — in  the  name  of 
Christ — the  call,  the  invitation,  the  plea:  "Come 
and  follow  Me."  This  is,  this  is  why  I  have  come 
to  America,  and  why  I  have  come  to  Boston  to- 
night: To  call  you  to  Christ — to  call  all  of  you 
and  each  of  you  to  live  in  His  love,  today  and 
forever.   Amen!

In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Amen. 

As  we  gather  together  to  ask  the  Lord's  blessing 
upon  this  meeting  of  the  City  Council  during  this 
week  when  we  honor  the  Italian  navigator  who 
sailed  under  the  flag  of  Spain  as  "the  Admiral  of 
the  Ocean  Seas,"  as  the  Chinese  community  in 
Boston  celebrates  its  "Double-Ten,"  the  anniver- 
sary of  the  overthrow  of  the  Manchu  Dynasty  in 
1911,  as  the  euphoria  of  the  visit  of  the  Polish 
Bishop  of  Rome  still  permeates  our  city  —  we  are 
reminded  of  the  diversity  of  peoples  and  cultures 
that  have  made  our  city  and  our  country  great.

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The  MVMB  shall  be  headed  by  a  director  who 
shall  be  qualified  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
31  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  and 
who  shall  be  appointed  by  vote  of  the  Traffic 
and  Parking  Commission. 

Additional   staff   of    the   MVMB    shall    be    ap- 
pointed in  accordance  with  M.G.L.  chapter  31  by 
the    Commission    when    it    deems    the    workload 
warrants  an  increase.

All    department    requests    for    new    vehicles   or 
allocation  of   existing  vehicles  or   optional   equip- 
ment for  such  vehicles  shall  be  reviewed  by   the 
MVMB  and  either  approved  or  disapproved.

The  director  annually  as  of  April  1  shall  com- 
pile a  list  of  all  city  motor  vehicles  owned,  leased, 
or  otherwise  used  by  the  city  denoting  the  depart- 
ment assigned,  the  vehicle's  make,  model,  engine 
size,  extra  equipment,  registration,  and  the  individ- 
ual assigned  to  the  vehicle.

1.  The  Boston  Police  Department  has  been  dele- 
gated the  authority  to  conduct  medical  examina- 
tions to  determine  the  fitness  of  candidates  for 
certification  to  positions  as  police  officers.  This 
authority  has  been  delegated  to  the  Boston  Police 
Department  by  the  Personnel  Administrator  of  the 
Division  of  Personnel  Administration  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  pursuant  to 
guidelines  and  medical  standards  for  public  safety 
candidates  issued  by  the  Personnel  Administrator 
in  Personnel  Memorandum  78-15,  dated  December 
27,  1978,  with  amendments. 

Those  standards  outline  numerous  conditions 
that  disqualify  candidates  from  public  safety  posi- 
tions. Mr.  Gutterman's  application  has  been  de- 
ferred while  he  seeks  out  expert  opinion  as  to 
whether  or  not  his  condition  is,  in  fact,  disqualify- 
ing, or  should  be.  (The  Personnel  Administrator 
has  taken  the  position  that  the  standards  outlined 
in  Personnel  Memorandum  78-15  are  not  necessar- 
ily all  inclusive  and  that  modifications,  including 
the  addition  of  previously  unmentioned  conditions, 
may  be  made  from  time  to  time). 

Mr.  Gutterman  was  informed  by  mail  on  May 
22,  1979,  of  the  need  for  such  expert  opinion.  To 
this  date,  he  has  not  provided  the  needed  informa- 
tion. 

2.  There  are  numerous  civilian  positions  in  the 
department  where  it  appears  clear  that  Mr. 
Gutterman's  medical  condition,  to  the  extent  it  is 
currently  understood  by  the  department,  would 
not  be  disqualifying. 

Mr.  Gutterman's  eligibility  for  such  positions  is 
dependent  upon  Civil   Service  law  and  rules. 

3.  Massachusetts  law  prohibits  the  release  of 
information  concerning  an  applicant's  criminal 
record.

Dear  Mayor  White: 

We  have  looked  into  Mr.  Vincent  Zarrilli's  pro- 
posal to  study  the  feasibility  of  bringing  a  surplus 
aircraft  carrier  to  the  Boston  Waterfront  for  the 
purpose  of  parking  several  thousand  cars  and 
providing  for  other  activities.  We  consider  the 
concept  to  be  inappropriate  for  the  Boston  Water- 
front and  do  not  think  that  further  study  is  neces- 
sary or  desirable  to  document  this  conclusion. 
Proposal  Context 

In  assuming  any  development  proposal,  one  of 
the  first  questions  that  must  be  addressed  is 
whether  the  nature  of  the  proposal  truly  has  the 
potential  to  solve  a  real  problem  or  addresses 
needs  which  can  be  met.  The  central  theme  of 
the  carrier  proposal  is,  in  effect,  to  provide 
thousands  of  parking  spaces  at  one  point  along 
the  Downtown  Waterfront.  We  are  not  now  look- 
ing for  a  concentration  of  thousands  of  parking 
spaces  in  the  downtown,  particularly  at  one  loca- 
tion. In  the  first  place,  it  is  city  and  state  policy 
to  restrain  the  amount  of  automobile  access  to 
the  downtown  and  in  the  second  place,  so  many 
spaces  at  one  location  require  access  provisions 
out  of  scale  with  our  downtown  development  and 
roadway  system.  This  situation  is  independent  from 
whether  the  parking  spaces  are  located  in  an  air- 
craft carrier  or  a  warehouse  or  whether  the  unit 
cost  per  space  is  $1  or  $15,000. 

Another  element  of  the  aircraft  carrier  proposal, 
suggested  by  Mr.  Zarrilli,  was  the  utilization  of  the 
flight  deck  for  recreational  purposes  —  open-space 
landscaping  and  playing  fields.  This  is  a  solution 
in  search  of  a  problem,  in  the  sense  that  regional 
scale  recreational  facilities  are  not  being  sought 
for  downtown  and  the  deck  represents  more  than 
a  neighborhood  entity. 

As  for  the  possible  attraction  in  itself  that  a 
Wordl  War  II  aircraft  carrier  might  present,  like 
Battleship  Cove  in  Fall  River,  there  already  exists 
a  strong  point  of  view  that  the  magnitude  and 
variety  of  attractions  in  the  Downtown  Waterfront 
is  approaching  saturation  from  an  environmental 
and  neighborhood  perspective. 
Physical  and  Operational  Scale 

In  considering  the  feasibility  of  an  aircraft 
carrier  proposal,  it  is  important  at  all  times  to 
remember  that  size  of  a  carrier  that  is  in  keeping 
with  the  concept.  It  would  have  the  following 
typical  dimensions: 

Overall  length,  over  1,000  feet;  extreme  width, 
250  feet;  keel  to  mast  top,  equal  to  twenty-five- 
story  building;  waterline  to  flight  deck  height,  equal 
to  a  seven-story  building;  area  of  flight  deck,  over 
four  acres. 


The  concept  is  directed  to  the  service  of  down- 
town, and  as  such  has  to  find  a  waterfront  loca- 
tion in  the  area  from  the  Coast  Guard  piers  to 
Northern  Avenue.  The  longest  undeveloped  stretch 
of  waterfront  in  this  section  is  Rowe's  and  Foster's 
Wharves  which  are  about  600  feet  long.  At  this 
location  a  1,000-foot  carrier  would  occupy  the 
wharfs  and  overlap  a  substantial  portion  of  the 
Harbor  Towers  property  (formerly  India  Wharf). 
If  located  at  Long  Wharf  (perpendicular  to  the 
shoreline),  it  would  exceed  the  length  of  the  wharf 
by  several  hundred  feet  and  the  flight  deck  would 
be  at  least  as  high  as  the  Long  Wharf  (National 
Historic  Register)  buildings.  In  all  downtown  loca- 
tions, much  dredging  would  be  necessary  to  be 
able  to  berth  the  vessel. 

As  you  know,  the  largest  parking  facility  in  the 
downtown  is  the  Government  Center  Garage 
which  has  1,865  spaces.  Its  scale  is  obvious  and 
it  is  flanked  by  two,  one-way,  five-lane  streets 
for  access  and  general  traffic.  Mr.  Zarrilli  has 
suggested  that  an  aircraft  carrier  might  accommo- 
date even  over  4,000  cars.  The  scale  and  traffic 
access  needs  for  a  waterfront  location  of  such  a 
volume  of  parking  are  not  in  keeping  with  exist- 
ing development  or  established  plans,  let  alone  the 
automobile  restraint  policy  which  we  adopted  some 
years  ago. 
Judgment  of  Importance 

We  have  had  many  discussions  with  Mr.  Zarrilli 
regarding  the  aircraft  carrier  proposal.  In  all  fair- 
ness, it  is  possible  of  course  to  locate  an  aircraft 
carrier  anywhere,  even  (with  extreme  effort)  on 
Boston  Common.  The  difficulty  in  obtaining 
agreement  with  Mr.  Zarrilli  on  the  need  for  a 
more  extensive  feasibility  study  lies  in  his  con- 
sidering the  proposal  as  superseding  in  importance 
the  orientation  of  existing  development  and  estab- 
lished plans.  We  believe  that  further  study  is  an 
exercise  in  documenting  the  self-evident,  while  Mr. 
Zarrilli  suggests  that  opponents  to  further  study 
"lack  imagination,"  etc.  We  cannot  accept,  as 
Mr.  Zarrilli  does,  that  the  carrier  proposal  is  of 
paramount  concern  in  Waterfront  planning, 
particularly  in  the  light  of  matters  set  forth  in 
this  letter. 

To  summarize  our  conclusion,  we  feel  that  the 
proposal  is  neither  necessary  or  desirable  in  the 
Downtown  Waterfront  and  that  further  study  of 
the  concept  is  not  warranted.  We  are,  of  course, 
prepared  to  discuss  this  further  with  you  should 
additional  clarification  be  desired.

The  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals  has 
received,  as  of  this  date,  the  following  information 
regarding  certain  wastes  removed   under   contract. 

Flammable  liquid;  free-flowing  and  neg.  solids, 
34  barrels;  flammable  liquids;  with  separable  solids, 
45  barrels;  flammable  liquids;  with  non-separable 
solids,  139  barrels;  organic-laden,  non-com  liquids 
or  sol-liq  mix,  105  barrels;  solid  plastics,  polymers, 
etc.,  52  barrels;  lab  chemicals,  2  barrels;  aqueous 
solution  TOC,  more  than  40,000  ppm,  41  barrels; 
Mineral  acid,  less  than  25  percent  cone.  neg.  sol., 
1  barrel;  mixed  halogenated  solvent,  less  than  50 
percent  halog.,  1  barrel. 

As  this  represents  about  40  percent  of  the  wastes 
for  which  the  department  contracted,  further  in- 
formation will  have  to  await  the  regular  reports 
from  the  disposal  contractor. 

The  department  has  been  informed  by  the  Divi- 
sion of  Air  and  Hazardous  Materials  of  the  De- 
partment of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering 
that  their  testing  has  revealed  the  presence  of  the 
following  substances:

Acetone,  trichloroethylene,  ammonia,  copper 
fluoride,  freons,  methanol,  acetates,  tetrahydro- 
furan, methyl  hydroxides  (copper,  chrome),  methyl 
ethyl  ketone,  toluene,  ethanol,  butanol,  xylene, 
styrene,  butane  cellosolve,  kerosene,  plasticizers, 
polyester,  urethane,  alconnox,  ink,  liquid  cement, 
sludges  (paint,  latex,  adhesive),  vinyl  pigments, 
resin,  paints,  lacquers,  metal  plating  solutions. 

The  extent  to  which  the  above-noted  chemicals 
are  present  on  the  site  is  unknown  at  this  time.

I  was  interested  to  see  that  the  City  Council 
has  passed  a  resolution  opposing  Congressman 
Sam  Gibbons'  proposed  amendment  to  H.R.  2626, 
the  Hospital  Cost  Containment  Act  of  1979  which 
would  bring  V.A.  hospitals  under  the  oversight 
and  regulation  of  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare. 

I  believe  V.A.  hospitals  serve  a  vital  function 
in  our  society.  They  also  provide  veterans  and 
dependents  with  quality  medical  care  at  afford- 
able rates.  Although  they  provide  medical  resources 
to  people  who  otherwise  might  not  be  able  to 
afford  medical  care  and  attention. 

I  also  believe  that  the  V.A.  hospital  network 
has  done  a  commendable  job  in  delivering  these 
medical  services,  and  for  this  reason,  I  am  inclined 
to  oppose  Congressman  Gibbons'  amendment  to 
H.R.  2626.  However,  I  will  reserve  final  judgment 
on  this  issue  until  I  have  had  the  opportunity  to 
thoroughly  review  the  provisions  of  the  Gibbons' 
amendment  and  ascertain  the  judgment  of  Con- 
gressional colleagues  who  serve  on  the  House 
Veterans  Affairs  Committee. 

I  am  not  convinced  that  the  administration  of 
oversight  regulations  by  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare  would  in  any  way  improve 
the  efficiency  of  V.A.  Hospitals  and  reduce  costs 
and  expenses  incurred  through  medical  care. 

Once  again  thank  you  for  voicing  your  concern 
over   this   issue.   I    appreciate   your   contacting   me 
and  I  look  forward  to  hearing  from  you  again  soon.

ORDINANCE  PROMOTING  ACCESS  TO  PUB- 
LIC BUILDINGS  BY  PHYSICALLY  HAND- 
ICAPPED 

Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston, 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-nine 
An  Ordinance  Promoting  Access  to  Public  Build- 
ings by  the  Physically  Handicapped. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  Physically  handicapped  persons  should 
have  full  and  free  access  to  public  buildings  so 
that  they  may  have  the  education,  employment, 
living  and  recreation  opportunities  necessary  to  be 
as  self-sufficient  as  possible  and  to  assume  full 
responsibilities  as  citizens;  and     * 

Whereas,  Owners  of  public  buildings  should 
comply  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Architectural  Barriers  Board  to  ensure  access  by 
physically  handicapped  persons;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Commission  on  the  Physi- 
cally Handicapped  should  assist  in  securing  com- 
pliance with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Architectural  Barriers  Board;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordained,  By  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  pur- 
suant   to   the    authority    vested    in   it    by    law,    as 
follows:

CENTERS  AND  NUDE  DANCING

Whereas,  The  Licensing  Division  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  has  three  requests  to  license  "peep  show" 
centers  on  642.  675,  and  697  Washington  Street  to 
exhibit  X-rated  movies  and  live  nude  dancing;  and 

Whereas,  The  section  of  Boston  where  the  cen- 
ters would  be  located  is  commonly  called  the 
"Combat  Zone";  and 

Whereas,  The  Combat  Zone  was  the  site  of  the 
Liberty  Tree  Mall,  a  municipal  experiment  to 
sanction  adult  entertainment  that  failed  to  control 
crime  as  exemplified  by  the  tragic  death  of  Andrew 
Puopolo  thirty-five  months  ago;   and 

Whereas,  The  Combat  Zone  is  still  a  focal 
point  of  police  activity  with  frequent  prostitution 
sweeps,  vice  and  drug  raids,  assaults,  and  rob- 
beries; and 
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Whereas,  This  area  is  bordered  by  Boston's 
progressive  developments,  including  the  Downtown 
Crossing,  the  New  England  Medical  Center,  and 
the  proposed  Lafayette  Place  and  Federal  Building 
Complex;  and 

Whereas,  The  coin-operated  movies  in  question 
will  be  pornographic  in  nature;  and  since  pornog- 
raphy has  always  degraded  women,  the  city  should 
not  continue  to  legitimize  what  is  offensive  to  half 
the  population  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Although  there  is  no  clear  legal  inter- 
pretation of  what  pornography  means,  there  is  a 
historical  translation  of  the  word  "obscene"  that 
comes  from  a  technique  of  ancient  Greek  dramatists 
who  chose  to  move  off  stage  any  action,  sexual  or 
violent,  that  would  be  an  affront  to  the  sensibili- 
ties of  a  civilized  audience;  and 

Whereas,  This  past  Sunday,  both  the  Boston 
Globe  and  the  Boston  Herald  American  ran  stories 
about  a  female  producer  of  X-rated  movies  glam- 
orizing a  seedy  business  whose  value  is  not  sociably 
redeeming  art  but  economic  profit;  and  as  such 
the  two  papers  give  credence  that  obscenity  should 
be  made  legitimate;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meet- 
ing assembled,  requests  that  the  City  Clerk  send 
to  Richard  J.  Sinnott,  Chief  of  the  Licensing  Divi- 
sion, the  City  Council's  opposition  to  licensing  the 
three  peep  show  centers  and  nude  dancing  in  order 
to  minimize  business  that  should  be  "off  scene" 
rather  than  encouraging  pornography. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  TIERNEY,  the  rules  were 
suspended;  the  order  was  passed.

It  is  respectfully  requested  that  your  Honor 
introduce  in  the  City  Council  an  appropriation 
order  whereby  there  will  be  available  in  the 
Eastern  Regional  Library's  Budget  (3-10-12)  the 
sum  of  $70,977.21,  which  is  currently  held  by  the 
Collector-Treasurer. 

This  appropriation  represents  the  state  reimburse- 
ment for  the  period  July,  1979,  for  the  Eastern 
Regional  Library  System  operated  by  the  Boston 
Public  Library  as  provided  in  the  contract  between

ORDINANCE  REGULATING  CERTAIN   EVIC- 
TIONS   FOR    CONDOMINIUM    CONVERSION 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Office  of  the  Mayor. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Councillors: 

1  hereby  transmit  for  your  consideration,  an 
ordinance  dealing  with  Regulating  Certain  Evictions 
for  Condominium  Conversions.  The  legislation 
establishes  a  minimum  period  of  notice  for  tenants 
in  either  rent  controlled  or  decontrolled  apartments 
when  it  is  the  intent  of  the  owner  of  those  apart- 
ments to  bring  an  action  for  eviction  in  order  to 
convert  the  unit  to  a  condominium. 


City  of  Boston, 
In   the  Year   Nineteen   Hundred  and  Seventy-nine 
An    Ordinance    Regulating    Certain    Evictions    for 

Condominium  Conversion. 
Be   it   ordained    by   the   City   Council    of   Boston, 
as  follows: 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  with 
respect  to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  number  of 
the  citizens  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  deterioration  and  demolition  of 
existing  housing  and  an  insufficient  supply  of  new 
housing  have  resulted  in  a  substantial  and  critical 
shortage  of  safe,  decent,  and  reasonably  priced 
rental  housing  accommodations;   and 

Whereas,  Vacancy  decontrol  as  provided  for  in 
chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975,  as  amended, 
does  not  result  in  the  removal  of  rental  housing 
accommodations  from  the  rental  housing  market; 
and 

Whereas,  An  increasing  number  of  rental  housing 
accommodations  are  being  converted  into  condo- 
miniums resulting  in  the  removal  of  the  converted 
condominium  units  from  the  rental  housing  mar- 
ket: and 

Whereas,  Condominium  conversions  contribute 
to  the  scarcity  of  rental  housing  and  exacerbate 
the  serious  rental  housing  emergency;  and 

Whereas,  Evictions  for  condominium  conversions 
arc  resulting  in  the  displacement  of  increasing 
numbers  of  tenants;  and 

Whereas,  High  inflation,  the  energy  crisis  and 
the  tight  money  supply  aggravate  the  serious 
housing  emergency  and  affect  both  landlords  and 
tenants.  It  thus  becomes  necessary  to  mitigate 
the  effects  of  the  displacement  of  tenants  due  to 
condominium  conversion  while  not  imposing  an 
undue  burden  on  landlords;  and 

Whereas,  The  untoward  effects  of  condominium 
conversion  evictions  on  tenants  can  be  adequately 
dealt  with  by  providing  potentially  displaced  ten- 
ants with  sufficient  time  to  examine  the  housing 
market,  evaluate  available  housing  alternatives, 
formulate  future  housing  plans,  secure  any  neces- 
sary financing  and  decide  whether  to  purchase  the 
condominium  unit  or  relocate;  and 

Whereas,  This  emergency  cannot  be  dealt  with 
by  the  operation  of  the  private  rental  housing 
market  nor  by  chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1975,  as  amended,  and  unless  evictions  for  condo- 
minium conversions  are  regulated  and  controlled, 
such  emergency  and  the  inflationary  pressures  and 
displacement  resulting  therefrom  will  produce 
serious  threats  to  the  public  health,  safely,  and 
general  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Boston; 

Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  in- 
vested in  it  by  law,  including,  without  limitation, 
Article  2,  as  amended,  and  Article  47  of  the 
Amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  and  chapter  797  of  the 
Acts  of  1969,  as  amended  by  chapter  863  of  the 
Acts  of  1970  and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of 
1971,  be  it  declared  by  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  of  Boston  that  a  substantial  and  critical 
shortage    of   safe,    decent,   and    reasonably    priced 
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rental  housing  units  continues  to  exist  because  of 
(1)  the  deterioration  and  demolition  of  existing 
housing;  and  (2)  an  insufficient  supply  of  new 
housing;  and  (3)  conversion  of  rental  housing 
accommodations  into  condominiums. 

And,  also,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested  in  it 
by  law,  including,  without  limitation,  Article  2,  as 
amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amendments  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as 
amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  and 
by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  be  it  ordained 
by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  Definitions.  When  used  in  the  ordi- 
nance, unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  the 
following  terms  shall  have  the  following  meanings: 

(a)  Board:  the  rent  board  established  under 
section  2  of  chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975, 
as  amended. 

(b)  Class  of  housing  accommodations:  all  hous- 
ing accommodations  within  the  city  or  any  category 
of  such  housing  accommodations  based  on  size, 
age,  construction,  rent,  location,  or  other  common 
characteristics. 

(c)  Condominium  conversion  eviction:  an  evic- 
tion of  a  tenant  by  a  landlord  for  the  purpose  of 
removing  such  tenant  from  a  housing  accommoda- 
tion in  order  to  facilitate  the  sale  and  transfer  of 
legal  title  to  that  housing  accommodation  as  a 
condominium  unit  to  a  prospective  purchaser. 

(d)  Condominium  unit:  a  unit  of  a  condo- 
minium as  that  term  is  defined  in  chapter  183 A 
of  the  General  Laws. 

(e)  Executive  director:  the  executive  director  of 
the  board.  The  executive  director  exclusively  shall 
exercise  the  regular  and  customary  functions  of 
management.  The  executive  director  shall  also 
have  the  power  to  govern  the  conduct  of  the 
department  and  to  hire  and  discharge  employees. 

(f)  Housing  accommodation:  any  building, 
structure,  or  part  thereof  or  land  appurtenant 
thereto,  or  any  other  real  or  personal  property 
rented  or  offered  for  rent  for  living  or  dwelling 
purposes,  within  the  city,  including  houses,  apart- 
ments, condominiums,  rooming  or  boarding  house 
units,  and  other  properties  used  for  living  or 
dwelling  purposes,  together  with  all  services  con- 
nected with  the  use  or  occupancy  of  such  prop- 
erty, not  including  the  following: 

(i)  housing  accommodations  which  the  United 
States  or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  or 
any  authority  created  under  the  laws  thereof 
either  owns,  or  operates,  or  finances  or  sub- 
sidizes or  insures  the  mortgage  thereon,  or  regu- 
lates the  individual  rents  thereof. 

(ii)  housing  accommodations  in  any  building 
or  structure  containing  no  more  than  two  dwell- 
ing units,  or  containing  three  dwelling  units,  one 
of  which  is  occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  as  his 
permanent  residence;  provided  that  two  or  more 
adjoining  buildings  or  structures  under  common 
legal  or  beneficial  ownership  shall  constitute  a 
single  building  or  structure  for  this  purpose;  and 
provided  further  that  no  building  or  structure 
shall  be  considered  occupied  by  the  owner 
thereof  unless  all  beneficial  owners  occupy  one 
or  more  dwelling  units  therein  as  their  permanent 
residence. 

(iii)  housing  accommodations  constructed, 
created  by  conversion  from  a  non-housing  to  a 


housing  use,  or  substantially  rehabilitated  in  the 
opinion  of  the  board  so  as  to  constitute  the 
equivalent  of  new  construction  after  December  1, 
1968,  with  respect  to  conventionally  financed 
housing  accommodations,  and  after  January  1, 
1972,  with  respect  to  housing  accommodations 
described  in  paragraph  (f)   (i)  above. 

(iv)  housing  accommodations  in  cooperatives 
(v)  housing  accommodations  in  hotels,  motels, 
inns,  tourist  homes,  and  rooming  or  boarding 
houses  which  are  occupied  in  the  majority  by 
transient  guests  for  a  period  of  less  than  four- 
teen consecutive  days,  providing  that  the  excep- 
tion of  said  hotels,  motels,  inns,  tourist  homes, 
and  rooming  or  boarding  houses  from  the  above 
definition  may  be  reviewed  at  any  time  by  the 
board; 

(g)  Housing  services:  services  or  facilities  pro- 
vided by  a  landlord  or  required  by  law  or  by  the 
terms  of  a  rental  housing  agreement  to  be  pro- 
vided by  a  landlord  to  a  tenant  in  connection  with 
the  use  and  occupancy  of  any  housing  accommoda- 
tion, including,  without  limitation:  services,  furni- 
ture, furnishings,  and  equipment;  repairs;  decora- 
ting and  maintenance;  provision  of  light,  heat,  hot 
water,  cold  water,  telephone,  and  elevator  service; 
kitchen,  bath  and  laundry  facilities  and  privileges; 
use  of  halls,  corridors,  stairs,  common  rooms,  yard 
and  other  common  areas;  maid  service,  linen 
service,  janitor  service,  removal  of  refuse,  parking 
facilities,  and  any  other  benefit,  privilege,  or  fa- 
cility connected  with  the  use  or  occupancy  of  any 
housing  accommodation.  Housing  services  to  a 
housing  accommodation  shall  include  a  propor- 
tionate part  of  services  provided  to  common  facili- 
ties of  the  building  in  which  the  housing  accom- 
modation is  contained. 

(h)  Landlord:  the  individual  who  holds  title  to 
any  controlled  housing  accommodation  in  any 
manner  including,  but  not  limited  to,  a  partnership, 
corporation,  trust;  for  purposes  of  this  ordinance, 
the  rights  and  duties  of  the  landlord  hereunder 
shall  be  the  obligation  of  anyone  who  manages, 
controls,  or  customarily  accepts  rent  on  behalf  of 
the  landlord. 

(i)  Rent:  the  consideration,  including  any  bonus, 
benefit,  gratuity,  or  charge  contingent  or  otherwise, 
demanded  or  received  for,  or  in  connection  with, 
the  use  or  occupancy  of  a  housing  accommodation 
or  for  housing  services  or  for  the  transfer  of  a 
lease  of  a  housing  accommodation. 

(j)  Rental  housing  agreement:  an  agreement, 
verbal,  written,  or  implied,  between  a  landlord  and 
a  tenant  for  use  and  occupancy  of  a  housing 
accommodation  and  for  housing  services. 

(k)  Tenant:  a  tenant,  subtenant,  lessee,  sub- 
lessee, or  other  person,  entitled  under  the  terms 
of  a  rental  housing  agreement  to  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation. 

Section  2.  Scope.  All  evictions  for  condominium 
conversion  of  housing  accommodations  in  the  City 
of  Boston  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  and  any  policies,  procedures,  rules, 
and  regulations  promulgated  hereunder  as  will 
further  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  3.  Rent  Board,  (a)  Composition.  The 
rent  board  for  purposes  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
one  and  the  same  body  as  established  under 
section  2 A  of  chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1975,  as  amended. 
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(b)  Compensation.  Each  member  of  the  board 
shall  receive  no  additional  compensation  to  that 
received  under  section  2B  of  chapter  15  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1975. 

(c)  Powers  and  Duties.  The  board  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance.  The  board  shall  hire,  with  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor,  the  executive  director.  The  board 
shall  promulgate  such  policies,  rules,  rulings  and 
regulations,  and  shall  issue  such  orders,  as  will 
further  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  The  board 
shall  grant  or  deny  certificates  of  eviction  as  pro- 
vided under  section  10,  and  shall  bring  such  pro- 
ceedings as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  or  to  enforce  any  policy, 
rule,  ruling,  regulation,  or  order  promulgated  or 
issued  by  the  board  under  this  ordinance.  The 
board  may  refer  any  appropriate  matter  to  the 
assessing,  building,  fire,  housing  inspection  depart- 
ments, or  other  appropriate  departments. 

(d)  Studies,  Information,  Investigations  and 
Reports.  The  board  may  make  such  studies  and 
investigations,  conduct  such  hearings,  and  obtain 
such  information  as  is  deemed  necessary  in  pro- 
mulgating any  regulation,  rule  or  order  under  this 
code  and  regulations  and  orders  promulgated  here- 
under. For  the  foregoing  purposes,  a  person  may 
be  summoned  to  attend  and  testify  and  to  produce 
books  and  prepare  in  like  manner  as  he  may  be 
summoned  to  attend  as  a  witness  before  a  court 
and  before  the  City  Council  under  section  8  of 
chapter  233  of  the  General  Laws.  Any  person  who 
rents  or  offers  for  rent  or  acts  as  broker  or  agent 
for  the  rental  of  any  controlled  housing  accommo- 
dation may  be  required  to  furnish  under  oath  any 
information  required  by  the  board,  and  to  produce 
records  and  other  documents  and  make  reports. 
Such  persons  shall  have  the  right  to  be  represented 
by  counsel,  and  a  transcript  shall  be  taken  of  all 
testimony  and  such  person  shall  have  the  right  to 
examine  said  transcript  at  reasonable  times  and 
places.  Section  10  of  chapter  233  of  the  General 
Laws  shall  apply.  The  board  shall  recommend  for 
adoption  such  amendments  as  may  be  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  4.  Registration.  The  board  may  require 
registration  of  all  housing  accommodations  on 
forms  approved  by  the  executive  director.  Who- 
ever fails  to  timely  file  any  statement  or  informa- 
tion required  to  be  filed  under  this  section,  shall 
in  addition  to  other  penalties  under  section  13,  be 
subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  fifty  dollars  per  calendar 
day  that  such  failure  continues.  No  application 
for  a  certificate  of  eviction  shall  be  accepted  until 
all  statements  and  information  required  to  be  filed 
under  this  section  have  been  filed  and  any  such 
application  received  prior  to  such  filing  shall  be 
dismissed. 

Section  5.  Presumption.  For  purposes  of  this 
ordinance  any  action  to  recover  possession  of  a 
housing  accommodation  shall  be  presumed  to  be 
a  condominium  conversion  eviction  where  any  of 
the  following  criteria  may  apply:  (a)  any  indivi- 
dual unit  in  a  building  in  which  the  subject  housing 
accommodation  is  located  has  been  sold  as  a  con- 
dominium unit;  or 

(b)  a  master  condominium  deed  for  the  build- 
ing in  which  the  housing  accommodation  for  which 
recovery  of  possession  is  sought  has  been  duly 
recorded;  or 


(c)  the  landlord,  his  agents,  or  anyone  acting 
on  behalf  of  the  landlord  has  made  any  attempt 
to  market  any  unit  in  the  building  in  which  the 
subject  housing  accommodation  is  located  as  a 
condominium  unit  within  one  year  of  the  com- 
mencement of  the  action  to  recover  possession;  or 

(d)  any  tenant  residing  in  a  building  in  which 
the  subject  housing  accommodation  is  located  has 
received  within  one  year  of  commencement  of  the 
action  to  recover  possession  any  notices,  com- 
munications or  information  from  the  landlord  or 
his  agents  indicating  that  the  building  will  be  or 
has  been  converted  into  condominiums. 

Section  6.  Overcoming  the  Presumption  as  to 
Controlled  Housing  Accommodations  under  chap- 
ter 15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975,  as  amended, 
(a)  A  landlord  seeking  a  certificate  of  eviction  for 
a  housing  accommodation  under  chapter  15  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1975,  as  amended,  must  file  with  the 
board  a  statement  of  rebuttal  on  a  form  approved 
by  the  executive  director  in  order  to  overcome  the 
presumption  set  forth  in  section  5  together  with 
an  application  for  certificate  of  eviction. 

(b)  Upon  receipt  of  such  statement,  the  board 
shall  send  a  copy  of  the  statement  to  the  tenant 
of  the  housing  accommodation  together  with  a 
notification  of  all  rights  and  procedures  available 
with  respect  thereto. 

(c)  As  part  of  its  determination  with  respect  to 
a  certificate  of  eviction,  the  board  shall  determine 
whether  the  eviction  falls  within  the  provisions  and 
purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  7.  Overcoming  the  Presumption  as  to  All 
Other  Housing  Accommodations,  (a)  A  landlord 
prior  to  commencing  an  action  to  recover  posses- 
sion of  a  housing  accommodation  which  has  been 
vacancy  decontrolled  pursuant  to  chapter  15  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1975,  as  amended,  must  file 
with  the  board  a  statement  of  rebuttal  on  a  form 
approved  by  the  executive  director  in  order  to 
overcome  the  presumption  set  forth  in  section  5. 

(b)  Upon  receipt  of  such  statement,  the  board 
shall  send  a  copy  of  the  statement  to  the  tenant 
of  the  housing  accommodation  as  defined  in  this 
section  together  with  a  notification  of  all  rights 
and  procedures  available  with  respect  thereto. 

(c)  A  tenant  has  a  right  to  oppose  the  statement 
of  rebuttal  from  the  date  the  notice  is  sent.  An 
opposing  statement  shall  contain  a  detailed  descrip- 
tion of  the  facts  and  evidence  upon  which  the 
tenant  relies  in  opposing  the  statement  of  rebuttal 
and  should  refer  to  and  include  all  documentary 
evidence  which  the  tenant  wishes  the  board  to 
consider. 

(d)  Based  on  the  statement  of  rebuttal  and  on 
the  tenants  opposing  statement  the  board  will 
either  approve  or  further  investigate  the  facts  as 
to  the  applicabability  of  this  ordinance.  If  further 
investigation  is  necessary,  the  board  shall  com- 
mence a  fact-finding  proceeding  and  issue  a  deter- 
mination in  the  matter. 

(e)  Upon  a  determination  of  the  board  con- 
cerning the  applicability  of  this  ordinance,  either 
party  concerned  may  appeal  to  the  district  court 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  which  the  housing  accom- 
modation involved  is  located  or  to  the  housing 
court  of  the  City  of  Boston,  within  thirty  calendar 
days  after  such  decision. 

Section  8.  Just  Cause  Eviction  for  Condominium 
Conversion. 
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(a)  No  person  shall  bring  any  action  to  recover 
possession  of  a  housing  accommodation  for  con- 
dominium conversion  unless  the  landlord  seeks  to 
recover  possession  for  just  cause,  provided  that  his 
purpose  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  and 
purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

(b)  A  landlord  prior  to  seeking  possession  of  a 
housing  accommodation  for  just  cause  condo- 
minium conversion  shall: 

(i)  duly  execute  and  record  a  master  con- 
dominium deed  for  the  housing  accommodation, 
in  accordnace  with  chapter  183A  of  the  General 
Laws;  and 

(ii)  file  with  the  board  on  a  form  approved 
by  the  executive  director  an  affidavit  of  condo- 
minium conversion  stating  among  other  relevant 
facts:  that  a  master  condominium  deed  which 
complies  with  the  requirements  of  chapter  183 A 
of  the  General  Laws  has  been  duly  executed  and 
recorded;  the  date  that  the  master  deed  was 
recorded;  the  book  and  page  number  of  the 
master  deed  as  recorded  at  the  Suffolk  County 
Registry  of  Deeds;  the  name  and  address  of  the 
landlord;  and  the  name  and  address  of  the 
present  tenants;  and 

(iii)  take  no  direct  or  indirect  action  for  one 
year  from  the  filing  with  the  board  of  the  affi- 
davit of  condominium  conversion  where  such 
action  would  prematurely  terminate  the  tenancy 
and  be  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  and  pur- 
poses of  this  ordinance;  and 

(iv)  make  a  written  offer  to  sell  the  housing 
accommodation  to  the  tenant  residing  therein  at 
the  conclusion  of  the  one  year  period;  and 

(v)  obtain  a  binding  purchase  and  sale  agree- 
ment with  a  good-faith  purchaser  for  the  sale 
of  said  housing  accommodation;  and 

(vi)  file  and  application  for'  a  certificate  of 
eviction  on  a  form  approved  by  the  executive 
director  which  application  evidences  compliance 
with  this  ordinance  and  all  applicable  laws, 
codes,  ordinances  and  regulations;  and 

(vii)  not  file  an  application  for  certificate  of 
eviction  with  the  board  until  at  least  one  year 
from  the  date  of  filing  of  the  affidavit  of  con- 
dominium conversion  has  elapsed;  and 

(viii)  obtain  a  certificate  of  eviction  from  the 
board. 

(c)  Upon  receipt  of  an  affidavit  of  condominium 
conversion  the  board  shall  send  notice  to  the 
tenant  of  the  housing  accommodation  that  such 
affidavit  has  been  filed  together  with  a  notification 
of  all  rights  and  procedures  available  under  this 
ordinance. 

(d)  Upon  receipt  of  an  application  of  certificate 
of  eviction  the  board  shall  send  a  copy  of  the 
application  to  the  tenant  of  the  housing  accommo- 
dation together  with  a  notification  of  all  rights 
and  procedures  available  under  this  ordinance. 

(e)  In  addition  to  the  other  criminal  penalties 
under  this  ordinance  which  may  apply,  any  failure 
to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  may 
result  in  the  invalidation  of  any  document,  affi- 
davit or  application  previously  filed  with  the  board, 
or  the  board  may  take  such  other  action  as  it 
deems  appropriate  to  further  the  provisions  and 
purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  9.  Prohibition.  No  purchaser  of  a  condo- 
minium unit  under  an  executed  purchase  and  sale 
agreement  may  circumvent  the  intent  of  this  ordi- 
nance by  applying  for  a  certificate  of  eviction  for 


use  and  occupancy  under  section  8  (a)  (viii)  of 
chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975,  as  amended, 
prior  to  transfer  of  legal  title  to  the  unit,  based 
on  any  equitable  ownership  interest. 

Section  10.  Board  Decision.  If  the  board  finds 
that  the  facts  as  attested  to  in  the  landlord's 
application  are  valid  and  that  in  the  opinion  of 
the  board  there  is  compliance  with  section  8,  the 
certificate  of  eviction  shall  be  issued. 

Section  11.  Board  Initiated  Action.  The  board 
may  on  its  own  initiative  commence  an  action  to 
determine  the  accuracy  of  the  information  as  con- 
tained in  any  notice,  affidavit  or  application  or  to 
determine  the  validity  of  any  application  or  that 
there  is  full  compliance  with  the  provisions  and 
purposes  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  12.  Construction /Judicial  Review.  The 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  as 
additional  restrictions  on  the  right  to  recover 
possession  of  a  housing  accommodation.  No  pro- 
vision of  this  ordinance  shall  entitle  any  person 
to  recover  possession  of  such  a  housing  accommo- 
dation. Upon  a  decision  of  said  board  concerning 
the  granting  or  withholding  of  a  certificate  of 
eviction,  either  party  concerned  may  appeal  to 
the  district  court  within  the  jurisdiction  of  which 
the  housing  accommodation  involved  is  located  or 
to  the  housing  court  of  the  City  of  Boston,  within 
thirty  calendar  days  after  such  decision. 

Section  13.  Criminal  Penalties,  (a)  It  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  do  or  omit  to  do  any 
action  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance or  the  rules,  regulations  or  orders  hereunder 
promulgated.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
by  act  or  omission  knowingly  to  engage  in  any 
conduct  tending  to  deprive  a  tenant  of,  or  to  pre- 
vent a  tenant  from  exercising,  any  right  conferred 
by  this  code,  including  any  such  conduct  tending 
lo  deprive  a  tenant  of  the  peace,  comfort,  or 
enjoyment  of  a  housing  accommodation  in  viola- 
tion of  this  ordinance  and  any  such  conduct  in- 
tended to  result  in  substantial  inconvenience  or 
amounting  to  a  violation  of  privacy,  harassment, 
intimidation,  threat,  or  coercion. 

(b)  Whoever  willfully  violates  any  provision  of 
this  ordinance  or  any  rule,  regulation  or  order 
hereunder  promulgated  or  whoever  knowingly 
makes  any  false  statement  in  any  testimony  before 
the  board  or  whoever  knowingly  supplies  the  board 
with  any  false  information  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  or 
by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  ninety  days 
or  both;  provided,  however,  that  in  the  case  of  a 
second  or  subsequent  offense,  such  person  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  three  thousand 
dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one 
year  or  both. 

(c)  A  landlord  who  seeks  to  recover  possession 
of  a  housing  accommodation  without  a  certificate 
of  eviction  shall  be  deemed  to  have  violated  this 
ordinance,  and  the  board  may  initiate  a  criminal 
prosecution  for  such  violation. 

(d)  The  district  court  for  the  judicial  district 
within  which  the  housing  accommodation  affected 
is  located  and  the  housing  court  of  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  severally  have  concurrent  jurisdiction 
over  all  such  actions  and  complaints. 

Section  14.  Injunctions.  The  superior  court  and 
the  housing  court  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall 
severally  have  jurisdiction  to  restrain  by  injunction 
any  violation  of  this  ordinance  and  of  rules,  regu- 
lations and  orders  promulgated  by  the  board. 
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Section  15.  Effective  Date  and  Duration.  This 
ordinance  shall  become  effective  on  immediately 
upon  passage,  and  shall  remain  in  effect  until 
December  31,  1982,  or  until  a  prior  determination 
is  made  by  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  that 
the  present  rental  housing  emergency  no  longer 
exists. 

Section  16.  Constitutional  Construction.  The 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if 
any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitutional 
or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not 
affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

Section  17.  Transitional  Provisions.  Any  applica- 
tion for  a  certificate  of  eviction  for  condominium 
conversion  which  is  pending  before  the  board 
under  chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975,  as 
amended  by  chapter  29  of  the  Ordinances  of  1979, 
on  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
processed  in  accordance  with  the  policies,  pro- 
cedures, rules,  and  regulations  in  effect  at  the  time 
the  application  was  filed  with  the  board.  Any 
application  for  a  certificate  of  eviction  for  condo- 
minium conversion  filed  with  the  board  on  or 
after  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  or  any 
action  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accom- 
modation commenced  on  or  after  the  effective  date 
of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  governed  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance. 

The  ordinance  was  placed  on  the  table  by  the 
President. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  FLYNN  moved  re- 
consideration of  the  previous  referral.

In  response  to  an  inquiry  passed  by  the  Boston 
City  Council  on  June  13,  1979,  the  Department's 
Planning  and  Research  Division  has  compiled  the 
following  information: 

Since  April  1st  of  this  year,  there  have  been 
two  other  incidents  that  involved  the  stoning  or 
harassment  of  motorists  in  this  area  which  have 
been  reported  to  the  Police  Department.  Neither 
of  these  other  two  incidents  involved  the  act  of 
robbery  from  the  person,  although  each  involved 
injury  to  the  victims. 

The  number  of  police  officers  assigned  to 
District  3  is  eighty-five;  eleven  sergeants;  three 
lieutenants;  and  one  captain.  The  patrol  officers 
are  assigned  to  the  following  shifts: 

Days:  twenty-eight  patrol  officers  and  six 
detectives. 

Night  A  Group:  twenty-one  patrol  officers  and 
three  detectives;  three  patrol  officers  assigned  to 
the  housing  projects. 

Night   B  Group:   twenty-four   patrol   officers. 

There  are  eight  patrol  sectors  with  two  men 
assigned  each  sector  car;  walking  beats;  team 
police  units  assigned  each  night;  six  police 
clerks  that  work  in-house  during  the  day  and 
night  shifts;  six  day  detectives  and  three  night 
detectives,  and  there  are  a  number  of  supplemen- 
tary units  that  regularly  patrol  the  area 
(Mounted  and  Motorcycle  Units). 

Units  are  assigned  according  to  the  workload 
of  the  district  and  additional  units  are  assigned 
during  heavy  work  periods.  On  June  10th  there 
were  four  patrol  cars,  one  patrol  wagon,  one 
gang  control  car,  and  seven  walking  officers. 
There  was  a  motorcycle  and  mounted  officer  in 
the  area,  as  well  as  a  patrol  supervisor.  Team 
police  officers  were  also  working  as  well  as  a 
number  of  officers  on  overtime  assignment. 

More  police  presence  has  been  provided  in 
areas  that  have  a  recurring  crime  problem  and 
the  department  has  established  more  foot  patrols 
in  these  areas. 


There  are  not  different  criteria  for  assisting 
"community  disorders"  depending  upon  where  an 
incident  occurs. 

The  potential  for  strife  this  summer  in  this  area 
is  the  same  as  any  other  area  of  the  city.  There 
are  those  in  our  society  that  seem  determined  to 
create  problems  of  community  disorder.  Efforts 
are  constantly  being  made  by  the  Police  Depart- 
ment to  prevent  such  occurrences.  In  the  incident 
of  June  10th,  five  individuals  were  arrested.

1.  Report  on  ordinance,  Docket  No.  1057  (re- 
ferred July  25)  re  canine  waste  and  its  removal — 
recommending  that  the  ordinance  ought  to  pass  in 
the  following  new  draft: 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Seventy-nine 
An  Ordinance  Relating  to  Canine  Waste  and  Its 
Removal. 

City  of  Boston  Ordinance  14.  291  is  hereby 
repealed  and  the  following  to  be  placed  in  its 
stead: 

Ordinance  14.  291 

Section  1.  Duty  to  Dispose 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  person  who  owns, 
possesses,  or  controls  a  dog  to  remove  and  dispose 
of  any  feces  left  by  his/her  dog  on  any  sidewalk, 
street,  or  other  public  area.  It  shall  further  be 
the  duty  of  each  person  who  owns,  possesses,  or 
controls  a  dog  to  remove  and  dispose  of  any 
feces  left  by  his/her  dog  on  any  private  property 
neither  owned  nor  occupied  by  said  person. 

Section  2.  Duty  to  Possess  Means  of  Removal 

No  person  who  owns,  possesses,  or  controls  such 
dog  shall  appear  with  such  dog  on  any  sidewalk, 
street,  park,  or  other  public  area  without  the 
means  of  removal  of  any  feces  left  by  such  dog. 
Furthermore,  no  person  who  owns,  possesses,  or 
controls  such  dog  shall  appear  on  any  private 
property  neither  owned  nor  occupied  by  said 
person  without  the  means  of  removal  of  any  feces 
left  by  said  dog. 

Section  3.  Method  of  Removal  and  Disposal 

For  the  purpose  of  this  regulation,  the  means 
of  removal  shall  be  any  tool,  implement,  or  other 
device  carried  for  the  purpose  of  picking  up 
and  containing  such  feces,  unexposed  to  said  per- 
son or  the  public.  Disposal  shall  be  accomplished 
by  transporting  such  feces  to  a  place  suitable  and 
regularly  reserved  for  the  disposal  of  human  feces, 
specifically  reserved  for  the  disposal  of  canine 
feces,  or  as  otherwise  designated  as  appropriate  by 
the  Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Hospitals. 

Section  4.  Fines  for  Violation 

Violation  of  this  regulation  shall  be  punished 
by  a  fine  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  occurrence. 

Section  5.  Enforcement 

Violation  of  this  regulation  shall  be  enforced 
in  accordance  with  law,  provided,  however,  that, 
if  simultaneously  with  the  issuance  of  a  complaint 
hereunder,  a  complaint  is  issued  pursuant  to  G.L., 
c.  40,  s.  21 D,  and  that  complaint  is  disposed  of 
pursuant  to  said  act  and  CBC,  Ordinance  14.  369, 
the  complaint  issued  hereunder  shall  be  deemed 
disposed  of. 

Section  6.   Exemption 

This  regulation  shall  not  apply  to  a  dog  accom- 
panying any  handicapped  person  who,  by  reason 
of  his/her  handicap,  is  physically  unable  to  com- 
ply with  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance,  or 
any  individual  over  sixty-five  years  of  age  accom- 
panying a  licensed  dog. 

Section  7.  Severability 

The'  provisions  of  this  section  are  severable;  and 
if  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any 
court    of  competent   jurisdiction,    the    decision    of

Report  on  ordinance,  Docket  No.  1342  (re- 
ferred October  10)  establishing  the  Motor  Vehicle 
Management  Bureau  and  defining  its  functions — 
recommending  that  the  ordinance  ought  to  pass 
in  the  following  new  draft: 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  owns  or  leases  a 
large  fleet  of  passenger  motor  vehicles  for  use  by 
municipal  employees  and  officers  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  official   duties;   and 

Whereas,  From  time  to  time  there  has  arisen 
instances  of  abuse  by  persons  in  the  use  of  such 
vehicles;  and 

Whereas,  The  advisability  of  establishing  a 
management  system  and  guidelines  for  the  proper 
use  of  such  vehicles  by  city  personnel  was  demon- 
strated in  a  report  by  the  Boston  Finance  Com- 
mission; and 

Whereas,  The  thrust  of  such  report  was  the  need 
for  an  independent  agency  to  supervise  such  use; 
and 

Whereas,  A  Motor  Vehicle  Management  Bureau 
formalized  in  law  is  needed  to  give  such  an 
agency  the  stature  and  authority  to  properly 
determine  the  type  of  each  such  vehicle  and  iis 
equipment;  and 

Whereas,  The  logical  place  for  locating  such 
agency  would  appear  to  be  the  Traffic  and  Parking 
Department;  and 

Whereas,  The  head  of  such  agency  as  well  as 
its    employees     should     enjoy     protection     against 


arbitrary  firing  or  other  potential  abuses  by  the 
appointing  authority  in  order  to  ensure  that  deci- 
sions made  by  such  agency  be  in  the  city's  and 
public's  interest;  and 

Whereas,  In  order  to  provide  a  centralized,  con- 
tinuous monitoring  of  the  city's  automotive  fleet  so 
as  to  assure  that  such  vehicles  are  used  only  in 
official  city  business  and  are  of  a  kind  and  con- 
tain only  such  equipment  as  is  necessary  to  con- 
duct the  city's  business  such  agency  should  make 
and  publish  regulations  as  are  consistent  with  this 
ordinance;  therefore, 

City   of   Boston 
In   the   Year  Nineteen   Hundred   and   Seventy-nine 
An   Ordinance  Establishing  the   Motor  Vehicle  Man- 
agement  Bureau   and    Defining   Its   Functions. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code  Ord.  7,  sec.  210. 

A  division  to  be  known  as  the  Motor  Vehicle 
Management  Bureau  (MVMB)  shall  be  established 
in  the  Traffic  and  Parking  Department.  The  MVMB 
shall  be  responsible  for  the  acquisition  by  purchase 
or  otherwise  and  for  the  assignment,  maintenance, 
and  disposal  of  all  motor  vehicles  owned  by,  or 
leased,  loaned,  or  otherwise  provided  to  the  city, 
excepting  vehicles  owned  or  leased  by  the  Fire  or 
Police  Departments,  which  Police  or  Fire  Depart- 
ments vehicles  shall  not  be  used  except  for  the 
purposes  of  said  departments. 

Section  211. 

The  MVMB  shall  be  headed  by  a  director  who 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  commissioner  of  Traffic 
and  Parking  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts. 

Additional  staff  of  the  MVMB  shall  be  appointed 
in  accordance  with  M.G.L.  chapter  31  in  like 
manner  by  the  commissioner  when  the  commis- 
sion deems  the  workload  warrants  such  additional 
personnel. 

Section  212. 

All  department  requests  for  new  vehicles  or 
allocation  or  assignment  of  existing  vehicles  or 
optional  equipment  for  such  vehicles  shall  be  re- 
viewed by  the  director  of  the  MVMB  and  either 
approved  or  disapproved  by  said  director. 

Section  213. 

The  director  annually  as  of  April  1  shall  com- 
pile a  list  of  all  said  city  motor  vehicles  owned, 
leased  or  otherwise  used  by  the  city  denoting  the 
department  to  which  assigned,  the  vehicle's  make, 
model,  engine  size,  optional  equipment,  registration, 
and  the  individual  assigned  to  the  vehicle.  Said  list 
shall  be  kept  on  file  at  the  MVMB  and  be  open 
for  public  inspection  during  regular  business  hours, 
and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  City 
Council  on  or  before  the  following  April    15. 

No  such  city-owned,  leased,  or  otherwise  used 
vehicle  shall  be  assigned  or  allowed  to  be  used 
by  any  employee  when  such  person  is  off  duly  or 
not  on  authorized  commutation.  Persons  author- 
ized to  use  vehicles  for  commutation  shall  be 
recommended  by  respective  department  heads  who 
shall  certify  in  writing,  giving  specific  reasons,  why 
>,uid  department  head  finds  the  use  of  such  vehicles 
for  commutation  purposes  to  be  in  the  city's  and 
public's  interest. 

Section   215. 

Except   by  specific   written   authorization   of  the 
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director,  no  vehicle  is  to  be  garaged  outside  of 
the  city  on  a  regular  basis. 

Section  216. 

In  order  to  implement  this  ordinance  the  director 
shall  be  empowered  and  directed  to  make  and 
publish  rules   and  regulations   consistent  herewith. 

Section  217. 

No  city  agency  or  office  shall  be  authorized  to 
use  credit  cards  for  purchase  of  fuel  or  automotive 
supplies  and  services  for  said  vehicles  unless  ex- 
pressly so  authorized  by  ordinance.

TAIN QUESTIONS  RE  SMOKE  DETEC- 
TORS AND  ALSO  ORDINANCE  RE  LEGAL 
RESPONSIBILITY  FOR  INSTALLATION 
OF  SMOKE  DETECTORS  AND  RESUB- 
MITTING ORDER  FOR  ACCEPTANCE  OF 
SECTION  26C  OF  CHAPTER  148  OF  GEN- 
ERAL LAWS

To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

1  transmit  herewith  and  return  without  my  signa- 
ture and  disapproved  (1)  an  order  of  the  City 
Council  dated  October  10,  1979,  relating  to  cer- 
tain questions  propounded  on  August  15,  1979,  in 
regard  to  smoke  detectors;  and  (2)  an  ordinance 
dated  October  10,  1979,  relating  to  legal  respon- 
sibility for  installation  of  smoke  detectors. 

Please  be  advised  that  the  absence  of  my  signa- 
ture does  not  reflect  any  lack  of  concern  with  the 
subject  matter  but  rather  is  based  on  technical 
legal  grounds.  As  indicated  in  my  letter  to  you 
on  May  15,  1979,  recommending  acceptance  of 
the  provisions  of  G.L.  c.  148,  sec.  26C,  Fire  Com- 
missioner George  H.  Paul  and  1  believe  that  in- 
stallation of  smoke  detectors  is  of  the  utmost 
importance  in  protecting  our  citizens  from  the 
hazards  of  fire.  However,  the  two  orders  dated 
October  10,  1979,  each  of  which  addresses  this 
issue,  appear  to  be  internally  inconsistent.  While 
the  first  order  delays  acceptance  until  certain 
questions  have  been  answered,  the  second  is  effec- 
tive upon  publication.  The  two  orders  are  there- 
lore  mutually  contradictory. 

1  believe  that  answers  to  all  ten  questions  pro- 
pounded by  Councillor  O'Neil  on  August  15,  1979, 
have  now  been  supplied  to  you  by  Commissioner 
Paul  and  the  order  delaying  acceptance  is  there- 
fore unnecessary,  and  should  be  withdrawn. 

The  second  ordinance,  which  purports  to  impose 
legal  responsibility  for  installation  of  smoke  de- 
tectors upon  landlords  is  similarly  unnecessary.  As 
indicated  in  Commissioner  Paul's  answer  to  ques- 
tions 5  and  8,  dated  August  23,  1979,  the  landlord 
is  in  all  cases  responsible  for  purchase  and  installa- 
tion. Further,  the  Law  Department  has  informed 
me  that  G.L.  c.  148  by  its  own  terms  places  legal 
responsibility  for  these  matters  on  the  landlords. 
By  accepting  G.L.  c.  148,  s.  26C,  in  the  form  1 
submitted  on  May  15,  1979,  the  City  Council  will 
have  established  the  legal  responsibility  for  installa- 
tion. Since  the  wording  of  the  ordinance  dated 
October  10,  1979,  is  less  clear  than  might  be  de- 
sired and  leaves  the  city's  acceptance  of  G.L.  c. 
148,  s.  26C,  open  to  question,  I  believe  acceptance 
of  that  section  should  not  be  accomplished  in  that 
form. 

Therefore,  I  resubmit  and  request  that  you  adopt 
an  order  in  the  form  recommended  by  me  on  May 
15,  1979.  I  believe  that  this  order  will  most  satis- 
factorily further  our  mutual  interest  in  protecting 
our  citizens. 

I  urge  your  prompt  and  favorable  action  of  this 
proposal.

Question  9. 

The  Fire  Commissioner  of  the  City  of  Boston 
will  require  all  smoke  detectors  sold  for  use  within 
the  City  of  Boston  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
UL  217,  which  has  been  recognized  nationwide. 
The  landlord  will  be  responsible  for  the  installation 
of  said  smoke  detectors  and  responsible  for  main- 
tenance of  said  smoke  detectors  in  all  commercial 
enterprises.  However,  in  residential  dwellings  hav- 
ing more  than  six  apartments,  other  than  hotels 
and  motels,  except  for  common  areas,  the  main- 
tenance of  said  smoke  detectors  will  be  the  re- 
sponsibility of  the  tenants.  However,  with  regards 
to  condominiums,  high-rise  buildings,  etc.,  pro- 
visos in  the  lease  may  specify  the  landlord's  re- 
sponsibility for  the  installation  and  maintenance 
of  said  detectors. 
Question  10. 

The  seller  of  smoke  detectors  will  give  to  the 
consumer  purchasing  said  smoke  detectors,  cards 
stating  the  name  of  the  smoke  detector,  the  amount 
they  purchased,  and  the  UL  certificate  number 
which  they  are  asked  to  forward  to  their  local  fire 
department  so  that  they  may  be  on  file.  However, 
this  is  a  difficult  policing  factor  and  unless  the 
consumer  realizes  the  importance  of  filing  with  the 
fire  department  said  certificate,  there  is  no  way 
that  the  fire  department  can  force  the  issue.

Since  this  matter  con- 
stitutes affirmative  litigation,  I  am  responsible  for 
it  and  have  assigned  John  Hurley,  Assistant  Attor- 


ney General,  to  handle  it.  As  this  matter  is  some- 
what dated  at  this  point  and  appears  to  involve  a 
complex  factual  situation,  it  will  be  necessary  for 
the  City  Council  to  appoint  either  one  of  its 
members  or  a  member  of  its  staff  to  assist  Mr.

Mem- 
bers of  the  board  shall  be  residents  of  the  city 
and  a  member  who  ceases  to  be  a  resident  of 
the  city  shall  be  removed  by  operation  of  law 
upon  the  date  of  his  or  her  change  of  residence. 
No  member  shall  be  a  compensated  employee  of 
the  city,  except  the  chair  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission or  designated  substitute.  No  elected 
official  shall  serve  on  this  board. 

The  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor, 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  City  Council.  One 
member  shall  be  the  director  of  the  Boston 
Municipal  Research  Bureau  or  designated  sub- 
stitute. One  member  shall  be  a  representative 
of  organized  labor.  One  member  shall  be  a 
representative  of  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. One  member  shall  be  experienced  in  set- 
ting salary  schedules  and  in  salary  administration 
for  management-level  employees.  One  member 
shall  be  a  representative  of  an  established 
citizen-consumer  advocacy  group,  and  one  mem- 
ber shall  be  appointed  at  large  from  the  public. 
From  time  to  time  the  board  will  elect  one  of 
its  members  as  chairperson  and  another  as  vice- 
chairperson. 

Of  the  members  of  said  board  first  appointed, 
one  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  one  year 
from  the  first  day  of  June,  1979,  two  for  two 
years  from  said  date,  two  for  three  years  from 
said  date,  and  two  for  four  years  from  said  date. 
Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  any 
such  member  or  any  subsequent  member,  his  or 
her  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner 
for  a  term  of  four  years.  In  the  event  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  member,  his  or  her 
successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner 
within  eight  weeks  to  serve  for  the  unexpired 
term. 

Members  of  the  board  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
special  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  of 
chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws. 

Members  of  the  board  shall  serve  without 
compensation  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  ex- 
penses necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties. 

The  board  shall  study  the  salaries  and  ex- 
penses of  the  Mayor,  the  City  Council  members 
and  staff  and  all  other  salaries  limited  by  ordi- 
nance. On  or  before  the  second  Monday  of 
November  of  each  year,  the  board  shall  report 
recommendations,  if  any,  of  adjustments  of 
salaries  and  expenses  to  the  Mayor  and  to  the 
City  Council  for  their  consideration.  These 
recommendations  shall  include  a  current  assess- 
ment and  evaluation  of  these  figures  as  they 
relate  to  other  municipalities  of  a  similar  size 
and  their  compensation  patterns  for  employees 
not  covered  by  collective  bargaining. 
Section  4.  The  provisions  of  CBC  Ord.  2,  sec. 
752,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordinance 
shall  be  published  by  the  action  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil in  passing  the  same.

Whereas,  The  structure  of  city  government  has 
been  the  topic  of  many  ordinances  and  home  rule 
petitions  passed  by  the  City  Council,  the  subject 
of  referendum  questions  which  have  been  placed 
on  the  ballot  for  consideration  by  the  voters,  and 
the  object  of  much  litigation  in  the  courts  of  the 
commonwealth;   now,  therefore,  be  it  ordained 

City  of  Boston 
In   the   Year  Nineteen   Hundred   and   Seventy-nine 
An   Ordinance    Establishing   a    Home  Rule    Study 

Commission. 
Be  it   ordained    by   the   City    Council    of    Boston, 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  there  be  established  no  later 
than  sixty  days  after  the  inauguration  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  in  1980,  a  Home  Rule  Study 
Commission  which  shall  have  as  its  duties  1.  the 
review  of  the  method  of  election  of  the  Mayor, 
City  Council,  and  School  Committee,  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  the  length  of  terms,  the  number 
of  successive  terms  a  member  can  serve,  whether 
people  are  elected  by  districts  or  at  large;  2.  the 
balance  of  powers  between  the  Mayor,  the  City 
Council,  and  the  School  Committee,  including,  but 
not  limited  to,  the  power  to  appropriate  money  and 
the  appointment  and  confirmation  of  heads  of  de- 
partments, members  of  boards,  and  other  city 
officials;  3.  all  other  relevant  matters  concerned 
with  the  governing  of  the  City  of  Boston,  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  agencies  established  by  state 
law  such  as  the  Boston  Licensing  Board  and  the 
Boston  Finance  Commission;  4.  the  question  of 
whether  Boston  should  have  a  city  manager  as  its 
administrator  or  other  intermediary  executive. 
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Section  2.  The  members  shall  be  as  follows: 
three  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  Boston,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  residents  of  the  city  and  none  of 
whom  shall  be  a  present  employee  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  the  County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  School 
Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston;  three  appointed 
by  the  Boston  City  Council,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
residents  of  the  city  and  none  of  whom  shall  be 
a  present  employee  of  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
County  of  Suffolk,  or  the  School  Committee  of 
the  City  of  Boston;  three  designated  by  the  Mayor 
and  confirmed  by  the  City  Council  upon  the  nomi- 
nation by  a.  the  Boston  Municipal  Research  Bu- 
reau; b.  the  Greater  Boston  Labor  Council;  c.  the 
Greater  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce.

Whereas,  The  State  Legislature  has  recently  es- 
tablished a  limit  on  the  amount  of  debt  which  the 
Commonwealth  may  incur;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Corporation  Counsel  draft 
for  presentation  to  the  City  Council  at  its  first 
meeting  of  1980  a  home  rule  petition  which  would 
provide  for  a  limitation  on  long-term  debt;  and  be 
it  further 

Resolved,  That  it  be  written  in  such  a  form 
that  the  amount  of  debt  be  established  by  the 
Council  upon  its  consideration  of  the  home  rule 
petition;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  home  rule  petition  have 
attached  to  it  a  memorandum  detailing  present 
debt  obligations  of  the  city,  including  but  not 
limited  to,  the  date  of  maturity  of  all  obligations 
and  the  interest  rates  on  same.

LAW  DEPARTMENT  TO  INITIATE  LEGAL 
ACTION  PROHIBITING  IMPLEMENTA- 
TION OF  ANTI-TOWING  LEGISLATION 
AT   AIRPORT 

Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  During  the  last  days  of  the  State  Legis- 
lative session,  legislation  was  introduced,  enacted, 
and  signed  into  law  prohibiting  the  use  of  towing 
as  a  noise  abatement  measure  at  Logan  Airport; 
and 

Whereas,  Passage  of  this  anti-towing  legislation 
is  a  severe  set-back  to  years  of  good-faith  efforts 
by  East  Boston  residents  to  reduce  hazardous  levels 
of  air  and  noise  pollution  in  their  community;  and 

Whereas,  The  requirement  to  tow  planes  a  few 
hundred  feet  so  that  they  would  be  2,000  feet  away 
from  the  Jeffries  Point  neighborhood  before  start- 
ing their  engines  would  have  provided  significant 
relief  to  East  Boston  residents  at  minimal  cost  to 
the  airline  industry;  and 

Whereas,  The  need  for  towing  as  a  noise  abate- 
ment measure  to  alleviate  ground  noise  was  re- 
inforced in  a  recent  comprehensive  consultant  re- 
port by  Bolt,  Beranek  and  Newman  on  the  environ- 
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mental  impact  of  ground  operations  in  the  South- 
west Corridor  section  of  the  airport  (that  encom- 
passes the  area  next  to  Jeffries  Point)  which 
showed  that  noise  from  ground  operations  is 
actually  louder  than  air  flight  operations  fifty  days 
out  of  the  year;  and 

Whereas,  That  same  consultants'  report  also 
documented  the  high  levels  of  air  pollution  caused 
by  ground  operations  at  Logan,  which  account  for 
80  percent  of  the  strong-smelling  hydrocarbon 
emissions  and  a  considerable  amount  of  carbon 
monoxide  emissions,  both  of  which  contribute  to 
the  already  high  rates  of  respiratory  diseases  suf- 
fered by  East  Boston  residents;  and 

Whereas,  If  the  towing  of  planes  is  banned  at 
Logan,  the  health  and  safety  of  East  Boston  resi- 
dents will  be  permanently  damaged;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meet- 
ing assembled,  hereby  calls  on  the  City  of  Boston 
Law  Department  to  initiate  action  in  Federal 
District  Court  to  permanently  enjoin  implementa- 
tion of  anti-towing  legislation  at  Logan  Airport 
because  of  the  severe  damage  it  will  cause  to  the 
environmental  health  and  safety  needs  of  residents 
living  in  close  proximity  to  Logan  Airport.

OPPOSING  SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT'S  UNIFI- 
CATION PLAN  AND  REQUESTING  RE- 
DUCTION OF  SCHOOL  DEPARTMENT 
BUDGET 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  A  series  of  public  hearings  are  being 
held  by  the  School  Department  under  the  so-called 
School  Unification  Facility  Program  which  calls 
for  the  closing  of  seventeen  schools;  and 

Whereas,  Meetings  have  been  held  in  the  seven 
different  school  districts  of  the  city  where  parents, 
as  well  as  educators,  as  well  as  elected  public 
officials  and  private  citizens  have  attended  and 
testified;  and 

Whereas,  Theme  of  all  parents  of  all  the  children 
appears  to  be  in  opposition  to  the  elimination  of 
their  neighborhood   schools;   and 

Whereas,  The  implementation  of  this  plan  is 
scheduled  to  be  voted  by  the  School  Committee 
on  December  2  under  a  plan  which  they  will  sub- 
mit to  the  Federal  District  Court  Judge  Arthur 
Garrity;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  much  disagreement  among 
those  who  made  the  report  and  the  faculty  and 
parents  of  the  children  who  attend  the  schools  that 
are  to  be  closed  in  almost  every  section  of  the 
city;  and 

Whereas,  While  the  School  Department  is  plan- 
ning on  closing  seventeen  schools  in  various  neigh- 
borhoods of  the  city,  the  School  Committee  last 
week  added  102  personnel  to  the  School  Depart- 
ment payroll  at  a  cost  of  $2.7  million,  plus  fringe 
benefits;  and 

Whereas,  This  act  is  very  inconsistent  with  the 
policy  of  economy  of  closing  of  the  schools  which 
will  be  offset  by  the  new  hiring  policy.  The  School 
Department  has  said  that  these  people  are  being 
promoted  and  their  positions  are  being  filled  so 
there  are  no  new  positions;  and 

Whereas,  The  plan  has  called  for  decentralization 
and  includes  people  who  are  being  transferred  out 
from  the  central  committee  headquarters  into 
various    districts   and    their   jobs    are    being    filled. 


This  decentralization  of  jobs  is  being  filled  at  both 
levels — at  the  central  headquarters  and  at  the 
district  level.  This  is  an  inconsistent  policy  and 
the  School  Department  should  put  their  house  in 
order  before  they  plan  on  the  closing  of  schools; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  has  $8.4 
million  dollars  in  the  Reserve  Fund  earmarked 
for  the  School  Department  and  this  money  has 
not  been  allocated  or  appropriated  for  the  general 
school  purposes;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  is 
opposed  to  the  Unification  Plan  as  it  is  now  in 
report;  and  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  asks  the 
School  Committee  to  hold  up  the  implementation 
and  the  approval  of  this  school  Unification  Plan 
until  they  have  made  a  sufficient  study  on  each 
individual  school;  and   further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  reduce 
the  School  Department  budget  by  $2.7  million 
dollars. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  under  suspension  of 
the  rules.

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Fiscal  '80  budget  of  the  School 
Department  is  $8.4  million  dollars  over  the  statu- 
tory limit  under  the  fiscal  autonomy  of  the  School 
Committee  to  appropriate;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  some  conflict  of  opinion  and 
confusion  of  thought  about  whether  or  not  the  tax 
cap  legislation  which  was  passed  last  year  does, 
in  fact,  include  this  $8.4  million  dollars  which  has 
been  placed  by  the  City  Council  temporarily  in  the 
Reserve  Fund  pending  the  resolution  of  this 
question;  and 

Whereas,  At  the  City  Council  Ways  and  Means 
hearing  on  this  matter,  the  attorneys  for  the  Law 
Department  and  the  School  Committee  were  to 
respond  to  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  rela- 
tive to  the  legality  of  this  appropriation  concern- 
ing the  power  or  lack  of  power  on  the  part  of  the 
Council  since  the  passage  of  the  tax  cap  legislation;

SO  DESIGNATED  BY  STATUTE 
Coun.  McDONOUGH  offered  the  following: 
Whereas,  Without  basis  in  the  City  Charter  or 
any  other  law  the  present   Mayor  has  unlawfully 
assumed   prerogatives    beyond    his    lawful    charter 
powers;  and 

Whereas,  Among  these  unlawful  prerogatives 
assumed  by  the  Mayor  is  the  conferring  of  titles 
and  positions  in  the  city  service  which  he  is  without 
lawful  right  to  confer;  and 

Whereas,  An  example  of  such  is  the  unlawful 
conferring  of  the  title  of  Vice-Mayor  and  Deputy- 
Mayor  on  various  individuals,  some  of  whom  are 
lawfully  and  some  unlawfully  on  the  city  payroll; 
and 

Whereas,  Other  than  the  lawfully  elected  Mayor 
the  only  other  person  lawfully  entitled  to  the  word 
Mayor  in  his  title  is  the  Acting  Mayor  who 
assumes  such  title  in  accordance  with  CBC,  St.  2, 
section  4;  and 

Whereas,  The  conferring  of  the  title  of  Mayor 
on  persons  not  lawfully  entitled  to  such  tends  to 
denigrate  the  lawful  title  of  Acting  Mayor  and 
the  person  lawfully  holding  the  title  of  Acting 
Mayor  and  is  a  serious  violation  of  municipal 
protocol;   and 

Whereas,  The  Council  should  refuse  to  collabo- 
rate in  and  should  resist  mayoral  conduct  which 
diminishes  its  lawful  role  in  the  government  of 
the  city;  Now,  therefore,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  13  of  chapter  43B  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law: 

City  of  Boston, 
In   the  Year  Nineteen   Hundred   and   Seventy-nine. 
An  Ordinance  Prohibiting  Use  of  Word  Mayor  in 
Titles  of  Persons  Not  So  Designated  by  Statute. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Section  1.  That  chapter  1  of  Ordinance  1  of  the 
City  of  Boston  Code  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is, 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: 

Section  13.  No  person  in  the  city  service  or 
employ,  other  than  the  lawfully  elected  Mayor 
and  the  Acting  Mayor  chosen  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  City  of  Boston  Code, 
Statute  2,  section  4,  shall  use  or  be  entitled  to 
use  the  word  Mayor  in  the  title  of  any  position 
held  by  such  person  in  such  service  or  employ. 
Any  position  presently  existing  or  purporting  to 
exist  which  conflicts  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  abolished.  The 
Collector-Treasurer  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  pro- 


hibited from  making  any  payments  of  city  funds 
for  the  salary  of  any  person  holding  or  purport- 
ing to  hold  any  position  in  conflict  with  this 
section. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  be  published  by 
the  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the  same.

Whereas,  Following  that  hearing  an  order  was 
approved  establishing  a  Special  Committee  on 
Emergency  Preparedness,  which  included  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Fire,  Police,  Public  Works  and 
Health  and  Hospitals  Departments,  as  well  as 
neighborhood,  scientific,  and  industry  representa- 
tives, that  was  charged  with  making  recommenda- 
tions for  proposed  laws  or  regulations  to  ensure 
public  safety  concerning  the  transportation  and 
storage  of  LEG;  and 

Whereas,  On  December  27,  1978,  an  ordinance 
was  introduced  to  regulate  the  truck  transport  of 
LEG  in  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Following  months  of  research,  testi- 
mony, and  committee  hearings,  the  Special  Com- 
mittee on  Emergency  Preparedness  approved  the 
provisions  of  the  ordinance  and  submitted  a  re- 
drafted version  to  the  Mayor  for  his  submission 
to  the  City  Council;  and 

Whereas,  The  recent  train  derailment  of  hazard- 
ous chemicals  and  the  subsequent  relocation  of 
nearby  residents  in  Canada  and  the  United  States 
has  refocused  public  concern  on  the  hazards  of 
LEG  transport;  and 


Whereas,  Boston's  situation  regarding  LEG 
transport  is  particularly  serious  in  light  of  the 
number  of  trucks  traveling  through  the  city  for 
non-local  deliveries;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council's  Com- 
mittee on  Laws  and  Ordinances  conduct  a  public 
hearing  on  Docket  0151,  "An  Ordinance  Regulating 
the  Truck  Transport  of  Liquefied  Energy  Gases 
Within  the  City  of  Boston,"  so  that  meaningful 
safeguards  to  ensure  public  safety  from  an  accident 
involving  LEG  can  be  enacted  in  the  immediate 
future.

Whereas,  Cigarette  smoking  has  been  determined 
for  many  years  to  be  a  leading  cause  of  various 
forms  of  deadly  cancers  and  diseases;  and 

Whereas,  The  American  Cancer  Society  and  their 
local  branch,  the  Massachusetts  Cancer  Society, 
has  proclaimed  November  15,  1979,  to  be  the 
"Great  American  Smokeout"  in  efforts  to  en- 
courage smokers  to  break  their  habits  by  showing 
them  if  they  quit  for  one  day,  they  can  conceivably 
quit  forever;  and 

Whereas,  A  recent  study  released  by  the  Ameri- 
can Cancer  Society  which  involved  over  one 
million  Americans  and  was  the  largest  biological 
study  ever  undertaken,  proved  unequivocally  that 
cigarette  smokers  have  a  higher  death  rate  than 
nonsmokers;  and 

Whereas,  The  study  went  on  to  conclude  that 
the  average  smoker  was  losing  8.3  years  from  their 
lives  from  various  forms  of  lung,  cervical,  and 
intestinal  cancers  along  with  aggravated  lung  and 
heart  diseases;  and 

Whereas,  Women  must  now  pay  particular  atten- 
tion to  the  dangers  of  cigarette  smoking  as  the 
study  destroyed  the  myth  that  smoking  is  more 
damaging  for  men  than  it  is  for  women,  pointing 
out  that  women  are  equally  subject  to  its  dangers; 
and 

Whereas,  Despite  recent  warnings  regarding  the 
dangers  of  smoking,  young  people,  especially  young 
women,  are  beginning  to  smoke  and  develop  the 
deadly  habit  in  increasing  numbers;  and 

Whereas,  Parents  are  particularly  urged  to  stop 
smoking  as  84  percent  of  young  people  who  begin 
smoking  are  children  of  smokers;   and 

Whereas,  Last  year  the  "Great  American  Smoke- 
out"  succeeded  in  encouraging  350,000  smokers  in 
Massachusetts  to  quit  for  a  day  and  3  million 
nationwide,  which  marked  a  significant  success 
because  2  million  of  these  people  were  still  not 
smoking  two  weeks  later;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council,  in  meet- 
ing assembled,  does  on  this  day  offer  their  complete 
support  of  the  American  Cancer  Society's  "Great 
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American  Smokeout"  on  Thursday,  November  15, 
1979,  in  efforts  to  encourage  smokers  to  kick  the 
habit;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  declares 
Thursday,  November  15,  1979,  the  "Great  Ameri- 
can Smokeout  Day  in  Boston"  as  we  encourage 
all  smokers  to  quit  for  a  day  and  begin  the  road 
toward  a  healthier  life  on  that  day.

INVOCATION  BY 
THE  REVEREND  WALTER  J.  MARTIN,  S.  J. 

In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Amen. 

Let  us  pray:  Father  all-powerful,  Your  gifts  of 
love  are  countless  and  Your  goodness  infinite. 
Last  Thursday,  Thanksgiving  Day,  we  came  to- 
gether with  our  own,  with  gratitude  for  Your 
kindness;  and  we  opened  our  hearts  to  concern 
for  our  fellowmen,  and  we  prayed  that  we  might 
be  drawn  closer  to  all  our  brothers  and  sisters  in 
the  Family  of  Man. 

And  yet  we  realize-  that  there  are  so  many 
people  in  our  City  of  Boston  who  are  not  rejoicing 
during  this  season  of  Thanksgiving.  And  as  we 
walk  through  the  Common  and  see  the  myriad 
lights  on  countless  trees  and  as  we  enter  this  City 
Hall  and  walk  beneath  the  gigantic  wreath,  symbol 
of  the  Advent-time  of  hope  and  expectancy,  we  are 
reminded  that  it  is  almost  Christmastime  in  the 
city. 

As  we  begin  this  meeting  in  the  Council  Cham- 
ber this  afternoon  with  these  brief  moments  of 
prayer  and  meditation,  we  ask  you,  O  Father  in 
heaven,  to  remind  these  members  of  the  City 
Council  that  on  the  first  Christmas  Eve,  Mary  and 
Joseph  were  turned  out,  were  turned  away,  by  the 
landlords  and  the  innkeepers  of  Bethlehem;  there 
was  no  room  for  them  or  for  the  Infant  still 
hidden  in  the  Virgin's  womb;  they  were  rejected, 
they  were  expendable  because  they  seemed  to  be 
defenseless  and  vulnerable  and  alone.  There  was 
no  room  for  them  in  the  inn  or  in  the  homes  of 
those  townspeople.  The  coming  of  the  Lord  of 
Light  was  to  be  in  the  darkness  and  barrenness  of 
a  stable. 

May  these  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
remember  this  lesson  of  the  first  Advent,  the  first 
Coming  of  Christ.  May  they  remember  how  the 
Holy  Family  was  rejected  by  landlords  and  inn- 
keepers and  the  civil  and  urban  leaders  in  the 
town  of  Bethlehem  and  the  city  of  Jerusalem; 
may  they  remember  that  the  poor  and  the  weak 
and  the  lonely  and  the  elderly  look  to  them  today 
for  help  and  for  support  and  for  empathy. 

May  these  members  of  the  City  Council  always 
reach  out  to  help  all  our  citizens,  especially  the 
most  vulnerable.  And  as  we  remember  the  holo- 
caust that  was  the  Cocoanut  Grove  fire  on  this 
day  in  1942,  may  these  Councillors  be  reminded 
that  they  must  respond  in  this   day,  our  day,   to 


all  our  people,  who  are  their  people,  with  open 
hearts  in  their  moments  of  need  and  desperation. 

It  is  almost  Christmastime  in  our  city.  May 
these  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council  cele- 
brate this  Advent  season  by  recognizing  the  sights 
and  the  sounds  of  "Emmanuel"  —  "God-with-us" 
—  may  they  remember  that  He  is  with  us  today 
in  the  poor,  in  the  rejected,  in  the  lonely,  in 
those  suffering  from  loss  and  from  disaster.  Father 
in  heaven,  we  pray  for  these  Councillors.  Be  with 
ihem  today  and  all  days.

I  transmit  herewith  and  I  urge  you  to  adopt  an 
order  authorizing  the  city  to  apply  to  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
for  an  Urban  Development  Action  Grant  in  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  $19,800,000  in  aid  of  the 
Copley  Place  Development.  In  order  to  complete 
the  application  before  the  submission  deadline  of 
January  31,  1980,  1  also  urge  you  to  act  expedi- 
tiously on  this  matter. 

Copley  Place  is  a  project  to  be  constructed  in 
the  air  rights  over  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  at 
Copley  Square.  It  will  be  one  of  the  largest  de- 
velopment projects  in  the  country,  with  costs  esti- 
mated at  almost  $300  million.  The  project  will 
include  a  deluxe  hotel  of  about  750  rooms,  a 
convention  hotel   of  about    1,000  rooms,   a  major 
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retail  center,  restaurants,  cinemas,  about  150  hous- 
ing units  and  parking  facilities.  The  project  will 
generate  about  1,100  construction  jobs  and  over 
6,200  permanent  jobs,  and  will  contribute  signi- 
ficantly to  the  city's  tax  base. 

The  BRA's  analysis  of  the  project  shows  that 
a  public  subsidy  on  the  scale  proposed  in  the 
UDAG  application  is  fully  warranted  in  view  of 
the  risks  of  the  developer  and  enormous  potential 
public  benefits  from  the  project.  Furthermore,  the 
money  is  designed  to  be  at  least  in  part  repaid 
by  the  developer  and  recycled  into  other  develop- 
ment activities  in  smaller  neighborhoods  ordinarily 
not  qualifying  for  UDAG  grants. 

Another  very  significant  aspect  of  this  project 
is  that  the  developer  will  be  allocating  a  substan- 
tial portion  of  the  construction  and  permanent 
jobs  to  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston,  to  minori- 
ties, and  to  women.  The  city  is  presently  designing 
a  system  to  monitor  and  enforce  its  new  policies 
with  respect  to  these  hiring  practices. 

Despite  the  current  problems  with  the  national 
economy,  Boston  has  become  an  attractive  place 
for  major  real  estate  investment.  This  UDAG 
grant  will  help  encourage  the  kind  of  development 
that  will  benefit  the  city  —  in  the  jobs  for  resi- 
dents, in  the  tax  base,  and  in  the  recycling  of  the 
grant  to  smaller  neighborhood  projects. 

I  hope  you   will   give   the   attached  order   your 
earliest  consideration  and  approval.

Attached  is  a  proposed  City  Council  order  per- 
mitting the  City  of  Boston  to  apply  for  $19,724,000 
in  Urban  Development  Action  Grant  funds  to  aid 
in  the  development  of  Copley  Place.  The  BRA  has 
been  involved  with  this  project  for  over  a  year  and 
has  been  working  closely  with  the  developer, 
Urban  Investment  and  Development  Company 
(U.I.D.C.)  and  the  Copley  Place  Citizen's  Review 
Committee,  to  insure  that  the  maximum  benefits 
to  the  surrounding  neighborhoods  and  the  city 
are  obtained. 

The  development  which  has  evolved  through 
this  process  is  a  significant  one,  not  only  in  terms 
of  the  numbers  of  jobs  created  and  taxes  gener- 
ated, but  also  in  terms  of  the  opportunity  to  link 
temporary  and  permanent  jobs  with  Boston's  em- 
ployment and  training  programs.  Copley  Place 
will  certainly  provide  the  needed  opportunity  to 
test  and  prove  your  new  executive  order  on  con- 
struction job  hiring  and  your  policy  on  recycling 
UDAG  dollars  into  neighborhoods. 

The  BRA's  review  of  this  project  has  determined 
that  a  UDAG  of  this  size  is  warranted.  The  BRA 
has  anaylzed  the  cost  of  the  project,  including 
those  necessary  to  overcome  the  special  construc- 
tion problems  on  the  site  which  have  prevented 
proposals  in  the  past  from  going  ahead.  To  con- 
firm this  analysis,  the  BRA  has  retained  an  inde- 
pendent financial  consultant  which  has  advised  it 
that   the    developer's    cost    estimates    and    income 


projections  are  reasonable  and  that,  based  on  these 
estimates,  the  project  will  not  reach  a  fair  level 
of  return  without  such  a  UDAG  investment. 

The  consultant  has  also  advised  the  BRA  on 
mechanisms  to  maximize  the  payback  of  the  UDAG 
to  the  city  by  the  developer,  I  believe  that  the 
payback  plan  that  the  BRA  has  proposed  will 
return  a  significant  amount  of  funds  to  the  city 
and  certainly  set  a  precedent  for  all  future  UDAG 
projects.  The  Copley  Place  UDAG  will  be  the 
city's  first  opportunity  to  implement  Your  Neigh- 
borhood Development  Strategy  of  recycling  UDAG 
funds  to  assist  neighborhood  economic  develop- 
ment. 

Therefore  I  respectfully  request  that  you  submit 
this  order  to  the  Council  at  your  earliest  con- 
venience to  enable  us  to  meet  the  January  31,  1980, 
application  deadline.

Attached  is  a  proposed  City  Council  order  per- 
mitting the  city  to  apply  for  $19,724,000  in  Urban 
Development  Action  Grant  (UDAG)  funds  to  aid 
in  the  development  of  Copley  Place.  Copley  Place 
is  a  $295  million  air  rights  development  over  the 
Massachusetts  Turnpike  which  will  contain  a  756 
room  (712  keys)  deluxe  individual/group  hotel  and 
a  1,000  room  (960  keys)  convention  hotel  with 
extensive  meeting  facilities;  a  360,000  square  foot 
retail  center,  including  a  specialty  store,  gallery 
shops,  restaurants,  cinemas,  health  club,  and  com- 
munity retail  space;  640,000  square  feet  of  office 
space;  100  to  150  units  of  housing,  of  which  25 
percent  will  be  low  income,  and  a  1,500-car  garage. 
Over  6,280  permanent  jobs  would  be  created. 

Our  review  of  the  Copley  Place  project  has 
revealed  that  it  would  be  quite  competitive  against 
all  other  UDAG  projects  nationwide.  The  $19,- 
724,000  request  would  be  the  largest  UDAG  ever 
funded.  The  ratio  of  fourteen  private  dollars  in- 
vested to  every  public  dollar  is  twice  the  national 
average  for  the  program  and  is  perhaps  the  highest 
leverage  ratio  yet.  Another  measure  reveals  that 
the  federal  investment  would  be  approximately 
$3,000  per  job  created,  which  is  a  very  competi- 
tive statistic. 

Copley  Place  will  set  national  precedents  due  to 
a  significant  citizen  participation  process,  which 
has  been  ongoing  throughout  the  planning  of  this 
project,  and  the  construction  and  permanent  em- 
ployment goals  to  which  the  developer  has  agreed. 
This  project  will  also  provide  the  opportunity  to 
test  your  new  policies  on  construction  job  hiring 
and  recycling  the  repayment  of  UDAG  dollars  into 
neighborhood  projects.  As  regards  job  opportuni- 
ties, EEPA  has  designed  an  employment  plan  to 
link  the  city's  skill  training  programs  with  the  em- 
ployment opportunities  which  Copley  Place  will 
provide.  Finally,  and  not  importantly,  the  project 
will  generate,  through  a  121A  tax  agreement,  sub- 
stantial tax  dollars  for  the  city. 
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In  these  recessionary  times  we  certainly  cannot 
ignore  the  positive  impact  this  project  will  have 
upon  this  city's  economy.  Therefore,  I  urge  your 
support  of  this  application  and  I  respectfully  re- 
quest that  you  submit  this  order  to  the  Council.

INTERIM  REPORT  OF 
COMMITTEE  ON  WAYS  AND  MEANS 

Coun.  LANGONE,  for  the  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  order  (referred  November  14)  re  ap- 
propriation of  $8.4  million  from  the  Reserve  Fund 
for  school  purposes — recommending  the  following: 

The  dispute  has  been  resolved  between  the  Law 
Department  and  the  School  Department  of  the 
City  of  Boston  as  to  appropriating  $8.4  million  in 
the  Reserve  Fund.  See  attached  report  and  letter. 

The  City  Council  held  a  public  hearing  on  the 
matter  of  the  $8.4  million  which  the  Council  set 
aside  and  appropriated  into  the  Reserve  Fund  for 
general  school  purposes  in  the  Fiscal  '80  budget. 
Also  considered  was  the  implementation  of  the 
Unified  Facilities  Plan  which  the  School  Depart- 
ment and  Public  Facilities  Department  of  the  city 
are  planning  to  present  to  Judge  Garrity.  This 
plan  calls  for  the  closing  of  seventeen  schools  in 
1980  and  a  total  of  some  thirty-seven  schools  by 
1984. 

There  was  some  dispute  under  the  tax  cap  legis- 
lation as  to  whether  or  not  the  City  Council  has 
the  right  to  appropriate  that  money  to  the  School 
Department  because  of  the  4  percent  tax  cap. 
However,  this  matter  has  been  settled  and  enclosed 
is  a  letter  from  the  Corporation  Counsel  which 
indicates  that  the  School  Department  has  changed 
its  mind  and  are  now  in  agreement  that  the  City 
Council  must  now  vote  to  appropriate  this  money, 
which  I'd  like  to  feel  came  about  on  the  same  day 
the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  was  holding  a 
public  hearing. 
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As  to  the  other  problems  of  closing  of  the 
schools,  I  have  attended  personally,  as  well  as 
some  of  you,  the  various  district  meetings  on 
school  closing  hearings  and  the  citywide  hearing 
held  by  the  School  Superintendent  and  his  Planning 
Board.  It  is  quite  apparent  that  parents  are  dis- 
turbed and  angered  over  their  failure  to  be  in- 
cluded in  the  planning  of  the  school  closings.  The 
organized  groups  —  the  Teachers'  Union,  CDAC, 
Home  and  School  Association  and  concerned 
parents  —  have  all  expressed  opposition  at  these 
meetings  to  the  present  plan  as  proposed  by  the 
experts  of  the  Planning  Committee. 

I  appeared  at  the  School  Committee  yesterday 
and  there  is  some  talk  that  the  School  Committee 
will  not  vote  on  this  plan  because,  according  to 
some  of  the  testimony,  they  feel  they  do  not  have 
the  power,  which  I  seriously  doubted  at  the  meet- 
ing. 

In  the  meantime,  the  poor  parents  and  the 
students  are  in  the  middle  in  the  entire  situation. 
Somewhere  along  the  line,  the  leaders  in  this  city 
must  show  some  strength  and  back  the  people  in 
their  demands  for  input  and  participation  in  the 
school  closing  plans,  which  they  had  not  had 
access  to. 

At  the  Boston  Teachers  meeting  the  other  night 
their  experts  were  opposed  to  this  so-called  Unified 
Facilities  Plan.  It  is  quite  apparent  that  the  School 
Superintendent  is  going  to  go  forward  next  Friday 
at  a  meeting  of  the  School  Committee. 

I  would  urge  that  the  City  Council,  which  will 
be  ultimately  responsible  for  appropriating  the 
money  for  the  present  Unified  Facilities  Plan, 
which  is  estimated  at  $20  million  in  cost  to  the 
city  that  unless  we  have  some  input  into  the  plan 
we  will  face  the  same  situation  which  we  did  in 
the  Charles  Street  Jail  case  where  we  had  to 
apropriate  the  money  or  face  Judge  Garrity. 

As  chairman  of  this  Committee,  I  ask  your 
support  wholeheartedly  to  get  involved  —  not  in 
the  technical  end  of  the  program  but  to  throw 
full  force  and  weight  of  our  power  behind  the 
parents  and  pupils  as  well  as  the  organized  groups, 
such  as  the  Teachers'  Union,  the  Home  and  School 
Association,  CDAC,  and  the  concerned  parents 
groups  that  are  fighting  for  a  delay  in  the  overall 
submission  of  this  plan  to  the  judge. 

Therefore,  1  am  recommending  the  attached 
order  be  presented  to  the  School  Committee  on 
Friday,  which  would  indicate  our  position  on  this 
entire  matter.

Whereas,  The  increasing  number  of  rental  units 
being  converted  into  condominiums  in  the  City  of 
Boston  has  risen  by  300  percent  in  the  past  two 
years,  thus  further  contributing  to  the  housing 
crisis,  especially  for  many  elderly  and  low-  and 
middle-income  residents;  and 

Whereas,  The  conversion  of  apartment  units  into 
condominiums  has  led  to  widescale  evictions  and 
displacement  in  many  neighborhoods  of  the  city, 
leaving  many  residents  unable  to  live  in  safe, 
decent,  and  affordable  housing;  and 
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Whereas,  Condominium  evictions  pose  a  serious 
threat  to  the  stability  of  life  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
especially  for  the  elderly  and  those  living  on  fixed 
incomes;  and 

Whereas,  Unless  action  is  taken  to  protect  resi- 
dents of  the  city  from  evictions  as  a  result  of 
condominium  conversions,  many  lifelong-  residents 
will  be  permanently  uprooted  from  their  homes 
and  neighborhoods;  therefore,  be  it  ordained  by 
the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  8  (a)  of  chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1975,  as  amended,  "Regulating  Certain  Rents  and 
Evictions,"  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
subsections  viii  and  x  and  substituting  in  place 
thereof  the  following: 

(viii)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
in  good  faith  and  occupancy  of  himself,  or  his 
children,  parents,  brother,  sister,  father-in-law, 
mother-in-law,  son-in-law,  or  daughter-in-law, 
except  if  the  unit  is  a  condominium  unit  held 
by  a  tenant  who  held  it  when  the  landlord  be- 
came its  owner. 

(x)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
for  any  other  just  cause,  provided  that  his  pur- 
pose is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  and 
purposes  of  this  ordinance.  Conversion  of  an 
apartment  unit  to  a  condominium  unit  shall  not 
be  a  just  cause  to  recover  possession  of  a 
rental  unit. 

All  evictions  for  condominium  conversion  of 
housing  accommodations  in  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance and  any  policies,  procedures,  rules,  and 
regulations  promulgated  hereunder  as  will  further 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules. 

Coun.  FLYNN  moved  that  the  ordinance  be 
passed  under  suspension  of  the  rules.

In  answer  to  City  Council  order  of  June  20, 
1979,  concerning  the  color  of  fire  apparatus,  the 
following  is  submitted: 

1.  There  are  currently  twenty-one  pieces  of  fire 
apparatus  painted  lime  yellow  out  of  a  fleet  of 
one  hundred  and  twenty.  (Thirteen  pumps,  five 
hose  wagons,  two  ladder  trucks,  one  rescue  com- 
pany): 

2.  The  lime  yellow  color  was  adopted  in  Sep- 
tember of  1978. 

3.  The  original  reason  for  changing  the  color 
was  because  of  accidents  involving  fire  apparatus 
ai  night.  A  study  conducted  by  Dr.  Steven 
Solomon,  an  optometrist  from  New  York  State,  in 
conjunction  with  other  knowledgeable  persons  in 
the  optic  field,  have  concluded  that  lime  yellow 
is  more  visible  during  both  daylight  and  evening 
hours.  Because  of  the  above-mentioned  study  the 
federal  government  has,  through  the  Federal 
Emergency  Management  Agency,  recommended 
that    fire  apparatus   change  color   for   safely   sake. 
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4.  We  have  had  no  adverse  reactions  from 
citizens,  fire  fighting  personnel,  and  community 
leaders  regarding  the  lime  yellow  color  of  fire 
apparatus.

The  Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority 
of  Boston  has  reviewed  and  considered  a  proposed 
industrial  development  project  to  be  owned  by 
Salem  Realty  Company  and  leased  by  Eastern 
Uniform  Company,  Inc.,  a  Massachusetts  corpo- 
ration presently  located  at  167  O'Brien  Highway, 
Cambridge.  The  proposed  project  involves  the 
acquisition  and  renovation  of  the  former  Star 
Market  bakery  at  33  Everett  Street,  Allston,  and 
the  purchase  of  related  equipment  to  enable  the 
expansion  of  Eastern  Uniform  Company. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  project  is  $555,000 
which  breaks  down  generally  as  follows:  $350,000 
for  building  acquisition;  $100,000  for  building  re- 
novations; $80,000  for  equipment;  and  $25,000  for 
professional  fees  (including  legal  fees).  The  com- 
pany plans  to  finance  all  $555,000  of  the  project 
costs  by  the  issuance  of  industrial  revenue  bonds 
by  the  city,  acting  by  and  through  the  Authority, 
and  will  finance  the  remaining  costs  or  expenses, 
if  any,  from  its  own  resources.

Whereas,  Significant  legal  questions  have  arisen 
whether  the  proposed  one-year  notice  prior  to 
condominium  conversion  evictions  would  actually 
protect  all  tenants  faced  with  displacement;  and 

Whereas,  Elderly  and  low-income  tenants  cannot 
afford  to  wait  any  longer  for  the  city  to  enact 
meaningful  and  workable  legislative  safeguards 
which  will  provide  permanent  protection  for  those 
being  displaced  by  condominium  conversion  evic-

Whereas,  A  public  hearing  on  the  issue  of  condo-

Whereas,  Most  recently  a  cab  driver  was  killed 
while  driving  some  passengers  into  a  housing 
project  in  Roslindale;  and 

Whereas,  This  problem  of  "crimes  of  violence" 
against  cab  drivers  has  been  one  of  longstanding 
and  should  be  more  properly  addressed  by  the 
law  enforcement  agencies  of  this  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  Cab  Association 
on  November  19,  1979,  adopted  a  resolution  that 
the  Police  Commissioner  take  immediate  steps  to 
provide  for  the  safety  and  protection  of  the  city's 
cab  drivers;  and 

Whereas,  Also,  that  the  City  of  Boston  Cab 
Association  proposal  of  a  deterrent  for  crime 
against  cab  drivers  is  a  system  known  as  check 
point,  whereby  a  driver  with  passengers  would  stop 
for  a  police  check  by  a  waiting  criuser  and  that 
once  checked  the  police  cruiser  would  escort  the 
driver  to  his  destination  and  after  he  discharged 
his  passenger,  would  see  him  safely  back  to  the 
checkpoint;  and 

Whereas,  This  checkpoint  system  has  been  tried 
in  the  past  and  has  proven  successful;  and 

Whereas,  Because  of  the  violence  against  cab 
drivers  in  high  crime  areas,  the  citizens  of  those 
areas  have  been  deprived  of  much-needed  trans- 
portation because  of  the  poor  MBTA  service  in 
those  high  crime  areas;  and 

Whereas,  Because  the  safe  transportation  of  the 
people  from  those  areas  has  not  been  provided 
by  the  public  transit  system,  the  only  means  they 
have  of  getting  out  of  their  houses,  even  in  the 
daytime  to  do  their  various  errands,  is  by  means 
of  cabs;  and 

Whereas,  Because  the  taxi  drivers  are  reluctant 
to  drive  into  those  areas,  these  people  find  them- 
selves without  any  means  of  transportation;  there- 
fore, be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  Com- 
mittee on  Ways  and  Means  hold  a  conference 
between  the  City  of  Boston  Cab  Association  and 
the  Police  Commissioner  to  impress  upon  the 
Police  Commissioner  the  urgency  of  maintaining 
protection  for  the  cab  drivers  in  high  crime  areas 
so  that  the  citizens  of  our  city  can  be  provided 
with  some  means  of  transportation  which  is  vitally 
necessary  to  them;  and  further 

Resolved,  That  the  Hackney  Squad  of  the  Police 
Department  be  reconstituted  and  upgraded  to  the 
same  level  that  it  was  before  the  reorganization;

Whereas,  Under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
applicable   to  the  City   of  Boston   or  under  ordi- 
nances of  the  city  enacted  in  accordance  with  such 
laws  there  exists  various  boards,  commissions,  de- 
partments, or  other  agencies  within  the  city;   and 
Whereas,    Under   such   laws    or   ordinances   the 
Mayor  is  authorized  to  appoint  persons  to  ■  serve 
as   members  of  such   boards,   commissions,   or   as 
heads  of  such  departments  or  other   agencies  for 
a   definitely   fixed  term,   and   to  remove  some  of 
such  persons   by    filing   a   written  statement  with 
the  City  Clerk  setting  forth  in  detail  the  specific 
reasons  for   such  removal   with    a    copy    of   such 
statement  to  the  person  so  removed;  and 

Whereas,  While  so  serving  on  such  boards,  com- 
missions, or  as  such  department  or  agency  heads 
matters  of  importance  are  subject  to  the  discretion 
of  such  persons  and  it  is  necessary  that  such 
persons  exercise  their  best  judgment  based  on  the 
acts  as  they  know  them  free  of  other  influence; 
and 

Whereas,  It  is  therefore  in  the  public  interest  to 
know  that  such  person  has  not  submitted  a  resig- 
nation prior  to  or  at  the  time  of  appointment 
which  could  be  made  to  take  effect  prior  to  the 
end  of  the  term  for  which  such  persons  was  ap- 
pointed; and 

Whereas,  It  is  also  in  the  public  interest  that 
persons  appointed  to  offices  in  city  government 
not  remain  as  "holdovers"  for  unduly  long  periods 
after  their  terms  have  elapsed;  and 

Whereas,  Extension  of  such  appointments  beyond 
their  proper  lengths  of  term  can  compromise  the 
independence  of  duty  on  the  part  of  a  person 
awaiting  reappointment  to  a  new  term;  and

deserves  to  know,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the 
event,  when  a  resignation  is  submitted  or  when 
a  term  of  office  has  expired;  therefore,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisons  of  section  13  of  chapter 
43B  of  the  General  Laws  and  any  other  applicable 
law.

No  such  officer  shall  submit  a  resig- 
nation prior  to  taking  office,  and  shall,  at  the 
time  of  taking  office,  submit  to  the  City  Clerk, 
for  transmittal  to  the  City  Council,  a  written 
affidavit  duly  sworn  and  witnessed  by  a  notary 
public,  certifying  that  such  person  has  not  sub- 
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mitted  any  such  resignation  to  the  appointing 
official  or  body.  The  Mayor,  within  five  days 
of  receipt  of  any  resignation  from  such  officer 
or  within  five  days  after  the  expiration  of  any 
such  officer's  term,  shall  communicate  such  fact 
in  writing  to  the  City  Clerk  for  notification  to 
the  City  Council  at  its  next  Council  meeting. 
Every  such  officer  shall  subscribe  in  a  book,  to

Whereas,  The  City  of  Providence,  Rhode  Island, 
has  already  banned   this  show;  and 

Whereas,  These  shows  are  so-called  "attractive 
nuisances"  for  every  drug  pusher  in  the  city  where 
they  peddle  their  drugs  to  the  young  audiences; 
and 

Whereas,  Our  past  experiences  with  these  shows 
in  the  Boston  Garden  has  shown  that  there  has 
always  been  much  vandalism  to  the  surrounding 
property  as  well  as  disturbances  on  the  MBTA

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  a  proposed  ordinance  which  estab- 
lishes an  Advisory  Board  on  Municipal  Compen- 
sation. 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that  1  am  con- 
fident that  the  executive  and  the  legislative  branches 
of  city  government  acting  together  are  themselves 
competent  to  examine  the  available  data,  call  upon 
whatever  expertise  exists,  and  devise  a  fair  com- 
pensation plan  for  municipal  employees  without 
officially  transferring  that  function  outside  city 
government. 

In  addition,  the  procedure  as  outlined  in  the 
ordinance,  is  cumbersome  and  administratively  un- 
workable. 

It  is  clear  that  adjustments  must  be  made  in  the 
salaries  of  executive  and  legislative  officers  and 
department  heads  in  order  to  bring  our  compensa- 
tion scheme  into  line  with  other  public  and  similar 
private  entities.  The  necessity  to  recruit  and  retain 
talent  in  the  service  of  the  city  requires  a  special 
effort  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
to  resolve  lingering  disputes.  This  can  be  best 
achieved  by  direct  communication  and  personal 
review  of  relevant  data,  not  by  the  imposition  of 
yet  another  board  of  authority  between  the  execu- 
tive and  legislative  branches  of  our  city.

Section    1.  The   City   of   Boston   Code,   Ord.    5, 
sec.   105,  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is,  amended  as 
follows: 

"Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  section 
•  105,  the  annual  salary  to  be  paid  to  each  of 
the  holders  of  the  offices  set  forth  in  categories 
1  through  V  for  the  calendar  year  1978  shall  be 
computed  by  increasing  the  salary  of  said 
holders  of  the  offices  actually  in  effect  on  Decem- 
ber 31,  1978,  by  7  percent. 

"The  annual  salary  to  be  paid  to  each  of  the 
holders  of  the  offices  set  forth  in  categories  I 
through  V  for  the  calendar  year  1979  shall  be 
computed  by  increasing  the  salary  of  said 
holders  by  7  percent  of  the  salary  of  1978,  and 
for  the  calendar  year  1980,  by  increasing  the 
salary  of  said  holders  by  7  percent  of  the  salary 
of  1979." 


Section  2.  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ord.  5, 
sec.  105  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  further 
amended  as  follows: 

1.  By  inserting  in  line  6  of  paragraph  10, 
after  the  words  "in  effect  for  the  country";  the 
following:  ",  and  in  addition  thereto  in  the 
year  1978  an  additional  7  percent,  and  in  the 
year  1979,  the  salary  thus  established  for  1978 
and  the  further  sum  of  7  percent,  and  in  the 
year  1980,  the  salary  established  for  1979  and 
the  further  sum  of  7  percent";  and 

2.  By  striking  out  in  paragraph  10  in  the

Section  105B:  Advisory  Board  on  Municipal 
Compensation 

There  is  hereby  established  in  the  city  a  board 
to  be  called  the  Advisory  Board  on  Municipal 
Compensation  consisting  of  seven  members  sub- 
ject to  confirmation  by  the  city  council.  Mem- 
bers of  the  board  shall  be  residents  of  the  city 
and  a  member  who  ceases  to  be  a  resident  ol 
the  city  shall  be  removed  by  operation  of  law 
upon  the  date  of  his  or  her  change  of  residence. 
No  member  shall  be  a  compensated  employee  ol 
ihe  city,  except  the  chair  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mission or  designated  substitute.  No  elected 
official  shall  serve  on  this  board. 

The  members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor, 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  city  council.  One 
member  shall  be  the  director  of  the  Boston 
Municipal  Research  Bureau  or  designated  sub- 
stitute. One  member  shall  be  a  representative 
of  organized  labor.  One  member  shall  be  a 
representative  of  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce. One  member  shall  be  experienced  in 
setting  salary  schedules  and  in  salary  administra- 
tion for  management-level  employees.  One  mem- 
ber shall  be  a  representative  of  an  established 
citizen-consumer  advocacy  group,  and  one  mem- 
ber shall  be  appointed  at  large  from  the  public. 
From  time  to  time  the  board  will  elect  one  of 
its  members  as  chairperson  and  another  as  vice- 
chairperson. 

Of  the  members  of  said  board  first  appointed, 
one  shall  be  appointed  to  serve  for  one  year 
from  the  first  day  of  June,  1979,  two  for  two 
years  from  said  date,  two  for  three  years  from 
said  date,  and  two  for  four  years  from  said  date. 
Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  of  any 
such  member  or  any  subsequent  member,  his  or 
her  successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner 
for  a  term  of  four  years.  In  the  event  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  member,  his  or  her 
successor  shall  be  appointed  in  like  manner 
within  eight  weeks  to  serve  for  the  unexpired 
term. 

Members  of  the  board  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
special  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes  of 
chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws. 
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Members  of  the  board  shall  serve  without 
compensation  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  ex- 
penses necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties. 

The  board  shall  study  the  salaries  and  ex- 
penses of  the  mayor,  the  city  council  members 
and  staff  and  all  other  salaries  limited  by  ordi- 
nance. On  or  before  the  second  Monday  of 
November  of  each  year,  the  board  shall  report 
recommendations,  if  any,  of  adjustments  of 
salaries  and  expenses  to  the  mayor  and  to  the 
city  council  for  their  consideration.  These  recom- 
mendations shall  include  a  current  assessment 
and  evaluation  of  these  figures  as  they  relate  to 
other  municipalities  of  a  similar  size  and  their 
compensation  patterns  for  employees  not  covered 
by  collective  bargaining. 

Section  4.  The  provisions  of  CBC  Ord.  2,  sec. 
752,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ordinance 
shall  be  published  by  the  action  of  the  city  council 
in  passing  the  same. 

Section  5.  It  is  the  legislative  intent  of  the  city 
council  in  passing  this  ordinance  that  the  pro- 
visions thereof  are  not  severable  and  a  disapproval 
of  any  part  shall  constitute  disapproval  of  the 
entire  ordinance. 

November   14,   1979. 
Coun.    DiCara    moved    that    the    ordinance    be 
amended  as  follows: 

(1)  That  sections  1,  2,  and  5  be  stricken. 

(2)  That  section  3  be  amended  by  replacing  the 
word  "June"  in  line  3  of  paragraph  3  with  the 
word  "December." 

(3)  That  section  3  be  further  amended  by  re- 
placing the  word  "November"  in  line  4  of  para- 
graph 6  with  the  word  "April." 

(4)  That  section  3  be  referred  to  hereafter  as 
section  1  and  that  section  4  be  referred  to  as 
section  2.

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  dis- 
approved, a  proposed  ordinance  purporting  to 
prohibit  the  use  of  the  word  "Mayor"  in  persons' 
titles. 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that  the  ordi- 
nance unlawfully  restricts  my  right  to  give  titles 
to  those  persons  who,  through  my  designation, 
carry  out  tasks  that  might  otherwise  be  performed 
by  me  personally.

Whereas,  Without  basis  in  the  City  Charter  or 
any  other  law  the  present  mayor  has  unlawfully 
assumed  prerogatives  beyond  his  lawful  charter 
powers;  and 

Whereas,  Among  these  unlawful  prerogatives 
assumed  by  the  Mayor  is  the  conferring  of  titles 
and  positions  in  the  city  service  which  he  is  with- 
out lawful  right  to  confer;  and 

Whereas,  An  example  of  such  is  the  unlawful 
conferring  of  the  title  of  vice-mayor  and  deputy- 
mayor  on  various  individuals,  some  of  whom  are 
lawfully  and  some  unlawfully  on  the  city  payroll; 
and 

Whereas,  Other  than  the  lawfully  elected  Mayor 
the  only  other  person  lawfully  entitled  to  the  word 
mayor  in  his  title  is  the  acting  mayor  who  assumes 
such  title  in  accordance  with  CBC,  St.  2,  section  4; 
and 

Whereas,  The  conferring  of  the  title  of  mayor 
on  persons  not  lawfully  entitled  to  such  tends  to 
denigrate  the  lawful  title  of  acting  mayor  and  the 
person  lawfully  holding  the  title  of  acting  mayor 
and  is  a  serious  violation  of  municipal  protocol; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Council  should  refuse  to  collabo- 
rate in  and  should  resist  mayoral  conduct  which 
diminishes  its  lawful  role  in  the  government  of  the 
city;  now,  therefore,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  13  of  chapter  43B  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws  and  any  other  applic- 
able law:

Section  1.  That  chapter  1  of  Ordinance  1  of  the 
City  of  Boston  Code  be,  and  the  same  hereby  is, 
amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: 

Section  13.  No  person  in  the  city  service  or 
employ,  other  than  the  lawfully  elected  mayor 
and  the  acting  mayor  chosen  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  City  of  Boston  Code,  Statute  2, 
section  4,  shall  use  or  be  entitled  to  use  the 
word  mayor  in  the  title  of  any  position  held  by 
such  person  in  such  service  or  employ.  Any 
position  presently  existing  or  purporting  to  exist 
which  conflicts  with  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  abolished.  The  Collector-

Said  industrial  development  project  will  consist 
of  the  complete  rehabilitation  of  the  12,600  square- 
foot  site  for  use  as  professional  and  medical  offices, 
including  all  structures,  furnishings,  machinery,  and 
equipment  necessary  or  incidental  to  the  project. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  project  is  $600,000 
which  breaks  down  as  follows:  $583,000  for  build- 
ing renovations;  $5,000  for  land  improvements;  and 
$12,000  for  professional  fees.

New  Business — Mr.  Louis  S.  Hadaya,  president 
of  HADCO,  located  at  9  East  Street,  Boston,  Mass., 
made  a  presentation  on  behalf  of  his  company 
which  is  applying  for  a  $600,000  IDFA  bond  for 
the  purpose  of  rehabilitating  and  expanding  a 
building  on  property  which  HADCO  has  owned 
for  three  years  at  the  corner  of  Morton  and 
Washington  Streets  in  Dorchester.  Pictures  of  the 
building  and  land  in  their  present  condition  and 
building  plans  were  circulated.  When  completed, 
the  structure  will  be  an  office  building  for  public 
and  professional  use.  Mr.  Hale,  bond  counsel, 
called  the  board's  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
site  is  located  in  an  area  designated  to  become 
a  CARD  area  (Lower  Mills)  and  that  the  proposed 
resolution  by  the  board  for  application  approval 
incorporates  the  language  "subject  to  CARD  plan 
approval."  Construction  is  expected  to  commence 
six  to  eight  months  following  the  final  approvals 
of  both  the  CARD  plan  and  the  HADCO  applica- 
tion. Mr.  Hale  noted  that  no  official  IRS  tax- 
exempt  standing  can  occur  prior  to  CARD  plan 
approval.  The  board  made  inquiries  concerning  the 
project's  location  and  parking  facilities,  and  the 
scope  of  Mr.  Hadaya's  work  as  a  landlord,  con- 
tractor, and  broker. 

On  a  motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  the  board 
voted  unanimously  to  approve  the  HADCO  appli- 
cation resolution. 

Old  Business — Mr.  Joseph  Sullivan,  bond  counsel 
for  Hot  Top  Pavements,  presented  his  client's 
application  for  final  approval  to  the  board.  Mr. 
Sullivan  called  attention  to  the  major  differences 
from  the  original  application:  the  property  im- 
mediately adjoining  Hot  Top  Pavements  will  not 
be  purchased;  the  proposed  cinder-block  building 
will  be  replaced  by  a  trailer;  the  application  ex- 
penses will  be  $15,000  instead  of  the  previously 
estimated  $50,000.  The  terms  of  the  bond  are 
$625,000  at  9  percent  per  annum  which  will  be 
amortized  over  a  period  of  ten  years.  Bay  Cor- 
poration is  the  holding  company  of  Hot  Top 
Pavements  which  was  discussed  briefly.  Mr.  Han- 
rahan inquired  regarding  the  IDFA  Board's  lia- 
bility in  this  agreement  and  was  satisfied  by  Mr. 
Sullivan  that  there  was  none  (reference  page  9  of 
the  Bond  Purchase  Agreement).  The  board  is  in- 
demnified against  any  personal  liability. 
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The  board  requested  evidence  of  lender  interest 
or  commitment.  As  that  letter  was  not  immedi- 
ately available,  the  board  advised  Mr.  Sullivan 
that  their  approval  must  be  contingent  upon  re- 
ceipt of  said  letter,  and,  therefore,  that  the  resolu- 
tion should  be  amended  to  incorporate  that  lan- 
guage. That  being  done,  the  board,  on  a  motion 
made  and  duly  seconded,  voted  unanimously  to 
approve  the  Hot  Top  Pavements  resolution  subject 
to  receipt  of  the  lender  interest  letter. 

Next  on  the  agenda  was  the  second  and  final 
approval  of  Acme  Industrial  Equipment  Corpora- 
tion, located  at  1415  Hyde  Park  Avenue.  The 
project  was  presented  to  the  board  by  Bond  Coun- 
sels Messrs.  Sandomirsky  and  Twarog.  Acme  is 
a  sophisticated  machine  shop  which  presently  has 
thirty  skilled  employees  and  after  its  move  to  Hyde 
Park  will  be  in  a  position  to  grow.  Their  business 
is  building  large  stainless  steel  tanks.  The  building 
which  they  are  purchasing  is  larger  than  their 
needs  require  at  present  and  EDIC  is  actively  look- 
ing for  an  industrial  tenant  for  the  unused  second 
floor.  The  bond  is  for  $560,000  at  8V2  percent  for 
twenty  years.  The  guarantee  is  signed  by  Mr. 
Yukon,  the  100  percent  owner,  and  the  security 
offered  is  the  building,  the  land  and  a  personal 
guarantee.  The  purchaser  of  the  bond  is  the 
Lincoln  Trust  Company  with  the  U.S.  Trust  Com- 
pany as  trustees.  The  final  documents  were  pre- 
sented to  the  board. 

On  a  motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  the  board 
voted  unanimously  to  approve  the  Acme  Industrial 
Equipment  Corporation    resolution. 

The  next  presentation  to  the  board  was  second 
and  final  approval  of  Hub  Mail.  The  company  was 
represented  by  Gregory  Sandomirsky  and  Stanley 
Twarog,  bond  counsel.  The  bond  issue  is  $1,840,000 
at  9  percent  over  twenty-five  years  direct  reduction 
with  an  option  for  a  review  of  the  interest  rate 
after  ten  and  twenty  years.  The  bond  is  to  be 
purchased  50  percent  by  Charlestown  Savings 
Bank  and  50  percent  by  the  Newton  Mutual  Bank 
for  Savings.  The  trustee  is  U.S.  Trust  Company. 
The  final  documentation  will  be  in  the  name  of 
the  35-45  Morrissey  Boulevard  Associates  which 
was  set  up  by  Hub  Mail.  There  will  be  another 
tenant  in  the  building.  The  partnership  will  hold 
title  and  the  security  will  be  the  building  with  a 
secondary  lien  on  the  equipment.  A  series  of 
guarantees  exist  for  the  bond;  there  is  an  insurance 
agreement  from  MIFA  for  20  percent  of  the  bond 
issue  which  stands  behind  the  principal  guarantee.

Report  on  matters  concerning  condominium 
conversions  (referred  November  28) — recommend- 
ing passage  of  the  following  ordinance  in  the  new 
draft : 

City  of  Boston 
In   the  Year  Nineteen   Hundred   and   Seventy-nine 
An    Ordinance    Regulating    Evictions    for    Condo- 
minium Conversions 
Be   it   ordained  by    the   City    Council    of   Boston, 
as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordi- 
nance  10,  be,  and  hereby  is,   amended  by  adding 
thereto  the  following: 
Chapter   4.    Condominium   Conversion   Regulation 

Section  200.    Preamble. 

Whereas,  A  serious  public  emergency  exists  with 
respect  to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  number  of 
citizens  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  deterioration  and  demolition  of 
existing  housing  and  an  insufficient  supply  of  new 
housing  have  resulted  in  a  substantial  and  critical 
shortage  of  safe,  decent,  and  reasonably  priced 
rental  housing  accommodations;   and 

Whereas,  Homeownership  creates  an  interest  in 
real  estate  which  tends  to  contribute  to  the  main- 
tenance and  preservation  of  housing  and  to  an 
increase  in  real  estate  taxes  which  has  a  salutary 
effect  on  the  city  and  its  people,  and  the  City 
Council  should,  therefore,  encourage  an  increase 
in  such  ownership  or  at  least  should  avoid  dis- 
couraging it;  and 

Whereas,  Individual  ownership  of  multiple-unit 
housing  accommodations  offers  a  number  of  advan- 
tages when  compared  to  an  unattached  one-family 
house,  not  the  least  of  which  is  a  considerable 
saving  of  energy  used  for  heating,  and  the  City 
Council  should,  therefore,  encourage  an  increase 
in  such  ownership  or  at  least  should  avoid  dis- 
couraging it;  and 

Whereas,  At  present  in  the  city  there  is  a  great 
interest  in  and  a  significant  amount  of  conversions 
of  multiple-unit  rental  housing  occupied  by  tenants 
to  condominium  units  occupied  by  individual 
owners  thereof;  and 

Whereas,  Notwithstanding  the  general  good  ac- 
complished by  such  increase  in  homeownership, 
many    people    of    limited    means,    particularly    the 


elderly,  are  suffering  thereby  in  that  they  have 
difficulty  in  obtaining  alternative  rental  housing  at 
prices  which  they  can  afford  when  evicted  for 
condominium  conversion;  and 

Whereas,  The  untoward  effects  of  condominium 
conversion  evictions  on  tenants  can  be  adequately 
dealt  with  by  providing  potentially  displaced  ten- 
ants with  sufficient  time  to  examine  the  housing 
market,  evaluate  available  housing  alternatives, 
formulate  future  housing  plans,  secure  any  neces- 
sary financing,  and  decide  whether  to  purchase 
the  condominium  unit  or  relocate;  and 

Whereas,  This  emergency  cannot  be  dealt  with 
by  the  operation  of  the  private  rental  housing 
market  nor  by  chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1975,  as  amended,  and  unless  evictions  for  con- 
dominium conversions  are  regulated  and  controlled, 
such  emergency  and  the  inflationary  pressures  and 
displacement  resulting  therefrom  will  produce 
serious  threats  to  the  public  health,  safety,  and 
general  welfare  of  the  citizens  of  Boston; 

Now,  therefore,  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested 
in  it  by  law,  including  without  limitation,  Article 
2,  as  amended,  and  Article  47  of  the  Amendments 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  and  chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969, 
as  amended  by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970 
and  by  chapter  843  of  the  Acts  of  1971,  be  it 
ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of  Boston 
as  follows: 

Section  201.  Definitions.  When  used  in  this 
ordinance,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, 
the  following  terms  shall  have  the  following  mean- 
ing: 

a.  Condominium  conversion  eviction:  an  eviction 
of  a  tenant  by  a  landlord  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
moving such  tenant  from  a  housing  accommodation 
in  order  to  facilitate  the  initial  sale  and  transfer 
of  legal  title  to  that  housing  accommodation  as  a 
condominium  unit  to  a  prospective  purchaser  or 
an  eviction  of  a  tenant  by  any  other  person  who 
has  purchased  a  housing  accommodation  as  a 
condominium  unit  when  the  tenant  whose  eviction 
is  sought  was  a  resident  of  the  housing  accommo- 
dation at  the  time  the  master  deed  for  the  property 
wherein  said  housing  accommodation  is  located 
was  recorded  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter 183 A  of  the  General  Laws. 

b.  Condominium  unit:  a  unit  of  a  condominium 
as  that  term  is  defined  in  chapter  183 A  of  the 
General  Laws. 

c.  Housing  accommodation:  any  building,  struc- 
ture, or  part  thereof  or  land  appurtenant  thereto, 
or  any  other  real  or  personal  property  rented  or 
offered  for  rent  for  living  or  dwelling  purposes, 
together  with  all  services  connected  with  the  use 
or  occupancy  of  such  property,  not  including  the 
following: 

I.  housing  accommodations  in  which  the 
United  States  or  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts or  any  authority  created  under  the  laws 
thereof  either  owns,  or  operates,  or  finances  or 
subsidizes  or  insures  the  mortgage  thereon,  or 
regulates  the  individual  rents  thereof. 

II.  housing  accommodations  in  any  building 
or  structure  containing  no  more  than  two  dwell- 
ing units  or  containing  three  dwelling  units,  one 
of  which  is  occupied  by  the  owner  thereof  as 
his  permanent  residence;  provided,  that  two  or 
more  adjoining  buildings  or  structures  under 
common  legal  or  beneficial  ownership  shall  con- 
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stitute  a  single  building  or  structure  for  this 
purpose;  and  provided,  further,  that  no  building 
or  structure  shall  be  considered  occupied  by  the 
owner  thereof  unless  all  beneficial  owners  occupy 
one  or  more  dwelling  units  therein  as  their 
permanent  residence. 

III.  housing  accommodations  constructed, 
created  by  conversion  from  a  nonhousing  use  to 
a  housing  use,  or  substantially  rehabilitated  so 
as  to  constitute  the  equivalent  of  new  con- 
struction after  December  1,  1968,  with  respect 
to  conventionally  financed  housing  accommoda- 
tions, and  after  January  1,  1972,  with  respect  to 
housing  accommodations  described  in  paragraph 
(c)   (I)  above. 

IV.  housing  accommodations  in   cooperatives. 

V.  housing  accommodations  in  hotels,  motels, 
inns,  tourist  homes,  and  rooming  or  boarding 
housings  which  are  occupied  in  the  majority  by 
transient  guests  for  a  period  of  less  than  four- 
teen consecutive  days. 

d.  Landlord:  the  individual  who  holds  title  to 
any  housing  accommodation  in  any  manner  .  in- 
cluding, but  not  limited  to,  a  partnership,  corpora- 
tion, or  trust.  For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance, 
the  rights  and  duties  of  the  landlord  hereunder 
shall  be  the  obligation  of  anyone  who  manages, 
controls,  or  customarily  accepts  rent  on  behalf  of 
the  landlord. 

e.  Rental  housing  agreement:  an  agreement, 
verbal,  written  or  implied,  between  a  landlord  and 
a  tenant  for  use  on  occupancy  of  a  housing  accom- 
modation or  for  housing  services. 

f.  Tenant:  any  person  entitled  under  the  terms 
of  a  rental  housing  agreement  to  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  any  housing  accommodation. 

Section  202.  Scope.  All  condominium  conversion 
evictions  from  housing  accommodations  in  the  City 
of  Boston  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance. 

Section  203.  Presumption.  For  purposes  of  this 
ordinance,  any  action  to  recover  possession  of  a 
housing  accommodation  shall  be  presumed  to  be  a 
condominium  conversion  eviction  where  any  one 
or  more  of  the  following  has  occurred: 

(a)  any  dwelling  unit  in  any  building  or  struc- 
ture in  which  the  housing  accommodation  is  located 
has  been  sold  as  a  condominium  unit;  or 

(b)  a  master  deed  for  the  building  or  structure 
in  which  the  housing  accommodation  is  located  for 
which  recovery  of  possession  is  sought  has  been 
duly  recorded  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter 
183 A  of  the  General  Laws;  or 

(c)  a  master  deed  for  the  building  or  structure 
in  which  the  housing  accommodation  is  located  for 
which  recovery  of  possession  was  sought  is  duly 
recorded  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter 
183 A  of  the  General  Laws  within  one  hundred 
and  eighty  days  after  an  action  is  brought  to 
recover  such  possession;  or 

(d)  any  tenant  of  any  housing  accommodation 
has  received  any  notice  required  by  the  provisions 
of  section  4  of  this  ordinance;  provided,  however, 
that  a  landlord  may  seek  to  recover  possession  of 
a  housing  accommodation  when  any  of  (a),  (b), 
(c),  or  (d)  occurs  for  purposes  other  than  a 
condominium  conversion  when  the  landlord  files, 
under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury,  with  the 
court   wherein  the  action  is   brought   an   affidavit 


stating  that  such  eviction  is  not  for  the  purpose 
of  converting  the  housing  accommodation  to  a 
condominium,  and,  provided,  further,  that  in  the 
case  of  a  housing  accommodation  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975, 
as  amended,  said  affidavit  shall  be  filed  with  the 
board  created  by  said  ordinance. 

Section  204.  No  person  shall  bring  any  action 
lo  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommodation 
for  the  purpose  of  condominium  conversion  until 
the  later  of  the  expiration  of  the  rental  housing 
agreement  or  one  year  has  elapsed  from  the  date 
the  tenant  of  such  housing  accommodation  receives 
a  notice  of  termination  of  his  tenancy,  provided, 
however,  that  in  the  case  of  a  housing  accommoda- 
tion occupied,  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  any  tenant 
who  has  reached  the  age  of  sixty-two  or  over  on 
or  before  the  date  said  notice  is  received  and  the 
total  income  for  the  calendar  year  immediately 
preceding  the  date  of  the  notice  of  all  of  the 
tenants  of  that  housing  accommodation  is  less  than 
80  percent  of  the  median  income  for  the  area  as 
set  forth  in  regulations  promulgated  from  time  to 
time  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to  section  8  of 
the  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended  by  the 
Housing  and  Community  Development  Act  of 
1974,  and  calculated  pursuant  to  said  regulations, 
two  years  from  such  date  has  elapsed. 

The  burden  of  proving  qualification,  either  in- 
come or  age,  shall  rest  with  the  tenant.  No  action 
to  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommodation 
for  the  purpose  of  a  condominium  conversion  shall 
be  effective  unless  a  master  deed  for  the  building 
or  structure  in  which  the  housing  accommodation 
is  located  is  duly  recorded  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  183 A  of  the  General  Laws  within 
the  time  specified  in  this  section  for  notice  to 
tenants  of  such  housing  accommodations. 

Section  205.  There  shall  be  no  change  in  the 
assessed  value  of  any  housing  accommodation 
affected  by  the  provisions  of  section  four  until  the 
periods  of  notice  prescribed  therein  shall  have  ex- 
pired. 

Section  206.  Whoever  willfully  violates  any  pro- 
vision of  this  ordinance  or  whoever  knowingly 
makes  any  false  statement  or  affidavit  to  the  board 
created  by  chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975, 
as  amended,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars  or  by  imprison- 
ment for  not  more  than  ninety  days  or  both; 
provided,  however,  that  in  the  case  of  a  second 
or  subsequent  offense,  such  person  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  three  thousand 
dollars  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one 
year  or  both. 

The  district  court  for  the  judicial  district  within 
which  the  housing  accommodation  is  located  and 
the  Housing  Court  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall 
severally  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  over  all  such 
actions  and  complaints. 

The  Superior  Court  and  the  Housing  Court  of 
the  City  of  Boston  shall  severally  have  jurisdiction 
to  restrain  by  injunction  any  violation  of  this 
ordinance. 

Section  207.  This  ordinance  shall  become  effec- 
tive immediately  upon  passage  and  shall  remain 
in  effect  until  December  31,  1982,  or  until  a  prior 
determination  is  made  by  ordinance  that  the  pres- 
ent rental  housing  emergency  no  longer  exists. 
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Section  208.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance 
are  severable,  and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be 
held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of 
such  court  shall  not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the 
remaining  provisions. 

Section. 209.  Transitional  provisions.  Any  appli- 
cation for  a  certificate  of  eviction  for  condominium 
conversion  which  is  pending  before  the  board 
established  by  chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1975,  as  amended  by  chapter  29  of  the  Ordinances 
of  1979,  on  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  procesed  in  accordance  with  the  policies, 
procedures,  rules  and  regulations  in  effect  at  the 
time  the  application  was  filed  with  the  board.  Any 
application  for  a  certificate  of  eviction  for  a  con- 
dominium conversion  filed  with  said  board  on  or 
after  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  or  any 
action  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accom- 
modation commenced  on  or  after  the  effective  date 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  governed  by  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  and  all  notices  required 
hereunder  shall  be  given  to  tenants  after  the 
effective  date  hereof. 

Section  210.  This  ordinance  shall  be  published 
by  the  action  of  the  Council  in  passing  the  same.

Be   it   ordained   by    the    City   Council    of   Boston, 
as  follows: 

Whereas,  Chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969  and 
chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  declared  a  public 
emergency  in  the  City  of  Boston  because  of  the 
substantial  shortage  of  rental  housing  accommoda- 
tions which  was  producing  a  serious  threat  to  the 
public  health,  safety,  and  welfare;  and 

Whereas,  A  serious  housing  emergency  continues 
to  exist  in  the  City  of  Boston  as  the  vacancy  rate 
for  rental  housing  units  is  presently  the  lowest  it 
has  ever  been  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  increasing  number  of  rental  units 
being  converted  into  condominiums  in  the  City  of 
Boston  has  risen  by  300  percent  in  the  past  two 
years,  thus  further  contributing  to  the  housing 
crisis,  especially  for  many  elderly  and  low  and 
middle-income  residents;  and 

Whereas,  The  conversion  of  apartment  units  into 
condominiums  has  led  to  widescale  evictions  and 
displacement  in  many  neighborhoods  of  the  city, 
leaving  many  residents  unable  to  live  in  safe, 
decent,  and  affordable  housing;  and 

Whereas,  Condominium  evictions  pose  a  serious 
threat  to  the  stability  of  life  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
especially  for  the  elderly  and  those  living  on  fixed 
incomes;  and 

Whereas,  Unless  action  is  taken  to  protect  resi- 
dents of  the  city  from  evictions  as  a  result  of 
condominium  conversions,  many  lifelong  residents 
will  be  permanently  uprooted  from  their  homes 
and  neighborhoods;   therefore,  be  it 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 


SECTION  1. 

Section  1.  Section  1  (e)  (vi)  of  chapter  15  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1975,  as  amended,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  adding  to  the  beginning  of 
said  subsection  the  following  words,  "Except  for 
the  purpose  of  bringing  action  to  recover  posses- 
sion of  a  housing  accommodation." 

Section  2.    Section  8   (a)   of  chapter  15  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1975,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further 
amended  by  striking  out  subsections  (viii)  and  (x) 
and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
(viii)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
in  good  faith  for  use  and  occupancy  of  himself, 
or   his   children,  parents,   brother,   sister,   father- 
in-law,    mother-in-law,    son-in-law,    or   daughter- 
in-law,  except  if  the  unit  is  a  condominium  unit 
held  by  a  tenant  who  held  it  when  the  landlord 
became  its  owner; 

(x)  The  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
for  any  other  just  cause,  provided  that  his  pur- 
pose is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  and 
purposes  of  this  ordinance.  Conversion  of  an 
apartment  unit  to  a  condominium  unit  shall  not 
be  a  just  cause  to  recover  possession  of  a  rental 
unit. 

Section  3.  For  purposes  of  chapter  15  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1975,  as  amended,  any  action  to 
recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommodation 
shall  be  presumed  to  be  in  violation  of  section  8 
(a)  of  chapter  15  where  any  of  the  following 
criteria  may  apply: 

(a)  any  individual  unit  in  a  building  which 
the  subject  housing  accommodation  is  located 
has  been  sold  as  a  condominium  unit;  or 

(b)  a  master  condominium  deed  for  the  build- 
ing in  which  the  housing  accommodation  for 
which  recovery  of  possession  is  sought  has  been 
duly  recorded;  or 

(c)  the  landlord,  his  agents,  or  anyone  acting 
on  behalf  of  the  landlord  has  made  any  attempt 
to  market  any  unit  in  the  building  in  which  the 
subject  housing  accommodation  is  located  as  a 
condominium  unit  within  one  year  of  the  com- 
mencement of  the  action  to  recover  possession; 
or  any  tenant  residing  in  a  building  in  which 
the  subject  housing  accommodation  is  located 
has  received  within  one  year  of  commencement 
of  the  action  to  recover  possession  any  notices, 
communications,  or  information  from  the  land- 
lord or  his  agents  indicating  that  the  building 
will  be  or  has  been  converted  into  condo- 
miniums; or  any  other  action  taken  by  the  land- 
lord, his  agents,  or  anyone  acting  on  behalf  of 
the  landlord  with  a  view  toward  converting  a 
rental  unit  to  any  other  residential  use. 

SECTION  2. 

No    person    shall    recover    possession    of    any 
housing    accommodation,    including    vacancy    de- 
controlled units,  for  the  purpose  of  or  as  a  result 
of  condominium  conversion. 
SECTION  3. 

If  any  section  or  part  thereof  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  declared  unconstitutional  or  inconsistent 
with  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  by  a 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  then  that  section 
or  part  thereof  alone  shall  be  inoperative  but  all 
other  sections  or  parts  thereof  shall  be  deemed 
severable.

Whereas,  The  untoward  effects  of  condominium- 
related  evictions  of  tenants  can  be  appropriately 
dealt  with  by  regulating  and  controlling  such  evic- 
tions and  by  providing  tenants  with  sufficient  time 
to  examine  the  housing  market,  evaluate  housing 
alternatives,  formulate  future  housing  plans,  and

(i)  the  tenant  has  failed  to  pay  the  rent  to 
which  the  landlord  is  entitled;  except  that  no 
certificate  of  eviction  shall  be  granted  where  such 
certificate  would  result  in  the  circumvention  of 
the  provisions  and  purposes  of  sections  5  (a) 
(viii)  and  5  (a)  (x)  with  respect  to  condo- 
minium-related  evictions. 

(ii)  the  tenant  has  violated  an  obligation  or 
covenant  of  his  tenancy  other  than  the  obliga- 
tion to  surrender  possession  upon  proper  notice 
and  has  failed  to  cure  such  violation  after  having 
received  written  notice  thereof  from  the  landlord; 

(iii)  the  tenant  is  committing  or  permitting  to 
exist  a  nuisance  in,  or  is  causing  substantial 
damage  to,  the  housing  accommodation,  or  is 
creating  substantial  interference  with  the  com- 
fort, safety,  or  enjoyment  of  the  landlord  or 
other  occupants  of  the  same  or  any  adjacent 
accommodation; 

(iv)  the  tenant  is  convicted  of  using  or  per- 
mitting a  housing  accommodation  ot  be  used  for 
any  illegal  purpose; 


(v)  the  tenant,  who  had  a  written  lease  or 
rental  agreement  which  terminated  on  or  after 
the  passage  of  this  ordinance  has  refused,  after 
written  request  or  demand  by  the  landlord,  to 
execute  a  written  extension  or  renewal  thereof 
for  a  further  term  of  like  duration  and  in  such 
terms  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  or  violative 
of  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance; 

(vi)  the  tenant  has  refused  the  landlord  rea- 
sonable access  to  the  housing  accommodation 
for  the  purpose  of  making  necessary  repairs  or 
improvements  required  by  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  the  Commonwealth,  or  any  subdivision 
thereof,  or  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  as 
permitted  or  required  by  the  lease  or  by  law, 
or  for  the  purpose  of  showing  the  housing  ac- 
commodation to  any  prospective  purchaser  or 
mortgagee; 

(vii)  the  tenant  holding  at  the  end  of  a  lease 
term  is  a  subtenant  not  approved  by  the  land- 
lord; 

(viii)  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
in  good  faith  for  the  use  and  occupancy  of 
himself,  or  his  children,  parents,  brother,  sister, 
father-in-law,  mother-in-law,  son-in-law,  or 
daughter-in-law;  except  that  where  the  housing 
accommodation  is  a  condominium  unit  as  de- 
fined in  M.G.L.  c.  183 A,  the  landlord  must  pro- 
vide a  one-year  notice  of  intention  to  evict.  For 
purposes  of  this  section  a  landlord  must  hold 
legal  accommodation  for  which  recovery  is 
sought. 

(ix)  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
to  demolish  or  otherwise  remove  the  housing 
accommodation  from  housing  use;  or 

(x)  the  landlord  seeks  to  recover  possession 
for  any  other  just  cause,  provided  that  his  pur- 
pose is  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  and 
purposes  of  this  ordinance;  except  that  conver- 
sion of  rental  housing  to  condominium  forms  of 
housing  ownership  as  defined  by  M.G.L.  c.  183 A 
as  determined  by  the  board  shall  not  constitute 
just  cause  unless  after  recording  a  master  deed 
the  landlord  provides  a  one-year  notice  of  con- 
version to  condominiums  as  approved  by  the 
board.  The  board  may  establish  such  other  rea- 
sonable requirements  by  regulation  as  further  the 
purposes  and  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

(b)   A  landlord  seeking  to  recover  possession 
of    a    controlled    housing    accommodation    shall 
apply  to  the  board  for  a  certificate  of  eviction. 
Upon  receipt  of  such  an  application,  the  board 
shall  send  a  copy  of  the  application  to  the  tenant 
of    the    controlled    housing    accommodation    to- 
gether with  a  notification  of  all  rights  and  pro- 
cedures available  under  this  section. 
Section  6.    Government   Operated   Housing  Ac- 
commodations.   Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of 
this  section  the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth, 
or  any  agency  or  political  subdivision  thereof  may 
maintain  an  action  or  proceeding  to  recover  pos- 
session  of  any   housing    accommodation    operated 
by  it  where  such  action  or  proceeding  is  authorized 
by    the    statute    or    regulation    under    which    such 
accommodations    are    administered. 

4)  Section  10,  line  7 — delete  the  phrase  "section 
8"  and  insert  in  its  place  "this  ordinance." 

5)  Delete  section   17   in   its  entirety   and  insert 
the  following  in  its  place: 
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Section  17.  Transitional  Provisions.  This  ordi- 
nance shall  apply  to  all  applications  for  certifi- 
cate of  eviction  which  are  pending  before  the 
board  under  chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1975,  as  amended  or  which  are  filed  with  the 
board  on  or  after  the  effective  date  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  shall  also  apply  to  any  action  to 
recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommodation 
commenced  on  or  after  the  effective  date  of  this 
ordinance.

ORDINANCE      PASSED      BY      COUNCIL 
REGULATING  EVICTIONS  FOR  CONDO- 
MINIUM CONVERSIONS

I  attach  for  your  review  an  opinion  of  the 
Corporation  Counsel  concerning  the  ordinance 
passed  on  Wednesday,  December  12,  1979,  en- 
titled "An  Ordinance  Regulating  Evictions  for 
Condominium  Conversions."  Because  of  the  im- 
portance of  this  matter  to  the  citizens  of  the  City 
of  Boston  and  because  of  the  competing  interest 
in  the  issue  of  condominium  conversions,  I  think  it 
is  extremely  important  that  the  Council  address  the 
very  basic  and  serious  concerns  raised  by  this 
opinion. 

It  is  my  recommendation  that  you  consider  the 
opinion  so  that  we  insure  that  the  protection  we 
have  provided  tenants  will  withstand  any  legal 
challenge. 

1  would  hope  that  you  can  act  on  this  request 
promptly,  and  I  shall  ask  the  Corporation  Counsel 
to  be  available  to  answer  any  question  you  may 
have.

Dear  Mr.  Mayor: 

You  have  asked  me  to  review  the  ordinance 
passed  by  the  City  Council  on  Wednesday,  De- 
cember 12,  1979,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  Regulat- 
ing Evictions  for  Condominium  Conversions." 
After  a  review  of  the  relevant  enabling  legislation, 
and  application  of  general  legal  concepts  relating 
to  the  authority  of  the  City  Council,  I  have  con- 
cluded that  some  issues  exist  which  may  make  the 
ordinance  as  passed  susceptible  to  challenge. 
My  reasons  for  this  conclusion  are  as  follows: 
A.  Courts  have  already  held  that  a  city  or  town 
may  not  under  its  home  rule  powers  enact  rent 
control  provisions.  There  must  be  "an  explicit  and 
appropriate  delegation  of  authority  ...  in  accord- 
ance with  and  subject  to  specified  statutory 
standards."  Marshall  House,  Inc.  v.  Rent  Review 
and  Grievance  Board  of  Brookline,  357  Mass.  709, 
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720  (1970).  This  requirement  mandates  that  the 
scheme  for  regulating  rents  and  evictions  in  the 
City  of  Boston  be  set  forth  in  a  special  legislative 
delegation,  St.  1969,  c.  797,  as  amended  by  St. 
1970,  c.  863.  A  procedure  was  set  forth  in  the 
rent  control  statute  which  required  a  landlord 
filing  an  action  for  eviction  in  the  courts  of  the 
Commonwealth  to  first  secure  a  proper  certificate 
of  eviction  from  the  Rent  Control  Board.  Criminal 
penalties  are  attached  for  failure  to  meet  this  re- 
quirement. 

While  the  City  Council  and  Mayor  under  gen- 
eral home  rule  powers  and  the  authority  of  the 
special  legislation  could  add  requirements  to  the 
present  statutory  scheme  to  regulate  condominium 
conversions  through  city  departments  or  agencies 
(i.e.,  Rent  Board),  it  is  beyond  general  home  rule 
authority  to  directly  impose  presumptions  on  and 
grant  new  defenses  to  parties  in  civil  court  actions. 
For  example,  the  ordinance  passed  by  the  City 
Council  requires  courts  directly  to  examine  the 
presumptions  of  condominium  conversion  evictions, 
and  to  accept  a  new  documents,  i.  e.,  an  affidavit 
rebutting  such  presumption.  Changes  in  court 
jurisdiction  and  procedure  relating  to  summary 
process  can  only  be  accomplished  by  amendment 
to  M.G.L.  c.  239  or  the  adoption  of  a  rule  of 
court. 

B.  Section  205  of  the  ordinance  as  passed  by 
the  City  Council  states: 

"There  shall  be  np  change  in  the  assessed 
value  of  any  housing  accommodation  affected 
by  the  provisions  of  section  four  (sic.)  until  the 
periods  of  notice  prescribed  therein  shall  have 
expired." 

The  duties  and  responsibilities  of  assessors  for 
cities  and  towns  are  set  forth  in  the  provisions 
of  M.G.L.  c.  59,  as  amended  by  59A  through  c. 
580  of  the  Acts  of  1978,  and  by  s.  15  of  c.  797  of 
the  Acts  of  1979.  By  these  provisions,  the  assessor 
is  required  to  reassess  all  property  on  January  1, 
of  each  year.  The  terms  of  s.  205  of  the  ordinance 
would  alter  this  responsibility  with  respect  to  a 
certain  class  of  housing  accommodations  in  the 
City  of  Boston.  This  change  cannot  be  accom- 
plished by  ordinance,  since  it  alters  constitutional 
and  statutory  provisions  of  the  Commonwealth. 

It  is  for  these  reasons  that  I  recommend  that 
you  transmit  a  letter  to  the  City  Council  indicating 
the  potential  problems  outlined  above  and  re- 
questing that  they  take  whatever  steps  they  deem 
appropriate  to  adopt  amendments  to  correct  the 
deficiencies.  1  would  be  pleased  to  make  myself 
available  to  the  City  Council  for  inquiries.

An  Ordinance  Prohibiting  Displacement  of  Tenants 
as  a  Result  of  Condominium  Conversion 
Evictions 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston, 
as  follows: 
Whereas,  Chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969  and 
chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  declared  a  public- 
emergency  in  the  City  of  Boston  because  of  the 
substantial  shortage  of  rental  housing  accommo- 
dations which  was  producing  a  serious  threat  to 
the  public  health,  safety,  and  welfare;   and 

Whereas,  A  serious  housing  emergency  con- 
tinues to  exist  in  the  City  of  Boston  as  the  vacancy 
rate  for  rental  housing  units  is  presently  the 
lowest  it  has  ever  been  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 
Whereas,  The  increasing  number  of  rental  units 
being  converted  into  condominiums  in  the  City 
of  Boston  has  risen  by  300  per  cent  in  the  past 
two  years,  thus  further  contributing  to  the  housing 
crisis,  especially  for  many  elderly  and  low-and 
middle-income  residents;  and 

Whereas,  The  conversion  of  apartment  units  into 
condominiums  has  led  to  widescale  evictions  and 
displacement  in  many  neighborhoods  of  the  city, 
leaving  many  residents  unable  to  live  in  safe, 
decent,  and  affordable  housing;  and 

Whereas,  Condominium  evictions  pose  a  serious 
threat  to  the  stability  of  life  in  the  City  of  Boston, 
especially  for  the  elderly  and  those  living  on  fixed 
incomes;  and 

Whereas.  Unless  action  is  taken  to  protect  resi- 
dents of  the  city  from  evictions  as  a  result  of 
condominium  conversions,  many  lifelong  residents 
will  be  permanently  uprooted  from  their  homes 
and   neighborhoods;    therefore,   be   it 

Ordained   by    the    City    Council    of    Boston,    as 
follows: 
SECTION  1. 

Section  1.  Section  1  (e)  (vi)  of  chapter  15  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1975,  as  amended,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  adding  to  the  beginning  of  said 
subsection  the  following  words,  "Except  for  the 
purpose  of  bringing  an  action  to  recover  possession 
of  a  housing  accommodation."

An    Ordinance    Prohibiting    the     Displacement    of 
Needy  Tenants   as  a  Result   of  Condominium 
Conversion  Evictions. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 
Whereas,  Chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969  and 
chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  declared  a  public- 
emergency   in  the   City  of  Boston   because  of  the 
substantial   shortage    of   rental    housing   accommo- 
dations which  was  producing   a  serious   threat   to 
the  public  health,  safety,  and  welfare;  and 


Whereas,  A  serious  housing  emergency  continues 
to  exist  in  the  City  of  Boston  as  the  vacancy  rate 
for  rental  housing  units  is  presently  the  lowest 
it  has  ever  been  in  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  increasing  number  of  rental  units 
being  converted  into  condominiums  in  the  City  of 
Boston  has  risen  by  300  per  cent  in  the  past  two 
years,  thus  further  contributing  to  the  housing 
crisis,  especially  for  many  elderly  and  low-and- 
middle  income  residents;  and 

Whereas,  The  conversion  of  apartment  units  into 
condominiums  has  led  to  widescale  evictions  and 
displacement  in  many  neighborhoods  of  the  city, 
leaving  many  residents  unable  to  live  in  safe, 
decent,  and  affordable  housing;  and 

Whereas,  Condominium  evictions  pose  a  serious 
threat  to  the  stability  of  life  in  the  neighborhoods 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  especially  for  the  elderly 
and  those  living  on  fixed  incomes;  and 

Whereas,  Unless  action  is  taken  to  protect  resi- 
dents of  the  city  from  evictions  as  a  result  of  con- 
dominium conversions,  many  lifelong  residents  will 
be  permanently  uprooted  from  their  homes  and 
neighborhoods;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordained    by    the   City    Council   of   Boston,    as 
follows:

City  of  Boston 
In   the   Year  Nineteen  Hundred   and   Seventy-nine 
An   Ordinance    Regulating    the    Transportation   of 

Hazardous  Materials. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Whereas,  The  widespread  transportation  of  haz- 
ardous materials  within  or  through  the  City  of 
Boston  creates  a  real  and  imminent  danger  that  an 
accident  involving  hazardous  materials  may  occur; 
and 

Whereas,  An  accident  involving  hazardous 
materials  could  involve  injury  or  destruction  to 
the  lives  and  properties  of  the  people  of  Boston; 
and 

Whereas,  It  is  necessary  to  regulate  the  trans- 
portation of  hazardous  materials  to  protect  the 
public  health  and  safety;  environment,  property, 
and  general  welfare  of  the  people  and  City  of 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  Fire  Commissioner  and  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health  and  Hospitals  have  the  author- 
ity pursuant  to  M.G.L.A.  ch.  148,  s.  9  and  ch. 
Ill,  s.  122,  respectively,  to  take  steps  to  ensure 
the  public  health  and  safety;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordained,  By  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  pur- 
suant to  the  authority  vested  in  it  by  law,  as 
follows, 

Section   1.    Definitions. 

(A)  Carrier:  A  person  engaged  in  the  business 
of  transporting  hazardous  materials  on  streets  and 
highways  by  motor  vehicles;  if  the  motor  vehicle 
is  leased,  the  lessee  is  the  carrier. 

(B)  City:  The  City  of  Boston. 

(C)  Hazardous  Materials:  The  following  are 
designated  hazardous  materials  for  the  purpose  of 
this  ordinance: 

Class  A  Explosives — (173.53)  (Numbers  in 
parens  refer  to  Title  49  of  the  Code  of  Federal 
Regulations). 

Class  B  Explosives— (173.88). 

Poisonous  Gases — Poison  A  (173.326). 

Flammable  Solid— (172.101). 

Radioactive  Materials — with  Radioactive  Yel- 
low III  label  (172.403). 

Liquefied  Petroleum  Gas — (LPG). 

Liquefied  Natural  Gas— (LNG). 

Liquefied  Hydrogen — (173.316). 

Flammable  Liquids — with  flash  points  73  deg. 
F  or  less. 

Operate:  To  engage  in  the  transport  of  haz- 
ardous materials  in  commerce  on  the  streets  and 
highways  by  motor  vehicle. 

Person:  Any  individual,  corporation,  firm, 
partnership,  society,  association,  joint  venture,  or 
any  other  legal  entity. 

Vehicle:  A  motor  vehicle  used  for  the  trans- 
portation of  hazardous  materials  in  commerce. 
Section  2.    Regulations  concerning  the  transport 

of  hazardous  materials. 

(A)  The  Fire  Commissioner  and  Commissioner 

of   Health    and    Hospitals    shall    promulgate    joint 
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regulations  under  the  authority  of  M.G.L.A.  c.  148, 
s.  9  and  M.G.L.A.  c.  Ill,  s.  122  and  this  ordinance 
and  not  inconsistent  with  such  authority  or  regula- 
tions issued  thereunder.  A  hearing  shall  be  pro- 
vided as  required  by  law.  Such  regulations  shall 
require  but  not  be  limited  to  the  following: 

(1)  Adopt  Massachusetts  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works  regulation  CMR,  Title  720,  section  8 
to  ensure  the  application  of  those  regulations  to 
city  streets. 

(2)  Prohibit  the  transportation  of  hazardous 
materials  within  designated  parts  of  the  city 
between  the  hours  of  6  a.m.  and  8  p.m.,  Satur- 
days, Sundays,  and  holidays  excluded.  Drivers 
may  operate  their  vehicles  in  the  designated  areas 
of  the  city  during  these  restricted  hours  only  if 
they  obtain  a  permit  from  the  Fire  Commissioner 
to  do  so. 

(3)  Prohibit  the  transportation  of  hazardous 
materials  within  the  city  if  there  is  neither  a 
point  of  origin  nor  a  destination  (delivery 
point)  within  the  city  and  if  a  practical  alterna- 
tive route  exists  from  origin  to  destination  out- 
side the  city.  Economic  criteria  shall  not  be 
determinative  of  whether  or  not  an  alternative 
route  is  practical.  If  a  practical  alternative  route 
does  not  exist  as  determined  by  the  Fire  Com- 
missioner he  shall  designate  appropriate  routes 
within  the  city. 

(4)  Designate  routes  within  the  city  on  which 
carriers  may  operate  their  vehicles.  These  routes 
shall  not  go  through  or  near  heavily  populated 
areas,  places  where  crowds  are  assembled,  tun- 
nels, narrow  streets  or  alleys,  unless  no  reason- 
able alternatives  exist. 

(5)  Require  carriers  to  obtain  permits  to 
operate  in  the  unrestricted  parts  of  the  city  where, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Fire  Commissioner  and 
due  to  the  nature  of  the  hazardous  materials 
and /or  the  routes  and  parts  of  the  city  involved, 
special  precautions  are  considered  necessary. 

(6)  Regulate  the  operation  of  all  vehicles 
within  the  city.  This  regulation  shall  extend  to, 
but  not  limited  to, 

a)  the  speed  at  which  vehicles  may  operate 
in  the  city; 

b)  vehicles  stopping  within  the  city; 

c)  the  degree  to  which  a  driver  may  leave 
a  vehicle  unattended; 

d)  the  distance  that  must  be  maintained 
between  vehicles  in  transit; 

e)  a  requirement  that  all  vehicles  be 
equipped  with  a  radio  communication  set; 

f)  a  requirement  that  all  vehicles  be 
equipped  with  at  least  two  flashing  amber 
lights,  visible  all  around  (these  lights  shall 
provide  illumination  and  warning  while  the 
vehicle  is  both  in  transit  and  stationary); 

g)  a  requirement  that  all  vehicles  be  plac- 
arded "Hazardous  Cargo."  This  placard  shall 
be  placed  between  the  amber  lights  and  shall 
be  capable  of  indicating  whether  the  vehicle 
is  carrying  cargo  or  is  empty.  The  vehicle  shall 
also  be  placarded  specifically  identifying  the 
type  of  hazardous  material  it  is  transporting. 

(7)  Require  all  carriers  to  report  to  the  Fire 
Department  every  accident  within  the  city  in- 
volving that  carrier's  vehicle  which  results  in  any 
of  the  following: 


a)  injury  or  fatality; 

b)  continuing  danger  to  life  or  health  at  the 
scene  of  the  accident; 

c)  the  disabling  of  the  vehicle; 

d)  estimated  property  damage  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars; 

e)  an  unintentional  release  of  hazardous 
material  from  the  vehicle. 

NOTE:  The  carrier  shall  report  the  accident  to  the 
Fire  Department — 1)  by  phone  or  in  person 
immediately  after  the  occurence  of  the  acci- 
dent; and  2)  in  writing  within  ten  days  follow- 
ing the  accident  on  a  form  to  be  furnished  by 
the  Fire  Commissioner. 

(8)  Establish  a  permit  system  which  requires 
the  following: 

a)  that  any  carriers  who  wish  to  operate 
their  vehicles  in  a  manner  inconsistent  with 
this  ordinance  and /or  regulations  hereunder 
be  required  to  obtain  a  permit  from  the  Fire 
Commissioner; 

b)  that  a  permit  issue  only  where  com- 
pelling need  is  shown  and  where  transporting 
hazardous  materials  is  in  the  public  interest; 

c)  that  permits  be  granted  for  a  period  of 
one  year  and  be  automatically  renewed  upon 
application  unless  revoked  for  cause; 

d)  that  permits  be  revocable  and  not  trans- 
ferable; 

e)  that  permits  be  carried  in  the  cab  at  all 
times  and  that  a  suitable  means  be  used  to 
allow  ready  identification  of  carriers  with 
permits  from  outside  the  vehicle; 

f)  that  annual  fees  for  permits  be  set  as 
required  to  defray  administrative  expenses  and 
as  permitted  by  law; 

9)  The  Fire  Commissioner  and  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health  and  Hospitals  shall  have 
the  authority  to  promulgate  all  regulations  neces- 
sary to  give  full  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance. 

Section  3.  Suspension  of  Operations. 
The  Fire  Commissioner  may  temporarily  suspend 
the  operation  of  some  or  all  vehicles  within  the 
city,  without  notice  whenever  road,  weather,  traffic, 
or  other  special  circumstances  warrant  that  action. 
Section  4.  Authority  to  restrict  other  hazardous 
materials. 

The  Fire  Commissioner  and  the  Commissioner 
of  Health  and  Hospitals  shall  have  the  authority 
to  promulgate  regulations  controlling  the  transpor- 
tation of  the  following  hazardous  materials  within 
the  city: 

Oxidizers  (173.151). 
Organic  Peroxide   (173.151a). 
Flammable,      Pyrophoric      and      Combustible 
Materials  (173.115). 

Radioactive  Materials  with  Radioactive  White 
I  or  Yellow  II  label  (172.403). 

Certain  Hazardous  Materials  which  have  been 
identified  as  posing  more  than  one  hazard,  for 
example,  uranium  hexafloride  which  is  corrosive 
and  radioactive. 

Section  5.   Authority  to  Suspend  Restriction. 
The   Commissioner  shall   have   the   authority  to 
suspend   the  aforementioned  restrictions,   in  whole 
or  in  part,  when  extenuating  circumstances  severely 
limit  transit  around  the  city. 
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Section  6.    Reports. 

The  Fire  Commissioner  shall  compile  and  sub- 
mit to  the  Boston  City  Council,  by  February  1  of 
each  year,  a  written  report  describing  the  adminis- 
tration and  enforcement  of  this  ordinance,  and  the 
regulations  issued  hereunder,  in  the  calendar  year 
just  concluded.  This  report  shall  include: 

a)  a  list  of  permits   issued,   expired   and   re- 
newed; 

b)  a   list  of   accidents    reported   pursuant    to 
subsection  2  (A)   (7)  of  this  ordinance; 

c)  a    list    of    all    noted    violations    of    this 
ordinance; 

d)  other  information  the  Commissioner  con- 
siders pertinent. 

Section  7.  Violations. 

Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this 
ordinance  and/or  regulations  promulgated  here- 
under shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars  in  accordance  with  Mass. 
Gen.  Laws,  Ann.,  ch.  148  s.  10B. 

Section  8.    Severability. 

If  any  provision  or  clause  of  this  ordinance  or 
application  thereof  to  any  person  or  circumstance 
is  held  invalid,  such  invalidity  shall  not  affect  other 
provisions  or  applications  of  this  ordinance  which 
can  be  given  effect  without  the  invalid  provision 
or  application,  and  to  this  end  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance  are  declared  to  be  severable.

INSPECT    1586    HYDE    PARK    AVENUE, 

READVILLE 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  residents  of  the  Readville  section 

of  Hyde  Park  in  the  vicinity  of  the   1400  block 
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are  being  bothered  by  the  expansion  of  the  Hot- 
Top  Pavements,  Inc.  plant  which  manufactures 
bituminous  products  and  is  in  operation  morning 
and  night;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  steady  movement  of  big 
trucks  in  and  out  of  the  area,  and  the  machinery 
is  in  operation  constantly;  and 

Whereas,  At  a  meeting  held  last  week  the  resi- 
dents complained  to  the  city  and  MDC  about  this 
problem;  and 

Whereas,  In  addition,  the  operator  of  this  bitu- 
minous manufacturing  company  known  as  Hot-Top 
Pavements,  Inc.  encroaches  on  MDC  land,  which 
is  immediately  adjacent,  with  trucks  and  the  dump- 
ing of  gravel  and  dirt  which  is  immediately  on  the 
banks  of  the  Neponset  River;  and 

Whereas,  The  people  are  disturbed  and  they 
can't  sleep  at  night  from  the  noise  and  dirt  from 
the   trucks;   therefore,   be   it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  requests 
his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  to  notify  the  various  en- 
vironmental agencies  in  the  city,  as  well  as  the 
Building  and  Housing  Inspection  and  Health  De- 
partments to  make  an  on-site  inspection  of  the 
plant  at  1586  Hyde  Park  Avenue,  Hyde  Park,  to 
determine  whether  or  not  their  operation  is  in 
conformity  with  various  codes  of  the  city;  and 
further

PUBLIC  HEARING  RE  MOVEMENT  OF 
TANKERS  IN  HARBOR 

Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Boston  Harbor  this  morning  was  im- 
paired to  some  degree  by  oil  spill  pollution,  when 
an  estimated  300,000  gallons  of  viscous  No.  6  fuel 
oil  poured  for  twenty  minutes  undetected  from  a 
tanker;  and 

Whereas,  The  incident,  although  now  attributed 
to  human  carelessness  in  opening  the  wrong  com- 
bination of  valves  preparatory  to  off-loading,  could 
nevertheless  have  imperilled  the  port,  its  traffic, 
and  endangered  lives  in  a  full-scale  emergency; 
and 

Whereas,  Today's  spill,  along  with  smaller  ones 
that  occur  from  time  to  time,  reiterates  the  need 
for  constant  vigilance  on  the  part  of  agencies 
enforcing  rules,  and  more  importantly,  on  the  part 
of  crews  manning  the  vessels;  and 

Whereas,  It  would  appear  that  ship  of  foreign 
flags,  often  with  mixed  nationality  crews,  have  been 
involved  in  spillage  accidents;  and 

Whereas,  The  Coast  Guard,  prime  enforcing 
agency  for  inspecting  such  vessels,  has  lesser  con- 
trol over  licenses  of  foreign  captains,  crews,  and 
vessels,  and  thus  cannot  take  as  strong  a  jurisdic- 
tional measure  for  infractions  as  could  be  imposed 
on  U.S. -licensed  tanker  personnel;  and 

Whereas,  Spillage  accidents  inflict  a  cost  on 
coasts  and  facilities  touched  by  the  pollution,  often 
lingering  for  weeks  after  the  incident;  now,  there- 
fore, be  it 

Ordered,  The  City  Council's  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Safety  or  another  appropriate  body  as  deter- 
mined by  the  Council  President,  be  authorized  to 
convene  a  public  hearing  to  ascertain  views  of  the 
Boston  Law  Department,  Fire  Department,  Massa- 
chusetts Port  Authority,  Police  Department,  Coast 
Guard  Marine  Safety  Division,  and  other  agencies 
to  explore  feasibility  of  installing  into  operational 
procedures  such  suggestions  as  the  following: 


1.  Preliminary  if  not  full  inspection  of  oil  at 
an  anchorage  area  on  entering  the  harbor  and 
before  reaching  dock  destination; 

2.  Application  of  inspection  standards  in 
meticulous  measure  when  a  vessel  registered 
under  a  foreign  flag  arrives  in  port; 

3.  Constant  if  not  routine  notification  to 
tankers  enroute  to  Boston  that  crews  guard 
against  human  carelessness  preparatory  to  and 
during  off-loading  or  on-loading  operations  at 
port; 

4.  Provision  for  constant  watch  night  or  day 
as  a  ship  enters  port  and  proceeds  through  the 
harbor. 

5.  Adequate  lighting  to  illuminate  around 
ships  berthed  at  dockside  to  detect  any  trace 
of  oil  spillage  during  night  hours. 

6.  Provision   for   some   kind    of   bonding   to 
cover    costs    of    oil    spillage   damage    for    each 
tanker    or    fuel    carrier    during    the    time    they 
operate  or  berth  in  Boston  Harbor  limits. 
Passed  upon  approval  of  the   Consent  Agenda.

Whereas,  Under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
applicable  to  the  City  of  Boston  or  under  ordi- 
nances of  the  city  enacted  in  accordance  with  such

Whereas,  Under  such  laws  or  ordinances  the 
Mayor  is  authorized  to  appoint  persons  to  serve  as 
members  of  such  boards,  commissions  or  as  heads 
of  such  departments  or  other  agencies  for  a  defin- 
itely fixed  term,  and  to  remove  some  of  such 
persons  by  filing  a  written  statement  with  the  City 
Clerk  setting  forth  in  detail  the  specific  reasons  for

Whereas,  While  so  serving  on  such  boards, 
commissions  or  as  such  department  or  agency 
heads  matters  of  importance  are  subject  to  the 
discretion  of  such  persons  and  it  is  necessary  that 
such  persons  exercise  their  best  judgment  based 
on  the  facts  as  they  know  them  free  of  other 
influence;   and

chapter  22  of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  as  amended  by  chapter 
528  of  the  Acts  of  1974  and  the  total  income 
in  the  calendar  year  immediately  preceding  the 
date  of  the  notice  of  all  the  tenants  of  that 
housing  accommodation  is  less  than  eighty 
percent  of  the  median  income  for  the  area  as 
set  forth  in  regulations  promulgated  from  time 
to  time  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Hous- 
ing and  Urban  Development  pursuant  to  section 
8  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1937  as  amended  by 
the  Housing  and  Community  Development  Act 
of  1974  and  calculated  pursuant  to  said  regula- 
tions, two  years  from  such  date  has  elapsed." 
The  burden  of  proving  qualification  with  respect 
to  age  or  handicap  and  income  shall  rest  with  the 
tenant. 

All  notices  given  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be 
personally  served  upon  the  tenant  or  mailed  to 
the  tenant  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt  request- 
ed, and  shall  advise  the  tenant  of  the  rights  and 
procedures  available  under  this  ordinance,  includ- 
ing, if  applicable,  a  statement  of  such  tenant  rights 
and  procedures  available  under  the  rules  of  the 
board  governing  recovery  of  a  housing  accommo- 
dation in  order  to  convert  it  to  a  condominium 
as  adopted  on  29  June,  1979,  as  amended  July  27, 
1979,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  15  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1975,  as  amended. 

No  action  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing 
accommodation  for  condominium  conversion  shall 
be  effective  unless  a  master  deed  for  the  building 
or  structure  in  which  the  housing  accommodation 
is  located  is  duly  recorded  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  183 A  of  the  General  Laws  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  prior  to  or 
within  the  one-year  or  two-year  time  period  speci- 
fied in  this  section  for  notice  to  tenants  of  such 
housing  accommodations.  Except  with  respect  to 
vacancy  decontrolled  housing  accommodations, 
upon   expiration   of  the  notice   period  as  provided 
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herein,  the  landlord  must  provide  proof  satisfac- 
tory to  the  board  that  he  has  complied  with  the 
provisions  of  chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1975,  as  amended  and  the  rules  of  the  board  as 
adopted  on  29  June,  1979,  as  amended  July  27, 
1979,  pursuant  thereto  governing  recovery  of  a 
housing  accommodation  in  order  to  convert  it  to  a 
condominium.  If  the  board  finds  that  the  proof  is 
valid  and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  a  certificate  of  eviction  shall  be 
issued. 

With  respect  to  all  housing  accommodation, 
except  vacancy  decontrolled  housing  accommoda- 
tions, which  are  voluntarily  vacated  by  the  tenant 
thereof  after  receipt  of  the  notice  required  by  this 
section  but  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  notice 
period  specified  therefor,  the  board  shall  not  grant 
a  certificate  of  vacancy  decontrol  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975, 
as  amended,  unless  the  landlord  has  recorded  a 
master  deed  pursuant  to  chapter  183 A  of  the 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts for  the  building  or  structure  in  which  the 
vacated  housing  accommodation  is  located. 

If  a  landlord  of  a  vacancy  decontrolled  housing 
accommodation  seeks  to  recover  possession  of  such 
housing  accommodation  for  any  reason  other  than 
to  effect  a  condominium  conversion  prior  to  the 
expiration  of  the  notice  period  as  provided  in  this 
section,  and  where  appropriate,  he  filed  with  the 
board  the  affidavit  prescribed  by  said  section,  no 
certificate  of  eviction  shall  be  required. 

Upon  expiration  of  the  notice  period  as  pro- 
vided in  this  section,  no  landlord  of  a  vacancy 
decontrolled  housing  accommodation  shall  be  re- 
quired to  obtain  a  certificate  of  eviction  from  the 
board  as  a  prerequisite  to  recovering  possession 
of  such  vacancy  decontrolled  housing  accommoda- 
tion in  order  to  effect  a  condominium  conversion, 
provided,  however,  that  such  landlord  shall  file 
with  said  board  an  affidavit,  under  the  pains  and 
penalties  of  perjury,  that  he  has  complied  with  the 
requirements  imposed  by  this  section. 

8)  That  section  205  is  deleted  and  the  following 
new  section  is  substituted  in  its  place: 

"Section  205.  Powers  and  Duties.  The  board 
shall  have  the  power  and  duty  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance.  Certified  copies  of 
all  policies,  rules,  and  regulations  shall  be  for- 
warded to  the  City  Clerk  who  shall  forthwith 
forward  them  to  the  City  Council,  in  the  case 
of  regulations  in  existence,  within  ten  days  of 
the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  and  in  the 
case  of  regulations  promulgated  after  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  ordinance  within  ten  days  of  the 
promulgation  thereof." 

9)  That  section  209  is  deleted  and  the  following 
new  section  is  substituted  in  its  place: 

"Section  209.  Transitional  Provisions.  Upon 
the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  all  applica- 
tions for  a  certificate  of  eviction  for  condo- 
minium conversion,  whether  pending  or  future, 
shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, and  all  notices  required  hereunder  shall 
be  given  to  tenants  after  the  effective  date 
hereof." 

10)  That  section  210  is  deleted  and  the  follow- 
ing new  section  is  substituted  in  its  place: 


"Section  210.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall 
be  construed  as  giving  the  board  any  additional 
powers  other  than  those  specifically  set  forth 
herein  and  those  exercised  by  the  board  in 
accordance  with  section  205  and  section  2  (C) 
of  chapter  15  of  the  Ordinances  of  1975,  as 
amended,  as  they  relate  to  the  eviction  of 
tenants  for  the  purposes  of  condominium  con- 
version; nor  shall  this  ordinance  be  construed  as 
conferring  upon  the  board  any  powers  to  hire 
additional  staff  unless  any  such  hiring  is  expressly 
authorized  by  further  ordinance." 
11)  That  the  ordinance  be  further  amended  by 
adding  the  following  new  sections: 

"SECTION  2.  That  all  amendments  passed 
today  to  the  ordinance  passed  December  12, 
1979,  be  considered  as  an  entity  and  that  it  is 
the  legislative  intent  of  this  Council  in  passing 
these  changes  to  the  condominium  conversion 
ordinance  presently  on  the  desk  of  the  Mayor 
of  Boston  that  they  be  one  amendment,  just 
as  the  original  ordinance  is  one  ordinance, 
and  that  as  amending  the  ordinance,  the  sever- 
ability clause  shall  apply  to  each  and  every 
section  of  this  amendment." 

"SECTION  3.  That  this  ordinance,  as  amend- 
ed,  shall    be    published    by    the    action    of    the 
Council  in  passing  the  same."

sixty-two;  or  2)  handicapped  as  set  forth  in 
regulations  promulgated  by  the  United  States 
Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare 
at  45  CFR  84,  et  seq.;  or  3)  whose  total  taxable 
household  income  for  the  calendar  year  im- 
mediately preceding  the  current  year  is  less  than 
eighty  percent  of  the  median  income  for  this 
geographical  area  as  set  forth  in  regulations 
promulgated  from  time  to  time  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  De- 
velopment pursuant  to  section  8  of  the  Housing 
Act  of  1937,  as  amended  by  the  Housing  and 
Community  Development  Act  of  1974,  and 
calculated  pursuant  to  said  regulations,  no  land- 
lord shall  take  any  action  to  recover  possession 
of  a  housing  accommodation  for  the  purposes 
of  conversion  to  a  condominium  unit  or  take 
any  action  to  convert  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion to  -  a  condominium  unit  or  take  any  action 
to  evict  any  tenant  of  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion or  condominium  unit  who  was  a  tenant  at 
the    time    the    master    deed    for    the    property 
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wherein  said  housing  accommodation  is  located 
was  recorded  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter 183 A  of  the  General  Laws.
